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REPORT. 

'^  From  the  rising  of  the  son,  even  unto  the  going 
down  of  the  same,  my  name^all  be  great  among 
the  Oentiles;  and  in  every  place  incense  shall 
be  ofierred  unto  my  name,  and  a  pure  offering : 
for  my  name  shall  be  great  among  the  heathen, 
saith  the  Lord  of  Hosts.  He  shall  hare  domin- 
ion also  from  sea  to  sea,  and  from  the  river  unto  the 
ends  of  the  earth.  In  his  days  shall  the  righteous 
flourish ;  and  abundance  of  peace  so  long  as  the 
moon  endureth.  He  shall  judge  among  the  nations, 
and  shall  rebuke  many  people:  and  they  shall  beat 
their  swords  into  plow  shares,  and  their  spears  into 
pruning-hooks :  nation  shall  not  lift  up  sword  against 
nation,  neither  shall  they  learn  war  any  more.  For 
as  the  earth  bringeth  forth  her  bud,  and  as  the  garden 
causeth  the  things  that  are  sown  in  it  to  spring  forth ; 
so  the  Lord  God  will  cause  righteousness  and  praise 
to  spring  forth  before  all  the  nations/' 
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pily  predicted,  by  this  portion  of  dirtne  truth,  the 
friends  of  Missions  have  no  doubt  They  believe  that 
they  will  be  realized  in  all  their  fullness  of  glory  and 
of  joy,  and  under  the  influence  of  this  belief,  urged 
by  the  command,  and  by  the  love  of  Chirst,  they  have 
began  to  cause  the  gospel  to  be  preached  to  every 
creature.  The  most  unwavering  confidence,  how- 
ever, in  these  predictions,  is  perfectly  consistent  with 
a  spurit  of  concern  for  the  result  of  efibrt  m  behalf  of 
their  accomplishment.  To  gratify  this  spirit,  to  ex- 
cite to  continued  and  mcreased  fidelity  in  the  kmgdom 
of  our  Lord,  and  to  discharge  our  duty  to  our  pa- 
trons, is  the  occasion  of  presenting  to  the  public  a 
report  of  our  operations  for  the  past  two  years. 

The  instrumentality  which  has  been  employed  is  the 
same  as  has  been  reported  in  preceding  years  —  the 
preaching  of  the  Word ;  the  translation,  printing, 
and  distribution  of  the  Scriptures  and  religious 
tracts;  the  superintendancc  of  scliools  for  the  in- 
struction of  native  children  both  in  the  Murathee  and 
English,  languages,  together  with  supplication  and 
prayer  for  the  gifl  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

As  the  operations  of  the  Mission  are  carried  on  at 
different  stations,  it  will  be  important,  for  the  sake  of 
definiteness,  to  report  separately,  as  far  as  practicable, 
with  regard  to  each.

Preacbins- 

The  preaching  of  the  cross  vie  regard  as  the  grand 
instrument  by  which  the  conversion  of  men  in 
heathen,  not  less  than  in  christian  lands,  is  to  be  ef- 
fected.   To  thiscvcry  thingelse  is  subordinate.     The 
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senrices  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath.  The  order  and 
character  of  one  of  these  is  changed.    The  teachers 
and  scholars  in  connection  with  our  schools  in  Bom- 
bay, who  were  formerly  in  the  habit  of  meeting  on 
Sabbath  afternoon,  now  convene  at  8  o'clock  in  the 
morning.    At  this  time,  the  children  belonging  to 
the  first  classes  are  examined,  in  the  presence  of  their 
respective  teachers,  upon  those  portions  of  the  Scrip- 
ture which  have  been  the  subject  of  reading,  and 
catechetical  instruction,  during  the  previous  week. 
The  children  of  the  second  classes  are,  on  the  same 
occasion,  examined  as  to  their  acquaintance  with  the 
Catechism,  Commandments,  Lord's  Prayer,  &c.  This 
exercise  continues  for  one  hour,  and  immediately 
after  it,    follow  a  sermon,    and   other  appropriate 
services.     We   are  able  by  this    arrangement  to 
secure  the  attendance,  upon  the  preaching  of  the 
gospel,  of  the  older  children  of  the  schools.     In  ad- 
dition to  these,  the  congregation  consists  chiefly  of 
those  who  are  in  some  way  in  the  employ  of  the 
Mission,  as  pundits,    school-teachers,    workmen  in 
the  printing  office,  and  servants  in  our  families.     Be- 
lieving that  we  are  not  only  not  to  profane  the 
Sabbath  by  giving  work  to  those  in  our  employ  on 
that  day,  but  that  we  are  required  to  use  our  in- 
fluence to  induce  them  to  keep  holy  the  Sabbath,  we 
make  it  an  indispcnsible  condition  of  their  coming  into 
our  service,  that  they  shall  attend  the  services  of  the 
chapel  on  the  Lord's  day.     The  number  which  at- 
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tends  upon  preaching,  from  a  desire  lo  know  the 
tnitb,  is,  it  is  beliered,  quite  small;  yet  it  affords  us 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  saj,  that  the  congregation,  for 
six  or  eight  months  past,  has  been  gradually  increas- 
ing. It  now  varies  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  two 
hundred  persons. 

Our  third  service  in  the  chapel  is  conducted  in  the 
English  language.  The  number  of  those  who  assem- 
ble with  us,  on  this  occasion,  for  the  worship  of 
God,  is  quite  small.  We  feel  no  inclination,  however, 
to  discontinue  it.  It  aSbrds  us  sufficient  inducement 
to  continue  our  efforts  in  this  department  of  labour, 
that  it  is  a  means  of  spiritual  attainment  to  the 
members  of  the  Mission  families,  and  others  of  the 
church  who  speak  the  EngUsh  language.  Themonth- 
ly  concert,  and  a  weekly  prayer-meeting,  are  con- 
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to  be  taught  the  children  during  the  week.  A 
part  of  the  time  of  this  senrice  is  also  devoted  to 
singing  Christian  hymns,  which  have  been  adapted  to 
native  music.  We  feel  it  to  be  a  matter  of  very  great 
importance  that  our  teachers  should  be  thoroughly 
instructed  in  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  the  gospel, 
in  order  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  teach  others 
these  great  truths.  Although  special  efforts  have 
been  made,  and  repeated  from  year  to  year,  to  ad- 
vance their  improvement  in  these  things,  yet  we  are 
often  grieved  at  their  exceeding  ignorance.  The 
truth  is  they  hate  the  light,  and  will  not  come  to  the 
light.    They  love  darkness. 

During  the  period  designated  for  this  report, 
preaching  in  places  of  public  concourse  has  been  con- 
tinued, though  with  frequent  interruptions.  We 
much  lament  that,  on  account  of  the  smallness  of  our 
nimiber,  we  are  not  able  to  sustain  this  department 
of  labour  with  more  constancy  and  energy.  While 
so  few  are  ready  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportu- 
nity of  hearing  the  gospel  by  going  into  the  house  of 
God,  the  duty  of  going  into  the  highways  and  hedges, 
and  making  known  the  fullness  and  the  freeness 
of  divine  love  for  sinful  men,  becomes  more  impe- 
rious. Their  spiritual  necessities  demand  compul- 
sion —  compel  them  to  corns  in. 

Sewajee,  our  native  assistant,  is  particularly  useful 
in  making  known,  in  his  simple  and  affectionate 
manner,  the  unsearchable  riches  of  Christ,  to  the  peo- 
ple of  the  Poor  Asylum,  and  others  to  whom  be 
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caa  gain  access.  The  increasing  interest  which  has 
been  manifested  for  some  time  past,  with  relation 
to  the  things  of  God  and  the  soul,  is  to  be  attributed, 
in  no  small  measure,  to  the  influr^nce  of  his  christian 
faithfulness  and  prayers. 

Schools. 

We  have,  in  Bombay,  five  native  free  schools  for 
boys,  and  thirteen  for  girls.  On  the  continent  are 
twelve  schools,  which  admit  both  girls  and  boys. 

The  course  of  instruction  heretofore  pursued  in 
our  free  schools,  is  still  in  all  its  important  features 
continued.  A  new  system,  however,  of  classing  the 
scholars,  and  paying  the  teachers,  has  recently  been 
adopted,  under  which  it  is  designed  that  all  the  free 
schools  for  boys,  pertaining  to  the  Mission,  shall  be 
brought,  as  soon  as  circumstances  will  admit.

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The  results  of  our  efforts  in  behalf  of  fenude  edu« 
eation  are^  every  year^  becoming  more  encouraging. 
It  can  no  longer  be  regarded  as  an  experimenti 
whether  the  Hindoo  female  is  capable  of  intellectual 
improvement  Facts  demonstrate  that  she  is,  and  that 
to  an  extent  which  completely  astonishes  the  preju- 
diced and  superstitious  father.  The  obstacles  which 
have  prevented  access  to  this  long  neglected  part  of 
the  community  are  beginning  to  disappear,  and  hopeful 
intunation  is  given,  that  the  time  of  the  redemp- 
tion of  the  female  mind  in  this  country  from  its  cruel 
and  abject  bondage  draws  nigh. 

It  has  been  for  some  time  an  object  of  desire  with 
the  Mission  to  procure  a  place,  at  which  the  female 
schools  might  bo  concentrated,  so  as  to  bring  the 
children,  as  far  as  possible,  under  the  immediate  super- 
vision of  the  Superintendont.    During  the  past  year, 
premises  very  convenient  and  suitable  for  this  purpose 
have  been  obtained.     They  are  situated  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  street,  directly  in  front  of  the  chap- 
el —  four  schools  have  since  been  located  there;  three 
others,  being  composed  of   the  children  of  native 
soldiers,  continue  to  occupy  the  apartments  which 
were  provided  for  them  by  the  kindness  of  certain 
European  ofliccrs.     In  view  of  favourable  changes 
in  the  pecuniary  circumstances  of  the  Mission  within 
a  few  years,  the  Mission  have  assumed  the  future  ex- 
pense of  those  schools  which  have  been  heretofore 
sustained  by  the  friends  of  the  Society  for  Promoting 
Christian  Knowledge.    While  we  would  express  o\3it 
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gnttitude  to  British  ChrlflUaiu  for  the  farour  thus 
shown  us,  we  would  iarite  American  Christians  to  a 
participation  with  them  in  the  rewards  of  good  and 
faithful  serrants. 

The  girls  of  the  Poor  School  recdtrea  sum  adequate 
to  their  daily  support.  They  are  the  children  of  poor 
parents;  and  were  it  not  for  the  maintenance  which 
they  thus  obttun,  instead  of  being  instructed  in  those 
things  which  pertain  to  their  usefulness  and  happiness, 
they  would  be  trained  to  habits  which  degrade  and 
destroy.  There  are  about  twenty-five  belonging  to 
this  school,  and  the  expense  of  their  individual  sup- 
port varies  from  one  to  two  rupees  per  month.  For 
the  support  of  the  school,  the  Mission  would  gratefully 
acknowledge  the  receipt  of  two  hundred  Rupees  from 
a  benevolent  individual,  by  whom  our  lack  has  often 
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a  Tariety  of  motiTes,  though  chiefly  it  may  be  by  a 
deure  to  obtain  favourable  aituations  in  business,  to 
pursue  the  study  of  English  literature  and  science. 
We  have  been  induced  to  gratify  their  wbhes  in  these 
things,  from  a  desire  to  gain  access  to  those  classes 
of  the  community  which  cannot  be  reached,  by  the 
common  medium  of  preaching,  to  evince  the  since- 
rity of  our  professions  of  compassionate  regard  for 
their  interests,  and  to  avail  ourselves  of  every  possible 
means  of  making  known.: the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus. 
The  children  come  to  us  under  circumstances  which 
give  us  peculiar  advantages  for  communicating  reli- 
gious knowledge.  If  they  learn  the  English  language, 
they  must  learn  of  those  to  whom  it  is  vernacular ;  their 
own  people  cannot  teach  it  them.  If  they  learn  it 
of  us,  they  must  receive  it  as  a  gratuity,  and  conse- 
quently, must  submissively  yield  themselves  to  the 
course  of  instruction  which  is  prescribed  for  them.  In 
view  of  these  considerations,  we  have  kept  open  a 
English  school  for  the  last  two  years.  During  the 
past  year,  it  has  been  in  a  flourishing  and  interesting 
state.  The  average  number  of  scholars  has  been 
about  fifty.  Encouraged  by  the  success  which  has 
attended  previous  efforts,  to  believe  that  a  school  of  a 
high  character  may  be  established  here,  which  will 
greatly  conduce  to  the  promotion  of  the  kingdom  of 
the  Redeemer,  the  Mission  have  taken  measures  to  se- 
cure a  school  of  this  description. 

From  twenty  to  thirty  young  men,  most  of  whom 
bad  situations  in  business,  have  bcccn  instructed  in 
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EngliBh  one  hour  each  moraing  l^  Mr.  Stone,  tt  hit 
place  of  residence.  They  were  conTcned,  on  Sabbath 
morning,  in  the  eapadQr  of  a  Bible  clau,  and  in- 
structed in  the  things  that  pertain  to  the  kingdom  of 
God.  On  Tuesday  erening,  they  assembled  for  the 
purpose  of  hearing  a  familiar  lecture,  in  the  form  of 
exposition,  upon  the  portion  of  Scripture  which  had 
been  gone  over  on  thopreceding  Sabbath.  This  lee* 
ture  was  often  attended  by  soaie  of  their  friends,  and 
at  times  assumed  a  peculiarly  interesting  character. 
A  circulating  library  has  been  formed  for  their  be- 
nefit, and  used  to  a  considerable  extent. 

An  English  school  of  about  twenty  fire  lads  has 
been  continued  for  most  of  the  past  year  in  Mahim, 
a  place  formerly  ocupied  by  the  Mission  as  a  station. 
It  has  recently  passed  into  the  care  of  the  Ber.  Mr. 
Fletcher,  of  the  Church  of  England.    His  knoTV-n  i: 
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lire  to  be  able  to  report  to  our^  ropporten  a  greater 
number  of  facts  which  intimate  the  success  of  this 
cause.  Efidence  of  success  is  not  wanting  to  us ; 
but  it  is  chiefly  of  such  a  character  as  does  not  ad- 
mit of  being  communicated.  It  respects  the  gradual 
undermining  of  prejudices  —  the  breaking  down  of 
those  barriers  which  prevent  the  access  of  truth  to  the 
heart  and  conscience.  It  is  evidence  which  must  be 
witnessed  in  order  to  be  felt  Great  [and  important 
changes  require  much  time.  This  is  the  economy  of 
nature.  **  The  husbandman  waiteth  for  the  precious 
fruit  of  the  earth,  and  hath  long  patience  for  it,  until  he 
receive  the  early  and  the  latter  rain:  be  ye  also  pa- 
tient; establish  your^hearts." 

Toure. 

Several  tours  have  been  made,  for  the  purpose 
of  visiting  the  schools  on  the  continent,  distri- 
buting tracts  and  the  scriptures,  and  preaching 
the  gospel,  in  the  villages  where  these  schools  are 

located. 

raissionChnrch. 

The  actual  advancement  of  the  kingdom  of  holmess 
is  not  only  indicated,  by  the  accessions  which  are 
made  to  the  visible  Church  of  Christ  of  those 
who  have  been  brought  from  darkness  to  light,  but 
also  by  the  orderly  walk,  and  christian  conversation 
of  the  members  of  a  Church.  In  both  these 
respects,  the    American    Mission  Church  in  this 
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place  has  exhibited  some  CTidenee  of  the  pro- 
gress of  the  truth.  The  consistent  behavbor  of 
those  who  hare  professed  to  be  the  disciples  of  Christ, 
their  deiligent  and  faithful  use  of  the  means  appoint- 
ed for  growth  in  grace,  and  progress  in  the  divine 
life,  give  us  pleasing  evidence  that  they  have  not  re- 
ceived the  grace  of  Ood  in  vam.  To  this  remark 
there  is  but  a  single  exception.  In  the  course  of  the 
year  1834,  one  of  the  native  members  of  the  Church 
was  suspended,  for  an  intemperate  use  of  intoxicating 
liquor.  It  was  ascertained  that  he  had  been  guilty 
of  this  offence  for  some  time,  and  had  employed  a 
variety  of  improper  means  to  conceal  it.  During  the 
past  year,  it  pleased  the  Lord  sorely  to  afflict  him, 
by  taking  away  from  him  his  only  child.  He  was 
taught  to  regard  this  event  as  a  chastening  from  the 
Lord,  and  designed  for  his  spiritual  advantage.  It  is 
hoped  that  it  proved  to  be  a  means  of  bringing  him 
to  a  sense  of  his  sinfulness  in  the  sight  of  God. 
Soon  afler  this  bereavement,  he  of  his  own  free  will 
came  before  the  Church  with  a  f*ill  and  humble  con- 
fession of  his  sms,  praying  for  our  forgiveness,  and 
entreating  that  we  would  seek  pardon  for  him,  through 
Jesus  Christ.  We  accordingly  forgave  him,  and  re- 
stored him  to  the  privileges  of  the  Church. 

Within  the  past  year,  four  persons,  upon  the  pro- 
fession of  their  faith  in  Christ,  have  been  received  to  the 
communion  of  the  Church.  One  of  these  is  a 
young  man  who  was  educated  in  the  Mission.     He 
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for  some  dght  or  tn  years  the  lubjeet  of  mueh 
idl^om  eoonsel,  and  the  object  of  nrach  prayer. 
Though  lie  long    resisted   that  counsel,  and  that 
payer  seemed  to  be  unheard,  yet  he  was  brought 
to  yield  to  the  power   of  the    truth,  and  there* 
by  is  shown  the  fSuthfufaiess  of  Qod.    By  professing 
Unaelf  a  Protestant,  he  was  excommunicated  the 
Catbofie  Church,  with  the  usual  bulb  and  anathemas. 
Amidst  an    the  persecution   that  has  been  raised 
against  him,  he  has  manifested  a  commendable  spirit. 
The  other  persons  whom  we  have  received  to  the 
Chnrch  are  converts  from  Hindooism.  Of  these  one 
by  the  name  of  Sewajee,  who  has  been  mentioned 
under  a  prevbus  head,  was  a  person  of  more  than 
ordinary  influence  in  the  village  to  which  he  belongs. 
He  reads  the  Murathee  with  much  fluency,   and  al- 
though of  tow  caste,  he  has  considerable  knowledge 
of  the  Shastrus.    He  has  spent  a  part  of  his  life  in 
the  character  of  a  Gos&vee — a  term  for  one  who  has 
professedly  renounced  the  world,  and  devoted  him- 
self exclusively  to  matters  of  religion.    After  hav- 
ing become  impressed  with  the  importance  of  Christ* 
iani^,  by  means  of  a  tract  which  he  read,  he  left 
his  family,  and  came  to  this  place  to  learn  more 
perfectly  about  this  new  way  of  life  and  salvation. 
Having  remained  a  few  months,  he  determined  to  em- 
brace the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus  —  he  sent  for  his 
family — ^publickly  professed  his  sole  reliance  upon  the 
Lord  Jesus    for  salvation —- consecrated  bis  only 
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ebiU  to  Ood,  tibe  Father,  the  Son,  snd  the  Hoty 
Ohostt  1^  ginng  it  ap  in  the  rite  of  haptism,  and 
b^an  with  much  zeal  to  instruct  bis  wife  m  the  truth 
which  he  bad  now  embraced.  Though  at  first  ex- 
ceedingly averse  to  hearing  about  these  thmgs,  she 
is  now  a  professed  disciple  of  the  cross.  The  other 
indiridual  refered  to  b  a  female,  and  gives  verj  sat- 
isfactory evidence  of  having  been  bom  from  above. 

In  addition  to  those  who  have  now  been  men- 
tioned, some  five  or  six  individuals  have  expressed  a 
desire  to  receive  the  ordinance  of  baptism.  Wish 
ing  them  to  obtain  more  knowledge  of  Christianity, 
uid  to  give  more  satisfactory  evidence  of  having 
become  new  creatures,  we  have  declined  gratifying 
their  wish  at  present. 

In  these  indications  of  the  power  and  success  of 
the  Word  we  greatly  rejoice,  being  assured  that  they 
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win  appear  from  an  inspection  of  the  accompanying 
schedules.  1834.

TIm  place  of  this  name  is  situated  upon  the  Bfaha- 
hurfishwur  HilUi»  ^Ustant  from  Bombay  about  cm 
hundred  miles,  in  a  S.  E.  direction.  Being  oon^- 
erably  elevated  above  the  surrounding  countrjt  it 
is  regarded  as  a  favourable*resort  for  invalids.  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Graves  went  to  this  place  soon  after  their 
return  to  this  country.  They  have  resided  there 
since  that  time,  with  the  exception  of  the  last  nuny 
season,  which  they  spent  at  Satara.  Their  sister, 
Miss  0.  Graves,  lives  in  their  family.  Mr.  G.  has 
devoted  himself,  as  his  feeble  health  would  admit, 
to  the  business  of  translating.  An  edition  of  Le« 
viticus  translated  by  him  is  now  in  the  press.  He  has, 
in  the  course  of  the  year,  revised  with  considerable 
labor  a  book  of  hymns,  which  is  used  in  our  Mura* 
thee  services  on  the  Sabbath.  He  has  also  been  en- 
gaged in  preparing  a  translation  of  the  Book  of 
Psalms  for  publication.  Mrs.  G.  and  her  sister  are 
contributing  their  efforts  to  advance  the  kingdom  of 
our  Lord  by  superintending  schools,  visiting  the  sick 
at  their  dwellings,  and  speaking  to  those  that  may 
call  upon  them  at  their  own  house. 

Under  date  of  March  28th,  1835,   Mr.  Graves 
writes  — 

'*  Although  my  health  will  not  allow  me  to  at- 
tempt much,  yist  I  have  been  able  for  more  than  three- 
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fburtiu  of  tho  tim*  to  go  out  and  eontniaiiteate  lome 
knowledge  of  the  gospel,  by  •ddressing  the  people, 
and  carryiog  trocta  for  distribution,  once  a  day,  and 
some  of  the  time,  more  than  this  —  that  is,  both  in 
the  morning  and  evening.  I  have  found  the  people 
quite  as  attentive  here,  as  they  are  in  other  places. 
This  is  true  of  the  permanent  native  inhabitants 
around  us,  in  several  little  hamlets  which  J  have  vis- 
ited. In  Mahahurtishwur,  however,  I  found  tt:cir 
Brahminical  pride  and  prejudice  very  high  and 
strong  against  Christianity.  They  have  been  visited 
by  missionaries  often  enough  to  excite  their  fears; 
and  they  have  several  sacred  temples  near  the  heads 
of  sacred  streams,  so  that  they  derive  ii  revenue  from 
native  visitants,  far  too'great  for  the  flesh  willingly  to 
relinquish.  Our  two  school  teachers,  however,  bo- 
long  to  that  village,  and  somo.  even  there,  have  ma- 
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ever  sbee  be  beard  Mr.  Read»  he  has  giren  up  idobi 
and  looked  to  Christ  for  salvation.  He  commits  to 
memory,  from  the  Chinese  gospels,  usually  as  much 
as  a  chapter  in  a  week,  though  he  is  obliged,  like  the 
rest,  to  labour  every  day,  except  Sunday,  from  8  a. 
M.  to  6  p.  M.  He  attended  daily  at  our  house  in  the 
evening  to  the  study  of  Murathee,  and  instructed  his 
fellow  countrymen  in  the  same,  till,  owing  to  the  dif- 
ficulty of  their  uttering  the  Murathee  intelligibly,  and 
of  our  explaining  to  their  comprehension,  we  thought 
it  better  that  they  should  confine  their  attention  to 
Chinese,  and  expect  to  return  to  China. 

Mrs.  Graves,  sometimes  assisted  by  myself,  has 
addressed  the  gospel  to  from  16  to  50  poor  persons, 
twice  a  week,  at  our  house.  She  has  also  often  visit- 
ed some  of  those,  and  others  confined  at  their  own 
huts  by  disease.  Many  of  these  poor  people  have 
been  very  attentive,  and  manifested  some  knowledge 
of  the  gospel,  connected  with  many  professions  that 
they  rely  upon  it.  Some  of  them  may  be  truly  sin- 
cere* For  the  supply  of  these,  more  than  sixty  Ru- 
pees have  heen  given  by  a  few  European  ladies  and 
gentlemen  here,  besides  what  little  wo  have  been  able 

to  add. 

The  two  schools  in  this  place,  one  for  boys,  and  the 

other  for  girls,  have  been  managed  entirely  by  Mrs. 
G.  and  my  sister.  While  I  have  visited  them  only 
occasionally,  they  have  spent  a  considerable  time  in 
them  almost  daily.  They  were  comnienced  in  No- 
vember, and  being  mostly  composed  of  those  who 
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had  never  ittended  sobool,  thej  cannot  b«  luppoKd 
to  have  made  much  progreu  in  laat  year.  There  an 
now,  bowerer,  about  19  boyi,  and  6  girls,  who  read 
pretty  well:  11  boys  repeat  the  elementary  catechism: 
14  hoys  and  3  girls  repeat  the  ten  commandments. 
These  and  others  repeat  the  Lord's  Prayer.  Several 
of  the  boys  have  learned  hair  of  the  Mission  Cate- 
chism. Many  of  them,  besides  reading  tracts,  bare 
read  to  the  amount  of  two  gospels,  and  answered 
questions  particularly  on  the  whole,  as  they  have  pro- 
ceeded. The  largest  girls  have  usually  spent  one 
hour  a  day  at  our  house  in  learning  to  sew,  and  13 
of  them  have  made  valuable  progress. 

My  own  health  has  been  roost  of  the  time  very 
poor,  and  I  Iiave  scarcely  kno^vn  whether  it  has  been 
improving  or  otherwise.  I  have  some  hope  that  I 
shall  be  able  to  have  an  assistant,  and  revise  my  man- 
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bafebada  comfortable  residence,  in  a  pleasant  and 
healthful  part  of  the  country.  The  merciful  care 
and  goodness  of  our  heavenly  Father  have  still  pre- 
served our  frail,  uncertain  and  threatened  lives,  with 
a  great  degree  of  quiet  and  comfort,  and  even  con- 
siderable pleasure,  during  a  great  part  of  the  year. 
We  believe  that  these  considerations  have  had  some 
influence  with  us,  and  that  we  have  used  what 
strength  and  health  we  have^^had,  in  some  degree,  as 
we  should  do.  Still  we  have  great  occasion  to  mourn 
over  the  deficiencies]of  which  we  have  been  guilty,  in 
the  temper  of  our  minds,  in  our  want  of  faith  and 
spirituality.  Our  nearness  to  another  world,  and 
all  the  solemnities  of  that  state,  with  the  great 
account  we  must  there  render,  respecting  ourselves, 
and  these  pagans,  have  not  continually  absorbed  our 
whole  souls,  as  we  sometimes  feel  that  they  should  do. 
We  have  however  been,  at  least  externally,  busy. 

Mrs.  Graves  was  occupied  the  first  six  months 
with  the  male  and  female  school,  and  with  attention 
to  the  temporal  and  spiritual  wants  and  miseries  of 
the  poor;  ai)d  for  the  last  six  months,  partly  in  Sat* 
tara,  and  partly  in  this  place,  she  has  been  laboring 
to  collect,  manage  and  instruct  a  female  boarding 
school.  My  sister  has  been  occupied  in  assisting  her 
in  all  these  labors,  and  in  acquiring  a  knowledgeof 
the  Muratbee  language. 

Mr.  O.,  referring  to  the  assembly  which  convened 
at  his  house  for  religious  instruction  on  the  Sabbath, 
as  noticed  in  the  preceding  communication,  says  —  I 
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have  kept  up  this  assembly  daring  the  year.  It  va- 
ries from  twen^  to  fifty,  and  sometimes  numbers 
eTen  a  hundred.  During  the  first  part  of  our  resid- 
ence at  Sattara,  the  number  was  less  than  in  this 
place.  But  ailer  Mrs.  O.'s  school  was  collected  there, 
the  girls  with  some  adults  who  were  induced  to  at- 
tend made  up  as  many  hearers  as  we  have  at  this 
place.  I  believe  my  ill  health  has  interrupted  these 
meetings  only  two  Sabbaths  during  the  year.  On 
weekdays,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morning,  we  have 
been  accustomed  to  call  in  all  about  us,  and  spend 
half  or  three  quarters  of  an  hour,  in  reading  and 
expounding  a  portion  of  Scripture,  with  prayer  in 
Murathee.  On  these  occasions,  I  hare  sometimes  had 
nearly  as  many  bearers  as  on  the  Sabbath.  For  a 
great  part  of  the  year,  I  have  been  able  to  go  once 
or  twice  a  day,  into  the  native  town  to  instruct  the 
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fifty  children  have  been  taught  to  read  during  the 
year.  The  natives  of  this  place  are  not  as  perma- 
nent residents  as  they  are  in  most  villages  -—  of 
course  their  children  are  more  frequently  changing 
their  location.  The  rains  are  so  severe  that  almost 
all  exertions,  in  schools  and  in  preaching  abroad, 
must  be  suspended  during  three  or  four  months. 
And  though  the  rains  in  Sattara  are  comparatively 
light,  our  stay  was  so  short  in  the  place,  that  we 
thought  it  inexpedient  to  commence  any  school,  ex- 
cept the  boarding  school,  for  girls.  During  the  dry 
season,  had  I  health  and  time,  I  might  have  two  or 
three  schools  at  a  dbtance  of  from  three  to  five  miles. 
But  during  the  past  year  my  health  has  prevented.  I 
ought  to  be  exceedingly  grateful  for  what  I  have  been 
able  to  do  in  preaching.  And  though  my  imperfec- 
tions, in  this  department,  are  my  continual  grief,  I 
believe  that  what  I  have  attempted  has  not  been  en- 
tirely useless.  The  degree  of  attention,  on  many 
occasions  particularly,  has  been  greatly  encouraging. 
Some  appear,  almost  at  least,  persuaded  to  renounce 
idols,  and  embrace  the  Redeemer.  Four  Chinese 
convicts  are  anxious  to  be  received  into  the  Christian 
Church,  declaring  their  full  belief  in  Christianity. 
Though  they  have  great  difficulty  in  understanding, 
and  in  being  understood,  on  account  of  their  imper- 
fect knowledge  both  of  the  Murathee  and  Hindoo- 
stance,  I  cannot  discover  any  thing  against  the  hope, 
that  they  may  be  sincere  converts  to  Christ.    May 
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tha  Spirit  B&d  power  of  tin  Lord  goon  regam  the 
moral  dominion  of  tbesa  hills,  and  of  the  world. 

A.  Gratis. 
The  boarding  school,  to  which  allusion  is  made  b 
the  forgoing  letter,  origmated  m  the  following  circum- 
atances.  When  Mr.  G.  and  his  family  left  Malcolm 
Paith  for  Sattara,  it  was  their  purpose  to  spend  the 
short  Ume  of  their  expected  residence  in  the  last  men- 
tioned place  in  study,  as  a  preparation  to  greater 
usefulness  when  they  should  return  to  the  Hills.  After 
their  arrival  at  Sattara,  th^  pursued  their  plan  of 
study  for  about  two  weeks,  when  a  little  girl,  one  of 
their  scholars  at  Malcolm  Paith,  came  to  them  with 
the  request  that  she  might  remain  for  the  purpose  of 
receiving  instruction.  This  circumstance  led  them 
to  reconsider  and  abandon  their  original  plan.    The 
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religious  influence  ean  be  made  available.  In  referenee 
to    this   particular,    Mrs.    6.    writes  — ''  When 
these  girb  first  canle  to  us  they  appeared  like  trild 
girls ;  they  were  indeed  sometimes,  quite  uncontroula* 
ble ;  but  after  a  time,  when  they  were  inclined  to 
wrangle  and  quarrel  with  one  another,  to  tell  tkem  of 
the  sufferings  of  the  Saviour  for  them,  and  for  fallen, 
guilty  man,  usually  has  the  effect  to  quell  them.    If 
this  means  does  not  succeed,  they  are  often  led  to  the 
door,  and  told  to  sit  there  till  their  wrath  has  subsi- 
ded.    It  is  not  unfrequent  that  they  soon  come  in, 
and  tell  us  that  if  we  will  forgive  them,  they  will  do 
so  no  more.    One  day  a  girl  became  very  angry,  be- 
cause another  girl,  of  lower  caste,  drank  water  from 
the  same  vessel  with   the  other  scholars.    I  related 
the  account  of  the  rich  man  and  Lazarus  —  told  her 
that  unless  she  repented  of  her  anger  and  her  wicked 
works,  the  day  would  come,  when  she,  like  the  rich 
man,  would  wish,   and  wish,  and  wish  for  a  drop 
even  of  that  water  which  she  thought  so  much  pollut- 
ed, to  cool  her  scorching  tongue,  but  it  would  be  for- 
ever denied  her.     This  account  seemed  to  soften  her, 
and  all  were  quiet  again.''  These  facts  are  particu- 
larly interesting  to  those  who  are  acquainted  with  the 
brutal  manner  in  which  native  teachers  govern  their 
schools.     When  Mr.  G.  returned  to  Malcolm  Paith, 
the  school  was   also  removed.     In  consequence  of 
sickness,  and  some  other  unpropitious  events,  it  has 
been  reduced  to  about  twenty-five.     A  number  more 
is  expected,   and  a  house  for  their  accommodation  is 
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nearly  oompleted.  Mr.  G.  tad  ftmily  feel  much  in- 
debted to  several  christian  friends  for  the  seasonable 
ud  liberal  aid  which  they  granted  in  furthering  their 
efforts  in  behalf  of  these  poor  heathen  children.  Our 
prayer  is  that  the  blessing  of  many  ready  to  perish 
may  come  upon  them.

The  operations  of  the  Mission  have  proceeded 
much  as  usual.  Mr.  Allen  joined  us  in  January, 
1834.  Mr.  Kead  was  absent  during  the  months  of 
March,  April,  May,  and  a  port  of  June,  of  the  same 
year  at  the  Mahaburlishwur  Hills,  in  consequence  of

part  of  the  Sabbath  near  the  other  side  of  the  town. 
In  building  a  echool  house  in  July,  1834|  we  plaeed 
it  in  an  eligible  situation,  and  so  constructed  it  as  to 
make  it  suitable  also  for  a  house  of  worship,  and 
have  since  regularly  held  divine  service  there  on  Sab- 
bath evening,  and  at  the  other  place  in  the  morning. 
At  first  the  number  of  hearers,  at  the  new  place,  was 
quite  large,  many  no  doubt  having  been  attracted  by 
curiosity.  Great  opposition  was  manifested  by 
some  Brahmuns  who  were  eager  to  engage  in  dis- 
putation. We  soon  perceived  it  would  not  do  to 
engage  in  argument  with  opposers  so  furious,  who 
attempted  to  overcome  by  ridicule  and  abuse  rather 
than  by  argument.  They  were  therefore  prevented, 
though  not  without  difficulty,  from  interrupting  the 
services,  and  were  told,  if  they  wished  for  further 
conversation  on  the  subject  discussed,  to  repair  to  our 
houses,  where  the  opportunity  of  doing  so  would  be 
readily  afforded  them.  Finding  they  would  not  be 
allowed  publicly  to  engage  in  disputation,  many  of 
the  Brahmuns  ceased  to  attend ;  and  others  imitating 
their  example,  the  number  of  hearers  was  considera- 
bly diminished. 

The  service  continues  to  be  regularly  attended, 
but  the  number  of  hearers  varies  very  much.  The 
house  being  situated  near  the  side  of  a  very  public 
road,  persons  in  passing  are  attracted  by  seeing  us 
in  the  house,  and  turning  aside  come  in.  In  this  way 
the  number  is  sometimes  rather  small,  and  sometimes 
oonsiderablo. 
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tiien.  As  this  place  presented  an  uncommon  oppoi^ 
tunity  for  making  known  the  gospeU  he  contimied 
here  ten  dajrs. 

From  Jalna  he  returned  to  Ahmednuggur  by  the 
way  of  Auningabad.  In  the  latter  place  he  tarried 
several  days,  and  found  a  large  field  of  labor  amongst 
its  large  heathen  population.  Here  he  met  with  sev- 
eral christian  families,  who  had  bog  lived  without 
the  ordinances  of  the  gospel. 

In  December,  Mr.  Allen  made  a  tour  through  the 
Northern  Konkan,  and  the  western  part  of  the  Dec- 
can.  On  this  tour  he  spent  several  days  in  Joonur, 
and  also  in  Kallian. 

Early  in  January  of  1835,  Mr.  Allen  lefl  Ah- 
mednugger,  with  a  view  of  being  absent  for  some 
two  or  three  months,  in  the  performance  of  the  par- 
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fenrid  manner,  the  only  way  of  life  and  salvation  by 
Jesus  Christy  and  to  furnish  all  those  who  can  read 
intelligibly,  with  at  least  one  tract,  and  some  part  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures,  if  they  will  receive  them.  His 
continuance  in  a  place  will  of  course  be  determined 
by  the  circumstances  of  the  people,  as  their  number, 
readiness  to  receive  instruction,  &c. 

It  is  a  fact  worthy  of  notice,  that  Mn  Allen  fre- 
quently, on  these  tours,  fell  in  with  persons,  in  vil- 
lages remote  from  any  missionary  station^  who  had 
acquired  considerable  knowledge  of  Christianity, 
from  having  beard  the  gospel  preached  in  Poona, 
Ahmednugger,  Nasseek,  and  other  places.

School*.

It  may  be 
inferred  from  these  remarks,  that  the  demand  for 
books  is  not  great.  This  is  true;  and  yet  did  we 
think  it  proper,  we  could  by  going  into  the  bazar,  and 
offering  them  to  all  who  would  be  willing  to  accept, 
distribute,  no  doubt,  to  a  large  amount. 

Sckoola. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  1835,  we  had 
but  one  Murathee  school,  and  this,  on  account  of  the 
number  of  scholars  being  rery  small,  was  after  some 
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the  Soparinteiidanti  and  still  more  frequently  by  oar 
nadre  assistant 

When  we  look  back  to  the  commencement  of  the 
year,  and  remember  with  what  suspicion  our  efforts, 
in  behalf  of  schools,  were  regarded  by  some,  and  the 
indifference  of  others,  we  feel  that  we  have  occasion 
to  thank  Ood  and  take  courage ;  for  whatever  causes 
may  have  contributed  to  the  production  of  these  hap- 
py results,  we  must  feel  that  a  divine  providence  has 
brought  these  things  to  pass. 

The  English  school  which  was  commenced  in 
April  1834,  has  contained  from  15  to  25  scholars. 
The  principal  object  for  commencing  such  a  school 
was,  in  the  first  place,  |  to  bring  some  of  the  natives  be- 
longing to  the  higher  castes  in  some  respects  under  our 
influence  whom  we  could  not  expect  to  reach  in  any 
other  way ;  and,  in  the  second  place,  to  produce  upon 
the  minds  of  the  natives  generally  the  impression  that 
we  are  laboring  for  their  good.  This  impression  we 
find  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  make.  Conscious 
that  they  themselves  are  influenced  by  selfish  motives 
in  every  thing  they  do,  they  cannot  but  believe  that 
others  are  also.  Many  of  them  have  the  idea  that 
missionaries  are  supported  by  govemm  ent,  and  are 
merely  seeking  their  own  interest  Any  thing  we 
can  do  that  will  serve  to  remove  these  erroneous 
impressions,  and  convince  the  people  that  \ve  are  en« 
deavouring  to  promote  their  best  interests,  is  of  great 
importance.  We  arc  happy  to  find  that  our  endea- 
vors on  this  subject  have  not  been  ia  vam.    livlV 
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mean  time,  we  regard  this  school  as  an  oxperlment, 
which  can  be  given  up  whenever  we  are  persuaded  tlie 
interests  of  tho  mission  do  not  require  its  contin- 
uance. 

Heniinary. 

In  August,  IS35,  we  built  n  school  house,  with  ref- 
erence to  tho  seminary  which  we  have  in  contempla- 
tion, and  for  which  appropriations  have  been  made. 
Finding  that  it  would  be  impossible  to  carry  our  plans 
at  once  fully  into  efTcct,  we  at  first  admitted  children 
upon  the  conditions  which  we  require  for  our  native 
free  schools.  Wo  afterwards  made  proposals  that 
those  who  would  consent  to  remnin  with  us  thcVholc 
time,  with  the  exception  of  going  to  their  homes 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  their  food,  should  daily 
receive  a  sum  adequate  to  their  support.     It  is  bcliev-

bands  are  the  hearts  of  all  men.  ''  He  that  goetk 
forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious  seed,  shall  doubt- 
less come  again  with  rejoicing,  bringing  his  sheaves 
with  him/' 

The  change,  m  regard  to  education  which  has 
taken  place  during  the  year,  opens  a  new,  interest- 
ing and  encouraging  field  of  labour,  in  this  section 
of  the  country ;  and  we  hope  this  will  stimulate  us 
to  renewed  and  enlarged  effort,  the  coming  year. 
Every  new  opening  for  labour  in  behalf  of  these  per- 
ishing heathen,  deepens  upon  our  minds  the  convic- 
tion of  the  truth  of  the  declaration  of  the  Saviour, 
**  The  harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are 
few,''  and  induces  us  to  pray  with  greater  importuni- 
ty, that  ^Uhe  Lord  of  the  harvest  may  send  forth 
more  laborers  into  his  harvest*' — yea,  many  more 
into  this  field  which  is  whitening  for  the  sickle. 

Poor    House. 

This  institution  continues  to  be  supported  by  the 
Europeans  of  this  place  with  our  own  feeble  assist 
ancc.  It  usually  contains  about  35  inmates.  Thej 
are  not  compelled  to  attend  divine  service,  yet  ai 
they  are  entrusted  to  our  care  —  one  of  our  numbei 
being  the  Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  the  institution— 
they  arc  led  to  look  upon  us  as  their  benefactors,  an< 
knowing  it  to  be  our  wish,  nearly  or  quite  all  of  thei: 
who  are  able,  regularly  attend  divine  service.  Thre 
of  the  women  have  expressed  a  wish  to  be  baptizec 
But  we  have  thought  it  best,  aAer  some  eiiam'maWo 
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tt>  ynSt  for  further  evidence  of  their  beiog  niitable 
iubjeets  to  receive  that  ordinance. 

In  conclusion,  ire  would  saf  we  have  abundant 
dause  to  thanlc  the  Lord  for  his  mercy  in  preserving 
our  lives,  and  affording  us  a  good  degree  of  health. 
We  have  at  the  same  time  to  lament  our  o^m  unpro- 
fitableness, and  to  cry  with  the  prophet  to  whom  is 
the  arm  of  the  Lord  revealed.  We  have  great  need 
of  an  increase  in  faith,  in  zeal,  and  in  the  spirit  of 
prayer.  Afler  all  that  baa  been  done  for  the  Mura- 
theo  people,  this  country  presents  but  little  else  thin 
the  appearance  of  one  vast,  barren  desert,  with  bore 
and  tlicre  a  spot  partially  cultivated.  And  as  yet  the 
fruit  has  scarcely  begun  to  appear.  And  should  no 
more  laborers  bo  sent,  and  no  genial  showers  from 
heaven  descend,  all  may  wither,  droop,  and  die. 
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Though  not  in  the  enjoyment  of  health,  she  was 
able  to  ride  out  on  the  evening  of  the  10th  —  had  a 
comfortable  night's  rest^'^and  was  appearing  usually 
well  early  in  the  morning.  About  10  o'clock,  symp- 
toms of  Cholera  appeared,  and  before  that  hour 
again  arrived,  she  had  finished  her  warfare,  and  gone, 
as  we  trust,  to  take  her  cfown.  This  stroke,  so  sud 
den  and  unexpected,  had  been  too  heavy  for,  Mr.  R. 
to  bear,  but  for  the  consideration  that  what  was  loss 
to  him  was  gain  to  her  whom  he  loved,  and  that 
this  event  was  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  of 
Him,  all  of  whose  ways  are  just  and  true. 

In  the  month  of  July  following,  Mr.^Ramsey  with 
his  two  motherless  children,  embarked  for  America. 
He  was  induced  to  take  this  course,  in  consideration 
of  the  declining  state  of  his  health,  and  the  bereav- 
ed circumstances  of  his  family.  He  went  in  accor- 
dance with  the  advice  of  his  Medical  attendants,  and 
with  the  approbation  of  the  Mission.  His  return 
at  this  period  of  his  residence  in  the  country  was  pe- 
culiarly trying,  in  as  much  as  he  had  but  just  begun 
to  make  his  influence  felt  upon  the  native  mind. 

But  that  these  dispensations  of  the  divine  hand 
should  not  overpower  the  faith  of  those  that  were  left, 
the  Lord,  in  answer  to  their  entreaty,  sent  them  ad- 
ditional fellow  helpers.  On  the  lOtb  of  September 
of  the  same  year,  the  Mission  was  reinforced  by  the 
arrival  of  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Graves  and  Munger,  and 
their  wives;  Messrs.  Abbott  and  Hubbard,  Assistant 
Missionaries,  and  their  wives,  and  Misses  0.  Grave^^ 
and  K  A.  Kimball 
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It  was  with  much  fojr  that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Qraves 
resumed  their  labors  in  behalf  of  these  perishing 
multitudes,  and  with  much  thanksgiving  and  pruse 
to  God,  on  the  part  of  those  who  were  permitted  to 
receive  them  again  to  participation  in  Missionary  la- 
bor. They  remained  in  Bombay  only  a  few  weeks, 
when  OD  account  of  Mr,  0/s  feeble  state  of  health, 
their  physicians  advised  ^cm  to  resort  to  the  Maha- 
burlishwur  Hills.  They  removed  thither  in  October, 
accompanied  by  their  sister,   Miss  0.  Graves. 

As  Messrs.  Abbott  and  Hubbard  came  out  with 
a  view  to  becoming  Supermtendants  of  Schools,  and 
Catechists,  Mr.  Abbott  was  located  in  Ahmednug- 
ger  in  this  capacity,  and  Mr.  Hubbard,  in  Bombay. 
On  account  of  the  feeble  condition  of  that  Branch  of 
the  Mission,  Mr.  Munger  was  also  located  in  Bom- 
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the  country,  and  which  had  not  been  materially  im« 
proved  by  various  changes  that  had  been  made,  *had 
now  become  such  that  it  was  judged  unsafe  to 
hazard  the  results  of  another  wet  season.  Under  these 
circumstances,  the  physicians  advised  that  she,  accom- 
panied by  her  husband,  should  return  to  America. 
The  Mission  consented  to  this  measure,  and  they  sail- 
ei  for  their  native  land  on  the  18th  of  March,  Thus, 
in  less  than  four  years  after  their  entering  upon  the 
field  of  labor  to  which  they  had  been  assigned,  the 
ent>e  reinforcement  of  1830,  consisting  of  the  Rev« 
Messrs.  Hervey,  Ramsey,  and  Read,  and  their  wives, 
was  taken  from  the  service  of  the  Mission,  either  by 
death,  or  by  those  circumstances  which  were  judged 
to  be  indications  of  the  divine  will.  Deeply  deplor^ 
ing  the  unfaithfulness  and  unbolief  which  have  ren- 
dered such  providences  needful,  we  would  kiss  the 
hand  that  bears  the  rod. 

With  regard  to  those  who  have  returned  to  their 
country,  wc  cherish  the  hope  that,  having  been  made 
the  instruments  of  awakening  a  more  lively  interest 
in  behalf  of  the  heathen,  and  of  exciting  christians 
to  a  more  full  consecration  of  theuuelves,  in  body 
and  spirit,  to  the  Lord,  they  will  again  visit  us,  and 
here  fulfil  the  ministry  which  they  have  received  in 
the  Lord. 

In  October,  we  were  permitted  to  receive  to  partici- 
pation in  our  work,  the  Rev.  H.  Ballantine  and  Mr. 
E.  A.  Webster,  and  their  wives.  Mr.  W.  came  out 
in  the  character  of  a  Printer  and  Type  Founder* 
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HIb  arriral  was  peculiarly  timely,  oi  Mr.  Sampson 
had  been  obliged,  only  a  few  days  previoiu  to  thb 
event,  to  suspend  his  duties^  in  consequence  of  ill 
health,  and  had  taken  a  passage  on  board  a  Fatamar 
with  a  view  to  going  to  Alleppie,  and  from  tlienee  to 
Ceylon.  Though  by  reason  of  adverse  winds  he 
was  prevented  the  execution  of  his  purpose,  yet  the 
state  of  his  health  continued  to  be  such  as  to  forbid 
his  attention  to  business.  We  would  not  fail  to  re* 
cognize  in  this  dispensation  the  kindness  of  our  heav- 
enly Father,  in  that  while  in  his  holy  pleasure  he 
laid  aside  one  whose  services  were  of  much  impor- 
tance to  the  Mission,  he  was  pleased  also  to  send  so 
seasonable  a  supply. 

In  November  our  second  annual  general  meeting 
occurred  in  Bombay.     The  Rev.  Messrs.  Allen  and 
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azpeetatioiiy  a  merciiul  providence  directed  them  to 
AUeppie,  where  on  the  28th,  they  were  very  kind- 
ly received  mto  the^  family  of  the  Rev.  Mr,  Norton, 
of  the  Church  Mission.    At  the  time  of  Mr.  S's 
gomg  from  Bombay,  he  was  in  so  feeble  a  state  that 
it  was  judged  advisable  that  some  brother  in  the  Mis- 
sion should  accompany  him.    This  duty  was  assigned 
to    Mr.   Boggs.    Writing    from     AUeppie,    Dec. 
7th,  Mr.  B.  says  —  "  Br.  S.  contrary  to  our  expect- 
ation is  still  in  the  land  of  the  living.     I  mentioned 
in  a  letter  written  one  week  since,  that  he  had  had 
six  convulsion  fits  —  one  on  Friday  evening,  one  on 
Saturday  evening,  after  landing,  and  three  on  Sab- 
bath evening  and    night.     I  would  now    mention 
that  on  the  three  succeeding  nights  he  bad  no  con« 
vulsions,  but  had  high  fevers,  accompanied  with  de- 
lirium,  and  followed  with  heavy  sweats.    On  Thurs- 
day night,  a  little  after  one  o'clock,   he  was  seized 
with  the  most  terrible  convulsion  which  he  has  had, 
and  after  being  somewhat  recovered  from  it,  remain- 
ed in  a  senseless  and  torpid  state  until  Friday  even- 
ing, when  he  recovered  his  reason.     He  then  thought 
himself  that  death  was  near,  and  was  enabled  to  re- 
joice in  hope  of  everlasting  happiness.     His  soul  was 
filled  with  joy  and  peace.     He  united  with  his  wife 
in  singing  several  hymns,   which  he  did  with  great 
animation.     He  has  since  that  time  been  almost  con- 
stantly in  the  possession  of  bis  reason,  and  in  the  en- 
joyment of  peace  of  mind.     We  watched  around  his 
bed  on  Friday  night,  expecting  almost  every  moment 
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to  He  him  breathe  his  last  Satardaj  morning  he 
settled  all  his  Tvorldlj  business,  and  was  aflerwards 
much  engaged  and  interested  in  religious  duties.  He 
has  continued  ever  since  in  a  quiet  state,  and  though 
very  feeble,  still  not  apparently  declining  as  before." 
He  writes  again  Dec.  22d  as  follows  —  "  You  will 
be  interested  to  hear  that  the  conflict  b  at  last  over. 
The  spirit  of  Br.  Sampson  was  dismissed  from  its 
clay  tabernacle  at  half  past  nine  this  morning, 
and  at  5  this  erening  his  earthly  remains  are  to  be 
committed  to  their  resting  place  in  the  dust.  To- 
wards the  close  of  his  sickness,  he  was  for  a  consid* 
erahle  part  of  the  time  deprived  of  bis  reason;  in 
his  lucid  intervals,  however,  he  often  expressed  his 
jconlidence  in  his  Saviour,  and  his  willingness  to  de- 
part and  be  with  him." 
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In  Rceordance' with  the  advice  of  his  medieal  attend- 
ants,  to  take  a  voyage  to  Ceylon,  Mr.  Stone  left  us 
on  the  6th  of  December.  His  complamt  is  an 
affection  of  the  liver. 

Such  a  review  of  the  operations  of  this  Mission, 
and  of  the  providences  of  heaven  towards  it,  as  we  have 
now  taken,  exhibits  much  that  should  call  forth  our 
gratitude  and  praise,  and  much  that  should  bring  us 
into  the  posture  of  penitence  and  submission.  Though 
many  of  the  dispensations  of  God  are  mysterious, 
yet  we  cannot  feel  disheartened.  The  fact  that  he  is 
still  disposing  his  people  to  give  of  their  substance 
for  our  support,  and  to  pray  for  our  success,  and  in- 
clining their  sons  and  daughters  to  become  partakers 
of  our  joys  and  sorrows  in  the  work  of  furthering  the 
kingdom  of  his  Son,  evinces  that  '*  behind  a  frown- 
ing providence,  he  hides  a  smiling  face.'' 

He  will  frown  upon  all  sin  —  upon  a  spirit  of  self- 
sudiciency^  and  vain  glory,  a  disposition  to  give  the 
schemes  and  inventions  of  men  a  preference  to  the 
simple  means  which  he  has  appointed  for  the  evan- 
gelization and  conversion  of  men.  He  will  rebuke 
such  a  spirit,  and  to  urge  a  departure  from  it,  it  is 
just  that  he  sliould  smite  those  by  whom  it  is  cherish- 
ed. If  the  result  of  these  afflictions  be  utterly  to 
divest  us,  and  those  with  whom  we  are  connected,  of 
this  spirit,  then  we  may  expect  that  the  valley  of 
Achor  Will  be  given  for  a  door  of  hope.  For  the 
mercies  which  we  have  enjoyed,  we  would  thank  God, 
and  take  courage.     Nor  would  we  fail  to  express  our 
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sense  of  obligation  and  gratitude,  for  the  favors 
vrhich  we  have  received  from  various  sources,  es- 
pecially from  those  Medical  Gentlemen  who  have, 
with  much  kindness  and  fidelity^  attended  us  in  the 
time  of  sickness  and  languishing.  We  tender  our 
thanks  to  our  friends  and  patrons,  for  the  continuance 
of  their  liberality,  and  we  earnestly  entreat  that  they 
will  not  cease  to  pray,  that  they,  with  us,  may  be 
filled  with  all  the  fullness  of  God  —  that  the  darkness 
which  now  covers  the  earth  may  be  speedily  dissipa- 
ted by  the  rising  splendours  of  the  Sun  of  Righteous- 
ness. *^  And  it  shall  como  to  pass,  that  before  they 
call,  I  will  answer ;  And  while  they  are  yet  speaking, 
I  will  hear.  The  wolf  and  the  lamb  shall  feed  toge- 
ther, And  the  lion  shall  eat  straw  like  the  bullock. 
And  dust  shall  be  the  serpent's  meat.  They  shall 
not  hurt,  nor  destroy  in  all  my  holy  mountain,  saith 
the  Lord."

The  Mudiei  of  ibit  cUte  are  the  eombinationa  of  eonaonanta, 
the  eoniinuation  of  the  lint  leaeona  in  Arithraetio,  and  the  remainder  of  the  Ten 
CofiananJrocnta. 

Fourth  Clati«  The  ttudiet  punraed  in  thit  clati  ere  timph  reading,  the 
Mord  Alphabet,  Addition  and  Subtraction,  and  committing  the  first  half  of  the 
Catechism. 

Fifth  Class.  In  thie  Class  the  itudioe  are,  moro  difficult  reading  in  books  of 
(he  Belbodh  and  Mord  character,  Division  and  Multiplication,  and  the  remainder 
of  the  Catechism. 

Sixth  Clavs.  The  studies  of  this  claw  are  reading,  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
Astronomy,  and  Scripture  lessons,  as  the  Superiotflndant  may  direct. 

The  studies  of  the  inferior  classes,  are  those  required  for  admission  into  the 
next  superior  clans. 

The  teachers  nre  allowed  to  receive  pay  at  the  following  rate  —  One  anna 
for  each  scholsr  in  th«t  first  class,  two  annas  for  eacli  scholar  in  the  second  class, 
and  so  on,  increasing. one  anna  in  each  succeeding  class. 

Teachors  are  not  to  roi.oive  pay  fur  soholars  remaining  in  the  first,  second, 
and  third  classes  more  than  two  monilis  each;  i.or  for  those  remaining  in  the 
fourib  and  fifth   classes  more  than  three  months  each.

Istof.Tuly  we  received   a  letter  from  the  Treasurer, 

m  wliieli  we  learned  that   wo    could  expect  no    fur- 

titer  remittance  from  him   for  about  three  months.     We 

f  found  afterwards  that  he   wrote  this  letter  under  a  mis- 

'  apprehension  as  to  the  amount  on  hand  in  the  Mission 

The  fact  was,  that  our  Treasury  was  nearly 

r  reached  us.     With  a  current  cx- 

ids  to  niectit,  wc 
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wanted  to  carry  on  our  operations  without  curtailment. 
AVo  followed  this  ndvicci  and  have  reason  for  great  grati* 
tude  to  God  in  view  of  the  result.  Our  friends  at  Ahmed- 
nuggur  and  at  other  stations  aided  us  by  their  influence 
and  active  exertions  in  our  behalf.  Liberal  responses  were 
made  to  our  nppeid  from  every  quarter.  From  all  parts  of 
this  Presidency  donations  were  received,  and  some  even 
from  beyond  its  limits.  Friends  of  the  Mission  in  England 
and  Scotland,  when  they  heard  of  our  wants,  sent  us  valu- 
able contributions  though  unsolicited.  Edinburgh  raised 
a  subscription  and  sent  us  £30.  The  list  of  the  names  of 
the  donors  and  of  the  places  from  which  the  donations  were 
received,  given  in  the  Appendix,  will  show  how  wide  was 
the  sympathy  felt  (or  our  Mission  in  its  emergency.  The 
names  of  Fcvcral  Natives  not  Cliristians  will  be  seen  in  this 
list  ;  the  amount  received  from  persons  of  this  class  was 
about  Us.  400.  One  Hindoo  Merchant  in  Bombay  sent 
in  a  donation  of  Ks.  100,  and  remarked  in  his  note  accom- 
{Minying  it,  that  though  ho  was  not  a  believer  in  Chris- 
tianity, yet  he  admired  and  appreciated  the  disinterested 
aeeul  and  exertions  o(  Christian  missionaries  in  doing  good 
to  the  people  of  India,  and  he  believed  the  American  Mis* 
sion  luid  done  und  was  still  doing  much  for  the  moral  and 
social  elevation  of  his  countrymen,  that  therefore  he  deemed 
it  his  duty  to  contribute  according  to  his  ability  to  the 
support  of  the  Mission  in  their  present  embarrassed  cir- 
cumstances. The  aid  received  from  this  and  other  native 
gentlemen  was  exceedingly  gratifying  to  us,  as  it  showed 
that  there  are  some  persons  in  the  native  community  who 
appreciate  our  motives  in  coming  to  this  country,  and  while 
they  do  not  acknowledge  Christianity  to  be  true,  they  feel 
that  the  ministers  of  Christ  and  of  course  the  religion  of 
Christ  should  be  honored  for  the  good  results  already  ac- 
complished by  Missionary  operations.     May  their  eyes  be 
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oolightenetl  to  bm  still  more  of  tlio  bIcBBcd  rosulu  of  Clins- 
tiunity,  and  its  a<la[)tatioii  to  tlio  wants  of  our  race  in  every 
ago  and  in  tsvcry  clime.  To  ull  wlio  aided  iis  hy  thoir 
offerings,  wo  feel  tliat  wo  owe  a  great  debt  of  gratitude,  nnd 
wo  pruy  that  tliey  mny  bo  riclily  rowaidod.  Oiio  goutlcmnn 
in  Bombay,  whoso  liberality  wo  liavo  Imd  occadion  to  men- 
tion in  former  years,  gave  us  Rs.  1600.  A  gpntlcman  iii 
Alimt-dniiggiir  gave  aslls,  1,100,  aiiJaiiotbcrgavcKB.  1,000, 
besides  expending  a  large  sum  in  buildinga  bouse,  wliicli  bo 
presented  to  tbe  Mission  for  the  residence  of  a  Missionary. 
The  kindness  of  tbesc  valued  friends  wc  sball  never  forget. 
And  tbcro  were  individual  cases  of  gvcat  Cbristinn  liberality 
among  tbosc  wbo  rontributcd  the  Bmnllcr  donations,  wbicb 
were  very  cbcuring  indeed,  and  we  felt  tbnt  tbeir  gilts  wero 
na  valuable  in  tlio  sigbt  of  (iod  nnd  cnmc  from  ns  wnt'jn 
sympathizing  hearts  as  tliosc  tbnt  wero  larger.  For  lit! 
tills  wealth  of  sympiitby  nnd  Chri.Htinn  Dlloction,  ctillcd 
forth  inour  trying  emergency,  wcnro heartily  tlmnkfiil,  nnd 
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to  reeeiye  than  to  give.  It  is  the  great  diffieulty  apparentljr 
throughout  all  India,  to  induce  native  converts  to  make 
liberal  contributions  for  maintaining  the  moons  of  grace  and 
the  institutions  of  the  gospel  among  themselves.  It  would 
seem  that  one  object  of  Divine  Providence,  in  sending  upon 
us  financial  difficulties,  may  have  been  to  give  an  opportu- 
nity to  the  members  of  the  native  churches  to  manifest  their 
appreciation  of  the  blessings  of  the  gospel,  and  to  excite 
them  to  deeds  of  Christian  benevolence.  Such  at  least  has 
been  the  result,  and  we  foci  that  we  have  reason  to  praise 
God,  tliat  out  of  great  evil  lie  has  brought  great  good. 
But  the  history  of  the  benevolent  efforts  of  our  native 
converts  is  so  connected  with  the  account  of  our  Anniversary 
meetings  at  Ahmednuggur  in  October,  that  the  two  must 
necessarily  be  narrated  together.  It  is  suflicicnt  to  say  here, 
that  the  whole  amount  given  and  pledged  by  the  native 
converts  at  Ahmednuggur,  Satara,  Bombay,  and  in  the 
rural  districts  around  Alimednuggur, exceeds  1,000  Kupccs. 
Only  a  portion  of  the  amount  promised  was  paid  into 
the  Minsiion  Treasury  before  the  close  of  1861. 

The  wliole  amount  received  from  all  quarters  in  aid  o( 
the  li[ipsion  funds  tlic  past  year,  is  lis.  15,375,  of  which 
Buni  IIh.  13,375  have  been  received  nlnce  the  Ist  of  July. 
The  sum  of  II?.  673  was  collected  from  the  native  congre- 
gations oi  the  Mission,  and  Rs.  400  were  contributed 
by  natives  not  Christians,  making  Rs.  1 ,073  received  from 
the  natives  of  this  country  ;  Rs.  1,168  were  given  by  the 
Missionaries  of  our  Mission,  and  the  remainder,  amounting 
to  Rs.  13,134,  was  contributed  by  kind  Christian  friends, 
who  thus  manifested  their  deep  interest  in  our  work.  Of  this 
sum  Rs.  1,477  were  sent  us  from  England  and  Scotland, 
being  contributed  or  collected  by  old  friends  of  the  Mission 
lormerly  resident  in  this  country.  These  contributions 
rendered  any  serious  curtailment  in  our  operations  un- 


necessary,  and  tliey  very  greatly  cheered  us  in  our  lal)ora. 
In  view  of  what  God  has  done  for  us  the  pnst  year  wo  may 
well  sinj^  with  the  Psnlmist,  "  Unto  tlio  upright  tlicro 
arlsoth  light  in  the  darkness."  "  Tlio  Lord  of  Hosts  is  with 
us,  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge."

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Foot  new  ehonbei  ban  been  ftnned  th«  pwt  jew  i  oae  in  the 
tfrtiiet  under  Om  durge  ^f  Mr.  Abbott,  one  in  the  dlilrict  nnder 
Hr.  Bartcer,  and  two  in  Hr.  Fiirbuik'i  dlitrict  Euh  of  tbfta  breth- 
ren  bu  now  five  ebnrcbei  under  Ui  care.  The  SO  ehurcbet  now 
eonneeted  «itl|  tbli  Brancb  of  the  Minbn,  number  from  9  to 
lOS  memben,  cr  on  an  areraga  abont  ST  to  each  church.  Of  tbe 
Ud  memben  connected  with  ^eio  30  churchei  at  the  clofe  of  tbe 
jear,  6S  were  new  memben  recMTed  during  the  jrear,  Three  of 
these  cune  ftom  another  Miuion,  where  they  had  been  baptized, 
though  reeiiling  there  onlj  temporaiily,  while  thoj  have  their  per- 
manent home  in  our  district).  Tlte  net  increaio  in  the  nnmbw  of 
comtnunicanta  during  tho  year  ii  72.  Eighty  adulti  and  acventjr 
cliildren  were  baptucd  in  our  churchea  during  tho  yea» ;  ISO  in  all. 

Tho  number  of  new  memben  receivcO  into  our  cbnrchea  the  paat 
jcariijmt  two-tbirda  of  the  number  received  during  thejear  pre- 
vioni,  Thi(  falling  ofTmaj  be  owing  in  part  to  tho  fact,  that  two  of 
tbe  brethren  laboring  in  the  rural  diatricta  were  compcllod  hj  the 
ill-health  of  their  familiei  to  leave  their  fields  of  labor  at  a  tine 
when  thej  would  othenvise  have  been  able  to  beatow  much  eflbrt 
upon  them.  They  were  each  of  them  abicnt  three  montlii  or  more 
from  their  tUatrieta :  other  causes  may  be  learned  from  the  reports  of 
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ntdagTOoig  men,  after  imldiig  all  day,  attend  Uiefeliodi  aii^liii 
and  make  good  progreif  in  their  ftudiei.  Some  of  the  meet  pro* 
mismg  children  and  jonth  tanght  in  these  fchoolt,  are  taken  into  the 
•ehool  for  catcchists  in  Ahmednnggur,  the  adTantagee  ofwhiehare 
•ought  after  hy  Tcrj  manj  in  the  TilUgef »  and  after  two  or  three 
jeart  of  itudj  there,  are  prepared  to  becomo  catcchiate  or  teachen. 
Thna  the  Tillage  Bchooli  become  feeders  to  tho  school  for  catechists, 
and  with  it  serve  to  raise  np  tho  men  whom  we  so  much  need.  In 
theso  schools  also,  manj  pupils  are  conTerted,  and  monj  others 
receiTo  lasting  impressions  for  good,  so  that  these  schools  with  their 
Christian  teachers  are  an  important  CTangelistie  agencj.  They 
impart  the  elements  of  knowledge  to  the  children  of  Christians  resi* 
ding  in  the  Tillages  and  to  those  of  their  heathen  neighbors  also;  they 
fiimish  pupils  to  the  school  of  catechists  in  Ahmednuggur,  who  after* 
wards  become  Taluable  agents  in  our  work ;  and  they  are  the  means 
of  couTersion  to  many  young  persons,  and  are  thus  nurseries  of 
plants  of  righteousness  for  our  churches. 

The  Prudential  Committee  of  our  Society  have  recently  issued  a 
pamphlet  in  America,  exhibiting  the  principles  of  their  educational 
policy.  In  this  pamphlet,  in  the  summing  up,  they  say :— -*'  The 
education  in  the  Missions  under  the  care  of  the  Board,  regarded  as  a 
whole,  was  never  so  clTcctivc  in  a  Missionary  point  of  view,  never  so 
Toluable  as  at  the  present  moment.  What  the  schools  now  most 
need  is  better  teachers,  and  to  derive  more  of  their  support  fVom  tho 
parents  of  the  pupils."  This  we  believe  to  be  true  in  regard  to  our 
Mission. 

The  usual  anniversary  meetings  were  held  on  Thursday,  Friday,  and 
Saturday,  October  24—26.  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  with  us,  and 
scenes  occurred  such  as  we  had  never  before  witnessed.  The  spirit 
of  consecration  to  Christ  was  manifested  in  an  unusual  degree,  and 
under  tho  inlluenco  of  that  spirit,  oflcrings  wcro  made  to  the  Lord  by 
the  native  converts  far  beyond  our  expectations.  He  who  is  able  to 
do  exceeding  abundantly  above  all  that  we  ask  or  think,  opened  the 
hearts  of  his  people  in  a  wonderful  manner,  and  led  them  to  such 
views  of  the  love  of  Christ  as  they  never  had  before.  The  amount  of 
the  offerings  made  and  pledged  by  the  native  Christians  is  not  so  very 
great,  but  the  spirit  with  which  many  of  them  gave  was  admirable,  and 
encourages  the  liveliest  hopes  in  regard  to  the  activity  and  benevolence 
of  these  native  churches  in  future.  It  should  be  remembered  also 
that  the  principal  ogcncy  in  stirring  up  the  minds  of  tho  tksXvit 
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dmreh  was  tlut  of  the  nttirft  tbemselTei.  Mr.  TIihnoopiiQt, 
Putar  of  the  2ni  Chnrch  in  Ahmcdnug^ur,  roio  In  the  meeting 
on  the  ftllemoon  of  Friday  25th,  after  two  or  three  othrrs  hail  made 
nddrcues  on  the  iubjcct  of  benevolence  and  evangelistic  v:''i>rt«,  lail 
remarked  that  lie  had  been  thinking  for  one  or  two  inontha,  that 
Chriitiani  hero  did  not  give  u  they  ought' to  tho  work  of  the  Lord, 
At  the  Missionary  meeting  hero  on  the  first  Monday  in  September,  a 
letter  from  a  native  Christian  in  Ooromiah,  Persia,  had  been  rend, 
giring  an  account  of  the  liberality  of  tho  native  Christ'iuna  there; 
and  at  the  Miitionar;  mectirig  on  the  first  Monday  in  October,  a  letter 
received  from  Itev.  Mr,  Tracy,  Missionary  in  Madura,  iras  read, 
giving  on  account  of  similar  scenes  among  the  native  Christians  there, 
and  he  felt  on  hearing  thoic  loiters,  that  we  ought  todosDmcthinghcre 
also.  He  said,  that  aflcr  a  good  manj  severe  struggles  wiiti  his  own 
heart,  he  had  determined  to  give  a  month's  pay  to  the  Mission,  and  so 
uying,  ho  placed  23  Rupees  on  the  tabic.  This  moved  the  native 
Christians  present,  and  tbcy  immedlntcly  began  to  make  their 
aflcrings  to  the  Lord.  The  particulars  need  not  be  described  here  g 
it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  many  most  affecting  scenes  occurred, 
and  for  tho  greater  part  of  the  time  nearly  tho  whole  congre- 
gation were  in  tears.     At  length  tho  time  came  for  closing  tlio 
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ef  tlM  Theolof^al  eliM  wore  leat  to  difTenni  TillagM  to  labor  at 
eateehiftf,  according  to  prevkmi  amogomenti.  Andtbtticloeedoiio 
of  the  moot  interetting  of  our  annual  meotingi. 

But  the  influence  of  these  mectingi  did  not  ftop  here.  The  in* 
telligence  of  what  was  done  at  Ahmednuggur  wai  carried  to  Bombay, 
and  at  a  meeting  of  the  native  church  connected  with  our  Mitaion 
there,  statemcntf  were  made  which  moTed  the  natiTO  brethren  to 
action,  and  called  forth  their  libcralitj  in  an  unwonted  measure. 
Meetings  were  also  held  at  Seroor  and  in  some  of  the  rural  districts, 
and  the  poor  people  bebnging  to  the  Tillage  churches  gare  according 
to  their  power,  yea  and  beyond  their  power,  to  the  cause  of  their 
Master.  These  scenes  will  long  be  remembered  by  our  native 
Christians,  and  will  doubtless  senre  to  increase  their  readiness  to  devote 
themselves  and  their  property  to  Uie  service  of  Christ.  They  seem  to 
have  learned  the  lesson  which  Christ  wished  to  teach  his  disciples, 
that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.  They  never  before 
knew  the  luxury  of  giving.  The  reflex  influence  of  these  things 
npon  the  churches  in  America,  we  have  no  doubt,  will  bo  not  the 
least  partof  tlic  good  accomplished  by  their  self-sacrificing  liberality. 

The  Bombay  Bible  Society  having  proposed  to  our  Mission  to  aid 
them  by  allowing  some  of  our  native  helpers  to  engage  for  a  few 
months  in  the  work  of  selling  and  distributing  copies  of  the  Bible  and 
portions  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures  in  the  Mahratta  Country,  we  gladly 
consented,  and  several  of  our  native  agents  were  so  employed  at  the 
expense  of  the  Bombay  Biblo  Society  during  the  months  of  Novem* 
ber  and  Dcccm))er.  The  results  of  their  cflbrts  up  to 
the  close  of  the  year  were,  that  about  IGO  copies  of  the 
New  Testament  and  forty  copies  of  the  Bible  were  sold  and  given 
away,  in  different  places  within  100  miles  of  Ahmednuggur.  A 
large  tract  of  country  was  traversed  by  the  colporteurs  in  carrying 
on  this  work,  and  besides  the  portions  of  the  Word  of  God  sold  and 
distributed,  a  great  amount  of  religious  instruction  was  given  to  the 
people.  It  lias  been  discovered  that  very  many  would  gladly  receive 
copies  of  the  AVord  of  God,  and  some  would  even  purchase  copies,  but 
fearof  the  Brahmans  prevents.  It  is  well  to  continue  these  cflbrts, 
and  thus  show  the  people  how  galling  the  yoke  of  bondage  which  the 
Brahmans  have  placed  upon  their  necks.  The  day  will  conio  when 
they  will  throw  ofl  this  yoke,  and  when  we  trust  they  will  attain  the 
liberty  that  is  found  in  Christ.  lie  is  the  freeman  whom  the  truth 
makes  free,  and  all  arc  slaves  beside.  The  extensive  distribution  of  the 
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wordofOodanMf  Ae  people  of  tlilie(nint>7,  would  be  om  ot  lli« 
•orat  ligiu  HM  Ood  wts  aboat  to  free  Umm  degnded  heatliea  from 
tbe  slitcklei  of  nipentitioa  and  the  baneful  eflecU  of  long  oob- 
tlnned  IJolatij  md  debaiing  imraonlitj.  Maj  tb«  Lord  buten 
ItioUitime,

CtercAe*.— BsT.  Uari  Eamchundar,  the  Faator  of  tlio  Fint  Cbnrcli, 
oontinned  to  labor  &t  Sataranntil  October,  and  Uienhoienioved  to 
Bombaj  to  take  tho  place  of  B«v,  Ramkriibna  Y,  Uodak,  who 
exchanged  with  him.  The  Grat  church  therefore  continued  without  e 
natito  paator. 

Twelve  peraoni  were  received  to  the  communion  of  the  chnrch 
during  the  jear.  Of  thcu,  two  pcrwni  had  been  haptixed  In 
inlancy.  Of  the  rcmuning  ten,  KTen  were  pcnoni  irom  Shcndcc,  an 
outttation  five  mllci  diitant.  There  are  now  ten  or  twelve  Chriitiani 
at  that  place,  and  It  will  loon  bo  ncoeatary  probabljr  to  conitltute 
them  into  a  Kparate  cliurch.    Two  pcrgooa  were  received  to  tho 
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•  la  oomMetkMi  wtth  tba  patlor  oftba  Moond  eknrehor  eoiMof 
tiM  ineiiiben,  I  haT6  ftequently  preaelMd  in  tlie  ftreeti  and  rati- 
hmuat  in  that  part  of  the  town  near  the  second  ohi4>e]«  and  hate 
net  with  more  refpectftil  treatment  and  greater  attention  tlian  nsnal 
in  former  jean.  After  addressing  a  large  audience  for  an  hour  or 
more,  and  conrersing  with  them  on  religious  subjects,  I  have  often 
been  requested  to  come  again.  This  is  rery  unusual  among  the 
people  of  high  caste,  and  is  therefore  vcrj  gratifying.  We  have  a 
ibw  regular  attendants  now  from  the  high  castes  at  our  Sabbath 
services,  apart  fh>m  those  who  are  desirous  of  being  received  to  the 
church.  From  the  experience  of  the  past  few  months  I  draw  fresh 
encouragement  to  labor  for  the  people  of  this  city,  and  see  reason  to 
believe  Uiat  the  knowledge  of  Christianity  is  spreading  among  the 
higher  classes  here. 

The  church  at  Lonee  has  received  one  member  by  baptism,  and  hot 
dbmisscd  two  members  to  Join  the  first  church  in  Ahmcdnuggur, 
One  child  was  baptized,  and  two  children  accompanied  tlieir  parents 
to  the  Ahmcdnuggur  first  church.  The  church  at  I^nce  therefore 
had  12  members  at  the  end  of  tho  year,  and  (Ive  children  connected 
with  it. 

iPcAoo/^.— The  ftiU  account  of  the  schools  at  Ahmcdnuggur  contain* 
ed  in  our  lost  Report,  renders  unnecessary  a  very  particular  account 
of  this  department  of  our  labors  at  present.  The  school  for  catechists 
passed  into  Mr.  Bissell's  charge  on  the  Ist  of  March,  he  having 
removed  hither  from  Seroor  by  the  direction  of  the  Mission  to  superin- 
tend it.  A  report  of  this  school  is  therefore  presented  by  Mr.  Bissell. 
The  importance  of  this  school  in  our  Mission  had  long  demanded 
that  it  should  have  the  whole  time  and  attention  of  a  Missionary. 

The  school  for  girls  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Ballantino  contained 
about  45  scholars  os  in  previous  years.  Two  of  tho  girls  belonging 
to  the  school,  and  three  other  young  women,  who  had  long  enjoyed 
the  privileges  of  the  school  but  had  left  it  a  year  or  two  before, 
were  married  to  catechists  and  teachers  in  the  employ  of  the  Mission. 
Thus  it  continues  to  accomplish  the  object  for  whioh  it  wns 
established.  One  of  the  girls  connected  with  tho  school  was  admit- 
ted to  the  communion  of  the  church  during  the  year. 

Miss Farrar  continued  to  attend  to  the  schools  under  her  charge,  the 
girls*  school  in  the  Lascar  Lines,  and  the  small  school  for  boys  in 
connection  with  the  school  for  catechists,  until  her  increasing  illness 
ponipclled  her  to  lay  aside  her  work,  never  to  be  again  resumed.  6hQ 
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lutd  Bnlilitd  ber  efiorti  Ibr  tbe  Anulw  of  thli  eoatiti7  and  tU  hm 
labor  fiir  Chriit'i  iiko,  ind  wu  gndnallj  ud  geaHf  puring  dam 
iato  the  dark  tmUcj'i  ber  ootwud  man  decaying  while  the  bwud 
man  wai  bdng  renewed  day  by  day,  Tbe  last  day  will  donbtien 
lereal  many  preeioiu  f  niiu  of  ber  latwn.  ' 

The  ichool  for  boyi  among  the  higher  cistei,  which  mi  ettabliehed 
In  1861,  and  put  under  the  charge  of  Ktiahna  Kntnoojcci  CDDtinned 
to  prosper,  and  the  teacher'i  indncDce  among  hi>  own  people  of  the 
weaTer  cute  was  nndiminiihed.  The  young  woman  who  taught  the 
icbool  at  Shcndcc,  having  been  married  to  a  teacher  at  Abmcdnuggur, 
that  ichool  wai  neccuarily  ^ren  up. 

Theotogkal  /iwfnicA'on.— The  clau  of  ten  young  men  mentioned 
in  tbe  prerioui  Bcport »  punuing  a  Theological  coune  preparatory 
to  engaging  In  piutoml  Inbor,  met  again  on  the  lit  of  April  to  con* 
tinuo  their  itudici.  In  connection  with  the  school  for  catcchittt  they 
■tudicd  Algebra,  Natural  Fhiloiopby,  and  Aitronomy,  under  the  dlrec-

Acti,  (both  of  which  books  wcro  finisbcd,)  and  lectures  on  Doctrinal 
Theology.    [Hey  also  onco  every  week  prepared  cswyi,  embodying 
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Ahmediraggvr,  aad  ptepure  tba  jomig  men  ilvrbeeonfaig  tetehen  and 
eateehifU  aad  tba  yomig  women  for  becoming  lielpmeets  to  them 
b  their  work,  and  tiien  from  the  mott  faithful  of  oar  eatechli ta  and 
teaehcrftoaelecithoaewhom  we  may  deem  initable  for  becoming 
paaton^  and  prepare  them  for  their  work,  and  finally  place  them  in 
ehaige  of  the  churches  we  have  gathered.  Thif  ii  the  work  we  are 
endearoringtodo,  andOodif  prospering  us  in  it  We  desire  to 
giTC  Him  aU  the  praise.

Tk»  School  fir  Caltekittt. 

ttio  aehool  is  designed  to  supply  the  Missioii  with  agents  for 
earrjing  on  its  work  of  erangelisatbn,  and  also  to  meet  the  wants  of 
the  natiTO  Christian  community  by  furnishing  educated  young  men, 
prepared  to  become  pastors  of  churdies,  teachers  of  schools,  and. 
catechists.  The  course  of  study  includes  the  higher  branches  of 
Mathematics,  Natural  Philosophy,  Astronomy,  the  Bible,  and  Moral 
Science,  and  English  taught  as  a  classic.  This  last  is  taught  only  to 
those  who  haTO  already  made  good  attainments  in  the  vernacular. 
During  the  past  year  there  have  been  about  thirty  scholars  in  regular 
attendance.  For  seven  months  of  the  year  also  eight  members  of  the 
Theological  class  were  pursuing  their  scientific  course  in  connection 
with  the  school  for  catechists.  In  the  same  building  is  a  primary 
school,  in  which  the  smaller  boys  of  Christian  parents;  and  of  a  few 
others  who  have  asked  the  privilege  of  sending,  are  taught  reading 
and  the  elementary  studies,  preparatory  to  entering  the  catechists' 
school.  This  has  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  Farrar.  On  account 
of  her  illness  during  the  last  few  months,  Mrs.  Bisscll  has  had  charge 
of  it  Four  of  the  boys  have  been  received  to  the  liigbcr  school 
in  the  post  year.  The  general  deportment  and  progress  of  the 
students  in  the  school  fur  catechists  during  the  year  jtist  closed,  has 
been  good.  I  regret  to  say  there  have  been  two  exceptions,  and 
they  were  dismissed  from  the  school. 

The  importance  of  this  Institution  in  connection  with  our  Mis- 
sionary work  can  hardly  be  overestimated.  Yuung  men  and  lads  of 
promise  selected  from  the  twenty  churches  in  this  and  the  surround- 
ing districts  are  here  brought  together,  and  receive  that  instruction 
and  diKipline  of  mind,  which  will  fit  them  for  future  usef\iUi^^«« 
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Tbt  <](gTN  of  profieicnej  to  whlcb  etch  «n  be  ramed.'muit  alcpend 
upon  th«  age,  ttlenti,  &c.  of  th«  itndent,  and  Uio  work  Ibr  which  he 
btobeAttei].  Sams  of  them  are  tlreadj  Mmeirlut  adranced  InUfin 
and  have  the  care  of  a  inall  fanilj,  when  thej  eomo  under  tlie  power 
nf  Cbriftian  truth.  Thcao  it  omj  be  beit  to  initnict  to  that  the;r  con 
read  end  expound  the  Bible  to  their  countiyinen,  or;(«ach  a  tehool 
in  a  Tillage,  without  taking  them  through  a  long  aeientific  courae. 
Suck  moil  often  make  our  moit  efBcient  and  Uthful  catecbitti. 
Uthen  who  commence  earlier  in  life,  naj  receive  a  mora  thorough 
tduention,  and  bo  fitted  for  poiitioni  of  greater  responiibilltjr  and 
tiicfulneM.  Kloit  of  thoM  receiTcd  to  the  icliool  arc  memben  of  the 
church,  otben  ore  tlie  aona  of  Chriitian  parent*,  children  of  the 
covenant.  Tho  parent*,  when  abid,  are  rci|uircd  to  lupport  their  chil- 
dren white  attending  ichool,  but  luoit  of  them  arc  too  poor  to  do  it. 
About  tliree-fotirtlif  of  thnio  in  altondance  tlic  past  jear  have 
been  supported,  either  wholl/  or  in  part,'.h7  the  fundi  of  the  Uiuion. 
There  is  a  call  for  these  yo\ia»  men  to  occupy  potts  of  usefuloess 
in  the  lurroundlng  districts,  much  foster  [ban  we  can  furnish  them. 
!?ix  of  those  studying  lust  year  arc  now  employed  as  teachers  or 
catcchists  in  as  many  difTcrcut  villages.  Somelijues  members  of  tho 
Mhool  ore  employed  thus  several  months  in  the  year,  and  allowed  to 
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lk!«i«l€f  ilie  general  overtiglit  of  the  fchool,  I  luive  spent  three  hourt 
d«ilj  in  tetching  the  more  adTeneed  cUiiscf.  I  preach  onoe  each 
Sabbath  in  the  chapel  of  the  Ahmednuggur  firtt  diurch  where  the 
fcbool  attend,  and  between  the  two  lervicci  a  **  Sabbath  ichoor  b 
held,  in  which  the  pupilf  meet  for  an  hour  to  recite  paBugci  of  scrip- 
ture, and  be  questioned  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  same.  A  prayer 
meeting  b  held  each  Tucsdaj  evening  to  seek  for  a  blessing  on  the 
school,  and  on  those  who  having  stuiliud  here  have  gone  out  to  engage 
In  the  service  of  their  Master. 

The  wives  of  some  of  the  joung  men  in  school,  the  mothers  of 
otlicrs,  who  have  come  to  take  care  of  their  children  while  studying, 
and  some  other  women  living  near,  have  formed  a  lai^e  class  of 
females,  to  whom  ^Irs.  Bisscll  hu  given  religious  instruction,  and 
whom  she  has  also  taught  to  read  and  sew.

Report  of  the  Jhmednuggur  Second  Church, 

(Translated  from  the  Marathi  prepared  by  the  Pastor.) 
In  the  beginning  of  18G1  the  number  of  members  in  the  church 
was  27 ;   during  the  year  four  persons  have  been    added  to  the 
church,  and  one  has  gone  to  be  with  her  Saviour  in  heaven,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  30  members* 

On  the  22nd  of  April,  Ahilyabace,  mother-in-law  of  Rev,  Rsmkrish* 
na  V.  Modak,  the  former  pastor  of  this  church,  died  at  Ahmednuggur. 
1  was  with  her  at  the  time  of  her  death.  She  died  in  great  peace.  I 
was  greatly  rejoiced  to  see  how  her  hopes  were  fixed  on  heaven  and 
heavenly  things*.  She  had  some  property  witli  her  at  the  time  of  her 
death,  but  she  thought  not  of  that.  She  had  put  all  her  money  and 
oniauieiits  into  Mm.  Hid)antine*s  hands,  and  seemed  to  have  not 
another  thought  about  them.  When  I  asked  her  what  message  she 
would  like  to  send  to  her  daughter  and  son-in-law  and  grand- 
children in  Bombay,  she  replied  that  she  had  nothing  to  say  except 
to  give  them  her  salam,  or  parting  salutation.  She  manifested  In 
this  way  and  in  other  ways  also,  that  her  thoughts  were  not  on  the 
world,  but  that  she  desired  to  go  and  meet  that  Saviour  who  was 
calling  her  to  himself.  How  different  the  death  of  the  Christian 
from  that  of  the  heathen.  Ahilyabaee  had  been  along  time  (nearly 
20  years)  a  mem)>er  of  the  church,  and  her  conduct  was  such  as 
became  her  profession.    She  died  in  a  good  old  age,  and  Uet  detil\\ 


wu  iWMt.    Tla  glrb  of  thn  lebool  eune  ncv  her  ft  few  lioun

Haj  the  blsM- 
cd  Jetua  lead  tu  bit  feeble  lainbi  through  the  dork  Talley  of  tbo 
ihodow  of  death,  as  gently  and  peacefullj  ai  He  led  ber.  ^ 

Four  peraoni  have  been  reocivcd  to  tlie  church  during  the  put 
year.   Of  thcie  I  will  give  aome  account, 

] .  Koahinath  Tatyajee,  a  Jain  Shintpeo,  waa  bapUxed  on  tha  3rd 
of  Febnuiry,  He  was  Gnt  bronglit  to  know  the  truth  by  die  effort* 
ontainjce  brazier,  a  member  oftliia  churcli.  lie  commenced  read- 
ing the  SLTipturci  a  year  and  a  half  ago,  and  he  woi  sstisded  in  gene- 
ral of  tbcir  truth,  but  lie  ga*e  litUe  eTidcnco  of  faith  in  Christ,  We 
feiired  that  he  desired  to  become  a  Chriitian  from  lomo  woi-IUly  mo- 
tive, and  therefore  thought  it  best  to  allow  full  time  for  trial  of  bii 
clinnicter.   At  length  he  gave  evidence  of  a  change  of  heart,  and  con- 
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to  the  oliiirch,    8b«  k  emplojed  in  Mn.  BaUaiitiii6*i  ichool  in  teadi* 
ing  the  girb  to  few  and  in  tijdng  care  of  their  dothea. 

9.  Janabaeoi  the  wife  of  Krishna  Butnoojee,  and  originall/  of  the 
weaver  ca»te,  was  also  baptiaed  June  23rd.  This  joung  woman  had 
urged  lier  husband  to  embrace  Christianitj  while  he  was  yd  an  in- 
quires, and  told  him  tliat  if  he  became  a  Christian  she  would  ac- 
companj  him,  that  he  need  not  fear,  but  should  go  forward  in 
the  right  waj.  It  was  in  consequence  of  being  thus  ui^ged  and  en« 
couragcd,  that  he  who  had  once  gone  back  through  fear,  at  length 
came  forward  and  owned  Christ  before  men.  At  that  time  there  is  no 
CTidcnce  that  her  heart  had  been  changed,  or  that  she  understood  the 
truths  of  Christianity.  But  she  saw  that  her  husband  was  strongly 
inclined  towards  the  Christian  religion,  and  that  so  long  as  he  re- 
mained in  Ilindooism  he  was  anxious  and  unhappy,  and  in  order  that 
he  might  have  peace  of  mind,  she  urged  him  to  become  a  Christian. 
She  thus  manifested  her  sincere  love  to  him.  This  is  indeed  the 
charactcriiftic  of  a  faithful  wife.  Instead  of  acting  like  uianj  foolish 
wives,  who  oppose  tlicir  husbands  when  they  become  Christians,  and 
refuse  to  remain  with  them,  and  fall  into  great  difficulties,  at  the  same 
time  that  they  cause  their  husbands  immense  trouble,  she  acted  the 
part  of  a  kind  and  faithful  wife,  aud  therefore  merits  praise.  We 
hope  that  other  wives  in  similar  circumstances  will  follow  her  ex- 
ample, remaining  faithful  to  their  husbands,  even  when  they  change 
their  religion.  Afler  this  young  woman  came  to  live  with  Chris- 
tians, blie  studied  the  Word  of  God  with  h6r  husband,  and  beard 
instruction  at  the  places  of  worsliip,  but  her  heart  was  not  changed. 
At  length  at  a  time  of  childbirth  she  called  upon  the  Lord,  and  Hu 
opened  her  heart,  and  though  Hu  removed  her  child  immediately 
by  death,  He  guvc  her  peace  in  her  soul.  She  then  embraced  the 
Saviour,  not  because  she  had  heard  of  Him  from  others,  but  because 
she  had  experienced  His  mercy.  She  is  an  excellent  helpmeet  to 
her  husband,  and  the  language  applied  by  the  sacred  writer  to  the 
industrious  woman  is  applicable  to  her.  Prov.  31 :  18,  19.  She  has 
also  learned  to  read  well.  May  all  our  Christian  women  be  as  in- 
dustrious as  she  is,  and  thus  become  ornaments  to  the  Christian  church. 
4.  Bhiwajce  Darkoojee  of  the  Koonabce  caste  was  baptized  on  the 
6th  of  October.  Fourteen  or  fiflecn  years  ago  his  mother  placed  him 
in  the  Mission  school  at  Seroor,  either  for  the  purpose  of  leaniing 
useful  knowledge,  or  to  get  the  pay  that  was  usually  given  to  the 
pupils.     He  was  then  but  six  years  old.     He  continued  in  the  scliool 
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■bout  flnir  ^UM,  ud  obuined  mow  knowledga  of  Chrbrtlu  tnitli, 
IJnt  Ui  itcp-btlier  took  bim  ont'of  tlie  icfaool  *nd  put  hint  to  ahop* 
keeping,  uid  wbil«  thui  engaged  be  bod  no  opportuuitiet  of  tiwdat- 
ing  with  Cbiiitisni.  He  aflcnKnli  procured  t  cart  ind  obtained  a 
living  bj  letting  it  to  otbon.  At  Uio  time  oT  the  great  mutinj  in 
18fi7,  hia  cart  wai  talccn  up  hy  tho  (lovcmment,  and  he  wai  lent  with 
Sir  Hugh  Kow'*  force  to  Central  India,  and  waa  present  at  the 
takingof  Jhnniie  andofCnlpee.  He  pnsied through  man/  danger*, 
but  God  delivered  him  from  them  all,  and  brought  him  back  to  bi» 
native  place  in  latetj.  At  the  time  of  thoio  dangen  he  would 
frequently  think  of  God,  and  •ometiniei  pray  to  Him,  but  aa  ioon  ai 
the  dnngernai  pajt,  he  would  again  forget  Him.  He,  however,  did 
not  worth ip  idols.  After  returning  from  Central  India  he  obtaiued 
employment  uu  the  milroad,  and  wai  vomctimci  iu  circumstances  of 
greet  danger.  Afterwards  he  gave  up  that  work  and  wa«  on  bis  waj 
to  miother  pert  of  the  cuuntrjr  seeking  for  employment,  and  as  bo 
passed  through  Alimednuggur  he  uoUed  upon  the  llcv.  Mr,  Bissell, 
and  was  rejoiced  to  meet  him  again.  He  told  him  his  plans,  and  wa* 
sent  by  him  to  me  with  the  request  that  I  would  Giid  employment  for 
him  in  RauiJL'O  brazier's  establishment.  As  there  was  a  great  need 
of  workmen  Itanijee  at  once  gave  bim  work.    lie  was  then  addicted 
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'  Vour  marrliiget  liavo  been  tolomnlseU  tho  iiofi  yctir.  In  throo 
ofihciOi  tlio  httfUnndi  were  membon  of  thif  cburcb,  and  ilia  wives  wcro 
■Iflo  Chrbtlanf .  Tlio  fourth  marriago  was  that  of  a  Brahman  to  a 
Brahman  widow.  There  is  no  evidence  in  regard  to  these  persons 
that  the/  have  experienced  a  change  of  heart,  but  thej  had  deter* 
mined  to  be  married  bj  Christian  rites,  and  they  gave  up  caste,  and 
came  and  resided  witli  Cliristians.  We  pray  that  God  may  give  them 
His  Holj  Spirit  and  glorify  Himself  through  them,  and  may  many 
poor  widows  in  the  Brahman  and  other  su-called  liigh  castes  come  and 
attain  true  liberty,  such  as  Christ  alone  can  give,  and  become  happy 
botli  in  time  and  eternity. 

Persomtl  labors. — I  made  a  short  tour  in  December  to  Newasso 
and  Sonai,  and  assisted  in  tho  formation  of  the  new  cimrches  there. 
Tliose  were  occasions  of  deep  interest  to  me.  I  have  had  many  op- 
portunities in  connection  with  other  brethren,  of  preaching  the  goH« 
])el  in  tlic  streets  of  this  city.  Tlio  people  seem  uuire  and  more  in- 
tercstcil  to  hear  the  truth  from  day  to  day.  The  nunil>cr  of  inquirers 
b  greater  than  last  year.  They  come  often  and  read  tho  Scriptures, 
anil  join  in  prayer  with  mo.  I  have  hojKS  that  one  or  two  will  npecdily 
come  forword  and  oivn  Christ.  My  parents  and  brothers  hnve  come 
to  reside  in  Ahniodiniggur,  and  I  have  iVcipicnt  op]>oi'tuutticM  of 
giving  thorn  religious  instruction.  They  listen  to  mo  better  tlinn 
they  did  fonncrly,  and  nothing  but  caste  seems  to  keep  tlicni  back. 
When  will  this  chain  that  binds  this  land  be  broken  ?  Father  in 
heaven,  thou  knowcst. 

JIIiMceUaneoiu,^T\iQ  meetings  for  prayer  have  been  continued  as  in 
former  years.  When  invited  by  other  churches  or  societies  to 
obsctve  a  day  of  prayer  in  union  with  them  and  other  Christians, 
wc  have  done  so  with  great  pleasure,  and  have  ourselves  received 
rich  blessings  from  so  doing.  This  was  pnrtieulnrly  the  case  in 
regard  to  the  second  week  in  January. 

The  anniversary  meetings  took  place  as  usual.  The  attendance 
was  less  than  in  the  previous  year,  but  the  blessing  of  God  was  not 
less.  On  this  occasion  the  brethren  exhibited  their  liberality  in  an 
unwonted  decree,  and  they  found  by  experience  that  it  was  blessed 
indeed  to  give  to  the  Lord.  The  account  of  this  meeting  has  been 
given  elsewhere,  and  ncc<l  not  be  repented  here.  It  is  sutlieicnt  to 
say,  that  we  gratefully  acknowledge  the  goodness  of  God  in  granting 
us  what  wc  were  utterly  unworthy  to  receive. 

f  cinnot  refrain  from  speaking  of  the  jiresent  given  to  our  chnpel 
by  our  very  dear  and  kind  Collector,  C.  K.  Frascr  Tvl\vv,  I'li^i^.  \\^i 
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gavo  till  on  bfttlng  Imto  In  Deeember,  a  imlr  of  plated  doublo  sliAfUit 
ofthovoIuoofSCX)  llupcGi.  Wo  neoded  Ifunpi  Inottr  ebapol  Tcf7 
inudi,  Mid  wofinilio  Goil  fur  giving  thorn  to  tti|  in  tlio  very  Lett  time. 
Wo  would  ftlao  pray  in  bcbalf  of  ilio  kind  donor,  who  hoi  bestowed  §o 
nian/favorton  uf  andon  tbo  Mbslon,  that  God  would  bleu  him  and 
his  fatnilj,  and  onricb  tliem  with  fpiritiuil  giAs,  and  grant  them  peace 
and  hnppineoi  In  thb  world  and  the  next.  Ho  who  hat  promioed, 
that  wboMover  giveth  a  cup  'of  cold  water  to  one  of  tho  Icott  of  hi* 
brethren  because  he  belongs  to  Christ,  shall  not  lose  his  reward,  will 
certainlj  hear  our  prajers.  IIo  Is  faitliful  that  promised,  lie  will 
do  it. 

When  the  Mission  were  in  straits,  it  maj  well  bo  said  that  the  Lord 
opened  windows  in  heaven  and  poured  out  a  blening  upon  it.  For 
thcise  fhim  whom  notliing  of  the  kind  was  oxpectc<l,  and  oven  Hindoos 
gave  liberal!  J  to  tlie  cause  of  Christ,  and  manifested  an  interest  in  tho 
^liMion  and  Its  operations,  which  wo  had  not  supposed  the/  possess- 
c<l.  Among  this  class  was  V^runkojeo  Mahan^,  (called  tho  Satam 
Kojah,)  who  is  now  under  surveillance  here.  He  gave  150  Its.  to 
tlioMiHsiun,  nndsul)scribod5  Itii.  monthly  to  tho  Poor  asylum.  I 
nm  nccuNtomed  to  visit  him  occasionally  as  1  have  leisure,  and  find 
liini  11  very  kind  and  benevolent  gentleman.  Ho  Is  very  different 
from  many  of  the  princes  of  India.  Instead  of  spending  his  time  In 
Aivolous  pursuits,  ho  takes  great  delight  In  reading.  Tho  Mission 
presented  him  with  a  largo  copy  of  tho  Mahrattn  Bible.  May  tho 
truths  of  that  blessed  book  find  an  entrance  into  his  heart,  and  thus 
prepare  him  for  the  enjoyment  of  true  happiness,  and  for  becoming 
A  blessing  to  this  country. 

The  different  work-sho|»s  of  the  native  Christians,  and  the  secular 
business  in  wliich  they  are  engaged,  have  prospered  very  much  the 
post  year.  Tlicse  Christians  are  becoming  mure  and  more  independent 
ill  their  means,  and  are  endeavouring  to  glorify  God.  We  hope  for  the 
best  results  from  this.  Tlicre  is  danger  that  these  bretliren  will  become 
proud,  AS  their  influence  in  the  native  community  increases,  nnd  we 
1)0^  that  all  would  pray  that  Satan  may  not  gain  such  a  victory  over  - 
them. 

In  my  last  Report  I  wrote,  that  I  much  desired  that  we  might  havo 
a  revival  in  Ahmedniiggur.  I  had  not  much  faith  when  I  wrote  that 
sentence,  that  wo  shouI<l  see  a  revival.  But  God  in  great  kindness 
has  granted  us  a  few  mercy  ilrops,  and  thus  rebuked  my  want  of 
faith,  and  showed  me  how  the  blessing  is  to  be  secured.  Now  I  pray, 
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**  Lord  incrMM  mj  faith,  foi*give  pMt  unbelief;  Ami  glorUy  tbjttlf 
thrmigh  me.**

It  will  1)0  MHm  flroni  tho  statintical  report  of  tho  churchcf  that  tlio 
number  of  additions  to  tho  churches  it  loss  tlian  in  tho  previous  year. 
Several  oircuiustanccs  have  occurrotl,  Apom  which  sucli  a  result 
would  naturallj  bo  ex|M}ctod,  Tho  Missionary  in  charge  was  uoces* 
sarilj  absent  witli  his  family  several  montlis  of  tlic  year  at  a  time  of 
peculiar  trial  to  the  native  Christians.  But  a  greater  obstacle  to  tho 
progress  of  the  gospel  in  this  district  hu  been  the  unsettled  state 
uf  the  ^Inlmrs  in  regard  to  their  rights  at  several  out-stations,  as  well 
as  in  otiicr  villages,  which  has  kept  up  an  almost  constant  quarrel 
between  them  and  the  |)eople  of  other  castes  and  also  among  them* 
selves ;  and  in  these  quarrels  the  Christians  have  been  more  or  less 
involved.  The  whole  system  of  paying  the  Malmrs  for  public  ser- 
vices is  a  most  wretched  onC|  tending  to  degrade  them  below  other 
castes,  who  in  the  Hindoo  system  are  beneath  them,  and  rendering 
them  improvident,  indolent,  and  despised  by  the  people  generally. 
Most  of  the  Christians  of  this  district  belonged  to  this  degraded 
class.  They  have  been  advised  and  urged  to  give  up  this  work,  and 
pursue  some  honorable  calling.    A  few  have  acted  upon  this  advice. 

Kotwitlistanding  these  obstacles  some  fruit  has  been  gathered. 
During  the  year  seventeen  i>ersonS  have  united  with  the  church  on 
profession  of  their  faith,  making  tho  whole  number  of  native  com- 
municants in  the  churches  in  this  district  100. 

People  of  the  higher  castes  have  exhibited  more  interest  in  Chris- 
tianity this  year,  and  not  a  few  have  expressed  their  belief  in  Chris- 
tianity, and  plead  the  tyranny  of  caste  as  the  only  obstacle  to  their 
publicly  embracing  the  Christian  faith. 

Rahooree. — The  church  here  has  suffered  more  than  others  from 
the  cnuitcs  above  mentioned,  and  is  still  in  a  most  unsatisfactory  state. 
Yet  there  are  some  who  adorn  their  profession  by  a  quiet  humble 
Christian  demeanor. 
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AnnmbaroftbaBort  iBteUiKentjroungmeiiortlielilgWcutM  of 
Hiiido<M,tiftva  beta  induced  to  Job  in  evening  clau  to  engige  la  tha 
•tudj  of  CtrittUn  Theologj,  uul  the  intercit  the;  hare  nunifcitod 
kai  been  enoouriging. 

A  young  finbmiu)  of  tbt*  place,  who  received  hii  Ant  Itnowledge 
tf  Chrlitionltj  in  the  lutitaUoui  orthoFrce  Obureb  of  Scotland  in 
Oombnj  and  Foona,  and  who  hwl  ■ubciNiuantI/  imbibed  dciitlcal 
vicwi,  bccftmo  much  Intorcatcd  In  rell^otu  ttilngi,  tatiglit  Iiii  wifa  to 
read,  and  initructcd  her  In  tlic  doctrinci  o>i<l  dulici  of  CliHttlnnllj'. 
The/  tlicn  botli  resolved  tliat  they  would  prufcii  Cliriit  by  boptinni. 
Frovloui  to  tliii,liowavcr,  he  obtained  a  vituntlonai  Dcput/l'uilMai- 
tcr  at  Ycolo  when  ha  had  no  Cltrutian  locicty.  In  tliii  ttituation  hie 
eorrcipondciiee  and  lubicqucnt  evcnti  ahow,  tlint  tlio  truth  woa  iira< 
ducingitaohonictcriitiofruitaln  hit  heart.  IIo  wna  taken  VC17  HI, 
and  flit  that  he  must  loon  die.  IIo  exproaacd  hit  regret  that  he 
coutd  not  go  to  Itaboorco  and  be  bnptizcil,  and  that  there  wai  no 
Cliristiao  in  Yoolc  to  baptize  tiim.  lIli  wifo  had  never  witncaacd  the 
ceremony.  Ho  initructcil  licr  in  regard  to  it,  and  the  Sabbath  bcfura 
Ilia  death,  in  the  presence  of  a  number  of  Ian  llralmian  friend*  ho  call- 
ed for  a  little  water,  and  nikcd  hit  wife  to  baptize  him,  Aa  *ho 
hesitated,  he  tnid,  I  have  token  paiiia  to  teach  you  to  read,  let  tbit  be 
my  reword.     Siie  then  iprinkled  a  little  water  on  bit  forehead  and 
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Hff  w« BOllMpe  tlitt  this  deatb  will  make  >  laitbg  imptMiioo  ipon 
tlie  mindf  of  some  of  bii  iriendt  f 

A  tnudl  girri  lehool  haf  been  intUiaod  at  Bahooree  throogh 
the  jear,  and  vet/  oommendable  progreii  haa  been  madebj  tbo 
acbolan.    A  few  Cbristian  boja  were  placed  in  the  GoTernmen 
acbool,  bat  firom  tbe  neglect  of  tbe  teacher  to  instruct  them  thej 
became  discouraged  and  led  the  school. 

The  average  attendance  on  the  Sabbath  services  has  been  about 
ftflj.  It  is  believed  that  more  than  doable  that  number  would 
attend  these  services,  were  there  a  chapel  or  anj  suitable  place  of 
worship. 

SAtngiMiy.— -The  faithAtl  and  quiet  catechist  laboring  here,  has  had 
the  pleasure  of  seeing  four  persons  gathered  into  that  church  during 
the  jear.  One  person  has  been  excommunicated.  lie  and  another 
individual  excommunicated  the  previous  year,  have  shown  much 
opposition  to  the  truth,  giving  abundant  evidence  of  their  unfitneM 
to  be  connected  with  a  Christian  church.  There  are  a  few  inquirers 
here,  whom  we  hope  soon  to  receive  to  the  church. 

Gahoo, — The  church  in  this  place  has  for  manj  months  in  tbe  year 
been  without  a  catechist  to  instruct  them  and  to  lead  them  in  their 
devotions.  While  tbe  members  of  the  church  have  been  circum- 
spect in  their  outward  behaviour,  there  has  not  been  monifestcd  that 
spiritual  life  which  is  desirable.  Onlj  one  person  has  been  received 
to  this  church  on  profession  and  one  by  letter.  There  is  beginning  to 
be  a  little  more  interest  here  and  in  the  neighboring  towns.  Some 
six  or  eight  persons  arc  asking  for  baptism. 

In  tlio  early  part  of  tlic  year  twenty  persons  were  dismissed  from 
this  church  and  organized  into  a  separate  church  at  Rabooree.  This 
church  now  numbers  25  communicants. 

Dewalalee, — There  has  been  a  catechist  here  a  part  of  the  year. 
The  Christians  of  this  place  are  connected  with  the  church  at  Gahoo. 
There  has  been  a  good  attendance  at  meetings  here,  and  nine  persons 
have  given  in  their  names  requesting  to  be  received  to  the  church. 
During  the  rains  the  chowdee,  where  they  have  been  accustomed  to 
meit  for  worship,  fell  down.  Since  then  their  meetings  have  been 
held  under  a  tree.    A  place  of  worship  is  much  needed  here. 

Wambooree, — There  has  been  a  readiness  to  hear  the  gospel  in  this 
place.  The  chapel  is  usually  well  filled  on  the  Sabbath.  In  difierent 
parts  of  the  town  congregations  are  daily  gathered,  who  listen 
respectfully.     A  number  of  young  men  of  the  higher  castes  have 
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tfpmatij  beoMBsmiNh  InUretUd  In  the  tnith.  Om  Toosg  m^  4 
Manwadee,  fau  been  In  tlia  liabit  of  attending  mnhip  at  tha  eh^wl 
Kgularl/.  He  hai  aluo  offend  bb  bouM  ai  a  pnaohiBg  pUM, 
and  hai  openlj  expreiaed  bif  belief  in  the  tnith  of  Cbristiaoit^. 
Thii  hoi  excited  a  great  deal  of  oppowtioa  on  the  part  of  the 
Harawadeet.  Thcj  aanojed  him  lo  much  that  be  wti  at  lait 
compelled  to  aik  tlia  protacdoB  of  GoTcrntnent.  Tlui  ooqtm 
onljr  exitperated  hii  people  tlie  more,  and  watching  their  oppor- 
tuuitj  the^  fell  upon  him  and  beat  him.  He  wai,  however,  retcaed 
by  tome  firiendi,  who  happened  to  be  near  at  the  time.  The  Brah- 
minical  part  of  the  town  hai  alio  been  in  a  itnte  of  Arment  on 
account  of  the  Chriitian*  having  talcea  water  with  other  oaitet. 
These  trouble*  bave  made  the  enquiren  among  the  upper  claues 
more  timid.  The  almoit  conitant  quarrelling  between  thetown'i 
people  and  the  Mahan,  and  among  the  Uabara  tbemtelTei,  ha« 
lerioiuljr  affected  the  church.  Two  church  memben  became  so 
'  involTcd  in  the  quarrel  anil  exhibited  such  an  unchristian  spirit, 
that  it  became  neccu&ry  to  excommunicate  them. 

During  the  jear  five  persons  have  been  added  to  the  church.  Tbe 
catei'biit  here  hu  a  large  and  promising  field  of  labor.  » 

Ktndal. — The  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  at  Kendal  baa 
beeuiiiitiafai^tui-Y.     Tlie  ailcnt  influenen   wliicli  tlija   church  ia  1 
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vkk  te  diwdi  St  Kendal,  which  b  abcmt  four  mil«  diittt  A 
citcdMii  bM  been  labowiiig  here  fiir  two  numthf,  and  he  ftelf 
CMonnged  to  bope  that  the  troth  it  taking  hold  of  the  people. 

Many  more  efficient  natire  eatechists  are  needed  in  this  diatrioti 
vhile  tboae  now  emplojcd  are  attending  ichool  one-hall  the  jear  at 

Could  these  different  churches  ho  under  the 
instruction  of  faithful  eatechists,  with  the  blessing  of  the 
Spirit  ofQod  we  might  hope  to  see  the  church  making  greater  ad- 
vances in  bolinessy  and  also  to  see  manj  more  poor  idolaters  throwing 
awaj  tbw  idols  and  rallying  around  the  standard  of  the  Cross.

RxrOBT  OF  TBB  SECOXD  NOBTnERN  DlSTKICt— KhOKAR  STATION. 

[Kbokar  Is  in  ant  eoniflr  of  the  NewsMo  Talooka,  and  if  forty  oifles  north  of 
Ah— danggur*  The  district  attached  to  Khokar  extondi  also  into  the 
Rahoorce,  Snagunincro,  and  Patoda  Talookas.  Tho  Talooka  of  Newasao 
cnbrarca  an  area  of  745  square  mllca,  and  contains  a  population  of  about 
87,000  Mula.] 

Our  labors  have  been  much  interrupted  during  the  past  year  by 
aicknces  and  other  causes*  Wo  had  occasion  to  visit  Ahmednuggur 
cnrlj  in  the  hot  season,  and  were  detained  there  three  months  by 
the  dangerous  illness  of  one  of  our  children.  It  pleased  Ood  to 
bring  bim  to  the  verge  of  the  grave,  and  for  weeks  we  felt  there  was 
no  hope  of  his  recovery.  We  called  upon  Qod  in  our  distress,  and 
lean  J  sympathizing  Christian  friends,  both  European  and  native^ 
nnited  with  us  in  supplication  for  restoring  mercies.  Tho  eipres- 
sions  of  sjrmpathy  by  the  native  Christians  and  many  friendly 
nindoos  were  exceedingly  touching,  and  will  ever  be  remembered 
by  us  with  much  pleasure.  I  desire  to  acknowledge  with  sincere 
gratitude  the  goodness  of  Ood  in  bringing  us  to  the  close  of  tho  year 
an  unbroken  family.  Our  absence  threw  upon  the  native  helpers 
increased  labor  and  responsibility,  and  I  am  happy  to  say,  that,  with 
trifling  exceptions,  they  discharged  their  duties  with  commendable 
fidelity. 

Within  the  year  one  new  church  has  been  organized,  making  the 
whole  number  five,  and  fifteen  adults  and  twenty-five  children  have 
been  baptized.  Thirty  different  villages  are  represented  in  these 
five  churches.  The  number  of  persons  received  by  profession  has 
been  much  less  than  in  1860.    One  reason  for  this,  was,  our  long 
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mlMMietBtktlBMirliMtkfl  Tilk(m  an  iwMt  ti  Idmrt,  ud  tb« 
«MMeqMBt  ImIc  of  opporbmitj  for  loqniMn  to  coma  b«fon  th*  ehni- 
«)i«i  for  examination.  lUoent  viilta  to  a  largo  niimb«r  of  Tiliogoa 
have  eooTineed  me  that  tlieie  ii  a  ^rawing  iatoreat  in  a  eonaiderable 
pnrtofthUdutrict,  and  that  tbii  Interest  ia  aprcoding  more  and 
more  amonjt  tho  hiffher  coatee. 

JtiHfi-Bcy. — ThU  U  an  importaat  part  of  aj  Ubon,  ai  will  be 
readilj  mn,  irhen  it  ia  italcd,  that  the  Khokar  diitriet  estenda  over 
more  than  1100  iquaro  miles,  an  area  nearly  half  the  ■!■«  of  the 
Inrgeet  conntj' in  England,  ThU  enbracee  only  the  region  viaited 
by  ourielTei  or  our  natiro  helper*.  There  aro  ehnrch  memboii 
and  inqniren  Kattered  ovrr  MO  iqniire  mile*,  and  it  ia  veiy  deair- 
nble  that  we  ihonld  viiit  them  aa  often  as  practicable.  More  than 
three  months  of  the  jcar  havo  been  spent  in  thcM)  paatoral  tiiita, 
and  a  largo  part  of  thia  time  I  have  lircd  in  tents  with  mj  familj, 
^Vo  havD  QBvally  remained  fifteen  or  twenty  daya  In  a  place,  *o  that 
we  might  become  well  ncqoBintcd  with  tho  people,  and  visit  sU  the 
Tillagea  within  four  or  five  milca  of  our  eocainjnncnt.  Iii  some  of 
thcao  villagca  Mrs.  Harkcr  has  found  tho  women  very  ready  to 
listen  to  the  truth.  Wo  find  inercniing  pleasure  and  ouoourngemeut 
in  this  departinont  of  our  labora. 

ChiircUal  Khok'ir,—\  meeting  of  special  interest  waa  held  at 
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yrabt  kom  SoTtnl  Hindoos  gavo,  and  one  plodgod  a  ilioop.  Our 
new  ebapel  waa  wall  filled  at  tho  Commnnion  feaion,  and  aftar  tho 
daepl  J  interatting  torrioea,  other  offering!  and  pledgee  ivere  brought 
forward,  io  that  about  25  mpees  were  reeeiTed  that  daj.  Manj  of 
thoee  who  gave  at  this  time  had  given  alto  at  the  annual  meeting  in 
Ahmednnggnr.  I  am  pleased  to  see  that  some  of  the  Chris- 
tiana aeem  resolved  to  give  for  benevolent  objects,  as  the 
Lord  shall  prosper  them.  A  few  of  the  most  intelligent  have 
been  accustomed  to  give  even  **  beyond  their  power,"  so  that  I  have 
at  timea  received  their  contributions  reluctantly,  but  they  have 
begged  ''with  muoh  entreaty  that  we  would  receive  their  gift/* 
The  members  of  our  churches,  and  the  class  from  which  thoy  have 
chiefly  come,  are  wry  poor,  yet  I  hope  the  day  is  not  very  far 
distant  when  they,  like  the  Karens,  will  support  their  own  schools 
and  pastors.  A  good  work  has  begun  among  us,  as  the  above  ao« 
count  will  show,  and  I  have  proposed  to  the  churches  in  this  distriot 
a  plan  by  which  eadi  member  will  bo  reminded  monthly,  that  it  is 
his  privilege  to  give  something  for  the  spread  of  tho  Gospel. 

In  August  a  Sabbath  School  was  organized  at  Khokar,  which  I 
think  will  be  productive  of  much  good.  Tho  whole  congregation  are 
formed  into  closscti  soon  after  tho  close  of  the  morning  service. 
Thcso  groups  of  grey-headed  men  and  women  in  one  part  of  the 
room,  and  of  tho  iniddlc-agcd  and  youth  in  another,  are  an  interest- 
ing sight,  and  it  is  exceedingly  pleasant  to  see  the  school  children 
teaching  their  seniors  the  Lord's  Prayer  and  the  Ten  Commandments. 
*'0ot  of  tho  mouth  of  babes  and  sucklings  hast  Thou  ordained 
strength."    **  A  little  child  shall  lead  them." 

Church  at  Panchegaum, — I  have  watched  with  no  little  pleasure 
the  growth  of  this  cliurch  in  knowledge,  and  tho  Christian  graces. 
Differences  and  alienations  have  at  times  arisen  among  its  best 
members,  but  they  have  settled  all  their  difficulties  by  the  exercise 
of  Christian  forbearance  and  love,  and  in  almost  every  case  without 
even  the  advice  of  the  missionary  in  charge. 

Tliis  church  hos  recently  gained  a  victory  over  tlie  greatest 
obstacle  to  the  spreod  of  the  OoHpcl  in  India — caste.  A  miln  of  the 
lowest,  or  Mang,  custe  was  ono  day  in  conversation  with  Joyaram, 
the  teacher  and  virtual  pastor,  and  asked  if  tho  church  would  receive 
him  in  ease  he  passed  a  satisfactory  examination.  J.  assured  him 
that  they  would.  To  which  the  Mang  replied  that  ho  had  douhts 
concerning  this,  and  added  that  several  Mangs  had  long  desired  to 
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wite  with  tin  ohareli,  bnt  thtjr  tnni  tluit  thoM  whs  hki  biooiM 
CbrUtUn*  fiom  ths  higlwr  eutei  wenitiU  fo  prajndieed  ftffkiDit 
tho  HftDg*  ttuit  they  would  not  reoelTe  them.  Hs  then  propowd  to 
mtke  ft  (m/ duHMT,  and  *aid  that  if  the  whole  ebnreh  would  oodm 
and  pu-laktt  ofit,  bit  donbti  wonld  b«  nmond.  The  invitation 
wu  seecpted,  and  at  the  time  appointed,  all  the  Chriitian*  with 
theic  familiea  and  one  inqnini  partook  of  the  dinner  prepared  bj  the 
Mang.  It  i*a  cauM  for  rqoiciDf  that  the  trial  came  so  natural tj  and 
woi  so  noblj  endured.  Tliia  itep  wa*  not  taken  blindlj,  or  impnl- 
■ivelf,  but  with  afallknowledgeof  what  mnstorQccmitj  be  the  rualt. 
Thej  kne\r  that  pcnecntion,  bitter  perwcution,  would  follow,  and  il 
tamt.  Two  fomilicM  wrre  broken  np  for  a  time,  Tbc  nnghbort  of  the 
"  deBled"  ChrLttinna  wonld  gire  them  neither  fire,  wood  or  water, 
and  would  no  doubt  bare  executed  tlieir  tUreata  to  drivo  than  from 
the  Tillage  b;  violence  hod  not  tho  fear  of  the  anthoritiea  deterred 
them.  Tboae  Chriatlan  men  and  women  have  borne  these  and 
Tariona  other  trial*  without  a  murmor,  rvjoicing  that  0\ej  are 
conntcd  worthy  to  auffur  for  the  namo  of  Christ.  Thejr  hare  nlao 
thejojof  aceing  aome  of  tho  despiacd  Manga  como  forward  and 
openly  express  a  desire  to  cast  in  their  lot  among  the  people  of  God. 
No  ono  can  undcntand  tho  full  meaning  of  this  "  victorf," 
who  has  not  witncsHcd  tho  deop-rootcd  prejudice  wUicli  the  Mahora 
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imUio  well.  These  two  pertone,  with  the  tMeher  itatiooed  et 
Wadgaum,  had  hdd  a  meeting  with  the  i»eople,  had  partakeo  of 
tbeir  erening  meal,  and  were  engaged  in  their  derotioni  hefore 
retiring  to  rest,  when  iome  200  Tilkigcrt  armed  with  sticks  and 
stones  same  and  ordered  them  to  leave  the  place.  They  at  onoe 
prepared  to  go  witliout  making  the  least  resistance }  but  the  Hindoos, 
not  satisfied  with  this,  fell  upon,  and  beat  them  most  nnmcrcifullj. 
Rttnga,  the  wife  of  Caiisimbliai,  the  catechist,  wos  struck  on  tho 
bsek  with  a  stick,  was  si-izc'd  bj  tho  throat  and  thrown  down,  and 
wlien  down  was  kicked  and  beaten,  ond  flnallj  received  a  ghast- 
ly wound  on  tho  head  which  rendered  her  insensible.  Hnd  this 
blow  been  a  little  more  severe,  it  would  have  deprived  her  of  life. 
It  was  evidently  the  wi»h  of  tho  Hindoos  to  break  up  the  school  and 
drive  the  ClirlMtians  from  tho  village,  and  hence  they  attacked  the 
teacher  with  great  violence.  He,  however,  being  a  young  and 
athletic  man,  succeeded  in  relcnsing  himself  from  tlieir  group,  and, 
running  to  my  residence,  four  milos  distant,  aroused  mo  at  midnight 
ond  communicated  the  facts.  Early  on  Sabbath  morning  tho  wounded 
ones  were  brought  to  us,  and  much  of  the  dny  was  spent  in  dressing  tho 
wounds  and  ministering  to  tho  wants  of  theso  poor  victims  of  cruelty. 
Tho  case  was  promptly  tried  by  tho  authorities,  and  thirteen  persons 
were  severely  punished  by  imprisonment.  C.  M.  Harrison,  Esq.,  tho 
Session  Judge  at  Ahmednuggur,  in  his  flnding  in  tliis  case  uses  tho 
following  langungo  which  very  properly  indicates  the  gravity  of 
tho  offence  committed : — **  A  moro  cowardly  and  shameful  assault 
than  that  perpetrated  by  prisoners  Nos;  1  and  2,  tho  Session  Judgo 
has  never  hcurd  of,  and  if  theso  prisoners  aro  capablo  of  feeling 
shame,  they  may  well  bo  overwhelmed  by  it.  It  was  most  cowardly, 
1st,  because  in  perpetrating  it,  they  shunned,  as  well  they  might,  tho 
lightof  day)2nd»  bccausotlio  numbcrof  assailants  was  to  those  assail- 
ed, at  least  as  60  to  oiio ;  and,  3rd  nnd  lastly,  because  it  was  directed 
against  a  defenceless  and  unoffending  woman."  As  a  kind  of  petty 
revengo  upon  tho  Christians  and  .Mahars,  for  their  severe  punishment, 
tho  villagers  huvo  refused  to  give  them  tho  customary  remuneration 
for  the  villugo  work.  It  is  encouraging  to  see  that  theso  trials  have 
been  borno  by  tho  Christians  with  nn  uncouipluining  spirit.  God 
grant  that  this  exhibition  of  Christian  forbeuranco  may  not  bo 
without  its  iufiuenco  upon  their  persecutors  ! 

Church  at  StUraL—TUo  faithful  labors  and   ftfrvent  prayera  of 
"  Blind  Mohana*'  have  been  much  blest  during  tho  post  year.    Ho 
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bu  tha  eoafidanM  tod  napnt  of  hla  naighbon  in  ft  matkad  dtfiM, 
tnd  bjr  hit  effort*  ft  tplrit  of  inqoic^  ha*  beon  ftvtkned  fttnoog 
■OHM  from  the  higher  cute*. 

Two  of  the  mcu  received  to  thi*  ehnrch  the  put  year,  ndde  la 
TilUgee  18  mile*  north  of  SktrU  and  not  fu  from  the  Qodaverj, 
One  of  thcie,  b;  the  name  of  Dhooo,  waa  &  M&nabhftr,  end  hs  t*  the 
firat  penon  irho  ha*  noited  with  any  of  the  churche*  In  tht*  Miuiont 
from  that  euriotu  Hindoo  (cet.  Tho  Minabhfcr*  are  wonhipper* 
ofKrithno,  and,  like  thoJaini,  bollevo  it  to  bo  a  f(n»t  etn  to  take 
animal  life.  Tbej-  go  further  than  thli,  and  refiuo  to  take  reftabU 
life,  and  henco  the  thoroughly  orthodox  of  thla  lOot  will  not 
oultiTato  tho  groand,  and  nothing  but  tho  dirrit  neeoiRitf  will 
luduco  them  to  full  a  tree  or  even  tosataiiiKDr  nf  griu*.  Thejr 
have  uIm  mo*t  remarkable  Idea*  relative  to  diBIcmDnt,  a*  the 
following  incident  will  ehow : — Soon  aflor  the  aOTiual  pilgrimage 
to  Trimback  aomo  M&nahhtva  rcaiding  In  a  village  ou  tlie  Oodavorj 
not  far  from  Khaker,  »uddouly  ccaacil  to  take  water  from  tho  rirer, 
and  went  a  long  diitance  into  the  Jungle  to  procare  wator  for  drink- 
ing, washing,  and  all  culinary  purpose*.  When  inquired  of  a*  to  the 
reoten  of  tliie  atrange  procedure,  they  replied  tliat  tho  pilgrim* 
at  Trimbuck  had  vroshcd  away  their  eiu*  in  tho  Oodnrery,  and 
that  until  the  walor  dcflted  by  thorn  had  poaied  by  to  the  ocean, 
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tiglit  ptnoM  from  tho  Khoktrehuroh  tnd  one  frooi  the  Wadgtiim 
ehnreh.  Three  otheri  were  baptised  the  following  Sabbath,  fo  that 
there  were  thirteen  memben  at  the  eloie  of  the  year.  This  new 
organisation  b  placed  under  tlie  earo  of  Khandooba,  one  of  onr  most 
experienced  eatechiiiti,  who  now  hot  a  promising  field  of  labor  at 
Padheganm  and  in  the  vicinity. 

Chap§h. — When  we  oame  to  Khokar  in  1856  threo-fifthe  of  a 
room  20  feet  iquaro  enfflced  for  our  Sabbath  audience.    Two-flfthi 
of  the  room  were  partitioned  off  and  ocoopicd  by  a  cateehist.    After 
a  time  it  was  ncecieary  to  remove  the  woU  ond  ueo  the  whole  room. 
But  toon  another  enlargement  was  needed  to  accommodate  our 
increasing  numbers,  and  a  flat  iqiflee  one-fourth  the  sixe  of  the 
ehapel  wos  built  up  in  front.     The  large  additions  to  the  church  in 
1860  rendered  even  this  insufficient,  and  within  the  past  year  a  sub- 
stantial new  chnpel,  40  feet  by  16,  has  been  built.    This  edifice  was 
needed,  not  only  because  the  old  one  was  too  small,  but  also  because 
persons  of  the  hif^lier  castes  would  seldom  come  to  it,  since  it  is 
situated  in  the  Mahnr  quarter.    Since  we  have  begun  to  worship  in 
the  new  edifice,  wc  liave  had  the  pleasure  to  see  some  of  the  high 
caste  people  in  the  audience  nearly  every  Sabbath.    A  chapel  has 
been  completed  at  AVudgnum  also  at  a  cost  of  150  rupees.    This 
contains  a  room  for  the  teacher  for  which  lie  has  exchanged  his  five 
rupee  hut ;  a  similar  edifice  is  much  needed  at  Padhegaum,  where 
Khandooba  is  living  in  a  room  scarcely  four  feet  by  ten.    A  chapel 
is  needed  at  Oondhawani,  six  miles  W.  from  Khokar,  where  there  is 
a  growing  interest ;  anotlicr  at  Dherdapoor  Patree,  where  the  school 
and  audiences  meet  out  of  doors,  ond  still  onother  at  Khanapoor  on 
the  Oodavery,  eight  miles  N.  of  Khokar,  as  soon  as  funds  can  bo 
secured.

Hbfoet  of  the  Noetii;Eahtebn  Disteict— Wadale  Station. 

[Wsdale  is  in  the  Newaiaa  Ttlooko.  and  is  twenty-iix  miles  North-East  from 
Ahuednuggor.  The.  district  attached  to  it  extends  also  into  the  Shew* 
gaiim  Taluoka,  which  embraces  an  area  of  062  square  miles,  and  contains  a 
population  of  about  84,000  loula.] 

We  live  in  a  remote  and  quiet  district,  and  our  operations  as  well 
oi  their  results  are  like  the  growth  of  grass  and  com  in  these  fertile 
ftelds,  very  pleasant  to  see  and  precious  to  gamer ;  but  in  a  year  of 


w  and  exaitenent,  hudljr  flitad  b>  tttnet  poblie  atUntion. 
Then  an  tliote,  howevert  irho  ijmiMthiM  with  the  ugeli  of  Ood  in 
thrlrjoj  "  OTer  a  ilnner  that  npcnteth,"  and  who  know  Ihit  one 
who  hai  learned  to  rule  hU  eiiirit,  btu  actiioTed  a  greater  violorf 
than  he  whe  hai  token  a  eltf .  And  for  atioh  we  muit  report  onr 
op^Tntiom,  and  aik  them  to  rejoice  with  us  and  praj  lor  n  and 
belp  na.     ' 

Wo  ore  tliankAil  that  we  lure  been  allowed  to  Uts  the  whole 
year  "  among  our  own  people,"  and  tliat  the  beni-Hcenee  of  Chriitian 
frienili  in  thii  country  haa  allowed  ui  to  retain  intact  onr  oorpt  of 
hclpcit.  And  we  are  tbankful  that  we  vrcro  allowed  to  bo  prcient 
at  (ho  Bunivenary  meeting!  In  Ahmcdnngijur,  and  to  enjoy  tlioao 
■pii-itual  intluencea  which  then  taught  the  heart  el  tlio  natito  church 
to  bloKtom  and  exhale  the  tweetneM  of  i(«  bcncflccnoe.  Many  of 
the  Christiana  from  thii  diilrict  were  prcient  at  tlioiio  mcetiugH,  and 
were  of  thoao  who  gave  M  libcrollj  out  of  thefr  poTcrtf.  Othen 
who  wero  not  preaent  there,  have  ainee  brought  their  ofieringi  to  tba 
I<ard.  In  one  caxe  this  aiiiouiited  to  nearly  a  month's  vafjes.  The 
Miihan  also  in  a  aniall  village  near  this,  on  lieaiing  of  tlio  move- 
ment, atked  to  bo  allowed  to  add  their  mitu  and  iiibicribi'd  uino 
rupcca  to  the  Mission  funds. 

We  aro  thankful  for  suoh  evidence  that  the  ItingJum  of  Ood  U 
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Th$  Ckmuk  Chunk  htt  recelTed  bIm  mvmben  ott  proflMdoii  «f 
their  fidth  and  one  b j  letter.  It  has  giren  letten  «f  diimiitioB  to 
eighteen  roemben,  who  went  to  form  the  new  chnrohee  of  Newiiee 
end  Sonai.  There  are  now  fortj  in  its  eomnmnion.  Thej  rcaide 
in  eix  Tillages. 

From  the  effort!  of  fomeindividnali,  who  had  embraeed  Baptist 
sentiments,  there  was  mnoh  dfaiettssion  at  the  beginning*  of  tho  jear 
on  tho  subject  of  infant  baptbm  i  our  ehurches  have  not  eonsidered 
the  reluctance  of  some  members  to  bring  their  children  forward  for 
baptism,  a  sufficient  reason  for  discipline.  The  result  of  the  dis- 
cussions was  to  establish  some  wavering  ones  in  the  conviction  that 
infant  baptism  is  a  Bible  ordinance,  and  thcj  brought  forward  their 
children  for  its  administration.  So  there  have  been  eleven  children 
baptised  during  this  year.  Fonr  children  went  to  other  churches, 
and  one  little  girl  was  removed  by  death.  She  is  the  only  person 
connected  with  these  five  churches  who  has  died  this  year.  One 
of  the  young  men  has  found  a  wife,  and  we  believe  he  has  "  found 
a  good  thing  and  obtained  favor  of  the  Lord." 

It  was  interesting  to  obsierve  tho  way  caste  prejudice  man!- 
tinted  itself,  tlio  first  time  that  the  man,  received  from  tho  Manga  of 
Chande,  partook  of  tho  communion  there.  The  part  of  tlio  room  not 
occupied  by  tho  church  members,  was  crowded  with  their  heathen 
neighbors.  These  manifested  a  little  uneasiness  at  first,  on  seeing 
the  '*  Mang"  seated  on  tho  same  mat  witli  their  own  friends  and 
relatives,  but  that  soon  passed  away  in  tho  interest  of  the  occasion. 
And  BO  when  tlio  bread  was  distributed,  though  they  looked  on  very 
intently,  they  remained  quiet.  Rut  when  tho  cup  was  carried 
around,  and  after  tho  "  Mang"  had  partaken,  one  and  another  of 
their  own  relatives  drank  of  it,  they  arose  as  with  ono  consent  and 
rukhod  out, of  tho  room.  Caste  defilement  is  conveyed  most  rapidly 
and  surely  by  fluids  ! 

The  Dedgaw  Church  has  received  five  by  profession  and  three 
by  letter.  These  three  had  gono  away  to  a  distance,  and  were  received 
to  the  church  in  connection  with  another  Mission,  but  have  since 
returned  to  their  own  village,  and  say  they  mean  to  remain  there. 
Hindoos  wander  from  the  village  of  their  fathers  only  for  a  time. 
They  feel  an  intense  attachment  to  tlio  home  of  their  childhood  and 
the  village  of  their  paternal  inheritance,  and  are  content  only  when 
settled  on  tho  old  homestead.  There  were  thirty-five  communicants 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  six  having  taken  letters  to  other  churches.

Tk»  Shiiiffavt-Tukai  Chunk  bu  RCflked  foor  memben  on 
profcMlon  of  their  faith,  ud  now  nnaben  twcntr  eommuaieuita. 
Tbej  live  In  three  vUlagee.  Two  of  the  men  luve  thle  year  entered 
the  merriago  relation. , 

In  Novitmliet  two  new  chnichee  were  organiied  in  thii  diitrlet. 
The  reiidencet  ofthe  memben  of  the  Chande  church  were  Mattered 
over  a  region  tweikty-atz  mile*  lon^.  It  wat  difficalt  to  gather  them 
all,  even  for  meetingi  of  ipeeial  importanen,  and  thoj  were  nnable 
to  fulfil  their  eevenant  towi  to  watch  orer  and  help  each  other  in 
apiritaal  tUingi.  So  itaeemod  beat  to  diridotho  church,  bj^  bringing 
those  living  at  the  North  into  the  Newaaie  c-inroh,  and  those  at  the 
Weat  into  the  Sonal  church. 

Th*  Nueaua  Church  waa  organiied  on  the  19lh  of  November, 
and  then  einbmced  thirteen  communicant!  and  twelro  bnptiied 
ehildrcn.  Two  penom  have  riace  been  received  to  its  communion, 
and  three  more  children  haro  been  baptized.  Thcj  live  in  fire 
Tillage!.  Four  of  the  members  of  this  church  belonged  original Ij 
'0  called  the  hie 
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tummn  ia  theM  parU  plant  mora  thaa  tbaj  can  hanrwt,  and  whMi 
the  grain  ia  ripening,  many  handa  are  required  todrire  off  the  elonda 
of  birda  that  eomo  to  deTonr  it  \  to  thej  are  ready  to  lell  part  of 
their  eropi,  when  the  heads  of  grain  begin  to  form,  to  thoee  who 
hare  time  to  watoh  orer  and  harvest  them. 

SehooU.^'l  have  made  special  efforts  this  year  to  give  interest  and 
efflcienejr  to  the  schools,  and  thej  have  given  me  better  satisfaction 
than  in  any  previoas  year.  The  school  at  Dedgaw  has  nsaally  had 
seventeen  or  cigliteen  scholars.  The  school  at  W&dile  has  grown 
more  and  moro  interesting,  though  the  number  of  the  scholars  hos 
remained  about  twentj-two.  Several  of  them  come  from  two  villages, 
each  two  aud  a  half  miles  away,  and  others  live  here,  their  parents 
supplying  them  with  grain,  &o.,  for  their  food,  which  they  grind  and 
eook  themselves.  They  have  taken  great  interest  in  a  singing 
ezcrcuio  held  daily  at  the  close  of  the  afternoon  session,  at  which 
they  have  been  taught  tunes  for  the  favorite  children's  hymns  lately 
composed  by  Mr.  Ballantine.  Tho  eldest  girl  from  thii  school  was 
married  in  October  to  the  man  of  her  clioicc,  a  young  Christian 
farmer,  who  lives  in  a  neighbouring  village.  Wo  long  for  tho  time 
when  thcru  shall  bo  many  such  families,  in  which  both  husband  and 
wife  can  read  and  write,  in  the  villages  on  every  side. 

The  Home  Mittlon  Society  of  JVadale  has  continued  to  send  its 
lay  preachers  to  tlie  regions  EmI  and  North,  where  there  are  as  yet 
no  professing  Christians.  It  has  sent  tliem  out  two  and  two,  when- 
ever its  funds  had  accumulated  sufRcicntly  for  the  purpose,  and  has 
thus  given  six  montlis'  service  to  this  important  work.  There  is  a 
vast  region  to  the  East  of  this,  that  is  seldom  visited  by  a  Christian 
preacher,  or  even  a  Cliristian  book.  In  December  two  of  my  as* 
sistants,  employed  for  tho  time  as  colporteurs  of  the  Bombay  Bible 
Society,  made  a  tour  ns  fur  as  Mominabad.  Tiie  sale  of  Scriptures 
was  very  limited,  but  abundant  opportunities  were  found  for 
preaching  the  Gospel.  In  contemplating  that  vast  region  wholly 
given  up  to  heathenism,  whose  spirit  is  not  stirred  within  him  ? 
When  shall  tho  time  come  for  all  those  moral  wastes  to  bo  evange- 
lized P  When  shall  tho  church  of  Christ  enter  fully  on  its  work? 
Hundreds  of  preachers  are  to-day  needed,  whero  now  there  is  not 
one  to  tell  of  Christ  and  salvation.

[8«roor  !•  Udrtjr-two  mOet  8outh*Wett  and  Kolgaum  !•  twwitf-fcar  bAm 
South  tbmk  AhmodBUjunv*  Thej  are  both  in  the  Scrocr  Talooka.  Tho 
floathern,  South*  Wostorn  and  Woft«ni  Dliiricts  inclndo  th«  Seroor  and 
Parner  Talookaa,  which  eiuhraoa  an  are*  of  1450  aquare  milei  and  eontain 
a  popuUUon  of  lUwnt  195,000  aoult ;  and  thaj  exttnd  alao  into  the  adjoin* 
ing  Taluokaa.] 

During  the  last  year  wa  hare  been  called  to  IcaTe  the  distrieti 
which  have  been  the  principal  field  of  our  efforts  sinoe  we  came  to 
India.  As  there  was  no  missionary  to  take  my  place  in  these  labors, 
the  oliurohes  still  remain  nndcr  my  eare  i  and  I  hare  felt  it  my 
dnty  to  spend  as  much  as  possible  of  the  cold  season  in  the  rilloges 
of  tlicse  districts.  I  hare  also  visited  and  spent  one  sabbath  with 
eacli  of  the  churches  on  other  occasions. 

J7te  Church  at  Kolffaw, — One  woman  was  admitted  to  this  church 
by  profession  in  April.    Her  name  is  MOktabai,  of  the  village  of 
ROi,  where  a  catechist  resides.    Ilcr  husband  is  a  Hindu  (Mahar), 
but  nt  tlie  time  he  did  not  oppose  her  baptism.    She  came  ten  miles 
to  Kolgaw  to  profess  Christ,  and  brought  her  little  daughter  also 
to  offer  to  the  Lord.    It  is  rare  in  this  land  tliat  the  wife  is  led  to 
embrace  Christianity  before  the  husband ;  and  the  persecution  which 
has  followed  in  this  case  would  seem  to  indicate,  that  it  is  a  merci- 
ful arrangement  of  Providence  that  the  husband  is  usually  first 
converted.    The  converted  husband  is  sometimes  forsaken  by  Lis 
wife  and  robbed  of  his  property,  but  it  is  not  in  her  power  or  in 
that  of  any  of  his  relatives  to  annoy  him,  as  the  Christian  wife  may 
be  annoyed  by  her  heathen  husband.  For  a  time  after  her  return, 
Mi(^ktabai  met  with  no  special  ill-treatment  from  her  husband.    But 
on  tlie  occasion  of  a  Hindu  festival  he  required  of  her  some  idola- 
trous act,  which  she  could  not  conscientiously  perform,  and  on  her 
refusal  was  greatly  enraged.    Not  long  after,  on  some  slight  pretext 
ho  brutally  beat  her,  till  she  was  nearly   insensible.    She  bore  it 
without  resistoncc,  but  even  after  recovery  adhered  to  her  resolution 
not  to  be  guilty  of  any  idolatrous  act.     I  \^as  at  the  place  some  weeks 
after  and  witnessed  his  violence,  which  was  still  unabated.     He  de- 
clared he  would  never  take  her  into  his  house  again,  and  would 
never  give  her  a  divorce.    I  remonstrated  with  him,   and  spoke  of 
reporting  his  conduct  to  the  magistrate.    But  the  wife  came  forward 
and  begged  I  would  not  report  her  husband,  expressing  the  hope 
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that  1m  wiwld  beat  h«r  nomort.  SIiim  then  ha  haa  ahatainad  frmii 
open  Tiolenee,  though  he  eontiuned  to  abuie  her,  aometimes  forbid- 
ding her  to  come  to  hia  home.  More  recently  having  bought  a  field 
ofgroin  and  needing  her  help  in  taking  care  of  it,  lelflshneM  baa 
overcome  his  anger,  and  he  allowa  her  to  work.for  him  without  mo« 
lettation. 

There  waa  another  candidate  for  admitaion  to  thia  church  who 
had  been  examined  and  approved,  but  he  died  before  mj  viait  to 
the  place.     His  name  was  Pindu,  a   Mahar  of  Kolgaw.     He 
waa  a  victim  of  that  terrible  disease,  the  black  leprosy.    But  the 
loathsome  state  of  the  body  was  only  a  type  of  the  deeper  malady 
of  the  aoul.     Ho  hated  every  body,  and  hated  himself.    No  one 
wanted  to  go  to  his  house,  or  have  a  word  to  say  to  him.    Said  the 
catcchist,  '*  no  one  would  let  his  dog  go  to  the  house  if  ho  could 
help  it,  so  vilely  would  the  poor  animal  bo  abused."    The  catechist 
was  an  especial  object  of  his  spito  i  indeed  this  was  his  only  pastime, 
to  abuse  every  one  in  the  vilest  terms  he  could  invent.    His  wife's 
life  was  a  burden  to  her.    Ho  would  not  only  abuse  her  in  words 
but  beat  her  cruelly.    At  length  in  a  fit  of  ra^^o  ono  day  he  seized 
an  old  razor,  and  was  about  to  end  his  life.    The  screams  of  his  wife 
brought  a  Cliristiau  neighbor  to  the  door,  who  wrested  the  weapon 
from  his  hand.    He  had  inflicted  a  ghastly  wound,  but  happily  it 
did  not  prove  fatal.    Nature,  more  kind  to  him  than  he  was  to  him- 
self, healed  the  wound,  and  it  pleased  tlie  Lord  to  magnify  His  grace 
in  healing  tho  malady  of  hb  soul.    It  was  about  this  time  that  I 
first  met  him,  and  I  looked  on  him  as  a  novelty  of  wretchedness. 
The  catechist,  whom  he  had  so  abused,  visited  him  again,  and  spoke 
kindly  to  him.    The  gospel  had  a  soothing  sound  in  it  which  he 
had  not  before  noticed.    He  continued  to  listen,  and  began  to  attend 
tho  Sabbath  services.    He  gave  up  tho  habit  of  filthy,  abusive  talk- 
ing— one  of  the  last  to  leave  the  inquirer  after  truth  in  this  land. 
The  heathen   noticed  tho   change  with   wonder,  and   freely  con- 
fessed   that    Christianity    had    made    Pdndu    a    new    mnn.     Ho 
presented  himself  for   admission    to  the  church,  and   after  some 
months  of  trial    was    approved.    He  was   to  have  been   baptiz- 
ed in  h\n  own  village  as  soon  as  I  could  visit  it.    Some  weeks 
elapsed  beluiul  could  go,  and  he  in  the  mean  time. was  taken  ill. 
He  told  tiie  catechist  that  he  should  not  recover,  and  with  tears 
expressed  his  regret  that  he  had  not  had  the  opportunity  of  profess- 
ing Clirist  before  the  world,  and  partaking  of  tho  Lord's  Supper 
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with  Hit  ohonh.  Thi  emtadilit  eomfintad  Urn,  wnrisf  Un  tlut 
if  h»  belie*«d  in  Christ  m  hit  8&Tlmir  h*  vonld  be  mtmI,  thongh  not 
bnptlMd  bj  wtter.  H*  leplied,  "  I  do  Iwlisri  la  ChriiL"  Ha 
often  called  for  the  tncher  to  emne'  mi  read  th»  Bible  to  him  ud 
pray  with  him.  Ho  charged  hi*  wife  not  to  perform  aoj  heathen 
rite*  Of  er  him,  but  to  let  tho  Chri^tiuii  harj  him,  for  uid  he,  "  I  am 
«  Ohriititn."  He  alio  told  her  that  ihe  tniut  become  a  Chriitian, 
andihoie  now,  I  trust,  a  *ioecreioqnirec  after  the  truth.  Thuihe  die& 
a  peaceful  death  |  and  the  little  band  of  Chmtiau  buried  him,  and 
mourned  for  hlmu/ora  brother.  Hii  name  iinot  on  the  roll  of 
oarcfaitrelimemben,bat  Itmitit  Ii  in  "  tho  Lamb'i  book  of  Life." 
JiurtSibk  I}i*lribitlim^~An  Intereriing  feature  in  connection 
with  our  touTi  thie  aeaion  ii  the  diitribntion  and  mIo  of  Bible*  and 
Teitamenta.  Id  aoeordanea  with  tha  offer  of  the  Bombaj  Bibia 
Society,  two  of  our  catochiita  haTo  been  employed  by  thcra  in  the  ' 
Kolgaw  Diitrict,  and  the  putor  of  tho  Bcroor  Chorch  taking  a 
catMliiit  with  him  !•  ipending  throo  monthi  in  the  aiune  work  In 
that  districL  The  time  for  which  they  wore  cngogcd  li  not  yet 
paat,  but  a  good  port  of  the  district  baa  been  tmrcricd,  and  many 
Biblce  and  TettamRuti  placed  in  tbe  banda  of  Pilila  and  other 
Tillage  oScera,  Many  Tcttamenti  have  aUo  been  *old,  eipcciatly  to 
bojB  in  school.     Tlio  nfltr  of  tUoso  books  for  sale   furnisbes  a  good 
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8eh9oUj^\  iMolMr  from  th*  cateoUiit't  Mhool  wm  ieat  to  Kolgar 
ioJttlj,  tnd  for  tlio  last  half  of  Iho  joar  from  twelve  to  twontj 
teholan  hare  been  in  attendanee.  In  Limpangaw,  where  acateehbt 
roiidce,  tho  Patil  has  urged  him  to  oomo  into  town  and  open  asohool, 
and  promiics  to  send  his  own  boj  i  some  other  men  of  tho  pkoo  also 
iajr  they  will  send.  He  has,  therefore,  begun  to  build  a  house  in  the 
village.  His  wife  will  teach  tho  school  when  the  catechist  b  absent 
en  tours.  In  many  other  places  there  is  a  call  for  teachers,  but  it  is 
bard  to  sustain  a  day  school  among  the  Mahars  where  there  are  no 
Cliruftians  residing. 

Bapt\ped  Children.'^Thero  have  been  four  added  to  the  nember  of 
baptised  children  in  each  of  these  districts.  Three  of  those  baptised 
in  tlio  Xolgaw  church  within  a  year  aro  named  Love,  Mercy,  and 
Peace.  May  their  lives  bo  faithful  illustrations  of  tho  graces  whose 
names  they  bear. 

A  new  tnnipike  road  is  now  being  constructed  by  Qovernment» 
from  Ahmodnuggur  through  tho  Kolgaw  District,  intersecting  the 
railroad  at  Patus.  This  will  make  all  parts  of  the  district  much 
more  accessible.

At  the  commencement  of  1801  there  were  twenty-seven  members 
in  the  church.  One  man  and  one  woman  have  been  received  to  tho 
ehureh  on  profession,  and  one  who  had  been  excommuoicatcd  has 
been  restored,  making  three  who  have  been  received  to  the  church 
during  the  year.  Two  have  been  removed  by  death,  and  one  not 
having  been  heard  from  for  several  years,  his  name  has  been  erased 
from  the  list  of  members.  Thus  the  number  at  the  close  of  the  year 
remains  the  same  as  at  the  beginning. 

Four  children  have  been  baptised  within  the  year.  One  has  died, 
and  one  attending  school  at  Ahmcdnuggur  has  been  received  to 
the  church  in  that  place,  leaving  the  present  number  twenty -nine. 

Sabbath  Audience, — The  number  of  hearers  on  the  Sabbath  is 
•malL    Some  members  of  the  church  are  residing  in  villages  as 
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catMUitii  and  womt  htvn  90M  to  dliUnt  pIioM  to  mgtgt  In  wdw 
Idnd  of  urrieg  for  tho  npport  of  thdr  hmiUM.  A  faw  HladoM 
kttendi  but  the  nnmber  probablj  would  not  avorkgo  more  than  ftve 
or  six,  I  lure  prmohed  rc^ltrljr  twin  noH  Sabbath  daj  with  tho

Ttnirf.— Thero  hu  been  1cm  of  itinerary  labor  In  thia  dlitriet  tha 
paat  jear  than  in  aome  former  yean.  Mr.  BimoU  spent  a  few  wcelu 
in  tht*  work  is  the  6nt  two  montlia  of  the  jcar,  and  I  lia*o  ipent  in 
all  about  aeien  wcclu  on  totirt.  Mwt  of  tbii  time  I  wai  engaged  a« 
colporteur  of  tho  Bible  Society.  The  catcchlat  who  accompanied  me 
in  tliia  worlc  hai  alio  been  out  fomo  of  tho  time  aleno  1  and  tho 
church  liu  lent  out  two  men  for  a  few  dayi  anstaininK  them  by  ita 
own  contribution!. 

Sehoolt. — Tho  Christian  achool  hero  ha«  been  aupondcd  a  great 
port  of  the  year  on  account  of  the  atwenee  of  the  tenolier,  he  hsTJng 
received  permission  to  attend  the  eatechist'*  school  at  Ahmcdnuggnr, 
'Hicre  ia  not  much  demand  for  a  achool  hero  except  for  the  very  few 
children  of  Christiana  who  are  reiidiiig  here.  For  two  or  three 
month*  of  iho  teacher's  absence  I  taught  these  myself. 

Meetingi  for  Prayer. — As  in  the  prcTlous  year  tho  church  ha* 
couliiiucil  to  meet   llirto  times  a  wcoV    for  prnjcr;   twice   in  lliu 
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lisplt-lMMttd,  tad  wmM  MsMMt  U  mito  with  pltM^  IbrtlM 
ipcMdofthtgotpeL  Om  liftor  alM^  Moftd  bj  bar  hvibud  tad 
ptrenUi  tad detr  totll tb«  ehoioh,  hm  been  ealM  awaj.  Bat abt 
died  a  pcacoAildoath«aad  wa  eharidi  tba  hope  that  alia  la  now  happjr 
with  bar  SaTiour,  8ha  hat  left  an  Infiuit  of  two  or  three  aMBthav 
licklj  and  helpleM,  whoee  lot  we  fear  will  be  a  trjing  one. 

One  of  the  memberai  who  waa  received  to  the  ehoreh  the  past  jeari 
waa  dceortod  by  hie  wife  on  aeeonnt  of  hia  profowion  of  diriitUmitji 
and  left  with  a  little  girl  about  thtee  years  old  to  look  after.  For 
sereral  months  nothing  would  indnee  her  to  retnm.  I^nt  Ood  gave 
her  a  better  mind,  and  lately  she  baa  returned  and  ia  Uving  peaee- 
ably  with  her  husband. 

QmtnbiUioHi.'^Tho  ehnreh  is  able  to  do  but  little  for  the  support 
of  their  pastor*  yet  some  hare  giren  regularly  aeeording  to  their 
ability  the  post  year.  Othcra  living  at  a  distance,  their  contribntiona 
have  not  been  received  with  regularity.  After  the  annual  meeting 
at  Ahmednuggur  in  October,  at  which  a  part  of  the  members  of  this 
church  were  present  and  gave  something,  the  same  subject  waa 
presented  to  the  church  here  at  its  monthly  concert  in  December. 
On  this  occasion  over  forty  rupees  were  contributed  or  pledged. 
Although  the  amount  given  by  tliis  feeble  church  is  small,  we  are 
thankful  that  the  same  liberal  spirit  waa  manifested  which  waa 
bestowed  on  the  other  churches.

Oor  libon  during  the  year  hiiTg  nriad  littls  trom  tboM  of  tit* 

prerlotu  jenr,    Mnch  or  onr  time  hu  been  tlven  to  tbo  pmehlng 

of  the  word  ia  the  clt^  snd  In  the  Titlagea.    When  U  the  itatlon  we 

luye  hod  pmcl^ag  at  both  chapel*  la  the  eitj  twice  on  the  Subbeth, 

nnd  once  &  day  for  fovr  daji  in  the  week.    We  have  olio  freqveot 

opportanitiee  for  penond  eontcreadon  with  those  who  come  to  onr 

hooaei.    The  moat  iotereating  feature  we  hare   to  notioe  In  our 

andicneca  the  put  year  ia  the  ft«qnent,  olnioat  tomtanl,  nttendaoee 

of  a  few  indivldnaU.    Such  attendance  always  Indicatea  intercel) 

and  thi*  interest  it  the  mora  markci},  when  these  persona  take  home 

our  Christian  books  to  read,  and  more  still  when  they  call  upon  n« 

for  Christian  eonversstion.    If  we  may  bciieTO  their  words,  they  are 
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BMeptanot  «f  Chrlft  TIm  immediate  iutrnmeiit in  thtMm?mioa 
of  the  joaog  woman  from  Kolowadi  appean  to  have  been  one  of  the 
female  memben  of  tho  ehurch.  She  often  had  thie  young  woman 
at  her  hooee,  talked  and  prayed  with  her,  and  inetmoted  her  in  the 
Seriptnret  for  months  before  her  baptiam. 

The  chnroh  hat  now  eight  memben  and  six  baptised  ohildren. 
Five  members  from  other  c^arehos  residing  here  also  commune  with 


roMft^— Our  village  work  b  increasing  in  interest  and  importance. 
The  mtMionaries  and  native  helpers,  with  few  exceptions,  have 
been  well  rcveived  in  the  villages  i  and  in  some  of  them  they  have 
been  treated  with  marked  attention.  If  wo  are  not  mistaken,  there 
b  a  growing  desire  with  many  in  our  field  to  hear  the  word.  In 
many  villages  the  number  of  hearers  has  been  greater  tbon  in  any 
previous  year  i  and  in  very  few,  if  any,  has  it  been  less. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  Bible  Society  made  us  a  donation 
of  Bibles  and  Testaments  for  gratuitous  distribution,  with  particu- 
lar reference  to  patting  them  into  the  hands  of  the  head  men  of  the 
villages.  We  have  found  great  readiness  on  the  part  of  many  of 
these  i)ersons  to  receive  them  i  and  wo  have  given  copies  when  we 
had  reason  to  believe  they  would  bo  read.  We  have  also  sold  n  few 
Testaments.  In  one  school  at  lluhimatpoor  the  boys  bought  thirteen 
for  a  reading  book.  It  is  our  purpose  in  every  village  to  leave  tomo 
portion  of  truth  in  the  form  of  books  and  tracts.  This  we  generally 
do  by  sale,  sometimes  by  gift.  The  Bible  and  Tract  Socictici  render 
us  invaluable  aid,  and  make  our  preaching  doubly  cfTcctive.  The 
books  in  the  villages  preach  after  wo  are  gone. 

Schools, — During  the  year  the  average  monthly  attendance  in  the 
girls'  school  has  been  nineteen,  average  daily  attendance  sixteen. 
In  the  boys'  school  the  average  monthly  attendance  has  been  seven- 
teen, overage  daily  attendance  twelve.  The  young  woman  who 
united  with  the  church  in  Juno,  has  been  the  teacher  of  the  girls' 
school.  The  teacher  of  the  boys'  school  is  a  member  of  tho  first 
ehurch  in  Ahmednuggur.  He  came  hero  in  Juno  and  taught  the 
school  the  remaining  six  months  of  tho  year.  Both  teachers  are 
wanting  in  many  qualifications  for  their  work,  but  in  tho  absence  of 
better  ones  wo  are  glad  to  employ  these. 

Native  Helpers, — We  have  had  three  catechists  in  our  employ 
during  the  year.  It  is  tho  duty  of  these  men  to  vuit  the  villages, 
read  the  scriptures  and  religious  books  to  tho  people,  and  give  in« 
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■tnwtioB.  Tliej  bIm  Moompanr  u  on  onr  toon  to  aU  u  in  pnuh- 
tngi  and  frtqnently  thej  go  on  loan  bj  thonuolvM.  Thcf  us  "  un- 
laarntd  tnd  tgnonnt  mm,"  but  wltb  the  lava  of  Ood  in  thrir  hmirti 
and  tlw  Biblo  in  thnr  tisndi,  thej  an  doing  a  good  work.  Thejr 
have  aocoM  to  mtuj  to  irhpin  no  have  not.  And  the;  often  bring 
peraoni  to  ua  fbr  convertation.  Their  paf  la  tram  ten  to  twelve 
rupcei  a  month.  One  of  theie  oateohiat*  ia  enpportod  hy  a  gentlo- 
iiuin  in  thia  oonntrj. 

The  BeT.  Hui  lUmshandn  fton  Ahmadnnggni  ha*  been  witU 
ua  the  put  TOOT.  In  Horember  ho  and  the  Ret.  R,  V.  Modak 
oluinged  places,  tlie  former  going  to  Bombaj,  and  the  latter  coming 
to  Satura.  'I'ha  Inbon  of  both  thoae  brethren  are  InTnlnoble.  In 
proiutltiiig  and  in  diaooaaion  the^  ute  the  word  of  Ood  with  grcnt 
power.  Thcj  know  ao  well  the  habita,  cuatoma,  and  prcjndioea  of 
the  people,  their  modoa  of  thought  and  feelings,  thojr  are  ao  well 
▼eraod  in  their  roligiooi  lore  and  their  auporetitioni,  that  thcj  are 
able  to  applr  this  word  with  groat  cflbet.  Vfa  aro  thankful  for  auch 
efflcioiit  co-laborora.  To  uaitiaono  ortho  moitiotemting  eigne  of 
progrcH  in  the  ovangclizption  of  India,  that  the  numboc  of  such 
laborer!  ia  incrcaiing. 

Uororo  closing  thia  report,  we  should  notice  the  spirit  of  libernlitj 
in  the  church  thia  jear,    Ou  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  pro- 
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Altliovgli  I  mm  to  hat*  ehtrg*  of  no  ehoroh  boro  ■§  I  htA  oi 
Ahmadaiiggvrf  jetv  both  Vjr  prooept  and  example,  the  tnithe  of  the 
goepel  were  to  be  prooUimed  bj  me.  Notwithetanding  the  bitter 
oppoeitloa  of  the  people,  I  waa  able  alter  aome  exertion  to  ptoenre  a 
hottie  and  went  to  lire  in  the  heart  of  the  oitj. 

Tk0  work  of  pnaehinff  in  ths  eiijf, — When  the  Miaeionariee  were' 
at  Satara  I  preaohtHl  onoo,  and  when  the/  were  absent,  twice  on  the 
Sabbath,  to  the  congregation  asNomblod  in  one  of  the  homes  of  wor- 
ship. I  also  went  regularly  five  dajs  in  the  week  to  the  same 
place  for  discnssioiis  with  the  people.  Besides  this  I  waa  acenstomed 
to  hold  religions  conTersation  with  individuals,  as  I  had  opportnnitjr, 
at  the  city  library,  the  houses  and  shops  of  the  people,  and  at  my 
own  honse.  My  wife  also  was  aooostomed  to  go  to  aome  honse  in 
company  with  one  or  the  other  of  our  daughters  to  make  known  to 
tbe  women  the  good  tidings,  or  conTcrse  with  them  on  the  same 
subject  when  they  came  to  our  house.  By  living  in  the  city  we  had 
abundant  opportunities  for  religious  conversation'with  the  people. 

Village  Preaching. ^Ati  the  neighboring  villngcs  I  had  oppor- 
tunities to  preach,  in  some  onoe,  and  in  othorii  oiltcncr.  I  made  ono 
tour  of  three  wcck^,  taking  my  family  with  mc,  viititinfr  find  preach- 
ing in  nearly  all  the  villages  on  the  banks  of  the  Krishna  livcr  for 
twenty  miles  up  as  far  as  Wai.  For  the  most  part  on  this  tour  the 
people  listened  very  well,  but  in  some  places  wo  wore  persecuted. 
At  Wai  we  were  brought  into  great  distress,  but  Ood  mercifully 
delivered  us.  In  going  to  and  from  Ahmcdnoggur  and  Satara,  good 
opportunities  were  afiforded  to  preach  at  the  villages  where  we 
stopped  by  the  way.  These  good  opportunities  wo  found  not  only 
among  the  men  but  also  among  the  women.  In  some  villages  tho 
women  only  listened  well. 

Mang  of  the  foolish  ident  of  the  people  were  ditpefled  hg  our  living' 
among  them, — Tho  people  of  Satara  had  supposed  that  when  uny 
one  became  a  Christian,  he  would  not  only  leavo  his  father's  house, 
his  relatives  and  his  caste,  but  that  ho  would  bo  driven  out  of  the 
city  and  lose  all  his  rights  as  a  citizen.  When  Xriuhna  Barve  be- 
came a  Christian,  ho  left  his  people  and  lived  out  of  the  city.  So 
also  when  Dajiba  and  other  Christians  came  to  Satara,  they  never 
lived  in  tho  city.  When  thorofore  wo  went  to  livo  in  the  city, 
the  peoplo  thought  it  very  strange.  The  pcoplo  had  another  idea. 
Europeans  aro  respectable,  thoy  aro  not  doflled,  but  if  any  one 
from  this  country  becomes  a  Christian,  he  goes  contrary  to  faia 
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rrilflM  ud  !•  tiunfbn  Um  Tn7  annwa  of  daUsnwnt  Thay 
k&d  alM  til*  Um,  thkt  EvropMDi  htd  a  tort  of  rwpeet  flir  tb« 
Utndooi^  but  that  th«j  oonildM  Datin  Chriitlaa*  u  defiled,  ud 
win  not  Mweikte  with  them  or  permit  them  to  eoma  to  their 
table.  Thef  hed  the  Idea  alao,  thet  Oorernment  area  regard* 
ed  natire  Chrietiaiu  m  low,  that  were  thej  beaten  or  abucd,  their 
appeal  for  Joatioe  would  no  where  be  reoelved.  For  fear,  then,  le^ 
anj  one  ahould  beeooia  Jellied  bj  earning  In  eontaet  with  the 
Clirittiane,  thej  made  a  r^nlatien,  that  ahould  a  barber  ahare  me, 
or  a  oarponter,  maaon,  or  cooly  terre  me,  or  even  ihould  anjr  one 
)iut  hia  fool  into  mj  houte,  ho  ahould  be  pnt  oat  of  caate.  Thej 
were  particolarlf  etriet  in  regard  to  water.  If  we  ahonld  take  water 
from  the  tank,  or  oven  emploj  a  Koonabi  acrrant  or  a  Mnnnltnan 
Bhiiiti  to  take  It  for  ua,  thej  aeppoacd  that  a  plagoe  creeping  in 
would  bring  great  diatrcaa  npon  the  people  i  hence  thcf  did  all  thcf 
oould  to  proTcnt  onr  taking  water,  In  aliort,  eonaidering  na  oa  thof 
would  ecnia  groat  tronblciome  demon  from  a  diatant  region,  all- 
Siitora  roac  up  aa  one  man,  and  were  rcadj  to  drire  na  from  the 
town.  But  n^or  having  rcaidcd  in  tUo  miilut  of  tlio  people  and  auf- 
furiiig  iiumcroua  dilHoultica,  our  righta  na  oitizcui  were  aecured  to  Da 
bjr  the  camcet  efTorta  of  Oovctnmcnt,  and  manj  of  the  fooliah  ideaa 
of  thejwoplo  were  nearly  remoTod,  and  those  who  became  acqnwn  ted 
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tlMgood  tffwt  of  Um  ehattiMOMnt  vpon  tha  thildi  thtj  higlil jt 
prtiaed  oar  nuumer  of  diieipliiie. 

Marriage. — ^Tho  people  hod  nerer  witneiwd  a  Chriituui  marriage. 
So  when  they  heard  thai  our  daughter  waa  to  be  married,  thej 
were  all  Torj  eager  and  anxioua  to  witneii  the  eeremonj.  When 
the  wedding  took  place,  instead  of  great  pomp  they  aaw  iimplieity  \ 
instead  of  nnintelligible  incantations  they  heard  good  religions  in- 
struction and  the  excellent  coTenant  of  the  bridegroom  and  bride 
with  each  other  \  instead  of  quarrels  and  confusion  they  saw  peace 
and  friendship.  When  our  daughter  was  to  leave  us  to  accompany 
her  husband,  a  great  crowd  gathered  about  our  door,  expecting  to 
hear  a  great  wailing  as  is  customary  among  the  Hindoos  ;  but  tliey 
were  greatly  astouishod,  whco  thoy  saw  us  read  a  passage  from  tho 
Bible  and  engage  in  piaycr,  and  then  saw  our  daughter  leave 
us  cheerfully  after  receiving  our  loving  parting  embrace.  They 
were  fully  convinced,  that  neither  the  religious  austerities  of 
tho  celebrated  llishis,  nor  tho  wealth  or  power  of  kings,  nor 
even  the  more  civilized  customs  of  the  SudharUle  ever  pro- 
duced such  excellent  customs  as  orq  originated  by  the  Chris- 
tian religion  alone.  In  short  had  we  lived  at  a  distance  from 
the  people,  we  should  not  have  had  so  good  opportunities  of 
making  known  the  truths  of  the  Christian  religion.  Although 
we  suffered  many  inconveniences  and  difficulties  from  our  residence 
in  the  city,  and  were  subject  to  sickness  and  ill  health  from  the  bad 
situation  of  our  house,  yet  we  felt  more  and  more  tho  necessity  of 
living  among  the  people,  and  hence  wo  thought  best  to  lay  aside  our 
own  convenience  in  the  matter,  and  remained  in  tho  city  the  whole 
year.  Tho  nearer  a  lamp  is  brought  to  any  thing,  the  moro  light  is 
shed  upon  it ;  so  the  minds  of  tho  peoplo  will  bo  moro  deeply  pene- 
trated by  the  truths  of  Christianity  by  having  Christians  live  among 
them.  People  of  other  religions  live  with  lliiuloos  and  enjoy  witli 
them  equal  rights  and  privileges,  while  a  Christian  by  going  and 
living  at  a  distance  from  tho  people  loses  his  privileges  as  a  citizen. 
To  firmly  establish  their  rights  and  to  secure  these  rights  for 
those  who  become  Christiairs  from  tho  low  castes,  and  to  remove 
many  obstacles  and  inconveniences  which  one  from  a^igh  caste 
always  encounters  when  wishing  to  become  a  Christian,  and  to 
continuo  these  rights  to  tho  children  of  Christians,  it  is 
advisable  for  Christians  to  live  as  much  as  possible  in  the  midst  of 
the  people. — Again  the  influence  of  Christians  will  be  felt  among 
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Um  people.  ThiBj  will  ^radoallj  adopt  the  eoiiomi  of  Chiittiaiit, 
and  will  bo  ashamed  to  eontinne  their  own  file  practices.  Thej 
will  also  learn  the  true  character  of  Christians ;  thej  will  consider 
them  as  their  friends  who  seek  their  best  good,  and  will  begin  to 
loTO  them.  Thus  the  Christian  religion  will  bo  promoted.  I  fully 
belicTe  that  in  this  way  Christianity  will  bo  greatly  adyanced  at 
Satara  and  the  surrounding  countryi  as  it  is  at  Ahmednoggur.

C9Um^M.— The  pMtor  of  tho  ehnreh,  Rot.  H.  V.  Modak,  wlio  has 
libored  hero  Torj  acceptably  and  with  great  fldelitj  for  the  lait  two 
jearo,  haa  been  mach  afflicted  of  late  by  levere  and  protracted  illncM 
In  hie  familyi  and  for  the  present  haa  removed  to  Satara,  Rct.  Uari 
Ramehandra  having  taken  his  place  in  Bombay. 

Native  ehureh  and  labon  connected  therewith, — ^We  have  no 
marked  changes  to  report.  One  person  has  been  received  to  the 
communion  of  the  church,  tvro  children  have  died  and  two  have  been 
boptizcd.  The  present  number  of  communicants  is  25,  and  tlie 
number  of  baptised  children  16.  The  services  on  the  Sabbath, 
morning  and  afternoon,  and  the  lecture  on  Friday  have  been  regular- 
ly sustained ;  and  daily  prayer  meetings  have  been  held  a  part  of 
the  year.  For  several  months  there  was  also  a  meeting  on  Wednes- 
day evening  for  social  Christian  intercourse  and  for  the  study  of  tlie 
Bible.  This  meeting  was  attended  by  nearly  all  the  members  of 
the  church,  and  was  found  to  be  an  inteiesting  and  profitable  exer- 
cise. A  largo  class  of  candidates  for  admission  to  the  church  was 
formed  near  tho  beginning  of  the  year,  some  of  whom  we  hope  soon 
to  receive  to  the  communion. 

General  Labours, — In  consequence  of  illness  and  absence  from  tho 
station,  our  way  side  preaching  has  been  sustained  with  less  regu- 
larity than  usual,  yet  much  labor  has  been  performed  in  this  depart- 
ment. We  have  endeavored  not  only  at  our  two  regular  preaching 
places  but  in  many  other  localities,  in  season  and  out  of  season,  to 
hold  forth  tho  word  of  life,  and  many  interesting  incidents  might  bo 
mentioned  in  connection  with  this  pan  of  our  work.  Individuals 
have  repeatedly  come  to  us  for  religious  conversation  and  discussion, 
and  some  of  these  have  frankly  declared  their  belief  in  Christianity. 
Concerning  ono  of  this  class,  who  visited  the  nativo  pastor  for  many 
months,  the  latter  writes,  *'  I  believe  the  Holy  Spirit  is  working 
in  his  heart.  Ho  seems  now  fully  convinced  of  tho  truth  of  ChriH- 
tianity."    Tho  same  might  probably  be  said  of  several  others  whom 
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wal»Ttth»iMt,b«t  nou  uj«tu«  wUlIng  to  tab  «p  tli«  mom 
ud  follBw  Cbrlit. 

la  gcnend  we  lura  a  rMpeethl  kemring  from  lU  sUmm.  Tlera 
hu  bMD  in  refeKOM  to  thii  aaurkad  inpmniwnt  within  tlia 
lut  ten  jMTt  I  and  m>  euinot  repcM*  tli*  conviction  tbat  a  gradnal 
change  ii  earning  OTer  thi«  commonit^,  which  ahall  end  In  the  com* 
plete  overthrow  of  theee  i^tenu  of  error. 

In  oor  Report  for  1800  it  WM  atntod  that  Mr.  Harding  had  ipent 
the  month  of  December  at  Sholapnr.  That  vitit  wat  eoDtiniied  till 
near  (ho  clow  of  March  of  16G1.  With  the  BMlitanoe  of  a  catoohUt 
tnm  Ahmednuggur  and  aevcral  bookaoUen,  much  tmtb  vae  di*- 
■cminatcd  among  tho  people  of  tbat  largo  oitf  and  In  the  laironnding 
village!. 

In  NoTomber  we  again  vliitod  the  place,  making  s  toor  aeroaa  the 
countr/  {torn  Ahmednaggnr  to  Fandherpnr,  and  horn  thence  to  Sho- 
tapur.  Returning  we  took  a  more  Eoiterlj  conne  along  the  borden 
of  the  Niiain'i  tcrritorj.  Aa  Ii  nsual  in  a  new  field  we  found  a  great 
demand  for  books.  Nearljr  7,000  copiea  of  books  and  tracts  were  pnr- 
cbnied  from  our  bookcellen  dnring  the  five  or  tiz  months  that  we  were 
there.  On  our  MCond  visit  we  wero  much  cncauraged  bj  finding  that 
an  interest  had  been  awakened  in  a  f«w  minds  by  reading  these  booka 
and  by  conversation  with  as  in  the  earlj  part  of  the  year.      At  two

with  the  anoiTMiarj  of  the  Amerioan  MiMioOi  which  took  place 
here  laet  moath.  I  hare  prcpaK>d  mj  account  of  thii  annivertarj 
in  a  different  manner  from  that  of  the  anniTertariee  of  prenooa 
yean,  for  instead  of  mentioning  the  names  of  the  speakers  and  the 
subjects  they  presented,  I  hate  given  only  those  particukrs  which 
will  greatly  interest  and  rejoice  the  hearts  of  all  Christians* 

The  number  of  people  who  attended  the  anniversary  this  year 
was  much  lets  than  last  year.  All  the  American  Missionaries  con- 
nected with  this  Mission  from  Bombay,  Satara,  and  the  tillages  in 
the  vicinity  of  Ahmednuggur,  were  present,  except  that  two  or  three 
of  the  Missionaries'  wives  were  prevented  by  different  causes  from 
eoming.  Many  of  the  native  Christians  belonging  to  different  vil- 
lages in  connection  with  tho  Ahmednuggur  Mission  came  to  tho 
meeting,  though  some  wei*e  detained  or  entirely  prevented  from 
coming  by  tho  rain.  But  no  native  Cliristians  and  no  Missionaries 
came  from  other  Missions,  still  thcro  were  alK)ut  400  in  all.  And 
though  tho  number  was  not  so  great  as  at  tlio  last  anniversary,  wo 
oxpcricnced  a  blessing  this  year  such  as  was  never  enjoyed  hero 
before  on  any  similar  occasion,  and  the  object  of  my  writing  now  is 
to  show  forth  tho  grace  of  Qod  as  exhibited  at  this  time. 

On  Wednesday,  the  17th  October,  all  tho  Missionaries  connected 
with  the  Mission  arrived  hero  i  and  on  the  next  day  they  commenced 
their  usual  business  meeting.  On  Monday,  2 let,  the  girls'  school 
was  examined,  and  on  Tuesday,  22nd,  the  school  for  catechists. 
In  this  school  are  embraced  the  young  men  who  are  preparing 
for  tho  work  of  pastors  and  assistants.  Those  who  are  preparing  for 
the  work  of  pastors  were  examined  in  arithmetic,  natural  philosophy, 
astronomy,  and  other  subjects.  On  Wednesday,  23rd,  the  same 
young  men  were  examined  in  reading  of  the  Scriptures,  in  tho 
History  of  India,  in  sacred  geography,  chronology,  and  in  doctrinal 
theology.  The  public  anniversary  exercises  continued  from  Thurs- 
day, 24th,  to  Saturday,  2Gth.  Tbcro  were  two  meetings  daily,  one 
fiom  0|  A.  M.  to  12  o'clock,  and  tho  other  from  3  P.  M.  to  half-past 
fivo  or  six  o'clock.  Tho  exercises  were  commcncq^l  with  prayer, 
reading  of  tho  scriptures,  singing ;  and  then  addresses  followed  with 
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prajtr  aad  ting^iif  intonponed.  At  timM  thrat  or  fovr  hymnt  wwo 
tttng  one  after  the  other,  and  oil  were  Tery  mnoh  retted  ta  well  ta 
cheered  bj  the  musle.  On  Saturday  alone  there  wae  oo  meeting  in 
the  afternoon.  The  Rev.  Mr«  Barker  presided  over  all  the  meetingt. 
The  principal  tabjectc  preccnted  bj  the  different  speaken  were  ae 
follows  :— 

l%wr$ttajf  forenoon, — ^The  Chairman  after  prayer  read  the  107th 
Pealm  i  and  the  congregation  sang  the  27th  Hjmn,  "  Come,  sound 
his  praise  abroad.**  llien  Luxamonrow  Salave  spoke  of  the  reasons 
for  thanksgiving  this  year,  especially  referring  to  the  blessings 
bestowed  the  past  year  upon  tlie  Church,  and  upon  this  country, 
and  upon  the  American  Mission.  One  spoke  of  the  different  revirals 
in  this  country  within  two  or  three  years  past.  One  spoke  of  the 
present  state  of  the  world,  and  another  mentioned  the  bloodshed, 
famine,  and  great  epidemics  which  have  taken  place  in  this  country 
within  four  years  past.  One  of* the  Missionaries  spoke  of  the  war 
in  America,  and  another  pointed  oat  the  benefits  arising  from  united 
prayer. 

Thyrtday  <i/1^riioon.— After  singing  and  prdyer  one  spoke  of  the 
different  system  of  education  in  the  Oovcrnmeut  and  Missionary 
schooU,  and  the  different  fruits  of  these  systems  :  one  spoke  of  the 
advantages  to  be  derived  from  carrying  on  some  trade  or  business 
indciK'udcntly  of  the  Missiion  by  the  native  Christians )  one 
Mission ary  spoke  of  caste,  and  showed  that  tlxe  division  of  men 
into  different  castes  was  not  the  work  of  Qod,  and  that  tlicro  is 
no  connection  between  caste  and  religion  ;  and  he  pointed  out  the 
way  in  which  caste  may  be  broken  down.  One  made  an  address 
showing  how  Missionaries  from  foreign  lands  should  be  regarded 
and  treated  by  the  native  Cliristians. 

Friday  forenoon. — After  reading  the  scriptures,  prayer,  and  sing- 
ing, one  spoke  of  the  importance  of  Mahars  giving  up  their  work 
connected  with  their  villajj^e  service  when  they  become  Christiaus  ; 
one  spoke  of  native  Christians  abandoning  all  their  former  filthy  and 
disgusting  practices  ;  one  spoke  of  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
the  native  Christians  not  remaining  togctlier  in  one  place  but 
scattering  in  different  directions  among  the  heathen  )  one  spoke  of 
difficulties  and  triab,  persecution  and  reproach  encountered  by  school 
teachers  in  the  villages  {  one  spoke  of  the  importance  of  native 
Christians  maintaining  regular  correspondence  with  their  brethren 
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In  other  TnMuidm  i  and  one  tpoko  of  tht  ncoMdtj  of  giving  for 
tho  support  of  tho  piston  of  the  nttiTo  Chnrolies. 

Fnday  o/ttrfiooit.— Aftor  singing  ond  pra/er,  ono  mtdo  an  address 
showing  what  wo  should  do  to  promote  a  reriTal  of  religion  among 
us ;  ono  MiBsionarj  showed  what  we  should  do  for  Qodt  that  wo  should 
go  and  proclaim  the  gospel  to  men  in  other  eountries  and  that  these 
who  areunable  to  go  should  giro  of  their  substance  and  use  other  means 
to  carry  the  gospel  to  those  sitting  in  darkness ;  another  Miasionarj 
spoke  of  Home  Missions,  pointing  out  the  doty  of  native  Christians 
to  make  efforts  to  bring  their  own  countrymen  to  the  knowledge  of 
Christ.  Then  Ror.  Vishnop  Bhaskar,  the  Pastor  of  the  2nd  Church, 
made  an  address,  \  ointing  out  to  native  Christians  their  duty  to  be 
benevolent,  and  give  of  their  property  for  the  promotion  of  the 
cause  of  Christ ;  and  as  he  was  speaking  he  emptied  his  purse  on  the 
table.  The  amount  which  ho  gave  was  ono  rupee  more  than  his 
monthly  salary.  Then  the  people  began  to  come  up  one  after  another 
and  lay  down  their  offoriogs.  Each  ono  gave  what  he  pleased,  and 
as  ho  thought  himself  ablo  to  give.  They  who  had  no  money  with 
thorn  gave  tho  ornaments  they  had  on  their  persons,  or  wrote  on 
slips  of  paper  the  amount  of  money  or  the  articles  they  would  give. 
Some  gave  one  rupoo^  some  half  a  rupee,  some  two  or  five  or  ten 
rupees,  some  half  a  month's  pay,  some  a  month's  pay,  one  three 
mouths*  pay,  "^ono  a  third  of  his  year's  income,  and  some  the  gold 
rin^  and  other  ornaments  on  their  fingers.  One  brought  a  gold 
medal  worth  five  or  six  rupees.  The  women,  too,  gave  with  great 
liberality.  Some  brought  their  silver  rings  and  silver  bangles  and 
bracelets,  beads,  gold  earrings,  and  other  ornaments.  One  woman 
had  collected  a  lot  of  fuel,  (dried  cow-dung,)  and  sold  it, 
and  brought  a  rupee,  tlie  value,  and  gave  it  to  tho  Lord.  A 
poor  blind  woman  came  feeling  her  way  to  the  table,  and 
laid  down  a  rupee  upon  it.  Some  took  off  the  large  ncok-rings 
on  tho  necks  of  their  children  and  other  ornaments,  and  gave  them, 
und  although  their  children  seemed  very  bare  after  the  ornaments 
were  removed, — and  females  in  this  country  do  not  like  to  sco  their 
children  thus  divested  of  all  ornaments, — yet  now  they  evidently 
rejoiced  in  having  given  them  to  tho  Lord.  By  giving  thcso  things 
thoy  have  provided  tho  means  for  spreading  the  gospol  among  the 
heathen,  and  their  ehiidrcu  are  now  in  no  danger  of  thieves  who 
would  murder  tliem  for  tho  sake  of  their  ornamontH.  One  old  man 
took  off  from  his  finger  a  gold  ring  worth  18  or  20  rupees,  and 
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Midg— ^AiZtntTdftboattogiTtt  iBitraetloii  from  Tlllagt  to  yU- 
ligo,  I  baTf  to  go  frequentlj  thioogh  tho  Jonglo,  OT«r  hillf»  and 
through  ttreanify  and  at  tach  times  I  haTO  often  been  afraid  that 
thiefoi  will  take  mj  life  for  the  lako  of  obtaining  thie  gold  ring. 
Now  I  haTO  gircn  it  to  tho  Lord^  and  I  am  very  mneh  rejoiced. 
And  tho  more  lo  bocaoso  that  which  was  as  it  were,  a  thorn  to  me, 
is  now  romoTod.    I  foci  roUcTed."    If  all  would  give  their  own 
and  their  children's  ornaments  in  the  same  way,  how  well  it 
would  bo  for  them !    Some  persons  gave  their  turbans,  angrakha$, 
dkoiar$9  choices,  and  other  articles  of  apparel.    Ono  gave  a  horse, 
one  a  cow  and  calf,  ono  half  tho  valuo  of  his  buffalo,  others  guTo 
calrcs,  goats,  hem,  ducks,    doves,   &e.  Some  gavo   copper  and 
brass  drinking  Tosseld.     Some  promised  to  give  different  musi* 
oal  instruments,  a  drum,  and  a  cow-boll.     Ono  man    promised 
flro  oart  loads  of  stone  for  building,  another   promised  all  tho 
oil-seed  in  ono  field,  one  promised  one-fourth  of  tho  flax  which  ho 
raised,  ono  promised  oil,  ono  gavo  wool,  ono  gave  some  wheat,  ono 
gave  a  European  toj  worth  two  rupees.    Boys  and  girls  even  gavo, 
and  their  gifts  were  as  follows : —  cloths  of  different  kinds,  a  hand- 
kerchief, pice,  pen-knives,  scissors,  a  looking-glass,  a  slate,  booke , 
ornaments,  hens'  eggs,  &c.    One  littlo  child  without  any  suggestion 
from  others  pulled  off  her  tiny  shoes  and  gave  them.    The  Mis- 
sionaries also  gavo  100  Kupocs  each,  and  their  children  too  gave 
with  great  delight.    While  the  people  wore  bringing  up  their  offer- 
ings and  their  littlo  slips  of  paper  containing  their  pi-omiscs,  tho 
Pastor  was  reading  passages  of  scripture  on  tho  subject  of  beno* 
volence,  and  making  remarks  upon  them. 

Saturday  forenoon, — After  prayer  and  singing,  tho  Chairman  made 
a  saggestiou  that  instead  of  addresses  as  usual  tho  time  would  bo 
spent  in  prayer  and  short  exhortations  and  singing  of  hymns ;  and 
some  prayers  and  short  adclrc.s»cs  wero  made  accordingly.  Soon  tho 
people  began  to  giro  as  they  did  before,  some  having  brought  the. 
moQoy  or  ornaments  which  they  had  pledged  tlio  previous  day. 
Some  persons  rose  and  said  that  they  had  given  very  little  tho  day 
before,  and  they  were  not  satisfied  with  it,  and  then  tlioy  gave  some* 
thing  more.  Ono  man  had  given  a  gold  medal  and  money  for  his 
wifo  and  children,  but  ho  was  not  satisfied  Avith  this,  and  he  now 
brought  a  great  brass  vessel  beautifully  wrought,  which  ho  placed 
on  tho  table.  Still  he  was  not  satisfied.  Ho  rose  and  said,  "  Satan 
is  striving  with  mo  ;  ho  tells  me  that  I  havo  given  a  great  dcal^llvoL^ 


I  mi(ht  not  to  turn  glrra  w  mueh.  Bot  I  know  that  I  htro  ({tmi 
vnr  Uttla,  u4  I  irill  not  lUton  to  him.  I  will  gin  Are  nipaet  mon 
fbr  th«  wotk  of  tlw  Lord."  Ono  joung  n»n  roM  and  nld  i— *<  Ym- 
terday  I  had  it  In  mind  to  giro  k  good  dool,  bnt  I  feared  that  107 
tuber  would  b«  angrj'  with  mc,  and  m  I  garo  bat  little.  After  I 
went  homo,  mj  fUher  nalced  mo  what  I  had  giTn,  aad  wheit  I  told 
him,  lie  waa  diipleaacd,  and  laid,  <  TTbat :  were  jon  rcdnaed  to 
bcggoiy  that  70U  gave  m  littlo  f  Tlien  ho  added,  that  for  all  bia 
ohildrcn  lie  woald  gin  a  eow."  Ono  of  tlia  MiHionarica  roao  And 
kaid,— "  I  wont  to  hod  lut  night,  but  for  a  long  timo  J  eouM  not 
•Icop,  I  accmcd  to  hoar .  the  Toieo  of  tho  Saviour  lOf  Ing 
to  nio,  <  I  have  dono  much  for  jov,  Z  hare  ihcd  my  blood 
for  j-our  nlvatlon,  and  what  havo  jou  dona  for  mo  In 
rctnrn  P  I  denied  mjaolf  for  yon,  what  hava  jou  denied  yourwlf 
formyaakep  Have  j'ou  nothing  lyin^  umIcni  by  yon  P  OEto  that 
at  looit  to  mo.'  Tlioa  I  began  to  ttiink  what  I  htul  by  ino  that  waa 
of  no  n«o,  and  I  reeollectcd  that  I  had  a  Tcry  nieo  gold  pen  and 
pencil  eaae,  which  tlis  sckalan  of  ray  achool  in  Amuricn  gave  me 
twelve  yean  ago,  and  I  had  intended  to  keep  it  a*  long  at  I  lived  in 
rcmcmbTtmee  of  them,  but  I  never  use  It,  and  it  !•  far  better  to  give 
it  to  the  work  of  the  Lord  than  keep  it  lying  usclesa  by  me,  Pcrhnps 
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and  oMBj  began  to  eob.  The  tingen  rrwi  were  lo  affecied  that 
they  wM  with  difllealt/  sing  to  the  end.  Then  Vithnoopunt  made 
an  exhortation  to  the  people  in  view  of  the  death  of  Chriet,  and 
many  began  to  ery  aloud.  One  yonng  man  began  to  erj  out  Terj 
mneht  and  it  was  thoaght  best  that  he  shonld  be  taken  ont.  Somo 
eno  went  to  him  and  tried  to  sootho  him,  but  this  only  made  him 
cry  the  more.  Somo  persons  then  raised  him  up  in  order  to  oarry 
him  out,  and  ho  became  insensible.  While  they  were  taking  him 
to  his  house  he  foil  down  two  or  three  times,  and  oricd  out  as  if  in 
great  agony.  They  took  him  into  his  house,  and  laid  him  down  on 
the  bed.  There  hiD  continued  to  cry  out,  and  frequently  ho  would 
say  I  <•  For  mo  nlono,  for  mo  alone."  Wo  then  called  to  him  in  a 
loud  Toieo,  and  said  to  him,  "  Let  us  all  join  in  prayer."  Ho  then 
opened  his  eyes  a  little,  but  did  not  know  where  ho  had  been 
brought.  We  asked  him  how  he  fclt,iind  he  replied,  that  ho  was  a 
great  sinner,  that  he  was  unworthy  that  Qod  should  have  mercy 
upon  him.  Said  he,  **  How  great  Ood's  mercy  !  And  what  could 
he  have  seen  in  me  to  lead  him  to  show  me  such  mercy  P  Nothing 
at  all.  Why  do  not  men  run  to  him  for  refuge  ?  What  a  great 
salvation  they  reject !"  Then  one  of  the  Missionaries  made  a  prayer, 
and  we  sung  a  hymn. 

"  One  there  is  above  all  others, 
Well  deserves  the  name  of  friend." 

After  the  meeting  wos  closed  Vishnoopunt  came  and  prayed  with 
the  young  man,  but  still  he  found  no  peace.  In  two  or  three  hours 
after,  he  become  more  quiet,  and  the  next  day  he  enjoyed  great 
peace.  He  now  says,  *'  The  Lord  Jesus  Christ  appears  to  me  far 
more  lovely  and  precious  than  ever  before.''  This  young  man  is  in 
the  class  of  assistants  preparing  to  bo  pastors.  He  is  a  very  sincere 
and  affectionate  young  man. 

Christians  seeing  this  were  very  much  astonished.  They  had 
often  heard  of  such  things  and  read  about  them,  but  they  had  never 
seen  anything  of  tho  kind,  and  they  did  not  know  )iow  such  deep  peni- 
tence for  sin  manifested  itself,  and  now  when  they  saw  it  witli  tlieir 
own  eyes,  they  wore  surprised.  Somo  had  doubted  about  those  things 
before,  but  their  doubts  were  removed.  Tho  Christians  rejoiced  nlso 
because  Qod  had  sent  his  Spirit,  and  permitted  them  to  see  that  for 
which  they  had  long  been  looking  and  waiting.  Tho  old  Missionaries 
who  have  been  laboring  for  many  years  in  tho  Lord's  vineyard,  never 
•aw  anything  like  this  before,    They  now  feel  that  their  Mwtct 
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hu  Mwpt«d  their  Krrlee,  although  thcj  nro  moit  nnirortlif  mruili 
ftnd  teara  otjoj  fill  their  ejn. 

'ITiB  HindoM  who  were  present  woro  very  much  ostoQlahcd.  They 
did  not  undcrstAnd  the  cmieo  of  all  tliii.  They  alio  w«re  deeply  af- 
fectod  with  the  rcat.  Some  goiavecs  were  prcscot,  who  said  "  Wo  do 
not  understand  tho  rctuou  of  thii  wocping  i  this  icc-ns  to  ho  tlio 
workofOod.  Dleiscd  indeed  is  tho  Christian  religion!"  Some  of 
tho  Hindoos  brought  their  oncrlngi  also,  a  rupoc,  half  a  rupee,  rings 
•ml  other  things.  A  Hindoo  toauhor  gave  fivo  rupees,  and  a  Hin- 
doo morchant  garo  a  bank  nolo  of  ten  rupoes.  Wlicn  the  Christians 
^Tont  homo,  Hindoos  mot  tlicni  on  tUo  road,  and  asked  thoni  wliat 
had  happened  to  tho  innn  who  was  earricd  out.  whether  ho  hod 
fainted,  or  had  fallen  sick.  Tho  Christians  replied,  "  Ho  did  not 
faint  nor  was  ho  altickcd  with  any  sudden  illuens  )  but  ho  felt  tliat 
Qod  had  bestowed  upon  him  thouannda  and  Uiousandu  of  meroiei, 
nnd  still  ho  hod  diftoboyed  iiis  commands,  liad  dishonored  him,  and 
had  walked  according  to  liis  own  desires  in  opposition  to  God's  will, 
nnd  tho  thought  of  this  nUcd  him  with  sorrow  and  mnde  him  cry." 
Tho  Hindoos  hearing  this,  said  that  if  that  was  tho  case,  then  it  was 
all  proper  enough.  Tliis  recalls  to  raind  what  occurred  on  tho  day 
of  Pentecost.    Acts  2.  1-37, 
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ill  bmI  Ia  tht  eftBiof  ia  ■•aortliiMii  with  tlie  MigfittiMiof 
Chriitliii  Invthrta  at  Stolkotoiii  tlie  Pni^ab,  tint  pmjir  thoiild  bo 
md«  Ibr  India  oo  that  daj.  OaFHday  wMthalattaMetingfiBr 
prajw.  Tbe  prayer  UMeting,  hold  two  daji  oTorj  week,  which  wao 
eommeiioodattho  timo  of  tho  mntiaj  in  18A7f  will  still  oontinao  u 

Tho  Cbriitlaai  of  other  Tillagof  began  to  learo  hero  on  the  26th  of 
October.  'Ihe  leholan  of  tho  ichooli,  tho  anitttntCf  and  tho  Mil* 
•ionarioe  began  to  leave  here  on  the  4th  of  NoTcmber.  Now  eo  few 
remain  that  tho  plooe  lookf  deoolate.  But  thooe  who  have  gone  ore 
engaged  in  proaehing  the  gospel  and  in  distribating  thesaoKd  scrip- 
tores  in  manj  places  in  the  eountiy  around  i  and  we  trust  that  the 
blessed  Savionr  will  be  with  them  and  bWss  their  labors.  And  as 
on  tho  day  of  Pentecost,  so  nowi  maj  thousands  and  tens  of  thou« 
sands  be  drawn  towards  Him,  and  may  this  whole  country  be  filled 
with  His  glory.  And  may  those,  by  whoso  presence  in  this  land 
wo  haTO  experienced  such  rich  spiritual  blessings,  share  with  us  in 
tho  happiness  of  heaven  for  over.  This  is  my  earnest  prayer ;  sud  I 
dcsiro  the  same  blessings  for  all  the  churches  of  Qod  throughout 
the  world.— Your  friend,

AMONG  THE  MAHBATTAS 
FOB  186S. 


KonrmtniiiDiHa  tbo  continuaneo  of  Uio  dTQ  war  in 
America,  tho  American  Uoard  and  tbo  Minions  under  its 
caic  Iiavo  continued  to  prosi>cr.  The  receipts  of  the  Boord 
for  tlio  financial  year  ending  August  Slat,  1862,  were 
^339,080,  (lis.  678,160.)  exceeding  tbo  cxpcndituna  by 
tbe  sum   of  816,782.     Tbe  year  began  \Yith   a  debt  of 
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which  God  has  intrusted  to  them,  of  sending  the  gospel  to 
the  heathen,  as  iu  past  days  when  no  such  difficulties 
occurred  to  hinder  tlieir  work.     Perhaps  the  strong  im- 
pulse of  patriotic  feeling  which  this  war  has  excited,  has 
tended  rather  to  increase  the  spirit  of  dcvotedness  to  tlio 
cause  of  Christ,  and  led  many  to  feel  that  they  have  never 
practised  such  seU-deuial  as  they  ought  for  their  lledcemer's 
kingdom,  and  thus  induced  them  to  give  more  freely  than 
ever  before  for  the  work  of  the  Lord.    Seeing  how  lavish 
worldly  men  have  been  of  their  wculth  in  sustaining  the 
Government  of  their  choice,  they  have  felt  that  they  ought 
to  devi:?e  and  do  more  liberal  things  for  the  support  of  the 
righteous  government  of  God.    Whatever  be  the  cause,  it 
is  phiin  that  the  liberality  of  Christinns  in  America  during 
the  past  year  in   supporting  the  American  Board  was  far 
beyond  expectation,  and  we   might  say,  considering  the 
circumstancct*,  unprccedcnteiK     And  God  in  his  providence 
has  greatly  blessed   the  North.     Kich    harvests   over    a 
large   portion   of  the  Northern  States  not   only  supplied 
food  at  very   low  prices  to  the  inhabitants,  but  an  enor- 
mous amount  of  produce  being  Eciit  abroad   to  countries 
where  the  supply  of  food  was  dclicicut,   brought  in   great 
returns  of  gold  and  silver,  and  gave  such  a  dogrco  of  pros- 
perity, that  the  war  scarcely  seemed  to  allcct  tlio  people  of 
those  States  in  their  linanciul  interests.     Amidr^t  all  the  hor- 
rors of  the  civil  war,  how  many  mercies  have  been  conti- 
nued to  the  church  of  God,  for  which  she  ought  to  be  pro- 
foundly grateful.     Wo  feel  on  a  review  of  the  year,   that 
gratitude  to  God  is  peculiarly  becoming  from  up,  that  we 
have  been  allowed  to  continue  our  labors  in  this  land  with- 
out hindranco  or  dilliculty  from  want  of  funds.     Wo  have 
felt  the  necessity  of  great  economy,   and  have  not  dared  to 
commence  new  efforts  or  to  extend  former  tried  methods  of 
operation,  not  knowing  how  soon  we  might  be  called  upon 
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to  retienoh.  But  at  the  Mme  time  we  Iwto  not  been  coni' 
pcllcd  to  cloN  a  eohool  otto  diamtss  a  tcoclicr  or  catecliist 
forwant  of  tho  mcsna  to  aiutnin  tlicm.  Our  fricndi  in  this 
country  and  in  Great  Britain  have  continued  to  aid  ub  very 
matcrinlly.  The  whole  amount  of  donationa  which  wchavo 
rcocircd  tho  put  year  ia  lis.  0,019,  of  which  Its.  245  wore 
contributed  liy  nntivo  congregntiona.  Some  of  our  congrrga- 
tionnhavc  also  mlBc<t  n  conaiiicrnblcpum  which  hna  never  eome 
into  the  Mission  trensury,  but  which  liaa  been  cxpcndccHu 
sending  catechista  unconnected  witli  tho  Miwinn,  into  dls- 
trirtH  outside  of  tlio  rcgiikr  Mission  ficM.  To  thia  it  should 
be  added,  that  nntivcs,  who  arc  not  Cliriatinns,  liavc continued, 
nsin  the  year  previous  to  show  tlicir  kind  feeling  towards  the 
Mission,  and  their  interest  In  its  opcmtions,  by  contriliuting 
to  its  funds.  This  interest  in  onreflbrtsmantfiistcd  by  III)eral- 
inimled  natives  is  ono  of  the  most  i^ncouragingcireumstancea 
connectwl  with  our  work,  and  wo  cannot  but  think  tliat  it 
iudlcntca  n  ainte  of  mind  on  the  part  oft|je  native  commu- . 
nity  very  fnvorablc  to  tlie  gospel,  and  a  rcadincra  to  regard 
u-h  arc  nmoncf  the   best  Mgiis  of  the 
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1827  tlia  eamo  to  India  in  company  with  hor  contin,  Ber. 
Cjmifl  Stone,  to  ongngo  in  Missionary  labors.    Landing  in 
Bombay  in  December  of  that  year,  she  immediately  com- 
menocdher  oflTorts  for  the  education  of  Hindoo  girls  in  that 
city.  Sho  established  a  number  of  schools  containing  girls  of 
oven  the  highest  castes,  and  she  continued  to  superintend  and 
.  instruct  them  for  several  years,  being  encouraged  and  aided, 
in  her  interesting  work  by  ladies  ond  gentlemen  of  the 
highest  rank  in  Bombay.     Archdeacon  (afterwards  Bishop) 
Garr,  James  Parish,  Esq.,  who  became  Oovemor  of  Bom- 
bay on  the  death  of  Sir  Robert  Grant,  and  many  others 
whoso  names  need  not  bo  mentioned  here,  afforded  her 
important  aid,  and  cheered  her  by  their  kind  words  and  by 
their  benevolent  deeds.    She  for  some  time  superintended 
a  number  of  schools  supported  by  the  funds  of  an  English 
Society,  which  were  disbursed  by  the  Venerable   Avchdea- 
con  Carr.    Sho  loved  her  work,  and  would  not  give  it  up 
for  any  earthly  gQod*     111  health,  brought  on  by  hor  severe 
labors,  compelled  her  to  return  to  America  in    1837,  but 
in  1830  she  again  returned  to  India  in  the  family  of  Bev. 
Mr.   Burgess,    and    immediately  after  her  arrival  in  the 
country  she  removed  with  Mr.  and  Mi*8.  Burgess  to  Ahmcd- 
miggur,  where  she  continued  to  reside,  with  the  excoptiou 
of  a  few  months,  laboring  faithfully,  till  her  death.  Sho  was 
always  anxious  to  bo  doing  something  for  her  Saviour,  and 
OS  she  remarked  on  her  death  bed,  she  brought  her  labors, 
feeble  and  almost  worthless  thougli  she  considered  them  to  bo, 
and  laid  them  down  every  night  at  tlio  feet  of  her  gracious  Sa- 
viour, begging  his  acceptance  of  the  olfering.     This  was  the 
spirit  with  which  she  labored.   Many  of  her  scholars  remem- 
bered her  with  great  affection  afler  they  had  gone  out  from 
her  schools  and  had  become  wives  and  mothers,  and  she  fre- 
quently received  Icttersfrom  them  evincing  their  affection  for 
herandtheirgratitude  for  the  instructions  they  had  received. 
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h  WM  with  gmt  joj  that  Ifias  Farrar  leooTod  calk 
from  fame  natifo  gentlemen  in  Ahmednuggar  in  the  yean 
1851  and  1853,  who  wishod  to  ascertain  (rem  her  how  ber 
tckooli  wore  conductedi  in  order  tliat  they  might  commence 
ichooli  for  the  fcmalos  of  their  own  iiimilicsy  which  were  to 
be  fupportod  entirely  by  themBclvcs.  She  aided  and  en- 
couraged them  all  she  couldi  and  was  happy  in  being  per- 
mitted to  see  two  schools  for  girls  established  in  Ahmcd- 
nuggur  and  supported  by  native  agency  alone.  These 
schools  prospered  until  the  Brahman  teacher  of  one  of  them 
became  a  convert  to  Gliri8tianity,when  they  were  disconti- 
nued. Miss  Farrar  was  also  glad  to  be  able  to  afford  some 
advice  and  assistance  in  regard  to  the  establishment  and 
management  of  female  schools  to  a  young  gentleman  from 
Poona,  who  was  deeply  interested  in  the  education  of  fc- 
malca  After  returning  from  Alimednuggur  to  Poena  he 
commenced  schools  for  the  education  of  Hindoo  girls,  which 
wore  supported  by  natives  and  some  benevolent  English 
gentlemen,  and  continued  to  prosper  for  some  years.  Miss 
Farrar  hud  the  esteem  of  the  native  community  in  a  very 
high  degree.  From  their  peculiar  vicwsof  female  character 
they  looked  upon  her  as  almost  a  divine  person.  Her  purity 
and  holiness  of  life,  her  benevolence  of  heart  and  her  active 
labors  for  the  welfare  of  her  own  sex,  were  altogether  now 
to  Uiem.  When  she  died,  great  numbers  of  native  women 
were  deeply  aflccted,  and  Imndreds  who  had  never  before 
attended  a  Cliristian  service  came  to  her  funeral,  and  as  ti\cj 
approached  the  coffin  to  view  the  well  known  countenance 
for  tlie  last  time,  almost  all  of  them  bowed  themselves  before 
her  as  tliough  she  were  some  deity,  and  it  is  probable  that 
had  she  been  buried  in  some  place  easily  accessible  to  all, 
many  of  tliese  heathen  women  would  have  visited  it  as  they 
visit  their  own  sacred  shrines,  and  made  ofTcrings  at  her 
grava     Such  was  the  feeling  of  respect  and  veneration 


■udfaited  for  li«r  mi  lier  death.    Her  memorj  will  lire  in 

tkehoffti  of  great  mimben  in  ibis  Und,  and  oh  may  the 

iteoQeclicm  of  Ker  inatruotions  lead  many  to  the  Saviour 

vlioai  the  mdored.     Tliis  was  her  great  desire  in  life,  and  if 

this  codid  be  tlie  result  of  her  death,  we  shall  indeed  rejoice. 

ICsi  Farrmr  died  when  she  had  nearly  completed  her  67  th 

jvar.     She  had  almost  reached  the  allotted  period  of  human 

life,  and  went  down  to  the  grave  like  a  shock  of  com  fully 

ripe.     Wc  cannot  mourn  for  her,  she  has  gone  to  her  rest 

and  to  her  reward  on  high.     *'  Her  works  do  follow  her." 

It  may  bo  matter  of  interest  to  some  to  know,  that  for  20 

jcara  before  Miss  Fanrar*s  death  no  Mis9ionary  or  Assistant 

JilisMionary  connected  with  the  Ahmcdnuggur  Mission  ]iad 

been  removed  by  death  while  laboring  in  this  field.     The 

burial  ground  at  Ahmcdnuggur   contains  the  remains  of 

only  three  Missionaries,  the  Rev.   Air.  Horvoy,  who  died 

in  1832  within  six  months  after  the  cstublishmcnt  of  the 

Mission,  Mrs.  Burgess  who  died  in  1842,  and  Miss  Fnrrar 

who  died  in  18G2.     God  has  dealt  kindly  with  us  as  a  l^lis- 

Mon,  and  spared  the  lives  of  those  who  have  labored  here, 

and  given  them  health  and  strength  for  making  known  the 

gospel  of  Christ.     For  the  mercies  of  God  in  this  respect 

we  have  great  reason  to  be  grateful. 

The  number  of  our  Missionaries  hns  not  only  been  re- 
duced by  death.  One  brother,  lley.  Mr.  Wood,  of  Satara, 
has  been  under  the  necessity  of  returning  for  a  season  to 
America  in  consequence  of  ill  health,  aggravated  by  the 
severe  bereavements  which  he  has  been  called  to  suffer. 
He  left  Satara  about  the  Ist  of  April  last,  and  taking  with 
him  two  of  the  children  of  Mr.  Ballantinc  of  Ahmcdnujrsur, 
he  embarked  at  Bombay  on  the  8lli  of  April  for  New  York. 
After  a  pleasant  passage  of  three  months  and  a  half,  they 
rcailu*d  America,  and  since  then  we  have  been  ha])py  to 
hear  that  his  health  has  greatly  improved. 
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To  supply  tho  diminiiliing  numben  of  our  IHssuuiary 
force,  *  rcinforcemeat  has  long  been  is  preptntion  for  our 
IjOmioii  from  America,  and  just  at  the  close  of  tho  year  wo 
had  tho  joy  of  hearing  that  a  company,  consisting  of  threo 
Missionaiies  and  their  wives,  had  at  length  sailed  from 
Boston  for  Uombay  on  tho  30th  of  Ootober.  Wo  hope  soon 
to  wclcomo  these  brethren  and  sisters,  (one  of  them  aa  old 
Missionary,  l£r.  Hunger,)  to  a  share  in  our  labors.  Wo 
feci  that  it  is  a  cause  of  great  tbanksgiTing  to  God,  that 
Huch  a  reinforcement  hos  been  sent  us  from  America  at  this 
time.  May  tlicy  bo  brought  on  their  way  safety  and 
speedily,  und  be  permitted  to  spend  many  years  in  earnest 
and  zealous  labon  for  Christ  in  this  land.

We  have  had  29  schools  in  operation  during  the  jear,  containing 
about  2S5  scholars,  of  whom  28  were  girls.  The  character  of  these 
schools  maj  be  learned  from  the  reports  of  the  different  brethren* 
Thej  are  in  manj  respects  unsatisfactory,  and  jet  some  of  them  are 
bringing  forth  good  fruit.  The  scholars  trained  in  these  schools,  who 
come  to  Ahmednuggur  to  be  admitted  to  the  school  for  catechists, 
are  far  in  advance  of  those  who  came  in  previous  jears ;  not  onlj  are 
thej  superior  in  point  of  studj,  thej  come  with  a  more  correct 
koowledgeof  Christianitj  and  deeper  religious  impressions,  ond  are 
therefore  better  prepared  to  be  trained  for  the  work  of  catechists  and 
teachers.  This  we  think  is  a  good  test  of  the  village  schools,  the 
character  of  the  children  trained  up  in  them  and  their  fitness  for 
becoming  such  laborers  as  we  desire  to  employ.  We  wish  we  h«d 
more  such  schools,  especiallj  as  each  teacher  is  a  catechist,  and 
reads  the  Scriptures  and  conducts  religious  exercises  at  the  place 
where  he  is  stationed.  Everj  school  we  endeavor  to  make  a  centre 
of  light,  and  thus  far  we  have  succeeded  even  better  than  we  had 
dared  to  hope,  amidst  the  numerous  discouragements  which  occur  in 
this  department  of  our  labors.  In  the  29  schools  mentioned  above, 
we  do  not  include  the  catechists*  school  or  the  girls*  school  at  Alimcd* 
nuggur,  these  being  of  a  higher  grade  than  our  common  schools. 
Thej  will  be  spoken  of  more  particularlj  in  the  account  of  the 
Ahmednuggur  station. 

It  should  be  added  thut  the  expenses  of  these  common  schools  are 
verj  small,  ench  school  costing  no  more  than  60  or  80  rupees  a  jear. 
Sumctimefl  teachers  are  transferred  from  one  small  place  to  another 
that  other  individuals  maj  share  in  the  benefits  of  instruction.  Thus 
it  comes  to  pass  that  some  of  the  outstations  which  we  occupj  one 
jear  are  dropped,  and  other  outstations  are  taken  in  their  place  during 
tlie  next  vear.

-  Eirly  lafl  jtar  the  Chrittian  Vemaenlar  Ednoailon  Sodetjr  •&• 
ttoonoed  to  all  tetehen  of  TemaenUr  schools  in  HMon  employ, 
that  grataitiet  would  be  giren  to  sneeetsAil  candidate!  that  ahonld 
present  themselTea  for  ezaminatioQ  in  the  month  of  ApriL  The 
subjects  of  examination  were  the  fbllowing ;  St.  Luke's  Gospel^ 
Geography  of  India,  India  in  the  Yedio  Times,  Arithmeticy  and 
Trettase  on  Education.  The  total  number  of  candidates  that  pre- 
sented themselres  for  examination,  was  44,  of  whom  26  were  fVom 
this  Branch  of  the  Mission.  The  two  candidates  who  pasted  the  best 
examination,  (one  of  whom  was  A*om  Alimcdnuggur,)  received  SO 
Rupees  each,  in  all  thirty  persons  receired  gratuities,  fifteen  of 
whom  were  from  this  Branch  of  the  Mission.  Of  the  thirty  who  re- 
ceived prises,  eleven  were  below  the  mark  of  proficiency  required 
for  obtaining  the  minimum  prise  ofl^ered.  Of  these  eleven,  three 
were  of  the  fifteen  who  received  prizes  at  Ahmednuggur,  the  other 
eight  were  of  the  fifteen  firom  other  Missions.  It  is  intended  that 
these  examinations  should  be  held  annually.  The  rewards  at  the 
next  examination  are  to  range  fix>m  Rs.  10  to  40,  and  it  is  under* 
stood  that  the  examination  will  be  much  more  strict  than  it  was  lost 
year.  The  prises  offered  by  the  Society  are  a  great  stimulus  to  our 
vernacular  school  teachers  to  exertion  in  fitting  themselves  for  the 
duties  of  their  position.  The  prises  obtained  are  a  great  help  to  those 
whose  wages  are  not  large,  and  they  render  the  station  of  a  school 
teacher  much  more  honorable  and  advantageous  than  native  Christians 
are  generally  disposed  to  consider  it.  We  are  glad  to  see  that  the 
Bible  has  a  prominent  place  in  these  examination?.  In  view  of  the 
efforts  made  by  the  Christian  Vernacular  Education  Society  to 
increase  the  efficiency  of  the  vernacular  school  teachers  of  Missions 
in  this  country,  and  of  the  good  results  already  experienced  in  con* 
sequence  of  those  efforts,  we  hail  that  Socictj  as  an  important  co- 
worker with  Missions  in  this  land,  in  promoting  the  spread  of  true 
knowledge,  and  especially  the  knowledge  of  the  word  of  God  among 
this  people. 

The  usual  anniversary  meetings  of  the  Mission  were  held  on 
Thursday,  Friday,  and  Saturday,  Oct  30th,  31st,  and  Nov.  1st. 
These  meetings  were  attended  with  a  great  degree  of  interest,  and 
the  influence  of  them  upon  the  native  brethren  was  most  excellent. 
It  is  needless  to  enter  into  the  particulars  of  these  meetings  as  those 
held  the  previous  year  were  so  particularly  described  in  our  lost 
Report.    There  was  one  new  feature  in  the  meetings  of  lost  October,

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whteh  dMonrflt  to  bo  mentioned,  Ona  orenlng  w«t  dovotad  to  sing* 
Ing  tho  firnlios  of  Christ  In  the  nfttiro  ttjlo,  or  wliAt  might  be  oalUd 
A  Ohriitlftn  Kirtian,  •*  A  Kirtian  among  tlio  Illndooa  li  a  meeting,  at 
which  a  GoHavl  or  rollgioua  teaohcreolobrntct  tho  praisci  of  fomo  god 
with  tinging  and  inttrumcntal  mutlo.  At  tho  groat  phusea  of  pilgrim* 
•gothli  la  one  of  tho  chief  attractionf.  Often  a  largo  audience  la 
held  in  rapt  attention  until  rerj  late  at  night,  or  even  till  tlie  dawn  of 
daj.  Here  the  mutie  and  poetrj  and  dramatic  action  of  the  HindiKM 
are  used  with  perhaps  greater  eScct  than  on  any  other  occasion.  Not 
anfrequcntly  Uie  listeners  are  excited  to  the  highest  pitch  of  enthu- 
•iasin,  sometimes  weeping  and  sometimes  shouting.  On  the  occasion 
referred  to  above,  the  funn  and  drapery  of  the  Kirtian  were  preserved* 
but  thosubjcdt  was  wholly  new.  The  hero  was  the  man  of  Calvary  ; 
he,  who  was  holy,  hannless,  undefiled,  and  separate  from  sinners. 
The  poetry  was  chiefly  composed  by  Krishnnrow,  a  young  native 
brother  of  Ahmednuggur,  possessed  of  much  genuine  poetic  feeling, 
and  who  seems  to  have  consecrated  this  and  all  his  talents  to  tho 
iorvico  of  Christ.  Three  or  four  persons  stood  bac^k  of  him  on  the 
platform,  who  at  the  close  of  nearly  every  vcmu  Joined  in  a  refrain  or 
chorus.  After  singing  a  few  verses  in  this  manner,  an  exposition  of 
the  song  was  given,  ond  any  remarks  were  made  timt  might  nt  tlio 
time  suggest  themselves  to  tlie  leader.  These  remarks  IntcrApcrscd 
with  poetry  wero  often  given  in  tho  style  of  a  recitative,  the  key  of 
the  previous  tune  being  preserved.  To  prepari)  the  way  for  the  next 
subject,  a  suggestion  waa  made  or  a  qticsticm  asked,  and  then  imme- 
diately followed  the  next  song  in  which  the  question  was  answered. 
Tlius  without  interruption  the  exercises  were  (•4>ntinucd  for  an  liour 
and  a  holf .  Finally  some  further  remarks  were  made  in  respect  to  tho 
object  of  the  meeting,  and  the  desire  was  expressed  that  since  wo 
hoped  soon  to  pass  over  the  river  to  the  goodly  land  beyond,  we  might 
now  accustom  ourselves  by  these  exercises  to  the  employment  and  the 
language  of  the  heavenly  Caniian.  After  prayer  the  large  audience 
quietly  dispersed.  There  was  much  artistic  skill  displayed  both  in 
the  execution  of  the  music  and  in  Ihe  adaptation  of  the  music  to  the 
poetry.  Tlie  elTect  at  times  was  highly  dramatic,  yet  it  was  always 
serious  and  impressive,  and  it  gave  to  some  of  us  new  ideas  in  respect 
to  tho  use  tImt  may  bo  made  of  the  native  music  of  this  land.** 

During  the  months  of  November  and  December,  it  bei»^  a  time  of 
vacation  in  our  schools,  the  same  brethren  visited  many  places  in  our 
first  and  second  Northern  districts,  and  in  some  villages  crowds 
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uMmbM  to  heu  tho  CliHitlMi  XMtan,  In  tm  or  thiM  jAaem  tin 
hearsn  wen  M  Intoroitail  tbst  tlioj  donandoil  tlia  tinging  ihonldbt 
continued  tb«  wtiolo  nlgiit,  declaring  llmt  tlioj  did  not  wlih  fitr  rett, 
■0  long  M  tlio)'  could  liftve  aueli  Giitcrtalumant.  The  ilnglng  of  thete 
Clirlitinn  wngi  Itiu  bean  tbe  mcnni  of  bringing  tho  truth  to  tho  eu* 
of  niHn^  who  would  Borer  bcroro  liiten  to  tbe  ImportMit  declnntloni 
of  tbe  word  of  Ood,  and  in  tbe  com  of  Mtne  tbe  tcan  running  down 
tbcir  chcclu  bsva  teitJGcd  to  the  deep  intercit  of  tlieir  hcorti.  Oh 
that  rouij  iround  u*  uhj  thai  become  iDtercited  in  tbe  goapel  - 
mcHDge,  and  brought  to  tcccpt  it  u  the  DCMnge  of  God  to  ibmr  loub. 
No  cffortt  were  mada  at  tho  Annivcnaij  to  induce  tbe  native 
brethren  to  malio  tlieir  oDcriiigi  to  the  Lord  n*  in  the  preriotu  jeu. 
It  woa  thought  not  belt  to  do  ao,  inaimuch  aa  manj  bod  been  reduced 
to  great  diitreu  in  eoiiiciiucnce  oftbe  icarcit^  ormin  during  the  but 
ninjr  icuon  and  the  dcanicH  ofproviaioni  which  followed  it.  Nerer- 
Ibclcia  manj  Chriiitiiini  were  unwilling  to  be  denied  tlie  jiriTiicgo  of 
prcBcnting  their  thniik-ofruring*  to  Goil  for  niereiu*  ruccircd,  and  Ihcco 
wore  t>rc(Gnte(t  vur^  (lulelly  but  cvidctiUy  wltb  Jiuart*  of  grntUiido  on 
tbo  luat  liny  of  the  Aiiuivereitry.  A  wntcli,  n  woinnu'i  outer  gnniloiit 
til' lino  toxturo,  omaincnta  of  variuu*  kiiida,  and  miivea,  iinif-rujicci  and 
ijiinrtert,  were  brought  forward  and  placed  upon  tho  table.  About 
100  or  100  rupcci  in  taancj  and  valuable  nrliclci  were  given  and 
■ubicri1>cd.    Tlio  wholo  iliowcd  that  tbo  benevolent  apirit  of  tlio 
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The  rat  bad  been  baptised  in  infimej.^-FiTa  penom  reoaiv^  btteia 
of  diamifaMm  to  other  churehei.  There  wai  thui  an  increaw  of  ten 
on  the  previoot  jear,  and  the  number  at  the  cloee  of  the  jear  waa 
lis.  Ko  deaths  occurred  the  pait  year  among  the  memben  of  this 
ehnreh.  The  church  mcrobem  were  residing  in  seven  different  iril- 
Uges  and  towns  In  this  districti  besides  Ahmednuggur,  while  others 
were  roiding  in  more  distant  places  as  Bombay,  Foona,  &o.  Ten 
Christian  marriages  were  performed  the  past  year  In  Ahmednuggur, 
Seven  children  were  baptized  in  connection  with  tbb  church 
during  the  year,  two  went  with  their  parents  to  other  churches,  five 
children  were  received  to  the  communion  of  the  church,  and  three 
children  died;  leaving  the  number  of  children  at  the  end  of  the  year 
76,  tlirce  less  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year. 

The  pastor  of  the  second  church  has  given  a  AiU  report  of  his 
labours  and  of  the  additions  to  the  church  under  his  care.  We  have 
reason  to  praise  God  that  the  labors  of  this  faithful  pastor  have  been 
so  greatly  blessed,  even  In  the  midst  of  severe  trials. 

The  church  at  Lonce  has  received  no  addition  to  its  numbers 
during  the  year ;  on  the  contrary,  it  has  lost  odc  member  by  death. 
The  number  of  its  members  is  now  11,  and  the  number  of  its  baptized 
children  five,  the  some  as  the  year  before.  The  members  of  this 
church  live  in  four  difTcrent  villages,  and  their  scattered  state  renders 
it  very  diflicult  for  them  to  meet  together  as  a  church  and  to  labor 
efficiently  u  a  church  for  the  extension  of  the  knowledge  of  the 
gospel  or  for  their  own  growth  in  grace. 

Schools. — ^The  school  for  catechists  is  fully  reported  by  Rev.  Mr, 
BisscU,  who  has  been  in  charge  of  it  the  past  year.  The  school  for 
girls  under  the  charge  of  Mrs.  Ballantino  has  rather  increased  in 
numbers  during  the  year.  About  60  girls  were  in  attendance  up  to 
the  end  of  October,  when  a  vacation  of  two  months  was  given  to  the 
school.  Six  girls  belonging  to  the  school  were  received  to  the  com- 
munion of  the  church  on  the  profession  of  their  faith.  Eight  of  the 
largest  girls  in  the  school  were  married  during  the  year,  six  of  them 
to  catechists  and  teachers  in  our  Mission,  and  two  to  respectable  men 
connected  with  other  Missions.  This  has  reduced  the  number  in  the 
higher  classes  to  a  very  low  figure.  Four  of  our  best  ed\icated  girls 
Icfl  here  near  the  close  of  the  year  for  Bombay  to  avail  themselves  of 
the  opportunities  afforded  them  for  learning  English.  Several  special 
donations  have  been  made  to  this  school  during  the  year  by  friends 
in  England,  Scotland,  and  America. 
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The  idMK)!  ibr  bojf  of  the  higher  etstet  in  Ahmednuggar  oontinaci 
to  prosper,  thoagh  it  hai  tuflered  fomewhat  from  the  lost  of  itf  first 
teacher,  Krishna  Rutnoqfee,  wlio  has  become  the  principal  teacher 
of  the  girls'  school  under  tlie  care  of  Mrs,  Ballantine. 

Afler  Miss  Farrar^s  death  tlie  girls*  school,  which  she  maintained 
for  many  jcara  in  the  Lascar  Linos,  languished,  and  at  length  was  given 
up  altogether.  This  was  owing  to  causes  which  have  been  in  opera- 
tion for  two  or  tliree  jears  post.  In  consequence  of  the  removal 
of  the  Artillery  and  the  Dcp6t  of  Instruction  from  this  place  two 
years  ago,  the  families  which  Aimishcd  the  girls  for  jVIiss  Farrar's 
school  removed  from  the  station,  and  the  number  of  frirl:)  diminished,  so 
that  even  before  Miss  Farrar*s  death,  there  were  only  thirteen  or 
fourteen  regular  attendants  of  the  school:  as  soon  as  it  was  found 
that  girls  could  not  be  collected  in  any  numbers,  it  was  determined 
that  tlie  same  teacher  who  had  taught  the  girls*  school,  and  who  had 
for  many  years  been  Miss  Farrar*s  faroritc  teacher,  should  be  employed 
in  teaching  a  boys*  school  in  tlie  school  room  built  by  Col.  Pottinger 
in  the  Lascar  Lines,  and  kindly  presented  by  him  to  the  Mission. 
A  large  school  was  immediately  collected,  about  sixty  boys  attending 
regularly,  and  giving  one  anna  each  to  the  teacher  for  their  tuition. 
Miss  Farrar  hod  always  been  interested  in  the  boys*  school  which  was 
taught  iu  that  school  house,  (which  was  only  n  few  steps  distant  from 
her  own  school),  and  for  a  long  time  had  superintended  it  licrsclf ; 
and  the  property,  which  she  left  at  her  death,  was  led  alike  for  the 
support  of  the  boys'  school  and  the  girls*  school  in  the  Lascar  Lines. 
The  Mission  therefore  conceived  that  they  were  carrying  out  the 
wishes  of  Miss  Farrar  in  sustaining  this  school  fur  boys  by  the  proceeds 
of  her  property.  The  school  has  done  well  thus  far.  Several  girls 
continued  to  be  taught  by  the  teacher  afler  he  began  to  teach  the 
boys'  school,  and  these  girls  came  to  Mrs.  Bissell  once  every  week 
for  religious  instruction  up  to  October.  We  are  sorry  tlint  it  became 
necessary  to  give  up  the  girls'  school,  but  under  the  circumstances 
there  seemed  no  remedy.  All  the  property  left  by  Miss  Farrar,  in- 
cluding tlie  unexpended  funds  remaining  from  former  subscriptions 
for  her  girls'  school,  will  be  expended  in  the  support  of  schools  for 
children  of  heathen  parents,  or  the  support  of  such  children  while 
attending  the  schools  of  the  Mission.  This  was  Misis  Farrar  s  wish  at 
the  time  of  her  death,  and  this  wish  will  be  fully  carried  out  by  the 

Mission. 
Theological  In8truction,^The  class  of  young  men  mentioned  in 
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pravious  Reports  si  pnming  a  Theologfoal  oonne  prepsratoiy  to 
engaging  in  paetoral  labour,  met  again  on  tho  l^th  April  to  oontinno 
tbeir  ftucBee.  Their  nnmbcn  were  however  lomewhat  redueed.  Tlie 
two  teachcrfi  who  had  pursued  the  tame  i tudies  with  the  elan  for  two 
jeari,  were  unable  to  perform  their  duties  in  their  respective  schools 
satisfactorilj  without  giving  tbeir  whole  time  to  them,  and  it  therefore 
became  necessary  for  them  to  lay  their  theological  studies  aside.  An* 
other  member  of  the  class,  the  Mission  decided,  had  better  defer  his 
studies  for  a  time.  In  consequence  of  these  circumstances  the  number 
in  the  class  was  reduced  to  seven.  They  continued  to  study  till  our 
annual  meeting  in  October,  when  they  were  carefully  examined  by  the 
Mission.  Tliis  examination  in  the  first  place  had  reference  to  the 
studies  they  had  been  pursuing  during  the  year.  The  examiners  seemed 
very  well  satisfied  with  the  progress  they  hod  made,  particularly  in 
the  study  of  the  History  of  India  and  of  England,  of  Moral  Science, 
Sacred  Chronology,  Church  History,  and  Didactic  Theology.  They 
were  examined  also  in  connection  with  the  pupils  of  the  Catechists* 
school  in  Algebra,  Natural  Philosophy,  and  Astronomy.  After  these 
examinations,  which  consumed  parts  of  three  ([nys^  a  ftirthcr  examina- 
tion was  held  of  the  mcmbci*s  of  the  clnsi  for  licensure,  innsmuch  as 
all  of  them  had  expressed  a  desire  to  be  licensed  to  preach  the  gospel. 
They  were  examined  as  to  their  religious  experience  and  their 
motives  in  wishing  to  engage  in  the  work  of  the  gospel  ministry, 
and  various  questions,  both  doctrinal  and  practical,  were  put  to  them 
to  ascertain  their  fitness  for  that  work.  The  Mission  at  ]en":th 
determined  to  license  four  of  them,  leaving  the  remaining  three  to  bo 
examined  again  adcr  acquiring  more  experience  in  the  practical 
duties  of  a  preacher  of  the  gospel.  The  four  persons  who  received 
licensure  were  Mr.  Kassum  Mohamedjce,  Mr.  Wunnnjce  Ohol,  Mr. 
Luxumon  Salave,  and  Mr.  Luxumon  Kawnjee.  The  last  named  was 
aderwards  a])pointed  to  go  with  Mr.  llnrding  to  commence  a  new 
Mission  at  Sholnpoor,  and  he  has  been  laboring  ever  since  in  con- 
nection with  him  at  that  place.  The  three  other  licentiates  have 
been  put  in  charge  of  churches  in  the  dilTcrent  districts  connected 
with  the  Ahmednuggur  field.  One  of  them  has  been  invited  to  be- 
come the  pastor  of  the  church  in  connection  with  which  he  has  been 
laboring. 

The  going  forth  of  members  of  this  class,  licensed  to  preaoh  the 
gospel,  forms  a  new  era  in  the  histx>ry  of  this  Mission.  What  tlie 
results  will  be  we  know  not,  but  we  have  strong  hopes  that  these 
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lieontlate*  wUI  become  good  puton  ornktifa  chnrehei.  So  itrongl/ 
aro  tba  memben  of  the  Mimon  imprewed  with  the  Ini[)ortM)ea  ot 
cfHiTtt  to  train  ntcti  men  for  cTuigetltUo  end  paitor*!  Ubor,  that  It 
hm  been  dcvidcd  to  eucmblo  enother  clan  in  May  next,  to  be  pra- 
parod  bj  a  three  ytnrt'  coune  of  ttud;  like  the  prenotu  claw  Tor  the 
■ame  worlc.  The  joiing  men  are  at  hand  rendjr  to  engage  in  itud^, 
and  dcHroni  to  tcrvo  God  in  tlia  gmiicl  of  lili  Son.  Tho  pronilcnco 
ofGod  tccnu  to  point  to  the  neccuitj  of  raising  np  paston  ofthe  * 
nuincrout  churclici  vliich  ara  rlain»  all  around  lu,  and  extending 
tlicir  influenco  into  villitga  alter  villngo.  In  flccordnnco  with  what 
iccma  to  bo  tlio  call  of  God,  wc  have  cngnsol  in  thcic  cITorti,  and 
we  leaTD  the  rcsulti  in  his  bandi.' 

Pvllieatiani. — The  Dityanoditya  lifli  continued  to  1>e  pnbltihed  tn 
Bombaj,  tlio  cditorinl  work  being  alt  performed  here.  During 
tlio  post  year  a  book  of'IIjinns  for  Cliildrcn"  in  Uoratbeo  bat 
been  prepared  anil  published  \>j  the  Mission.  The  book  containi 
G4  \\yvani,  tninslnlion*  of  *onio  of  the  bcit  hj-mni  for  ciiildrcti  in 
tlic  English  language.  The  loiuo  ntctres  arc  in  general  prcierrcd, 
■nd  the  sftine  tunci  sung  to  them  as  to  the  originals.  Tbo 
nir  of  tlic  tnnca  is  printed  wiili  tlic  hymns.  Tlio  t)ook  coiitning  43pagcs, 
besides  ludcxca  in  English  and  Maratlicc.  Some  of  these  hjiiiiu  nro 
great  fuvoritcs  with  the  natirc  children  who  have  learned  to  sing  tlicm 
in  our  schools.    These  liymna  have  aome times  been  sung  in  connection 
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eiglit  different  attenptt  lo  tei  fire  to  lonM  thetohed  hooeee  oecnpied 
hy  eoiiTerta  in  one  of  the  Miiiion  oompoundi.    At  lengtli  he  nioeeeded 
in  putting  fire  to  a  row  of  five  hontet,  all  of  which  were  deitrqjed. 
Two   of  these  honset  which    were  fint  enveloped    with  flomei, 
burnt  with  such  mpiditj  that  all  attempts  to  rescue  anything  within 
them  from  destruction  were  utterly  fruitless,  and  a  large  amount  of 
clothing,  books,  and  other  valuable  articles  was  destroyed.    Captain 
Campbell,  of  the  22nd  N.  I.,  then  stationed  here,  having  heard  of  the 
calamity  which  had  befallen  the  poor  Christians,  at  once  made  cfTorta 
for  their  relief,  and  in  a  few  days  brought  us  60  Rupees,  which 
he  had  collected  from  his  brother  ofllcers  and  other  English  rcsi* 
dents  here,  and  which  were  distributed  among  those  vrho  had  lost 
their  property  in  the  fire,  according  to  their  necessities.    But  the 
great  difliculty  was  to  provide  the  poor  people  with  houses  to 
dwell  in.    Until  the  rains  began  they  nearly  all  slept  out  of  doors, 
thinking  it  preferable  to  have  nothing  but  the  canopy  of  heaven  for 
a  covering,  to  sleeping  under  a  thatch  which  might  be  set  on  fire  at  any 
time  of  the  night.    The  case  of  these  Christians  was  made  known  to  a 
kind  friend  who  had  recently  removed  from  this  station,  Mi*s.  Anderson, 
wife  of  Captain  D.  £.  Anderson,  of  the  Artillery  at  Kirkec,  who  at 
once  interested  herself  in  their  behalf,  and  through  her  instrumenta- 
lity and  influence  330  Rupees  were  rained  at  Kirkee  and  Poona,  and 
forwarded  to  us  for  the  purpose  of  rebuilding  these  burnt  houses 
and  covering  them  with  tiles.     Some  native  Iricnd.^  here  contributed 
27  Uupecii  ti)  the  snuie  object,    (ireat  inilignntlun  was  expressed  by 
many  natives  at  the  time,  on  account  of  the  burning  of  the  houses  and 
the  loss  thus  wantonly  inflicted  on  the  poor  Christians  as  well  as  the 
Mission.    The  result  of  the  whole  has  been,  iliiit  instead  of  a  row  of 
poor  thatched  houses  we  now  have  some  that  are  substantially  built, 
and  wliich  are  in  little  dungorof  fire. 

Again,  some  of  the  buildings  of  the  Poor  Asylum,  wliich  is  under 
our  charge,  having  suflcred  much  during  the  lust  rainy  season,  a 
subscription  was  made  by  the  natives  towards  rejmiring  them.  In 
all  they  contributed  towards  the  repairs  of  the  Poor  Asylum  and  the 
purchase  of  clothing  for  the  poor  inmates,  the  sum  of  51  Rupees. 
This  fact  shows  the  kind  feeling  of  many  of  the  natives. 

In  conclusion  I  v  ould  remark  that  during  the  past  year  we  have 
had  both  the  ligiits  and  the  shadows  of  Missionary  life.  In  some 
respects  we  have  had  great  trials,  trials  calculated  to  humble  us,  to 
bring  us  near  to  the  Saviour,  and  to  make  us  feel  that  every  blessing 
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va  mjoy  Ii  fhna  hb  rkh  merej  rIodb,  uid  thit  witlioat  him  in  eu  do 
nothing.  Wo  hoTo  alio  had  nunj  tbingitocbeeruid  eneonngena, 
and  looking  at  the  whulo  we  can  mjiGooOdcu  and  raerej  haTefbUowcd 
u*  ;  and  we  would  eik  othera  to  join  in  our  aong  of  prtiae.  We 
earneatlj  ack  alao  tho  prajen  of  Cbriitian  farctliren  in  our  boholf^ 
that  we  inajb«*uttained  in  all  our  trial!  and  enabled  to  locate  CbrttI 
tuceaiuiglj  for  aid,—"  BrcUiren  /mtf/or  m."

Thia  aehool  t^tened  at  (ho  eoniniencem«nt  of  the  jear  with  thirty* 
one  aeliolara,  and  five  were  admitted  anerwarda,  making  the  whole 
number  in  attendance  thirtj-iix.  All  but  one  of  tbeie  were  in 
regular  attendance  till  the  close  of  the  ncademionl  year.  The  general 
dcportiDcni  of  the  itndents  and  their  progrcM  in  their  xtudiea 
have  been  oommetidahlo.  A  marked  improvement  hna  taken  placo 
in  the  order  and  quiet  obaerred  during  the  houra  of  atudy.  No  com 
(f  diainiaaol,  or  severe  diacipUne  for  miaconduct,  hot  occurred  within 
the  jear. 

'Xho  mombcra  of  the  Theological  clua  were  purauing  their  acien- 
tJGo  courM  for  loren  montlis  tu  in  the  previous  joar.  The  Primar; 
School  for  the  amaller  boja  hoa  been  continued,  and  hoa  numbered 
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hsfs  liold  meetingii  for  oonvsnatiaii  and  jnnjer  with  those  who  wort 
not  momboni  of  the  ohureh  bj  profomion,  giving  a  few  momonta  to 
eaoh  one.  This  farniahea  an  opportunity  for  beooming  acquainted 
with  their  spiritual  statCt  for  anaworing  quoitiona,  and  giving  auoh 
instraetion  aa  secma  needed.  Two  of  the  elder  lads  at  one  time  eamo 
to  me  of  their  own  aooord,  and  aaked  for  tuch  oonvcrsation.  I 
appointed  them  a  time,  and  told  them  to  bring  any  of  their  asaooiatea 
also  who  might  wish  to  come.  Eight  persons  came,  and  the  meetinga 
were  eontinuod  weekly  for  some  time.  Of  thoiie  eight  received  to 
the  ehurch,  two  are  the  sons  of  our  beloved  brother  Sheik  Daood,  who 
died  in  18G0.  His  ciirncst  prayers  for  his  cliildren  God  has  remem- 
bered and  answered.  Two  others  are  orphans.  Two  are  the  sons  of 
Catcchists  now  laboring  in  connection  with  the  Mission,  and  the 
remaining  two  are  the  sons  of  private  Christians  in  the  village 
churches.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  but  eight  boys  in  the 
school  who  were  not  members  of  the  church,  and  of  these  only  three 
were  receiving  aid  from  the  ^lisHion. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  tlie  Theological  class  united  with  the 
school  in  tendering  a  tri1>ute  of  respect  and  aflcction  to  their  teachers. 
Tlio  addrcHscfl  made  on  this  occasion  and  the  kind  fooling  nmnifo.stod 
were  vory  gratifying,  as  tli(*y  showed  tliat  tlio  studontn  choriHl)cd  a 
warm  unVetiun  for  tlin^o  who  had  boon  their  histructorn,  und  tlmt 
the  clTortN  of  tlio  Minnionurics  to  educate  and  lit  tliotn  ibr  UHofuliioMM 
wore  gratefully  niiprcointcd. 

Four  young  mon  hiivo  boon  sent  out  to  labor  ns  catcchlHts,  or  to 
take  cliurgo  of  vcIiooIh,  with  the  expectation  that  tlioy  would  not 
return  to  this  school  tlio  coming  year.  Others  are  employed  in  the 
same  way  for  a  few  months,  who  will  then  bo  permitted  to  resume 
their  studies.  This  plan  enables  the  Missionaries  to  tost  the  energy 
and  working  talent  of  tho  young  men,  and  thus  to  decide  who  among 
them  nro  most  likely  to  profit  by  a  longer  period  of  study.  Tlio 
students  also  learn  their  own  deficicnoy,  and  return  to  the  school 
with  a  new  relish  for  study,  and  a  now  sense  of  its  importance. 

The  number  of  candidates  applying  for  admission  to  tho  school, 
and  worthy  of  being  aided,  is  increasing  each  year.  This  is  the 
result  chiefly  of  our  system  of  village  schools  with  Chrintinn  teachers. 
A  few  years  ago  wo  often  admitted  those  who  had  no  education,  or 
could  barely  read.  This  year  many  of  tho  candidates  were  alrondy 
wi'll  advanced  in  thoir  studies,  could  read  and  write  both  tho  Bulhodh 
and  Mod  charactcrSi  and  hod  made  considerublo  progress  in  Arilh- 
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watlo.  Tbe  bigh  prim  of  grtUn  Mid  Inoroaaod  oxpanM  of  Uring  Kt 
Ahmodnti);gur  bBva  nftdo  it  neooMtu^  for  ui  to  inoroBM  tho  allow- 
luiao  to  tliOM  vho  kn  depondcat  upon  MJialon  funds  for  lupport 
while  pnrsutng  tbeir  itudiei.  TliUof  ooum  diminblioi  tha  nnmbor 
of  tluMOwlio  oui  bo  rcccifcd.  At  our  SUjibIod  Moating  in  Ootobor, 
It  vru  Bscertoinedtliiit  tliii  inoreoio  ofcxpansowMM  groat,  that  tlie 
Bum  ollowod  hj  oar  Sooictj  for  tbla  achool  tlio  ooming  jenr  would 
onlj  support  the  itadonts  already  in  tho'  achool.  Vft  eould  thoro- 
furo  onlj  tell  thefino  claaaof  candidntca,  tlint  tlieir  asiininntion 
was  latinrMtorj,  and  we  would  bo  gkd  to  tocelra  them  into  tlio 
pcliool,  hut  Ht  proaent  we  hod  not  the  funds  needed  to  support  tlicm. 
Tliia  fnot  woa  stated,  In  a  notice  of  our  BDni*eraarj  meetingH  in  tlio 
Bombay  QuardiaH,  and  there  it  met  the  e;o  of  a  native  gentloroim 
of  largo  means  and  liberal  heart.  Ho  wrote  a  note  to  tlie  editor  of 
the  OxarJi an  intimating  that  ho  was  willing  to  undertalLO  the  support 
of  BCTcrol  of  these  lads  white  obtaining  an  odueation,  Tho  donation 
of  this  gentleman  enables  ua  to  bring  in  ten  of  tho  most  advanced 
eandldatca,  and  ho  offora  to  aupport  tliam  In  sohool  for  two  Trani. 
This  uncxpoctod  help  lins  greatly  cncouragod  our  hearts.  Wo  no- 
.  knoivluilgotlingiind  linndof  our  Qodiult,  unil  notice  with  pjciuiiiro 
tlio  sniiroo  from  wliiuh  1  fo  Rent  us  this  iild.  It  ti'lls  us  thuru  arc  kiimio 
Qiiiohg  tli(M!ii1i)tIiU'nudI[indooswlia  ii[ii>rueiato  thoi'lTurls  of  Mission- 
Mtulwiiullt their  CDuntrjmun.    And  wo  iicci-pt  It  as  a  plnlu 
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I  will  give  a  brief  Meounl  of  the  ieren  new  monben  reoeived  to 
theeharoh  daring  the  year. 

(1.)    Weman   ilbaelcar  Kaniiarkar»   mj  younger  brother.    For 
many  yeari  he  had  opportanitlee  of  learning  mooh  in  regard  to 
Chriiitianity,  6rst  from  the  Free  Chureh  MiMion  in  Poena,  then 
from  the  Church  Misiiion  in  XMsiclc,  and  alao  from  our  own  MiMion 
in  Ahmednug<;ur,  but  there  was  no  evidence  that  hia  heart  was 
changed.    Indeed  I  heard  of  hie  epeaicing  occasionally  against  tlie 
Christian  religion.    Ilia  sentimonti  and  conduct  were  lilte  those 
of  the  native  n/ohued,  sometimes  called  Deists.    Two  or  three 
yean  ago  he  hod  a  paralytie  strolce,  and   from  that    time  he 
began  to  wante  away.    About  fifteen  days  before  his  death  he  be- 
came very  ill.    In  order  to  comfort  him  at  that  time  of  severe  pain, 
I  used  to  read  to  liim  some  portions  of  the  Scriptures,  and  especially 
the  narratives  of  Christ's  miracles  of  healing,  and  the  instructions 
wltich  he  gave  to  tliofo  whom  he  lioalod  i  and  I  alno  read  the  Psnlms 
of  David  and  prayed  with  him,  and  I  told  him  that  without  Christ 
he  could  have  no  true  comfort,  and  showed  how  anxious  I  felt  for 
him.    In  six  or  seven  days  he  began  to  urge  me  to  read  the  Scrip- 
tures and  pray  with  him.    From  this  I  understood  that  ho  had  now 
began  to  seek  the  pearl  of  great  price  in  earnest,  and  I  therefore 
eonverned  with  him  about  the  nocoi<Hity  of  a  change  of  heart.    He 
said  in  reply,  '*  I  have  never  looked  upon  sin  before  as  I  do  now. 
I  am  sure  there  was  never  such  a  sinner  as  I  am.    IIow  full  of  mercy 
the  Saviour  is  t    IIow  ready  to  save  oven  such  a  wretch  as  I  am  I 
This  is  great  love  indeed.*'    Ue  would  repeat  this  every  day,  and 
would  urge  me  to  read  the  Scriptures  to  hini.  Once  I  asked  him  whether 
I  should  read  some  other  book,  llo  replied,  *'  No,  the  Bible,  the  Bible, 
no  other  book  ploase:!  mo  now.''    From  that  time  I  rood  the  Scriptures, 
and  prayed  with  him  regularly,  and  ho  prnyedulso  himself.    I  asked 
him  what  he  thought  about  the  Saviour  now.     lie  replied,  **  He  in  a 
precious  Saviour.    Ho  suffered  and  died  even  for  mo.    Ho  is  my 
iudyooroo,  or  teacher  i  all  my  hope  rcHts  upon  him.    If  I  live  I  am 
his,  and  if  I  die  I  am  hin."    As  death  approached  I  said  to  him, 
**  Do  you  desire  to  live,  or  do  you  prefer  to  die  P"    Ho  replied,   "  I 
prefer  to  die.    It  is  fur  bettor  to  dio  aud  go  to  my  Father  in  heaven, 
to  my  Lord  and  Saviour,  and  to  all  the  wise  and  holy  above,  than  to 
remain  here.    Do  not  give  me  any  more  medicine."    I  asked  him  if 
he  would  like  to  have  mo  baptize  him.    Ho  said  ho  would.    Then  in 
accordauce   with  his  request  I  prayed  with  him  and  baptised  him. 
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No  ona  «1m  wu  pramt  M  th«  tima.  Out  pu«Bta  tnd  Mandi 
WON  Id  tbe  Dtxt  loora  Mpantod  onlj  bj  «  tbln  MNan  ftom  of, 
and  wtrtt  weeping  ■■  thaj  eipeeted  to  hev  kmii  thet  lia  wu  dead. 
In  about  an  benr  aftor,  ha  breatbed  ont  bla  lire  with  the  atmoat 
mlmntsa,  ratainingbii  reason  to  the  taat.  This  oeoorredontbe  34tli 
of  June.  He  died  so  peacofuU;  that  all  hie  relntivoe  were  filled  with 
aetonishmout,  and  often  asked,  where  did  bo  obtain  sneb  poaoa.  I 
told  tbero  that  tbe  ool/oauie  of  hU  poaoeful  death  was  the  Lord 
Jesus  Obrist  In  whom  ba  bolieTod.  And  I  praj  that  tbls  maj  oTor 
bo  improssed  upon  theli  minds,  and  that  thoir  ond  and  mj  own  may 
bo  liko  his. 

Ono  unpleasant  tiling  oeonrrod  In  oonnaotion  with  his  dsatli,  wLIoli 
I  cannot  rofrain  from  montioniog.  Inasmneh  as  bo  bad  bora 
bapliiod,  it  was  proper  that  bo  should  bo  buried  in  a  Oliristian 
mnniior.  But  at  tbat  timo  of  grief  I  did  not  think  Hint  I  ought  to 
intcrfora  in  order  to  romove  tlio  bodj  from  mj  father!*  homo  and 
biirjr  it  with  Ubristiun  ritos.  lie  hod  died  in  tlie  tiouso,  and  wliile 
under  tbo  control  of  liis  pargtits,  and  as  soon  ai  Iio  was  dood  tlioj 
urged  mo  to  go  away,  and  allow  tliom  to  attend  to  tlio  funoral.  Wliat 
ooulil  I  do  nt  (luclia  timo?  I  niy«olf  wna  so  ovcrwliolraod  wltUgrief, 
that  I  could  scareoly  think  at  nil  of  what  I  ought  to  do.  Of  course 
my  parents  perforinad  the  usual  Ilindoo  ritos  at  his  funoral,  I 
should  have  boon  glad  if  it  could  liavo  boon  otherwise.  Hut  tlien 
jaht,  llint  nltliougli  tlmy  used  many  vain  and  foolieh  rj 
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thai  the  8a?iottr  will  grtol  them  srich  supplj  of  hit  Splrii,  u  lio 
did  to  Tlmoth J,  ond  make  them  efBdoDt  laborers  in  hia  finejard. 

4.  Gumma,  the  daoghter  of  Bhooiaha,  one  of  oar  ehareh  mem« 
bera.  She  was  baptised  in  infancj.  She  was  for  a  long  time  in 
Mrs.  Ballantine*s  sdiool,  and  through  the  instructions  there  reoeired 
she  was  led  to  Christ  She  was  reoeired  to  the  communion  of  the 
Church  on  the  5th  of  October. 

9.  Jumnabaee.  This  girl  was  a  foundling,  and  was  sent  to  the 
Mission  bj  the  late  Collector,  0.  E.  Fraser  Tytler,  Esq.,  who  requested 
that  she  might  be  supported  bj  the  funds  of  the  Poor  Asylum,  (to 
which  he  himself  contributed  liberallj,)  and  be  educated  bj  the 
Mission.  She  was  a  member  of  Mrs.  Ballantine's  school,  and  was  led 
bj  the  instructions  imparted  to  her  there  to  put  her  faith  in  Christ, 
and  loTO  him  with  all  her  heart  She  was  baptized  on  the  Oih  of  No- 
vember. 

0.  Sagoouabaee  Karmarkar,  my  sister-in-law,  the  wife  of  my 
elder  brother.  While  she  was  living  in  the  family  of  my  parents, 
she  learned  to  read  and  write  a  little,  and  she  read  a  part  of  tlie 
Now  ToMtamoot,  a  copy  of  which  I  had  given  to  my  brotlicr,  and  tliis 
made  such  an  impression  on  her  mind,  that  she  determined  to  come 
out  from  among  her  llindoo  relatives  and  live  with  Christians.  After 
learning  still  more  of  Christianity  and  giving  evidence  of  true  Chris- 
tian faith,  she  was  baptized  publicly  on  the  0th  of  November  in 
company  with  Jumnabaee,  thus  owning  Christ  to  bo  her  Saviour  before 
the  world.  This  act  of  personal  consecration  to  tho  service  of  Christ 
has  ever  since  given  her  grcnf  ^-Hisfaction  and  comfort,  and  she 
greatly  desires  to  make  known  tliO  truths  of  the  gospel  to  those  of  her 
own  sex  who  are  still  in  the  darknoss  of  heathenism. 

7.  Rawajee  Luxumon,a  Jain  Shimpeo.  He  is  the  son  of  the  head 
man  of  the  Jains  here.  IIo  is  a  friend  of  Eashinath,  a  former  convert 
from  the  same  caste.  He  began  to  come  and  visit  Eashinath  first  on 
account  of  some  business  connected  with  his  employmont.  Eashinath 
gave  him  religious  instruction,  and  ho  assented  to  it  outwardly,  but 
said  to  himself,  tlmt  he  would  maintain  his  connection  with  him  in 
tlie  matter  of  business,  but  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  his 
religion.  Tlius  soino  days  and  weeks  passed  awny.  But  tho  two- 
edged  sword,  which  pierces  even  to  the  dividing  ntundor  of  soul  and 
ppirit  and  of  tlie  Joints  and  marrow,  cannot  be  turned  aside.  At 
length  he  begaii  to  think,  what  liarm  can  there  be  in  making  investi- 
gation into  those  matters  P    He  then  began  to  visit  the  houses  of 
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oUmt  Ohrittltni,  M&  frara  MioeUtiiig  with  them  ud  hMring  tMr 
Iiutnictioni,  ba  Mt  dMpl;  Inl«n«tod  about  bit  ■ool'i  wlration. 
H«  then  b«gui  to  pt*j  to  Qod  to  show  Um  whmt  bo  ibonld  do,  ftad 
God  led  him  to  ths  Sarioar.  HftTtng  obt^ned  pudon  of  lia  throogh 
redemption  in  hii  blood,  the  young  nu  eheerfiillj  ■afferedtho  loH 
of  all  things  for  the  Mie  of  that  priceleu  treMore  wliioh  ho  had 
toand,  and  on  the  9th  of  Naremberwaa  publicly  baptiied  at  the  aame 
time  with  the  two  penoni  laet  mentioned.  Oa  aooonnt  of  hit 
baptism  ha  was  abuiied  by  bis  relatirea,  bat  no  other  pereeoution 
was  attempted.  That  slight  perseention  which  he  had  to  undergo 
was  apeedilj  extingolslied  like  the  fire  of  thorns.  All  Is  now  qaiet. 
The  people  understand  that  ^lere  is  notbing  to  be  gained  bj  persooa- 
tion,  that  the  tlisaloDaries  deceive  no  one,  that  no  Hindoo  will 
become  a  Christian  unless  ha  Is  oonrinoed  of  the  trntb  of  Ohristianitj, 
and  of  course  if  ihej  do  not  wish  to  bocome  ChTiatians  they  ooly 
need  to  keep  out  of  the  way  of  Christian  truth.  Whan  any  eril  dis- 
poeed  persons  begin  to  escito  a  tumult,  the  people  generally  rebuke 
them.  This  is  a  great  adranee  on  former  years,  for  which  we  have 
reason  to  bless  Ood. 

Of  those  who  hare  died  I  will  now  give  a  ihott  account 
I .    Rungnbace,  the  wife  of  Oossimbhaoe.    This  dear  sister  died  on 
the  13tb  of  April.    I  was  well  acquainted  with  her  from  the  time  I 
became  connected  with  the  Mission.    Her  progress  in  study  while 
r   Christian  character  after 
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OB  her  arriTsL  Thst  fame  night  sho  was  attaekod  with  the  eholera* 
and  her  strength  was  aeon  rerj  mach  reduced  through*  the  rlolenoe 
of  the  disease,  and  she  was  unable  to  speak.  About  midnight  slie 
begged  her  husband  to  praj  for  her.  That  woa  the  laat  word  site 
uttered.  I  aslced  her  after  a  while  if  I  Mhould  p^aj  for  her,  and  the 
fignificd  assent.  Krcrj  romedj  was  used,  but  it  was  all  in  vain. 
Tlie  remedies  of  men  are  of  no  use  without  Qod'i  blessing.  Tlio  next 
day  about  noon  sho  ceased  to  breathe.  Sho  died  so  calmly  tliat  many 
thought  she  had  merely  fallon  asleep. 

2.  Waman  Bhaskar  died  on  tlio  20th  of  June.  A  full  account 
of  his  death  is  gi?cn  abo?e. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  16  baptised  children,  ono 
of  these  was  rccoi?cd  to  the  communion  of  the  church  on  profession  of 
faith.  Two  children  were  baptized,  and  one  of  tlicso  has  gone  up 
to  the  presence  of  its  Saviour  to  sing  hymns,  such  as  children  sing,  to 
his  praise.  The  number  of  children  is  consequently  the  same  at  the 
close  of  the  year  as  at  the  beginning. 

Personal  labors, — My  personal  labors  have  been  the  same  as  in 
previous  years,  and  therefore  there  is  little  need  of  going  into  parti- 
culars. I  would  only  say  in  regard  to  tlie  labors  of  the  year  post, 
that  I  never  experienced  such  diificultios  and  trials  before.  While 
walking  tlirough  the  valley  of  humiliation  with  dangers  and  fears  on 
every  side,  my  soul  was  exceedingly  distressed  and  discouraged. 
And  these  trials  beset  me  still.  I  earnestly  beseech  all  my  fellow- 
laborers  to  join  in  earnest  prayer  on  my  behalf,  that  I  may  have 
as8ist:anoe  from  a1>ove. 

MisectlancouM  matters, — In  general  all  things  have  gone  on  as  in 
the  previous  yenr.  The  prayer  meetings  have  been  continued.  The 
anniversary  of  the  Mit<sion  was  held  at  the  usual  time.  An  account 
of  this  meeting  was  publtbhed  in  tho  Dnyanodaya  and  the  Bombay 
Ouanlian,  and  need  nut  bo  repeated  here.  I  would  only  remark  that 
notwithstanding  tlio  losses  of  the  Christians  by  tho  burning  of  tlicir 
houses  ami  the  difficulty  of  living  within  their  means  on  ncoount  of 
the  high  prico  of  provisions,  tlio  brethren  did  not  withhold  tho  proofs 
of  their  liberality,  but  in  the  midst  of  their  distress  gave  freely  to 
tho  Lord.    This  I  regard  as  worthy  of  praise. 

After  the  close  of  the  Annual  Moctiiigon  Saturday  afternoon,  four 
or  live  brethren  of  tho  second  church  went  with  mo  to  a  small  hill 
outsitle  the  town,  where  wo  hnd  often  met  together  in  past  years  for 
prayer,  and  had  thcrofuro  called  tho  name  of  the  place  liotliel. 
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Wben  w*  MMmblgd  than  tbftt  attMnMn,  m  bognn  to  Kpeak  together 
of  tlie  loTe  of  Qtti  uhI  of  the  tnlttionoe*  of  the  Spirit  nod  of  our  own 
onfftithhilneM.  Then  bU  at  onee  oar  rim  loemod  to  ri>e  ap  before 
uB,  Mid  like  *  wnter-oonrM  which  hai  boeo  dnmmed  up  Mid  and- 
denly  boTata  through  tlic  barrier  and  earriea  everjthing  before  iti 
juat  so  our  bearte  bant  out  end  began  t«  flow  together.  It  ia  nse- 
teai  to  attempt  to  dcsaribe  the  occurrancea  of  that  aaored  hoar.  Wo 
fell  upon  each  otlior's  ncob,  and  wept  confeaaing  our  aina  to  ono 
unotlier.  Some  beat  tbeit  breoata  and  oriid  aloud.  Then  we  began 
to  repeat  tezti  of  Soripturo  For  eaoh  other'*  eomfort,  aome  one  began 
to  praj.  All  then  was  porFcctlj  quiet.  Tlicn  wo  remembered  tlio 
accncs  of  rovirala  in  Europe  and  America,  whiob  had  been  described 
to  us  by  eye- witnesses,  particalnrly  thuso  doscTibed  hj  Dr.  Mitchell 
ot  our  AnniTOTsarj  two  yeara  before,  in  which  he  spoke  of  what  ho 
hud  seen  in  Scotland.  Such  acenea  occurred  with  ua  at  that  little 
hill,  whieh  wo  call  our  Bethel,  and  aimilnr  aocaoa  occurred  tlio  samo 
night  at  a  prajcr  meeting  held  at  mj  houae.  From  that  time,  our 
tnutiinl  love  hoa  increased,  and  all  hove  bceoino  more  frnnk  and  open 
in  our  intereourae  with  each  other.  With  Qod  all  things  are  possible 
and  cosy  of  aecomplishment.  In  a  moment  he  seemed  to  take 
awaj  till  tlie  feelings  of  nlienntion  between  us,  nnd  opened  strennia 
of  water  BTcn  of  ricb  lore  in  thisdrj  wilderness.  Ma;  these  streams 
continuo  to  flow,  and  ma;  new  fountains  of  tenderness  and  love 
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ihtfir  minds  in  regard  to  CbrittUaitjr.  Thii  whde  msHsr  is  yoi  la 
itfinfuej,  ud  the  different  parts  of  the  JTtWtofi  need  to  be  fitted 
together  better  in  order  to  make  a  harmonioua  whole.  We  praj 
God,  the  God  of  David,  that  he  would  assiet  our  eingers,  giving 
them  the  poetio  inspiration  as  he  did  to  David,  and  sweet  love- 
breathing  voices,  such  tliat  through  them  the  truths  of  the  gospel 
maj  make  a  deep  impression  on  tlie  minds  of  all  who  boar  them,  and 
that  all  this  maj  redound  to  the  glory  of  God.

The  past  jcar  has  been  a  year  of  trial,  a  trial  to  the  Missionary  in 
charge,  and  a  trial  to  the  native  Ohristians.  Yet  doubtless  these 
trials  have  been  needed,  and  the  future  may  reveal  the  wisdom  of 
God  in  permitting  them.    Some  good  results  may  already  be  seen. 

The  high  price  of  grain  and  other  necessaries  of  life  has  been  a 
trial  to  the  Christinnfl.  Most  of  them  have  no  regular  employment. 
While  they  were  heathen  they  could  resort  to  expedients  which  would 
now  ho  inconsistent  with  the  character  of  a  Christian.  A  Mahar  is 
tacitly  allowed  to  do  a  considerable  amount  of  stealing.  Many  of 
thcMo  Christians  when  heathen,  derived  no  small  part  of  their  living 
from  being  employed  m  musicians  on  occasions  of  weddings,  funerals 
and  holidays,  on  all  which  occasions  there  is  a  recognition  of  idolatry, 
but  for  conscience  sake  they  must  now  forego  all  those  sources  of 
gain.  This  to  them  has  been  no  small  trial,  and  one  man  proved 
unequal  to  it,  and  has  consequently  been  oxconimunicatcd.  Two 
others  were  excommunicated  for  immoral  conduct,  and  both  of  these 
have  since  gone  to  a  higher  tribunal. 

Another  trial  has  been  persecution  on  the  part  of  native  officials^ 
and  these  Christians  have  mit  yet  learned  how  they  may  obtain 
redress.  Tiiis  has  greatly  discouraged  some  of  the  Christians.  Many 
inquirers  have  for  the  same  reason  gone  back  to  the  world,  and  in 
some  instances  the  numbers  who  have  been  regular  attendants  at  our 
chapels  have  been  greatly  diminished.  On  the  other  hand,  these 
churches  have  doubtless  been  saved  from  receiving  to  their  fellowship 
some  who  would  have  come  in  from  worldly  motives.    It  is  to  be 
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bofwd  that  tUi  mat  of  human  protootton  naj  Uad  Ohriattuu  to 
1«^  Iwa  to  man  aod  roon  to  Ood,  and  to  be  moi«  «ani«at  In  frmjm 
for  dirins  protootion.  Then  thojrtiuij  well  oount  it  alljoj  when  thej 
Tall  into  eooh  tenplAtioiia:  The  eondnuod  aoareilj  of  food  Ii  alw 
likolj  to  eorreot,  In  a  meuaro,  the  almoet  nnlvonol  Indolent  and 
improrideot  habit*  of  thii  elau  of  people. 

Cofto  projudiae  U  another  trial  to  which  the  ehurobea  have  boon 
inhjected.  Qreat  oaution  ii  taken  in  tliia  inaltar  i  none  an  oret 
admitted  to  tho  churcli,  who  do  not  moat  unqualiRedlj  profoea 
to  have  renounced  nil  caele  feelingi,  and  jet  on  Uie  part  ot  a  few 
indiTLiIuab,  oonvertod  lato  In  life,  tliis  prejudice  la  leen  to  exiit. 
An  iDitoDM  oeonrred  when  a  man,  who  hod  aome  month*  before 
been  receiTcd  to  the  charoh,  ezpreatcd  a  deeiro  to  hare  hia  children 
haptlied.  EegaTealiit  of  their  name*  on  Saturday  erening,  and 
arrangementa  were  made  for  their  baptiim  Sabbath  morning.  A 
large  congregation  was  preient,  and  when  the  man  wan  roqneated 
to  present  his  children,  he  did  not  come  forward.  Thinking  that  be 
did  not  undorstond  what  was  expected  of  him,  a  Christian  brother 
went  la  Iiim,  when  he  learned  that  there  wns  lomo  obstacle  in  the 
way  of  liaring  them  baptized.  In  conTersation  with  him  aftorwardi, 
he  gave  as  a  rotiEon  for  deferring  the  baptism  the  opposition  of  his 
wifo.  But  tbo  true  raoson,  as  believed  Lij  all  the  nntire  brethren 
present,  was  tbat  he  had  juit  heard  that  a  man  of  theMangcosto 
had  requested  admission  to  tho  church. 
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body.  InBtoad  of  prooeediDg  on  to  the  shrine  of  a  fAlnt,  ho  rolomod 
to  hif  Tillago,  rosolred  to  npply  to  tho  groat  pbjiiioian  of  oouU. 
Aftor  a  trial  of  acveral  months  he  was  toooired  to  the  ehnroh.  The 
present  nnmbor  of  oommonieants  oonnoofed  with  the  five  ehnrohas 
in  this  district  u  one  hundred  and  serentoen.  The  difficulty  of 
bringing  all  these  under  proper  religious  instruction  will  be  some- 
what appreciated  from  the  fact  that  thej  are  so  scattered.  In  one 
church  of  twentj-two  persons,  sixteen  are  living  in  nine  different 
Tillages.  Id  another  church  of  twentj-threo  persons,  fifteen  are  living 
in  seven  different  villages.  The  five  churches  have  representatives  in 
twcntj-ono  towns  or  villages,  not  indudmg  those  living  whore  there  are 
other  ehurches.  The  largest  of  thcM  churches  is  less  scattered  than  the 
ot]ior8,and  a  more  regular  system  of  instruction  has  been  carried  on. 
All  the  male  members  of  this  church  take  an  active  part  in  the  prayer 
meetings,  in  exhortations,  and  loadbg  in  prayer. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  last  year  a  small  contribution  box 
was  furnuihcd  to  each  church,  and  all  were  invited  to  contribute 
something  every  week  even  if  it  were  only  one  pice.  This  plan  was 
persevered  in  through  the  year,  and  the  sum  of  forty-three  rupees 
was  thus  realized.  This  sum,  tliough  small,  is  not  to  bo  dexpincd, 
consiUoring  tho  poverty  of  the  people  and  the  scarcity  of  food.  These 
churches  at  their  late  annual  meeting  voted  to  expend  most  of  this 
money  in  purchasing  a  communion  service,  and  the  remainder  was 
expended  in  the  support  of  the  poor  of  tho  church.  Most  of  tlio 
villages  in  this  district  have  been  visited  by  tho  Missionary,  and  he 
boa  spent  a  week  or  a  fortnight  with  his  family  in  a  number  of  the 
more  important  villages.  The  reception  everywhere  met  with,  and 
tlie  attention  given  to  religious  instruction,  have  been  very  gratifying. 
Most  of  the  villages  are  aUo  often  visited  by  tho  catechists,  who 
report  their  labors  monthly.  In  this  manner  Christian  knowledge  is 
being  diffused  throughout  the  district,  and  when  the  Spirit  of  God 
shall  move  upon  this  people,  tho  fruit  of  theso  labours  will  appear. 

There  have  been  five  Mission  schools  in  this  district,  three  of 
which  have  been  sustained  only  a  part  of  tho  year.  Tho  scholars  in 
these  schools  are  Mahars,  and  Christians  from  the  Maliar  caste. 
These  children  can  often  earn  by  their  labors  from  one  to  four  pico 
a  day,  consequently  they  are  token  from  the  school  to  help  and  support 
the  family.  Tho  uttcndanco  at  theso  schools  is  very  irregular,  rang- 
ing from  four  to  liftcen  scholars  each.  Tho  girls'  school  at  Hahoorco, 
eousistiug  uf  ton  scholars,  who  have  boon  regular  in  their  attondauco* 
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bu  b«M  kspt  logsllwr  ol|hl  monthi  la  the  jtax.  Hum  (Irii  m« 
dftil J  tught  an  hour  to  mw,  ud  to  iuk«  itMh  wtielM  vtd  toA  onlj 
u  wtU  1m  nMfiil  to  them,iD  tbeir  fioUUsi.  And  ai  aa  indiiMmMt 
to  attend  ngaUAj,  thej  hara  tha  aloth  with  tha  araili  of  thair 
labor  gratia. 

At  Bahooraa  and  the  oflt-atatioai  wharathora  hoa  bana  eatoohlit, 
there  hare  bean  anatained  two  ragaloF  aerrioea  on  tha  Babbath^ 
beaidea  weekl J  meetingi.  There  hare  alao  bean,  aa  amle,  daily 
meetlngi  of  Obriatiana  for  reading  and  prajer,  and  religioiu  InaEna- 
tion  to  the  townapeopla  ai  opportunity  eooora.  Uaj  tha  grace  of 
faith  and  leal  be  given  to  the  tnborera  in  tbia  diitriot,  that  thej  maj 
diligently  tow  the  aeed,  looking  to  God  alone  for  aa  abundant  huraat.

The  paat  joar  baa  been  one  of  peculiar  trial  ia  eonocction  with 

our  work.    Bitter  penecu^on  on  oeoount  of  caate  has  oriaen,  and 

thia  lias  revealed  the  itrenglh  of  aamo,  ttie  woabnota  of  othom, 

and  tho  utter  uafitnoaa  of  a  few  to  remain  in  oonncction  with  tlio 
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nuuilfaf  tad  tha  gra«ti  of  tha  Spirit  In  the  midf  t  of  ••▼«•  trialr-Mid 
all  of  the  ilTe  eharehes  hafo  eommenoed  to  give  •jetamatioallj  for 
the  spread  of  the  gotpeL  « 

Ckureh  ai  PanekegauM.'^Vjnkilim  was  made  Id  the  laet  Report  of 
the  "  Tlotory**  f;aincd  bj  this  eharoh  orer  oaste,  and  of  the  perseoa- 
tion  that  arose  on  aeeonnt  of  it.  Our  hopes  were  not  realised  In 
referenee  to  the  Mong  who  made  the  *'  trial  dinner**  of  whioh  the 
Ohriatians  partook,  but  others  of  his  easte  became  eonrinced  that 
the  church  were  indeed  read/  to  receire  oonrerts  from  among  them. 
In  April  a  meeting  was  called  to  examine  a  man  from  the  Mang 
eaAte  for  admission  to  the  church.  The  candidate,  a  man  of  mature 
yearn,  had  long  been  known  as  a  person  of  good  character,  and  jot 
on  account  of  his  caste  opposition  was  mode  to  recelYing  him. 
Charges  wore  brought  against  him  which  wore  oarefullj  examined 
and  refuted ;  and  when,  after  a  long  session,  the  vote  was  taken,  it 
was,  to  our  surprise,  unanimous  for  his  reception,  and  the  next  daj 
bo  was  biiptixed.  At  once  the  hoathon  rolatiros  of  tlie  Ohristians 
set  themselves  diligently  at  work  to  create  divisions  in  the  church, 
and  if  possible  to  ruin  the  character  of  the  prominent  members. 
Tliey  circulated  reports  tliat  B.  (an  excellent  and  exemplary  cate- 
chist)  had  been  guilty  of  tlie  grosscKt  immorality.  They  charged 
the  deacon  with  having  poison  in  his  house  for  the  purpose  of  tak- 
ing the  life  of  his  uoiglibuurs,  and  also  reported  that  ho  had  abused 
and  boaton  thorn.  To  this  they  added  efforts  to  destroy  his  property. 
At  one  time  it  seemed  as  if  the  emissaries  of  Satan  hod  banded 
together  to  destroy  tho  church.  The  catechiats  in  connection  with  it 
were  threatened  with  violence,  and  more  than  once  they  were  in 
circumstances  of  personal  danger.  Pages  might  be  filled  with 
narratives  of  tlie  annoyances  to  whioh  the  Ohristians  were  subjected 
for  having  "  doubly  defiled"  themselves  by  receiving  a  Mang  into  the 
church.  The  following  incident  will  show  the  nature  of  their  trials. 
It  was  related  by  Harkooba,  of  whom  mention  has  been  made  in  former 
RcportK,  and  wo  give  it  in  his  own  style.  "  I  bad  occasion  to  visit  a 
largo  village  six  miles  from  Panchcgaum,  and  in  the  intense  heat  at 
midday,  becoming  very  thirsty,  I  went  for  water  to  the  Mahar 
quarter,  as  I  had  often  done  before.  A  few  years  ago,  when  I  was 
a  Hindoo  roligious  teacher,  the  people  used  to  reoeive  me  with  great 
cordiality,  some  of  the  men  and  many  of  tho  women  falling  at  my 
feet,  and  they  were  even  ready  to  give  me  food,  water,  and  what- 
ever else  I  needed.     But  now,  how  different  was  my  reception.    As 
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•oOB  M I  «uBe  Mv,  lU,  Ban,  women,  and  rrm  IlUlfl  ehOdren,  begm 
to  raiM  ud  abuM  mo,  Th«j  tuad  the  vileit  laagiuge,  and  It 
weniwl  ai  though  thrfr  wrath  know  no  boondi.  Had  thoy  dand  to 
do  M,  I  think  the;  wonld  hare  taken  017  life.  I  aiked  lAat  I  had 
done  to  merit  luch  aboae.  Thoj  aald, '  jrou  hare  preached  to  the 
Hangs,  have  Mten  with  them,  and  now  joa  hare  taken  one  of  them 
into  the  ehuToh.  Yon  an  d^ed.  W«  will  hare  nothing  to  do 
with  70a,  and  the  eoonor  yon  learo  thli  plnoo  tha  better.'  I  eaw  It 
woe  dnngeroua  to  remain,  and  10  wont  to  the  river  to  qnoneh  mj 
thirst.  Thoro  I  lat  down  alone,  and  found  In  mj  Toetomont  thoao 
wordioftbo  Barlonr  i  '  Lore  jaax  onomioa  ;  bloM  them  that  eumo 
jou  1  do  good  to  thom  that  hate  yon.  and  pntj  for  thoin  that  dcipito- 
fnll;  use  yon,  and  perseoute  jron,'  and  tben  I  prnjod  for  thoso  tnj 
onomicB,  that  tboy  might  ropoot  of  tbolr  aine,  and  boeomo  tho  falloworM 
of  my  Lord  and  Master.  Tlion  awoet  poooe  oamo  into  my  eoul,  and 
I  feit  that  mj  dear  Sariour  woe  with  me  there.  .  I  returned  to  mj 
hoQM  that  nigbt,  rojoicing  that  I  bod  boon  counted  worthj  to  suffer 
for  tho  namoof  Ohriet."  Not  tho  heathen  alone  took  part  in  tlioae 
poreccutiona.  The  faith  of  throo  of  tho  Obristiana  won  not  oqual  to 
tho_  Mvere  tost.  The/  denied  Christ  in  tlio  moat  open  mannor,  fell 
intogroBBsina,  and  were  cutoff  from  tlio  church  bj  unnniniousTote. 
Tho  ill  treatment  received  from  tho  Maharg,  nnturallj  ted  the  holpera 
in  oonnootion  with  this   church  to  labor  much  among  tho  Hangi, 
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bj  tli6  MOM  idoUiiroai  riiefi  and  finally  dmilfld  Chrlal  openlj.  In 
Ootob«r  a  itKj  pidiifiil  etremiiatanoo  oooimed  at  a  oommiiiiioa 
•eaMm,  when  Cliristiaiis  were  preaent  from  the  fire  ehurohea.  To 
our  great  anrprife  and  grief  aiz  or  aeven  porsona  refnaed  to  partake 
of  the  commonion,  bocauae  a  Chnttian  from  the  Mang  caste  waa  pro« 
aent  Theehuroh  wore  thoronghljroueedbj  this  exhibition  ofoaate 
feeling,  and  the  offendera  were  at  once  called  to  appear  before  them. 
Strong  disapprobation  of  their  conduct  ¥ras  expressed  at  this 
meeting,  and  after  a  full  discussion  of  the  whole  subject,  it  waa 
gratifjing  to  find  all,  except  one,  ready  to  confess  their  fault,  and  to 
promise  in  future  to  fellowship  all  tlioir  Christian  brethren. 
Alaal  how  exceedingly  diiBcult  it  is  for  those,  who  ha?e  li?od  to 
mature  years  under  the  influence  of  caste  projudioe,  to  rid  themsoWea 
of  its  strong  bonds.  It  knows  no  reason,  no  bounds,— and  can  be 
eradicated  only  by  a  Divine  power.  Ooste  rises  like  a  higli  wall  in 
every  direction  to  impede  the  progress  of  the  gonpol,  and  prosenta 
obstacles  almost  insuperable  to  the  messenger  of  the  cross,  whether 
be  goes  to  the  high  or  tlie  low.  It  Is  plcaning  however  to  see  Uiat 
the  prevailing  sentiment  is  strong  against  it,  and  that  our  churches 
feci  that  no  countenance  should  be  given  to  it,  *'  not  for  on  hour," 
even  though  bitter  persecution  may  arise. 

This  church  has  extended  a  call  to  one  of  the  graduates  from  the 
class  in  Theology  to  become  their  pastor,  and  probably  it  will  be 
accepted.  May  the  time  speedily  come,  when  pastors  can  be  found 
for  each  of  these  flocks. 

Church  at  SatraL-^Tlxt  providence  of  Ood  has  wrought  with  his 
grace  in  a  wonderful  manner  in  that  part  of  the  district  which  is 
occupied  by  this  church.  As  early  as  1838  there  were  several 
inquirers  in  timt  region,  and  in  some  villages  there  was  evidence  that 
the  Holy  Spirit  was  at  work  with  convinoing  power.  But  the 
question  arose,  **  How  can  that  field  be  reached  and  the  labors  of 
our  helpers  bo  properly  superintended  P"  It  was  obviously  impos- 
sible for  a  Minsionary  stationed  at  Kbokar  to  oversee  properly  a 
large  and  growing  piiriHh  twenty  miles  distant,  without  neglecting 
even  more  important  work  nearer  home.  The  necessity  of  making 
that  a  separate  district,  and  placing  it  under  the  charge  of  another 
Missionary,  becoming  every  day  more  apparent,  we  began  to  look  out 
a  central  spot  for  a  now  station,  and  fixed  upon  a  point  near  the 
great  rood  leading  from  AJimednuggur  to  Malligaum. 

At  this  time  an  event  occurred  that  filled  some  hearts  with  sorrow. 
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batwiiioh«bitireraltii,  hMg^TOioeouionfor  Joj  and  tbsakfgiTiDg. 
Earlj  in  1859  0.  E.  Frtaer  Tjrtler,  Esq.,  Colleetor  and  Ma^tnte  of 
iho  Ahmednnggiir  ZiUa,  whilo  engaged  in  the  proeeeation  of  his 
duties,  was  passing  throngji  this  region,  and  eneamped  on  the  bank 
of  the  Pera  at  Kolhar.  While  there  a  lovely  and  beaotifol  daughter 
was  attacked  with  a  dangerous  disease,  and  with  the  hope  that  she 
might  be  benefited  by  a  ehange  of  location,  he  removed  to  the 
high  ground  between  the  Pera  and  Godavery  rivers,  and  en« 
oampod  near  the  village  of  Pimplus.  It  was  soon  evident  how- 
ever that  no  ehange  of  location  was  of  any  avail,  and  that  death 
had  made  that  precious  child  his  victim.  The  struggle  wns  short, 
and  curly  on  the  morning  of  February  11  tli,  1850,  she  breathed 
her  lost,  and  before  break  of  day  tlie  boroavod  father  sot  out 
for  Ahmodnuggur  with  her  remaimi,  which  now  lie  in  tlie  burial 
ground  tliore.  Ilor  death  mode  a  deep  Impression  upon  the  servants  of 
tlio  family  and  the  people  around,  who  know  the  trying  circumstances 
under  which  the  parents  were  called  to  part  with  their  daughter. 
Those  who  were  witnesses  of  the  scene  will  not  soon  forget  with  what 
intense  interest  many  of  the  heathen  listened  while  a  Missionary 
(who  chanced  to  be  encamped  near)  spoke,  on  the  following  Sabbath, 
of  that  Heaven  to  which  "  little  Eva"  had  gone.  This  excellent 
gentleman  and  his  like-minded  lady  had  ever  been  warm  friends  of 
the  Mission  cause,  and  now  He  who  had  transplanted  one  of  their 
deoroHt  earthly  treasures  to  His  palace  above,  prompted  them  to 
erect  such  a  memorial  as  should  perpetuate  the  memory  of  their 
child,  and  contribute  to  the  spiritual  good  of  a  people  whoso  welfare 
thoy  have  much  at  heart.  For  this  purpose  Mr.  Frasor  Tytlor  has 
caused  a  neat  gotliic  stone  church  to  bo  erected  under  the  shade  of 
the  beautiful  tamarind  trees  that  sheltered  his  child's  tent;  and  also 
a  convenient  bungalow  for  the  residence  of  a  Missionary,  all,  includ- 
ing the  ground,  at  a  cost  of  more  tlian  four  thousand  rupees.  Thus 
hiw  Qod  graciously  provided  for  our  wants,  so  far  as  pecuniary  aid 
is  concerned,  at  a  time  when  the  American  war  rendered  it  inipoosi- 
ble  to  secure  from  our  Home  Society  the  means  requisite  to  commence 
a  now  station.  This  gentleman  has  now  lofl  India  after  twenty- 
five  years  of  faithful  service,  but  the  native  Christian  .commimity 
of  this  Presidency  will  long  remember  him  as  a  benefactor.  Ihey 
owe  it  chiefly  to  his  wise  and  laborious  effort,  that  tliev  have  access 
to  the  public  wells,  and  wo  know  that  when  they  draw  water  there- 
from, they  invoke  blessings  upon  him  and  his.    Nor  will  they  soon 
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forgti  Oiftl  II WM  hii  trdenl  dfltlre  thfti  dl  thig  people  iliodd  *"  dnw 
water  mil  of  the  wella  of  SalTatlon.** 

In  iaperintending  the  erection  of  the  bnildbgs  it  was  Deoeeeary  to 
Tisit  PimpluB  frequently,  and  at  euoh  timet  the  ehuroh  uraallj  eame 
together,  and  opportunity  was  alto  afforded  for  preaohiogin  the  large 
Tillages  in  that  region.  Pimplus  is  a  oonroniont  centre  for  our  oper- 
ations, being  tweWe  miles  distant  from  the  Pera,  on  whioh  Batral 
stands,  and  the  same  distance  from  the  GodaTcrj.  It  is  very  near 
the  fine  "  made"  road  abo?e  referred  to,  and  is  at  all  seasons  acoessi« 
ble  from  Ahmednoggur,  which  is  48  miles  distant. 

Six  persons  ha?e  been  roceiTod  to  the  Satrol  Church  bj  profession 
the  past  year,  making  the  whole  number  fifteen,  who  represent  nine 
Tillages,  some  of  which  are  eighteen  miles  north  from  Satral. 

Mably  through  the  efforts  of  Arjoona  (baptized  in  1801),  who 
li?es  six  miles  north  from  Pimplus,  the  interest  has  spread  in  a 
remarkable  manner  in  that  direction,  so  that  there  are  now  inquirers 
beyond  the  Goda?cry  and  twenty  miles  from  that  station.  This 
man  b  not  employed  by  the  Mission,  but  he  is  actiTO  in  the  service 
of  the  Blaster,  and  his  efforts  have  been  much  blest.  It  is  our  fervent 
prayer  that  additional  laborers  may  soon  come  from  America,  so  that 
this  new  and  inviting  field  may  be  occupied. 

Bhaoo,  a  convert  from  the  Manabhao  sect,  of  whom  mention  was 
made  in  the  last  report,  has  had  peculiar  trials,  which  of  late  he  has 
not  borne  with  a  Ohristian  spirit,  and  he  is  now  under  censure  from 
the  church.  Uis  reading  of  the  Bible  and  his  instructions  have  not 
however  been  without  fruit. 

An  old  man  of  stalwart  frame  and  with  a  frank,  open  countenancet 
had  heard  the  truth  from  liis^  friend  Bbaoo,  and  on  one  of  our  visits 
to  that  region  early  in  the  year  he  came  to  us,  and  with  much 
humility  and  appareiit  sincerity  told  his  story  in  the  following 
manner  i  "  I  am  now  80  years  old,  and  have  been  a  worshipper  of 
Vithoba  all  my  life,  and  have  visited  the  shrine  at  Pandorpoor, 
150  miles  distant,  every  year  except  six,  since  I  was  twelve 
jears  of  age.  I  have  invited  to  my  house,  and  entertained  at 
much  expense,  other  worshippers  of  Vithoba  who  were  making 
pilgrimages  to  Pandcrpoor.  As  his  faithful  disciple  I  have  fasted 
often  with  the  hope  of  securing  the  salvation  of  my  soul. 
I  have  also  gone  on  pilgrimngos  to  Paithan  and  Trimbuck  ;  and 
in  fact  have  spent  my  whole  life  in  these  costly  efforts  to  secure 
freedom  from  sin,  but  all  to  no  purpose.    I  now  desire  to  come 
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and  out  mjieir  on  Chrisi,  irhom  I  belioTO  to  bo  the  onlj  SaTlonr 
of  poor  ainful  men."  In  reply  to  Inquiries,  he  fnid,  **  I  hare 
counted  tbe  cost,  and  ftm  ready  to  bear  pertccii'.ion  and  re- 
proaoh  for  the  name  of  Christ,  hut  come  Trhat  may.  I  &m  rCBolred 
to  oast  In  my  lot  with  Hit  pooplo.  Tlio  head  men  of  m  j  village  ara 
DO  friendi  to  thia  religion,  and  they  have  tried  to  bribe  ma  not  to 
become  aChrietiaa  by  offers  ofvorlcUy  gain."  There  was  lome- 
tbiDg  peculiarly  pleating  in  tho  Toiee  and  manner  of  thie  Tcnerable 
man.  The  church  thou^lit  very  favorably  of  him,  but  only  a  few 
days  before  thoy  were  to  meet  and  cxamino  him  for  bajitism,  ho  died 
of  oliotera.  lija  end  was  peace,  and  tliough  the  nnma  of  Nfmeiaa 
docs  not  appear  on  the  records  of  the  church,  yet  we  cannot  doubt 
that  his  nome  is  written  in  tho  "  Lnmb'g  Book  of  Life." 

Nothing  worthy  of  epecinl  mention  has  occurred  in  connection 
with  the  churches  at  ^Vodgaum  and  Pudhcgaum.  They  with  thoothert 
liare  been  much  affected  by  the  peraecutiona  on  account  of   cnato. 

BnevoUnt  Con trt&ufiiiru.— Early  in  tbe  year  liata  were  prepared 
containing  tbe  names  of  every  oburch  member,  male  and  female, 
and  collectors  were  appointed  to  receive  their  monthly  contributions. 
For  a  few  montlis  tbe  receipts  wore  encouraging,  but  when  grain 
TDSO  to  famine  prices  there  was  a  sudden  falling  off,  and  the  aum 
realized  wea  much  leas  than  we  had  hoped  for.  A  few  bave  given 
;ikra//y,  others  well,  and  seme  not  at  all.  Tho  amount  of  the 
oSeringa  out  of  tbeir  deep  poverty  is  twenty-eight  rupees,  one   half 
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Amibm.  Wb«i  the  fanliM  was  nott  Mrere,  nearlj  all  of  tham 
wen  brdken  up,  f<yr  ererj  child  that  could  earn  a  pica  or  a  fraotioii 
of  one  per  daj  was  taken  awaj  and  pnt  at  work.  Thcj  hare  anf- 
fered  alio  from  the  want  of  thoee  frequent  Tisita  which  are  aheolntelj 
nooeaaarj  to  enaore  their  growth  and  efficienoj.  Two  are  each 
twentj  milea,  one  eight,  and  another  nine  miles  from  Khokar ; 
distances  which  ba?e  rendered  it  impossihle  to  visit  them  aa  often  aa 
was  desirable.  Yet  these  schools,  imperfect  though  thej  are,  have 
done  good,  and  six  or  soTcn  more  are  greatlj  needed  in  villages 
whore  Christian  families  reside.  Our  great  want  at  present  is  a 
corps  of  well-trained  teachers. 

Comeluiion, — ^The  review  of  the  past  year  suggests  some  reflections 
which  it  maj  be  well  briefly  to  indicate.  The  persecution  that  has 
come  upon  the  churches,  haa  resulted  in  good  in  several  respecto. 
Unworthy  persons  have  been  prevented  from  asking  for  baptism— the 
churches  have  been  sifted,  and  much  that  was  wrong  brought  to light-« 
the  followers  of  Christ  have  been  drawn  closer  to  each  other,  and  have 
been  led  to  look  away  more  than  heretofore  from  all  earthly  reliances 
to  the  groat  Head  of  the  Church  for  comfort. 

We  look  trustfully  to  the  future,  for  there  is  good  reason  to  hope 
that  the  ntrenuous  efforts  of  Satan  and  his  emissaries  to  devour  and 
scatter  these  feeble  flocks,  will  '*  fall  out  rather  unto  the  furtherance 
of  the  gospel."  The  proclamation  sent  by  several  Mahar  PanehayaU 
to  more  than  300  villages,  intordicting  all  intereourte  yfiih  Christ  inns, 
whether  relatives  or  not,  will  surely  do  much  to  spread  the  knowledge 
of  the  existonco  of  such  a  religion,  and  may  wo  not  hope  that  many 
will  thus  be  led  to  inquire  into  its  character  and  claims. 

At  such  a  time  as  this  we  need  to  give  ourselves  much  unto 
prayer,  and  we  atik  all  who  have  faith  in  its  power  to  unite  with  us 
in  supplication,  that  the  rain  of  the  Spirit  may  descend  in  rich  effu- 
sions on  this  portion  of  Ood*s  heritage.

Report  op  thb  Nortq-Easterh  District;  Waoale  Statiox. 

[Wadole  is  in  the  Newasse  Talooka,  and  U  twenty  six  miles  North-East  fVom 
Ahmednu^^ur.  The  district  attached  to  it  extends  also  into  the  Shew- 
gaam  Taluoka.  The  Talookas  of  Newasse  and  Shewgaum  embrace  an  area 
uf  745  and  602  square  miles,  and  contain  a  population  of  87,000  and  84,000 
souls  respectivelj.] 

An  editor  in  a  late  article  on  the  faults  of  missionaries,  which  has 
been  thought  fit  for  reproduction  by  other  editors,  writes  as  follows  i 
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^••TliOMeoiid  great  fault  of  mifdonariaf  is,  timt  tliej  ooOool  Ibeir 
naiifo  Ohriatiaaa  in  HtUe  paokha  honsoa  noar  iho  miasion  oomponnd; 
Ihoj  make  a  kbd  of  natiTO  oantonmcat ;  oaoh  noopbjie  finds  hia 
whole  ontward  life  as  well  as  his  inner  life  renewed.  Instead  of 
going  on  as  nsual,  malcing  shoes,  weighing  out  gndn,  and  following  * 
his  honest  trade  or  profession  or  business  in  the  oitj  or  Tillage,  or 
starting  one,  he  finds  himself  moved  a  mile  from  the  eontaot  of  his 
ooontrymon,  his  ideas  of  a  dooent  ro^donoo  entirolj  OTorset,  and 
liimself  and  his  wife  planted  in  a  iund  of  foreign  gtkrdon  in  littlo 
gloss  hot  houses."  This  maj  bo  a  oorroet  piotoro  of  some  mission 
station  the  writer  has  seen.  Bat  how  far  it  fails  to  picture  the  stato 
of  things  here,  a  short  aooount  of  the  "  outward  life**  of  the  Ohristian 
eommunitj  in  this  district  will  plainly  show.  And  as  this  account 
may  bo  of  use  in  othor  regards  I  will  make  it  exact  and   particular. 

At  the  close  of  1862  there  were  137  persons  oonnocted  as  commu- 
nicants with  the  five  ohurohos  under  my  care.  Of  these  sixteen  indivi- 
duals were  absent  from  the  district,  Uireo  having  gone  to  attend  our 
oatechists'  school  at  Ahmednuggur,  two  having  married  men  resid- 
ing at  a  distance,  and  twelve  having  gone  for  employment.  Five 
other  native  Obristians,  however,  have  come  from  abroad  to  reside 
licre,  who  have  not  yet  changed  their  relation  and  joined  these 
churches.  Of  these  137  communicants  02  are  men  and  45  are  women. 
They  belong  to  05  different  families,  and  82  of  them  are  heads  of 
fiimilios.  They  reside  in  20  villages,  or  I  may  say  27,  for  though  tlio 
Christian  resident  in  one  place  is  temporarily  absent,  another  from 
abroad  is  living  there.  Eleven  reside  atPimpalgaw,  11  at  Ohondo, 
10  atSbingave,  0  at  Dodgaw,  andO  at  the  control  station,  Wadalo. 
ICiglit  live  at  Eorozgaw,  0  at  lihonde  Budrukh,  5  at  Miri,  5  at 
Kboldo,  and  so  on  with  four,  three,  two.  or  one  at  a  village.  There 
are  six  villages  that  claim  but  one  each.  These  27  villages  ore 
widely  scotterod  in  all  directions  from  Wodalo.  Kbospuri  is  12 
uiilos  soutli  ond  Surugaw  10  milos  north,  Khcldo  11  miles  west,  and 
Kudagow  10  miles  cost,  Bhendo  is  10  miles  north-oost,  Korozgow 
7  miles  west,  and  Cbando  5  miles  south-cast.  It  b  o  great  help  to 
mo  in  reaching  thorn  all,  that  tho  valley  is  smooth  and  the  surface 
level  or  gently  rolling,  and  with  comparatively  good  roads. 

Fourteen  of  the  137  are  employed  as  my  assistants  and  one  as 
guard  of  ray  premises.  Two  of  my  ossistaiits  are  liecnsed  preochers, 
one  having  received  licensure  only  two  montlis  ago  after  being 
absent  for  a  tliree  years'  coui-toc  of  study  at  Almie Jnuggur.    Four  ore 
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Mtoehlf  If  and  soripture  readon,  and  the  oUicr  eight  are  eehod  teaeh- 
era,  aoine  of  whom  are  allowed  to  epend  part  of  the  jear  in  siodj  that 
they  maj  bceome  better  fit  for  their  employment.  Serenteen  more 
of  the  137  depend  for  sahsuitenoe  on  MiBsion  funds  in  a  eertain  sense. 
That  is  3  are  supported  while  studying,  and  14  are  indireetly  sup- 
ported as  wires,  parents,  or  ehildren  of  natiTO  assistants. 

The  rest  of  the  137»  or  106  persons,  to  say  nothing  of  their  families, 
support  themseWes  by  their  trades  and  farms  and  work,  just  as  their 
neighbours  do,  and  as  they  did  before  they  beeame  Christians.  Efory 
year  a  larger  number  of  them  engage  in  farming.  I  would  like  to  see 
the  whole  of  tliom  employed  in  agrioulturo  or  some  handicraft.  Some 
liowcf  er  cling  to  their  idieritoiico  and  Hto  by  their  work  as  Mahors. 

Most  of  them  are  poor,  and  the  post  year  was  a  hard  one  for  the 
poor.  God  still  ohooHCS  "  the  poor  of  this  world'*  and  "  the  base 
tilings  of  the  world  and  tilings  which  aro  dospiMd."  Much  of  the 
groin  they  hare  eaten  had  been  stored  in  underground  receptacles 
for  several  years,  till  it  had  grown  red  or  black,  and  hud  lost  much 
of  itrt  nutriment,  and  often  acquired  unhonlUiy  qualities.  The  raiui» 
began  late,  and  in  many  places  wore  short,  so  that  the  rainy  season 
crops  failed  to  a  groat  cxtont.  Tho  cold  season  crops  alno  failed  in 
part,  in  some  places  from  insufficient  rooiHturo,  and  in  some  places 
from  tlic  December  frosts.  Work  on  tho  roivds  has  afforded  temporary 
relief  to  some,  but  tho  year  doscif  with  the  same  high  prices,  althougli 
tho  now  grain  was  in  the  market.  The  prospect  is  that  famino 
prices  will  rulo  beforo  another  crop  is  horvostod,  ond  that  many 
of  tho  Christians  will  bo  oompollod  to  remove  to  moro  favoured 
districts,  whcro  the  small  wages  they  can  make  will  suffice  to  pro- 
cure them  food. 

Though  this  vray  of  leaving  tho  converts  amid  heathen  influences 
and  exposed  to  the  seduction  of  old  companions  and  old  hobits  has 
its  dan;;crs ;  and  though  tho  training  of  a  community  so  situated  in 
Oliristian  doctrine*}  and  moralities  and  leading  Ihom  on  in  the  higher 
life  is  confessedly  difficult ;  there  seems  little  reason  to  doubt  that  it 
accords  with  the  commambt  of  Christ,  lie  would  have  the  light 
put  on  a  candlestick.  Tho  samo  reiutons  that  lead  us  to  send  out 
preachers,  lead  us  to  try  to  keep  these  lights  in  all  their  villages,  and 
«  there  so  to  feed  tlu'm  with  tho  **  gohlon  oil  of  tho  anointed  ones,"  that 
they  shall  burn  brightly  and  "  no  shino  beforo  men  that  thoy  may  seo 
their  go^sl  works  and  glorify  their  Father  which  is  in  Heaven."  Kvon 
tiio  liickcriug  light  that  seems  ready  to  go  out,  helps  to  scatter  the 
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AukiMM,  ud  Bttj  boeons  h  ■  ttw  of  bopo  to  tbon  aronod,  who 
"  dt  in  dvlmow  bhiI  th«  iludow  oT  dwtli." 

Th«  Mm«  rcaaoni  Ind  tno  to  prefsr  to  bnpIlM  oonTarU  and  thrir 
children  in  thrir  own  vilUgot,  uid  to  tue  the  spodal  InterMt  of  lueh 
oeoMioDi  for  Indoctrinadiig  and  impreuing  thoM  irith  whom  thoy 
itro  Intinwtelj  usodatod,  and  to  edebnto  the  laonuncnt  of  ths  Lord'i 
Suppor  oltcrnotolj  at  tho  riUogca  when  tha  Chiutlon*  refido.  It  U 
well  for  the  hoathan  to  aea  flhrutiani  at  anab  times.  And  whon  the 
neighboara  gather  to  aeo  a  Chrutino  die,  or  join  tha  ChriaUon  bnod 
in  aQbrniaaiva  grief  around  the  grave,  and  bear  of  Uie  roaurrootion  and 
the  life ;  or  when  tbo;  aaaomble  to  witneaa  n  Chrlation  marriage  witli 
ita  broad  roquirciDcnta  and  aublimo  funnulos,  the  light  of  Obria- 
tinnity  boanu  through  tbo  ihadan  of  hoatlion  night,  and  for  the  timo 
"  tlie  diirknoM  in  pnst  and  tho  triio  light  aliinoth," 

Etaliniei  of  tkt  CAktcJIm.— Tlirce  Obristion  marriogoa  Iuto  boon 
celclirntod  in  tbii  coramnnlty  In  tlio  year  undor  ra*iaw,  and  nino 
funerals  have  boon  attondcil,  fonr  of  men  who  wore  oommunioanti 
nnd  Are  of  baptiied  oUildren.  It  waa  not  a  year  of  ingntlior- 
ing.  But  we  wore  allowed  to  recoifo  eight  to  sliureb  memheriliip  on 
proroBiiou  of  llieii  faith.  Four  of  thcao  wora  from  tho  baptixod 
ehildrcn.  Eleven  children  wore  baptiied,  and  fire  other  baptiacd 
ehildron  come  with  their  parents  from  otiier  churchoa.  For  other 
items  of  ohuroh  stntix^cs  1  may  refer  to  tho  statiaFJeal  toble. 

/ttntntcy.— Tlioro  is  much  indnooment  for  ua  to  go  to  "  the  rcgiona 
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of  Mate  dltliootloiif .  ThoM  no  moro  inquiren  ^  now  tnong  the 
women  ihiui  among  tho  raen»  loading  as  to  hopo  thai  tho  inequality 
of  tho  00X00  now  soon  in  tho  roUo  of  ohurch-momborahip  may 
bo  modified.  At  lanriM  I  get  an  andienoe  at  lomo  rillago  two 
or  foar  mileo  away,  using  for  a  nnolous  the  oompany  that  may 
always  bo  found  seated  amnnd  tho  fire  by  tho  Tillage  gato,  of  a 
eold  morning. 

Ytmaefdar  ChrMan  5cJkoo2r.— Thero  are  two  elassos  of  scholars 
in  our  Tomacolar  schools,  tIs.,  the  children  who  eome  by  day,  and 
those  yonng  men  who  are  at  work  through  tho  day  but  eome  and 
study  in  the  ercning.    In  some  places  there  are  scTcral  of  this*olas8, 
and  though  Uicy  are  irregular  and  moke  butj^slow  progress,  and  in 
many  eases  will  never  accomplish  more  than  to  learn  to  road,  I 
encoumgo  thero  to  porsoToro.    Most  of  the  schools  are  small.    Tho 
Oliristian  chihiron  are  few  at  the  most  favorable  centres,  and  the  otherB 
who  attend  are  Irregular  with  a  few  exceptions.    The  attendance  in 
all  my  schools  including  tho  more  regular  of  tho  night  soholars  has 
been  (i7  l>oys  and  10  girls,  enough  for  only  two  or  throe  good  schools 
instead  of  ton.    Uut  they  are  scattered  over  a  didtrict  27  miles  in 
diameter,  and  tho  teachers  have  other  duties  beside  teaching,  being 
to  some  extent  tho  religious  teachers  of  those  around  them,  haying 
prayers  at  which  somo  attend  and  conducting  religious  services  on 
the  Sabbath.    Three  of  tho  schools  aro  in  a  satisfactory  condition, 
and  two  others  give  promise  of  soon  becoming  so.    Thirteen  day 
scliolnrs  have  attended  tho  school  at  Karazgaw,  have  studied  witli 
great  enthusiasm,  and  made  excellent  progress.    One  of  them,  who 
stands  second  in  tho  merit  list,  is  the  son  of  a  poor  widow  residing 
in  a  neighbouring  village,  who  is  able  at  best  to  give  him  only  the 
poorest  food,  and  often  he  had  nothing  to  oat  tho  whole  day.    lie 
made  no  complniuts,  and  for  a  time  tho  teacher  did  not  know  that 
his  countenance  was  sad  because  ho  vras  fasting.    But  at  last  ho 
found  it  out,  and  then  out  of  his  own  pittance  of  five  rupees  a  month  ho 
gave  the  poor  boy  many  a  moal.    Tlioro  is  a  school  at  K.  to  which  the 
lower  castes  aro  not  admitted,  but  for  a  fortnight  when  their  tcaclior 
was  away  tho  boys  attended  tho  Christian  school.    Thoy  had  to  sit 
under  the  treCii  as  best  thoy  could,  for  tho  school  room  is  only  Inrgo 
enougli  to  acconnnoduto  a  half  dozen  more  than  tito  usual  scholars. 
Tho  teacher  who  has  progressed  in  Arithmetic  no  farthur  than  Frac- 
ttonn,  thinks  ho  could  have  retained   tlicni   as  pcnnanont   hiul   hin 
knowlodgu  of  Aritlnnotlc  been  sudiciont  to  sustain  bin  prestige    lie 
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Ik  thorough,  trat  lome  of  th«  Tinft(^  baj*  had  goiw  hiQt»  than  be. 
At  prOMmt  another  teacher,  more  adnuiecd,  has  taken  hU  place,  and 
ho  ha<  gone  to  the  eatecblata'  lohool  at  Abmednnggar  to  ponoa  the 
■tadio*  in  which  he  !•  doBcient. 

The  Mhool  at  Dodgaif  baa  hod  an  attandaneo  of  eleren  or  twelre 
ro^Iar  daj  toholara.  of  whom  half  are  girla.  Ura.  F.'e  mAhmI  at 
Wodale  haa  contained  u  heretoforo  ohildren  from  Pinpalgaw, 
Dariiimpnr,  and  KhnrawaQdi,  which  are  two  and  two  and  ahalf  miloa 
dutAut,  The  attendnnoe  of  thirtoen  boja  and  ten  girli  baa  been 
regular,  and  their  progroaa  Torj  aatiafoctoTj.  Borne  ehildroa  of  the 
highw  oaatca  attended  tho  achool  at  Khoapuri  for  the  hut  month  af 
tho  joar,  and  aa  there  in  no  other  ishool  there  thoj  naj  attend 
pcrmanontl;  ns  thoj  aay  thej  wItL 

Fire  of  tko  moat  adTanood  aeholars  from  thoio  achooli  loft  them 
at  tho  close  of  tho  joar  to  purine  their  itadies  at  the  eatcehlita' 
school  in  Ahmcdnuggnr.  Tho  moaoa  for  thta  woro  provided  in  the 
coao  of  one  by  tbo  dunntlon  of  a  Ghriatian  gontloman,  and  of  ttiooUiora 
hj  thnt  of  a  Hindu  gontlomnn,  wiioao  mnni&oonce  will  onnblo  tlioao 
nndflCTOirilothDrfl  topurauo  tlioir  iluilios  thare  for  tlio  next  two  joom. 

Sg*lemalie  Jieiteficenee. — The  dutj  of  giving  ijHtc mat! cully  was 
mndo  prominent  tho  past  yoar,  nnd  a  plan  was  carried  out,  wltli 
nomo  fiiilurci  on  tho  part  of  tho  coltootora,  of  calling  on  each  com- 
municant over  J  month  for  aubscriptions  to  tliroo  objccta,  f  ii.,  tlie 
r  Homo  Mlasiongry  Snciotyi   find  CImrcli  Suatonlnition. 
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ftwiaaiilly.  Tlie  people  fay,  "WbAlyoa  toll  miiTorj  good,  and  wa 
would  reoelfe  il  and  praoIlM  it,  but  yon  go  away,  and  before  you 
oone  again  we  hare  forgotten  what  yoa  tanght**  This  If  to  be 
liunentod,  but  for  the  proiont  there  ia  no  help  for  it. 

Paaton  for  tk§  CHareAet.— I  feel  that  it  ia  undeairable  that  a 
Miaeionary  ahould  hafe  the  paatoral  oare  of  ehurchee,  and  hope  for 
tlie  time  when  I  ahall  be  rolioTed  of  sueh  doty.  Two  of  my  aaaiHtanta 
liaTO  been  approTod  and  lioonaed  as  prciichcra  of  the  goitpol,  and  are 
cwnrtidorcd  fit  to  becomo  paatora  of  churdiea.  One  of  them,  Mr. 
liukiiliman  SolaTo,  was  lioonaed  in  NoTombor.  lie  then  finialied  the 
throo  yoara'  oounto  of  atudy  that  he  and  hia  claMs  had  puraued 
noeording  to  the  diroetion  of  the  MiiMion,  and  piuaod  a  aatinfootory 
nxaroination  on  hia  atudioa  aa  woll  oa  on  liia  CliriHtian  ezpcrionoo  and 
hill  motivea  in  aaking  to  be  set  apart  for  the  miniatry  of  the  word.  , 
I  hope  tlio  hirger  of  tlioae  churchoa  may  aoon  become  ready  to  aak 
iia  to  ordain  poMtora  OTcr  thom.  But  in  a  matter  of  audi  importance 
it  ia  bcMt  to  wait  till  the  way  ia  prepared  in  God*a  proTidcnco.  The 
church  ahould  be  ready  for  entering  inte  auch  a  relation  oa  well  aa 
the  man  who  ia  to  be  placed  over  it,  and  ahould  not  only  eamoMtly 
donire  to  have  him  bocome  ita  paittor  but  alao  be  ready  to  undertake 
at  leaat  a  part  of  hia  aupport.

RbPORT  of  THB   SoUTOBItN    AND    SoUTII-WesTBRX  DxITRICT8; 

Serooh  andKoloaum  Stations. 

(floroor  U  thirty-two  miles  South- West  and  Kul^^um  is  twonty-foiir  miles 
South  fh>m  Ahmcdnii};);ur»  Tlioy  are  both  in  tlio  Soroor  Tnlooka.  Tlit 
Sontlftm,  Soutli-Wofltorn,  nnd  Westorn  Districts  of  the  Mission  flold  in* 
dudo  tho  Seroorand  Piirnor  Talookas,  which  onibnico  an  aroa  of  14G0  square 
miles,  and  eimtain  a  ]N)pu1iition  of  about  133,000  souls.  Tliose  districts  also 
extend  into  the  aJJoining  Tulookas.] 

The  aouthcm  and  aouth-wcHtem  diatricta  with  the  natire  holpcra 
employed  in  them  have  continued  under  my  care  tho  poAt  year, 
though  my  labora  have  been  chiefly  in  connection  with  tho  achool  for 
catochirita  at  Ahmodnuggur.  But  though  I  have  been  able  to  apond 
little  time  in  tlic^o  districts,  tho  Lord  hoa  carried  on  liia  work  by  hia 
own  inatrumcntalitica,  and  aovon  persona  have  boon  added  to  the 
oiiurchoH  within  tho  year.  If  a  mlBsionary  eould  resido  in  thcae 
diHtrictx  iind  devote  Iuh  whole  time  to  the  work  here,  I  bcHove  there 
are  ihany  villagoa  in  which  tiiere  would  aoon  be  men  professing  Christ. 
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In  the  Iftttor  part  of  tha  jtna  ilckneM  in  mj  hmilj  mada  it 
noocMory  to  ttike  them  to  Bombnj.  Dut  looTing  Uioin  Uicro,  I  waa 
able  to  return  and  vpcnd  the  month  of  Uccember  on  a  tour  through 
thcue  districts.  In  two  pluoei  whcro  I  spent  &  Snliljntli,  persons 
wers  roocivcd  to  the  church.  Ollicra  declared  tlicit  full  belief  in  tho 
truths  of  ChristiiinitJ,  OTen  in  the  prcaenco  of  thclf  own  people.  They 
encourngod  thoao  who  were  about  to  bo  bnptiicd,  tcllin;;  tlicm  tliiit 
they  woro  embruoins  tho  only  wny  of  aalTntion ;  but  some  difficulty 
eiiitcd  in  tlicir  own  minds  which  kept  tlicm  bnak  from  nn  open 
prorcHNion  of  Christ.  Yet  I  haro  hope  of  several  thut  Uioy  wi!i  eioon 
1)0  rciidy  to  givo  up  all  for  Ms  miko. 

Tlio  drought  and  high  price  of  grnln  prcps  bcnvtiy  upon  tliiH 
people.  In  Hume  places  t^cy  iccmed  in  n  mcosuro  liumbleJby  tho 
visitation,  and  were  ready  to  admit  that  tho  hnnd  of  Ood  was  in  it 
elinHtisiog  tlicm  for  thoir  sins,  especially  idolatry.  In  other  places 
their  hcorts  wore  hardened. 

7'he  ckiavh  at  K-lgawn,  which  numbered  fifteen  at  tho  bcginoing 
of  tho  year,  has  received  throe  now  communicants,  and  has  dirniiiwed 
000  to  nnath or  church,  It  now  has  seventeen.  Three  children  bare 
Leon  baptiicd,  ono  hns  died,  and  ono  hns  been  received  to  tlic  church 
onprofossion,  leaving  tho  present  number  BCTcnlcen.  With  one  ex* 
oeptiOD  tlie  members  of  tlio  church  have  niuintalQcd  a  consistent 
Oliristinn  walk  during  tho  ycnr. 

Of  tlioso  added  to  tbo  church  ono  was  nn  ngod  woman  nt  Kol- 
gaum,  the  mother  of  a  Christian  who  died  thorn  several  ycsrs 
ago.  Iln  was  Iicr  only  son.  and  it  was  perh.tps  her  lovo  for 
him  tlint  first  led  her  to  lovo  Uio  Saviour  whom  ho  loved,  and 
in  who»o  faith  he    died.    A  second  was  A  lad  in  schocl,  tlio  son 
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Al  one  Hme  It  nnmborod  m  high  as  twofiij*!!? e.  iiieliiding 
some  joting  men  who  wore  f  tndying  in  tho  CToning.  This  was 
whilo  llio  worknon  on  tho  rood  wore  hiboring  in  tho  Tioinity  of 
Kolgaum.  Al  another  timo,  when  thejr  woro  sent  to  a  dletanoo,  it 
was  hard  to  gather  a  doscn  ohildren,  as  many  of  the  workmen 
belonging  at  Kolgaum  toolc  thoir  families  with  them* 

BiUc  dUiributian.'^ThiB  work  was  in  progress  at  the  oponing  of  tho 
jear,  and  some  aeoonnt  of  its  sueeess  was  given  in  tho  bst  Report 
It  is  too  early  yet  to  speak  of  tho  results  of  such  a  work.  We  have 
ovidonee  that  in  some  plooes  the  Bible  given  has  boon  read,  and 
sometimes  rood  in  the  hearing  of  other  Tiilagors.  But  my  impression 
IS  tliat  in  many  instances  it  has  been  laid  aside,  or  if  read  occasion- 
ally it  has  been  with  little  understanding  of  its  import,  and  little 
interest  in  it.  There  b  no  taste  for  such  reading,  and  the  Bible  to 
lx>  read  with  profit  requires  thought  and  reflection.  I  believe  that 
select  portions  of  Scripture  presenting  tho  truths  of  morality  and 
Obrintianlty,  with  extracts  from  tlio  historical  and  prophetical  books, 
making  a  volume  not  more  tlion  half  as  large  as  the  present  Marathi 
Testament,  would  be  read  more  and  do  more  good  than  the  whole 
Bible  given  to  these  villagers.  I  would  not  by  any  means  discour- 
age the  distribution  of  tho  Bible  to  those  who  are  ready  to  receive, 
and  will  read  it.  I  have  hope  that  many  copies  of  tho  New  Testa- 
ment purchased  by  boys  in  the  Government  Bchoois  will  be  read, 
and  be  the  moans  of  leading  thom  to  a  knowledge  of  tlio  truth.'  But 
tliese  silent  evangelists  need  to  bo  followed  by  the  earnest  efforts 
and  prayers  of  tlie  Missionary  and  catcchist,  to  explain  and  enforce 
the  truths  which  are  road.  Then  may  we  look  for  grout  rcnults 
**when  tlio  times  of  refreshing  shall  come  from  the  presence  of 
the  Lord.'*

Report  q^he  Church  at  Seroor, 

[Tnmtlatod  from  tho  Marathi  proporod  by  tho  Pastor.] 

At  the  commencement  of  1802  there  woro  twenty-seven  members 
in  this  church,  aud  lour  have  been  added  during  tho  year.  One 
wuuian  tho  Lord  has  taken  to  himself,  leaving  thirty  in  tho  church 
at  tho  close  of  the  year.  Kight  children  have  been  baptised  and  ono 
has  died.    The  present  number  is  thirty -six.     1  rejoice  and  praiso 
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Ood  thit  ill  tbo  Bwnben  of  the  Amdi  hare  mlataiiMd  their 

OhristiBD  ibuultng,  ud  Out  tbore  hu  boea  m  mil  for  the  exeidM 
of  diadpUno  within  the  jear  Jiut  olowd. 

The  thirty  mombora  of  tlila  ehnreh  bolong  to  nineteen  different 
fMoiliof,  knd  thoM  two  residing  In  ■onm  different  pleeoe.  ^Riroe 
heode  oTtkinilioi  nro  omplojed  u  oittoolutti  in  eonncetion  with  other 
HiMiena.  Fire  oro  nktWe  holpem  in  eonueeUon  with  thU  Misuoo, 
and  the  othurs  obtain  thoir  lapport  bjMimo  kind  of  lOrTieo  with 
Eoropeoni,  or  working  u  da;  laborers. 

Fenonal  Men.—l  haro  hcM  throe  rognlor  pnoehinf  Mrrtcee 
duriag  the  week,  two  on  the  Sabbath  and  one  on  Fridaj,  At  the 
Subballi  ercning  lerrioo  and  on  Fridaj  tliore  ore  prownt  general]/ 
onlj  tho  ChriRtion  fnmilioa  and  Kholars  of  the  lehool.  The  number 
Tarioa  from  ten  to  twon^-Svo.  Sabbath  mornings  there  ore  mora, 
Hmo  of  the  Uahars  Attend.  Somo  of  the  Earopean  residents  allow 
their  Honrants  to  eomo>  ^ese  with  inmates  of  tlio  poor  boose  and 
Chrislians  moke  a  eongregotion  numbering  thim  twontj  ta  Eftj. 
Detwcen  tho  morning  and  orcnlng  sarriees  on  the  Sabbath  I  hare  n 
Bible  closB,  which  tho  diildron  of  tho  school  and  some  men  and 
women  of  tho  ohuroh  attend.  A  chopter  of  tho  Diblo  la  read,  and 
tho  class  are  questioned  upon  the  principal  subjects  contained  In 
tlio  chapter.  Wo  have  thus  been  through  tlie  book  of  Genesis,  and 
linTo  now  taken  tho  let  book  of  Samuel.  Some  of  tho  elesa  oommit 
i  of  Scripturo  nnil  recite  tbcm.    I  abo  question 
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UmM  Mid  or  gl?mi  ioi  them,  but  moro  often  lonl.  and  when  returned 
I  queetlon  tliom  m  to  what  the  book  oontAins,  and  If  tliej  aniiwer 
well  lend  them  another  book  to  rood.  Thus  CliriMt  is  preoobed  among 
the  ohUdron. 

There  is  a  "  Poor-house**  here  bi  whieh  a  few  helpless  paupers  are 
supported.  The  means  are  mostly  obtained  from  the  European  offi- 
eers  residing  here.  Some  other  one  occasionallj  eontributes.  But  the 
eoUeeting  and  distributing  of  the  alms  and  alm>  instructing  those  poor 
requires  attention.  One  of  the  four  rccentlj  received  to  the  church 
was  from  those  paupers*  and  others  are  desirous  of  being  received. 

Preaching  to  the  heathen. — Vfo  haTC  no  public  place  in  the  basar  at 
present  where  I  go  stated!  j  to  preach  to  the  people,  and  I  have  not 
found  any  great  adrantago  from  having  such  places.  I  go  to  the 
shop  of  some  acquaintance  and  commence  conversation  with  those 
present,  and  though  no  great  concourse  is  brought  together,  as  in 
largo  cities  where  strangers  are  always  passing,  yet  a  few  are  found 
who  listen  quietly.  So  also  I  have  frequent  conversations  on  relig- 
ious subjects  witli  the  Ilrabman  clerks,  and  I  have  found  much  greater 
readiness  to  listen  kindly  and  reKpcctfuily  than  formerly.  There  are 
several  villagcn  and  wadU  within  a  mile  or  two  of  Seroor,  but  I  am 
sorry  to  say  within  tho  past  few  months  I  have  not  been  able  to 
vif«it  them. 

During  the  first  two  months  of  tlie  year  I  was  on  a  tour  for  the 
distribution  and  siilo  of  Bibles  and  TcstamcntH.  A  few  were  sold 
and  a  considrriiblo  number  giveu  to  Patils  and  other  villiigo 
lutlioritics.  Besides  this  I  have  been  out  in  the  villages  a  month 
or  six  weeks  in  the  course  of  the  year.  On  one  occasion  I  was  sum- 
moned as  a  witness,  and  was  required  to  go  as  far  as  Karzat  and 
Jaraklicd,  forty  or  fifty  miles  distant.  I  was  eight  days  at  tho  latter 
place,  and  people  were  daily  coming  to  me,  and  listened  attentively. 
They  ali<o  expressed  the  wish  that  some  one  might  ofuii  come  and 
preach  to  tlicro.  I  think  it  very  desirable  that  kouiu  catechint 
should  be  statiuncd  in  such  a  large  place. 

Tho  contributionM  of  tlio  church  for  tho  spread  of  the  Gospel  and 
support  of  their  PaHtor  have  been  loss  than  usual  tho  past  year, 
owing  to  tho  drought  and  consequent  dearncss  of  grain,  yet  some  have 
continued  to  give.  And  I  ti»k  all  Christian  brethren  to  unite  with 
mo  in  prayer,  that  Uod  would  give  his  people  moro  seal  in  this  and 
in  every  good  work.

When  ftt  the  station  wo  hare  luually  hud  preaching  at  both  ohapols 
in  tlio  city  twice  on  the  Babbath,  and  preaching  or  dinoiugloai  oteodi 
ehBi>ol  once  noarlj  OTorjr  daj  in  the  week.  The  esetcinca  in  one  of 
the  cbapeli  bare  been  eonduotod  bjQer.  It.  V.  Modok,  anatire  Paator. 
The  altoudunco  on  tlia  preaohing  has  varied  Mniowliat  oa  ithoaln 
rormer  jears,  bnt  on  the  whole  it  hiutlxwn  greater  tlian  it  waaln  IMl. 
Two  individuals  liave  been  received  to  the  cliuroh  duriog  the  toot, 
one,  the  wife  of  one  of  the  Catechigts,  on  profesiiion  of  her  faith,  the 
other,  the  uehool  tcoehcr,  by  letter  from  the  Kolgew  church.  The 
(>on  of  n  Cutecliiijt  hero,  who  in  tcmporarilj  roflJing  at  Ahmcdngggur 
to  pursue  hiti  iitudio«,  hns  united  witli  tlio  church  there  on  prorcsBion 
of  Ilia  fiiith.  The  Satara  church  now  numbers  ten.  Tliere  are  also 
sumo  moinbcrBcf  other  churches  temporarily  resiiiing  hero.  The 
greatest  number  ofconimunicants  that  have  at  any  one  time  partakes 
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Dnrbig  the  two  monthfl  of  the  hot  loawm  that  Iwu  tb«ro»Ibftda 
eongregatioD  of  about  illtj  to  hoar  mo  on  tho  Sabbath.  On  Satur- 
days I  also  proaohod  to  a  oompan j  of  about  sixt j  poor  pooplo.  I 
oocasionall J  Tisitod  somo  of  tho  small  Tillages  in  Uiat  Tioinity. 

BoT.  B.  v.  Modak,  Pastor  of  tho  Oharch  at  Bombaj,  hating  ox- 
changed  for  a  timo  with  Rot.  nori  namchnndcr,  has  been  laboring 
horo  al  Satara  tho  greater  part  of  tho  past  jcar,  returning  to  Bombaj 
onlj  about  six  weeks  sineo.  no  has  been  faithful  and  untiring  in 
his  hibors  for  tho  good  of  this  pooplo.  lie  has  oxortod  a  wide  and 
most  happj  influeneo,  espociallj  OTor  tho  joung  and  more  educated 
part  of  Uio  oommunit  J.  I  trust  we  shall  yet  boo  still  more  fruit  of  liis 
labors  hero.  There  haTO  been  three  Oatochists  laboring  hero  tho 
past  year.  Their  worlc  has  boon  to  gather  a  small  oompany  of  hear- 
ers hero  in  tho  city  or  in  tho  neighbouring  Tillages,  wherever  they 
oould  ooUoot  a  small  oompany,  read  to  them  from  tho  Bible  or  from 
Christian  traots,  and  tallc  with  them  in  regard  to  what  they  read. 
In  this  way  they  are  ablo  to  oouToy  much  Christian  truth  to  the 
people.  They  also  spend  much  of  their  time  ingoing  out  on  longer 
tours,  either  with  tlio  Missionarica  or  by  tiicmsoWos.  They  some- 
times take  with  them  tracts  and  Bibles  to  sell  or  giYO  away. 
About  a  month  since  one  of  these  Cateoliists  exchanged  places  with 
a  young  Catcchist  from  Ahmednuggur. 

Tho  first  part  of  tlic  year,  before  Mr.  Wood  loft,  tho  Missionaries 
spent  much  timo  on  preaching  tours.  About  two  hundred  villages 
liave  been  viHitcd  during  tlio  year  by  the  MiMsionarics  and  the  Cato- 
chitfts.  Somo  of  them  wo  have  visited  several  times.  Wo  have  ready 
access  everywhere  to  the  people,  and  usually  wo  have  good  congrega- 
tions to  hear  us,  varying,  according  to  tho  size  of  tho  villages,  from 
twenty-five  to  two  or  three  hundred.  In  many  places  wo  find  tlioso 
who  are  bitterly  oppodcd  to  Christianity,  but  generally  they  havo 
but  very  little  to  say  against  it,  and  sometimes  they  poem  to  receive 
the  truth  with  joy.  In  many  places  wc  see  a  change  in  the  way  we 
are  received  after  repeatedly  visiting  a  village.  In  some  it  is  very 
marked,  especially  wlicro  at  first  they  seem  to  bo  greatly  prejudiced 
against  us  and  tho  message  we  bring.  They  soon  begin  to  look  upon 
us  as  friends,  and  then  to  look  upon  tlio  truth  in  a  more  favourable 
light.  It  is  very  seldom  that  the  women  will  come  to  hear  the  Mis- 
sionary, but  the  Missionary's  wife  usually  finds  ready  access  to  thcni. 
Although  there  are  many  things  di^icoui'a^uig,  yet  wo  boo  somo  things 
in  nearly  every  villugo  to  cucourugc  ua.

From  among  UiMO 
thoro  ba*o  boon  foor  or  firo,  who  daring  tho  put  two  montha  for 
HTeral  wooka  camo  erot;  onning,  and  spent  two  hoon  with  ma 
in  itudji.ig  Uio  Biblo,  li«ton[ng  to  raligioni  bitruotion,  uid  engag- 
ing in  prajer  in  which  thej  all  took  a  part  Tba;  profosi  to  bo 
fullj  conTinood  of  the  trnth  of  Ohriitionitj,  and  to  lian  no  liopo 
of  aal*iitionezaopt through  faith  in  JcsasChriit.  Tho j MWra noU j 
nnd  trnlj  to  love  tho  trath,  but  thoj  laj  that  thoj  date  not  como 
outandprofoH  Ohriat  boforo  men.  They  huTO  not  moral  ooan^ 
towithatand  tho  bitter  ponoontion  that  thoj  irill  hare  to  ondaro 
if  tliej  profoH  Ohristionit;,  Thej  hopo  to  come  out  ataomafuturo 
timo,  but  aro  not  quito  ready  yet,  Aa  soon  a*  it  waa  known  tliot 
tlioy  WON  coming  regularly  to  mo  for  roligioua  inatmction,  and  tliot 
Ihoy  woro  nof;Icctiiig  Eomo  of  their  heatlicn  caatoms,  thoy  began  at 
onco  to  Huffor  persecution.  I  four  that  tliia  waa  more  than  tlioy 
woro  able  to  bear.    If  they  did  not  ilenp  Christ  before  men,  I  fuar 
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•dflMd  bj  Um  Doctor  to  Uko  him  to  the  Doocan  for  aobonfo,io  In 
aooordonoo  with  tho  amuagomoni  of  tho  Mitslon  I  oiohaoged  plaoos 
with  UoT.  Ilarl  Baniohondcr  for  ono  year. 

AVoleft  Bombay  on  tho  14  th  of  NoTombor  1801,  and  hating 
lemained  at  Satara  twdro  full  months,  retnmed  to  Bonkbaj  on  the 
2SthofNoTomber  1802.  Owing  toficknoBf  Inmj  familj,  abeonoe 
from  Bombay  tho  latter  part  of  tho  year,  and  other  reasons,  I  did  not 
write  a  report  of  my  labors  for  1801,  but  they  were  reported  by  Ber. 
Mr.  Harding. 

My  boy  who  was  siek  when  wo  left  Bombay,  became  worse  by  the 
way,  and  Uie  whole  family  having  taken  oold  on  the  journey  fell  siek 
on  our  arriviU  at  Satara.  In  about  a  month  we  all  recovered,  and 
during  tho  remaining  oloTen  months  of  our  rcsidcnoe  in  tiatara  we 
were  kept  from  sickness,  and  in  many  respects  Improved  in  heoltli, 
fur  whicli  I  am  grateful  to  Qod. 

Witliin  two  or  tliroe  days  after  our  arrival  both  of  the  Missionaries 

at  Satara  wont  out  Into  the  diMtricts  on  proocliing  tours,  and  wore 

nWcnt  four  months,  only  occasionally  oomtng  In  during  tho  time. 

After  their  return  in  March,  llov.  Mr.  Doiin  and  family  wont  to 

MahabiilcMhwur  and  Itov.  Mr.  Wood  loft  for  America.  Ilov.  Mr.  Dean 

on  his  return  remained  at  Satara  during  tho  rainy  season,  and  then, 

in  tlio  month  of  October,  went  to  Alimcdnuggur  to  attend  the  annual 

Mission  meeting,  so  that  for  about  seven  roontlis  of  tho  year  the 

work  of  the  station  fell  upon  me.    Being  unwell  tlio  first  month  I 

only  preached  twice  on  the  Sabbath,  conversed  with  those  who  came 

to  ray  house,  and  did  such  necessary  work,  but  after  my  recovery 

my  work  was  more  regular.    When  both  Missionaries  were  at  the 

station  I  alternated  with  them  in  preaching  on  tlie  Sabbath  and  in 

conducting  the  Monday  meeting  for  the  church.    Wlicn  one  or  both 

were  absent,  I  conducted  tho  services  of  the  Sabbath  at  one  of  tho 

preaching  places,  and  when  both  were  abstout  took  charge  of  the 

Monday  meetings.    Saturdays  I  preached  to  about  sixty  poor  people, 

and  distributed  funds  collected  lor  them  in  charity.    The  remaining 

four  days  in  the  week  I  preached  and  conversed  with  companies  of 

heatlieu  collected  In  one  of  the  preaching  places  in  the  city,  some* 

times  on  one  of  those  days  I  wont  to  the  Sudder  J)a/.ar  to  preach  to 

the  Mahars,  so  that  every  day  I  was  accustomed  to  give  rcli;;ious 

iustruction  in  fioino  place.    The  attendance  was  from  ten  to  forty 

generally,  but  somotinies  from  sixty  to  seventy  were  pre^«cnt.   Often  tho 

time  was  much  taken  up  with  uc^uicss  discui>sioas,  but  on  very  many 
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ooomiloiui  the  paoiile  Uatenod  Attontlfol j,  And  the  oonir ematkm  wm 
oarriod  on  ia  a  Tory  proper  manner.  Manj  aoknowlodj^  thai  I 
preached  the  tmth»  bnt  laid ;  **  we  cannot  live  in  accordance  with  it.** 
As  I  was  a  new  comer  man  j  of  the  different  classes  of  people  came 
to  hear  me  preach,  thinking  they  must  see  me,  and  for  once  at  least 
haTOConrersation  with  me.  People  from  neighbouring  yiUages,  who 
eame  into  the  oitjr  on  business,  also  came  to  hear  me.  Mj  honso 
was  situated  at  one  eztromitj  of  the  eitj  on  the  great  rood  to  the 
camp.  This  road  was  a  great  tlioroughfaro,  for  many  woro  passing 
to  and  from  the  Qovommont  olBocs,  and  this  was  the  road  to  Mahuli, 
where  hundreds  daily  went  to  bathe  in  tlio  Krislma  river.  If  my 
houM)  had  boon  in  tlio  heart  of  Uic  city  it  would  not  hare  been  more 
favorably  situated  for  receiving  oollcrs.  In  some  respects  the  situa- 
tion was  even  better,  for  thoso  who  wore  afraid  to  be  Meen  entering 
my  liouso  could  watcli  their  opportunity,  slip  in  unobserved,  and 
Hit  witiiout  fear  of  being  disturbed. 

Tlicro  wore  but  a  very  few  days  in  which  no  one  came  to  converse 
witli  mo.  Companies  of  clerks,  students,  merohants,  and  of  many 
other  classes  were  acoustomed  to  oomo  and  converse  with  mo  from 
half  an  hour  to  threo  full  hours  at  a  time.  Of  these  eight  persons 
became  desirous  of  understanding  tlie  Christian  scriptures.  I  com- 
menced a  Bible  class  for  them.  I  was  also  accustomed  to  walk  with 
them,  and  have  long  talks  in  regard  to  many  of  the  doctrines  of  the 
llible.  In  this  way  threo  or  four  of  these  young  men  became  fully 
convinced  of  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and  three  have  acknowledged 
it  to  be  their  duty  to  become  Christians,  but  say  that  as  yet  they 
lack  courage.  One  of  these  was  at  first  an  atheint.  I  laI>ored  long 
with  bim.  At  last  to  my  great  joy  he  became  a  believer,  and  com- 
menced reading  the  Bible  with  delight. 

During  the  rainy  season  the  Catcchiats  remained  ot  the  station,  and 
for  tlioHC  four  montlis  I  taught  thom  in  theology,  and  also  assisted 
them  in  other  studies  when  they  desired  my  help. 

I  was  not  the  Pastor  of  the  church,  yet  I  performed  pastoral  duties. 
I  baptized  one  woman — Qajabai— a  member  of  a  Christian  family, 
who  attended  my  prcacliiug  on  the  Sabbath.  She  had  for  two  years 
been  asking  to  be  received  into  the  church. 

The  detachment  of  European  soldiers  at  Satara  were  very  much 
addicted  to  drink,  and  consequently  annoyed  people  exceedingly  by 
their  vicious  conduct.  By  conversing  with  thoHO  who  passed  my 
door  and  by  going  to  their  barracks  I  became  acquainted  with  somo 
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oftliem,iBdbydiowiiigttiamUioa?iIsof  iniomperiBM  Iwoof  them 
Bot  only  gafa  up  iatosiofUing  drinki,  bol  eaaio  r^gularljto  fiii^j 
the  leripturog  with  mo.  In  a  short  time  throe  othen  Joined  the 
ehiii,  BoT.  Mr*  Doen  Appointed  a  woekl  j  meeUng  for  proaohiog  to 
them,  bnt  thej  eoon  oeasod  to  eome  to  ni.  Howerer  I  wai  greatly 
rcjoiood  to  eeo  that  thej  had  lomowhal  improTod.  I  thank  God  for 
all  thceo  opportnoitiee,  whioh  he  haa  gifon  me  to  aorTe  him. 

Not  knowing  where  wo  ahonld  bo  tho  eoming  year,  we  deiired  to 
go  iHierofor  God  in  hie  profidonoo  ehonld  direct.  From  time  to  time 
I  reoeirod  letten  from  my  church  in  Bombay,  urgently  requesting 
me  to  rotum  at  onco  to  my  pastoral  labors  over  them.  And  after- 
wards tlio  Missionaries  decided  tlmt  I  should  return  to  my  labors  in 
Ilonibay.  AVe  rotum  with  Joy  totlib  our  former  field  of  bbor,  belieying 
thb  to  bo  tho  will  of  God.  Tho  report  of  the  Bombay  church  will 
be  made  by  those  who  bbored  here  the  post  year.

In  girhigABoUier  Minaal  report  of  thta  st&tion,  wo  would  fint  of 
an  render  hoarifelt  thanks  to  Qod  for  the  privilege  of  eonUnaing 
another  year  in  thb  hloaeed  work.  However  thoiie  for  whom  wo 
labor  maj  regard  it*  whatever  opinions  the  men  of  the  world  maj 
hold,  or  however  eoldljr  and  faitblessi j  some  of  Qod*8  people  may  look 
upon  the  Missionary  enterprise,  we  are  well  assured  tliat  in  the 
clearer  light  of  eternity,  there  will  be  but  one  opinion  as  to 
the  importaneo  of  the  work,  and  it  will  then  be  seen  that  ho 
who  has  borne  the  nearest  relations  to  it,  has  enjoyed  the  greatest 
privilege* 

Our  labors  in  Bombay  differ  not  essentially  one  year  from  another, 
1  hero  in  the  same  daily  watching  for  soulf,  the  following  np  of  good 
impressions,  the  attendance  on  the  stated  and  ocoa«ional  meetings  of 
the  church,  preaching  to  the  heathen  often  to  largo  audiences,  or 
Mpeiiking  with  a  few  casually  met  with,  or  conversing  more  familiarly 
witli  thoHO  who  for  various  reasons  call  at  the  Mission  house ;  distrio 
bution  of  tracts  and  books,  occasional  correspondence,  both  in  tho 
English  and  vernacular,  with  those  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to 
moot  tho  Missionary  personally,  and  attending  to  tho  various  secular 
duties,  connected  with  this  and  other  ^tationn  of  our  Mission.  These 
and  similar  labors  have  occupied  our  time  during  tho  post  year. 

Preaching  has  been  regularly  maintained  several  days  of  the  week 
in  front  of  tho  chapel  and  at  Dyculla,  and  occoflionally  at  other 
places.  We  do  not  see  so  great  results  from  this  kind  of  labor  as 
we  could  wish  ;  yet  the  result<i  are  quite  sufficient  to  encourage  us 
to  persevere.  It  brings  us  into  immediate  contact  with  the  common 
people,  and  is  perhaps  the  most  direct  way  and  often  tho  only  way  of 
making  known  Christ  to  them.  Ono  person  became  a  regular 
attendant  on  our  Sabbath  services  last  year,  wholly  through  tho 
influence  of  our  wayside  preaching,  and  many  fiicts  have  come  to 
our  knowlcdgo  affording  abundant  evidence  that  tho  truth  thus  spoken 
IS  having  un  effect  od  large  numbers  in  tho  community.    It  stimulates 
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inqiili/,  promotM  dbeoislon  among  iho  peopio  th«m«dT«ft  sad  not 
imfVeqaentlj  brings  them  to  iho  sioflj  of  the  Biblo. 

Wo  ha?o  had  a  yernaoular  tohoo!  at  Byoulla  daring  moot  of  tho  yoar, 
•bout  twenty  hoailionohildronlifing  not  far  from  tho  Miision  houto 
ba?e  attottdod. 

Tho  native  oharoh  has  not  natcriallj  ohanged  sinoo  oar  last 
report  No  mombor  has  boon  romofed  by  death,  and  there  has  boon 
no  ease  of  dijfoiplino.  Two  persons  wore  admitted  to  the  oom- 
manion  for  tho  first  time,  and  two  children  were  baptised.  There  is 
apporently  a  gradual  improTomcnt  year  bjycar  in  tho  general  «iki/itf 
and  inilueneo  of  tlie  church. 

Tho  Sabbath  congregation  has  been  of  late  eonsidcrably  larger 
than  it  was  a  year  ago.  The  excellent  natiyo  Pastor,  who  was 
oompelled  by  sickness  in  his  family  to  remove  for  a  time  to  the 
Dcocan,  returned  in  No? ember,  and  renews  his  labors  under  yery 
encouraging  auspices.  There  Is  a  strong  mutual  attaolimoot  between 
the  Pastor  and  his  flock,  and  a  disposition  on  tho  part  of  the 
latter  to  oontributo  according  to  their  ability  towards  tlie  Pastor's 
support.  Christians  in  this  land  are  bIow  to  recognize  this  duty, 
yet  wo  believe  tlio  principle  is  vital  to  the  prosperity  of  any  cliurcli, 
and  wo  doubt  not  that  thono  native  bretliron  will  be  blest  in  this 
initial  effort  to  suntain  tlicir  own  Chri»tian  institutions. 

I  regret  that  tlie  cstvcuic<l  nntivo  PoMtor  who  ofliciotod  most  of 
the  year,  nnd  wlio  htiH  now  returned  to  Sutarn,  is  piovcntcd  by 
illiitijiH  from  making  liis  umuuI  report.  Hu  labored  much  botli  in 
public  and  in  priviitc,  and  IiIh  work  wum,  I  doulit  not,  uccoptnblo  unto 
tlie  liOrd.  An  iiiterrf«ting  cfiort  wait  uIho  niudo  by  his  daughter, 
Miss  Bugoonabao,  in  connection  with  Mrs.  Harding  nnd  several 
other  ladies,  for  tlio  good  of  native  females,  visiting  thorn  ut  tlieir 
own  houses. 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  tlie  mission  in  October  it  was  voted  to 
commenco  another  station  at  Sholapur,  and  I  was  appointed  to 
proceed  thither.  During  tho  two  previous  years  I  had  spent  several 
months  there,  and  more  than  ten  years  ago  tho  Rev.  Mr.  Munger 
hsd  vinited  that  district  several  times,  so  that  it  is  not  altogether  a 
•  now  field,  though  there  has  never  been  long  continued  and  systcmatio 
miHMionary  labor  performed  there.  I  have  taken  with  mo  Luxumon 
Itawajee,  a  recent  graduate  of  the  Theological  class  at  Ahmed- 
nuggur,  who  enters  most  heartily  into  the  work,  and  I  havo  confi- 
dence that  wc  shall'*  have  somo  fruit*' tho ro  *'cvcn  as  among  other 
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OMitflai,"  jtl  from  what  hti  ftlraadj  iraiupirod,  it  !•  oertain  that  we 
ahall  hafa  o«r  fbll  ihare  of  appotitioii.  Sholapur  has  tho  ropotatioo  of 
being  aTaiy  wiokod|>laoo,  and  there  if  OTidontly  no  slander  in  the  im* 
patatiom  Bat  we  ahali  ondoaTor,  as  far  as  we  are  able,  to  hold  op  tho 
pure  light  of  the  gospel,  trusting  that  the  darkness  will  disappear 
before  it* 

There  hare  been  for  soToral  years  a  few  inqolrers  at  Barsee  thlrtj 
nlles  north  of  Sholapur.    This  interest  was  first  awakened  bj  the 
preaohing  of  Mr.  Monger.    We  TlsiUNi  tho  place  at  the  close  of 
1800,  and  again  in  December  1801,  and  on  both  oocnsions  we  wore 
eamestlj  entreated  to  send  them  a  ObrUtian  teacher.  We  acoordinglj 
brought  a  joung  man  with  us  from  Ahmodnuggur,  hoping  to  begin 
a  school  at  once.    But  as  soon  as  it  was  noised  abroad,  there  was  no 
small  stir  among  the  Brahmins,  and  very  determined  efforts  wore 
made  to  proTont  altogether  the  establiithment  of  a  school.    It  was 
quite  impossible  to  rent  a  house  for  the  teacher,  and  no  one  there 
.  would  sell  us  a  plot  of  ground  to  build  upon,  and  those  interested 
in  Christianity  were  thoroughly  tsrriftod.    Fortunately  there  was 
in  a  good  locaJity  a  piece  of  land  belonging  to  QoTornrocnt,  and  after 
some  unaroidable  delays  we  shall  doubtless  obtain  it,  and  Hhall  then 
have  a  place  of  our  own  for  the  teacher  and  his  school.    We  hod  a 
request  from  tlie  Mahars  at  Sholapur  to  establish  a  school  among 
them,  but  as  we  wore  making  preparations  to  do  so^  others  of  the 
higher  castes  frightened  tliem  from  tlicir  purpose.    This  I  under- 
stand has  boon  done  once  bofore,  when  a  benevolent  gentleman  in 
Sholapur  endeavored  to  do  something  for  their  enlightenment.    Thus 
Uio  Brahmins  like  tlie  ancient  Pharisees  take  away  tho  Icuy  of  know- 
ledge, and  shut  up  the  kingilom  of  heaven,  ncitlior  entering  in  them- 
selves nor  suffering  others  to  enter.    Wo  spent  tliroo  weeks  in  touts, 
touring  among  tho  villages  north  and  north -ca?it  of  Sholapur,  and  we 
found  everywhere  a  disposition  to  listen  to  our  message. 

There  seems  to  be  a  growing  impression  tliat  Christianity  will 
finally  prevail  in  this  land.  Many  times  we  hear  the  remark,  *'  our 
children  will  adopt  your  religion.'*  or  **  in  thirty  or  forty  years  we 
shall  all  become  ChristianH."  This  idoa  may  arise  from  a  general 
conviction  that  ChriHtianiiy  is  true,  or  from  an  impression  that  tho 
religion  of  tho  rulers  should  be  tho  rcligiun  of  nil.  or  more  probably 
it  is  an  inforcnce  from  tbe  great  changes  that  have  already  taken 
place  under  the  English  rule. 

It  is  evident  however  that  this  will  nut  be  an  easy  conquest. 
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ChrifUsiiitT  mvit  contend  for  ererj  inch  of  ground  that  It  ponetaet. 
So  great  Indeed  ore  the  obetaeles  tliai  our  onl  j  hope  if  In  the  might/ 
power  of  God.  We  nay  and  ought  to  multiplj  and  Intentif  j  oor 
igenelet,  bat  as  was  onee  said  of  aneient  Judcay  tlie  land  ahall  be 
deflate  and  bring  forth  onlj  thorns  and  briers,  **  antil  the  Spirit 
be  poured  upon  us  from  on  high,"  and  then  shall  the  wilderness 
become  a  fruitful  field.

In  the  commencement  of  our  Report  lut  jetr,  we  tpoke 

oSthe  protperity  of  the  American  Board,  notwitlutanding 
the  civil  war  in  America.  We  have  the  pleasure  now  of 
■peaking  of  the  continuance  of  this  prosperity.  Tlio  re- 
.  ceipts  of  iho  Board  for  the  financial  year  ending  August 
Slst,  1863,  reached  the  unprecedented  sum  of  397,079 
dollars— Rs.  794,158.    This  sum  exceeded  the  receipts  of 
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We  htve  alto  to  speak  of  tn  ttnusuid  amount  of  donations 
received  in  tliis  country  by  our  Mission.  The  war  in 
America  has  sent  a  large  amount  of  money  to  India,  and 
merchants  in  Bombay  hare  grown  rich  in  a  few  months 
by  tho  operations  of  commerce.  Some  of  those  wlio  have 
thus  been  prospered,  have  felt  their  obligation  to  give  of 
their  increase  to  tho  Lord,  and  a  few  have  sent  the  first 
fruits  of  their  profits  to  our  Mission  Treasury.  We  have 
received  the  past  year  Ra.  13,380|  and  this  without  any 
particular  solicitation.  Of  this  sum  Bs.  6,000  were  from 
one  gentleman  in  Bombay,  whose  visit  to  Ahmednuggur  is 
mentioned  in  the  report  of  the  Ahmednuggur  station. 
Another  gentleman,  connected  with  the  Government 
service,  gave  usRs.  2,190  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a  pcrma* 
nent  fund,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  go  to  the  support 
of  the  Ca  tech  is  ts' school  in  Ahmednuggur.  The  amount 
of  Us.  465  was  given  by  the  native  congregations  for  the 
spread  of  the  gospel  and  the  support  of  their  native  pastors  ; 
the  greater  purt  of  this  was  given  or  pledged  at  the  anni- 
versary of  tho  Mission  in  October. 

On  the  3rd  of  March  our  expected  reinforcement  of 
^[issionarics  arrived  at  Bombay  ;  Bev.  S.  B.  Mimger  (who 
left  India  for  America  in  April  1860),  and  Mrs.  Munger, 
iCev.  II.  W.  BuIIantineand  Mrs.  Ballantine,  and  Bov.  11.  J, 
Bruce  and  ^Irs.  Bruce  ;  all  new  Missionaries  e:ccept  Mr. 
Munger.  Of  these,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Plunger  went  to  Satara, 
where  Mr.  Munger  had  laboured  before,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bal- 
lantine were  stationed  at  Bombay  (  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bruce 
can^e  to  Ahmednuggur,  and  spent  two  or  three  months  of 
the  rainy  season  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Barker  at  Kliokar.  On 
the  14th  of  Peccmber  Mr.  Bisscll  with  his  family  leil 
India  to  return  to  America  ou  account  of  their  health. 
We  hope  that  in  the  course  of  two  or  three  years  they  will 
return  to  India  greatly  invigorated,  and  i)roparcd  to  devote 
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many  more  yean  of  fidthful  labor  to  this  field.  Just  at  the 
dose  of  the  year  another  reinforcement  was  expecting  to 
leave  America  for  this  Mission,  consisting  of  Mr.  and  Mrs* 
Hazeni  former  Missionaries  here,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Chapin,  now  Missionaries.  May  our  Heavenly  Father  bring 
them  to  us  in  safety  through  all  the  multiplied  dangers  of 
the  way.

In  all,  there  were  in  connection  with  the  Ahmednuggur 
Branch  of  the  Mission  at  the  close  of  1838,  five  Missionaries 
with  their  wives,  four  Native  Pastors  and  three  licentiates, 
sixty-nine  native  helpers  including  school  teachers,  and  two 
tract-colporteurs.  There  were  six  stations  and  forty-nine 
outstations,  where  religious  services  were  held  every  Sabbath. 
There  were  twenty  churches,  containing  592  members  and 
439  baptized  children,  1081  in  all.  The  statistics  of  these 
churches  are  given  in  the  following  tnble  :—

Kit  year  on  profeuiun  of  th«ir  faith,  ftud  46  ehitdnn  won 
ptiised.  Tlie  numlMr  of  Titlagci  KjitTScnted  la  the  olinrobei 
1«  about  the  urn*  u  liut  jeun  Several  of  onr  ohurcli  metn* 
ben  hare  |*one  to  othor  Bmnoho*  of  the  Uiuioit,  and  nnlted 
with  the  oliurohes  where  thoy  nuw  retiiile.  Tliia  nukei  oar 
number  leu  thnii  It  would  otherwiu  bo,  but  tliere  ti  no  aotaal 
lofi,  rather  a  great  gain  to  the  inreroita  of  the  Miuion  and  of 
tlie  cause  of  Chriit.  The  wants  of  the  other  Ilrauuhea  era  auoh 
afl  to  inaki;  It  probable,  that  tliia  pi'ocesK  of  drawing  upon  thla 
Drnnch  for  native ngeiitu  will  continue  for  Rome  time  to  oome. 

Our  achoola  continue  ai  iu  piul  ycnn.  At  the  Toliie 
of  labor  increnses,  and  pricei  of  food  and  clothing  rise,  we 
mar  expect  in' irc  and  more  difBcultr  in  retaining  boyinnd 
girls  in  our  village  achoola  when  tlioy  are  able  to  perform 
any  labor,  until  the  valuQ  of  a  good  edncation  bocomcs  more 
appri'cintcd.  It  is  an  In  ton-it  lug  fact,  th.it  many  young  men  In 
the  village!,  nlio  arc  cniployL'd  in  hjird  laljour  during  the  day, 
Bpitnd  thu  evening  inlcuniing  to  read  and  write. 

The  second  iiMtiual  oXiLniinntion  of  loiichcm  of  Vernocnlar 
Sohooln  in  MUHion  uniiiluyincnt  in  this  PrrNldoncy  took  place 
ill  April.  Thai'o  were  £3  cnndidntea  In  uU,  and  30  gainod 
prliscH  ranging  from  10  to  30  Itnpi.'cs.  Fifteen  of  these  priKoe, 
ninnnting  in  nil  to  240  llupct'.i,  were  giiinud  by  tencliorii  of

wiflumi  anj  tabjeot  being  previouflj  antigned.  AlUr  a  few 
•hort  addrewes  oq  miscellaneous  tubjecta,  soma  saggettiotii 
were  made  by  one  spfUiker  in  regard  to  the  neoessitj  of  giving 
for  the  cause  of  Christ  with  cheerfulness  and  liberality.  Ha  then 
spoke  of  the  great  amount  of  labor  and  money  expended  by 
Christians  in  Europe  and  Amerioa  for  the  temporal  and  spin« 
tiial  good  of  the  people  of  India,  and  of  the  immense  sums 
thrown  away  in  marriages  or  sunk  in  Tfirious  foolinh  ways  by 
Hindoos;  and  after  showing  the  importance  of  our  giving  for  the 
npreiid  of  the  Go«pcl,  he  laid  some  money  on  the  table,  giving 
according  to  his  ability  for  the  work  of  the  Lord.  Then  be  and 
another  Christian  brother  sang  a  new  hymn  on  the  ''  Widow*B 
Mite."  Then  perMons  began  to  bring  forward  their  gifts,  and 
Nomo  wrote  their  nauies  upon  pieces  of  paper  with  an  expression 
of  tli«ir  feelings  and  a  promise  to  give  money  or  other  articles 
of  value  to  the  Lord.  Brazen  vessels  and  articles  of  apparel 
were  brought  forward  to  the  value  of  about  SO  Rupees.  Gold 
and  silver  ornainoiits  of  various  kinds,  ornaments  for  the  ears, 
the  neck,  the  arms,  the  wrists,  the  ankles,  the  toes,  were  brought, 
to  the  vulue  of  about  50  Rupees.  Little  children  also  brought 
their  gifts.  Some  brought  the  ornaments  which  they  had  been 
wearing,  some  brought  handkerchiefs,  others  paper,  inkstand, 
penknife,  and  similar  articles.  Oneschool-boy  had  prepared  some 
written  copies  for  the  exauiinatiou,  painting  the  borders  of  the 
paper ;  these  he  broujj^ht  saying  that  he  had  nothing  else  to  give, 
and  he  thought  perhaps  they  might  be  of  some  use  if  given  to 
the  Lord,  though  he  did  not  know  what.  A  Christian  brother, 
admiring  tlio  spirit  of  the  giver,  gave  four  annas  for  the  copies, 
and  laid  theui  on  the  tilile  again,  then  another  person  gave 
eight  annas  for  thorn,  and  put  them  again  on  the  table.  Of 
those  who  gave  money,  some  gave  one  pice,  while  one  person 
gave  45  ltui>ees.  About  150  Kupees  in  cash  were  received. 
<Jf  those  who  gave  pledges,  some  promii*ed  to  pay  8  annas, 
others  larger  sums  up  to  G5  Rupees.  In  all  200  Kupees  were 
pledged  ubHolutely,  and  moro  was  promised  conditionally. 
Some  promised  a  third  or  a  fifth  of  their  profits  in  a  particular 
business  or  of  some  crop  of  grain  in  their  fields,  othern  promised 
to  give  something  every  month.  Some  promised  to  sup- 
port a  catechiHt  for  one  month,  three  monthsi  six 
months.  One  promised  t)  give  a  school  house  to  the  Mis- 
sion without  any  rent  for  a  year.  One  woman  promised 
to  give  to  the  Mission  all  the  proceeds  of  her  spinning  for  her 
whole  life.     From  the  ex2)re8sions  used  by  some  in  their  short 


addrMSM  whan  nuktng  theM  ofiariaga,  Mid  bj  otben  in  tfa« 
,  DOtm  which  thej  Kut  up  to  b«  rud,  tlte  wbola  uaambly  wu 
at  timM  deeplj  affected.  Ono  man  said  that  hla  yrift  who  died 
ttiia  year,  had  urged  lilm  on  her  dmth>bed  to  sell  hii  bom  and 
j^ve  the  proceed!  to  the  cauu  of  Cbriit,  and  in  accordance  witU 
lier  urgent  request  lie  had  wld  the  home  and  now  brought  S3 
Rupees.  Soma  in  their  note>  begged  the  pmjen  of  C^rintiani 
that  they  niifrlit  become  more  euuIous  in  labor*  for  Chriat. 
One  remarked  tlint  he  bad  passed  tlirouKh  great  trials  since 
the  Iiist  aanivQrsary,  and  he  liod  scarcely  liDt»d  to  be  present 
here  this  year,  but  Oud  hud  spared  him  and  brought  liiiu  here, 
and  he  would  praise  him  fur  his  morcy  and  give  him  hii 
whole  heart  nnd  all  that  be  had.  Others  gave  expression  to 
their  feolings  in  words  allowing  that  they  r>poka  from  tlieir  own 
rich  experience,  and  wliile  this  was  g»iiig  on,  persons  in  the 
audience  ware  weeping  for  their  sins  nnd  begging  fur  pardon. 
The  Holy  Spirit  was  there,  impressing  the  hearts  of  God's 
people  with  the  love  ofChrisL 

There  ^Tere  tiro  Kirlttmi  during  the  Anniversary,  one  oa 
Friday  night  and  one  on  Saturday  night.  The  subject  of  the 
first  was,  True  huniilily,  and  the  suhject  of  the  second,  Love, 
the  love  of  Jesus  Christ  to  us,  and  our  obligtition  to  love  and 
truit  him.  On  both  occasions  great  nitnibcm  aime  to  hear,  and 
the  large   chnpcl  of  the   Mission  waa  filled  to  ovmHowing.     Mis- 
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Ahmedanggnr.  KawmbliaM  finished  lila  ootirie  of  Theologlod 
•ttidj  in  October  1862,  and  was  then  lioenaed  with  three  o&en 
at  Ahmednuggnr  to  preach  the  gospel.  The  ordination  services 
were  held  at  Khokar,  and  a  particular  account  of  them  will  be 
found  in  the  report  of  that  district  Manj  native  Christians 
from  Ahmodnuggur  attended  the  services.  G.  M.  Macpherson, 
Esq.,  AmiHtant  Collector,  an  elder  in  the  Scotch  Established 
Church,  and  his  lady,  were  also  present.  Three  native  pastors, 
Rev.  Uaripunt  Uanichundra,  Hov.  Sidoba  Bapoojee,'  and  Rev, 
Vinlinoo  Bhaskar  with  four  Mittsionaries  took  part  in  the 
ordination  services. 

We  are  rejoiced  to  see  one  of  our  village  churches  thus  pro- 
vided wkl)  a  pastor,  who  we  believe  will  honor  his  master  by  a 
hoi  J  example  and  by  fiiithful  instruction  from  the  word  of  God. 
Three  churches  in  this  Branch  are  now  provided  with  native 
pastors,  but  seventeen  churches  are  still  unprovided.  For  these 
churches  we  hope  pastors  will  be  raised  up  in  due  time. 
There  are  15  churches  in  the  valley  of  the  Godavery  connected 
with  our  Mission,  and  we  hope  that  the  presence  of  a  native 
pastor  in  the  Khokar  church  may  be  the  moans  of  exciting  the 
other  14  churches  in  that  region  to  earnest  desire  and  unceaa« 
ing  prayers  for  pastors  for  themselves.

fFhe  ciij  of  Ahmednaggnr  contalni  a  popalation  of  228,000.  The  Tftlooka  of 
Ahmcdnug^ur  eiiibracet  an  area  of  644  ■quaro  niUet,  and  contains  a 
population  of  about  100,000  souls.] 

Mr.  Bistiell  was  compelled  by  the  illness  of  one  of  his  chil- 
dren to  leave  Ahmediiuggur  in  November  1862,  and  go  to 
Bombay  with  his  family  for  the  sake  of  a  change.  He  returned 
to  Ahiuednuggur  himself  the  first  week  in  January  of  lust  year, 
and  made  arrangements  for  the  commencement  of  the  new 
yoar*M  studi«.*s,  in  the  Catechists*  school.  Then  leaving  us  again, 
after  spending  about  u  month  in  tours  in  the  Southern  District, 
he  went  back  to  Bombay  and  renmined  there  till  the  second 
week  in  April,  when  he  returned  to  Ahmednuggur  with  his 
family*  During  his  absence  his  duties  were  ptfrformed  by  Mr. 
Ballantine.  It  having  been  deoided  by  the  Mission  that  Mr. 
Bissell  should  be  allowed  to  return  to  America  with  his  family 
'on  account  of  their  health,  he  left  here  December  8th  for  Bom- 
bay, and  embarked  for  Liverpool  on  the  14th.  We  have 
necessarily  no  report  from  him  in  regard  to  his  labors  during 


tlwjMr;  aod  onlj&fair  pnenl  ■Utemeati  in  nfemiM  to 
them  will  bo  pnMntiid  In  thit  B«pon  of  tha  Abmodnnggur 
■ution. 

Sev.  Hari  Bamohunder,  the  Putor  ot  the  Fint  Cliaroli  in 
Abmodnuggur,  having  loat  hii  health  in  SaUia,  where  tha 
Ifitnion  in  iVovember  18S2  hmd  directed  him  to  remain  and 
Ubor  for  a  jear,  went  to  Boiiibajr  with  his  fmuiljr  in  Februorj 
of  lait  jear,  and  cwntinutid  there  through  tlie  hot  Koaon. 
Finding  the  ratm  in  Bomlm;  rery  trying  to  his  health,  ha  came 
bj  the  direction  of  tlie  MiMion  to  Ahmednuggur  in  Ja)j,  and 
remained  hcie  till  the  end  of  the  year.  For  the  greater  part  of 
tlieM  eix  montlia  he  was  unable  to  do  much  work,    and  onljr 

S reached  one  aermon  and  made  one  public  aildreaa,  owing  to  the 
iffioultf  which  he  experienced  in  upeaking.  But  when  able 
to  travel  about,  he  visited  a  number  of  the  vilhigos  in  tbia 
Tioinity,  talking  to  the  people  ai  lie  had  opportunity.  He  mndp 
two  touri  in  December  when  the  weather  woa  ao  cold  that  the 
expoMure  greatly  aggravated  liis  diseaac,  and  he  returned  here 
nn  the  SOtii  of  peceinlier  very  ill.  He  next  day  went  to  the 
Hoipitnl,  where  he  wng  very  kindly  Attended  by  the  Civil  Sur* 
geon  and  HoEpital  Assistnnt, — and  waited  on  by  the  native 
brethren.  Thus  he  fijiished  his  work  here  by  using  hii  lost 
feeble  itrength  in  making  known  Christ  to  the  people  of  the 
villnges,  and  in  urging  Chriatiuns  residiog  in  those  villages  to 
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of  bif  life  wert  spoilt  in  tlib  field,  where  he  began  hie  Chrieiian 
eoune,  end  where  he  oommenoed  hlii  labon  at  Pastor ;  for  here 
his  dying  testimony  to  the  truth  of  tlie  religioni  which  he  had 
embraoed  nearly  25  years  befoie,  was  of  great  value.  Men  saw 
that  litf  continued  firm  in  the  faith  which  he  had  preached,  and 
that  the  approach  of  death  did  not  make  him  waver  in  the  least. 
The  only  sertice  which  he  performed  in  his  own  church  during 
the  last  six  months  was  to  assist  in  the  administration  of  the 
Sacrament  at  our  Anniversary  on  Sabbath  November  Ist.  The 
remembrance  of  that  occasion  will  we  hope  quicken  many  hearts, 
and  lead  some  of  those  who  belong  to  his  churoh  to  long  for 
the  time  when  they  shall  meet  their  beloved  Pastor  above  at 
the  nmrriage  supper  of  the  Lamb.  The  afflicted  widow  and  ohil« 
dren  of  this  deoeased  Pastor  will,  we  doubt  not,  receive  much 
sympathy  from  those  who  knew  him,  and  who  admireil  his  firm- 
nesiiin  the  performance  of  duty  and  his  love  totlie  work  of  mak- 
iug  known  the  Gospel. 

Churc1ie$, — ^Thirteen  persons  were  received  to  the  communion 
of  the  cliuroh  during  the  year,  six  on  the  15th  of  lilarch,  six  on 
the  2Ct])  of  July,  and  one  on  the  2drd  of  August.  Of  these,  four 
are  men,  heaf^H  of  families,  three  of  them  belonging  to  different 
villages.  One  of  these  men  received  baptism  with  his  wife  and 
young  married  daughter,  and  on  the  next  occasion  his  mother 
was  one  of  those  who  were  baptized,  and  his  wife^s  mother  is  also 
asking  for  baptiMni.  It  i*t  interesting  tosce  all  the  members  of  a 
family,  as  in  this  case,  coming  under  the  influence  of  the  truth 
and  placing  thcmHolves  on  the  side  of  Christ.  Ouo  of  the  four 
men  was  for  many  years  a  Gosavee,  or  religious  mendicant,  hut 
for  more  than  a  year  before  his  baptism  he  had  given  up  his  faith 
in  the  Hindoo  religion,  and  no  longer  obtained  his  living  by 
begging.  He  is  a  good  reader,  and  being  unable  to  engage  in 
any  manual  labor  in  consequence  of  his  arms  being  partially 
withered,  we  employ  him  now  as  a  Scripture  reader  among  Lin 
people.  He  is  also  pursuing  a  course  of  study  in  the  Catechists* 
School,  that  he  may  be  the  better  able  to  do  this  work.  One  of 
the  women  received  to  the  churoh  was  originally  of  the  Brahman 
caste,  but  had  lest  oaste  some  years  before.  Another  woman 
was  a  Moosulmnn  of  the  Khojah  caste,  and  mother-in-law  of 
Onr  deceased   brother  Simik  Daood. 

Four  persons  received  letters  of  dismission  to  other  churches, 
three  of  them  to  the  American  Mission  Churoh  in  Bombay.  Two 
persons  died,  one  a  poor  woman  leaving  several  children  to  need 
a  mother*s  care,  and  the  other  a  young  woman  trained  in  Mrs.

daughter.  Five  Chriatian  nurriagee  were  performed  the  paat 
year  in  Ahmrdnuggur, 

Seven  children  were  baptised  In  eonnectioa  will)  tliia  ohureh 
dnring  the  year,  and  one  died.  At  the  end  of  the  jear  there 
were  120  membera  of  the  fint  church  and  82  vliildteu  conneoled 
with  it.  The  church  at  Lonee  haa  received  no  addition  to  it*  mem- 
bera  during  the  year.  On  the  coatrary,  it  haa  loit  one  member 
by  death.  The  deceated  waa  an  old  man,  living  in  a  village 
abouthalfway  between  Lonee  and  Ahinednuggur,  and  woathe 
only  Chrinian  belonging  there.  Onn  infant  waa  baptised  in  con- 
nection with  the  Lonee  churoh.  There  are  now  tea  memben  in 
that  church,  and  live  baptised  children. 

SchooU.—T]i«  School  for  Cateohiita  had  at  the  time  of  the 
exnminAtion  in  October  fiO  boya  in  regular  attendance,  of  whom 
25  were  members  of  the  Clinrcli,  and  15  wero  baptised  cliildren. 
Ten  of  tlio  boys  were  Hupported  by  the  kiod  donation  of  an 
enlightened  native  gcntleiimn  in  Bombay,  Hr.  Kursundaaa 
>Ia<iliavadaiS,  who  proinisea  to  continue  to  support  them  another 
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A  B«w  Tbeologteal  Clattooosbting  of  seTen  memben  MMmbled 
at  Ahmedauggur  oo  the  1st  of  May,  and  oommenced  its  ooune 
ofttadj.  This  class  wan  examined  at  the  time  of  our  annual 
meeting  in  the  studies  which  they  had  pursued  during  the  year. 
They  were  also  examined  in  connection  with  the  classes  to  which 
they  belonged  in  the  Catechistn*  School.  The  studies  which  they 
pursued  this  year  were  Algebra,  Astronomy,  Sacred  Geography, 
Kxpcsition  ot  the  Bible,  and  Didactic  Theology. 

The  Tisitof  the  Governor,  Sir  Bartle  Frere,  to  Ahmednuggur, 
is  worthy  of  mention  in  connection  with  our  schools.  On  the 
day  adcr  his  arrival,  His  Excellency  intimated  to  the  Mission- 
aries that  he  would  be  happy  to  see  any  of  them  who  wished 
to  call  on  htm,  and  when  they  called  in  accordance  with  this 
intimation  ho  expresRed  a  desire  to  see  the  Mission  schools. 
Accordingly  the  next  diiy,  Friday,  September  4th,  the  school  for 
catechists  and  the  girls*  school  were  assembled  in  the  large 
Mission  Chapel,  and  the  Governor  with  his  suite  came  at  12 
o'clock  to  see  them.  Several  of  the  dashes  of  each  of  the 
schools  were  examined,  and  several  hymns  in  English  and  native 
metres  were  sung  by  the  scholars. 

Ills  Excolloncy  expressed  himself  as  especially  gratified  with 
the  profioifuoy  which  the  scholars  exhibited  in  Scripture  His- 
tory and  Sucred  Geography,  and  appeared  to  be  much  delighted 
with  their  singing, — i*emarking  that  he  had  never  seen  any 
school  in  this  country  where  singing  was  so  much  attended  to, 
and  that  ho  regarded  this  as  an  important  part  of  education,  and 
as  an  effective  means  of  impressing  religious  truth  on  the  minds 
of  the  natives.  One  of  the  Secretaries  to  Government,  not 
being  present  on  this  occasion,  begged  that  the  examination 
might  be  repeated  on  the  next  day,  wliich  was  accordingly  done. 
Several  ladies  were  also  present  on  Saturday,  and  all  seemed  very 
much  interested  in  the  examination,  and  especially  in  the 
singing  of  the  scholars. 

The  Governor  and  members  of  his  suite  who  were  present  at 
the  examination,  soon  after  sent  us  donations  for  education  in 
the  Mission.  The  whole  served  t^  encourage  both  teachers  and 
scholars,  and  to  show  to  the  natives  the  feelings  Avith  which 
our  efTorts  are  regarded  by  those  in  authority. 

A  few  days  alter  the  departure  of  the  Governor,  W.  F. 
Stearns,  Enq.,  of  Bombay,  an  American  merchant,  who  has 
been  greatly  prospered  in  business,  made  us  a  visit,  and  the 
schools  were  again  assembled,  and  the  higher  classes  examined. 
Being  satisfied  from  what  he  saw  that  our  Mission  policy  was

JD  America.  Of  thia  turn  9uO  Bupeea  wsra  to  b«  vxpended  in 
NRpporting  80  additional  popila  in  tha  Gateobieta'  S^ool,  700 
Rnpeea  ware  to  bs  expended  in  the  tohool  for  girla,  and  tba 
remainder  waa  to  be  devoted  to  tba  anpport  of  additional  oate- 
oliiftta  and  aohool  teoehen.andthe  building  of  additional  ohapali 
andschool  houiei.  lliia  addition  to  our  meBna|of doing goodud 
f  ipeoially  to  our  ability  to  tiain  young  men  and  yonng  women 
in  our  lohooli  at  Alimednitggur  for  the  work  of  initnicdng 
t}ielr  countrymen,  greatly  enoouroged  ui  in  our  work.  In  con* 
sequence  of  this  donation  we  called  for  caudidatea  for  admiadoit 
1o  the  Catechista  School,  directing  them  to  come  at  tba  time  of 
our  annual  meeting  inOotober  for  the  purpose  of  being  examined. 
We  were  surprised  to  aea  80  boys  present  tbemselvea,  a  number 
of  tliem  boys  of  high  caate  and  ol  course  heathen.  Tliirty-three 
boys  were  aclecCed  from  tlie  wliole  number  to  fill  up  tbe  Tocanoiea, 
and  to  complete  the  number  to  be  supported  by  Mr.  Stenrna'  do- 
nation,— nnd  the  rcxt  were  sent  back  disappointed.  ThJi  fact 
will  sliow  the  feelings  with  which  the  opportunity  for  obtain- 
ing an  educntion  in  the  loiiool  for  cntoohiata  is  regarded  here. 
Auothei  fact  deserves  to  be  mentioned :  a  gentleman  in  tho  ser- 
viceof  Government  in  this  country,  Jong  an  active  and  earnest 
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mmbnu  and  19  baptisad  children  oonneoted  with  the  ohuroh; 
— h54  in  all. 

Those  who  reoeiTed  a  letter  of  diamiBsIon  from  this  ohuroh, 
were  Mr.  Kasam  Mahomedjee  and  his  wife.  A  few  days  after 
they  had  joined  the  Khokar  ohuroh,  he  was  ordained  pastor 
of  that  ohurch.  This  event  if  an  oooaeion  of  great  joy, — and  I 
pray  Gk>d  that  many  more  may  go  forth  from  this  ohuroh 
prepared  to  undertake  sach  an  important  and  responsible  work 
as  that  of  preaching  the  gospel  and  feeding  the  flock  of  God. 

Although  the  number  of  ohurch  members  is  do,  still  they  do 
not  all  reside  in  Ahmednuggur.  Somo  have  gone  off  with 
naliyo  regiments,  and  we  know  not  where  thev  are  or  what  their 
condition.  Some  have  gone  to  Poena  and  somo  to  BombAy 
for  employment.  In  consequence  of  this,  all  our  church  mem- 
bers do  not  meet  together  here  in  the  houne  of  God  for  wor- 
ship, and  it  is  very  dilHcult  to  watch  over  thom  and  labor  for 
tbeir  s])iritual  interests  as  I  could  wish.  I  regret  that  this  is 
the  oime,  but  I  know  not  what  to  do.  The  ruinedy,  if  there  be 
any*  lies  with  those  abi^ont  moinbcrs,  who  if  they  desire  it  could 
easily  maintain  a  corrcMpondence  with  me,  or  could  obtain 
letters  of  diMmission  fram  this  church,  and  attach  themselves 
to  evangelical  churches  where  they  happen  to  reside.  Either 
coarse  would  be  much  for  their  spiritual  benoBL 

Two  inquirers  the  last  year  have  given  up  caste  and  come 
to  reside  with  Christians.  One  is  a  young  man  of  tbe  Para- 
deshee  caste.  His  conduct  appears  well,  but  I  have  delayed  to 
baptize  him  that  we  may  have  more  opportunity  of  judging  of 
his  character.  Ho  is  studying  the  Bible,  and  I  pray  that  God 
would  indeed  make  him  his  own  child  in  ChriHt  Jesus.  The 
other  inquirer  is  a  girl  of  the  Kungareo  (Dyer)  caste.  She  left 
her  frion<l8  and  gave  up  her  castu  in  AugUHt  last,  and  came  to 
live  in  a  Chri»iian  family,  ller  undo  has  long  boon  an  inquirer, 
and  constantly  assuciutes  with  ChriHtianR,  and  her  moth(T  was 
for  sometinio  a  teacher  of  a  girls*  school  under  Miss  Farrar,  and 
is  well  ac([uaintod  with  CJiriMtian  truth.  Near  her  residence 
for  two  yours  pant  haHbeen  a  boys'  school,  and  this  girl  frequent- 
ly hoanl  from  a  diMtanco  the  boys  reading  their  Christian 
hook«.  Sho  also  hoard  them  sing  Christian  hymns,  and 
when  dlHcudsions  wore  held  with  the  people  in  that  school- 
rooni|  she  would  listen  with  tho  utmost  attention, and  thus  lesm- 
ed  a  considorahle  amount  of  Christian  truth.  Sho  seems  indeed 
to  have  been  taught  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  When  her  husband 
and  her  mother  made  a  petition  to  the  Magistrate  and  he 


delivered  her  into  tho  handa  of  tbe  motber,  and  ike  wu  kept 

undor  rMtr^nt  Although  cot  peneouted  or  hu«M«d  la  tnj 
other  mj,  ahe  yet  deolored  hw  purpose  of  looking  to  Christ 
as  her  Saviour,  and  fiaitll;  takiag  advantage  of  sn  opportnnihr, 
■he  left  her  frieads  and  come  to  us  again.  Wo  praj  that  He 
who  gave  her  snob  oonn^  and  who  ezuited  in  her  the  love 
of  the  tmth,  will  carry  on  that  good  work  which  he  haa 
oommenoed  in  her  heart,  until  the  end.  Sbe  boa  not  yet 
been  bantiaed,  but  is  now  attending  Mrs.  Ballantioe's  scboolt 
and  studying  the  Scriptures,  and  comes  to  mo  for  religions 
iostruction. 

Ptrional  labori, — On  Sabbath  and  Friday  afternoon  and  Ibe 
first  Monday  of  the  month  I  take  my  part  in  the  performaooe 
of  the  UBual  religious  scrvioos  as  in  years  poHt. 

Tlie  past  your  tlioro  huvo  boon  an  unuHunl  number  of 
funeralH,  and  in  the  porfunnanoe  of  tlioae  aerviooa,  my  mind 
baa  liean  drawn  in  an  unusual  dogroe  to  tlio  solemn  UiongUls 
which  auoli  ooouions  exuite.  Many  ntitivo  onioinl*  and  many 
native  morcliants  Itcre  are  my  intimate  acquaintances,  and  I 
have  frcquont  occoaioii  of  oonvorsntiun  with  such  porauna  butb 
privately  in  my  own  houao  aud  in  small  couipauioa.  I  have 
hod  oocaaion  also  to  address  the  people  in  the  streets  of  this 
city,  and  at  Bhingar  at  th«  time  of  the  pilgrimage  in  November. 
I  have  also  frequently  read  the  scriptures  and  religious  books 
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Lore  of  Ohriii,  and  wiUi  the  assisUnoe  of  Mr,  Krishnarao  and 
Mr.  Soodamjee  in  tingiog,  I  was  able  to  carry  out  my  pnrpose, 
1  ddsire  maoh  to  ountinae  the  atady  of  tiatiTO  masio,  out  it  is 
ezpenaiTo  to  prooure  a  teaoher  and  carry  on  the  study,  and  so 
I  know  not  whether  I  shall  be  able  to  accomplish  my  cherished 
purpose. 

In  these  various  labors  I  spent  the  past  year,  and  through 
God*B  rich  mercy  was  brought  to  its  close.  May  lie  prosper 
these  labors  in  so  far  as  they  were  in  accordance  with  his  will, 
and  for  the  good  of  his  church,  and  may  ho  strengthen  me  to 
do  still  more  in  future  and  supply  mc  with  his  Holy  Spirit  to 
fit  mo  better  for  his  work.  For  this  I  earnestly  pray,  and  I 
beg  the  prayers  of  all  the  brethren  in  my  behalf. 

At  tho  Anniversary  in  October,  the  spirit  of  liberality  in 
giving  to  the  Lord  was  made  manifest  as  in  1861.  On 
numerous  occasions  during  the  past  year  we  have  had  a  kirttan 
in  this  city,  and  many  have  come  to  listen  to  the  truth  made 
known  by  means  of  these  Christian  hymns.  Many  new  hymns 
have  been  made  by  different  brethren.  Our  dear  brother. 
Rev.  Haripunt,  who  at  tho  commencement  of  the  present  year 
was  called  up  to  heaven  to  taste  the  joys  of  the  love  of  Christ, 
expended  a  great  amount  of  labor  in  the  preparation  of  such 
hymns  and  poetry  on  scriptural  subjects.  Though  he  has  gone 
from  earth  his  poetry  will  live  for  many  years,  and  I  trust 
that  many  will  bo  instructed  and  brought  to  Christ  by  means 
of  it,  and  go  up  to  shine  as  jewels  in  his  crown.  May  ho  be 
iHjrniitted  to  rejoice  in  such  fruit  of  his  labors.  And  may  we 
like  him  leave  such  works  behind  us,  that  wo  shall  bo  permitted 
to  see  the  fruit  produced  by  thorn  when  wo  get  to  heaven.

Report  or  tuk  FinsT  Nortubrn  IDistriot;  RAnooRKi  Station. 

[R«honree  it  about  22iniloi  north  of  Ahmedouggur,  and  ii  tho  chief  town  of 
the  Rahuoreo  Taloolca*  which  emhruces  an  area  of  618  square  milei, 
and  contain!  a  population  orC0,000  inhabitants.] 

If  success  in  Missions  is  to  be  measured  by  the  number  of 
converts,  then  there  has  beon  no  success  in   this  district  the 

East  year,  but  rather  a  retrograde  movement.     While  there 
ave  been  no  additions  to  the  churches,  two  persons  have  been 
excommunicated,  and  one  received  a  letter  of  dismission  to 
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unite  with  tnotber  ohardu  A  daugliter  of  one  of  the  oate- 
ohintfl^  who  was  baptised  in  infanoy,  was  reoetf  ed  to  a  neigh* 
bearing  ohuroh  on  profession  of  her  faith.  The  present  number 
of  oommnnioants  is  111,  being  three  less  than  reported  the 
previous  year. 

While  there  hare  been  few  candidates  for  the  ohnreh,  to 
demand  the  particular  attention  of  the  Missionary  and  assist- 
ants, more  attention  has  been  given  to  the  instruction  of  tlie 
church  members  and  of  the  native  assistants. 

Last  year  it  was  reported  of  one  church,  that  all  the  male 
members  were  in  the  habit  of  taking  a  part  in  the  religious 
meetings  for  prayer  and  exhortation,  lliis  year  nearly  every 
male  member  in  the  five  churches  in  this  district  lod  in 
prayer  in  the  social  meetings.  The  exceptions  are  mostly 
those  who  live  in  villages  too  distant  to  attend  such  meetings. 
And  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  church  is  more  encouraging 
than  at  the  commencement  of  the  year. 

The  average  attendance  on  the  stated  preaching  of  the  gospel 
on  the  Sabbath,  while  it  has  been  less,  has  been  more  regular. 
In  FIX  different  plieu^es  where  there  are  regularly  two  services 
held  on  the  Sabbatli,  there  is  an  average  attendance  of  135 
persons  or  23  to  each  service.  In  these  and  the  nciglibouring 
villages  there  has  been  more  interest  manifested  among  the 
upper  classes  in  listening  to  "  out*door  preaching.**  Tho  fear 
of  caste  doubtless  prevents  them  from  openly  acknowledging 
the  claims  of  the  gospel,  It  is  gonemlly  supposed  that  the  upper 
classes  have  stronger  caste  prejuclioes  than  the  lower  castes,  the 
Malmrs  for  instance,  and  ou  this  account  it  is  by  many  supposed 
that  the  Mahars  are  a  more  promising  class  than  the  higher  castes. 
There  are  however  strong  grounds  for  believing  that  caste 
prejudice  is  quite  as  strong  among  the  Mahars  as  among  the 
Koonabees  and  other  castes,  and  that  succcrm  among  tho  l^iahars 
has  been  owing  in  a  great  measure  to  tho  fact  that  embracing 
Christianity  on  their  part  did  not  require  thorn  actually  to 
hroak  caste.  Doubtless  many  did  from  the  heart  renounce 
cnsto,  and  many  from  the  instruction  thoy  have  since  received 
and  the  position  attained,  would  bo  ready  to  meet  that  trial. 
Many  who  profess  to  have  renounced  cast* ,  wo  have  reason  to 
fear,  would  not  stand  the  trial.  When  a  Mang  candidate  pre- 
sents himself  there  is  fear  and  trembling  in  the  church.  There 
are  pleasing  indications  however  of  a  different  spirit.  The 
people  in  Kendal  accused  the  Christians  of  cherJHliing  caste 
feelings,  which  they  repudiated.     It  was  resolved  to  make  a 
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dinner  for  the  Chrittians  and  to  infita  a  Mang..  An  oppof- 
tuniw  howeT^r  ooourred  looner  than  they  oonteniplatedt  woioh 
tested  to  the  tatiftfaction  of  the  Hindoos  the  sinceritj  of  the 
Christiana.  The  oominnnion  service  was  held  there  a  few 
days  after,  and  a  oonfert  from  the  Mang  caste  belonging  to  a 
neighbouring  church  was  present  Netirly  all  the  men  of  the 
tillage  were  present.  After  the  usual  seryioes,  all  but  church 
members  were  allowed  to  retire.  Tbey  left  the  chapel  but 
remained  outside,  where  they  could  witness  all  that  might 
take  place.  They  appeared  intensely  interested  to  see  what 
course  the  Christians  would  ttike.  it  so  happened  that  the 
brother  of  low  degree  sat  in  such  a  position  that  in  the  distri- 
bullon  of  the  elements  he  wan  the  firnt  to  partake.  No  one 
made  any  objection  to  communing  with  him  ;  and  the  town 
people  after  the  services  expressed  gratification  at  the  result 
They  remarked,  "  This  is  as  it  should  be.  We  are  now  oon- 
vinc^sd  of  your  sincerity.*' 

The  Mabars  in  this  region  even  tolerate  the  eating  with  a 
convert  from  the  Blang  caste,  but  will  not  tolerate  the  eating 
with  a  Mang.  With  a  greater  latitude  they  are  no  less 
intolerant  of  any  violation  of  catite  rules. 

If  the  same  amount  of  labor,  and  of  a  kind  as  suitable  to 
the  wants  of  the  Koonabees,  were  expended  upon  them  as  is 
now  expended  upon  the  Mahars,  might  we  not  hope  that  even 
greater  success  would  follow  such  labors.  After  all  it  is  to 
the  graco  of  God,  the  power  of  his  Spirit,  that  we  must  look 
to  overcome  these  deep  rooted  prejudices.  Man  with  the  use 
of  all  proper  means  may  labor  long  and  fail  to  accomplish 
what  Go«l  by  his  Spirit  accomplishes  in  a  moment. 

A  striking  instance  may  be  mentioned  as  an  illustration. 
For  some  three  or  four  years  past  there  has  been  a  strong 
feeling  of  hatred  and  opposition  on  the  part  of  a  Marawadeo 
towards  one  of  the  catechistn  of  this  district.  At  last  the 
Marawodee  succeeded  in  gaining  over  to  his  side  several 
church  members.  The  church  became  divided,  each  party 
indulged  in  most  unkind  feelings  and  in  bitter  recriminations, 
nor  were  these  feelings  confined  to  that  place  or  church. 
Other  Christians  took  an  active  interest  in  the  quarrel,  and 
strong  prejudices  were  excited  in  the  minds  of  .those  who  were 
willing  to  listen  to  party  statements.  The  church  was  called 
together,  the  case  patiently  investigated,  but  such  was  the  un- 
yielding spirit  manifested,  that  it  was  decided  to  submit  the 
case  to  a  council.     Both  parties  approved  of  this,  and  a  mutual 
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MDnolI  WH  oiled,  and  wh  oooapled  two  da^i  Id  the  otM. 
Tbej  wen  aearlf  anmniinoiu  in  tnatr  dectiions,  but  mids  of 
the  oonocil  had  ooms  thsra  with  the  determinaUoa  to  bring  the 
ttteohist  In  gnilty.  The  oharah  however  Toted  to  abide  by 
the  deoiriion  of  the  oouncil,  the  oateohist  and  hia  prinoipu 
opponent  in  the  church  became  reconciled,  which  wea  a  matler 
of  rejoicing  on  the  part  of  a  mnjority  and  quite  otherwise  on 
the  port  of  a  few.  The  next  day  a  meeting  waa  held  pre- 
pnrtttory  to  the  oommnnion  aervice,  and  fervent  prayer  was 
offered  to  him  who  bad  prayed  for  hia  diaciples  that  they 
might  Im  one.  Before  the  meeting  was  closed,  one  who  had 
allowed  hia  prejudicea  to  control  hia  judgment,  desired  to 
■peak,  but  was  bo  overcome  that  he  aat  down  and  wept 
violently.  Another  brother  attempted  to  apeak,  and  said  a  few 
words  with  much  agitation.  The  meeting  waa  now  closed 
with  prayer.  The  caieohiat  then  went  to  the  weeping  brother, 
put  his  arms  around  him,  and  spoke  so  kindly  and  forgivingly 
that  tears  came  into  many  eyes.  He  took  this  brother  to  his 
house,  severaljof  the  brethren  followed.  Others  who  went  home 
could  not  stay  away,  and  before  long  most  of  the  native  Chris- 
tians ^vere  gathered  tliero  and  engaged  in  rending  portions  of 
Scripture,  singing  and  prayer.  In  a  moment  all  were  deeply 
impressed  vnih  the  Saviour's  presence.  All  unkind  feeling  waa 
wept  awny.     Many  wopt  freely,  (      "      ' 
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time  owed  Urn.    Ho  then  miide  a  dinner  and  invited  all  the 
Ckrittiant. 

It  was  remarked  at  one  of  the  meetings,  that  at  Ahmed* 
nuggar  a  spirit  of  giving  had  been  granted,  but  here  a  spirit  *' 
of  rvoonoiliation  hiul  been  bestowed.    May  the  blessed  Spirit 
of  reoonciliation  and  love  dwell  with  these  ohurches  and  with 
all  who  bear  the  Christian  name. 

This  has  been  a  new  experience  to  the  ohnrohes  here.  How 
inoomprehensible  it  must  be  to  the  heathen  who  witnessed  it. 
Maj  suoh  visible  tokens  of  the  divine  presence  oonvinoe  them 
that  our  Ood  is  a  living  and  an  ever  present  God.

[Khokar  li  In  om  corMr  of  th«  NewaiM  Talook*,  and  li  40  milei  north  of 
Ahmedottggttr.  The  di»trict  attached  to  Khokar  oxtandt  also  into  the 
Rahooree,  tfttngnmnera*  and  Kopergaum  Talookaa.] 

In  the  Beport  for  1862  (p.  88)  the  following  language  was 
used  in  referring  to  the  rapid  and  vride  extension  of  our  work 
in  the  western  part  of  this  District ;  and  the  consequent  need 
of  a  reinforcement.  ''  It  is  our  fervent  prayer  that  additional 
laborers  may  soon  come  from  America,  so  that  this  new  and 
inviting  field  may  be  occupied.''  We  praise  Him  who  has 
graciously  heard  this  prayer,  and  rejoice  thereat,  in  behalf  of 
many  who  ''  sit  in  darkness." 

The  Hev.  Uenry  J.  Bruce  and  Mrs.  Bruce  arrived  in  Ahmed* 
nuggur  from  America  in  March  last,  and  after  the  Semi- 
Annual  Meeting  of  this  Branch,  in  July,  they  came  with  us 
to  Khokar,  amd  were  employed  from  that  time  until  the  end 
of  the  year  in  studying  the  language,  superintending  schools, 
and  in  becoming  acquainted  with  their  prospective  field  of 
labor.  They  rendered  us  essentitil  aid  at  a  time  when  we 
needed  assistance,  for  an  absence  of  several  months  had 
brought  my  own  labor  much  in  arrears,  and  Mrs.  Barker's 
health  was  so  feeble  that  she  could  not  take  charge  of  the 
school  at  Khokar,  as  she  had  been  accustomed  to  do.  At  the 
last  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mahratta  Mission,  it  was  decided 
that  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bruce  be  stationed  at  Khokar  from  the  first 
of  January  1864,  and  that  we  remove  to  Pimplus,  a  new 
station,  twenty  miles  west.  (For  a  narration  of  the  circum* 
stancos  of  peculiar  interest  under  which  this  station  was 
established  see  lust  Boport,  p.  36.)

Pleuant,  Mry  pleutmt,  msmoriat  u«  connwtod  willi  tUs 
qnlat,  rond  horn*,  whan  m  hun  spoat  sight  yeui  n  h&pi^lj, 
A  mutuftl  uid  growing  ftttachment  hoa  sprang  up  botwaea 
lu  and  the  peopi*  of  our  charge,  both  Obriatians  and 
Hindoofl,  and  it  is  not  without  a  pang  that  wa  laava  tham. 
Yat  wa  go  cheerfuUjr  to  a  new  and  in  soma  raspaota  less  con* 
ganial  field  of  labor,  fealing  that  the  intareata  of  Christ's  cause 
demandit.  The  friends  of  Uissions  (and  doubdeea  tha  enemies 
alao)  will  ask,  what  progreaa  has  baan  mad*  during  tbeae 
years  of  oft-interrupted  and  imparfeot  labor. 

In  the  beginning  of  IB56,  when  the  District  came  under 
m7  charge,  there  woa  one  church  comprising  33  membars  and 
59  baptitsd  children,  or  92  in  all,  who  represented  sersn 
different  TillQgas,  none  of  which  were  more  than  six  miles 
Jrom  the  station.  There  were  four  catechiata,  two  teachera, 
and  two  chapela,  and  public  worship  was  held  at  six  different 
places  on  the  Sabbath.  At  the  close  of  1663  there  were  five 
churches  containing  116  adult  members  and  129  baptited 
children,  or  244  persona  in  all ;  who  are  residing  in  36  diffar- 
ent  villages,  of  which  32  are  in  this  District.  Ten  of  these 
villages  are  more  than  20  miles  from  Khokar,  two  are  over 
25  milea,  and  one  is  33  miles  from  the  station.  Twelve  of 
these  villages  are  represented  in  the  Khokar  church,  ten  in 
tlia  Sutral,  six  in  tlie  Paucliegaum,  five  in  tUa  PaJhognum,  and 
'  a  the  Wadgaum  churciiea.    The: 
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h«iMr%  and  two  are  sttpported  at  school  in  Ahmednngnri 
^'^'^^S  S7»  who  are  dependent  upon  Mission  funds.  The 
remaining  78  support  themselves  by  common  Tillage  work^ 
as  household  servants,  or  by  cultivating  fields.  The  number 
who  engage  in  this  latter  employment  is  increasing  year  by 
year,  and  it  is  evident  that,  as  the  Ohristiaus  increase  in  know* 
ledge,  the  servile  village  work  becomes  more  and  more 
distasteful.  Of  those  who  have  been  received  to  the  church 
from  this  District,  four  are  from  the  Mang  caste,  and  the 
remainder  are  from  the  Mahar  caste. 

We  have  felt  year  by  year  an  increasing  desire  to  live  and 
labor  among  these  quiet  villages,  and  we  are  encouraged  to 
go  forward  with  this  work  with  more  faith  and  prayer  and 
seal,  by  the  abovementioued  evidences  that  God  has  placed 
the  seal  of  His  approbation  upon  our  imperfect  efforts  for 
the  good  of  this  people. 

The  past  year  like  the  preceding  has  been  one  of  trial, 
and  in  some  respects  of  discouragement,  in  connection 
with  our  work.  Early  in  the  year  four  months  were  spent 
in  a  visit  to  Mahabaleshwur  on  account  of  Mrs.  Barker's 
health.*  The  caste  disturbances  mentioned  in  the  last  Ke- 
port  have  operated  to  keep  back  inquirers,  so  that  only  six  per- 
sons ha  ire  been  received  on  profussiou,  while  eight  have  been 
excommunicated — three  from  one  church,  two  from  another, 
and  one  from  each  of  tlie  other  three.  Four  of  these  were 
cut  oif  for  marryiug  children  accordiug  to  lieuthen  rites,  and 
the  others  for  idolatry  in  other  forms.  It  has  pleased  God  to 
lay  His  hand  heavily  upon  us,  and  to  remove  an  unusually 
large  number  by  death.  Nine  adults  have  died  the  past 
yeur,  of  whom  one  was  a  catechist,  and  two  were  teachers. 
All  gave  evidence  of  being  prepared  for  the  suiumous,  and 
three— Arzooua,  Hiroba,  aud  8agajee — manifested  much  joy 
in  the  prospect  of  {^uiiig  to  be  with  the  blessed  Saviour.  He 
in  whom  they  had  bolioved  was  near  to  comfort  and  support, 
as  they  passed  thou;^^)i  the  dark  valley.  In  the  Appendix  will 
be  found  au  accouat  of  the  death  of  Arzoona,  the  translation 


•  Soon  Rftor  the  doso  of  the  year  it  pleMcd  Our  Heavenly  Father  to  cull 
my  beloved  imrtner  hume  to  her  rest  nn<i  her  reward.  8li«*  ilied  at  I'implui, 
January  27tii,  and  at  her  own  rc<)ue8t  her  remains  were  laid  beside  tlio  beautiful 
•  church  at  that  {dace.  Her  faith  and  hope  were  unvhiiken  in  the  last  tryin)( 
hour,  and  iihe  passed  from  earth  with  tlio  confidence  thut  she  iiliould  noon  be 
with  her  Uedcemor.  8ho  had  her  reii.«on  until  near  the  laxt,  nnd  her  dying 
mesMigei  to  her  children,  to  the  native  (  hristians,  and  to  friends  fur  and  near, 
were  Appri>|triHto  and  touching.  A  biographical  notice  of  her  wiU  probably 
be  published  soon. 
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of  alettar  prepared hj Bamji  HaribaSalTe^  who  enrrlTed  him 
leee  than  two  months,  and  died  in  the  triumphs  of  faith. 

On  the  other  handy  we  hare  seen  muoh  to  enoooraffe,  and  to 
eall  for  sincere  thanksgiving.  An  increasing  numbed  hare 
diyested  themselves  of  caste  prejudicCi  and  have  shown  a 
desire  to  "  come  out*'  and  **  be  separate''  firom  the  world. 
In  the  regular  weekly  church-meetings  held  at  Khokar,  when 
the  native  helpers  tame  together  for  the  study  of  the  Bible, 
there  was  much  discussion  in  reference  to  several  practical 
questions.  These  seemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  me  lead- 
ing members  to  demand  the  calling  of  a  meeting  of  all  the 
churches  to  decide  authoritatively  upon  them.  A  large  con- 
vention of  delegates  firom  the  five  churches  was  held  at  the 
station,  the  first  Monday  in  October,  in  answer  to  a  call  by 
letter.  This  was  the  first  gathering  of  the  kind  in  this 
District,  and  it  was  an  occiision  of  unusual  interest.  After 
full  and  free  discussion,  the  following  Besolutions  were  passed 
without  a  dissenting  voice  :— 

1st. — ^That  no  Ohristian  should  marry  his  children  in  in- 
fancy, i.  e.  the  son  should  be  at  least  fourteen,  and  the 
daughter  at  least  twelve  years  of  age. 

2nd. — ^That  if  any  member  of  the  church  go  so  far  astray 
as  to  marry  a  child  according  to  idolatrous  riteSp  no 
Ohristian  should  be  present  at  the  wedding. 

3rd. — That  if  any  Christian  shall  without  good  reason 
neglect  to  attend  church  more  than  four  Sabbaths  in 
Bucce^ssion,  the  church  shall  administer  such  discipline  as 
it  deems  proper. 

4th. — That  no  Christian  shall  for  any  reason  whatever, 
regard  caste  distinctions. 

5th. — That  if  any  Christian  shall  neglect  for  a  whole  year 
to  give  for  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  he  shall  be  disci- 
plined by  the  church. 

6th. — That  no  Christian  shall  accept  an  invitation  to  attend 
the  feast  usually  made  by  Hindoos  on  the  twelfth  day 
after  the  death  of  a  relative. 

These  decisions  have  been  communicated  to  all  the  church 
members  and  inquirers,  and  it  is  hoped  they  will  do  much 
towards  leading  them  to  forsake  many  pernicious  practices. 
The  day  following  this  convention  was  observed  as  a  boosou 
of  spocial  thanksgiving  by  all  the  churches,  and  nftc-r  public 
worship  ut  Kliokar,  the  Christians  sat  down  to  a  love  feast. 
Ail  wore  led  with  truly  thaukful  hearts,  I  trust,  to  praise  God 
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tot  abniidaat  rainiy  the  prosjpeet  of  a  plentiful  harresty  and  the 
abeenoe  of  famine,  from  which  we  suffered  eo  mach  a  year  affo. 
I  hare  g^reat  pleasure  in  meutioniDg  that  Mr.  Kassam  Ma- 
hamndjee  has  been  ordained  as  Pastor  of  the  ohurch  at 
Khokar.  Tliis  ordination  is  the  first  tliat  has  ooourrod  in  our 
Mission,  at  a  strictly  yillago  station,  and  the  occasion  was  one 
of  special  interest. 

Mr.  Kassambhai  was  well  and  Tory  faTorably  known  in 
this  district  for  six  years  boforo  he  received  a  call  from  this 
church,  he  having  been  employed  as  my  instructor  in  the 
Mahratta,  and  as  catechist,  more  or  less  every  year  since  his 
conversion  in  1850.  He  has  much  of  the  same  spirit  that  was 
so  strikingly  mauifostod  by  his  ozcellent  brother  Shaik  Daood, 
a  *'  biographical  notioo"  of  whom  was  given  in  the  Iloj)ort  for 
1800.  Jle  had  good  opportunities  for  acquiring  the  EugliHJi 
languagn,  audtJiosoIio  improved  to  good  imrpose.  ^  Of  studi- 
ous habits,  lie  has  mode  commendable  attainments  in  general 
literature,  and  is  an  instructive  preacher.  By  the  grace  of 
Ood  ho  has  boon  kept  from  being  "  pulTod  up"  by  his  acquiro- 
tnouts,  and  the  poorest  and  most  illiterate  of  the  Christians 
have  always  felt  that  they  had  in  him  a  sympathizing  friend. 
His  humble  character  has  given  him  a  special  fitness  for  the  pas- 
toral work  among  such  a  people.  A  uuauimous  call  was  placed 
ill  his  hands  as  soon  as  he  was  licensed  to  preach,  (No vombor 
1802,)  and  ho  has  boon  the  virtual  Pastor  of  the  Khokar  church 
since  that  time.  On  more  than  one  occasion  we  have  witnoss- 
otl  his  patiouco  and  firmness  when  called  to  sniFer  for  the 
name  of  ChriHt,  but  thoso  qualities  weto  ospocially  oxhibitod, 
whon  he  and  his  first  wifo  wore  the  victims  of  a  cowardly  mob 
at  Wadgaiim  in  1 80 1 .     ( See  Roport  for  that  year  p.  3 1  •)^ 

The  ordination  occurred  on  Thursday,  Novombor  19th,  in  the 
prosence  of  a  large  audience  composed  of  delegates  from  ten 
uiiroront  churches.  On  the  ovouiug  of  tho  samo  day  Krishna 
llao  of  Ahmodnuggur  and  his  companions  gave  a  Kirltaiif  or 
sacred  Oratorio,  which  was  listened  to  by  a  large  number  of 
Christiaiis  and  heathen.  Tho  subject  was  Ti-ue  humtUtiff  and 
at  tho  close  there  was  introduced  some  appropriato  instruction 
relative  to  the  relations  and  mutual  duties  of  pastor  and 
people.  This  now  relation  is  one  of  mutual  respect  and  love, 
and  I  trust  that  tho  labors  of  this  young  disciple,  who  is  to 
mo  a  brother  beloved,  may  be  richly  blest. 

JJciuivolentCoutri  hit  ions. — I  am  pleased  with  tho  plan  adopt- 
ed in  1802  for  sociiriiig  regular  contributions,  and  it  is  grati- 
fying to  find  tho  churches  unanimous  in  tho  opinion,  as  ex- 
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proased  in  Hm  fifth  Besolaiilm  (giToi  abore),  that  the  neglect 
to  give  for  the  ePfMcl  of  the  Gospel  is  a  diaoiplinable  remiss- 
Bess  in  duty.  The  chorohes  sent  out  two  Homo  Misaidnaries 
early  in  the  year  to  tho  Nizam's  Dominions,  and  one  of  tliem 
returned  with  snoh  an  encouragiDg  report,  that  tho  diurohos 
made  a  spooial  ooUeotion,  and  sont  him  out  for  another  montli. 
The  amount  contributed  the  past  year  has  boon  Us.  22-8-0, 
and  it  is  a  signiiluant  foot  that  tho  contributors  havo  rosolvod 
to  employ  a  convert  from  tlio  Klang  caste  as  a  Ilome  Mis- 
sionary. Thero  are  now  several  inquirers  in  this  district  from 
that  somewhat  numerous  class,  and  it  is  our  prayer  that  many 
may  speedily  be  gathered  in  from  them.

A  few  individuals  wore  admitted  to  the  churches  under  my 
care  during  tlie  past  year.    But  it  was  not  a  year  of  ingather- 
ing, or  indeed  oispiritual  prosperity.    It  was  a  year  of  scarcity 
and  high  prices.    The  crops  were  short  in  many  places,  and  the 
grain  that  had  been  stored  away  in  years  of  plenty  was  con- 
sumed in  18G2.    The  poor  with  every  effurt  could  procure 
only  insufRciont  food.    In  some  cases  the  want  of  all  earthly 
comfort  loads  the  soul  to  seek  for  and  find  the  higher  and 
purer  joys  of  hope  and  foith.    But  tlus  does  not  seem  to  bo 
the  usual  result.    The  prophet  Agur  prayed  that  tho  Lord 
would  not  give  him  poverty,  ''but  food  him  with  food  con* 
voiiiont  for  him,  lest  he  be  poor,  and  take  tlie  name  of  liis 
God  in  vain."    Tho  spirit  too  often  sympathizes  with  tlie 
weakness  of  the  half-fed  body.    Spiritual  health  fails  under 
the  anxieties  that  harass  the  soul,  when  "  the  people  sigh  and 
sook  bread  and  have  given  their  pleasant  tilings  for  moat  to 
relieve  the  soul."    The  scarcity  lias  occupied  the  attention  of 
tho  community  to  the  exclusion  of  rolij^ious  conversation  and 
tliought.    It  has  also  led  somo  Christians  to  infringe  on  the 
rest  of  the  Sabbath  and  to  litigate  for  duos  and  perquisites 
as  they  would  not  have  done  in  easier  times.     It  has  dwarfed 
and  in    some   cases  blighted  their  growing  habits  of  bene- 
ficence.    There  was,  it  is  true,  a  spontaneous  and  general 
eiTorl  at  tho  anniversary  meetings  in  November,  which  resulted 
in  making  the  sum  total  of  their  contributions  for  the  year 
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uuMuallj  largo.  And  in  iome  oasM  of  tpoolal  distreity  eon- 
tribations  wore  oalled  for  at  Wadalo,  and  wero  mado  up  with 
a  libdralitj  and  readiness  that  was  Tory  gratifying.  But  ttie 
mtematio  oolleetions  wore  smaller  and  gathered  with  more 
uifnoulty  than  in  1802.  These  contributions  for  the  year 
amounted  to  Us.  20,  and  there  was  as  much  more  giyen  at 
the  anniversary  meetings. 

Tlie  oaste  question  was  unexpectedly  oalled  up  on  some 
occasions,  but  it  was  mot  bv  the  Oliristians  in  a  pro|)er  man* 
ner,  and  the  results  of  the  agitation  wore  uniformly  sattsfactory. 
One  instance  occurred  at  VVudnlo,  when  the  fivo  churches 
assembled  to  partake  of  the  Lord's  Supper  together.  It 
WHS  tho  first  time  they  had  so  ossomblod  since  the  recep- 
tion of  a  man  from  tlie  Mang  caste  by  the  Ohande  churohi  and 
lie  was  present.  This  might  not  of  itself  have  caused  any 
excitement.  But  a  plain  dinner  was  provided,  because  many 
of  the  Oliristians  came  from  a  distance,  and  all  were  invited 
to  partake.  They  did  so,  and  the  converted  Mang  among  the 
rest,  and  also  some  well-disposed  Iliiidus  who  were  present. 
They  had  not  risen  from  eating  before  the  news  was  flying 
over  the  country.  Before  tho  Christians  reached  their  homos 
arrangements  were  made  to  harass  and  annoy  them.  Heads 
of  families  were  forbidden  to  enter  thoir  own  houses,  and 
compelled  to  spend  the  night  outside.  But  in  every  case  they 
were  enabled  to  boar  indignity  patiently,  and  there  was  a 
speedy  reaction.  In  two  or  three  days  tho  persecution  ceased. 
One  of  the  teachers  being  denied  entrance  into  his  hired  house 
gave  thom  the  key,  and  procuring  some  necessary  articles 
returned  to  Wadnle.  The  next  day  a  deputation  was  sent 
bo^^ging  him  to  return.  He  went,  and  before  the  close  of  the 
your  we  had  tho  pleasure  of  receiving  to  the  church  one  of 
the  most  active  in  tho  first  opposition. 

Another  instanco  occurred  at  Sonai,  where  some  young  men 
were  admitted  to  the  communion  of  tho  church.  The  principal 
Xtahara  of  tho  village  wero  present  as  spoctutors.  The  Cliris- 
tian  Mang  was  there  on  a  visit  to  his  rolatives.  Boing  desirous 
of  communing  and  yet  wishing  to  avoid  oiFonce,  lie  took  a  seat 
on  one  side  and  not  amonj^  the  other  Christians.  But  the 
deacon,  in  distributing  the  elements,  supplied  him  first  of  alL 
This  was  a  great  ofiouce  to  the  npoctators,  and  it  was  doubt- 
less n  severe  trial  to  some  of  the  Oiiristians  to  bear  the  con- 
tumely the  occurrence  excited.  There  is  a  population  of  150 
Mangs  and  as  many  Mahars  at  Sonai,  and  the  two  castes  have 
ever  been  at  variance  with  each  other.    As  the  Christian

^  MuitMDsnt  waa  not  nirpriaing.  Suoh  things  must  oon* 
tiaae  to  ouour  till  Ohiiatiuity  liu  rooted  out  the  pngudloM  of 
thii  whole  people. 

Suaittia  of  tha  Qureiei.— Tlio  Obanilo,  DedgKW,  SLIogarO' 
Tukai,  Newuioe  and  9oiiai  cliun-LeB  are  undot  m^  oare.  The 
Bggrogato  of  tlioir  cominunioont*  at  the  boglDiiitig  of  the  }ear 
wo*  137.  During  the  year  13  were  loceivud  on  profoaaion  of 
thoii  faith,  and  two  hy  lottor.  Throe  roooivod  lottora,  and 
joiQod  other  churclios  on  aoooant  of  their  change  of  loddonce. 
Tlio  naino  of  ono  now  lifing  at  a  distance  was  oraaod  trom  our 
rocorda,  lio  not  having  reported  himaolf  fur  two  yoora,  and 
uufavorahlo  ropoita  having  reached  ua  loepocting  him.  The 
same  of  another  woa  eraaed,  because  he  would  not,  after 
repeated  romonRtroncos  from  a  oommittoe  aont  by  the  church, 
attend  on  the  ordinance!  of  the  gospel.  Two  were  excommu- 
nicated for  heathen  praoticaa.  Tliua  the  aggregate  of  commu- 
nicanta  at  the  oloeo  of  the  year  «aa  US. 

The  number  of  hapticod  cltildren  in  connection  with  theae 
churches,  Ist  January,  woa  00.  Of  these,  three  were  received 
to  the  communion  of  the  church.  The  aggregate,  31st  De- 
Cembei,  waa  99.  No  one  of  the  communicants  or  their  baptized 
children  was  removed  by  death  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Schools. — The  scarcity  hoB  been  very  unfavorable  to  the 
Faronts  have  bcea  compollBd  ti 
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habaleahwar  in  Norember  iminediatel  j  after  the  aimiTenaiy 
meotinffSi  and  we  were  thus  abeeut  from  our  district  till  the 
doee  01  die  year. 

In  additiou  to  the  proaching  at  the  central  and  ootstationi 
and  on  tours  by  myself  and  my  assistants,  the  '' Wadale  Home 
Miss.  Society*'  sent  out  its  agents  two  at  a  time  for  the  months 
of  April,  May,  and  December.  This  Society  liad,  1st  January, 
a  balance  onhand  of  Rs.  6-14-0.  It  collected  during  the  year 
Us.  34-14-0.  It  paid  its  agents  Bs.  26-3-0,  and  had  a  balance 
on  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  of  lis.  15-9-0. 

In  closing*  I  may  refer  to  the  case  of  several  interesting  in- 
quirers, who  at  times  seemed  ready  to  choose  the  better  part, 
but  have  been  hindered  hitherto,  and  for  such  especially  as 
well  as  for  all  thoso  referred  to  in  this  report,  I  request  the 
prayers  of  God's  people.

[Somor  U  thirty-two  milot  Stmth-Weit  Arom  Ahmodnajo^iir,  and  !•  tho  chief 
t«wn  of  th«  Hvroor  Tulooko.  Tlio  Suiithern,  Buulh- Western  and  W«it- 
orn  Diitricts  of  tho  Mi«Mi»n  tloM  Includu  tho  Huroor  antl  rurnor  TaI«M>- 
km,  which  onilintro  an  area  of  1409  uiunro  nilloi,  and  contain  a  popula- 
tion of  nlN>ut  135,000  touU.  Tlioao  diitrictt  alto  oxtund  into  tho  adjoining 
Talookas.] 

The  Southern  and  South- Western  districts,  with  the  native 
helpers  employed  in  thorn,  continued  under  the  care  of  Mr. 
Bissoll  until  lie  left  the  country  in  Docembor.  Mr.  Bissell's 
laliors  woro  chiefly  in  connection  with  the  school  for  catochists 
in  Ahmednuggur,  but  he  made  tours,  as  he  was  able,  in  tho 
Kolgaum  and  Soroor  districts.  Ho  was  thus  occupied  part  of 
January  and  February,  and  had  gone  out  with  his  family  to 
Kolgaum  and  its  vicinity  in  November,  when  he  was  called 
back  by  the  intelligence  that  a  vessel  was  about  to  sail  from 
Bombay  to  Liverpool,  in  which  he  could  obtain  good  accom- 
modations for  liimsolf  and  family.  Ho  left  here  on  tlie  8th  of 
Docembor  and  sailod  on  the  14th.  Ilad  he  remained  a  little 
longer  in  the  country  ho  would  have  furnished  a  fuller  account 
of  his  labors. 

Throo  persons  were  received  into  tlie  church  at  Kolj^aum 
during  the  year,  ono  the  wifo  of  a  native  catochist,  Ambajee, 
whoso  conversion   was  mentioned    in  lost  Eeport,   and  the 
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othett  ehlldm  of  a  eo]portenr ;  one  a  b^  iHwi^Ing  flio 
MteohisU'  Mhool,  and  ths  otlier  a  Toniiff  woman  om^>y»d 
part  of  tho  year  in  teaohinp  aohdol  at  Ahmadnunur.  No 
deatha  ondnu  casesofduoiplmeoconned  in  this  cliurw  during* 
Uie  ytai.  Oue  ciiild  iroa  baptized ;  tvo  baptLtod  cliildien 
wore  rocoirod  to  tlio  oomiuuoion  of  the  cltnivl^  (tbo  ohildton 
ut  tho  oolportour  referred  to  above),  and  one  child  died.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  were  20  membera  and  15  baptised 
ebildren  connected  with  the  church,  35  in  all. 

The  report  of  the  church  at  Seroor  ia  given  below. 
Beport  of  Iht  Church  at  Seroor, 
(TrMulahid  bom  tho  IftrfttU  propwed  by  the  Futor.) 

At  the  be^ning  of  the  year  there  wore  30  membera  in  the 
oliurch,  and  during  the  year  three  members  hare  been  added 
to  it  from  among  the  heathen.  None  died  and  none  wero 
excluded,  for  which  I  pradao  Qod.  At  the  beginning  of  tlie 
year  there  were  36  baptized  children  connected  with  the 
church,  and  4  were  baptized  during  the  year,  but  two  were 
transplanted  to  the  garden  of  Qod  in  hoavon,  and  ono 
baptizoil  child,  liaviag  grown  up  to  yonrs  of  discretion,  waa 
rocoivod  into  the  American  Slissiou  Church  in  Bombay  on 
profossionofhia  foitli.  At  tlie  close  of  tho  year  th^re  wero 
33  mombora  and  37  baptized  children  connected  with  tho 
iliuivh  ;  70  in  nil.

•?6ii  falkeTi  motherland  frienda»  and regird the Savloiir as 
dearer  than  all,  for  Aen  he  would  receive  and  sare  her^  she 
was  convinced  of  the  trathi  and  giving  up  ail  cheerfally  she 
asked  to  be  received  into  the  church.  And  although  some  con- 
verts from  the  Mang  caste  are  connected  with  this  churchy 
this  did  not  make  her  hesitate  in  the  least,  but  she  desired  to 
be  received  at  once.  The  church  delayed  some  time  in  order 
to  be  better  satisfied  in  regard  to  her  conduct,  and  at  length  on 
the  11th  of  January  she  was  baptised,  and  since  that  time  her 
oonduct  has  been  in  every  way  in  accordance  with  her  pro- 
fession, for  which  we  praise  God.  (2)  Toolseram,  a  blind  boy, 
the  son  of  the  above  mentioned  Jaeebaoe's  deceased  sister,  is 
the  second  person  received  to  the  church.  His  father  having 
abandoned  him  and  gone  off  to  parte  unknown,  and  his  elder 
brother  likewise,  this  poor  boy  was  thrown  upon  the  kind 
care  of  his  aunt,  who  had  not  the  strength  to  obtain 
sufficient  for  her  own  and  his  support.  As  he  was  un- 
able to  do  anything  for  himself,  we  supported  him  from 
the  funds  of  tlie  Poor  House,  to  which  the  gentlemen  at 
tliis  station  contribute,  and  put  him  in  school,  where  he 
committed  to  memory  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  the  Mission  Oatochism.  Every  day  he  was  pre- 
sent at  prayers  in  the  scliool,  and  would  come  also  to  my 
house  to  attend  prayers,  and  he  lodt  all  confidonco  in  Hindoo- 
ism  and  in  the  caste  system.  He  at  length  began  to  take  so 
much  interest  in  hearing  of  Christ,  and  gave  such  good 
attention  to  what  he  heard,  that  the  Christians  here  regarded 
him  as  one  of  themselves,  and  in  view  of  his  conduct  generally 
they  decided  to  receive  him  into  the  church  in  accordance 
with  his  request,  and  he  was  baptized  at  the  same  time  with 
his  aunt  on  the  11th  January.  From  that  time  he  has 
continued  to  go  to  school  and  attend  chapel  and  prayers  as 
regularly  as  before.  ^3)  Wannabaee  is  the  ♦bird  person 
received  to  the  church  m  18G3.  She  is  the  wife  of  a  native 
Christian  here,  named  Ouzoo,  who  instructed  her  in  the  things 
of  religion.  In  view  of  her  conduct  and  her  earnest  desire  to 
be  received,  the  church  determined  to  receive  her,  and  she  was 
baptized  on  the  4  th  of  Outober.  Her  conduct  continues  to  be 
consistent  and  satisfactory. 

Personal  Labors, — My  work  the  past  year  has  been  as  in 
previous  years  to  preach  three  times  in  the  ohapel  every  week, 
to  make  pastoral  visits  to  the  houses  of  the  cliurch  members, 
to  visit  the  native  helpers  in  the  neighbouring  villages,  and 
advise  them  and  encourage  them  in  regard  to  their  work,  to 


go  to  th*  BMT  TtUigw  and  into  the  itiMta  of  this  town  and 
gin  iutrnction,  to  notd  oonToiMtion  with  pw*(n>*  io  Am 
ud  pri»te  booHi  u  opportanity  may  mn,  to  vidt  mo 
Hianon  school  and  Bzamioe  th«  pupila  and  read  tbo  SoriptoiM 
and  pray  with  them,  to  loan  or  ull  books  to  bojs  who  may 
come  to  me  to  obtain  them,  to  givs  books  to  tho  oolportaon 
to  sell  on  sccouat  of  the  Bombay  Tnot  and  Book  Society,  utd 
koep  Bu  accurate  account  of  the  sales,  and  to  keep  an  acoount 
of  all  the  exponsee  of  the  Uiasion  in  this  diitriot,  and  to  direct 
and  Buperiotend  the  native  assistants  here ;  theao  vatioai 
duties  have  filled  up  all  my  time,  as  in  years  past. 

The  church  here  is  in  about  the  same  condition  as  in  pre- 
Tions  years.  Some  of  the  membera  of  the  churoh  live  in 
distant  villages,  and  I  do  not  have  the  opportunity  of  meeting 
them  except  nt  iutervals  of  one  or  two  yean.  Those  that  live 
here  are  very  few,  but  I  praise  Qod  that  tliey  all  live  together 
in  harmony  and  love;  and  notwithstanding  the  dsBnieHS  of 

ErovisioQB  all  have  work  sufficient  fur  their  support.  We  have 
ad  prayer  meetings  three  tiuiee  a  week,  and  we  observed  the 
week  of  prayer  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  aB  ueuaL  In  tlie 
Poor  House  here,  seven  penoiiH  are  supported,  two  of  whooi 
are  membera  of  the  chunih  aud  two  more  are  inquirere.  The 
gentlemen  residing  here  give  to  the  support  of  these  poor,  bo 
Siat  their  wants  are  well  supplied.  We  thank  these  gentle- 
men  for  their  kindnens,  and  praise  Qod  for  his  meivy.     I 
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smmI  Ba.  4,  beddea  th«  offaringa  mada  «l  ilia  AimiTafaaiT 
m  Ahmadnuggnr  in  Oetobar.  Though  thia  ia  a  amall  aom,  it 
ia  giTan  out  of  deep  poverty,  like  the  widow*a  two  mitea.  The 
ehuieh  haa  raised  the  past  year  Ba.  12  for  the  aupport  of  their 
paator.  The  membera  of  the  church  would  like  to  give  a 
great  deal  more,  but  they  are  unable.  Some  familiea  lire  at 
adiatanee,  and  aa  they  do  not  receiTo  instruction  firomthe 
nactor  they  do  not  like  to  gire  for  his  aupport,  and  the  whole 
Durden  comes  on  the  few  familiea  residing  here.  May  Qod 
ftnni  that  thia  church  may  increase  and  be  able  to  aupport 
ita  own  paator  independently  of  Miasion  aid.

Ber.  HariBamahander,  a  native  Taator  from  Ahmedntinar, 
waa  here  at  the  omimenKinent  of  the  year,  bat  hanng  tt&es 
a  aevere  cold  on  his  lungs  waa  unable  to  do  any  misnonAry 
vorlc  He  remained  till  February,  when  he  left  for  Bombayi 
hoping  to  derive  benefit  from  the  sea,  and  finding  no  perma* 
nent  improvement  he  took  another  ohange  to  Ahmednnggor, 
butcoDtmuod  agreat  sufferer  through  the  year,  and  soon  after, 
on  the  eleventh  of  January,  died  of  consumption  at  Bombay. 
There  have  boen  throe  catecliieta  labouring  at  Satara  and  ut 
the  neighbouring  villazoa  during  the  year,  and  for  a  fev  weeks 
there  has  been  an  aduitional  catochiat.  The  Mission  school 
has  been  in  operation  throughout  the  year,  containing  some 
of  the  time  more  than  thirty  pupils,  two-thirds  of  nliom  are 
girls.  The  avorage  number  has  been  about  tirenty.  The 
teimher  employoti  durjpg  the  first  part  of  the  J 
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ThoM  who  fraqiiMifly  vapaai  their  Tititi  mualhr  bM»«  ooii* 
▼iaead  ihftt  the  Hindoo  relirioa  is  felaeb  and  that  Ohriafl- 
mi^  is  tho  only  tnia  religion,  but  they  almost  inTariably 
shrink  from  the  persecution  tfiat  follows  from  doing  what 
they  know  to  be  right  There  has  been  one  instance 
howoTor  of  a  young  man  whose  parents  would  |pve  him 
nothing  to  eat  for  two  months,  and  then  drove  mm  near* 
ly  naked  from  their  house  because  he  persisted  in  com* 
ing  to  us  for  religious  instruction,  and  would  not  worship 
idols.  He  has  not  yet  openly  broken  caste  nor  professed 
Christianity,  and  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  he  will  take 
an  open  stand  for  the  truth  or  yield  to  the  efforts  made  to 
bring  him  back  to  heathenism.  Most  of  the  inquirers  mentioned 
in  last  year's  Beport  have  been  absent  from  Satara  the  past 
year.  The^  thought  they  should  find  it  easier  to  become 
Christians  in  some  other  place  than  heroi  but  the  difEculty  is 
not  in  the  place,  it  is  in  tlie  heart.  We  need  the  outpouring 
of  the  Holy  Spirit  to  show  this  people  the  exceeding  sinfulness 
of  their  own  hearts  and  the  infinite  love  of  Jesus  Christ  in 
dying  for  ti^em.  We  ask  the  prayers  of  all  who  love  the 
Sariour,  that  God  may  grant  us  Uiis  great  blessing.

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Wo  began  owr  pannaBent  labon  at  Sholnpoor  near  ths  oloM 
«f  1862.  Tha  yoar  folIoiriDg  vaa  ono  full  of  merdM  is  n- 
•pMt  to  health  and  aboadant  opportunitiea  for  preaching  th« 
goapel. 

In  the  earlr  part  of  the  ywr  wa  obtained  a  house  in  the 
toirn,  which  baa  urred  aa  a  chapel,  and  two  Bervicea  bare 
bean  regularly  hold  there  on  the  Sabbath.  During  the  mon- 
soon months  diere  were  lectures  and  discussions  at  this  place 
three  ereaings  in  the  weak,  when  the  tveathor  wnuld  permit. 
These  lectures,  mostl;  on  the  evidences  of  Christianity)  were 
commenced  hj  invitation  of  eeveral  educated  young  men, 
who  were  constant  in  tlioir  attendauco  till  the  close.  At  timee 
the  audience  irns  very  large,  and  more  cama  than  the  room 
could  accommodate. 

Out-of-door  preaching  has  been  maintained  in  different 
parts  of  tlte  city.  We  have  also  visited  all  the  villagee  in  the 
imroodiato  vicinity  of  Sholapoor.     Tliis  for  several  months 
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we  commeneed  our  work  at  Banea.  Two  joung  man  from 
AhmedoQggur,  a  oatevhist  and  a  teaoher,  were  residinff  there 
at  the  olose  of  the  year.  There  are  Bereral  inqnirers  in  that 
citji  who  though  not  yet  baptised  are  exerting  a  decided  in« 
fluenee  in  &Tor  of  Ohristianity.  A  few  scholars  have  began  to 
Btndy  with  the  teacher. 

Another  school  has  been  kept  for  seven  months  of  the  year 
in  Koombhari,  five  miles  east  of  Sholapoor.  The  Mahars  of 
the  Tillage  dosirod  a  teacher  to  come  among  tliomp  and  they 
haro  furnished  him  with  a  house  to  live  in,  and  a  place  for  his 
school.  About  a  dozen  boys  have  attended  the  schooli  some 
of  whom  have  made  excellent  progress,  and  much  truth  has 
been  made  known  to  their  parents.  A  third  school  has  been 
in  operation  one  half  of  the  year  in  Sholapoor.  It  has  num- 
bered nineteen  boys,  but  the  attendance  has  not  been  regular. 
These  schools  are  all  kept  by  Christian  teachers,  and  consider- 
ing the  many  obstacles  and  the  opposition  that  is  always 
experienced  at  the  beginning  of  our  work,  the  success  of  the 
teachers  has  been  all  that  could  reasonably  be  expected.  And 
I  may  make  a  similar  remark  in  regard  to  all  our  labors  for 
the  year.  We  shall  surely  reap  in  diie  time  if  we  faint  not, 
yet  the  friends  of  missions  should  fully  understand  the  magni- 
tude of  the  work.  Thoy  should  realize  how  deeply  rooted  is 
Hinduism  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  all  this  people.  The 
prevalent  customs  in  regard  to  pilgrimages  furnish  a  vivid 
and  painful  illustration  of  this. 

Thirty  miles  North-East  of  Sholapoori  at  Toolazapoor,  is  the 
groat  tomple  of  the  goddess  Uhowani,  and  twice  m  the  year 
the  place  ia  thronged  by  men  and  women  of  every  grade,  who 
come  to  pay  their  vows  and  ofTor  Bacrifice  to  the  idol.  Besides 
this,  at  every  full-moon  lonp^  trains  of  pil)j;riins  may  be  seen 
flocking  thither,  and  such  ia  the  fuith  of  the  people  in  the 
liealiug  power  of  the  goddesM,  that  the  sick  are  resorting  there 
constantly  in  the  vain  hope  of  some  relief.  The  temple  at 
Punderpoor  is  still  more  renowned.  Not  to  speak  of  the 
myriads  who  go  there  at  the  great  festivals,  I  have  frequently 
met  persons  who  make  a  pilgrimage  thither  every  month, 
from  a  distance  of  fifty  or  a  hundred  miles,  and  the  practice  is 
kept  up  for  many  years.  One  man,  who  had  apparently  come 
from  a  distance,  I  saw  near  Barsee,  making  the  journey  by 
prostrations,  measuring  his  length  upon  the  ground.  It  was 
under  the  burning  sun  of  noon-day ;  and  hardly  able  to  pro- 
ceed, he  seemed  the  very  picture  of  despair. 

But  a  case  still  more  remarkable  was  that  of  a  man  per- 
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fonningtha  joorney  by  Tolling  Mnuelf  Upon  thegroand.  W« 
Mino  up  vitli  him  dd«  moruing  two  miles  Eut  of  Waira{. 
I  tuked  nim  where  ho  was  goings,  and  vhj  be  was  thus  tortur* 
iDg  himsolf.  He  at  first  did  not  seem  to  bear  me,  but  at 
length  Btoppiog  ho  lay  exhauatod  upon  the  ground,  and 
BDBWored  in  a  laint  voico  that  he  was  going  to  Pundorpoor. 
After  some  further  questions,  na  I  remonstcatDd  with  him  upon 
the  folly  of  such  a  toureo,  ho  roisod  hia  hood  from  the  ground, 
and  half  rocliaing  said  ihrit  ho  liad  como  so  far  olroady  lliat 
ho  could  not  doaist  now.  Ho  stotod  Hint  his  villn^o  was  noar 
Chandrnpoor,  four  hundred  and  lifty  miles  to  tho  Kiist  of  here, 
that  ho  had  spent  fifteen  months  on  tho  wny  thus  far,  and  that 
it  was  only  forty  miles  more,  and  he  wished  to  complete  ths 
pilgrimBge.  He  was  accustomed  to  ^  about  a  milo  oacbdaj. 
He  would  then  note  the  place  whore  he  hadstopped,  uTii  walking 
back  to  tho  nearest  Tillage,  would  remain  until  tho  nest  day, 
roceiTinghia  food  from  the  villagers.  Then  he  wouldrotum, 
and  from  tho  place  loft  the  proviouB  day  would  begin  a^^aia  bis 
toilsome  pilgrimage.  If  he  came  ton  river  that  could  not 
be  passed  iu  this  wanner,  he  would  go  back  a  distance  equal 
to  this  space,  and  roll  over  the  ground  a  second  time.  He 
had  for  clothing  only  a  coarse  cloth  bound  tightly  about  his 
loins,  and  anothor  about  his  hoad,  and  thus  almost  naked, 
over  roads  extremely  rough  and  stony,  exposed  to  heat  and 
cold,  Hometimea  drenched  with  rain  or  covered  witli  mud,— 
for  a  year  and  throo  months  this  poor  man  had  been  rolling 
himself  along  towards  the  slirino  of  Vitoba.    I  havo  Boldom 
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The  station  at  Bombay  has  oaflfered  mnohthe  past  year 
from  irregularity  and  interruption  of  Missionary  labor.  Mr. 
Harding,  who  ior  several  years  liad  been  our  only  Missionary 
here,  was  allowed  in  November  1862  to  commence  anew  mis- 
sion at  Sholapore.  This  station  was  in  consequence  left  with- 
out a  Missionary.  In  the  early  part  of  the  year  however  Mr. 
Bissell  of  Ahmednuggur  was  brought  in  the  provideace  of  God 
to  spend  nearly  three  moutiis  in  Bombay  with  his  family.  I 
neoa  not  say  that  he  did  all  in  his  power  to  advance  the  work 
while  he  remained.  During  the  hoi  season  Mr.  Harding  came 
to  Bombay  for  two  months,  and  Mr.  Bissell  returned  to  the 
Deocan.  In  March  Mr.  H.  W.  Ballantine,  with  his  wife, 
joined  the  Mission  from  America,  and  from  the  1st  of  July  the 
station  has  been  under  his  charge.  He  however,  in  accordance 
with  the  advice  of  the  mission,  went  to  the  Deccan  soon  after 
the  beginning  of  the  rains,  and  was  absent  four  months,  again 
leaving  the  station  without  a  Missionary. 

The  pastor  of  the  native  church,  Bev.  B.  Y.  Modalc,has  been 
at  his  post  most  of  the  time,  and  in  the  absence  of  the  Mis- 
sionary was  charged  with  double  duties.  But  he  too  has  been 
compelled  by  sickness  of  his  family  and  of  himself  to  be  ab- 
sent much  of  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  At  the  present 
time  he  is  but  slowly  recovering  from  an  attack  of  cliolera, 
which  brought  him  very  near  to  death.  We  have  reason  to 
render  thanks  to  our  merciful  Ood  that  his  life  is  spared. 

The  pastor  will  make  his  own  report  of  his  labors,  and  give 
the  statistics  of  the  church. 

Schools, — Thore  was  a  school  for  Christian  children  kept  up 
for  live  months  in  the  house  of  the  Pastor.  It  was  taught  by 
a  young  Brahmin  inquirer  of  much  promise,  of  whom  we  all 
thought  at  the  time,  that  he  was  "  not  far  from  the  kingdom 
of  Ood."  He  returned  to  his  friends  however  in  a  distant 
city  without  fulfilling  our  hopos.  May  the  grace  of  Ood  fol- 
low him  where  hd  is,  and  bring  him  yet  to  love  and  confess 
the  Saviour.  Besides  this  there  was  nothing  done  in  the  way 
of  schools  until  my  return  from  the  Deccan  in  November, 
when  I  made  an  unsuccessful  attempt  to  gather  the  children 
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of  th*  utitbbonriiood  Into  tho  aehool-rooiit  oonneetod  with  &» 
Uiuioa  HoaM.  Oa  tha  tailwn  of  this,  I  Mcnrod  «  room 
ftmosg  tbe  JUm^  in  the  Kamatopoon  diatru.-t,  and  hara  now 
after  a  trial  of  HTSral  we«ka  giood  promin  of  nsefulnaM 
among  them.  Thia  achool  haa  been  from  tha  firat  avowadl; 
Christian,  with  only  Ohriatian  teachers ;  ita  ancveaa  therefore 
ia  tha  more  enoouragiog.  Almoat  immediatelj  after  tha 
opeaiDg  of  the  aohool,  the  teacher  waa  urged  to  begin  on  evening 
cfaM  for  some  >rouDg  men  who  are  obliged  to  labor  during  the 
day.  This  baa  been  regularly  attend  by  eight  or  ten  vith 
increasing  interest.  A  few  days  before  the  end  of  tbe  year, 
I  provided  an  assistaQt  in  the  day  school,  that  the  teacher  might 
give  mora  of  his  strength  to  theaa.  The  day  school  numbers 
about  twenty,  and  several  of  the  scholars  accompany  their 
teacher  to  ohapel  on  Sabbath  mornings  with  the  consent  of 
their  parents. 

/'reocAin^.— Owing  to  my  newness  in  the  language  I  have 
been  able  to  do  little  in  the  way  of  direct  preaching.  A  few 
jonng  men  have  come  to  my  honse  for  conversation  from  time 
to  time.  They  ore  intelligent  and  for  the  most  part  frank, 
and  one  is  able  to  explain  the  gospel  anil  bring  forth  the 
evidences  of  its  truth  with  a  fulness  that  under  otiier  circum- 
stances ia  impossible.  I  regard  this  as  one  of  the  most  pro- 
mising methods  of  labor  in  this  field.  When  I  shall  be  able 
gjth  some  fnoilitv.  I  hopo  to 
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raptdlj  amanoi  bj  manj,  and  all  hare  felt  the  inflaeoM. 
The  minda  of  the  people  baTO  been  eo  engroaaed  with  earthly 
things^  that  little  thought  coald  be  gained  forheaTenly  things. 
Now  is  a  time  of  ooldness  and  ■piritual  want  May  the  pain 
of  onr  leanness  bring  ns  to  ourselvesi  as  hunger  brought  that 
prodigal  son  to  himself  in  the  Sarlour's  parable ;  and  when 
we  **  arise  and  go  to  our  Father/'  may  our  reoeption  be  like  his.

Beport  of  the  Church  at  BonJbay. 

(TraotUted  from  the  Marathi  prepared  by  tba  Pastor.) 
la  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  26  members  eon- 
Bected  with  thia  churoh.  On  tlie  22nd  of  February  three 
persons  were  reoeived  to  the  communion  of  the  church  on  the 
profession  of  their  faith  in  Ohrist,  viz.,  Gyanoba  Kalokhe,  son 
of  a  member  of  the  Seroor  church,  Yumoonabaee,  daughter  of 
the  Pastor  of  this  church,  and  Manasaram  Hanuman  Sing. 
The  two  first  had  boon  baptizod  in  infancy.  Oyanoba  had  been 
drawn  to  Bombay  by  the  desire  of  getting  an  education,  had 
subsequently  engaged  in  the  service  of  the  Railway  Company, 
and  had  been  brought  under  the  influence  of  the  truth  in 
connection  with  tlie  instructions  received  in  this  church. 
Munasaram  originally  resided  at  Malligaum,  but  before 
embracing  Christianity  he  had  come  to  Bombay  and  obtained 
employment  as  an  English  writer  in  the  Police  OiEce.  He 
prepared  an  account  of  himself  and  his  conversion,  which  was 
published  in  the  Dnyanoilat/a  of  April  Ist,  1863.  This  account 
there  is  no  necessity  of  repeating  here.  But  it  grieves  me 
much  to  say,  that  notwithstanding  the  great  eflurts  \ihioh  he 
made  to  reach  Bombay  as  described  in  that  account,  and  the 
great  danger  through  which  ho  passed  in  coiinoquonce  of  his 
vessel  being  wrecked,  and  the  loss  of  all  his  property  on  that 
occasion,  and  notwithstanding  the  earuestueas  with  which  he 
commenced  studying  the  Scriptures  with  me,  and  the 
excellence  of  his  conduct,  which  was  such  that  when  he  was 
examined  by  the  church,  and  some  suggested  that  his  re- 
ception be  deforred  for  a  time,  it  was  decided  by  the  majority 
that  he  be  received  at  once;  notwithstanding  all  these  evi- 
dences of  sincerity,  very  soon  after  he  was  baptized  his  whole 
conduct  became  changed  for  the  worse.  lie  was  evidently 
more  fond  of  the  company  of  wicked  licentious  mon  tlian  of  his 
Christian  brethren,  he  began  to  use   intoxicating  drugs  and 
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Rplriti,  ha  waa  ^Itj  of  falaeliood,  and  £rom  what  ▼«  uw  wa 
could  not  but  infer  tlia:  lie  wbb  guilt;  ulao  of  licantiouB  con- 
dutt.  We  first  Buspeaded  him  Eram  the  oliurob,  aod  gave  him 
space  for  repentaave ;  but  iustead  of  repenting  ho  grew  Torse 
and  worse,  and  on  the  5th  of  Juno  he  was  eicommuaicated. 
Previously  to  this  ho  had  lost  his  place  ns  a  writer  in  the  Police 
Oliice,  in  consuqueace  of  his  bad  conduct,  and  Sed  from  this 
plouo,  so  that  uo  one  of  ua  has  seea  him  since.  Thus  he  vas 
casl  out  of  the  churuh  in  teas  th a u  five  months  after  being 
received.  It  had  boos  better  fur  Lim  not  to  have  knonn  the 
way  of  rtghteouaaoss  tlian  after  he  had  known  it  to  turn  back 
to  bis  aioa. 

Ahdool  Maaih,  who  joined  tbia  church  in  November  ISGO, 
remained  with  us  about  a  year,  and  then  went  to  Bajpootana, 
where  bo  engaged  in  tbo  service  of  tlie  United  Presbyterian 
Mission,  and  after  a  year'a  labor  died  while  thus  employed. 
His  conduit  while  there  wns  consistent  with  his  profossion,  and 
he  waa  zoalous  and  faithful  in  the  work  of  giving  instruction, 
nnd  died  in  groat  poaco,  declaring  his  fuith  in  Christ.  A 
Missionary  of  tliat  Wssion  informed  nto  that  they  felt  hia  loss 
very  much.  Now  though  we  mourn  his  death  and  fool  the 
loss  of  his  aid,  yet  we  ore  comforted  in  the  thought  that  he 
baa  joined  tho  general  assembly  and  church  of  the  first-born 
in  heaven. 

On  the  28th  of  April,  Tockaram  Bhi  wadaas,  \rho  was  received 
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Itsh  •dueatioD,  and  they  came  to  me  ai  before  to  ttady  the 
Ohriatiaa  Scriptoree.  Others  also  oame,  iaolnding  Manaseram, 
mentioned  abore,  and  I  had  a  elass  of  eeren  or  eight  persons^ 
who  professed  themselres  desirous  to  become  acquainted  with  the 
Scriptures  and  receive  baptism,  and  whom  I  instructed  regu* 
larly  in  Ohristian  truth.  Some  of  these  oame  every  day,  so 
that  for  some  months  I  had  daily  opportunities  of  giving  them 
instruction.  Afterwards  they  came  five  days  in  a  week,  four 
days,  three  days,  according  to  their  convenience.  Some  of 
them  then  began  to  give  up  coming  entirely,  and  at  length 
there  were  no  regular  times  for  instructing  them,  but  when 
any  one  came  I  would  read  the  Scriptures,  converse,  and  pray 
with  him.  One  oi  the  young  men  wished  me  to  bantize  him, 
but  not  thinking  him  a  converted  man  I  refused  to  do  so,  and 
he  being  annoyed  by  my  refusal,  left  off  coming  to  see  me. 
Others  left  for  other  reasons,  some  were  engaged  in  buuness, 
others  went  to  other  Missions,  some  became  cold  and  indif- 
ferent. When  they  first  came  to  me  for  instruction,  I  had 
hones  that  some  of  them  would  accept  the  offers  of  salvation 
ana  become  heirs  of  eternal  life,  but  none  of  them  came  for- 
ward to  take  up  the  cross  and  follow  Ohrist  except  one,  and 
he  proved  to  be  a  hypocrite.  This  of  course  gives  me  sadness, 
still  I  am  sure  in  view  of  the  promises  of  God,  that  the  instruc- 
tion given  to  this  class  of  young  men  and  to  others  who  come 
to  me  from  time  to  time,  will  not  be  in  vain,  and  I  shall  there- 
fore endeavour  to  give  them  instruction  as  I  have  opportunity, 
and  pray  for  their  salvation.  Some  of  them  have  such  a 
knowledge  of  the  gospel,  that  if  the  Holy  Spirit  should  change 
their  hearts  they  would  be  intelligent  Christians,  and  likely 
to  do  much  good,  and  I  beg  that  my  Christian  brethren  will 
remember  them  in  their  prayers. 

My  labors  in  connection  with  the  church  and  in  preaching 
in  the  stroots  are  very  much  the  same  as  in  post  years,  and  i 
need  not  doaoribe  thorn  particularly.  In  former  years  a  Mis- 
sionary resided  bore  regularly,  who  was  accustomed  to  preach 
once  on  each  Sabbath.  But  Mr.  Harding  having  gone  to 
Sholapoor,  was  only  about  two  and  a  half  months  m  Bombay 
this  year,  and  Mr.  Bissell  from  Ahmednuggur  was  here  about 
the  same  length  of  time,  and  while  they  were  here  they  assist- 
ed in  preaching  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath.  Mr.  H.  W. 
Ballantine  has  come  here  in  Mr.  Harding's  place,  and  in  a 
short  time  I  hope  he  will  acquire  such  a  knowledge  of  the 
language  as  to  assist  in  preaching. 

In  the  years  1861  and  1862  I  was  unable  to  go  to  Ahmed- 


nvfgat  kt  tlw  tim*  9S  the  Annul  ICMting  tiMM.  Bat  ta 
Septombw  of  Uat  jMr  my  haaltli  lutd  beuoma  m  poor  that  U 
booame  secMsafy  for  m*  to  ham  a  chann,  and  I  mnt  to 
Ahmodanggtur  with  mj  family.  Ttj  betuth  waa  mj  modi 
improved,  and  I  alw  meiTod  spiritual  benefit  and  eiqojmant 
from  the  meetings  of  the  anaivenarj,  so  that  the  jonnia; 
was  of  double  adTantage  to  me.  After  the  meetings  I  left 
m;  family  in  Ahmednuggnr  and  eamo  on  to  Bombay  alone,  aa 
I  had  to  get  another  place  of  reaidenoe  here,  and  afUr  accom- 
plishing my  objeot  and  performing  my  duties  aa  pastor  here 
for  five  or  six  ireeks  I  returned  to  Ahmednuggur  for  my 
family.  In  a  day  or  two  after  arriTing  there  I  was  attaolced 
with  the  oholera.  For  twenty>four  hours  the  disease  raged 
with  great  violence,  and  at  latt  the  physician  and  my  friends 
gave  up  all  hope  of  my  life.  1  myself  felt  that  my  lost  hour 
had  oome,  and  I  thought  how  pleasant  now  to  depart  and 
be  with  Ohrist.  But  my  brethren  hod  boon  praying  for  me  at 
the  aame  time  that  means  were  used  for  my  recovery,  and  after 
all  means  seemed  utterly  useless,  God  had  meroy  and  deli- 
▼eredme,as  itwere,  fTomthevoryjawBof  death.  I  was  how- 
ever so  much  reduced,  that  I  was  compelled  to  remain  at 
AhmednuggiiT  nearly  a  month.  As  soon  m  my  strength  was 
in  a  measure  restored,  I  returned  with  my  family  in  ttie  quickest 
way  avnilflble,  and  again   engiigod  in   my  work.     My   deaire

At  tha  vltla^  of 
Bhokar  alu  be  apoks  boldly  and  in  nmoit  atcoilent  manner  InRfannta  to  tha 
Hahan  and  Manga.  On  aettinK  oat  to  lalurn  he  lulforai  Interna  pala  In  all 
partaot  hiabodr,  and  aftarnHChing  lioma  waa  attacked  with  djaanLorj.  Uj 
tria  hvli-  <yl  mcaicinc!

And  this  WM  roolly  truo  for  ho  ipolco  of  the  Moond  danth.  Ood  hat  tald  In  Hit 
UoIt  word  that  the  teeond  death  liath  no  power  over  him  who  lovot  God  and 
it  Hit  tmo  ehiid.  Yon  will  tee  from  the  following  elrcnrnttanee  how  the  holy 
angolt  and  the  Holy  Spirit  were  eonttantiy  near  him  directing  hit  thonghit 
npward. 

The  night  before  hit  death,  thit  brother  had  qniot  and  refVethins  deep,  at  It 
often  the  cate  with  the  tick  when  near  their  end.  About  nine  o  clock  in  the 
evening  when  we  were  all  leated  aronnd  him  and  two  young  men  were  tleeping 
by  hit  tide,  a  man  by  the  name  of  Salooba  taid  to  one  of  the  young  men,  **  Get 
np,  get  up.  and  come  and  eat.'*  The  vonng  man  half  awake  replied,  *'  Come, 
come  quickly,  and  make  ready  a  burial  place.**  Immediately  Arniona  called  ont 
In  hit  tleop,  **  1  am  ready,  come,  come,  now  I  am  coming.  Aronting  him  we 
naked  what  he  had  been  »aying,  **  O  nothing  at  all,**  wat  hit  reply.  It  teemed 
to  nt  all  then  that  he  could  not  lurvivo  long,  and  we  mode  fervent  tnppllcationt 
to  God  for  him.  Dut  He  whoie  wayt  are  not  at  man*t  wayt.  taw  fit  at  two 
o'clock  the  neit  day  (Aug.  20th)  to  take  him  from  nt.  At  the  time  of  hit 
departure  drew  near,  ho  wat  broui^ht  out  of  hU  room  that  he  might  look  up  to 
that  heaven  whithnr  ho  wat  to  toon  to  go.  and  then  he  bode  farewell  to  all,  and 
with  a  tingle  struggle  and  gmp  he  breathed  out  hit  lii'e.  That  wat  a  very  tad 
day  to  us,  and  oa|K;ciully  to  his  ruUtivet.  We  buried  him  according  to  Chrii- 
tian  ritei,  and  w«  ehvriih  tho  cunfldont  hope  that  our  duar  brother  hat  entered 
Into  thejov  of  tho  liwrd,  fur  ho  fully  truHtod  in  Film  at  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 
Many  of  the  lliudoot  hiiU  said  to  him,  Gondhal  (fhnt,U  e.  "perform  the  coromo* 
nice  noccMiiry  to  pmpltinto  tho  gudiloai,  and  you  will  rocovor  ;"  but  ho  replied, 
**  No  man  can  live  by  such  monnn,  hut  by  tlio  word  of  Ottd  alone  can  a  man 
live.**  We  n*Joico  to  soo  that  hit  wife  bukoobai  hiit  like  fuith  with  her  dopnrted 
huthand,  and  wo  a.^k  nil  our  Christian  brethren  to  invoke  the  blotting  of  God 
upon  her  and  her  cliiMrcn. 

Arsotma  lowod  uitich  teed  In  thit  region,  and  It  has  already  begnn  to  bear 
fVult.  (vowniee  of  Haundo.  (of  whom  I  spoke  in  my  last  letter),  and  hit  wife 
were  baptised  at  rinipliis  early  in  August,  and  in  thit  villnge  by  Artoona't 
death  and  by  the  instruction  here  impartod,  two  men  have  l>ocomo  inquirert 
and  are  now  nulling  ti  l>o  received  to  tho  churclu  In  addition  to  these,  teven 
men  In  neighlmnring  villMgoi  plead  very  eameitly  for  bapti«ni,  and  it  it  our 
fervent  prayer  timt  they  may  l>ocome  true  Iambi  of  Uie  flock,  and  be  speedily 
received  into  tho  fold  of  Christ  Let  us  all  ask  God  that  these  may  be  gathered 
In,  and  that  a  separate  church  may  toon  be  organised  at  Sawali  Vihir.

sorely  never  be  at  a  loss  to  snpply  the  wants  of  his  servants 
engaged  m  his  work. 

At  tlie  time  wlien  fears  were  entertained  at  home  tliat  the  inoome 
of  the  Board  would  be  insufficient  to  meet  its  expenses,  and  tliat 
in  consequence  of  tlie  high  rate  of  exchange  tlie  financial  year 
would  close  with  a  heavy  debt,  we  wore  urged  to  make  our 
wants  known  to  oiur  friends  in  tliis  oountryi  and  obtain  sonio 
aHMistanco  here  to  carry  on  our  o])erations,  in  order  tlint  we 
might  in  tliis  way  lessen  tlie  bunlen  on  die  Treasury  of  tlie 
Board.  An  appeal  was  therefore  issued  in  July  for  assistance, 
and  nobly  did  our  friends  re8i)ond  to  it  Tlie  mereliants  of  Bom- 
bayi  boUi  native  and  English,  contributed  liberally  of  their 
abumhmecy  and  enabled  us  to  carry  on  all  our  schools  and  other 
efforts  witliout  any  curtailment  Tlie  whole  sum  of  donations 
receivcl  tlie  past  year  by  the  Mission  is  Rs.  15,949,  which  is  a 
&r  greater  sum  tlian  we  have  ever  received  in  any  year  before. 
It  would  liavo  required  $  20,000  in  America  to  remit  this 
amount  to  us  here,  according  to  the  usual  rates  of  exchange 
which  prevailed  last  year.  To  this  extent,  then,  we  have  been 
enabled  to  relieve  tlie  Treasury  of  die  Board  at  home.  For  tliis 
amount  of  donations  we  feel  deeply  grateful,  first  to  Him  in 
whose  hands  are  the  hearts  of  all  men,  who  graciously  inclined  bo 
many  in  this  land  to  give  to  our  aid,  and  then  we  would  cxprcM 
our  tluuiks  to  those  who  have  made  us  these  very  liberal  con- 
tributions, and  earnestly  desire  that  die  blessing  of  Gknl  may 
rest  upon  them.  The  amount  of  Rs.  728  was  given  by  our 
native  congregations  for  the  support  of  ])astors,  teachers,  &c.  and 
for  the  extension  of  die  knowledge  of  the  truth ;  die  greater 
part  of  diis  was  given  or  pledged  at  the  meeting  of  the  Mission  at 
Alimednuggur  in  October. 

On  the  19th  of  May  a  reinforcement  of  the  Mission  arrived  in 
Bombay  from  America,'  a  reinforcement  which  we  luid  long  been 
M'aiting  for,  and  wliich  wo  grcady  needed.  Rev.  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
HuKcn,  who  left  India  at  tl'io  close  of  1857,  returned  with  two  of 
their  children,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cliapin,  and  a  daughter  of 
Mr.  Bullantine.     All  these  iiiunediHiely  after  their  arrival  went

These  exeminetions  heve  done  greet  good  ;  they  here  eleo  ihown  the 
average  ability  of  the  teachers  employed  by  the  Mianions  in  the  inetruc- 
tion  of  Vernacular  schools.  No  examination  is  proposed  to  be  held  in 
1805.  The  solieme  was  only  intended  to  be  provisional,  introductoiy  to 
uthor  methods  of  promoting  and  improving  Vernacular  Education. 

The  Christian  Vernacular  Education  Society  decided  during  the  year 
to  establish  a  Training  School  at  Ahmcdnuggur  for  the  preparation  of 
Vcmaonlar  Toachem,  and  James  Haig,  Esquire,  has  been  appointed  to  take 
charge  of  it.  lie  reached  Bombay  by  the  last  steamer  In  December, 
iind  brings  tlie  highest  testimonials  as  to  his  fttness  for  the  work.  We 
hope  that  his  apiK>intment  hero  may  greatly  subnurve  the  caure  of  Ver- 
nacular Education  and  tlio  cause  of  Christ  in  this  region. 


AlIMBDNUGOUB  StATIOK. 

In  the  last  report  mention  was  made  of  the  death  of  the  Rev.  Ilari  Ram* 
chundor,  PaHtor  of  the  First  Cliurch,  on  the  11th  of  January  18G4,  in 
Bombay.  No  pastor  has  been  found  to  supply  his  place,  and  the  duties 
of  pastor  have  been  perfonnod  by  Mr.  Ballantine.  It  was  hoped  that  a 
memoir  of  Rev.  Haripunt  would  have  been  prepared  ere  this,  so  that  it 
could  have  been  published  with  this  report,  but  difficulties  have  iutorvoned, 
and  the  memoir  is  not  yet  prepared. 

Tlie  duties  of  the  station,  in  consequence  of  the  departure  of  Mr.  Bissell 
in  December  18C3,  devolved  upon  Mr.  Ballantine  until  the  middle  of 
April,  when  he  was  relieved  by  Mr.  Fairbank,  who  remained  in  charge 
until  the  arrival  of  Mr.  Hazen  the  first  week  in  June.  From  that  time 
Mr.  Ballantine  carried  on  his  own  proper  duties  as  in  former  years,  Mr. 
ilaa&en  performing  the  duties  which  had  boon  carried  on  the  previous  year 
by  Mr.  BisscU.  From  this  it  will  be  seen  that  it  was  only  about  the  mid- 
dle of  the  yoar  that  the  duties  of  the  Missionaries  at  the  station  began  to 
be  purfunned  with  the  usual  regularity,  and  much  less  labour  was  accom- 
plished than  would  havo  boon,  had  the  usual  number  of  labourers  been 
working  here  without  iuterruptioii.  The  Native  agents  of  the  Mission 
laboured  faithfully  throughout  the  year. 

Churchet, — Sixteen  members  were  received  to  the  First  Church  during 
tlie  }  ear  on  profcHHion  of  their  faith  in  ChriHt,  twolve  of  these  at  one  time 
ill  March,  and  the  rciiiaiuder  in  November.  Of  these  six  were  members  of 
the  school  for  catechtHts,  and  with  one  exception  had  been  baptized  in 
infancy,  and  three  were  girls  in  the  girls*  school,  two  of  whom  had  re- 
ceived infant  baptism.    The  others  were  six  women  aud  qiw^  \\imsx  vA.

Um  ooeasiott  of  great  joj  to  all  praaent  It  was  vary  avldant  tbat  that 
amall  and  feeble  church  in  the  wildemeia  was  exerting  an  inflaence  for 
good  on  the  heathen  around.  The  Christians,  although  originally  of  low 
caste,  evidently  had  the  respect  of  the  higher  classes  in  the  village, 
who  listened  to  tlie  instructions  of  the  catechist  with  interest,  and  who 
showed  by  their  questions  and  by  all  their  conversation  that  tbojr 
understood  the  great  truths  of  the  word  of  God.  Oh  that  we  had  many 
such  centres  of  light  as  that  little  Lonee  church,  diffusing  precious 
rays  all  arouud,  and  thus  dissipating  the  thick  darkness  in  which  this 
people  are  enveloped. 

&r/ioo^.— The  school  for  Catechlsts  was  for  three  months  and  a  half  undsr 
the  chsrge  of  Mr.  Bullantine,  and  a  month  and  a  half  under  Mr.  Fair- 
bank.  Mr.  lloxon  thou  took  charge  of  it,  and  a  sufliciently  full  account 
of  the  school  will  be  found  in  his  report.  The  large  number  of  scholan 
in  the  school  required  a  much  larger  corps  of  teachers  than  we  were  alls 
to  furnish,  and  we  thus  failed  to  realize  the  full  benefit  which  we  other- 
wise might  have  derived  from  the  generous  donation  of  our  frieud  AV.  F. 
Steams,  £squire,  of  Bombay. 

The  school  for  girls  also  had  a  larger  number  of  pupils  than  usual, 
and  a  much  greater  proportion  of  the  whole  number  than  usual 
received  a  part  of  their  support  from  the  funds  of  the  school,  owing  to 
the  donation  received  from  Mr.  Stearns.  Three  of  the  larger  girls  were 
married  during  the  year  to  Christian  young  men,  two  of  whom  are  in 
the  employment  of  the  Mission.  Three  of  the  girls  in  the  school  united 
with  the  First  Church,  and  two  young  women  who  had  been  instructed  in 
the  school,  united  with  the  Second  Church.  Two  girls  of  the  school 
united  with  the  church  in  Soroor. 

At  the  anniversary  of  the  Mission  in  October,  the  school  for  catechists 
and  the  girln*  school  were  examined  before  the  ^lission  and  a  large  com- 
pany of  native  gentlemen,  and  at  the  exam innt ion  of  the  girls*  school 
several  ladies  of  the  station,  Mrs.  Gen.  Ilcyland  and  Miss  Ileyland, 
Mrs.  Dr.  Frascr,  Mrs.  Captain  Macfarlane,  and  others  were  present.  Tlie 
impressions  produced  on  the  minds  of  the  native  gentlemen  are  well 
exhibited  in  the  following  extract  from  an  article  prepared  by  one  of 
them,  a  Brahman,  and  first  printed  in  the  Vritt  Vaibhaw,  a  native 
newspaper  in  Ahiiiednuggur,  and  afterwards  inserted  with  a  translation 
in  the  Dnyanodaya, 

**  The  annual  meeting  of  the  American  Mission  has  commenced  this 
week.  Day  before  3Tstcrday  the  girls*  school  was  examined.  There 
were  about  50  girls  present  and  some  of  those  who  were  in  the 
highest  class  passed  an  examination  as  good  as  that  of  bojs  in  the  Go- 
vernment soliool.  All  present  were  highly  delighted  at  the  progress 
which  they  had  made  in  the  different  studies  pursued.    These  girls  have 
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eompletoly  rtfatod  tlM  notion  tliol  Brahmant  tlono  tart  oapablo  of  oe* 
qairing  knowledge,  and  that  8boodraa  can  nevei'  expect  to  attain  to  the 
same  level  with  them.    For  theee  girla  who  were  examined  on  thia  oeca- 
•ion  were  not  tlie  children  of  Brahroana  or  even  of  Sbopdraa,  but  of  the 
loweat  caatea  like   Mahara  ;  and  at  the  eame  time,  if  we  look  at  their 
pronnuciation   and     their   whole   bearing,  one    would   never   dream 
that  they  belonged  to  thoae  datsea  which  the  Brahmans  in  their  pride 
call  low.    From  this  we  aee  that  it  makes  little  difference  in  what  soil 
the  secdn  of  knowledge  are  sown,  even  if  cast  into  those  kinds  of  soil  that 
ars  called  low  and  worthless,  they  bring  forth  good  fruit  and  all  should 
rejoice  in  it  We  congratulate  the  Mission  on  the  success  of  this  sohool.*' 
In  a  later  number  of  the  same  paper,  the  Vriti  Vuibhaw,  iUe  following 
remarks  are  made  in  regard  to  the  educntioiial  efforts  of  the  Mission  at 
Ahmednuggur.    Tlie  writer,  a  native  gentleman  of  the  highest  caste  and 
position,  in  endeavoring  to  account  for  the  progress  of  Cliristianity  in 
this  country,  writes  as'follows  :^^'Tlie  Maliarsby  becoming  Christians 
see  that  their  daughtera  and  sons  are  educated  and  elevated,  that  they 
obtain  favor  and  support  from  the  great,  and  are  employed  aa  teachera 
and  in  other  waya  by  which  they  acquire  money,  -and  thus  they  obtain 
what  they  have  long  desired,  a  competency  as  long  as  they  live.    The 
boys  and  girls  of  Mahars  now  receive  an  education  which  the  boys  and 
girls  of  Jaghirdars  (land  owners  and  village  owners)  and  Josheea,  of 
Koolkurnees  and  Pateels  (the  highest  ofHcers  of  villages)  of  the  very 
towns  to  which  these  Mahars  originally  belonged,  do  not  receive.    The 
ion  and  daughter  of  the  Jaghirdar  must  hide  their  faces  for  shame 
when  they  see  the  son  and  daughter  of  the  very  Mahar  (lowest  menial 
servant)  of  their  village  far  better  educated  than  thoniselves.     The 
daughters  of  these  Mahars  would  even  put  to  the  blush  the  wives  of  our 
greatest  Rajahs.    This  is  the  fruit  of  labor  and  of  industry.    Formerly  in 
the  days  of  Nana  Fumaveso,  our  people  were  accustomed  to  think  that  it 
was  important  in  selocting  soldiers,  to  select  thoso  belonging  to  high 
Marathi  families,  and  persons  of  distinction  like  the  Powars  regarded  the 
military  service  of  the  English  as  the  business  of  Mahars  and  Manga, 
and  aa  utterly  unworthy  of  sepoys  of  high  family.    As  a  consoquonco  the 
English  filled  their  armies  with  Mahars  and  Mangs  and  other  low  castes^  > 
snd  in  the  end  the  turbans  and  even  the  teeth  of  the  high 
to  fall  before  theso  armies  composed  of  low  caste  men. 
attacked   Dajee  Row,  the  latter  was  under  the  neceesil 
Bassein,  and  asking  the  assistance  of  those  low  caste 
li«h  army.    Sixty  years  have  passed  since  then,  an^ 
ant  experience  showing  us  how  Scindia,  HolkaTi  t 
auUiorities  have  all  be^n  subjected,  and  rednip 
puppets  aud  kinglings  by  these  low 
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laava  bean  rtodereil  to  efiiclent  and  powerful  by  the  iattniction  which 
they  received  in  niilltery  tactice.  Yea,  tlie  proud  Sirdara  flaunting  in  their 
aplendid  turbane  and  gold-embroidered  dreaaea  and  all  the  paraphernalia 
of  wealth  and  atate,  became  objects  of  contempt  before  the  meanly  dreised 
Mahara.  Tliie  wae  all  the  fruit  of  inetruction.  Let  us  learn  from  this  that 
thoee  very  Mahars  and  Mange  whom  we  look  down  upon,  may  hereafter 
liecome  great  writere,  preachers,  clerks  and  even  judges  in  Uie  Conrts. 
There  is  nothing  to  prevent  this.  And  just  as  formerly  those  who  called 
themselves  high,  were  subdued  by  low  caste  ami ics  of  the  English,  so 
hy  the  inlluciice  of  education,  these  low  caste  people  may  obtain  a  foot- 
ing among  the  so-called  high  castes,  and  even  become  exalted  above 
them.  We  cniiuut  now '  predict  what  the  result  of  all  these  efforts  to 
educate  the  low  castes  may  be.  But  this  we  do  say,  that  if  the  children 
of  our  Bastes  and  other  most  distinguished  native  chieftains  were  brought 
face  to  face  with  the  children  of  these  Mahars  and  Mangs  they  would 
appear  far  inferior.  So  also  the  wives  of  our  great  men,  who  like  beasts 
have  grown  fat  by  tlieir  generous  diet,  and  who  cover  themselves  with  gold 
ornaments,  if  brought  face  to  face  with  the  daughters  of  these  Mahars, 
would  appear  fur  inferior  in  excellence.  It  is  unnecessary  to  add  that 
the  ofTHpring  of  Mahars,  if  already  so  much  elevated  by  education,  will 
liereaftcr  become  more  and  more  intelligent  and  refined.  And  another 
thing  may  be  said  :  our  people  may  refuse  to  give  attention  to  this  matter, 
and  may  utterly  despise  these  Christians  because  they  are  few,  but  no  one 
can  say  what  tlie  results  of  this  elevation  of  these  Mahars  may  be,  but 
they  will  certainly  be  great.  Bajee  Bow  would  not  regard  the  increasing 
|)ower  of  the  English  army,  but  wheu  the  time  of  conflict  came,  he  was 
defeated  by  it  whenever  he  attempted  to  oppose  it.  Thus  we  think  in 
regard  to  the  Moliars,  that  the  Missionaries  have  delivered  them  from  great 
degradation,  and  indeed  have,  as  it  were,  given  them  a  new  birth.  Such  are 
the  wonderful  fruits  of  laborious  eflort.  Jesus  Christ  was  not  bom  in  thii 
country.  Here  Bam  and  Krishna  and  Dnyanoha  and  Tookaram  are 
renowned.  But  men  have  left  these  gods  and  henu^ti  of  their  own  land, 
and  have  put  their  faith  in  the  instructions  of  Missionaries,  and  have 
liegun  to  worship  ami  sing  the  praises  of  Jesus  ChriHt.  This  is  certainly 
110  small  result  of  these  efToits.  Doubtlesss  great  labor  is  necessary  to 
impress  Christion  sentiments  on  the  minds  of  Hindoos,  and  to  lead  them 
to  abandon  all  their  former  views.  But  k  is  evident  that  Clirigtianity  is 
ppreading  more  and  more,  and  it  has  the  aid  of  science,  weultli  and  in- 
telligence, and  how  can  it  be  otherwise  than  that  it  should  spread  far 
and  wide.  To  extend  this  religion  in  our  land  some  of  these  Missionariei 
have  exerted  themselves  to  the  utmost  for  twenty  or  thirty  years  without 
interruption,  and  some  have  grown  old  in  this  work,  and  their  wives  and 
cdiildrcu  are  oil  devoting  themselvea  to  the  same  labors,  and  thus  Chris- 
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ttonity  bat  tprMd  And  it  aprMiding.  And  thote  Id.  this  laodwlio  art 
eouBtad  as  loweit  of  all  and  are  tbnitt  outtida  of  the  village  (being  con* 
•idered  not  clean  enough  to  live  within  the  walls),  have  now  become 
great  helpers  in  this  work,  for  tlie  l^iissionaries  easily  drew  tliem  over  to 
Uieir  side,  and  gave  them  tlie  necessarj  instructions  to  fit  them  for 
efficient  serx'ice,  and  they  naturally  and  properly  regard  the  Missionariee 
as  their  great  benefactors,  Tlie  Maliars  look  upon  the  Brahraana  and 
other  high  castes  as  their  great  oppressors,  and  anxious  to  keep  them 
down  beneath  their  feet,  and  they  feel  that  the  Missionaries  have  been  sent 
uf  Ood  to  be  their  deliverers ;  and  who  can  deny  that  they  are  right  in 
this  opinion.  Is  it  nut  a  great  favor  indeed  that  those  whose  lives  were 
once  without  any  object,  and  who  had  no  hope  or  ambition  of  anjrthing 
l»etter,  and  who  were  not  indeed  allowed  to  live  within  the  walls  of 
villages,  and  who  were  thus  in  the  lowest  ranks  of  tlie  community,  should 
be  raised  to  a  level  with  tlie  highest  ?  *  ^  I  beg  our  countrymen  to 
consider  this  whole  matter,  and  to  apply  themselves  in  earnest  to  the 
work  of  educating  their  sons  and  daughters  in  science  and  in  virtue,  and 
to  labor  also  for  the  improvement  of  the  lower  classes.  But  if  the  higher 
classes  of  our  country  make  no  eiTorts  to  teach  their  own  children,  how 
can  we  hope  they  will  give  attention  to  those  far  beneath  them.** 

Tills  whole  extract  is  important,  inasmuch  as  it  shows  how  educated 
natives  view  our  educational  elTorts  and  the  results  which  they  ace 
produced  by  them.  There  is  no  doubt  that  the  writer  is  correct,  when 
he  says  that  our  schools  are  training  up  an  entirely  new  class  of  men  to 
take  the  front  ranks  in  the  coniniunity,  and  those  who  have  hitherto 
tukcn  the  Icud  must  give  way  to  tliose  whom  a  short  time  ago  they  would 
have  disdained  to  set  with  the  dogs  of  their  flock.  Thus  God  is  overturn- 
ing and  overt uniing  here  as  in  other  countries,  upheaving  the  masses, 
and  re- arranging  Uie  elements  of  society  until  lie  shall  come  whose 
right  it  is  to  reign. 

Theological  Clas$, — Tliis  class  has  pursued  its  course  of  study  during 
live  mouths  of  the  past  year,  it  being  the  second  year  of  the  course. 
Sacred  Geography  was  one  of  the  studies  to  which  particular  attention 
was  paid  in  counectiun  with  the  lectures  which  were  given  on  the  Life  of 
Christ,  and  the  members  of  the  class  were  able  to  trace  out  on  the  map 
nil  the  principal  places  visited  by  the  Saviour  so  tar  as  they  are  desig- 
nated in  the  ■  gospels.  They  were  also  able  to  point  out  the  principal 
places  mentioned  in  the  history  of  Abraham  and  Jacob,  and  to  give  the 
main  facts  in  the  fuur  first  books  of  the  Old  Testament.  Their  studies 
ill  Theology  extended  from  the  great  doctrines  connected  with  the  fall 
of  man  and  the  depravity  of  the  human  race,  to  those  connected  with  the 
alonement  made  by  Christ.  They  also  studied  Moral  Science,  as  well  as 
8uveral  Mathematical  studies,  which  they  pursued  in  connection  with  the 
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■chool  for  Mtoehkti.  Thoj  propftnd  writton  eiMyt  on  Um  rabjeot  of 
ooch  Thoologiool  Leoture,  and  preadiod  twioo  a  month  ooch  on  rabjectt 
Mttignod  tbem.  They  wore  all  induotriooo  and  faithful  in  study,  and 
ooniiitent  in  thoir  daily  walk, 

(hmnum  SekooU.'^TUt  two  scboola  for  oatto  boyt  in  Ahmednagf^nr 
haYO  boon   continued.    Ono  of  tbooo  la  aupported  by  funds  left  by  the 
late  MiM  Fanrar.    Tliroo  schools  have  boon  taught  by  native  Christians 
in  noighbouring  villages,  Lonoo,  Wadgaum  and  Jeoor.   Tlio  numbers 
attending  tlieso  schools  are  small,  but  tlie  schools  are  doing  good,  and  are 
exerting  a  good  iufluonce.    The  school  at  Wudgaum,  although  like  the 
other  village  schools  taught  by  a  Christian  who  came  from  tlie  Mohar 
caste,  is  attended  by  boys  of  the  highest  castes  in  the  village.    The 
Drahmans,  Koonabees,  including  the  Pateels  or  headmen,  and  Waneest 
all  send  their  children,  and  are  much  interested  in  the  progress  of  the 
scholars.    The  teacher,  who  is  the  catechist  at  that  place,  is  very  much 
liked  by  all  tlie  villagers,  and  he  ia  exerting  a  great  influence  on  all 
around  him.   A  few  days  which  we  spent  at  that  village  in  December, 
showed  us  how  greatly  tlio  people  there  were  in  advance  of  those  in  other 
Tillages,  in  the  knowledge  of  Christianity  and  in  appreciation  of  the  truth. 
Miicellaneoui  Labon, — ^The  Dnyanodaya  has  been  continued  the  post 
year,  as  in  previous  years,  and  cotisitlcrable  time  has  been  necessarily 
devoted  to  it    A  good  deal  of  time  has  also  been  devoted  to  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  new  edition  of  the  New  Testament  in  Marathi,  with  references 
wliich  is  to  be  printed  at  the  expense  of  the  American  Dible  Society. 

During  the  past  year  the  native  gentlemen  of  Ahmodniig^iir,  numbering 
annong  them  some  of  the  mont  intelligent  and  bc8t  educated  natives  in 
tlie  Hombay  PreHidency,  such  aa  Mr.  Qopalrao  llori,  the  AsHiBtniit  Judge 
liore,  Mr.  Moroba  Kaiihuba,  Mr.  Tinnalrao  Vyuiikutesh,  Mr.  Uamclinnder 
Amrit  Dugle,  Mr.  Vislinoo  Purushuram,  all  Government  oflicialR,  and  others 
formed  tliemRclvcs  into  a  Debating  li^cicty  for  the  disciisBion  of  various 
subjects  connected  witli  the  customs  of  the  people  and  general  morality, 
though  excluding  religious  subjects,  and  have  held  their  meetings  every 
Sitturday  evening  in  the  Government  English  school,  the  Head  Master 
of  which  has  been  one  of  the  most  earnest  and  persevering  in  carrying  on 
this  elTort.  Several  addresses  have  been  made  by  our  Missionaries  be- 
fore this  Debating  Society  at  the  earnest  reqycst  of  some  of  its  members. 
Tlie  discubHions  have  had  a  good  effect  in  diitusing  information,  in 
dispelling  prejudices,  and  in  showing  too  the  bearings  of  past  history  on 
the  truth  or  falsehood  of  different  religious  systems.  It  has  been  in- 
teresting to  notice  that  those  who  in  this  Debating  Society  have  main- 
tained that  the  custom  of  early  marriages  and  similar  ones  now  prevail- 
iog  among  the  Hindoos  should  be  continued,  have  at  once  been  rebuked 
by  different  Hindoo  newspapers  in  Bombay  and   Poena,  and   declared 


a  onwurUiy  of  the  Ingh  p)«ce  which  they  held  lo  tlw  MtinatioBof 
and  Bi  exhibiting  tmall  fruit  of  the  education  which  tbey 
I  KCeived.  Tliii  fact  indicate!  the  beginning  of  tlio  fonnatioa  of  ■ 
)1ic  opinion  on  the  subjects  referred  lo.  Wecnnnot  but  feel 
luence  of  auch  diacussioDB  ii  good,  and  mucti  liglit  ta  difEuaed 
Bng  the  jieoplo  end  tbonglit  awakened  by  tlieir  means,  ond  tho  power 
lupBTBlilion  ood  of  anctcut  heathen  uuHtoina  ia  muoh  diininiahcd.  It 
■  great  advance  on  the  dead  opathy  which  boa  io  long  provailuJ.

■  we  loft  tliia  placo  to  engage  in  tlie  work  at  Bainbay.     Here  wc  were 

pitted  to  entLT  at  once  upon  the  work  which  liod   been  asfigncd   to  us 

aion  at  its  preceding  meeting,  and  which  bad  been   under   the 

of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Biasclt,  previous  to  their  leaving  fcr  America. 

IS  easy  for  ua  to  spcuk  tlio  .Marathi  agnin,  and  wc   are  grateful  thai 
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•tttudlof  vpoii  our  chapel  finriofti  who  iMrhapt  wtr«  Indoeed  to  oout 
bj  what  thoy  bad  beard,  aa  I  alwaya  gara  them  an  inritatioQ  to  ooroa  to 
thoobapcls  and  hoar  mora.  SoYoral  men  there  now  state  their  belief 
that  ChriBtianity  ia  tnie.  Whon  the  primary  school  opened  in  December 
after  its  vacation,  eight  boys  from  that  locality  began  to  attend,  they  are 
however  very  irregular  in  their  attendance. 

School  for  Ctttfchiitt  and  Teaehen, — Mr.  Dallantine  waa  in  charge  of 
the  school  the  first  part  of  the  year,  Mr.  Fatrhank  took  charge  of  it  about 
the  middle  of  April,  I  commenced  my  duties  in  it  on  the  6th  June. 

By  tlio  liberality  of  W.  F.  Steams,  Esqnire,  of  Bombay,  we  have  heen 
enabled  to  receive  a  larger  number  of  scholars  than  usual.  There  were 
69  persons  on  the  roll  during  the  year.  Of  these  30  were  members  of 
tlio  church.  Several  juinctl  the  church  the  first  part  of  the  year,  and 
two  near  the  close  ;  25  others  were  from  Christian  families.  One  wss 
sent  away  from  the  school  for  misconduct,  and  some  others  left  on  ac* 
count  of  health  and  for  other  reasons.  At  the  examination,  October  24th, 
60  were  present.  Five  of  these  were  after  that  employed  by  the  Mission 
as  teachers,  and  others  left  not  expecting  to  return  to  the  school. 

Tlie  general  attention  to  study  lias  been  gratifying,  and  the  progress 
of  the  scholars  good.  At  first  there  was  some  irregularity  in  atten«Janco 
on  tlie  part  of  a  few,  and  a  want  of  puiictuulity.  But  tlio  latter  part  of 
the  year  there  was  maiiifoHt  iiiiprovoment  in  tliose  respects.  At  the  exami- 
nation an  abstract  of  the  roll  was  presented,  from  which  it  appeared  that 
two  scholars  had  been  present  all  the  year,  without  a  day*s  absence. 
Others  had  but  one  mark  for  absence. 

Tlie  members  of  the  Tlieological  class  have  pursued  studies  in  tlie 
Bchool,  OS  usual,  for  four  mouths  this  year,  attending  to  Algebra,  Natural 
Philosophy,  History  and  Morals. 

The  two  teachers  have  been  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  their  duties, 
but  the  classes  have  been  too  large  for  the  best  improvement  of  the  scho- 
lars. It  has  been  necessary  for  some  of  the  advanced  scholars  to  hear 
lessons  frequently  during  the  year.  If  we  should  sgain  have  as  large  s 
numberof  scholars  we  should  need  to  employ  additional  teachers.  Wo 
have  also  felt  the  need  of  more  room  for  recitations.  The  school  is 
lyucli  cramped  in  our  present  building. 

The  primary  school  hud  twenty-five  scholars  present  ot  the  examina- 
tion. Some  incntlicrH  i>f  the  Catochists*  school  commencing  study  st- 
tendcd  upon  Icnmoiis  hero.  Several  boys  from  hcutlicn  fHinilios  have  at- 
tended this  school  a  part  of  the  year.  We  would  gladly  take  in  os  mony 
such  aa  our  rooms  will  accommoilate,  to  learn  the  lessons  which  aro 
taught  to  our  boys  from  Christian  families.

Wlien  wo  think  of  tlie  providence  of  Qod  in  bringing  her 
here  through  all  the  dangon  that  bofct  her  path,  and  making  her  a  mem- 
ber of  hii  church,  wo  cannot  hut  be  ostouifihod  and  praise  Qod  for  hi« 
goodnciis.  How  unsearchable  are  hie  judgment!  and  liitf  ways  past  finding 
out.  We  may  rest  assured  that  ho  will  in  his  own  time  call  all  those 
whom  ho  has  chosen  for  himself  in  India,  and  make  them  the  mombcni 
of  his  own  flock,  and  wo  should  keep  on  working,  and  never  faint  nor 
bo  discouraged.  (4.)  Pritabaee  is  the  fourth  of  thole  received.  Hor 
father  has  been  for  nmny  years  a  Cliristian,  and  she  was  for  a  long  time 
a  pupil  in  the  girls*  school,  whore  she  was  instructed  in  the  truths  of 
Christianity.  Her  husband  is  also  a  Clirirttian.  These  four  persons  arc 
all  young  and  weak  in  faith,  and  they  need  the  prayers  of  Christians  in 
their  behalf. 

There  were  19  boptlzcd  children  in  the  church  at  the  beginning  of  tlio 
year,  one  has  been  baptixcd,  one  has  been  received  to  the  communion  of 
the  church,  one  has  removed  with  its  parents  to  Sliolni>oor,  and  one  is 
now  in  heaven ;  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  only  17  loft. 

My  work  the  past  year  has  been  the  sunie  as  in  previous  yonm, 
except  that  on  account  of  severe  illness  from  fever,  I  was  nnublo 
to  do  any  tiling  for  a  time.  This  illness  was  the  means  of  show- 
ing me  the  unspeakable  love  of  Qod  to  me  a  sinner.  I  never  before  hn<l 
such  rich  experience  of  his  love.  To  His  name  bo  praiso.  In  tlio  lime  uf 
my  illness  I  experienced  alno  great  kindness  from  my  brethren  and  HistcrH, 
from  the  people  in  my  own  church  and  from  the  Missionaries,  especially 
from  rery  dear  Mr.  and  Mrs.  D.  The  kiiulness  of  all  my  friends  on  tliis 
occasion  and  their  prayers  for  me,  will  never  be  eftaced  from  my  memory. 
I  can  never  repay  thom.  May  (lotl  reward  tlicm.  May  I  loarn  from  tlicir 
example  to  feel  for  others  in  dihiross  and  do  wliat  I  can  for  their  relief. 
And  may  my  spared  life  bo  spent  in  sliowin;^  to  others,  what  joy  and 
peace  are  found  in  resting  upon  the  promises  of  Cjud.  . 

I  am  accuHtonied  every  Sabbath  day,  after  tlio  regular  sorviccii,  to  take 
the  ignorant  and  nnleariie<l  of  my  cougrcgatiun,  and  liavo  tlioni  commit 
a  short  verse  of  the  Scriptures  to  memory,  and  then  after  they  havu 
leanietl  It  well  and  nndorntood  its  moaning,  allow  thom  to  go  to  their 
homes.

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TbeTilooka  of  Rahooreeittappoted  to  contain  about  fifty  thoiiMnd 
inhabitanta;  but  that  part  of  tlio  district  atsigned  to  thii  Miation 
Station  baa  only  aoma  fifty  towns  containing  a  little  more  than  twenty 
five  tbouaand  people.  About  one-twelfth  of  theio  are  o^  the  Mahar  caste. 
The  average  number  of  Jilahars  in  each  villogo  including  women 
and  children  is  about  forty.  Tlie  aocial  position  of  the  Mahars  ia  such, 
that  castes  above  them  are  seldom  willing  to  sit  with  them  in  their  public 
places  of  resort,  and  are  generally  unwilling  to  send  their  children  to 
the  same  school,  and  such  is  the  pride  of  caste  among  the  Mahars  that  thoy 
are  still  more  unwilling  to  associate  with  lower  caNtcs  or  to  allow  lower 
caste  children  to  attend  their  school.  Despised  by  the  castes  above  them 
they  hate  those  below  them.  It  Is  from  this  caste,  and  from  this  caste 
alone,  that  converts  to  Chri  stianity  in  this  district  have  been  made.  In 
becoming  Christians  they  were  not  treatc<l  outcastes  by  the  Mahars 
consequently  their  social  position  remains  just  where  it  was  when  they 
were  heathen.  Had  the  Mahars  treated  converts  from  their  caste  as  other 
castes  have  done,  doubtless  the  social  position  of  these  converts  would 
have  been  much  higher,  and  their  influence  over  the  higher  castes  would 
be  more  appreciable.  All  the  native  agency  employed  to  give  rcligioui 
instruction  in  this  district  is  also  from  the  Mahar  caste.  Some  of  these 
native  agents  by  a  better  education,  and  a  larger  Christian  experience 
and  es|>ccially  by  the  position  given  them  by  the  MisHion,  are  placed 
somewhat  above  the  caste  to  which  they  originally  belonged,  and  they 
are  often  listened  to  with  respect  by  otlier  castes.  But  while  some  listen 
scrtouMly  to  the  invitations  of  the  Gospel  and  give  their  assent  to  tlio 
truth,  the  very  idea  of  their  becoming  Christians  and  thus  associating 
only  with  Muhars, strikes  tliem  so  absurdly  as  to  excite  a  lungh,  while  tlio 
truth  commends  itKtdf  to  their  serious  thought.  Wore  the  cliurch  com- 
pfmed  portly  of  persons  froTu  their  own  cnste,  or  were  the  persons  addrcsH- 
ing  them  originally  of  their  cnNtc,  tlici  aspect  would  bo  very  much 
changed.  TlieMo  uHMiMtantH  are  rer|nirtMl  to  preach  the  (JoHpol  to  all  wlio 
will  hear,  whatever  ho  their  caste.  Thoy  go  to  castes  lower  thon  tlio 
Mahars,  and  are  well  received  and  treated  in  a  most  friendly  manner, 
if  their  hearers  arc  convinced  that  these  teachers  come  to  them  without 
the  prejudice  of  caste.  Dut  after  going  to  these  lower  castes,  to  tell  them 
of  the  fullness  and  frcciicss  of  the  Gospel,  that  God  is  no  respecter  of 
persons,  these  teachers  find  that  the  Mahars  turn  away  from  them,  and 
desire  no  longer  to  listen  to  their  instruction.  Still  tho  influence  which  is 
lost  in  this  way  is  more  than  compensated  by  the  higher  regard,  in  which 
they  are  held  by  caste  people,  for  this  very  renunciation  of  caste.  If 
we  look  at  this  fleld  in  reference  to  schools,  we  see  that  all  the  teachers  are 
fmm  the  Mahar  caste,  and  the  children  are  from  this  caste  only,  and 
cuiisequently  these  schools  are  very  small.    During  the  most  favorable

cliuroh  roembemliip.  In  regard  to  otlierti  it  it  to  be  feared  that  tliey  have 
felt  that  the  Chriittan  religiou  was  not  an  easy  yoke  or  a  light  burden, 
allowing  Uiat  they  wont  out  from  us  because  thoy  were  not  of  ns. 

Tlie  churches  in  discipHiiiug  these  members,  have  shown  commendable 
seal  and  religious  principle,  which  is  encouraging  for  the  f  jturo.  But 
whato%'er  bo  the  success  attonding  these  labors  in  behalf  of  Christ's 
kingdom,  it  is  onrs  to  labor,  to  plant  and  to  water,  knowing  that  Qod  will 
£^ivo  tlie  increase.

KnoKAR  Station. 

We  hsYO  reason  to  bless  Ooil  for  tli  e  mercies  tliat  have  crowned  our 
lives  during  this  Aret  year  of  our  Missionary  labor.  We  have  been  per- 
mitteil  to  continue  our  efforts  during  the  greator  part  of  the  time,  and 
wo  have  enjoyed  our  work  more  and  more  as  an  incroased  familiarity, 
with  the  language  has  enabled  us  to  enter  more  fully  into  it. 

It  has  not  been  a  year  of  great  spiritual  p  rospcrity  to  our  churches 
no  person  has  unitod  with  any  of  the  churches  in  this  district,  on 
profession  of  faith,  during  the  year.  On  the  contrary,  it  has  been  a  sea- 
son of  unusual  trial,  and  the  love  of  many,  from  whom  we  had  hoped 
better  things,  has  **  waxed  cold.'* 

Tlie  desire  to  marry  children  according  to  the  idolatrous  rites  of  Ilin- 
dooism,  which  was  reported  last  year,  has  been  increasing,  and  we  may 
hope  that  it  has  reached  its  climax.  Du  ring  the  months  of  May  aiitl 
June  the  excitement  was  very  great.  It  is  gratifying  however  to  see 
the  spirit  in  which  tlio  more  faithful  Christ!  ans  have  met  this  difliculty. 
Tliey  have  faithfully  and  repeatedly  warned  those  who  have  been  in- 
clined to  yield  to  temptation,  but  when  their  warnings  were  disregarded, 
iliey  have  shown  a  determination  not  to  coinpromiHO  with  sin,  and  have 
promptly  severed  the  connection  of  the  idolaters  with  the  people  of  Gud. 
Thirteen  have  been  oxcommunicuted  from  the  cliurclios  in  tliis  diHtrict 
diiringthe  year,  while  two  are  still  under  disciplino.  As  most  of  these  cases 
however  were  in  connection  with  the  Kliokar  Ciiurcli,  I  leave  the  particular 
mention  of  them,  as  wull  as  the  causes  which  have  tended  to  increase 
the  difficulty,  to  be  reported  by  the  pastor  Uov.    Kussiin   Moliainmedji. 

StiUUlieiof  Churches, — ^Tliere  are  four  churches  in  this  district,  only  one 
of  which  has  a  native  pastor.  The  remaining  throe  are  at  Panclicgaw, 
Wndguw  and  Pudliogaw.  The  number  of  coinmunicaiits  in  these  churclics 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  41.  Two  from  the  Punchcgaw  church 
have  been  dismissed  and  recoiamoiidcd  to  other  churches,  and  one 
from  the  Pudheguw  church    has  been  exconnuunicatcd    for  continued

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Uie  jOAT.  TiMy  bare  be«n  employed  In  lioldlof  religtoiii  eervlcee  at  tlie 
■everal  ooUtationt  oq  the  Sabbath,  and  in  giving  instruction  from  village 
to  village  during  the  week.  Each  of  the  eevonty  villagee  in  this  district 
l^ae  been  visited  at  least  five  tiroes  during  the  year,  while  those  which 
were  more  convenient  of  access  have  been  visited  from  ten  to  forty  times. 
According  to  the  reports  of  the  catechists  they  have  protched  1944  times 
to  audiences  numbering  In  the  aggregate  24,219  persons,  of  whom  more 
than  five  thousand  wore  women.  The  readiness  of  the  people,  including 
many  of  the  upper  classes,  to  listen  to  the  truth  is  very  gratifying.  In 
almost  every  village  a  good  audience  of  attentive  listeners  may  be  obtain* 
cd  at  any  time. 

In  one  or  two  cases  however  serious  opposition  has  been  made.  At 
Delapur  the  time  of  the  weekly  baxar  was  changed  from  Saturday  to 
Sunday  for  the  purpose  of  annoying  the  Cliristians.  As  this  was  the  prin- 
cipal bazar  in  this  vicinity,  and  the  place  from  which  most  of  the  Cliristians 
obtained  their  supplies,  it  was  thought  that  the  temptation  for  them  to 
violate  the  Sabbath  would  be  very  great  I  am  happy  to  say  however  that 
I  have  known  of  only  one  case  of  a  Christian  attending  the  bazar  on  the 
Sabbath,  and  he  voluntarily  confessed  his  sin  and  promiM^d  to  do  so  no 
luore.  A  few  days  after  the  chungo  of  the  bazar,  the  Uov.  Kasdimbhai, 
accompanied  by  several  catechists,  went  to  Delapur,  for  the  purpose  of 
holding  meetings  and  giving  iuMtruction.  They  arrived  there  in  the  early 
evening,  and  as  his  custom  was,  he  went  to  the  village  chowdy  and  mode 
arrangomciits  to  spend  the  night,  lie  had  not  rcuiaino<l  there  long  bo- 
fore  ho  was  accosted  by  the  Foujdar,  who  after  consulting  witli  Hovorul 
other  persons  present,  ordered  him  to  leave  the  place,  threatening  violenco 
if  he  did  not  do  so  at  once.  As  this  wnn  the  only  courso  of  safety  ho 
immediatoly  left  the  chowdy,  and  with  tho  catechists  departed  from  the 
village.  The  unfavorable  influence  of  this  violent  procedure  was  felt  for 
0onio  time.  Threats  were  heard  from  various  quarters,  that  if  tho  Rev. 
Kossinihhai  (who  was  originally  a  Mahoniedan)  could  not  bo  allowed  in 
the  village  chowdy  at  Delapur,  then  tho  Chritftians  who  wore  originally 
Mahars  should  not  bo  allowed  in  the  Maliar  chowdy.  Thcso  throats 
iircre  however  soon  silenced  by  tho  decision  of  tho  Magistrate,  who  con- 
victed and  punished  the  oflTondcr. 

Tuurs  and  Preaching, — Much  of  our  time  during  tho  year  has  of  course 
been  employed  in  the  stndy  of  tho  language  ;  but  as  opportunity  has 
been  found,  I  have  endeavored  to  visit  the  difTcrent  parts  of  our  field  for 
tlio  purpose  of  giving  instruction.  Only  tho  closing  weeks  of  tho  year 
were  spent  in  tents,  in  the  villages.  The  late  heavy  fall  of  rain  prevented 
our  earlier  departure,  and  our  time  was  limited  to  sixteen  days.  During 
this  time  23  villugcs  were  visited  in  tho  outskirts  of  the  district,  and  35 
audiences  were  addressed,  numbering  in  the  oggregate  more  than  1,300 
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pertOM.  MnkBriioe  alto  met  Urge  and  interefthif  eompanlet  of  women. 
Our  experience  in  tbeee  rillagei  bu  been  eomowbat  veried.  Oenerallj  onr 
reception  wm  moit  oordiel,  and  tbo  people  liitened  with  interest,  but  in 
one  or  two  inetaneee  the  people,  incited  by  some  ill  •diepoeed  DrahmenSv 
were  unwilling  to  heYC  the  truth  proclaimed. 

As  we  go  about  among  the  villages  which  have  been  previouslj  risited 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Darker,  we  often  find  evidence  that  the  latter,  although 
now  removed  to  a  higher  sphere,  still  lives  in  the  remembrance  and  affee* 
tlons  of  this  people. .  Tlie  women  particularly  inquire  about  her,  and  the 
example  of  her  life  and  death  often  f  uminh  a  good  and  forcible  illustration 
of  the  truth  which  we  proclaim.  Her  life,  lilie  Mary*8  box  of  spilcenard, 
was  not  wasted.  The  perfume  of  her  life  was  indeed  most  fragrant. 
Some  may  have  judged  it  too  precious  to  bo  diffused  on  darlcened  Indian 
minds.  But  the  Savior  does  not  so  regard  it.  His  commendation  is  seen 
in  the  continued  influence  for  good  which  her  life  and  death  exert.  She 
was  wholly  consecrated  to  the  work  of  the  Lord,  and  though  she  rebuked 
the  people  for  their  sins,  it  was  with  so  much  of  sincerity  and  kind  feel- 
ing that  it  won  their  highest  respect  and  even  love,  llcr  labors  will  long 
be  felt  for  good  in  this  district. 

In  my  inexperience  in  the  use  of  the  language,  I  have  derived  much 
valuable  assistance  from  Mr.  Barker,  who  has  occasionally  return- 
ed to  spend  a  few  days  in  his  former  field  of  labor.  It  was  during  one 
of  these  visits  that  we  went  together  to  a  neighbouring  village  in  the  early 
evening  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a  meeting  with  the  people.  Two  or 
throe  hours  had  elapsed  when  the  people,  having  finished  their  evening 
meal,  began  to  assemble,  and  at  ten  o*clook  we  had  an  audience  of  25  or 
30  persons.  There  was  no  suitable  place  for  us  to  hold  our  meeting  (ex- 
cept in  the  open  air),  and  we  seated  ourselves  upon  the  ground  in  the 
midst  of  the  people,  with  a  lantern  by  which  we  could  see  to  read  the 
Scriptures.  There  in  the  stillness  of  the  night,  with  no  covering  but  the 
starry  heavens,  the  people  listened  with  eager  interest  to  the  story  of  the 
Prodigal  Son  ;  and  as  the  preacher  exploincd  to  them  its  meaning,  the 
Holy  Spirit  mado  the  opplication  to  their  hearts.  Two  men  that  night 
resolved  like  the  Prodigal  Son  to  arise  and  return  to  their  Father.  It  was 
a  solemn  scene,  and  the  resolutions  of  that  hour  were  not  soon  forgotten. 
The  few  succeeding  weeks  were  a  season  of  trial  to  these  two  men.  When 
their  purpose  to  become  Christians  was  mado  known,  they  were  much 
opposed  and  persecuted  by  their  friends,  and  I  regret  to  say  that  the  trial 
proved  too  much  for  one  of  them,  and  he  has  returned  to  (he  "  beggarly 
elements"  of  the  world.  The  other  has  remained  firm.  At  a  time  of  severe 
persecution  he  said  of  his  |>erRecutors,  "  lliey  are  not  my  masters/*  ac- 
knowledging Jesus  Christ  as  his  only  Lord.  Ho  has  faithfully  attended 
the  services  of  the  Sabbath  ;  has  established  family  prayers,  and  appears  in 
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•llmpeelitblwlatdiiif  AoomitteiitGhrffeiflDlift.  Hewatexamliiadfbr 
•dmiaiioiitotbecborohAliw  weektago^  mod  oolj  deftrred  became  of 
bis  ignonmoe  of  tcriptiiro  trutb. 

BatepoUni  OMirihuthiUi^lt  baa  boon  tbo  custom  in  yean  p&tt  for 
tbo  nicmbcra  of  tbe  oburob  to  contribute  montblj  a  certain  sum  for  the 
spread  of  tbe  Goq>eL  One  balf  of  tbe  amonnt  tbna  collected  bas  been 
employed  in  tbe  support  of  a  Home  Missionary  for  two  or  tbree  months 
daring  tbe  eucceedingyear.  At  tbe  monthly  concert  of  prayer,  held  on 
tbe  first  Monday  in  May,  at  which  tbe  four  churches.were  all  represented, 
it  was  proposed  that  each  one  should  enlarge  bis  subscriptions  so  as  to 
enpport  a  Home  Missionary  during  tbe  entire  year.  Tlie  propoeition  was 
favorably  received  ;  the  subscriptions  were  increased,  and  the  **  Khokar 
Home  Missionary  Society**  was  duly  organised.  From  that  time  through 
tiie  year  a  Missionary  has  been  aupportod,  who  has  faithfully  labored 
among  the  people  of  the  Mang  caste,  from  which  he  originally  came. 

I  have  also  been  pleased  to  receive  contributions  of  money  and  grain  at 
▼arious  times,  as  thankofFerings  for  the  recovery  of  friends  from  sick- 
ness. In  several  instances  these  have  been  given  by  Hindoos.  This  fs 
gratifying  as  showing  an  increasing  confidence  in  the  '*  Chri8tian*8  God  ** 
among  tliose  who  are  not  yet  ready  to  acknowledge  Himbeforo  the  world.

Report  op  tub  Chu  rch  at  Kuokar. 

Soon  after  I  was  licensed  to  preach  in  1862,  I  was  invited  by  the 
church  at  Khokar  to  become  their  pastor.  I  often  thought  within  myself 
tliat  being  "  slow  of  speech  and  of  a  slow  tongue,**  I  shall  be  unable  to 
discharge  the  duties  of  this  responsible  office.  Dut  the  Lord  has  showed 
me  that  he  can  carry  on  his  work  even  by  an  earthen  vessel. 

I  was  ordained  in  November  of  the  following  year,  and  I  thank  God 
that  byhis  blcssingl  have  been  permitted  to  labor  inhis  fielduptothis  time. 

Tlie  departure  of  Rev.  Mr.  Darker,  who  labored  amongst  us  for  a  long 
time,  and  who  was  very  dear  to  us  all,  and  especially  the  death  of  Mrs. 
Barker,  who  loved  us  like  a  mother,  have  been  the  occasion  of  much 
iiorroW  to  us  all.  We  pray  that  their  labors  in  this  field  may  result  in 
much  good. 

In  the  beginning  of  18G4  the  number  of  church  members  was  69,  one 
person  was  received  by  letter  from  the  Panchegaw  church,  and  two  have 
been  dismissed  and  recoiii  in  ended  by  letter  to  the  church  at  Satral. 
Twelve  have  been  excommunicated  from  the  church,  so  that  the 
number  of  members  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  46. 

It  is  very  discouraging  to  see  that  while  there  have  been  scarcely 
•ny  additions,  the  church  was  obliged  to  do  the  painful  work  of  cutting 
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UTeral  p«raoni  from  [tit  communion.  Ho*t  ofthwehid  been  frnilty 
Itanying  their  cliildren  according  to  hcatlien  ritoB.  I  bsve  trieJ  to 
1  out  th«  cauioa  wliich  have  leil  ao  laAay  to  fill  into  tbia  ain,  and 
I  follows.

It  is 
my  earoeet  prayer  to  Qod  tliat  bo  may  give  me  more  knowledge  and 
strongtii  to  do  bis  work. 

BtnecolcHi  Cbniributiont. — During  tbe  past  year  tliiscburob  baa  united 
witb  tbe  otlior  cburcbos  in  tbis  district  in  ootitributiug  for  tbe  support 
of  a  borne  missionary,  but  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  many  of  tlie  meuibors 
bave  not  given  for  tbe  spread  of  tbo  Oospol  as  tboy  ought  to  bave  done. 
The  subject  of  contributing  towards  the  support  of  pastors  being  brought 
before  tbo  peoplo  at  the  last  annual  meeting,  tbe  members  of  this  church 
bavo  rosulvod  to  raise  subscriptions  for  tlio  same.  May  the  Lord  give 
thorn  a  spirit  of  liberality,  and  may  they  roalixo  tlie  truth  of  the  words 
uf  tbo  Lord  Jesus,  that  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.

PiMPLus  Station. 

Tbe  Pimplns  district  lies  chiefly  between  the  Godavery  and  Pera 
rivers,  and  is  divided  into  two  nearly  equal  parts  by  tlio  great  rood  leading 
from  Ahniednuggur  to  Malligaum.  It  is  bounded  on  the  S.  and  E.  by 
the  Rahooreo  and  Kliokar  districts,  and  on  the  N.  and  W.  by  the  field 
occupied  by  our  brethren  of  the  Ch.  M.  Society,  whose  principal  station 
is  Nassick.  It  is  about  32  miles  in  length,  and  18  miles  in  width,  and 
has  therefore  an  area  of  600  square  miles.  Pimplus  is  situated  midway 
between  the  two  rivers,  and  is  in  the  centre  of  a  fine  cluster  of  villages 
and  since  it  is  near  the  groat  road,  can  be  reached  at  all  senBons  of  the 
year  from  Ahniednuggur,  which  is  48  miles  distant.  A  full  account  of 
tlie  circumstances  of  peculiar  interest  connected  with  the  choice  of  this 
place  as  a  station,  is  given  in  the  report  of  the  Khokar  district  for  18G2. 
Comparatively  little  preaching  has  been  done  in  this  district,  except  in 
the  south  and  oust  portions,  and  it  is  believed  that  there  are  thousands 
residing  in  it  who  have  scarcely  heard  so  much  as  tlie  name  of  Christ. 
Multitudes  around  us  are  in  deep  moral  darkness,  and  must  be  made 
acquainted  with  the  Saviour  before  they  can  bo  saved. 

Penonallabourt  and  trials, — ^The  labours  of  the  past  year  have  been 
much  interrupted  by  bereavement  aud  by  a  serious  illness  which  com. 
polled  me  to  be    absent  from  the  station  several  weeks.     On  the  15th

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■oii«  the  fem  of  A  toWi  Mid  bMidai  wm  bora  on  the  birthday  of  Krishna, 
so  that  the/  regarded  me  in  iome  aenae  aa  a  gift  sent  direct]/  from  heaven. 
Thia  being  ao,  juat  aa  tlie  moneylender  demauda  his  duei^  from  a  debtor, 
ao  the  Dhata  having  declared  the  anspicious  oroena  by  aatrology,  de- 
mandeil  their  dues  of  my  parenta  !  I  paftaod  the  first  ton  years  of  my  life 
with  IttUe  regard  to  the  authority  of  my  parenta,  and  then  we  came  to 
Ahniednuggiir,  whore  my  father  placoil  me  in  acliool.  lie  waa  very  deslr- 
ona  tliat  I  should  become  a  devotee  of  Vishnoo,  and  that  I,  like  hinisolf, 
aliould  boaoalous  in  worship.  Ho  used  to  say.  My  son,  you  must  hum 
Incense,  and  offer  gifta  in  this  manner  before  the  idol,  and  you  ahould 
learn  to  repeat  the  BliaNtom  in  praise  of  VyaiikatOHli  (an  incarnation 
of  Vtslinoo)  and  the  dialoguoa  of  Arxoona,  and  tlion  Qod  will  be  propl- 
tiona  to  you.  It  la  said  in  tlio  Hindoo  Hliastors  to  l»e  a  work  of  groat  niorit 
to  perfonn  ablutions  in  the  month  Kartik,^  and  hence  my  fatlior  would 
compel  me  to  bathe  with  htm.  Tliis  I  did  not  like  to  do  at  all,  for  I 
Bliiverod  with  the  cold,  but  he  used  to  say  with  earnest  cntrcoty,  '*  Dont 
be  indolent  In  this  work,  my  son,  for  your  sins  will  be  washed  away  by 
tlicse  ablutions  ;**  and  in  the  midst  of  it  my  limbs  were  cramped  with  the 
cold.  Alas  !  it  was  a  time  of  sorrow  with  me.  My  father  was  much 
pleased  when  he  found  that  I  had  learned  astrology,  philosophy,  and  othor 
things  nocc88ary  to  make  me  a  worthy  dovotc«^  of  ViMhnoo.  But  nil 
this  was  only  fitting  me  for  dcHtruction.  In  due  time  the  true  light 
dawnod  upon  us,  for  the  Ilev.  Messrs.  Reed,  Boggs,  and  Allen  came  from 
America,  and  gave  us  instr  notion.  At  first  I  and  my  father,  and  the 
whole  AJimoilnuggur  Zilla  in  fact,  regarded  them  as  nilRtaken  souls,  who 
were  trying  to  load  the  world  astray.  I  am  heartily  sorry  I  did  not  im- 
prove as  I  ought  to  have  done  the  opportunities  I  had  of  gain- 
ing a  knowledge  of  the  Bible.  Shortly  after  I  came  to  my  villugn, 
mud  did  much  to  lead  the  people  astray.  In  Khandesli  I  hud  W) 
disciples,  and  living  in  luxurious  ease  I  passed  many  years  in  thick 
darkness.  Recently  Ood  has  caused  the  truo  light  to  shiiio  in  tlio  valloy 
of  the  Oodavcry,  and  I  have  felt  the  infiuonco  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and 
rejoice  to-day  that  I  have  been  received  into  the  fold  of  Christ,  as  a 
■inner  rescued  from  destruction.  It  is  my  firm  hopo  that  God  will  help 
ine  to  bear  all  the  persecution  I  may  be  called  to  endure,  and  that  finally 
He  will  give  mo  an  inheritance  among  tlie  blest.** 

He  had  need  of  divine  aid,  for  his  persecutions  were  many  and  severe. 
Once,  indeed,  ho  stumbled,  but  was  not  allowed  to  fall.  He  had  a  deep 
■ense  of  the  sinfulness  of  sin,  and  he  strove  to  put  it  away.  Though 
his  health  was  not  good,  yet  he  was  laborious  as  a  teacher  during  the 
few  months  ho  wad  employed  by  the  Mission.

mportanco  of  aolf-aupport  haa  boon  urged  upon  tho  church 
ly,  and  ooch  moinbor  and  each  imjuircr  has  beoo  called  upon 
y  to  conlributo  for  this  purpono.    The  amount  of  contribution* 
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In  tli#  ecNirie  of  the  jMr  w  had  to  laoro  our  oUtlon  to  Attend  the 
•nniTOTMiy  and  boaineas  meetinga  of  the  Miaaion,  and  to  take  charge  of 
the  central  atation  for  aix  weeka.  So  it  reaultedf  that  we  were  at  oar 
regular  dotiea  only  a  little  more  than  half  the  year.  • 

The  rainy  aeaaon^  woa  unusually  open.  And  there  were  only  a  few 
days  wlien  rain  or  mud  hindered  me  from  visiting  the  villages  around 
na.  The  aky  waa  usually  overcast  and  tlie  heat  was  not  oppressive  in  the 
middlo  of  the  day.  I  improved  the  favorable  opportunity  aa  f ar  aa  I  had 
atrongth  and  time. 

//iiMfory .—Tlie  above  may  bo  conaidered  a  kind  of  itineracy,  or  rather 
it  ia  a  kind  of  efforta  intended  to  secure  tlie  aamo  enda.    The  unusual  but 
most  benoGcent  fall  of  rain  in  the  laat  week  of  November  prevented  us 
from  beginning  our  cold  aeason  tour  till  the  middle  of  December.    Now, 
living  in  tents,  wo  give  ourselvea  exclusively  to  the  evangelization  of  tlio 
ootskirts  of  our  district,  and  hope  to  be  allowed  to  continue  tliis  most 
congenial  employment  till  the  hot  seaaon  shall  have  so  far  advanced  that 
tent  life  will  be  unhealthy.    To  close  the  year  we  are  at  Jalko,  devoting 
a  part  of  our  time  to  visiting  villages  in  the  vicinity  for  proclaiming 
Christianity  among  the  heathen,  and  a  part  to   instructing  several  in- 
quirers more  fully  in  regard  to  those  grand  truths  of  our  religion  in  which 
tlioy  profess  to  believe.    Five  of  them  wish  to  bo  rocoivod  into  the  clitirch* 
But  of  those  three  belong  to  one  family,  being  a  husband  and  his  two  wivcs^ 
lie  says  that  he  will  put  away  one  of  them,  giving  her  an  allowance  for 
her  support    lie  rents  land  from  Qovemment  besides  that  which  belongs 
to  him  as  a  Mahar,  and  lives  by  farming.    One  who  professes  to  trtiRt  in 
CliriNt,  but  does  not  usk  to  be  rocoivod  into  the  church,  is  liindored  bocniiMO 
lie  has  engaged  to  marry  his  children,  and  lie  thinks  ho  is  bound  to  ful- 
fil his  promisos.    Neither  of  those  inquirors  cnn  read,  and  I  am  desirous  to 
^vo  them  a  catechist  or  a  teacher.    Dut  every  one  of  my  ossiHtants  Is 
needed  at  his  present  post,  and  all  I  can  do,  is  to  send  one  now  and  tlion 
to  spend  an  evening  in  reading  and  explaining  the  Scriptures  to  tlicm. 

I  find  my  audiences  by  daylight  smaller  than  usual.  The  people  scorn 
to  be  all  employed  in  watching  the  ripening  grain  and  scaring  away  the 
clouds  of  birds.  Even  at  daybreak,  when  there  used  always  to  bo  a  circle 
seated  around  the  village  fire,  they  hurry  away  to  the  fields.    The  high

Tliey  both  lived  by 
r — wcro  in  the  prime  of  liFe,  universally  reipoetcd — the  prido  of 
miliei,  and  pitlara  in  tho  chirrcli  of  Qod,  They  were  both  cliar- 
d  by  energy  of  diaractcr,  combined  with  unnnuid  swcctneBK  of  Oix- 
I.  Tlioy  wore  both  cut  down  by  cholera  in  tho  full  vigor  of  health. 
I  the  ch u roll ca have  lost  tivo  of  their  iiigliust  oniamunta  and  we  all 
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at  tlie  beginning  of  tho  year  connected 
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wIcMy  iMftttorod.  The  NevaM  cbnroh  l«  oompotad  of  18  mombora. 
Tbey  live,  four  In  Newatei  one  near  t^  in  old  NowaM,one  At  Suregaw 
and  fbnr  at  Dorgaw,  wliicli  aro  nix  milot  to  the  North,  fivo  at  Toko, 
eight  milee  to  the  North- oast,  and  one  at  Narayanwadi,  fonr  miloe  to  tho 
South  of  Newaso.  Two  liave  removed  to  Chaode,  and  will  probably  receive 
lotton  to  that  oharch*  Tlie  candidates  now  asking  to  be  received  reside 
one  at  Newase,  two  at  Toko,  and  five  at  Jalke,  which  is  six  miles  to  tho 
North-east  of  N.  Tlieso  are  too  scattered  to  assemble  regularly  at  one 
place  for  service  on  the  Sabbath,  and  services  are  held  at  Borgaw  and 
sometimes  at  Toke  as  well  as  at  Newase.  So  there  is  little  to  excite  an 
interest  for  the  N.  chnrch  as  our  ekurek^  and  almost  no  help  in  kindling 
tho  flame  of  love  by  mutual  influence  and  contact.  Tliis  is  a  serious 
drawback  from  the  advantages  of  having  the  Christians  live  in  tlrcir 
own  villages. 

Ono  of  thoso  received  into  the  Newase  church  this  year  was  from  the 
Matig  costo.  lie  was  received  with  unanimity,  and  the  church  seemed  to 
doliglit  that  it  had  an  opportunity  to  show  that  it  had  really  abjured  caste 
distinctions. 

SehooU.^'Tlio  school  at  Wadale  continues  to  flourish,  having  an  atten- 
dance of  30  to  33.  Some  of  the  girls  from  distant  villages  have  boon 
0tip|K>rteil,  as  last  year,  by  a  donation  for  tho  purpose  from  Mrs.  Slioppanl 
of  Mttlcgaw.  The  scliool  at  Shiugave  was  supplied  with  a  toachor 
tniincd  at  Wadalo,  who  has,  so  far,  f  ulflllod  our  sangiiino  hopes  that  ho 
would  prove  a  valuable  teacher.  This  school  had  been  started  anew 
under  two  teachers,  but  Imd  soon  nm  out,  only  two  or  three  romatning  in 
each  case  of  those  most  determined  to  securo  an  education.  T.  has 
carried  on  the  school  with  tliirteen  day  scholars  and  increasing  interest 
through  tho  year.  Several  of  the  boys  from  my  schools  were  sent  to 
Ahmodnuggur  on  the  foundation  established  for  the  last  year  by  the 
l^ncrosity  of  Mr.  Stearns.  Most  of  them  have  now  returned  to  their 
homes,  being  too  poor  to  continue  their  studios  at  Ahmodnuggur,  and 
live  having  no  foundation  on  which  to  place  tliom.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that 
two  or  tlirco  seem  unworthy  to  be  continued.  Others  Iiave  done  well, 
and  I  hope  Providence  will  open  the  way  for  them  to  keep  on  with  their 
studies.  One  of  them  now  in  his  own  village,  while  supporting  himself 
and  his  family  by  his  daily  labor,  manages  to  teach  a  part  of  tho  day, 
and  tho  people  are  so  much  interested  that  all  castes  have  joined 
in  asking  the  mission  to  help  them  build  a  school-house  on  a  upot 
between  the  town  and  the  Maharwada,  promising  to  send  their  children 
"without  regarding  tlio  distinctions  of  caste,  to  bo  instructed  by  tho 
Cliristian  teacher.  Beside  those  referred  to  above  thero  are  others  very 
desirous  to  leave  the  village  school  and  go  where  they  may  have  better 
advnutagoH.

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10  inilet  from  Kolgaum.  The  Mahftn  at  L(mi  bore  bets  TMy  nrgent  for 
a  achool.  There  ere  eorae  who  are  oeking  to  be  iovtnicted  in  CbriBtianitj. 
There  ie  a  large  number  of  ehil  dren,  and  the  teacher  was  directed  to 
make  the  experiment  A  roll  of  25  naraee  was  made  ont  at  first  Some  of 
these  are  young  men  who  would  attend  an  evening  school.  Tlie  duty  of 
providing  a  place  for  the  school  and  of  aiding  the  teacher,  in  reference 
to  a  place  for  him  to  live  in,  has  been  urged  upon  tlie  people.  They 
aeero  ready  to  do  what  they  can. 

The  A»iiUUuit9  have  continued  their  lalmrs  as  heretofore.  An  effort  hag 
been  made  to  concentrate  their  labor,  by  assigning  districts  to  each 
person.  They  visit  those  who  show  any  special  interest  in  tlie  truth,  and 
preacli,  as  far  as  may  be,  at  regular  inter\'als  in  the  villages  within  a 
certain  distance.  Tliey  can  do  this  at  all  seasons  of  the  year.  In  the 
cold  season  they  can  go  to  places  somowhst  more  distant,  and  carry  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  to  the  more  darkened  ones.  I  hope  the  time  may  coiiio 
when  Bible  Itcadors  may  in  this  way  roach  every  village  in  our  large 
lieia. 

Itinerary  Labon.^-ln  November  and  December  I  spent  six  weeks 
among  the  villagi^s,  mostly  in  the  Sontlicm  field.  I  have  twice  visitetl 
Scroor.  I  spent  the  Subbath,  Christmas  day,  there,  and  was  present  at  the 
reception  to  the  church  of  one  whom  I  baptized  as  an  infant  more  than 
12  years  before. 

In  all  I  visited  30  villages,  preaching  a  number  of  times  in  some  of 
them.  The  assintonts  who  were  with  me  went  to  Gl  places  besides  those 
that  I  visited,  and  the  aggregate  congregations  were  about  3,(HX).  Mrs. 
Ilaxen  went  with  me  to  ten  villages.  She  had  large  and  attentive 
audiences  of  women  in  nearly  every  place  visited.  She  generally  met 
aevcral  companies  at  each  place.  M  any  times  she  was  invited  to  the 
liouses  of  natives  of  the  highest  classes,  and  the  women  listened  with 
Kreat  apparent  interest, 

I  visited  several  places  where  I  had  preached  many  y^ars  ago,  while 
residing  at  Scroor.  There  seemed  to  be  a  general  increase  of  light.  In 
every  place  we  found  people  ready  to  listen  to  our  messages.  Very  few 
were  found  who  took  up  the  defence  of  the  old  faith,  or  who  undertook 
to  disparage  Christianity.  lu  one  place,  where  we  wore  greeted  with 
words  of  blasphemy  at  our  first  attempt  at  preaching,  we  had  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  the  blasphemer  himself,  a  quiet  and  attentive  listener,  at  our 
meeting  the  evening  before  we  left 

At  Jiui^  November  11, 1  baptixod  a  child  at  the  bouse  of  the  Catcchist. 
A  few  Christians  wore  present,  and  more  than  30  heathen.  The  head  man, 
the  village  acoutnitant,  and  some  ten  other  persons  of  the  higher  clflsscs 
%«'cro  there.  They  came  to  witness  the  ceremony  and  to  heur  the  word 
fipoken.

Mr.  Hasen, 
who  formerly  resided  here,  and  who  instructed  and  also  baptized  some 
who  are  now  n* embers  of  the  church,  has  returned  to  this  country,  and 
occasionally  comes  to  give  us  counsel.  Since  his  return  to  India  he  has 
twice  visited  us,  and  on  one  occasion  spent  the  Sabbath  hero.  In  this 
way  one  arm  lias  been  restored  to  me.  While  Mr.  Ilazon  was  here,  the 
church  made  choice  of  two  other  persons  as  deacons.  One  of  these  is 
Dhondiba,  the  son-iu*law  of  the  fonner  deacon  who  died  ;  the  other  is 
Abaji,  the  teacher  of  the  school  hero.  If  these  shall  faithfully  serve  in 
this  capacity  the  other  arm  will  liave  been  restored,  and  I  think  they 
will  do  all  that  is  in  their  power,  and  be  even  more  earnest  than  they 
liave  been  in  prayer  and  striving  for  the  growth  of  the  church.  I  pray 
that  this  may  be  so. 

SchooU.—Two  brethren  of  this  church  are  teachers.  One  of  these  is 
licro,  the  other  was  at  Duburdi.  But  the  school  there  was  very  small, 
and  he  was  transferred  to  the  village  of  old  Scroor,  two  miles  from  this 
place.  But  in  neither  of  these  schools  has  the  number  and  the  attcn- 
danco  been  what  it  was  in  the  previous  year.  On  account  of  the  cost  of 
living,  parents  have  found  it  impossible  to  support  their  families  with  all 
their  toil,  and  hence  their  attention  has  been  taken  from  learning,  to  get- 
ting a  living.  The  children  have  been  employed  as  they  could  find  work. 
Stilt,  the  school  here  hns  had  from  8  to  15  scholars,  and  the  one  at  Scroor 
village  from  G  to  18.    But  this  must  be  called  a  dearth  of  scholars. 

A9$iMlanl«, — Tlirce  Assistants  connected  with  this  church  have  been 
living  in  three  villages,  one  at  Wadcgawhan,  one  at  Bubunli,  one  here. 
Two  of  these  are  aged,  and  somewhat  infirm,  and  consequently  cannot 
|i;o  about  to  give  instruction.  The  other  is  a  young  man  who  has  groat 
delight  in  going  about  to  toll  the  story  of  the  CroHS.  But  in  consoqucnce 
of  repeated  sickness  in  his  family  he  has  not  been  able  to  do  as  much 
this  year  as  her  etofore.  lie  has  done  a  good  work  at  Buburdi.  There 
are  inquirers  there,  and  the  villagers  of  ton  invito  him  to  spcuk  to  tlicin. 
Thus,  although  there  is  a  great  abundance  of  hoiirers  in  the  villages  about, 
there  is  a  great  dearth  of  preachers. 

My  own  duties  have  been  much  the  same  as  heretofore,  preaching  in 
the  chapel  twico  on  the  Sabbath  and  once  on  Friday.  While  work  on 
the  bridge  at  this  place  was  going  on,  my  Sabbatli  umlience  was  upwards 
of  50  ;  but  since  that  work  has  been  stopped,  and  since  the  servants  of  gen- 
tlemen atthcstationforone  cause  and  another  have  ceased  attending,  there 
are  usually  only  about  25  present.  On  Friday  not  more  than  15  ottend. 
There  arc  incetiugR  for  prayer  on  Tuesday,  Thursday,  and  Saturthiy  eve- 
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Tlia  Satnrday  meeting  is  hcltl  la  tho  Mnliarwado.  Dut  Uia  pco- 
kiavtt  martf  of  them  moved  away  from  tliat  ueiglibourliood,  aeekiug 
I  of  liviDG  <"  oDier  places,  and  thote  who  remain  *ro  not 
■ned  to  attend  ;  booce  my  attendance  there  lias  not  been  regular.  I 
^  gone  ai  there  baa  been  occasion.  If  tlie  people  woeld  attend  I 
Bid  go  regularly.  The  Lrollicr  who  lives  tbcro  givci  instruction  ti 
\  ai  eonic.

Satara  SfATioir. 

No  report  has  been  received  from  the  brethren  at  Satara  of  tlieir  opera- 
tions the  past  year.  The  statiscics  of  the  Satara  station  and  church  will 
be  seen  with       otiior  statistics  near  the  beginning  of  this  Report. 

SuoLAPUR  Station. 

On  the  9th  of  January  18C4  the  native  Christians  who  had  been  living 
for  some  months  at  Sholapur  and  vicinity,  met  at  the  Mission  House 
for  tlie  purpose  of  forming  themselves  into  a  church.  Tlio  letters  which 
they  had  previously  obtained  from  tlieir  respective  churches  were  read, 
and  after  some  remarks  regarding  the  propriety  of  the  stop  they  were 
about  to  take,  and  the  duties  that  would  devolve  upon  thorn,  it  was  voted 
that  tlioy  do  now  form  themselves  into  a  church  of  Christ,  and  in  his 
tianie  and  trusting  in  his  strength,  assume  the  rcsponsibilitios  of  this 
relation.  Prayer  was  then  oflcrod  for  a  blessing  upon  this  vine,  planted 
as  we  trust  by  the  great  husbandman  ;  and  after  this,  a  ddacon  was 
elected  and  ordained  by  the  laying  on  of  liandM.  Until  a  native  Pastor 
could  be  secured,  it  was  understood  that  the  roNiMcnt  Missionary  \>rfiild 
act  as  Pastor  of  the  churcli.  The  next  day  l)oing  tlie  Sahbiitli,  the 
Iionrs  Supi>or  was  celebrated,  and  one  person  was  adinittcd  to  the  com- 
munion for  the  first  time. 

Tliree  others  wore  baptized  and  received  to  the  church  during  the 
year.  Tliey  were  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  as  inquirers  from  Darseo. 
Two  of  these,  Dhondiba  and  his  wife  Railhabai,  are  of  the  Kunabi  caste, 
and  the  third,  Kondiba,  is  by  caste  a  Wani.  Both  these  men  are  masons 
by  traile,  and  are  about  30  years  old.  They  continue  their  employment 
as  before.  During  half  of  the  year  a  catechist  from  the  Thculogical 
class  at  Ahmodniiggnr  was  stationed  at  Barsce,  and  for  several  monthst 
our  native  preacher,  Mr.  Lnxntuon  Rawiijoo,  labored  thoru,  su  thai  preach- 
ing haw  l»een  re;;ularly  niainlHined  un  (lie  Sabbath  and  at  utiier  timed.

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Our  woA  In  ShoUpur,  wblch  inoludci,  bMidet  the  regular  ienrleee  of 
the  8abb«th|  almoet  daily  prooobing  In  tlie  bnioar  and  f ruquent  oonverM- 
tlone  in  private,  it  much  the  latno  ae  in  tlie  previous  year.  Tliere  is  how* 
ever  lone  of  oppoeition,  and  the  number  of  tlioao  wlio  bear  the  word 
regularly,  and  who  load  our  books,  is  apparently  increasing.  In 
reviewing  the  labors  of  the  year  as  a  whole  we  have  much  reason  for 
encouragement,  while  at  the  samo  time,  ttie  vast  work  yet  to  be  done, 
•—tlie  ignorance,  the  vice,  and  the  debasing  superstitions  prevailing  all 
around  us,  urge  us  on  to  more  earnest  efforts  for  this  perisliing  people.

Bombay  Station. 

There  has  been  nothing  especial  to  mark  our  work  in  Bombay  the  past 
year.  The  harvest  time  not  coming,  we  have  endeavoured  to  keep  on 
with  sowing  the  seed.  On  account  of  severe  and  protracted  illness  and 
deaths  in  his  family,  the  Pastor  of  th  e  Church  was  kept  from  his  duties 
more  or  less  for  five  or  six  weeks  in  the  months  of  September  and  Octo- 
ber. About  the  same  time  I  was  myself  laid  aside  by  sickness  for  a 
month.  With  tliose  exceptions  we  have  suffered  no  unusual  interruption 
in  our  lobor, 

CAurcA.— Of  the  native  church  ond  labors  in  connection  with  it  the 
report  of  the  Pastor  annexed  will  be  sufficient. 

Schools, — Tlie  school  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  among  the  Mangs, 
was  kept  up  from  the  beginning  of  the  year  until  April.  At  that  time  an 
opportunity  to  work  upon  embankments  for  the  Duroda  Railway  in  the 
neighborhood,  drew  away  nearly  all  the  sriliolars,  and  the  school  had  to 
be  abandoned.  I  regretted  it  the  more,  because  I  had  used  the  school  as 
a  nucleus  for  a  weekly  religious  meeting,  which  was  well  attended  by 
the  parents  of  the  scholars.  I  endeavored  to  carry  this  on  afterwards, 
but  without  success.  After  t^o  months*  trial,  during  which  I  employed 
the  former  teacher  of  the  school  to  labor  as  a  catechist  among  the  same 
individuals,  we  were  compelled  to  give  it  up  for  lack  of  interest.  Mrs. 
Ballantine  had  begun  in  18G3  to  teacli  a  few  children  living  in  the  mis- 
sion yard.  Early  in  January  she  got  a  Christian  woman  to  assist  her, 
and  succeeded  in  adding  several  to  the  number  of  scholars  from  outside. 
This  little  school  has  gone  on  quietly,  but  we  hope  usefully.  It  now 
numbers  twelve,  of  whom  five  are  from  Christian  and  seven  from  heathen 
families. 

In  the  month  of  August  I  opened  a  school  for  caste  boys  in  the  front  of 
the  Chapel,  under  a  Hindoo  teacher.  It  grew  rapidly  to  60  or  more 
scholars,  when  an  assistant  was  engaged.    This  school  is  still  going  on 
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th  Dumbori  well  malatalned,  aod  tho  cluaai  making  very  aUliftcUirj' 
ogTBM.  A  month  ilnoe  I  diamlracil  ono  of  tho  lllniloo  teacben,  *iii| 
iployed  a  CliriitUn  in  tiU  ploco.  At  tlie  laiiio  time  I  commoncod  taking 
imall  wookly  foo  from  tlic  aclioUn,  aulliclcnt  to  pty  tlia  incidental  ox- 
nJioa  of  tlio  vcliool.  Tlioro  liiu  appoarod  no  fnllJnK  uf[  Id  coiiBU'}ucncs. 
(Iior  inyaalf  or  Dsjibn  cutocliiat  Iim  apaiit  two  houra  every  day  In 
a  hIiouI  Ui  givo  rallKlout  iristructiun  and  to  ciiauro  faillifuliiDtg  in  tliA 
idling.  Tiio  Hverago  attoudaacu  liua  bean  C7,  and  Ilio  iiunilior  on  tlie 
II  at  proiotit  ia  79. 

Strt<l  Frtarhmg. — We  Iiavo  boon  greatly  encouraged  tho  poit  year 
'  1a  department  of  work.  It  has  herctofure,  oa  now,  been  oaay  to  gel 
dicuce,  but  within  the  pant  three  or  four  months  theru  haa  been  a 
irkcJ  iinprovcmcut  in  tlieir  attentiou'  and  qiiietaeHS.  Tliere  lioa  been 
*  dispoBitlon  to  controvert,  imd  often  we  have  hoard,  on  conclud' 
LpresBJoua  of  hearty  approval  of  the  truth  preached.  We  donbt 
t  many  favoruUo  iinpreanioiia  of  Christianity  have  been  given  the  post 
'  by  this  means,  Tho  Pastor  proacliea  regularly  four  evening*  eaob 
:ek  from  the  xtepa  of  tho  Chapel.  Dajiba,  one  of  the  dcacoue  of  tha 
haa  preached  with  acartely  the  omiasion  of  a  day,  both  raortiing 
iiiiig,  to  audiences  numbering  from  SO  to  100.  Three  evniiinga 
preaches  in  company  with  myself  at  Dyculla,  and  two  eveninga  with 
I  Ilev.  Oeorgo  Itowon  on  Iho  Eaplnmidu.  In  the  mornlnga  and  at 
lor  times  ho  haa  preached  in  various  plncca,  the  (Jrant  HonJ,  Maingon, 
a  Uoiid,  at  the  Ituilway  Station,  &c.  Uenides  tl.ii  llivre  U  nlwnyi 
inching  liy  one  or  mure   of  uit  from  the  stcp^i 
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ia  Jkmlmf  Um  |nmI  jmt.  In  Ifarob  there  eppeered  e  greet  move* 
ment  in  the  Reform  pert/.  Under  the  appeale  of  the  Baboo  Chander 
Sen  from  CaleotU  many  of  the  bett  jonng  men  of  Bomhaj  seemed  on 
the  point  of  breaking  away  for  ever  from  Hindooism.  Everywhere  there 
were  dube  and  debating  aocietioe  and  dieouMions  on  rooitd  and  tocial 
and  religioue  reform,  and  all  betokening  life  and  thooght  But  soon 
after,  this  great  storm-wave  of  speculation  that  has  rolled  over  Bombay 
eame  upon  us,  and  all  theee  better  things  were  drowned.  At  the  end  of 
the  year  I  am  unable  to  loam  of  even  a  single  society  or  club  of  the  kind 
above  alluded  to,  and  for  several  months  I  have  received  scarcely  a 
dosen  vbits  from  the  young  men  who  used  to  call  so  frequently. 

I  cannot  cloee  without  referring  to  the  great  kindness  we  have  received 
as  a  Mission  from  our  friends  in  this  city  the  past  year.  Being  infonned 
of  our  difficulty  in  obtaining  funds  from  America  on  account  of  the  high 
rate  of  exchange,  more  than  sixteen  hundred  rupees  were  sent  to  myself 
directly.  And  shortly  after,  tlirough  our  friends,  Alexander  Stewart,  Esq., 
and  W.  F.  Steams,  Eaq,^  wo  were  apprised  of  a  subscription  among  the 
merchants,  both  European  and  Native,  amounting  to  over  Rs.  10,000. 
With  such  evidences  of  interest  and  approval  from  those  about  us,  we 
cannot  fail  to  be  doubly  grateful,  and  I  trust  doubly  diligent  and  faithful 
in  the  future.

Repwri  of  the  Church  at  Bomboff. 
[TrantUted  from  the  Marathi  prtparad  by  th«  Pattor.] 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  wore  29  adult  members  in  this 
church.  Two  of  them  had  been  suapcuded  from  the  privileges  of  church 
membership  for  a  season ;  of  these  one  exhibited  evidences  of  penitence, 
and  was  restored  to  church  privileges,  while  tlie  other  wliw  appeared  to 
give  no  evidence  of  repentance,  but  rather  grew  worse,  was  cut  off  from 
the  church  altogether.  Another  member,  that  joined  this  church  by  letter 
from  one  of  the  churches  in  the  Alimednuggur  Collectorate,  cast  off  his 
wife  while  she  was  yet  alive  and  took  a  Hindoo  wife,  whom  he  married 
by  heathen  rites,  and  still  continues  to  live  with  her  in  adultery,  and  was 
excommunicated  from  tlie  church. 

On  the  27th  of  March  Bhusapa  Lingapa  united  with  the  church  hare. 
Some  account  was  published  of  him  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Bombay 
Tract  and  Dock  Society  for  1803,  and  also  in  the  Dnt/anodaya  of  the  15th 
of  April  18G4,  and  it  is  unnecessary  to  repeat  all  the  particulars  givon 
Uiere.  SulHce  it  to  say  that  he  was  of  the  Lingait  Jungum  coste,  from 
which  I  know  not  that  any  one  has  ever  before  become  a  Christian.  He 
lived  near  Hoobly  Dharwar,  and  came  to  Bombay  to  obtain  his  living 
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jng;  aboat  twenty-five  jeara  old.     Falling  aick  her*  he  w«nt  to  the

She  baa  not  much 
knowledge  of  the  doctrinea  of  tlie  Bible,  and  wliat  knowledge  she  baa  aha 
ilnda  it  difllcult  to  aliow  on  acooont  of  bor  ignoranoe  of  the  Maratbi,  atill 
ake  aeooia  to  have  tme  faith  auch  aa  ia  required  for  aalvation,  and  tlia 
diurch  tlierefore  dotennined  to  receive  her. 

Tliere  are  othera  who  tliougb  not  received  into  tbia  ohorob,  have  been 
received  into  other  oliurchoa  or  Into  tlie  church  of  the  finitbom  in 
heaven^  of  whom  I  would  aay  a  few  words.  Kulyan,  a  aon  of  Rov. 
llaripuut,  the  Paator  of  ilio  FiratCburch  in  Ahroodiiuggur,  waa  a  member 
of  my  class  of  inquirers  while  pursuing  hia  atudioa  in  Bombay^  and  waa 
about  to  bo  received  to  the  cliurch|  but  wont  with  hia  motlior  to  Poona, 
where  in  loss  than  a  month  after  his  arrival  he  was  received  to  the  Free 
Cliurcb.  Maiua  my  daughter  was  about  ten  years  old  when  she  died,  and 
for  tliree  years  she  bad  desired  to  bo  received  to  the  church,  and  in  tlie  class 
of  inquirers  she  seemed  to  excel  all  in  her  knowledge  of  tho  Scriptures. 
It  was  only  because  she  was  so  young  tliat  we  deferred  receiving  hor,  but 
we  had  confidence  that  she  was  indeed  changed  and  had  true  faith  in 
Christ  When  she  had  become  very  ill,  I  asked  her  wlietlier,  if  it  pleased 
God  not  to  raise  her  up  from  this  illness,  she  was  willing  to  die.  She 
replied,  If  it  is  his  will  to  take  me  away  at  once  to  be  near  him,  I 
am  willing  to  go.  I  asked  her  again  what  made  her  tliink  she  would 
go  and  dwell  with  Christ  if  she  should  die  now.  She  replied,  **  My 
faith  is  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  I  am  conlldetit  in  viow  of  his  promises 
tliat  he  has  forgiven  my  sins.**  She  died  in  fuith  on  the  19th  of  Septem- . 
bcr.  Although  she  has.  not  been  received  to  tho  visible  church  on  earth, 
we  have  an  assurance  that  she  has  joined  the  churcli  in  hoaven.  Bapoo 
8hinii)ee,  a  young  man,  was  employed  several  mouths  by  this  Mission  as 
teacher  of  a  school,  ami  afterwards  I  employed  him  as  teacher  of  my 
children.  After  awliilo  he  obtained  employment  on  the  lluilway,  and 
being  sent  to  Mulkapore  to  supply  a  temporary  vacancy  while  there 
he  was  attnckud  with  the  cholera  and  died.  A  Christian  sister  belonging 
to  this  chiircli  and  living  there  at  the  thne  with  her  husband,  waited  upon 
liim  when  he  was  sick  and  gave  him  medicine ;  and  she  asked  him  on 
whom  he  believed.  He  replied  **  my  faith  is  in  Jesus  Christ,  I  trust  he 
will  take  me  to  himself.**  He  too,  wo  have  reason  to  believe,  has  gone  to 
join  the  church  above.  When  in  Bombay  he  used  often  to  come  to  the 
religious  services  in  the  chapel  on  the  Sabbath  and  also  on  other  duys. 
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)  doclirod  hU  confldanoe  In  tho  truth  of  Christianity.  Such  this 
iKvo  boen  the  fruila  of  tlie  ioBtructioa  given  in  thii  church, 
Kn  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  wore  10  haptiioJ  children  in  thii 
Two  removed  wilh  their  parent  to  the  Sliolttpoor  church  and 
J>  died.  Two  children  hsvo  been  baptized  tlie  ptut  year,  making  tiie 
fiber  at  the  close  of  the  year  14, 

It  20  persona  have  coma  to  mo  regiilnrly  for  initntction  in  the 

liptureaoraa  candidates  for  admission  to  tlio  church.    Some  of  thew 

lired  adniiwion  from  worldly  molivea,  and  when  they  aaw  that  they 

lild  not  accomplish  their  objects  by  connecting  thcinnelvea  with  na. 

My  immediately  censed  to  como.    All  those  who  come  to  me  prufcasinif 

o  ombraco  Christianity,  I  am  accuatomed  to  instruct  in  the  priu- 

lal  doctrines  of  the  Christian  Scriptures,  and  this  year  as  in  former  years 

liBtrnctcd  a  class  of  such  pcraona  for  several  months.  Of  thin  class  three 

o  joined  thin  cliurch,  one  went  to  I'oona  and  juiocd  the  Free  Church 

and  one  hns  joined  tliQ  church  abovo.     Soma  hax-o  removed  to  other 

I,  and  some  again  have  given  up  all  concern  oti  these  aulijccts  and 

:^cnacd  coming  to  irie  for  instruction.    Five  or  six  yet  continuo  to 

lie,  and  same  of  these  may  join  the  church  the  coming  year. 

I  have  prcnched  twice  on  the  Sabbath  in  the  Chapel,  and  conducted  the 

Idny  afternoon  church  meeting  and  the  prayer  meeting  on  the  first 

Bnday  of  the  month,  Up  to  July  I  hnd  a  companion  to  go  with   mo   to 

h  on  the  streets,  but  when  ha  ongnged  iu  Government  service  I  wna 

ir  tha  nocesflity  of  going  alone.    On  such  occoaiona   from  20  to  100 

tally  meetlugetlier,  and  ankidst  oil  the  noise  of  the  etrceta  to 
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tnret  for  the  TVaet  and  Bible  Sooietlat,  and  doing  other  thingi  m  I  had 
opportnnitj,  to  promote  tlie  oaaie  of  (%rist. 

Cbiilr/6Ml*oii«.— -Notwithstanding  prices  hare  rlien  In  an  unprooedented 
manner,  and  our  Christians  in  Bombay  have  fixed  salaries,  and  those 
r^rj  small,  still  the  church  has  done  more  this  year  in  tlie  way  of  bene- 
Tolcnce  than  ever  before.  Tliey  have  giren  more  to  the  Mission  and  more 
on  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  for  the  spread  of  the  gospel,  and  more 
also  for  the  support  of  the  Pastor,  than  usual.  There  have  been  various  other 
private  objects  to  which  they  have  contributed  very  liberally,  such  as  for 
entertainments  on  particular  occasions  for  rejoicing,  and  for  the  support 
of  the  poor  of  the  church,  and  for  the  funeral  expenses  of  church  members 
who  have  died.  Indeed  this  church  has  never  given  so  much  in  any 
former  year  as  they  have  during  the  past  year,  and  this  too  in  the  very 
height  of  the  distress  from  high  prices.  We  would  therefore  thank  God 
for  his  grace  to  tliis  church. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  praise  Ood  for  his  mercy  in  sparing  me,  his 
unworthy  servant,  and  allowing  me  to  labor  another  year  in  his  vineyard.

With  ciiaractcrittie  zeal  hIio  engaged  in  the  work  of  teaching  the  Milon 
to  read,  and  of  imparting  to  thvm  inNtruction  from  the  Bible.  The 
following  extract  from  her  Juiiniul  under  dute  of  December  2nd,  1863, 
shows  whot  were  her  feelings  on  iippnmehiiig  the  "  homo  of  her  adop- 
tion.** **  Land,  land  !  clearly,  diMtliictly  lies  fa  view  this  mominff.  An 
I  SAW  it  when  1  first  went  on  deck,  I  ran  buck  to  toll  what  wns  alroaily 
known,  land  having  been  seen  at  two  o'clock  A.  M.  I  returned  to  gnse 
upon  the  shore  with  many  conflicting  emotions.  Tlie  first  joy  of  a  glud 
surprise,  gratitude  lo  Ilnn  who  has  brought  us  thus  safely  on  our  way, 
aiici  the  thought  of  soon  hearing  from  our  friends  in  America,  called  me 
to  rejoice ;  but  as  I  thought  of  our  leaving  the  ship,  it  seemed  as  though 
the  last  link  binding  us  to  our  native  land  was  breaking,  and  this  threw  a 
feeling  of  sadness  over  my  joy.  And  this  is  India  ;  these  are  her  *  spicy 
breezes,*  these  her  mountains  and  pk in 8,  these  are  the  far-famed  polms 
and  cocoanut  trees  which  cover  the  sloping  sides  of  her  hills  1  1  his  is 
the  home  of  our  adoption.  Here  wo  are  t(»  laltor,  here  to  pray  for  those  who 
dwell  amid  these  groves  of  palms.  Precious,  very  precious  seemed  the 
promise.  *  Lo,  I  am  with  you  always,  oven  unto  the  end  of  the  world,* 
as  I  folded  it  to  my  heart  tliis  inornmg.  As  1  was  in  my  room  making 
my  toilet,— ^camu  and  told  mo  a  canoe  witii  natives  was  approaching. 
Before  I  was  ready  to  go  out,  they  were  alongside  with  bananas,  cocoa- 
nuts,  &c,  &i\  to  Hcll.  How  my  heart  bent.as  1  liNtrncd  to  their  chattering 
tongues,  and,  peeping  out,  saw  one  of  the  half  nuked  fellows  walking  tho 
deck  1  I  alnioHt  feared  to  venture  on  deck,  however  I  went  out,  being 
very  careful  to  keep  noarHonio  one,  and  snthlcfily  turning  uwny  when  any 
of  them  looked  as  though  thoy  wonhl  speak  to  mo.  Ah  I  looked  around 
on  tho  dozen  or  ho  swarthy  fellows  with  notlrng  but  a  cloth  around  th<fir 
wuiHts,  and  another  wrapped  aroinid^  their  heauH,  1  could  scarcely  feul 
that  it  woH  a  reality.  1  Hcenied  in  Honiu  Hiratige  vinion  to  see  a  number  of 
bronze  statues  Huddenly  animated.  1  looked  uronml  uni'onHcionHly  (piito 
a  number  of  timen,  to  convince  myself  that  I  was  still  on  ^lo  Arabella,  and 

that  this  was  no  vinion After  I  was  convinced  that  it  wsh  do 

illusion, 
for 

to  them,  but  can  think  \vith  pkasiire  of  tning  to  lead  them  to  the  Saviour.* 
This  ardent  love  for  tlio  souIh  of  the  heathen  she  manifested  in  all  her 
misaionar}'  life,  oven  though  she  found  much  in  them  to  offend  a  refined 
and  sensitive  nature.  She  was  ready  to  deny  herself  for  tho  lowest  and 
most  degraded,  some  of  whom,  there  is  reason  to  believe,  were  brought  to 
M  saving  knowledge  of  tho  truth  through  her  instrumentality.  Her  uni- 
form cheerfulnebH  aiid  unnsuul  vivacity  gave  her  great  influence  among 
A  people  who  are  particularly  averse  to  anything  like  unfeeling  stolidity, 
or  a  sour  taciturnity. 

The  favorable  impresBiun  which  Mrs.  Barker  made  upon  our  Mission 
circle  is  well  represented  by  au  intimate  at  <inainianco  who  wrote 
thus  in  the  Dnyanoihya,  "  I  well  remember  my  tirst  impressions,  when 
allowed  tu  welcome  her  to  India  in  tho  autumn  of  1853.  1  learned  after- 
wards that  the  voyage  had  had  its  unpleasantneHseH,  but  they  had  left  no 
ripplo  on  the  surface  of  her  placid  temper.  Nor  did  any  of  the  strange 
scenes  and  circumstances,  into  which  she  was  then  introduced,  seem  to  take 
her  at  unawares  or  to  disturb  her  equanimity.  Her  quick  perception  and 
readincBs  in  adapting  herself  to  the  occasion,  with  unusual  suavity  of  mon-

**  I  am  in  very  great  sorrow  because  Qod  has  taken  awajr  my  dear 
iBOthcr,  Mr*.  Barker.  I  feel  as  though  my  own  mother  had  died.  Like 
mr  mother  she  loved  me,  and  I  used  to  tell  her  my  joys  and  sorrowii. 
Words  fail  me  in  attempting  to  describe  the  love  she  bore  to  nio,  and 
when  I  think  of  her  I  cannot  refrain  from  tears.  She  is  before  my  eyes 
by  day  and  by  night.  Hiough  I  shall  not  meet  my  dear  mother  agaiu  in 
tuis  world,  I  liope  Ihnt  1  shall  see  Jier  in  heaven.  I  cannot  write 
becanso  1  cannot  rufntin  from  cryhig,  and  my  sorrow  is  so  great  that  my 
band  refiiseii  to  move.*' 

A  Braliniiin  convert,  who  had  occaslonallv  assisted  Mr.  ond  Mrs.  Darker 
on  iircaching  tourn,  gives  cxprcRMion  to  his  feelings  in  the  following

OS  I  write  these  words,  and  how  many  an  eye  will  pay  this  trilmto  to  the 
nieuKtry  of  the  dnparied  one.  Her  work  being  liniHhed,(lod  her  Father 
in  h'Niven  has  called  her  away  to  rest  from  her  luborri,  and  her  works  do 
follow  her.** 

Similar  extracts  from  the  letters  of  many  warmly  atlaJicd  friends  of 
the  decensctl  might  be  made,  but  we  will  hasten  to  the  closing  scenes 
of  a   life  of  uncommon  UHcfnluess.    She    had   an    unusually  hopeful 
spirit,  but  her  phyMical  strength  was  never  great,   and  during  the  hitor 
years  of  her  lite,  she  had  frc<picnt  experience  of  sickness,  languor,    and 
p«iu.    It    plcascil    God    by    the  discipline  of    suffering   to    wean    her 
from  the    worKI,  ami   nri^paro  her  for    an   inheritance  with    the  blest. 
Alluding  to  thi>*,  a  mucli  K)ved  Missionary  sister  writes.    *^  It  has  been 
very  evident,  since  dear  little  Dc8sie*s  death  OMpccially,  that  her  thoughts 
Wo  l»een  much  in  heaven.    She  has    Ikcii  becoming   more  and  inoro 
filtcnl  for  the  society  of  the  holy  ones,   mid  1  have  soinelimes  seen  liur 
ftce  Hhitie  with  a  more  than  earthly  light,  which  made  me  feel  a  sink- 
ing in  my  heart  lest  she  was  about  to  be  taken  from  us.** 

For  many  months  l»efore  her  decease,  she  suffered  from  paroxysms  of 
irrcjjular  and  very  violent  boating  of  heart,  wliich  were  followed  by 
eitreiae  prostration,  and  tluiing  the  last  few  weeks  her  breathing  was 
•tt«iuled  bv  the  same  painful,  and  exhausting  irregularity.  Noithcr  she, 
our  any  of  her  friends  supposed  she  wasso'near  herond,  ond  hemb  it  was 
lUt  her  husband  was  the  only  Europeon  present  with  her  during  those  laht 
tO"i'»<  lioiir«.  KxtractH  from  his  letters  to  her  relatives  will  f  uriiisli  the  best

Tall  the  Christian  mothers  to  ba  faithful  and  not  to  ba  contented  to  go 
to  beaven  witliout  their  children. 

Toll  he  has  bean  a  faitlif ul  sanrant  to  ua,  and  that  I  trust  ha 

will  become  a  faithful  servant  of  Clirist. 

Say  to  the  heatlicn  tliat  thoy  will  want  a  support  in  such  an  hour  aa 
tliia,  and  that  Clirist  is  tha  only  aupport  they  can  find. 

Tell  them  at  home  not  to  mourn  l>ecause  thoy  could  not  sea  ma  onoa 
mora  in  the  flosh.    I  fool  it  is  not  tlio  Lord's  will,  and  that  it  ia  all  well.** 


ACCOUNT  OF  DIIAQAJI  KALOKUE. 
(FurnUhed  by  hi$  Pantor,) 

Tills  oxcollont  man  died  of  cholera  on  the  lltli  of  April,  leaving  this 
worid  for  the  enjoyment  of  that  evorlasting  happiness  with  Christ  in 
heaven,  to  which  he  waa  made  heir.  In  his  death  we  have  lost  a  dear 
hrutlior  and  fellow  laborer.  His  wife  is  now  loft  a  widow,  and  his  sous 
and  daughters  fatherless.  Ho  belonged  to  what  the  Hindus  call  the  Mang 
casta.  Some  on  hearing  this  will  thiukof  him  as  low  aud  contemptible, 
but  we,  who  know  him  well,  feel  that  ho  was  higher  and  more  noble  in 
character  and  conduct  than  many  persons  belonging  to  what  arc  called 
high  castes.  After  he  became  u  CliriHtian.  he  was  so  thoroughly  cliauged 
and  renewed,  that  it  is  proper  to  reckon  him  among  the  most  smcere  and 
distinguiahed  Christians. 

When  lio  was  a  Hindu  he  waa  very  religious  according  to  his  under- 
atauding  of  religion.  He  worshipped  his  family  god  Kliandoba  with 
great  zeal,  performing  all  thorites,  such  as  spomltng  the  whole  night  in 
worship,  going  to  Jejiiri  and  oxpeiiilinghissubstanceireclyfor  such  objects. 
IIo  also  Tike  other  lliiidus  took  a  guru  or  sacred  teacher  to  teach  him 
religious  things,  and  he  utkd to  give liim  a  yearly  present,  and  to  make 
a  great  entertainment  ycarl J  for  tlic  gosavis.  He  thought  it  not  right  to 
live  without  a  god  and  without  a  guru,  only  on  account  of  his  ignorance 
ho  clioso  fiilMo  gods  and  a  faUo  teacher. 

lie  honored  and  loved  his  mother  greatly,  and  was  careful  never  to 
disobey  her  coinuiands.  Slio  consenuciitly  had  great  confldeuce  in  him, 
Slid  entriiMtod  him  with  nil  her  saviugs  althoiigli  she  had  other  sons. 
Bhc  lived  with  him  till  her  death,  receiving  from  him  even  in  old  ago 
all  that  care  and  attention  which  her  circiiiiiHtunccs  rctjuircd. 

Ho  was  vcr>  industrious,  and  whatever  ho  undertook  to  do  ho  would 
do  with  energy.  Men  of  the  Mang  caste  geiieially  go  about  from 
field  to  field  of  their  villngeH,  iit  tlio  tinio  of  ii.nvcHt,  begging  for  a 
IHirtion  of  the  produce  of  the  ticld  ;  or  if  a  great  fcuitt  occurs  anywhere.

The   last   three    or   four  ycara  of  hii   life    Hhagaji 
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BliAgaji  wn8  bolovod  by  all  bocaiiso  ho  folt  a  kiiiJ  iiitorevt  in  all. 
In  Ilia  ileal in^  with  native  morckants  ho  always  iaaiiit;iino<l  tho  lii^IioHt 
cliaractor  forhonoaty.  Ilobad  oodooire  to  clioat  any  oiio.  Ilounedto 
■av  to  ilia  native  inorchanta  thai  he  did  not  understand  how  to  make 
caJottlations,  and  he  begged  they  would  take  oaro  and  not  allow  him  to 
lose  anything  in  thoir  transactions  together,  at  the  same  time  that  they 
touk  care  that  ho  should  not  receive  too  much.  Thd  roorohants  now 
remember  these  thiilgH,  and  the V  express  groat  regret  on  account  of  his 
dinttli.  On  tho  day  when  he  aied|  ho  made  arrangements  that  no  debt 
should  remain  unuaid. 

Ho  was  very  dear  to  all  his  Hindu  relatives  and  to  his  Cliristian 
brethren.  Whenever  they  came  to  Heroor,  he  did  all  in  his  power  to 
entertain  them.  Just  as  he  brought  food  for  their  bodies,  so  he  brought 
food  for  their  souls,  and  placed  it  beforo  them.  lie  showed  both  by  his 
word  and  by  his  actions  that  he  loved  them.  When  Dhagaji  was  attacked 
with  the  cholera,  his  relatives  left  their  work,  and  ca.no  and  waited  on 
him  as  though  they  wore  members  of  his  family,  and  did  everything  in 
tlietr  power  to  reliuvu  his  pain,  and  wept  when  they  saw  his  sufferings. 
And  when  he  died  they  aiwiHtod  the  few  Cliristions  who  woro  hero  in  the 
funeral  services.  And  thougli  none  of  the  menibors  of  Blioga1i*s  family 
wore  present  at  his  death,  tlioso  friends  who  wore  hero  did  all  that  his 
own  family  could  have  done  for  him.  A  Christian  sister  asked  him  if  he 
hod  any  message  for  his  wife  and  children,  and  ho  immediately  pointed 
towards  heaven,  and  said,  **  Qod  will  take  care  of  them.** 

When  any  contribution  was  tukon  up  for  any  matter  connected  with 
the  church,  Dhagaji  was  never  deficient  in  his  duty.  On  the  contrary, 
lie  wouhl  go  forward  himself,  and  would  urge  on  those  who  were  not 
fli.Hp/iifcd  to  give  or  who  gave  very  little.  What  he  gave  on  tho  first 
Moutlay  of  the  month  for  tho  spread  of  the  gOMpel  was  not  much,  but  at 
tho  Anniversaries  in  Ahmediiug^ur  he  would  give  more.  After  all  ho 
would  say,  **  I  give  very  little,  I  sTtouhl  bo  ghid  if  I  were  able  to  give  now 
to  the  true  (lod  us  much  as  I  used  to  expontl  in  tliu  Mcrvicu  of  falHo  gods.*' 

lictnides  these  more  public  acts  of  benflii'ciice,  he  ilid  uuujv  ilceds  of 
charity  more  privately,  if  he  saw  any  pufHon  really  in  dilliciilty  or 
jiincheil  by  want,  ho  would  give  whatever  he  huJ  by  him,  money,  articles 
of  clothing,  or  anything  else  ; — and  if  ho  Imtl  nothing Huituhio  forgiving, 
lie  would  get  others  who  were  under  Home  obligation  to  him  to  give 
Momethiiig.  These  works  of  mercy  which  ho  performed  will  not  allow 
his  memory  soon  to  paHs  from  our  niindN. 

Dhagaji  was  acquainted  with  the nKMlicinns  for  several  diseases  common 
licro,  and  he  cured  many.  His  name  was  known  far  and  near.  People 
came  from  distant  parts  of  the  country  to  get  his  medicines,  lie  would 
tnko  from  them  in  the  lirMt  iiiHtance  a  few  pice  only,  Hiiniciont  to  procure 
tho  iiieilicine  roipiiruil.  liut  he  woidd  tell  the  sick  man,  that  after  he  got 
well  lie  muNt  get  one  rupee  and  a  tiuarter*s  worth  of  cloth  in  the  bazaar, 
and  in  his  (Hhagaii'M)  presence  inuHt  put  it  on  boido  poor  person  with  his 
own  hand.  He  uriketl  nothing  more  even  of  the  richest,  who  were  cured 
by  him, — and  the  poor  ho  supplied  with  medicine  without  charge.  He 
cured  at  lea^t  two  hundred  persons  in  all, — and  all  that  ho  received  in 
payment  furhin  services  was  given  to  the  poor.  He  hud  good  opportuni- 
ties of  preaching  the  Gospel  to  those  who  canio  to  him  for  medicine,  and 
these  opportunities  he  diil  not  allow  to  pass  luiiiuprovcd.  He  would  tell 
his  puticiitM  of  JcHiiM  CliriHt  tho  Great  Phyuiciun,  who  could  heal  tho  more 
dangerous diiicascs  of  the  soul. 
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Hawuferybonibte.  All  knew  tlial  thU  waa  true  of  liini,  not  ouir 
iriitiiDi,  but  Hindus.  People  used  to  fvcak  vcr)'  biglily  of  liim  on  linn 
count.  He  always  treated  otbera  wilb  due  rtuptrf,  and  betooso  of  IliU, 
ople  from  all  pari*  liked  liriti  «iid  liked  to  liave  iiiui  ccnie  to  them, 
wax  alwiri  careful  to  praise  God  for  liin  inercicB.  On  rctumiiig  In 
family  nner  a  ^bort  abitciice,  lio  wonlU  prai'ao  God,  with  bia  wife  uiid 
Idren,  for  bnving  allowed  ibrni  to  uiect  cadi  otber  again.  If  lio  bad 
cw  garment,  lie  wonld  lirat  aik   Uod'a   bleaaing,  aud   tben   put  it  tiu. 

I  lie  would  urge  bia  ebiklren  to  do  tlie  Muie. 

CliMBliaUB  above  all  olbers  be  deliglited  to  incel,  Tbcy  were,  by  a 
"iiliar  tie,  hia  own  kin  and  vcty  dear  to  liim.  Ho  was  an  ornament  tu

The  Xant  four  yeni's  have  been 
lean  of  bereavement  to  our  ini!i^ion.  From  the  beginning  of  1863, 
H-hen  tiistur  Farmr  wiw  called  awny,  till  the  close  of  16C5,  we  have 
lot  cciised  to  mourn  for  tlioao  who  liave  from  time  to  time  l«on  re- 
moved from  our  little  circle.  Tho  Lord  haa  tnken  our  children.  Ho 
M  taken  our  parents.     JIo  lins  tnkcn  our  1ir<  thi'cn  and  aistcra.     The 
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death  of  Br.  Chiipin  reaehod  hin^  and  ha  would  fain  hare  at  once 
retomod  to  hia  vacant  station*  But  frequent  returns  of  fever  for- 
bade. Ho  embarked  on  the  8rd  of  April,  and  reached  New  York  on 
the  15th  of  Augiut  Br.  Chapin  was  cut  down  as  in  a  moment,  while 
the  fragrance  and  beauty  of  his  early  blossoming  were  giving  us  joy 
and  hope.  He  died  on  the  22nd  of  March.  An  account  of  his  short 
but  matured  miwionary  life,  is  appended  to  this  report. 

In  March  Br.  Henry  Ballantine  with  his  &mily  visited  Bombay. 
Ue  then  thought  himnelf  in  usual  health,  but  wished  to  give  Mrs«  B. 
a  cliange,  and  to  be  present  at  the  embarkation  of  his  son  W.  who 
ncoompanied  Br.  Barker,  and  also  at  the  embarkation  of  his  nephew, 
which  has  been  referred  to  above.  He  was  prostrated  by  a  low  fever 
on  the  first  of  May,  the  day  when  he  returned  to  Ahmcdnuggur. 
The  fovcr  left  him  before  the  end  of  May,  but  he  did  not  recover  his 
atrengtii,  and  took  various  changes  in  hope  of  invigoration.  As  the 
weeks  wore  on  and  he  rather  grow  worse,  he  reluctantly  acquiesced  in 
the  opinions  of  his  jihysicinns  and  friends,  and  on  the  4  th  of  September 
he,  with  his  family  and  Mrs.  Chapin,  left  Bombay  for  America  by  the 
overland  route.  He  died  on  the  9th  of  November  while  off  the  coast 
of  Portugal.  A  brief  sketch  of  his  long  and  eminently  succef»ful 
miasionaxy  life  and  of  his  peaceful  death  is  api^cndcd  to  this  report. 

The  mail  that  brought  us  tlie  news  of  our  loss  also  announced  to 
us  the  death  of  Rev.  Ozro  French,  who  joined  tliis  mission  in  1839,  and 
commenced  the  station  at  Scroor  in  1841.  He  laljorcd  there  till  1849, 
when  lus  imp:iired  health  required  him  to  leave  the  foreign  mission 
work.  He  died  at  Blaii*stown,  Iowa,  U.  S.  A.,  on  the  28th  of 
Septcml>cr,  18G5. 

The  day  before  Br.  B.  reached  Bombay  on*  his  last  journey, 
Br.  W.  Wood  and  his  wife  arrived,  after  a  prosperous  voyage  of 
ninety-one  days  from  Boston.  He  returned  to  our  mission  aft^r  three 
years*  absence,  and  was  stationed  at  Ahmednuggur,  occupying  the 
house  vacated  by  Br.  Ballantine. 

So  at  tlie  close  of  1805  there  were  eight  missionaries  and  their 
wives,  luid  one  widow,  at  the  stations  of  our  mission.  The  stations 
they  occupy,  and  the  out-stations,  churches,  native  helpers,  &c, 
are  noted  in  tlie  following

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chuteli  WM  like  loning  a  hand  or  Iboi  from  tho  body.    NevertlieleMi 
we  piaiae  Ood  in  tho  atfumnoo  thai  death  was  only  gain  to  him. 

Tho  name  of  the  ono  who  joined  tho  church  this  year  ia  Hanamanta, 
It  wan  through  Batwigi's  influonco  tliat  he  fimt  canio  to  the  chapel  and 
afterwanb  to  me  for  iiistniction.  lie  was  of  the  Mahfir  caste  and  was 
in  tho  service  of  a  gentleman,  but  is  now  in  SutwOji's  place  a  colportour 
of  the  Tract  Society.  As  a  new  shoot  8|)riiigs  up  from  a  decayed  tree, 
so  has  God  given  him  to  us  in  the  place  of  Satw^L  May  God  cause 
tliat  the  mantle  of  SatwSji  may  fall  upon  him.  The  business  of  this 
country,  and  eqiccially  of  Bombay,  for  the  ^xist  five  years  has  Ixsen  ex- 
tremely prwqienius ;  but  thirt  year  tho  clase  of  tho  Amencon  war  has 
[|uclled  tho  excitement,  and,  liko  tho  ebb  tide,  tho  ilow  of  wealth  lias 
iibate«l,  and  ho  it  hccms  like  the  ebb  tide  in  regard  to  the  growth  of  tho 
church.  Not  oidy  have  few  joined  us  from  without,  but  the  devotion 
imd  love  of  some  witliin  the  church  have  dimimshed.  Some  not  enduring 
the  pure  teadiingM  of  the  Gohjm)!,  luive  hindei'cd  botli  their  own  im- 
provement and  that  of  otliers.  But  tliough  we  tluis  mourn  over  those 
irho  Imvo  caiUKnl  sorrow  to  the  jiostor,  we  aw  peniunded  better  thin;;H 
:>f  otliers  and  things  tlmt  accomjiany  salvation.  Therefore  we  will 
[Yrnise  the  Lord,  and  witli  oounige  continue  to  do  our  duty. 

Every  year  many  are  accustomed  to  come  to  convci*Ho  upon  Clnis- 
tianity,  or  to  study  the  Bible  in  a  regular  manner  for  the  purpose  of 
iinderstandhig  the  ClirlHtian  religion.  This  year  there  seems  to  have 
some  a  blight  over  these  alsa  Of  those  who  began  to  come  last  year 
me,  Hanamanta,  joined  the  church.  All  the  rest  turned  bock.  This 
fear  thera  are  only  three  or  four  inquirent,  and  only  one  comes  regularly 
to  study  tlie  Bible ;  all  the  others  have  dropinxl  off.  This  year  I  have 
lone  but  very  little  ])reaching  u|x>n  the  street  by  reason  of  an  afl'ection 
df  tho  throat  After  pix*aching  a  mouth  or  a  month  and  a  half,  my 
throat  became  so  painful  that,  to  say  notliing  of  street  preaching,  I 
nraa  quite  exhausted  by  the  ordinary  duties  of  the  churcL  On  con- 
mlting  a  physician,  he  told  me  the  ]miii  waa  caused  by  a  weakness  of 
the  throat  brought  on  by  constant  ai^eakiuH:,  and  that  I  must  at  least 
jive  up  for  the  present  my  out  door  preaching,  otherwise  I  might  laso 
my  voice  entirely.  This  was  according  to  my  own  opinion,  and  so  'at 
jTcaent  the  street  preaching  is  discontinued. 

This  year,  liko  evexy  other,  my  family  have  suffbrcd  much  from 
dckncss ;  once  on  account  of  the  fever  of  a  child  we  were  obliged  to  go 
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0  Poena  for  a  clmn|i;a  After  that  my  wifo  and  throe  ohiMrea  bftving 
r,  I  WM  obliged  to  take  tliom  to  Nuggur,  After  staying  there  four 
months,  their  health  bcmg  rottcred,  I  hroiight  them  back  to  BombA/, 
Not  only  was  grent  oxpetiM  incurred  in  taking  them  back  and  forth, 
1 1  was  absent  from  my  work  noirly  two  months.  I  Am  grcatljr 
J  to  Rev.  Mr.  Bowen,  who  preached  for  mo  during  my  ftb^cncc. 
A'ith  the  exception  of  thoso  two  montlis,  I  have  performed  oil  my 
r  duties  aa  fonnorly.  It  ia  not  nccoasury  that  I  speak  of  tlicst 
t  length. 

There  was  a  nuABionniy  at  this  station  only  two  or  throe  months  of 

Lho  year;  therefore  I  wna  obliged  to  attend  to  many  things  besides  tho 

ark  connected  with  my  clmrclv     But  now  tho  Kev.  Mr.   Hunger  ii 

Appointed  licrc,  and  on  tho  above  duties  will  dovolvo  upon  him,  I  ahiUl 

t  only  be  permitted  to  devote  all  the  time  to  my  regnlnr  work,  but 

[  hope  ho  will  render  great  assistance  in  tho  work  of  training  and

From  tho  principal  events  of  this  year  it  is  improMcd  upon  my

if  grace  and  supplication,  and  that  hearing  tlie  united  pmyer% 
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On  the  17tli  of  that  month  ho  wao  permitted  the  Jojiftil  prfrl^je  of 
veeoiring  hif  two  soni  to  the  oommimion  of  the  ohurdii  end  to  dt  at  the 
table  of  our  Lord  with  the  four  of  hia  ohildien  who  were  in  this  ooon- 
tiy.  On  the  6th  of  March,  the  daj  he  entered  upon  hia  Ji/iy4hird 
year  aleo  the  hirth-daj  of  one  of  his  daughter*— he  preached  from 
Josh.  S4:15.  It  was  a  sermon  of  great  interest  to  ns  aU,  though  no 
one  thought  it  would  be  his  bwt  in  this  church.  The  next  morning 
he  started  Tory  earl j  for  Bombay,  hastening  that  he  might  see  his 
nephew  once  more,  who  was  to  leave  the  oountiy  on  the  7th.  He 
letunied  from  Bombay  April  29th,  having  been  oocupied  while  there 
with  important  duties  relating  to  our  missionaiy  operations.  But  he 
had  /ever  upon  him.  He  was  unable  to  resume  his  labors.  He  still 
hoped,  and  so  did  we  all,  that  he  would  soon  be  about  his  ordinary 
duties.  Gradually  the  truth  forced  itself  upon  our  notice^  that  nothing 
short  of  a  decided  change  of  climate  would  ever  enable  him  to  resumo 
his  labors.  But  how  eouU  he  bo  spared  t  How  eouU  he  got  How 
could  those  duties  which  hod  so  long  devolved  uix>n  him  and  Mrs.  B. 
be  transferred  to  others  t  The  case  was  too  plain  to  admit  of  hesitation, 
and  simply  saying  '*tho  Lord  will  provide**  and  truBting  tliat  He  who 
had  done  so  much  for  us  in  the  post,  would  provide  for  us  as  the  need 
should  arise,  we  bade  him  good-bye. 

^  He  left  us,  not  to  return,  on  the  27th  July.  The  remark  was  made 
by  one  of  our  little  circle,  as  we  came  back  from  saying  good-bye  to 
him  as  he  started,  '*It  seems  just  as  if  we  never  shall  see  him  again.  ** 
HrsL  Ballantine,  with  her  daughter  and  son,  and  the  deeply  afflicted 
widow  of  our  Br.  Chapin,  left  us  on  the  22nd  of  August,  aud  the  party 
sailed  from  Bombay  on  the  4th  of  September.  Mr.  B.  died  at  sea, 
November  9th.  The  news  reached  us  the  evening  of  December  16th. 
The  mourning  was  deep  and  universal.  Few  were  the  dry  eyes  when 
reference  was  made  to  him  during  the  services  of  the  next  day. 

The  grave-yard  at  Ahmednuggur  holds  not  his  dust  It  has  opened 
to  receive  the  ashes  of  an  ordained  missionary  but  twice  in  the  history 
of  this  mission.  One  was  the  Rev.  WuL^Hcrvey,  buried  here  in  June 
1832.  And  now  after  the  lapse  of  a  whole  generation  of  men,  in  March 
1865,  we  lay  away  our  youngest  brother  to  sleep  "in  sure  and  certain 
hope.** 

Br.  Chapin  was  assigned  to  the  Piraplas  Station  at  our  annual  meet- 
ing in  1864.    He  took  charge  from  the  1st  Januaiy  1865,  though  Br. 
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iBm-kw  remained  with  Mm  till  lomo  tim«  in  February.     In  Mud

Of  those  noeiTed  to  the  Chtti«h»  I  maj 
report  that  OyBBobftkeapporiiiighiiiiBelf  by  his  work  as  a  tailor.  He 
formerij  lived  in  this  mtj.  and  made  the  acquaintance  of  Christians, 
but  was  not  i^iparentl j  interested  in  the  truth.  He  went  back  to  lus 
Village  a  few  yean  since  to  recover  his  inheritance.  But  his  ''soul  waa 
vexed  with  the  filthy  converaation"  of  the  heathen.  He  had  heard 
enough  of  Christianity  to  know  that  there  is  a  ^'better  way"  than  that 
of  lying.  Ho  longod  to  return  to  this  city  and  to  the  acqiudntance  of 
Christians.  But  he  fSoorod  his  relatives  and  friends— even  the  membors- 
of  his  own  family,  and  so  for  a  time  kept  silent  At  length  ho  made 
known  his  feelings  to  his  wife  and  mother,  and  to  his  great  joy,  they 
agreed  with  him.  They  too  could  not  live  in  a  place  where  lying  waa 
noocssaiy  to  secure  a  living.  The  determination  was  soon  mode  and 
thqy  came  back  to  tins  placei  They  immediately  sought  the  acquain* 
tanco  and  instruction  of  Christians,  and  in  due  time,  the  faith  of  tho 
father  appearing  to  be  genuine,  he  was  received  to  the  Church.  The* 
wifo  and  mother  are  candidates  for  the  same  privilege. 

One  of  the  youi^  men  of  Musolman  parentage  is  from  Seroor.  Ho 
has  long  been  acquainted  with  the  pastor  of  tho  Seroor  Church  and 
lias  read  Christian  books  with  him,  specially  Dr.  Pfandet^s  books — the 
Jfizatirul-IIakf  kc  His  confidence  in  M;ilionicdani8m  gave  way  gradual- 
ly. Hu  was  brought  to  perceive  the  truth  of  Christianity.  But  ho  had 
no  uitcntion  of  profcflsing  that  faitli  himsol£  Ho  could  not  bring  his 
mind  to  endure  tho  roproadi  wliicli  would  come  upon  liim,  if  ho  left 
tho  foitli  of  his  fathers  and  bccamo  a  despised  J^azarene.  He  came  to 
tills  pLux)  in  July  and  joined  tlie  school  He  was  at  length  convinced 
of  his  hopeless  condition  as  a  sinner,  and  of  tlio  salvation  provided  by 
Cliriflt,  and  he  gladly  gave  tip  all  to  moke  a  profession  of  faith  in  hia 
Saviour.  His  examination  for  admission  to  tho  Church  took  ploco  on 
tho  24th  of  October  in  tlio  presence  of  most  of  tlie  members  of  the  mis- 
sion. Bev.  Sidoba  being  with  us  took  the  lead  in  his  examination.  It 
WAS  conducted  partly  in  the  Hindustani  language,  tho  language  native 
to  him,  ond'understood^by  most  of  those  present.  He  was  baptized  and 
received  to  the  fellowship  of  the  Church  on  tho  following  Sabbath.

Our  school  thus  becomes  a 
nmseiy  for  the  Ghareh,  and  the  scholars  fit  for  the  most  important 
places  in  the  infiuit  church  in  this  land.  We  shall  bo  happj  to  receive 
contributions  to  this  special  ^und. 

In  this  connection,  it  gives  me  special  pleasure  to  acknowledge  a 
donation  of  Rs.  800  for  the  past  Tear  by  another  friend  of  the  mission^ 
which  has  enabled  us  to  support  several  scholars  in  both  the  catechists* 
and  the  girls'  school 

Tke  OiM  School  has  continued  on  its  ooutm  the  past  year,  much  as 
in  former  Team  It  has  had  about  fifty  pupils,  on  the  average.  It  was 
under  the  efficient^  the  invaluable  direction  of  Mrs.  Ballantine,  imtil 
■he  left  the  station  in  August  One  of  the  more  advanced  sdioIarB  was 
married  in  September  to  a  young  man  connected  with  the  Free  Church 
In  Poena.   Five  of  the  giris  are  members  of  the  Charch« 

At  the  annual  examination  of  these  schools  we  were  favored  with  the 
presence  of  the  Director  of  Public  Instruction,  Sir  A.  Grant,  and  also 
the  Inspector  of  Schools  in  this  Division,  Gapt  Waddliigton,  and  of  the 
Collector  of  Ahroodnuggur,  Mr.  D*Oyly,  and  othera.  These  gentlemen 
expressed  themHolvos  as  much  gratified  with  the  appearance  of  the 
achooli  and  with  the  course  of  study  attended  to. 

The  Ballanttno  Scfiolanhipi.  On  the  last  day  of  the  anniversary 
meetings,  October  28th,  a  plan  was  started  by  the  native  brethren,  to 
raise  money  for  a  scholarship  in  both  the  catechist^  and  the  OirlaT 
echools,  to  be  called  "the  Ballautine  Scholarships,"  in  commemoration 
of  those  who  had  so  long  been  connected  with  those  schools,  and  who 
had  so  recently  lefl  us.  A  sum  of  Rs.  190  was  pledged  on  the  spot,  and 
m  committee  was  appointed  to  take  charge  of  the  Fund,  and  it  is 
expected  that  persons  will  be  chosen  upon  examination,  to  hold  these 
•cholar8hi|)S  from  the  first  of  the  year  1866.  This  fund  is  entirely  under 
the  care  of  native  brethren.  The  proceedings  of  the  committee  appoint- 
ed to  administer  it  will  be  found  in  the  appendix  to  this  report

And  more  than  this,  the  Lord  is  near  ma  No  one  is 
ablo  to  snatch  me  from  his  hand.  With  such  thoughts  I  am  happier 
than  before.  In  the  language  of  Pa  94:12,  ^'Blessed  isthe  man  whom 
thou  chastenest,  0  Lonl,  and  teachost  him  out  of  thy  law/'  I  count 
myself  blessed  for  this  is  the  work  of  His  mercy.  I  would  ask  that 
those  who  feel  for  me  in  this  distress  will  pray  tliat  such  thoughts  may 
remain  with  me  and  increase  in  their  power.  I  cannot  refiuin  from 
timuks  for  the  help  and  comfoi*t,  I  have  received  from  my  parents, 
the  missionaries,  and  from  such  kind  physicians  as  Dr.  Nicholson,  and 
from  my  dear  native  brethren.  May  Clirist  Jesus,  my  Lord,  give 
tlicm  over  the  same  dispositioui  and  give  them  also  its  precious  fruit 

My  dear,  most  beloved  Mr.  Dallantino, — in  whose  house  I  was  bom 
and  grow,  as  a  cliild  of  Qod,  to  be  thirteen  years  old — who  bore  with 
me  in  every  way  and  bestowed  on  me  a  fiithor's  love, — I  cannot  des- 
crilie  the  exceeding  pain  that  his  removal  fi*om  this  life,  has  given  me. 
I  am  stunned.  Like  one  who  has  fallen  from  a  precipice,  and  who  is 
in  doubt  whether  he  has  fallen  or  not,  I  cannot  believe  the  report  that 
ho  is  dead — ^I  am  so  bewildered  that  ss  yet  I  can  think  of  nothing  to 
write  tliat  is  fit  for  the  occasion.  So  I  will  coiicludo,  asking  only  that 
the  Lord  of  all  might  may  be  with  my  mother  in  Christ  and  my  bro- 
thers and  sL^ters,  and  bring  us  all  to  that  happy  land  where  there  is  no 
more  weeping,  no  more  separation,  so  that  where  he  is,  we  may  be  also.

I  The  aid  of  tho  missionary  in  cjiargo  during  tlio  pOAt  ycur  has  beei^ 

n  by  means  of  letters  and  advice.     It  has  not  been  in  liis  power 

t  tho  station.     Other  mLwionorics  havo  passed  through  tlio  place 
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SckooU.  Ai  tli0  beginning  of  the  year  there  wero  two  •ohoob^  eoe 
«t  this  plaee^  and  the  other  at  the  Tillaee  of  BirtH^  two  milea  away. 
But  the  people  who  tent  to  the  achool  at  the  latter  place  went  away 
to  Bombay  and  other  places  for  employment^  and  hence  the  achool 
was  giren  up.  The  teacher  is  now  at  BibflrdL  But  here  the  children 
of  the  Mahin  and  M&ngs  are  employed  in  the  day-time.  A  few 
however  come  for  on  hour  or  two  each  evening.  At  the  recent  examina- 
tion there  were  1 2  present  But  the  scholars  hod  not  made  good  pro- 
gross.  A  new  school  has  been  opened  at  Aligiiw,  in  connection  with 
the  government  farm.  There  are  10  or  12  scholars  in  this  school 
who  attend  at  evening  principally.  The  school  is  partially  supported 
by  the  gentleman  in  charge  of  the  farm,  whoso  wife  takes  a  great  in- 
terest in  it  The  present  teacher  was  sent  there  in  August  An 
effort  WHS  made  to  open  a  school  in  the  village  of  Aligdw  under  the 
some  teacher,  but  it  failed  through  the  fears  of  the  peopla  They 
thought  there  was  danger  of  the  pupils  becoming  Christians  if  they 
went  to  school  to  a  Christian  teacher.  Let  us  ask  at  the  throne  of 
grace  that  the  oycs  of  this  people  who  are  in  such  ignorance  may  be 
opened,  and  that  they  may  love  knowledge  and  forsake  such  foolish 
prejudices. 

Helpers.  Two  of  those  who  have  long  been  employed  as  helpers, 
are  now  advanced  in  years  and  consequently  unable  to  labor  as  for^ 
mcrly.  The  third  is  a  man  of  energy  and  much  respected  in  the 
village  where  he  resides.  Through  his  instructions  one  young  man 
has  l>een  led  to  embrace  the  truth,  and  ho  was  baptized  in  December. 

The  helper  is  faithful  in  visiting  other  villages  in  this  region.  But 
how  much  need  there  is  that  other  helpers  be  employed  in  preaching 
in  this  region. 

My  own  work  has  been  much  the  samo  as  in  past  years,  preaching 
upon  the  Sabbath  and  during  the  week.  The  number  of  hearers  is 
less  than  it  has  been  in  foiiner  vcars.  The  Sabbath  audience  has  voriod 
from  20  to  40 ;  but  the  Friday  service  is  attended  by  less  than  20. 
I  have  visited  fram  house  to  house  at  stated  times.  When  I  have  been 
absent  from  homo  these  duties  havo  been  attended  to  by  the  deacon  of  the 
church  who  resides  here.  The  portion  of  scripture  which  has  been 
rend  in  the  daily  exercise  in  reading  and  instruction,  is  the  Oospels. 
It  is  an  exercise  by  which  the  scholars  in  tho  school  learn  much  of 
truth,  and  wo  may  hope  for  the  blcfwing  of  Gorl.     Will  the  brethren

Several 
members  of  other  churches  were  present  from  Ahmednuggur  and 
Kolgaw.  It  was  thought  the  young  man  gave  evidence  of  sincerity 
and  of  a  firm  purpose,  and  also  that  he  had  sufficient  knowledge  of 
the  tmth|  that  his  faith  in  Christ  was  true.  He  was  baptized  the 
next  morning  by  Mr,  Hazen.  May  ho  abound  in  the  work  of  the 
Lord  and  be  a  good  example  to  his  relatives  in  that  place. 

4. — Mukirida  Bap&ji  Mi$al  is  my  youngest  brother.  H^  has 
long  been  under  instruction  but  he  has  always  disbelieved  the  truth 
of  Christianity,  and  bten  occupied  with  sensual  pleasures.  But  a 
great  change  has  taken  place  within  a  few  months.  He  has  gone 
about  with  me  part  of  the  time.  Ho  now  manifests  much  delight 
in  prayer  and  in  the  Bible.  He  has  been  earnest  in  efforts  to  sell 
books.  The  change  being  manifest,  his  faith  appearing  to  be  suffici- 
ent, ho  was  received  to  the  churchy  and  baptized  on  the  last  day  of  the 
year.  May  God  give  him  strength  to  keep  all  His  commands  and 
to  spend  his  life  in  His  service.  These  four  persons  have  been 
instructed  and  received  the  knowledge  of  the  truth  at  this  place,  but 
only  two  of  them  ha^e  been'  received  to*  the  fellowship  of  this  church. 

Preaching  in  the  villages. — At  this  place  there  are  but  few  who 
listen  with  interest  to  the  word.  1  have  gone  into  the  market-place 
as  opportunity  offered.  Some  listen  (ot  the  sake  of  disputing.  The 
Mussalmen  generally  ask,  '*  how  is  it  right  to  call  Christ  the  Son  of 
Ood  ?**  I  answer  this  in  several  ways,  but  they  h^ve  no  Wish  to  know 
the  truth,  and  hence  do  not  accept  the  proofs.  I  have  visited  Alig^w 
frequently  to  preach  to  the  people  connected  with  the  sheep  farm,  and 
Babikrdi  where  a  number  of  Christians  are  living,  and  Wadegawhan, 
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feinco  October  I  htre  ipent  moert  of  taj  time  in  preaching  in  Htv 
ktlages  in  thii  region.  I  find  tlie  people  of  the  Tillages  more  read; 
a  liaten  tnd  usent  to  our  words  than  fonoerly.  Few  dispnUn 
e  found.  Uaj  Qod  send  His  Spirit  and  turn  the  minds  of  the 
Hopio  to  His  gospel.

The  Tillages  in  this  district  hare  been  freqnentlj  risited  during  the 
year  as  usual,  and  recently  a  more  careful  surrey  was  made  and  statis- 
tics obtained,  some  of  which  are  here  introduced  to  show  the  character 
of  the  field  and  its  wants. 

This  district  contains  five  large  towns,  fifty-seven  Tillages,  and  twenty 
hamlets*  The  number  of  houses  roughly  estimated  is  about  7,600. 
In  the  towns  there  are  a  number  of  shops  and  many  of  the  Tillages 
hsTe  one  or  more.  About  forty-fire  of  the  Tillages  and  hamlets  have 
no  shops.     At  two  of  the  towns  there  is  a  weekly  bazar. 

The  number  of  Government  Schools  in  this  district  is  four.  There 
are  five  schools  supported  by  the  people,  and  five  Mission  schools. 
All  of  these  schools  are  in  ten  different  towns  and  villages,  consequently 
seventy-two  Tillages  and  hamlets  are  destitute  of  any  school.  The 
people  manifest  some  desire  for  schools,  but  generally  feel  too  poor  to 
support  tliem,  and  Government  require  at  least  thirty  scholars,  other- 
wise a  school  is  discontinued.  Government  also  demand  a  monthly 
fee  of  two  annas  from  each  scholar,  so  that  the  number  of  Govern- 
ment schools  must  be  very  limited.  The  number  of  Christian  school- 
teachers is  very  small,  and  these  originally  from  the  Mah^r  caste,  so 
the  mass  of  the  people  must  grow  op  in  ignorance. 

A  school  has  recently  been  started  in  Rahuri,  the  religious  instruc- 
tion and  superintendence  of  which  is  under  the  charge  of  the  Missionary. 
The  teacher  is  a  Hindu.  The  school  is  supported  entirely  by  Lieu- 
tenant Q.  A.  Jacob,  Inspector  of  Army  Schools.  His  main  object  is 
to  secure  to  the  Hindu  youth  hero  regular  Christian  instruction.  A 
school-house  is  now  being  built  at  his  expense.  Tliis  school  contains 
at  present  forty-five  scholars,  all  of  caste  boys,  and  opens  a  promising 
field  of  Missionary  labour. 

The  Mission  Schools  are  small  and  the  attendance  very  irregular, 
but  as  these  are  the  only  schools  which  provide  for  the  education  of 
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cbriitua  ehfldm,  it  hu  been  thoaght  ncpedient  to  eoDtisas  then, 
la  thii  dittrict  there  m  christiiuu  liring  in  Dinctcen  different  rillagct. 
Of  conrM  onlj  »  portion  of  them  hare  the  opportanitj  of  iending  thdr 
children  to  k  ichoot.  The  people  hara  taken  greater  poics  aai 
expended  more  monej  for  their  religious  than  for  their  secular  education. 
There  are  teraples  in  ererj  village,  and  in  twcntj-eigfat  diiTerent  TiHagn 
there  are  stated  pilgrimages,  soma  of  them  take  place  weekly,  sind  sonit 

Chaptls,  The  Uission  has  fire  small  chapels,  and  two  other  pluts 
where  divina  serrico  is  regnlarl]'  held.  A  very  pleasant  chapel  hii 
been  built  tha  past  year  at  Unhurt.  It  tras  conseerated  to  the  vor- 
ship  of  the  tme  God  on  the  29lh  of  June.  Rev.  A.  Hazcn  and  Rcr. 
Vishnu  Bhilskar  were  prcsi;nt  and  took  a  part  in  the  interesting 
exercises.  The  bouse  vaa  veil  filled  by  the  respectable  inhabitants  of 
the  place,  and  apparently  agood  impression  was  made  upon  them. 

Notwithstanding  the  opposition  manifested  at  first  against  the- 
chapel  being  built  in  the  town,  and  the  cS'orts  made  to  prevent  any 
from  attending  worship  there,  the  congregation  has  orcrogcd  more  than 
Hfly.  They  listen  with  attention  and  usually  remain  till  the  Berviccs 
are  ended.  Three  more  chapels  in  tliis  district  are  much  needed  it 
the  present  time,  and   funds  have  been  appropriated  for  building  one 
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to  ftad^y  ttieir  progms  bat  been  commmKlahley .  paiticiileriy  ia  the 
mailiier  of  preientiiig  the  tinth  in  their  sermonsy  a  plan  of  which  the 
eatediiati  are  leqoired  to  preaent.  It  waa  a  long  time  before  they 
eonlil  oonoeive  the  idea  of  order  and  prpgreea  of  thought  in  a  diacoanei 
eonaeqnently  their  diicourseawere  rambling  and  less  efficient  than  they 
otberwiee  wonld  be.  The  inttroetion  of  these  yoong  men  has  been 
one  of  the  most  pleasant  duties  of  the  Hissionaiy. 

Naiiv€  Churchet.  It  will  be  seen  from  the  statistical  table  at  the 
end  of  this  report  that  few  have  been  added  to  the  church.  Half  of 
these  are  persons  who  had  been  excommunicated  on  account  of  caste 
feeling  which  had  led  them  to  observe  some  idolatrous  rite.  It  is  to 
be  hoped  that  these  persons  baring  seen  and  felt  the  error  of  their 
ways,  will  henceforth  be  more  steadfast  and  will  influence  others  to 
perserere  in  their  christian  course.  The  churches  have  been  careful  not  to 
admit  any  to  their  membership  without  the  most  positive  evidence 
that  caste  has  been  renounced. 

There  have  been  five  deaths  among  the  church  membersi  three  of 
whom  manifested  unwavering  faith  in  Christ  in  their  last  hours. 
Of  the  other  two  little  or  nothing  is  known  at  the  time  of  death. 

A  little  girl  of  eleven  years,  the  daughter  of  a  christian,  died 
givbg  evidence  of  her  fiuth  in  CSirist.  When  thought  to  be  dying 
her  older  sister  with  whom  she  was  living  began  to  cry  bitterly.  The 
little  girl  with  perfect  calmness,  rebuked  her  for  crying,  telling  her 
that  she  should  put  her  trust  in  Christ  and  not  weep  for  her.  There 
may  be  others  around  us  whom  the  Lord  knows  as  His  own,  who  have 
not  yet  been  gatliered  into  His  visible  church. 

One  church  in  this  district  has  almost  been  rent  asunder  mainly 
through  the  influence  of  one  man.  He  had  been  a  deacon  in  the 
church,  and  was  excommunicated  for  marrying  according  to  heathen 
rites.  His  influence  over  more  than  half  of  the  church  has  been  bod, 
and  the  church  is  still  in  a  very  unsatisfactory  state.  The  condition 
of  the  other  churches  is  more  hopeful  than  it  was  the  previous  year. 

In  the  community  generally  much  christian  knowledge  has  been 
diilused  by  the  stated  preaching  of  the  Gospel  and  by  means  of  the 
Scripture  rcmlcrs.  There  is  evidently  more  willingness  to  listen  tQ 
the  truth  and  less  opposition  manifested  on  the  part  of  the  people 
gfsnerally,  and  we  wait  and  pray  for  the  Spirit*s  influence  to  come  and 
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■hcnr  Uitt  the  tnith  is  still  tho  power  of  God  onto  ealTntion  to  erer; 
[>ne  that  bclioretli.

Tlio  Rot.  W,  P.  Barker  being  compelled  bj  ill  hcnltli  to  Tisit  lit) 
wtivo  lanO,  this  district  mis  [iliiccd  under  the  chnrgo  of  tlio  lato  Rcr, 
iV.  W.  Clinjjtn  from  the  Ist  January.  Bitt  in  Ices  tlinn  llirco  tnotitlis, 
ij  a  mysterious  FroviJcncc  lie  vae  removed  bj  dcotli,  nod  Mrs.  Cbapin 
ubscqucntly  returned  to  America, 

Tlicse  cxecllunt  MiBsioiiorics  bod  already  acquired  sueh  n  knov- 
cdgo  of  the  langiingo  and  tlicir  heart  vas  bo  much  in  their  irork  that 
iL-y  made  an  impression  uiKin  the  people,  that  irill  not  soon  bo  cfToced. 
Tot  only  Cliristinns  but  Uiiidus  speak  of  tlicir  kindness  and  faithful- 
::ss  to  tlicm.  AVlio  tvill  come  to  take  their  places  ?  This  district  it 
impornrily  placed  under  my  charge. 

Tlie  native  agency  employed  in  Uiia  field  consists  of  thrtM  catcchisln 
■  Gcripturc  readers,  and  four  school  teachers.  Two  of  Uicso  schools 
•ein  afloorishingcondition.  TlicMnliars  in  manyof  tho  villages  aru 
iaraorous  for  bcIiooIh,  but  when  a  school  is  granted  them  tlicy  do  not 
line  it  enough  to    send  tlicir  children  rcgnlnrly.      Ono  of    the  cato- 
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mmif  and  be  profesaet  to  beUore  this  to  bo  the  won]  of  Qod,  and  ta 
baT<e  feemred  Christ  as  bis  HaYumr,  He  bas  bad  no  instraction  ia 
Cbristiaaity  except  wbat  he  bas  learned  from  this  Testament  He 
has  a  wife  and  ebildren  whom  be  is  endoaroring  to  instmct  in  the 
way  of  life* 

In  another  village  nearly  the  same  storj  was  told  of  a  man  ^'  who 
prayed  to  Christ  and  docs  not  wofship  idols*  **  Upon  inquiring  they 
foond  that  this  man  wu  formerly  a  teacher  in  a  Uission  School  in 
Bombay. 

In  one  rillsgo  they  met  a  man  whom  they  formerly  know.  He 
had  been  a  bad  man  and  bad  been  in  jail.  He  expresses  deep  sorrow 
for  his  sinsy  he  hoped  Qod  would  forgive  bis  sms  but  ho  had  been  so 
wicked  that  he  could  not  show  his  face  to  the  Missionaries. 

Another  man  was  found  who  declares  that  "  ho  bclieres  on  Christ**" 
and  has  become  a  true  Cliristian,  but  most  unlbrtunatoly  he  has  two 
wives.  He  says  that  with  two  wives  ho  cannot  bo  received  to  the 
church|  but  he  cannot  give  up  either  of  bis  wives,  neither  can  be  give 
up  Christ. 

Again  I  would  ask,  who  will  come  to  gather  these  scattered  and 
straying  ones  into  the  fold  of  Christ,  and  to  instruct  and  guide  them 
in  the  way  of  life.

KiioMAs  Statiov.— f40  milia  N.  of  Ahrnednuggur.) 

Another  year  has  passed  quickly  away.  It  has  been  a  year  full  of 
mercies  to  us  and  to  tlie  people  around  us.  The  harvests  have  been 
abundant,  and  many  temporal  blessings  have  given  occasion  for  grati- 
tude to  God  the  Giver :  but  the  minds  of  the  people,  and,  even  of 
many  of  tlie  Christians,  have  been  so  absorbed  in  worldliness,  that  they 
have  forgotten  the  source  of  all  their  mercies*  It  has  therefore  been 
a  year  of  great  spiritual  coldness  and  dearth  in  our  churches.  Thoro 
are  among  the  Christians  a  few  praying  ones,  who  wo  feel,  are  growing 
in  grace  and  in  knowledge.  Their  enlightened  judgment  in  reference 
to  Christian  duty,  ond  their  disposition  to  (!b  all  they  can  for  the  Sa? iour^ 
indicate  the  presence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  in  their  hearts,  and  their  con- 
duct generally  gives  us  great  satisfaction.  But  we  lament  that  they 
are  so  weak  in  Christian  faith,  and  have  so  little  strength  to  withstand 
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It1i«  tfmptationi  of  the  irorlJ.  We  bci^viik  the  praycn  of  the  people 
Y>(  Gol  that  theto  weak  ftnd  failing  looU  may  be  rescued  from  the  tide 
lof  worldiincss  in  which  ihcy  are  in  danger  of  bcinff  overwhelmed  to  their 
RVcrlaHting  di'Htmctiun, 

•e  hM  been  an  iinusuHl  niinibor  of  doallii  aniong  the  Christiaoi 
liluring  the  pa.it  fear  in  this  district.  Eight  members  of  tlie  fonr 
IchiirchcB  hove  finished  their  course,  and  been  colled  awaj.  Promincnl 
liniong  these  wm  Janinnbai,  the  wife  of  Eev,  Kasombhai,  the  naUve 
kastor  of  the  church  at  Kliolcar.  Tliougti  young  she  possessed  tnany 
Itroita  of  chnmclcr  wliich  endeared  her  to  un  all,  and  she  gnvo  great 
nromiBO  of  usefulness  in  llio  church.  Her  death,  so  sudden  and  iin- 
txpcctcd,  made  a  marked  impression  upon  the  Cliristions  and  the 
lieople  ;  niid  wo  fondly  hoped  that  it  would  lead  lliem  to  see  tlio  frail- 
ft;  of  life,  and  to  feel  their  need  of  prepumtion  for  dcatli.  Wo  were 
IF  Jccply  grieved,  soon  after,  to  leani  that  tlic  people  wcro  saying 
Bmong  themnelvcs,  like  Ihono  of  old,  over  wlioin  the  propliet  latncnt4>d 
Ivith  "bitter  weeping,"  '"Let  us  cat  and  drink,  for  to-morrow  wo  die." 
In  the  Report  of  last  year  mention  wos  rondo  of  a  serious  evil  which 
d  sprung  tip  in  our  clmrchea  ;  viz.  the  innrringo  of  children  by  tlie 
s  rites  of  Hinduism  ;  and  tlie  hope  was  then  expressed  tliat 
had  reached  ita  climax.      I  am  happy  to  atato  tliat  no 
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Wdjpw,  sad  PMlhcgaWi  tt  »  diatance  of  nine^  fonr,  and  eight  tnlltti^ 
Mfieiivoly,  from  tho  enitnd  ftoUmi.  Tlio  nnmbor  of  niomboni  of  tlicfio 
doto  chmdicfly  At  tho  bcgmiung  of  tho  year  wni  88.  Ono  person,  who 
«M  ■erenl  ycara  ago  excommnnicated  from  tlio  Khokar  church 
ttf  hqifopcr  eondneti  hating  giron  aatififactory  ovidenco  of  repentance 
nl  ef  fidth  in  (Siriet,  hat  been  received  to  the  Padhegaw  cimrclu 
(lie  fimn  tho  IVidliegair  chnrch  has  diedy  and  also  ono  each,  front 
the  dmidica  at  Panchcgaw  and  Wadgaw.  The  nninbcr  of  mcml)cni 
ii  the  doae  of  tlie  jcar  i«  therefore  3C,  viz.  Panchcgaw  IG,  Wad- 
pnr  5,  and  PiuUiegaw  16. 

Hm  nmnbcr  of  baptized  diildren  in  these  three  chnrches  at  the 
kginaiiBg  of  tlio  year  was  32.  One  chihl  lias  been  baptized  at  Pan- 
dvgaw  during  tlio  year,  and  one  from  tlie  same  clinrch  has  died. 
Ihiva  IwTO  been  liaptized  in  the  Piidhegaw  church,  making  tho 
liMib  number  at  tlio  close  of  tlie  year  35,  viz.  Panchcgaw  15, 
Wa^gaw  7,  and  Padhegaw  13. 

Sd^ooli.     Four  schoolii  have  been  continncd  through  Uio  year, 

vhihi  a  flftli  was    commenced  in  July,    and  has   been  coutiimcd  niiico 

te  the  proMml   time.     Tlie    number  of  pupils  however  has  not  been 

kige;    moat  of  tho    diildren  lH*ing  required  by  tlicir  parents  to  watch 

the  cattle   in  tlio   fields.     Tlie    people  generally   have   so  slight  an 

^yreciatiop  of  an  education,  that  the  difficulty  of  gathering  the  child - 

Ttn  into  schools  is  apparently  increasing,  with  tho  continuance  of  high 

prices  of  provisions  and  labor.     Tlio  opportunity  to  cam  a  few  annaa 

dming  the  month  will  generally  outweigh  tho   advantages  of  a  school 

edneation  in  the  minds  of  the  parents,  who    are  themselves  so  igno- 

rant^    that  they  do  not  appreciate  the  value  of  knowledge. 

Bui  while  this  has  generally  been  found  to  bo  tlio  case,  I  have 
been  pleased  witli  the  interest  which  the  people  of  tho  higher  classes 
Imvo  numifested  in  our  school  ot  Ivliokar.  During  tho  first  half  of 
the  year  no  teacher  was  employed  hero,  and  two  or  throe  children 
only  came  daily  to  Kirs.  Bnice  for  instniction.  In  May  and  June, 
the  |icn|i1e  of  the  villago,  made  nn  attempt  to  sustain  a  school  for 
tlicnuH'lves,  which  from  tho  incapacity  of  the  heathen  teacher,  quickly 
|ir»rcil  a  failure.  Tlicy  tlicii  came  to  me,  and  asked  for  a  Christian 
tcai'lier,  which,  on  assuring  myself  of  their  sincerity,  I  was  very  happy 
t>  prrniit   them,     Tlio  school  was  established  at  once,  and  has  been 
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intinneJ  nniler  plctiottifr  nitiipIccA  nntil  tlio  prctcnt  time  Fif- 
cii  vliilJrcin  nra  In  regular  ntUtnJniiro,  ono  of  whom,  tlio  eon  of  A 
atcl,  comtM  iluily  from  n  ncig1il>oiiring  villago,  two  niid  a  half  railn 
y.  A  public  cxaniiiintion  of  tliig  nthool  was  liulil  ot  tlio  cIom  of 
year,  in  wliich  tho  pnronts  nnd  oUicrs  from  tlio  villngo  mniufcstcJ 
urli  interest  and  sntisfiiction, 

ITio  Bcliool  at  Tnldi  lias  continued  its  daily  ecasions,  nndor  tho 
ado  of  ft  largo  tree,  for  nioro  tlian  two  yearn.  Hcpcnted  ofTurts  were 
ndo  to  Bccuro  tho  necCKsary  timber  for  briilJing  a  clia[iel  and  Echool- 
iiise,  Init  all  wcro  nnsiicecBB fill,  until  tlio  middle  of  tlio  pn«t  year; 
leo  tlien  tlio  work  of  building  lina  been  in  progress,  and  tho  Iioqso 
iKj'iiKt  been  completed  at  an  expense  of  Rs,  '22G,  Tho  new  Cliapcl  wax 
(diuatcd  with  approprinto  services  on  the  20lli  of  Deoenilior.  lliis 
IS  a  joyouK  occasion  tii  Unlcliantmji,  tiio  teacher,  who,  wliila  lio  Itns 
ilienlly  contimicd  his  Inhors  so  lung  under  such  discoiunging  cir- 
iiintancoii  lias  hccn  praying  to  Ciod  to  give  him  ahcllor  for  liis 
lie  ilock, 

NtttiKt  AtsiiinnU,  Tlicro  hnvo  boon  twelve  catcchisW  and 
L'hers  employed  under  my  care  during  tlio  cntiro  year,  and  two 
ditional  ones,  during  thu  montlis  of  November  and  December, 
10  tcaclicrs,  as  well  as  tho  catccliists,  have  been  employed  ir 
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SOO  tiaiM  mora  tbaii  dniiog  tlie  prerioiis  year,  yet  the  Avertge  ntd 
«f  dM  andienoM  is  wj  meaoAj  the  nmo,  being  12^  in  1864  and  12^ 
in  186&  It  is  alio  noticeable  tliat  the  attendance  of  women  was  eon* 
mderably  kai  than  in  the  prerionB  year. 

These  labors  of  the  nattre  assistants  have  not  been  unattended  with 
trials.  With  one  exception  all  oar  helpers  were  originally  from  the 
MahAr  caste;  and  many  of  thorn  by  their  entire  rennnciation  of  caste* 
prejudice  have  incurred  the  displeasure  of  all  their  former  associates. 
One  in  particular  is  not  allowed  to  enter  the  HahifrwM^  of  certain 
villages,  though  he  is  listened  to  with  respect  by  the  higher  classes. 
The  inconveniences  which  arise  from  this  state  of  feeling  can  only  be 
appreciated  by  those  who  understand  the  abominations  of  the  caste 
system.  When  away  from  home,  it  is  often  with  great  difficulty  that 
they  can  get  water  to  drink,  fire  with  which  to  cook  tlicir  food,  even 
•  shelter  for  the  night.  As  two  of  our  older  catechists  were  re- 
turning from  the  annual  meeting  in  Ahmednuggur  they  had  occasion 
to  spend  the  night  in  a  village  where  they  were  known  only  by  rcputa* 
tion.  They  went  to  the  lilaharwada  and  entered  the  chaudi.  In  an- 
swer to  tlie  usual  inquiries  they  told  who  they  were,  when  the  people 
becoming  excited  endeavored  to  drive  them  away.  They  replied  that 
they  had  been  travelling  all  day  and  were  weary,  and  they  could  not 
therefore  go  away.  Tlie  people  finding  them  firm  in  their  determina- 
tion to  remain,  and  fearing  to  use  violence,  finally  became  quiet  and 
they  were  allowed  to  stay  :  but  it  was  with  the  greatest  difficulty 
that  they  could  obtain  a  little  fodder  for  their  horses.  Such  facts, 
while  they  indicate  the  feeling  of  many  of  the  opposers  of  Christianity, 
also  show  what  it  costs  to  profess  Christ  in  this  heathen  land.  The 
native  bretlircn  however,  speak  cheerfully  of  their  trials,  and  seem 
willing  to  endure  them  for  Christ*8  sake. 

Personal  Labors*  Early  in  the  month  of  February,  we  were  obliged 
of  go  to  Ahmednuggur  dn  account  of  a  sick  child,  and  we  were  detain- 
ed there  for  a  full  month.  Again,  when  about  to  return  from  the 
Mission  meeting  in  July  we  were  prevented,  first  by  my  own  sickness, 
and  afterwards  by  the  dangerous  illness  of  our  child,  so  that  we  were 
unable  to  return  to  our  field  of  labor,  until  after  the  annual  Mission 
meeting  in  October.  Twice  however  during  this  interval,  I  came  out 
•lone  to  Khokar,  and  spent  a  few  days  each  time,  in  making  preaching 


th«  oDtskirts  of  tlie  District.  Thus  we  hare  been  pennitted 
be  at  our  Ivhok»  home  for  only  Beren  montha  daring  the  jear. 
lile  miich  of  this  time  has  boen  epcnt  in  gaining  a  more  familiar 
iwledge  of  the  longriago,  I  have  cndearorcd  to  go  about  among  the 
pie,  as  opportunity  has  been  afforded.  Thus  I  have  Tiait<!d  during 
jew,  for  the  purpose  of  giving  instruction,  every  viJlago  and  ham- 
in  the  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  at  a  distance  which  wore 
ted  at  tho  very  close  of  last  yeiwr.  Nearly  six  weclts  hare  been 
nt  in  tents  in  the  villages,  during  which  time  58  audiences  were  ad- 
sed,  numbering  in  tho  aggrcgoi*  251G  pereona,  ii\  34  different  vil- 
9.  Some  use  baa  been  made  of  the  (logic  Lantern  to  collect  tlio 
lie,  and  interest  them  in  tho  tnitlis  of  the  Gospel.  In  this  way  I 
I  been  allowed  to  enter  tlio  Hindu  temples,  and  there  preach  aalva- 
through  Jesns  Christ,  to  audiences  of  two,  three,  andfivo  hundred 
ans,  most  of  whom  I  could  not  have  otherwise  reached.  On  these 
asions  no  discussion  has  been  attempted  by  any  of  the  hearers,  and 
the  influence  of  tlie  truth  has  been  unbroken  by  the  objections  and 
histries  of  the  ill-diaposed. 

Another  very  simple  object  has  given  ui    of^ortunity  to  preach  to- 
latmany  people  from  far  and  near.     It  is  a  child's  ploything,  a  toy 
which  runs  by  means  of  a  Bpring.     For   several  weeks  after 
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9md  thqr  ilN»  letiini  to  their  homes  and   to  their  Ubors.     It 
to  MO  the  improfenieBt   tliat  hM  been  mado  by  many 
If  a  icgokur  atlcwlanca  upon  theeo  exercises. 

Pimpbu  Siatiom.  After  the  death  of  Bro.  Chapin  in  March,  the 
CMS  of  tlM  Fimpliis  station  deToIred  upon  mo  until  the  meeting  of 
iU  Kasioii  in  July,  when  it  was  transferred  to  Mr.  Abbott.  Its 
dtsaco  from  Khokari  in  eonnexion  with  the  nnusually  hot  weather 
ef  the  seasoDy  remkrod  it  impossible  for  mo  to  do  more  than  snperin* 
lead  the  labors  of  the  natiyo  assistants,  of  whom  eight  wore  employed 
ia  lEArsnt  ]iarts  of  the  field.  My  frequent  intercourse  witli  them 
lawcfcri  ami  with  tlio  nativo  Cliristioiis,  showed  mo  how  deeply 
they  felt  the  loss  which  they  had  sustained  in  the  death  of  Bro.  Cha- 
in. Altlioagh  his  rcsidcneo  among  them  had  been  brief,  scarcely 
nora  thantliree  months,  yet  tliey  had  learned  to  lovo  him  and  to  con*  * 
ids  in  him.  His  ready  sym^mtliy  for  those  in  sorrow,  found  its  wny  to 
the  hearts  of  the  people,  and  led  them  to  look  to  him  for  advice  and  for 
consolation.  When  therefore  ho  was  so  suddenly  and  unexpectedly 
called  away  they  were  overwhelmed  with  grief.  A  few  days  bcforo 
Us  death  Bro.  C.  went  to  a  neighbouring  village  to  \\ait  tho 
liunQy  of  a  catedust  who  had  just  buried  a  child.  His  heart  was 
greatly  moved  at  witnessing  tlieir  sorrow  and  he  could  not  refrain 
(tarn,  weqting  with  them.  Tlic  fatlier  on  relating  tliis  incident  sonio 
vedu  afterwards  remarked,  "  AVhen  my  child  died  then  I  wept  but 
litUo  ;  but  when  Salieb  died  I  wept  a  great  deal.*'  No  tribute  to 
tho  memory  of  tlio  departed  could  be  more  touching  than  this,  coming 
M  it  did  from  one  of  those  with  whom  and  for  whom  our  broUier  was 
libeling. 

Whilo  I  was  in  charge  of  the  Pimplus  station,  the  church  at 
Sttral  was  further  afllicted  by  the  death  of  one  of  its  members, 
8ikli&bai,  tho  widow  of  Arzuna,  whoso  death  is  mentioned  in  the 
Bqwrt  for  18G3.  8ho  was  miiversally  spoken  of  as  a  **  perfect  Chris- 
tiin,'*  and  she  died  in  tho  triumphs  of  Christian  faiUi.  Anotlicr 
death  which  occurred  soon  after  finds  no  place  upon  tho  records  of  tlio 
thnrch,  but  is  nevertheless  an  illustration  of  the  power  of  the  Qospel 
to  remove  tho  sting  of  death.  Tho  son  of  Sakhubai  was  attacked 
with  cholera  soon  after  tlie  death  of  his  motlier.  Ho  had  received  tho 
isstructious  of  his  pious  father  and  mother,  and  in    tho  dymg  hour

Panonal  Z<i&or#.— -BercaTcment  and  sidcncss  in  my  own  and  other 
Christian  families  hare  Tcry  much  inteirupted  my  labors  for  the  past 
year.  The  Lord  was  pleased  to  rcmoYO  my  wife  fixmi  earthly  sceneS|  and 
I  myself  was  twice  attacked  with  serious  illness.  But  I  haye  experi- 
enced tlie  love  of  tho  Lord  so  much  during  these  afflictions  that  I  feel 
an  increased  desire  to  dcToto  my  life  to  His  work.  My  own  work  has 
been  the  same  as  heretofore,  preaching  twice  on  tho  Sabbath  and  onoo 
on  Friday.  I  had  formed  a  plan  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  of 
making  pastoral  visits  on  certain  days  of  the  week  to  church-membera 
rcsidmg  at  a  distance ;  but  I  have  been  prevented  from  fully  eanybg  it 
out  on  account  of  the  reasons  wliich  I  have  stated  above.  Tho  growing 
friendliness  of  the  people  of  this  village,  and  tho  readiness  with  which 
they  listen  to  the  truth  show  that  the  leaven  of  the  Gospel  is  spreading 
aurelyi  though  slowly.  A  few  months  ago  Lakshuman,  the  deacon  of 
the  churchy  and  I  met  the  peoplo  in  this  village,  and  made  a  proposition 
to  them  to  send  their  children  to  tho  Mission  school.  Contraiy  to 
our  expectation,  tlicy  so  for  showed  their  willingness  that  they  made 
application  to  Rev.  Mr.  Bruce  for  a  teacher,  consenting  to  have  their 
children  sit  side  by  side  with  those  of  thelowcst  castes  and  be  instruct- 
ed under  a  Cliristian  teacher  (a  convert  from  the  Mahar  caste).  31io 
Kulkami  and  some  other  Brahmans,  who  were  at  first  much  opposed 
to  tliis  school,  have  recently  begun  to  take  some  mtcrcst  in  it.  Ever 
since  tho  opening  of  this  school  I  have  had  frequent  opportunities  of 
meeting  tho  parents  of  the  scholars  ond  conversing  with  them  on  tho 
subject  of  religion.  A  great  change  has  also  taken  place  in  many 
other  villages  where  tho  peoplo  were  formerly  much  opposed  to  tho 
truth.  About  four  miles  from  this  lies  the  village  of  Wadgaw,  where 
in  18G1 1  and  my  wircwere  attacked  and  severely  beaten  by  tho  peoplo. 
X  have  visited  tliis  village  several  times  during  tho  last  year,  and  to 
my  Hurpriso  somo  of  tlic  ^n^oplo  gave  mo  a  cordial  reception,  admitting 
me  into  tlieir  bouses  and  listening  to  tho  tnith  for  hours,  with  much 
attention.  It  was  here  that  I  met  a  Patcl  from  one  of  tho  villages 
Oil  tho  banks  of  tho  Godavari  river,  who  was  so  much  interested  iu  thp 
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Ivth  tliBt  tie  insutcd  on  my  gouig  with  him  tohisrillago  and  toadiing 
ftbont  ClirisL  Ho  olxo  ofTcml  to  prorido  mo  with  food 
kd  otbcr  ne>ceBaaT7  things.  I  baro  not  been  ablo  to  meet  him  since, 
kt  hopo  Ui  do  io  Hoon.

3Ugh  rain  enough  fell  to   givo  fair  crops  in  both  tlio  rainy  and 

,  tho  days  wero  few   wlieii    I  was   kept  at  home  by 
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tnitlui  pretented.  Bat  I  was  dtHqqpointod  in  rctpoet  to  Inquiren; 
Many  were  eager  to  hoar  and  ready  to  aaeent  to  my  remaifai  and  b^ 
ged  for  eontinuoiM  inNtmction.  Four  or  five  Haid  they  wbhed  to 
profen  Chriiitianity.  But  there  was  so  little  heart-work  apparent, 
that  I  waa  ready  to  my  ''Who  hath  believed  our  report,  and  to  whom 
hath  the  arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed  V  There  in,  however,  an  open 
door  in  that  diroction,  and  would  we  had  the  force  for  entering  in  and 
occupying  those  waiting  villages. 

While  on  these  tours  I  have  visited  every  Oovemment  school  that 
eame  in  my  way,  and  have  been  welcomed  by  both  teachers  and  scho- 
lars in  every  case  but  one ;  and  there  only  the  school  was  small  and 
the  teacher  inefficient  Perhaps  the  coldness  of  his  manner  arose  from 
the  consciousness  of  his  failure,  lliero  is  evidently  an  increasing 
desire  for  education  on  the  part  of  the  people  generally.  Of  the  seven 
schoob  I  have  lately  visited  four  wore  commenced  in  1865,  and  thi*ee 
of  these  are  flourishing.  Other  villages  are  eager  forestablishingschools. 
But  I  was  sorry  to  find  that  the  school  which  was  flourishing  last 
year  at  the  market  town  of  Kukund  is  now  extinct 

ScliooU,  Of  the  schools  under  my  care,  that  at  Wadali  of  thirty-two 
boys  and  girls,  that  at  Karozgiiw  of  tliirtoon  boyH,  and  tliot  at  Shingawo 
iff  seven  boys  (but  efficient),  hold  on  the  even  tenor  of  their  way. 
Tluit  at  K.  appeared  weakly  for  a  time,  but  has  revived.  Tlie  school 
at  Sonai  hod  for  three  months  eight  regular  boys,  for  six  months 
from  five  to  two  regulars,  and  for  three  months  none.  In  Sonal 
there  are  at  least  fifty  Mah&r  and  Mung  children,  besides  the  throe 
Cliristion  children  who  ought  to  attend  school,  and  more  than  twenty 
agreed  to  come  when  the  teacher  was  stationed  there.  In  the  mid- 
dle of  November  the  school  at  Cliilndd  was  resuscitated  on  a  new 
basis.  I  refused  to  hear  any  of  their  requests,  till  the  parents  agreed 
to  pay  an  aima  a  month  fee  for  each  child^  and  to  keep  up  the  num- 
ber to  at  least  a  dozen.  I  then  gave  them  a  teacher,  assuring  them  that 
I  would  remove  him  just  as  soon  as  they  became  irregular  in  attend- 
ance, or  failed  to  pay  the  fees.  Thero  were  sixteen  in  attendance 
the  first  month,  and  eighteen  at  the  close  of  the  year,  four  of  whom  aro 
girls.  Not  one  of  the  schoLirs  had  staid  away  for  a  half  day.  Six 
of  the  Mcholiirs  aro  c1iildi*en  of  Chrii^tians  who  were  MangH,  and  who 
still  to  some  extent  do  work  as  Mfings.

chuidi  that  he  had  been  overtaken  in  a  grievoos  fiuilt.  It  was  at  the 
funeral  of  a  near  relative.  The  chief  moamer,  a  boy,  was  acting  his 
part  of  giving  water  to  the  corpse^  ^  so  unskilfully  that  ho  took  pity, 
oh  him,  and  without  a  thought  of  the  character  of  tlio  service,  ho 
helped  the  boy  to  perform  those  heathen  ceremonies.  Some  of  the  church 
were  for  punishing  and  some  for  excusing  his  fault.  At  last  it  was 
agreed  that  wluit  had  been  said  should  bo  considered  sufficient  rcpri- 
nmndy  and  that  he  should  be  subjected  to  no  further  discipline.  The 
church  was  of  opinion  that  he  had  been  overtaken,  and  that  he  would 
not  do  so  again.  One  brother,  however,  was  stronger  in  his  repre- 
hension of  the  ofTcnce  tlian  the  rest,  and  seemed  dissatisfied  with  the 
decision,  A  few  weeks  had  passed,  and  the  heathen  mother  of  this 
censorious  man  sickened  and  died.  Be  was  overwhelmed  with  grief, 
and  in  the  face  of  remonstrances  from  his  brother  Christians^  he  went 
on  and  performed  the  usual  heathen  ceremonies  both  at  the  funeral 
and  on  the  twelfth  day  afterwards.  The  Sonai  church  will  have  this 
case  to  deal  with  when  it  comes  together  next  month. 

When  tried  by  the  occurrence  of  heathen  marriages  at  the  begin-> 
ning  of  the  year,  it  was  refreshing  to  me  to  celebrate  six  marriages  of 
young  Christians,  nearly  all  of  whom  can  read.  Some  of  the  bridec^ 
and  one  of  the  grooms  had  received  a  good  common  school  education 
at  Wadald. 

The  practice  of  giving  systematically  is  growing  into  a  habit  with 
a  good  many  of  our  ChHstians.  The  amount  is  small,  but  it  increases 
by  littles.  The  objects  are  regularly  presented,  and  in  18G5  an  aggro- 
gate  of  tU.  84  was  collected,  as  follows  :—

Iln  accordance  with  previous  usage,  the  members  of  the  church  and 
|elr  fomiliea  have  convened  in  our  home-chapel  on  Monday  ftfter- 
T  and  conference.     On  these  occaaions  the  catechists 
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the  Titupemiioa  and  abme  of  Ohriftianity  and  its  adheraitaL  Soma 
few,  ieemingly  bonaat  inqairersi  have  oome  here  to  aak  for  the 
aolution  of  their  difficaltiea  And  bo  we  have  had  along  with  ex- 
piviiiona  of  aober  thought  and  honest  doubts,  flouting  exhibitions 
of  all  the  aspects  of  infidelity  which  are  now  current  in  this  part  of 
India.  We  cannot  safely  say  what  is  and  what  is  not  the  result  of 
preaching  in  thii  city;  but  we  can  say  that  veiy  great  changes  in 
Hindu  belief  are  in  progress  herOi  It  is  seldom  that  we  hear  those 
who  are  familiar  with  the  facts  of  Christianity  undertake  the  advo- 
cacy of  Hinduiran.  The  one  special  want  of  our  work  here  in  Satara 
is  the  putting  forth  of  the  convincing  and  converting  power  of  the 
Holy  Spirit 

I  have  had  a  meeting  on  Friday  evenings  in  my  own  house  for  the 
benefit  of  the  subordinate  grades  of  the  Service,  and  for  the  soldiers. 
Special  pains  have  been  taken  to  interest  this  portion  of  our  com- 
munity in  spiritual  religion.  Mrs.  Mungor  has  conducted  a  Sabbath 
school  for  the  instruction  of  tlieir  children.  &\\b  convened  them  in 
her  ])arlor  eveiy  week  to  teach  them  singing,  and  in  this  way  they 
became  familiar  with  many  sweet  hymns  which  are  well  fitted  to 
draw  away  the  young  mind  and  heart  to  Jesus  and  the  home  of  the 
saved  in  heaven.  She  frequently  visited  them  in  their  homes,  and 
uiged  upon  them  and  their  parents  the  consideration  of  their  duties 
and  obligations.  These  services  of  the  Conference  and  the  Sabbath 
School  have  yielded  gratifying  fruits. 

Tlie  catechists  who  were  in  my  chaige  were  expected  to  go  daily 
into  some  village  or  into  the  city,  and  read  and  speak  the  words  of 
iliifl  salvation  to  few  and  many,  as  the  Lord  should  open  the  way. 
They  have  not  always  gralitled  this  expectation.  It  is  hard  to  be 
always  speaking  words  which  none  care  to  hear,  which  many  nau- 
seate. Nevertheless  these  brethren  are  useful.  They  have  accom- 
panied me  into  the  city  and  earnestly  contended  for  the  truth.  Tbey 
have  been  diligent  in  their  studies. 

Tlie  Mission  Church  in  Sutora  has  shared  the  watch,  prayers  and 
instructions,  of  Mr.  Dean  and  mjrself.  One  person  has  been  added  to 
it  on  profcflHion  of  faith,  and  one  who  had  been  excommunicated  has 
been  readmitted.  We  had  a  school  for  the  instruction  of  the  children 
of  tlie  church.  Mrs.  Munger  has  labored  with  great  constancy  in 
their  behal£     She  has  conducted  a  weekly  prayer  meeting  for  the 
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tea  uid  ctulilivn,  nud  a  sewing  aud  aiagiug  ichool  for  the  childruL 
'ho  growtli  of  the  persona  enjoying  these  ndvnntagca  has  not  certainly 
ijiiolled  our  desires.  Progress  in  overcoming  the  corruptions  of 
ntiiro  and  the  deformities  of  paganinm  can  h&rdly  bo  otherwise  thui 
linfitUy  slow,  Huro  too  wo  need  the  continual  co-working  of  the 
Jmighty  Spirit.  We  [>liiut,  wo  wnter,  but  tho  incrcfifu)  ia  of  God.

Buuu(j  Station. 

Bhuinj  is  BJtuHtod  on  the  bank  of  the  Kriahna  river,  About  fifteen 
lies  north  of  Sfitara,  and  on  tlio  nuw  road  from  Sittori.  It  is  in 
0  midst  of  n  densely  populnt<'<l  fiirming  community,  surrounded  on 
11  sides  by  high  liilla  or  mountains.  Tho  mountain  ranges  I'roject- 
ig  down  into  tho  volleys,  and  tlio  vullej's  extending  up  nmotig  the 
ills  and  moiintiiiua,  with  tlicir  gretLt  variety  of  form  and  size,  present 
most  picturesque  scene.  1  do  not  know  whether  it  is  tho  beauty  of 
tc  scenery,  or  the  richne.'H  of  the  soil,  or  tho  sacrcdneu  the  Uindus 
ttiwh  to  the  Erishnii  river,  or  tho  hcahUincsa  of  the  climiitc,  that 
at  has  led  the  people  so  thickly  to  populate  this  valley.  Perhaps 
ia  all  these  things  comliiucd.  Whatever  the  cause  may  be,  it  ia  a 
■ct  thfit  it  ia  one  of  the  most  densely  populated  pnrti  of  the  country 
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ptoeured  fbr  eighty  ropeosi  which  F.  8.  Chapman  Esqnira^  then 
Oollaetor  at  Sfttfiriy  generouslj  presented  to  the  Minion.  IVepara- 
tions  for  building  were  made  during  the  rainsy  and  since  the  dose  of 
the  rains  the  work  has  progressed  rapidly,  so  that  the  prospect  is  that 
the  work  will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  March.  The  honse  indad- 
ing  the  veranda  is  fifty-eight  feet  by  fifty-four.  The  walls  are  built  of 
sunburnt  bricks,  and  tlio  house  is  to  be  covered  with  a  thatched  roo£ 
We  find  the  people  at  Bhuii\j  and  the  surrounding  villages  very 
friendly,  and  ready  to  help  us  in  evoiy  way  thoy  can.  They  appear 
to  be  rejoiced  that  we  have  come  among  them.  May  the  Lord  incline 
their  hearts  to  receive  the  truths  which  they  hear. 

Excepting  two  months  when  wo  were  at  Maliabaloshwar,  our  time 
has  boon  about  equally  divided  between  the  Bhuinj  district  and 
SittftriL  How  our  time  has  been  spent  here  has  already  been  in- 
dicated. At  S&t&rS  our  time  has  been  occupied  much,  as  in  years 
past,  in  preaching  and  discussing  on  religious  subjects  in  the  dty,  and 
in  private  conversation  with  individuals  who  came  to  our  houso.  I 
will  not  speak  of  the  church  or  school  at  SatorS,  as  that  can  be  better 
done  by  Mr.  Munger,  under  whose  special  care  they  have  been.  The 
two  catechists  under  my  direction  have  labored  with  their  usual 
fidelity  at  Satara  and  in  the  Bhuinj  district. 

On  the  first  of  April  a  girls'  school  was  started  at  Mahabaleshwar, 
which  is  still  in  operation.  The  school  was  suspended  for  three  and 
a  half  months  during  the  rainy  season ;  aside  from  which  it  has  been 
kept  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  with  an  average  attendance  of  thirty- 
five  scholars.  The  school  is  composed  entirely  of  girls  who  are  eon- 
•iderod  by  the  Ilindiui  to  be  of  good  caste.  It  is  supported  by  the 
contributions  of  visitors  at  the  Hills,  and  we  hope  it  may  be  of  much 
Talue  to  the  girls  who  attend.

Sholapxtb  Station. 

We  have  laboured  steadily  at  Sholapur  during  the  whole  year,  and 
have  been  permitted  to  see  a  steady  progress  in  our  work.  This  pro- 
gress is  seen  not  so  much  in  accession  to  the  Church  as  in  the  more 
friendly  disposition  of  the  Natives  towards  us,  a  greater  willingness  to 
hear  of  Christianity,  and  a  gradual  forsaking  of  idolatry.     Not  a  few 
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h  intelleotiuUy  oonvinced  of  the  trath,  and  some  h&re  been  stnig- 
^  for  montlu  between  Uieir  convictions  of  dutf  and  thdr  worldly 
As  in  the  previous  jtian,  we  have  been  chiefly  engaged  is 
ect  evangelistic  labors.  Nearly  evciy  day,  either  in  Sholapur  or  in 
I  aurroiinding  villages,  the  gonpel  boa  been  proocbcd.  Thus  the 
md  is  being  prciiarcd,  and  the  good  need  sown.  Yet  through  the 
g  of  the  Divine  Spirit  a  few  alioavce  have  alio  been  gathered  In. 

biroe  persona  have  joined  us  fW>m  heatbcnistn  during  the  year, 
I  one  baptised  in  Infancy  waa  admitted  to  the  communion.  Of 
I  former,  two  wore  young  men  from  Kumbhdri.     They  met  with 

it  opposition  from  their  relatives.  Eveiypoasiblo  meona  waa  used 
jUsduado  them  from  their  purpose ;  but  they  endured  the  temptation, 
I  have  come  out  all  the  stronger  for  it.  Both  these  young  men  have 
9  great  aatiafnction  by  tlieir  consistent  walk,  and  they  give 
a  of  much  usefulness  in  the  future.

This  aeooant  of  our  much  lamented  fellow-labonrer  must  be  brief-^ 
ft  mere  outline  sketch.  Were  it  to  be  measured  by  the  broad  place 
he  held  in  our  affection  and  eflteein^  or  bj  the  varied  work  he  was 
enabled,  in  the  providence  of  God,  to  plan  and  to  execute,  it  would  be 
greatly  extended.  Whatever  wc  undertake  wc  are  reminded  of  him. 
It  was  his  duty  to  arrange  the  mntenals,  and  prepare  the  statistical 
tables,  and  edit  our  annual  report  Now  this  must  be  done  by  other 
hands,  and  among  the  rest  the  story  must  be  told  of  his  departure. 
Sadly  we  meditate  on  our  loss,  and  think  of  what  he  did  for  us,  and 
that  ho  will  do  for  us  no  mora. 

Mr.  Ballantino  was  appointed  a  mUsionaiy  of  the  American  Board 
in  1833,  when  he  was  twenty  years  of  age,  and  while  lie  was  still  a 
student  at  the  Andovcr  Theological  Seminary.  He  entered  on  the 
active  service  of  the  Board  in  1835,  emlwrking  from  Boston  IGth  of 
May  and  reaching  Bombay  1 1th  October  lb35.  He  was  stationed  for 
one  year  at  Bombay,  and  after  that  till  the  end  of  his  life  at  Ahmed- 
nuggur,  except  while  away  on  a  visit  to  America  for  tlie  restoration 
of  his  shnttere^l  health  in  18.50-52,  or  for  8hoi*t  vacations  that  he 
spent  in  Mahabnlenhwar  or  Bombay,  or  on  toui*s  among  the  villages 
near  Ahniednuggur.  He  ever  made  these  vacations  a.s  sliort  as  he 
could,  and  hunned  back  to  his  regular  duties  at  Nnggur.  His  houso 
was  in  the  centre  of  the  city,  and  couHisted  of  a  suite  of  rooms  built  on 
the  top  of  an  old  Musalman  palace,  the  solid  four  feet  stone  walls  of 
which,  with  the  massive  arched  ceilings  of  the  five  rooms  tliat  com- 
]K>8ed  it,  formed  an  aduiii-nblo  foundation  for  the  slighter  bungalow 
above.  The  rooms  below  were  used  for  a  chapol,  the  ^lission  lib- 
rar}",  spare  rooms  for  guests,  an<l  store  room,  as  the  rather  limited 
Fpace  above  was  enough  for  onl}*^  the  daily  necessities  of  the  family. 
The  long  flight  of  stone  stairs  that  wei'e  built  in  its  western  wall 
for  ascending  to  the  roof  formed  the  entrance  to  his  house,  or,  as  his 
friends  often  playfully  called  it,  his  castle.  And  there  above  the 
filth  and  smells,  but  not  beyond  the  noise  of  the  city,  he  lived  the 
liigher  life,  ever  ready  to  descend  and  mingle  with  the  crowd  below, 
and  ever  ready  to  be  all  things  to  all  men,  if  by  any  means  he  might 
save  some.  His  house,  easily  seen  from  the  surrounding  country, 
was  as  a  watch-tower  to  many  a  i)oor  sinner  who  looked  to  him  for 
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kre«ni]  guidance,  And  for  wliom  Ite  wfttclml  with  untiring  rigikneci

,t  fitted  him  to  prcjinre  for  us  tho  Marathi  tlymn  Book,  and  that 

liade  him  as  a  pastor  almost  the  father  and  brother  of  the  roemben 

^f  his  flock,  nnd  gave  liis  conversation  and  nermons  so  warm  a  ton& 

1  nature  was  highly  develojjcd,  and  ever  in  varied  exer- 

^  uiiiler  his  watchful  control  was  a  powerful  instrument 
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with  extromo  mpiditj,  hb  quick  hand  pnnriog  a  fit  ingtrament  for 
his  ruih  of  tliouglht  and  fooling. 

Ho  bpgiin  his  Thoologioal  studiai  at  Prinootoni  and  oomplotod  tho 
couno  at  AndoTor  whon  ho  was  twontj-ono  yoars  of  ago.  Thon  ho 
took  tho  degroe  of  M.  A.  and  received  liconsnrOi  Ho  was  ordained  to 
become  on  Evangelist  bj  the  Presbytery  of  Salenii  Indiana,  in  con- 
nection with  that  portion  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  which  is  known 
as  the  Old  SchooL  Though  a  missionaiy  of  the  American  Board,  ho 
retained  this  coAinection  through  life. 

His  choice  of  the  pulpit  for  his  profession  was  in  accordauco  with 
tho  antecedents  of  his  family.  His  father,  indeed,  was  a  physician ; 
}iis  uncle,  his  grandfather,  and  his  great-gmndfather,  were  pastors  of 
churches  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut  He  had  some  pride  of 
ancoBtiy.  The  life  of  Governor  John  Winthrop  of  Massachusetts,  of 
whom  ho  was  a  lineal  descendant,  and  whose  name  is  borne  by  his 
youngest  son,  lay  on  his  parlour  table,  and  in  a  drawer  of  lus  study 
table  ^  .4;  1  manuscript  volume  giving  the  genealogy  of  lus  ancestiy 
and  the  nf!Mi:itod  families.  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Judge  Dar- 
ling of  New  Haiii]*Hhiro,  But  all  indications  of  this  fooling  were  con- 
fined to  tho  privacy  of  his  own  family,  and  tho  i*ofurences  he  would 
there  make  were  intended  only  to  incite  his  children  to  live  worthily 
and  to  dmw  them  away  from  everything  moan  or  degrading. 

He  entered  on  tho  minion  work  with  characteristic  ardour,  and 
that  ardour  never  cooled.  His  purpose  to  live  for  the  heathon  as 
the  messenf^cr  of  ChriMt  never  wavered.  His  reading  was  varied, 
and  his  infunnation  full  and  exact  on  all  subjects  of  common  interest 
But  tho  most  casual  observer  could  see  that  tho  Bible  was  his  chosen, 
book,  and  that  in  whatever  else  he  felt  an  interest  he  had  a  higher 
interest  in  his  work.  He  entered  on  that  work  when  he  was  twenty 
tlireo  years  old,  wliile  his  organs  of  speech  were  still  pliable  for  the 
articulation  of  new  sounds,  and  while  his  mind  was  still  plastic  to 
the  imjtression  of  Hindu  idioms  and  modes  of  thought.  He  soon 
acquired  correctness  in  the  use  of  the  Marathi  language,  and  constant - 
convcrHational  use  in  connection  with  extended  reading  of  both  the 
later  Maruthl  and  the  Prakrit  authors,  and  with  exercL^es  in  writing 
out  his  thoughts  in  the  lan^ia(;c»  gave  him  in  duo  time  complete 
facility  in  tlie  expression  of  feeling  and  of  the  most  delicate  shades  of 
thought.  He  studied  SauMkiit  ris  a  classic,  and  translated  from  it 
Muir^s  MaUiparikaha  into  tlie  Maruthi.  Ho  also  taught  a  class  at 
one  time  in  Sauskiit.  Jiut  tho  priuci|)al  use  hb  made  of  it  was  to 
perfect  his  MarutliT.  So  far  was  he,  however,  from  spoiliiig  his 
Marathi  by  interlarding  liigh  and  uncommon  words,  that  one  would 
think  ho  studied  tho  Sahskrit  in  oixler  to  avoid  mixing  its  words 
with  those  of  indigenous  origin.  Ho  wished  to  speak  so  that  every 
unlettered  KuuabI  or  Mahilr  and  every  child  might  understand,  and 
approjuiate  his  every  word.     Hence  liis  elocuticm  wos  always  efTec- 
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live,  Rttmcting  no  uttention  to  Itaclf,  bat  findliig  Its  way  u  a  polUhod 
thnfl  to  tlio  inmdf  snd  hoorta  of  bli  licnron. 

Ho  rogiilarljT  doUvorod  two  cAivfiillr  tttudiod  icrinona  upon  tho 
SiOjbath,  and  ocoAsionally  discouraci  ftntl  addruMos  during  tho  week. 
Pcrliapa  these  fonnaJ  ofTorta  were  not  moro  impmsaivQ  tliiui  tho  tnlks, 
u  ho  would  call  thorn,  that  ho  mado  in  tho  boziiAr,  or  in  tho  villngcs, 
when  he  could  get  away  from  Nuggur  for  a  short  tour.  Hia  remarks 
it  his  morning  Mftritthl  pmjcra,  and  during  tho  yenn  it  was  con- 
iinucd,  at  the  noon  prayer  aieeting,  wore  often  fiiU  and  impressiva 
rheso  were  all  in  MurilthL  Tho  only  eocinl  religious  meeting  in  which 
3ji(Tlisb  wRH  uaed  wna  tho  Wcdiicadtiy  evening  prayer  meeting. 
rUiB  he  regiiliirly  attended,  and  conducted  when  it  waa  held  at  his 
I01IS0.  His  rar«  acquaintance  with  the  Scriptures  and  his  excccticol 
.bility  mado  hia  remarks  over  int«rc.iting  and  instructive. 

In  a  private  letter  called  forth  by  the  news  of  hia  death  an  educated 
lativo  Christian  expresses  tho  following  estimate  of  hia  Moritthl  acr- 
uons  ;  "How  sweet  liis  eormona  were!  Solectingaomo  subject  specially 
<laptcd  to  the  audience,  what  valuable  inHtnictton  he  wouki  give  I 
lu  hnd  an  admirable  knowledge  of  tho  llonlthl ;  such  a  knowlcdgo 
liiit  by  his  means  my  own  knowlodgo  of  my  nativo  toiigiiu  waa  im- 
roved.  While  com poaing  nnder  his  direction  I  Icunicd  what  ntai 
nrrectnoss  and  purity  ore,  and  he  corrected  tho  bail  liabit  I  had  con- 
roctcdnfconfuaedly  mixing  up  Sanskrit  and  other  high  worda  with 
lin^o  of  my  own  language.  In  tliia  ruspoct  hii  knowlodgo  of  our  Ian- 
uago  was  very  gooiL  Ho  wm  so  tlmrouglily  cnnvcnuint  with  our  coun- 
y'a  cuHtomR,  opiniona,  roligiona,  and  esi)ccially  our  moral  comlition, 

l1  had  attained  such   rower  of  exTTeaaing  hinmcif  ir 
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in  bis  beorming  greatly  diatatisfied  with  the  translation  of  the  Net# 
Testament  tiidn  publumed  hj  that  Society ;  and  as  his  efforts  to  se- 
cure a  thorough  revision  were  not  sueoessful,  he,  with  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Ahmednuggur  Mission,  who  shared  in  his  dis8atiBfaction« 
undertook  a  thorough  revision  of  ^e  New  Testament.  They  printed 
what  is  known  as  the  Nuggur  New  Testament  In  this  Mr.  Ballan- 
tinewos  the  principal  worker  and  the  editor,  the  others  assisting 
as  revisors.  Thui  work  was  thorough  as  far  as  to  the  end  of  Acts. 
After  being  used  by  a  Itfge  part  of  the  Missionaries  in  the  MarathI 
country  for  ten  years,  it  was  taken  as  the  basis  of  the  revision  now 
printed  by  the  Bombay  Bible  Society.  To  this  work  of  translating 
the  Scriptures  Mr.  Ballantine  gave  himself  with  the  utmost  entliu- 
sinsm  for  several  hours  of  each  day  that  ho  could  devote  to  it.  Ho 
had  for  years  l>cfore  studied  the  Bible  ci-itically  in  the  originals. 

He  pixijNirod  the  plans  for  his  Sabluitli  sermons  on  Saturday,  the 
studies  of  the  week  having  furnished  him  with  suittiblo  matter  and 
rendered  such  preparations  easy.  To  the  end  of  his  life  he  gave  much 
time  to  the  critical  study  of  the  Scrijiturcs.  And  when  the  mission 
determined  last  year  to  print  a  Reference  New  Testament  in  Mara- 
thT,  and  appointed  him  Editor  and  Chairman  of  the  Committee  for 
revision,  he  girded  his  loins  agiiin,  and  entered  on  the  work  with  his 
old  enthusiaMin.  Ho  revised  tho  four  Oo8i>cls  anew  for  this  edition, 
and  the  printing  liiul  proceeded  as  far  as  to  tho  12th  chapter  of 
Matthew,  when  he  was  called  to  leave  the  rest  to  other  hands. 

For  the  five  years  before  the  last  he  gave  a  large  part  of  his  strength 
during  the  half  of  each  year,  to  the  insti'uction  of  students  in 
Theology.  One  class  completed  the  course  pi*c.scribcd  by  the  min^ion 
under  his  teaching,  and  a  ])ai*t  of  them  received  licensure.  Hiu  sick- 
ness deprived  the  second  class  of  his  uistniction  during  the  third  year 
of  study.  In  his  weakness,  while  the  disease  that  resulted  in  his 
death  was  in  ))rr>gi*css,  he  dolivcixHl  some  lectures,  but  found  he  muAt 
forego  the  privilege,  and  he  sadly  made  over  tho  class  to  another.  He 
gave  tho  fii'st  class  a  full  series  of  lectures  on  tho  Christian  Doctrines 
and  the  Life  of  Christ,  and  €*x])oMitions  of  Acts,  llonians  and  fir^t 
Corinthians,  ami  le.s.sons  in  Scripture  History  and  Chronology,  lie 
aliK)  attended  to  their  secular  studies  and  to  the  revision  of  their 
essays  and  plans  for  sermons, 

Mr.  B.  was  one  of  the  four  missionaries  then  at  Ahmednuggur  and 
Seroor  who  in  tho  year  1842  began  the  publication  of  the  Dnyan- 
cdaf/a.  It  was  ofterwanls  removed  to  Bombay,  and  for  ten  years  was 
most  ably  edited  by  Mr.  Hume.  Li  1858  Mr.  B.  again  became  the 
responsible  editor,  and  with  short  intervals  continued  to  be  so  till 
his  last  sickness  obli^^ed  him  to  give  the  work  into  other  hands. 

This  was  not  Mr.  B.'s  princi]>al  work  but  only  one  of  the  many  he 
undertook  and  satisfactorily  accompliMhe<l.  He  was  the  author  of 
some,  and  the  cilitor  of  other,  i*cligious  tracts  ond  school  books,    liis 
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l'Hjrntn>  &°d  SMrod  Sosgi"  hm  pu'ved  through  aeTenJ  editions  ui 
■omo  into  um  in  all  tha  musion  churchea  ia  the  Mni-&thl  ootmtry,  uid 

Jm  now  nJopted  by  the  Bomkiy  Tmct  and  Hook  Society.     Ho  prepared 

llso  the  volume  of  "Hymns  for  C'liildren"  first  puLlishe  d^ejmratelr  bj 

Die  American  Minion  and  now  ndJeJ  a^  an  nppcnUix  to   the  other. 

fho  variety  and  excollenco  of  these  hymns,  most  of  which  he  translst.

MrsL  Ballantine  were  baptized,  and  when  in  1846  Mr.  Ballantine  had 
the  privilege  of  baptizing  Ukmjf  Bhor,  who  belonged  to  the  family  of 
the  Patels  of  Akulner,  for  then  the  Kunabf  cnete  was  invaded.  And 
again  the  mob  assembled  in  1856,  wben  8&walyaram  and  Lakshaman- 
r«lw  of  tho  weaver  caste  embraced  Chrintianity,  and  oflcrwards  the 
same  year  when  Sh^iur&w  and  K^sambh^i  became  Christians.  Of 
these  thiii^  wc  Imvo  not  s|Xice  for  particulars.  They  will  be  found 
at  length  in  the  Div/anodut/a  for  1856.  I  will  onlv  say  that  those 
who  thus  cntereil  the  chui*ch  through  great  tribulation  found  that 
whilo  in  the  furnace  their  pastor  wiis  with  thorn,  shioUling  them,  pray- 
ing for  thorn,  counHolling  tlicni,  and  i*ujoicing  over  tlioir  constancy  with 
inoxprcHHiblo  Icnderni^Hs  and  sympathy.  And  in  tho  fire  their  hearts 
wore  woldctl  to  hiM,  and  thei*oallor  they  wore  his  children. 

Rut  who  shall  doMcrilw  his  iinguiMh  when  some  of  those  fell  into  sin 
and  dishonored  our  holy  religion,  and  it  became  his  duty  to  call  to- 
gether the  church,  and  with  a  breaking  heart  arraign  them  and  dis- 
cipline them  t  At  such  times  sleepless  nights  were  appointed  to  him 
despite  his  clTorts  to  trust  and  give  himself  fully  to  his  work,  in  hope 
.that  €K>d  would  restore  them  repentant  nnd  humble ;  the  deepest 
gloom  would  settle  on  his  spirit,  and  it  would  seem  as  if  he  would 
never  smile  again.  But  God  when  he  scut  him  forth  to  endure  such 
things  gave  him  a  help-meet  for  just  such  times  of  depression,  and  He 
also  gave  him  more  gnice. 

But  amid  all  Ium  joy  and  son'ow  on  account  of  the  conversions  and 
trials  alluded  to  ho  had  a  hoi)e,  and  almost  an  expectation,  that  by 
their  uieann  many  otliei'x  from  their  relatives  and  castes  would  be 
brought  it}  Christ.  In  this  he  was  disappointed.  Others  were  brought 
in,  as  llamkrishnapant,  Hamchandm  and  Yishnupant  from  tlie  Brah- 
mans,  Mamwatrow  from  tho  Wanzaris,  and  Bhekh  Daud  from  the 
Mahoniniiuh\nN,  but  tho  caKos  wore  sporadic^  They  excited  public 
attention  and  hcKl  up  the  truth  bcfoiH)  the  commnnity«  but  their 
example  wiis  not  imitated.  Tho  dcHJgn  of  God  was  to  till  tho  church 
fVom  another  chuis  of  tho  ponuhition. 

One  dav  a  stranger  atttrndo<l  Mr.  Ridlantino's  Mai*athi  prayers  who 
attracteil  his  attention.  He  was  a  Mahilr  who  earned  a  scanty  supi>ort 
as  a  singor.  Ho  had  come  to  Nuggur  to  contest  for  an  inlioritance 
with  his  brother.  Providence  onlered  tliat  the  subject  presented  that 
morning  should  lio  the  heavenly  inheritance.  Tho  discourse  just 
suited  hiiu,  and  tho  stranger  was  stmngely  affected  b}'  it.  He  stopped 
and  conversed  with  Mr.  B.  He  went  to  his  brother,  and  told  him  to 
take  the  inheritance,  for  he  had  learned  of  a  better,  even  a  heavenly 
inheritance,  and  wa«  going  to  strive  for  it.     His  brother  thought   him 
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ntji  but  Bblgobfl  wu  nover  more  in  liin  right  mind  or  man  is 
ameat  He  was  received  into  the  cliurch  in  May  1311,  &nd  In  18i5 
na  employed  as  e.  catccliist  bj  the  mission,  nnd  still  continues  to  help 
Lt  in  that  relation.  Seven  M&hars  had  joined  the  church  in  1832-7, 
lUt  from  the  baptism  of  Bbagobn  that  inSux  began  tvhich  has  con- 
inued  to  the  present  time.  He  seemed  a.  kind  of  first  fruits  of  the 
iRTvest  thftt  wns  just  ready  to  ripen.  The  next  year  at  the  pilgrini< 
go  of  Kolhar,  and  in  the  many  vilJogiss  along  the  Pera  River  Mr. 
~  illantino  Qnd  Mi'.  Ahbott  were  rejoiced  to  find  a  great  preparednesi 
mong  tlie  Mahars  for  receiving  the  gospel,  and  by  the  ond  of  1845 
ifty-eiglit  of  tliem  had  been  received  to  tho  church.  Several  of  tUest 
onverts  were  relativcii  of  Bhagoba,  ivnd  it  waa  stated  a  few  month* 
by  one  of  the  family,  that  143  of  those  who  boar  the  name  of 
!hri»itians  as   members   or  cliililrcn   of  the   church  aro  rolatod  bv 

lood  or  marriftgo  to  Bhagoba,  This  would  givo  more  than  a  niau 
f  tho  whole.    But  somo  of  tho  ties  have  been  form  oil  by   mniriRgs 

ith  those  who  were  Christians  bcfora.  Among  tlio^o  Critt  convcrtod 
rom  tho  Muhars  wore  ftlno  Caaibai  anil  her  brother  Panwhuram, 
nd  Khandohn,  and  Sakliaram  BJiarahankar,  and  Lalcnhman  Shcloka 
nd  Bamji  of  Kbokar,  and  Lakliiram.  It  would  be  interesting  to 
the  tics  of  consanguinity,  and  find  now  bow  many  of  the  church 
clong  to  tlii'ir  relationship,  But  though  there  were  circlea  of  rela- 
ionsliip  among  the  converts,  they  are  from  villages  widely  scattered 
mong  the  hills  to  the  west  of  Nuggur,  and  over  the  praiiie  lands  of 
he  valley  of  the  Oodawari.     His  duties  as  pastor  became  an   onerous 

irt  of  Mr.  Dallantine'a  employment     Some  of  the  church  members 
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tfttion  trom  AmerioR.  The  deputRtbm  RMiated  Rt  the  fonnRtion  of 
the  first  Rnd  seeond  ehurohes  in  Ahmadnuggur,  Rnd  Rt  the  ordination 
ofBev.  Haripant  R,  Khiste  Rnd  Bev.  Bamkriahnapant  Y •  Modak, 
fnd  their  installation  as  pastors  over  these  churches  respectively. 
CSiurches  were  also  conKiituted  at  Seroor  and  Shingawo  and  Slhokar 
in  the  beginning  of  185d»  and  the  process  of  organizing  churches  at 
convenient  centres  has  gone  on,  till  now  there  are  twenty  in  the 
region  that  was  before  embraced  in  the  parish  of  the  Ahmodnuggur 
Mission  Church. 

But  though  he  had  resigned  the  pastoral  charge  to  the  Native 
pastorsi  he  continued  to  preach  once  on  the  Sabbath  to  each  of  the 
Ahmediiuggur  cdngrogutions,  and  when  near  the  close  of  18C2  Bev. 
Haripant  removed  to  Siitara,  he  again  became  the  acting  pastor  of 
the  first  chui*ch ;  and  as  Bev.  Uaripant*s  health  failed  at  Satara,  and 
was  not  restored  by  being  Rt  Bombay,  he  being  unable  to  preach 
when  he  returned  to  Nuggur  in  1803,  and  so  continued  until  his 
death  in  January  18G4,  Mr.  Bullantine  continued  to  act  as  pastor 
till  ho  was  called  away  from  Nuggur  in  1865.  Entering  as  he  did  into 
his  preaching  and  pastoral  duties  with  especial  fitness,  and  the  most 
intense  desire  for  the  welfare  of  his  flock,  it  is  not  wonderful  that  the 
Native  Christians  weep  for  his  loss,  ond  say ''  When  shall  we  hear  his 
like  again  V 

We  will  not  endeavor  to  portray  farther  the  life  of  the  devoted  whole- 
■oulcd  mijisionary  who  has  gone  from  among  us.  May  his  mantle  fall 
on  some  one  who  shall  prove  worthy  to  become  his  successor.  And  why 
on  ons  when  there  is  urgent  need  of  manf/  ?  **  The  harve<)t  truly  is 
great,  but  the  laborers  are  few  ;  pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the 
harvest  that  he  will  scud  forth  laborers  into  HU  harvest/' 

We  liavo  referred  to  Mr.  Ballantine's  visit  to  Bomlmy  in  March  of 
last  year.  He  i*eniained  there  with  his  family  till  the  end  of  A2)ril, 
hoping  it  would  be  bcneficiul  to  their  health.  While  there  his  nephew, 
Bev.  If.  W.  Ballantine,  sailed  for  America.  The  long  continued 
sickness  of  his  wife  rendered  this  neccssaiy,  and  made  it  improbable 
that  he  would  return.  And  soon  after,  ^Ir.  Baric cr  cmlmrkcd,  hoping  that 
the  change  would  renovate  his  shattei*cd  health,  and  that  he  would  bo 
allowed  to  return  speedily  to  his  vacant  post,  made  vacant  by  the  death 
of  Mr.  Chapin,  for  it  had  pleased  the  Lord  to  call  him  away  to  the 
higher  service.  lie  was  taken  as  in  a  moment  just  when  our  love 
for  him  was  linked  with  admiration  for  the  quick  maturity  he  had 
attained  in  the  use  of  the  Morathi  langua<;c,  and  for  the  htncss  he 
had  in  various  respects,  and  wlieu  our  hopes  were  settling  into 
confidence  that  ho  would  prove  a  most  successful  missionary.  None 
^oumed  his  loss  and  all  our  losses  more  deeply  than  Mr.  Dallantine.

Th«j  did  ao  after 
hniriad  preptfations  fbr  tho  Tojraga  Mra  Ohapin  aooompaniad  them; 
and  on  tae  4th  of  September  they  embarked  for  Saea 

On  hearing  of  this  arrangement  aeTeral  of  the  Christiana,  feeling 
that  they  must  at  least  bid  good  bye  to  him  they  had  so  long  to- 
nerated  and  loved  aa  a  apiritual  fiiithery  obtained  leave  of  absence  from 
their  dutioa  in  the  mission  and  elsewhere,  and  went  from  Nuggar  to 
Bombay  to  see  him  once  morOi  The  Christians  in  connection  with 
the  American  Mhsion  Church  in  Bombay  provided  an  entertainment 
at  whidh  a  splendidly  bound  Bible,  a  valuable  writing  desk,  Ac,  were 
presented  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ballantino  with  a  valedictory  address  by 
the  Rev.  Mr.  Modak,  their  Pastor,  Mr.  Ballantine  replied  both  in 
Eoglidi  and  Marathi,  and  afterwards  wrote  that  the  efTort  exhausted 
him  less  than  he  thought  it  would.  But  those  lost  days  in  Bombay 
were  very  wearing.  Those  who  had  known  and  honored  him  so  long 
must  each  take  his  hand  and  say  a  few  words,  and  as  they  looked  on 
hia  wasted  countenance  they  would  turn  away  to  weep,  thinking 
while  they  refused  so  to  think,  that  they  should  see  lus  hce  no  more. 
Mr.  Ballantine's  last  letters  were  written  from  Aden.  One  of  thom 
adressed  to  the  Christians  at  Nuggur  is  as  follows : — 

**  My  dear  V.,  8.,  R,  S.,  K.,  N.,  and  all  other  dear  Christian 
friends, 

**  I  feel  anxious  to  let  you  know  how  I  am  getting  on  since  leaving 
Bombay.  Those  of  you  who  came  on  board  the  vessel  with  me  know 
what  pain  I  suffered  in  my  side  that  evening  from  almost  every 
change  of  position  in  my  body.  Afler  I  had  once  lain  down  in  my 
berth  I  became  very  quiet,  and  when  the  vessel  started  I  enjoyed  the 
motion  of  the  sea,  and  when  Mrs.  Ballantine  and  Julia  and  Johnnie 
were  all  sea-sick  I  wi\8  as  quiet  and  happy  as  you  could  wish.  I  had 
no  more  return  of  that  severe  pain  in  my  side,  and  have  been  grow- 
ing stronger  ever  since,  I  think.  Still  I  have  frequent  drawbacks, 
and  now  and  then  feel  very  weak.  But  the  officers  of  the  vessel  think 
that  I  appear  a  great  deal  better  than  when  I  came  on  board.  They 
treat  us  all  with  a  great  deal  of  kindness.  Johnnie  is  a  very  great 
fiivorite  with  them.  Now  in  view  of  all  these  things  you  see  how 
much  reason  we  have  to  praise  God  for  His  goodness.  We  know  you 
have  been  praying  for  us,  and  we  know  you  will  all  join  in  thanks- 
giving to  God  for  what  He  has  done  for  us.     It  b  all  His  rich  mercy. 

"  And  now  one  word  of  counsel  to  you  all.  Love  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  and  love  one  another.  Have  this  always  in  mind,  '  I  am  not 
ashamed  of  the  Gospel  of  Christ.'  It  is  my  crown  and  my  glory. 
Christ  died  for  me.  Oh  how  He  loved  me:  how  He  loves  me  still  I  How 
He  bears  with  my  sins!     Shall  I  not  love  Him  with  all  my  heart  Y

But  hb  wanderings  were  pure  and  beautifoL  The 
first  thing  that  I  noticed  was  this.  I  was  sitting  bj  him  to  keep  on 
the  blanket  when  he  grasped  mj  hand,  and  cried  '  Come,  come  with 
me  f  and  then  looking  up  into  my  fitce  he  added,  '  Oh !  I  thought  it 
was  sister  Ann.*  Soon  after  he  began  to  praj  aloud — *  Mj  heavenlr 
Father,  into  Th j  care  I  commit  my  children ;  care  for  them ;  watch 
over  them ;  guide  them  into  the  truth,  eveiy  one  of  them.  Let  not  one 
fail  for  Jesus*  soke.*  Again  he  seemed  to  be  pmying  for  one  of  them 
in  particular,  *  Bless  him  and  sanctify  to  him* —  he  murmured 
something  about  worldlj  cares ;  then  added,  *  but  whj  need  I  trouble 
myself,  tlie  Lord  will  provide.'  Some  of  his  broken  sentences  were  as 
follows;  *  L — ,  I  leave  them  all  with  yoiL  I  am  tired,  tired  L. — ^*  *  Let 
me  rest,  my  dear  wife.'  Then  he  would  exclaim,  *  Marvellous  are 
Thy  works  0  Lord,  and  that  my  soul  knowcth  right  well*  *Won- 
denul — wonderful — wonderfuL  Oh  that  men  would  praise  the  Lord 
for  His  wonderful  works — love  and  adore  Him.*  *  A  Uttle  child  shall 
lead  them,  even  a  little  child.'  'How  sweet  it  is  to  leave  all  with 
Jesus.  On  Him  is  all  my  trust  He  will  not  forsake  me.'  *  Heavenly 
Father,  Ihou  art  my  Protector,  my  Ouido,  even  unto  death/  'Lord 
God,  I  commit  myself  unto  Thee.'  *Come,  come  CLrint,  Oh  take  me. 
I  have  waited  for  Thy  salvation.'  *  Lord,  bless  every  one  here,  and 
make  them  all  faithful  to  serve  and  glorify  Thee.*  'Poor  fellow, 
poor  fellow,  but  Jesus  can  save  him.*  Mrs.  Ballautiue  wet  his  lips^ 
when  he  sweetly  retamed  thank  you.'  When  we  undertook  to 
undress  him,  ho  seemed  to  rally  for  an  instant,  and  answered  our 
questions  quite  rationally.  But  the  effort  was  too  much.  While 
Mrs.  Ballontine  turned  for  the  flannels,  remarking  '^Irs.  Chnpiil 
will  help  you,'  he  repeated,  'Yes,  lilrs.  Chapin  will  help  me,*  and 
then  his  head  drooped,  and  I  laid  him  bock  upon  the  pillow,  and  I 
heard  no  more.** 

Another  i^-rites. — "  The  night  was  a  sad,  sad  one.  The  next  day 
we  shall  none  of  us  ever  foi*get.  Oh,  so  sad,  so  long,  so  dreary.  To- 
ward sunset  they  draped  the  coffin  with  the' American  flag.  Capt 
Bell  read  the  burial  service  and. they  committed  the  body  to  t lie  deep.*' 
And  the  deep  shall  keep  the  deposit  till  '*  the  dead,  smnll  and  gi*eat| 
stand  before  God  *'  and  ''the  sea  shall  give  up  the  dead  wlilch  were 
in  it*' 

That  little  company  he  left  wept,  though  they  thought  of  him  as 
having  entered  into  his  rest  where  he  will  weep  no  more.  They  wept 
not  for  him,  but  for  themselves.  And  they  still  weep,  mingling 
their  tears  with  others  left  behind  who  were  not  allowed  the  mourn- 
ful privilege  of  hearing  his  Inst  prayers  for  them.  Wo  weep — every 
member  of  our  churches  weeps — for  wo  shall  see  his  face  and  hear  hui 
familiar  words  no  more.  Many  of  the  inhabitants  of  Nuggur  who 
honored  him,  though  they  were  not  ready  to  follow  his  instructions, 
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aoum  liiii  losa,  la/iii);  "*  diainonil  )iiu  gone  from  Nugs"'-  Tlifw 
rill  novor  bo  to  cxcolloiit  ft  nilK-b  ftgiiiii."  An  ngod hentlieti  wonuii 
lied  with  emotion  said,  "Wo  Rhould  live  in  readiness  that  oiir  dcAth 
iny  Ih)  happy,  and  pnrticuWly  tlint  tlicn  wo  inny  ti'tiut  in  Owl  n«  he 
id."  With  one  moi-o  extract  wo  wUl  closo  this  notice,  Icoving  those 
'lio  knew  tliu  litniented  aubjcct  of  it  to  fill  up  thb  outline  front 
licir  own  mcmotica.     A  brother  mis.tionniy  wi-itcs  tliiia —

lCCOUNT  of  Rev.  WILIJAM  WILBERFORCK  .CIIAPIN. 

Scl<Iora  have  brighter  hopci  been  bliutcd  thnn  in  the  death  of  thit 
lung  Missiontiry.     Onr  iiimlurn  will  expect  Nome  account  of  hift  lifo. 
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Oollegt  in  Haaaadiiiaettii  in  1800,  Mid  took  rank  m  ono  of  thallrst 
•eholfurs  of  liii  elan.  Ha  was  eipeeiallj  interestod  in  all  natural 
■cieneOi  In  the  year  of  his  gnaiiation,  1860,  an  expedition  was 
formed  for  the  [mrpoae  of  proiotiring  specimens  of  natural  history  from 
the  eoasts  of  Labrador  aiid  Oreenland.  Mr.  Chimin  had  cliarge  of 
that  portion  of  the  company  that  visited  Labrador.  To  him  was 
specially  assigned  the  department  of  Botany.  Ke  was  absent  upon 
this  service  about  four  months. 

On  his  return  he  commenced  the  study  of  Theology  at  the  Seminary 
of  Andovcr,  Mam.,  whore  he  remained  three  years.  He  maintained 
the  same  high  rank  as  a  scholar  here.  He  was  ordained  a  Missionary 
at  Somers,  on  the  24th  September  18G3. 

He  was  manicd  on  the  2Gth  September,  and  sailed  from  Boston  for 
Bombay  on  the  7tli  January  18G4.  He  laiided  at  Bombay  May  19th 
and  arrived  at  Ahmeduug^r  June  4th. 

On  the  voyage  he  was  diligent  in  tlie  study  of  the  Maratlii  language, 
and  after  his  arrival  in  tlie  country  he  entered  upon  the  more  parti- 
cular Htudy  of  it  with  charncteriMtic  ardor.  At  the  annual  meeting 
in  October,  the  audience  wei^ most  agreeably  surprised  by  a  short* 
speech  from  Mr.  Cluijun.  lie  AiM>ko  so  eaMily  and  intelligibly  that 
much  ostonislnucnt  was  expi*ciiseu  and  much  delight  was  manifested 
by  the  Christians  osAumblod. 

Soon  afler  this  meeting  ]ie  accomjmnied  a  Missionary  on  a  preach- 
ing tour.  He  did  not  attempt  to  addi-ess  the  people,  but  he  impi*oved 
the  oppoitunity  he  luul  for  conversation  in  the  language  with  different 
persons,  and  for  learning  about  the  country  and  the  people. 

On  the  2Gth  December  he  reachei  Pimplas,  and  from  the  Ist  Jan- 
uary he  took  charge  of  tliiM  station.  Shortly  after  his  arrival  he 
made  an  aildress  to  the  ChriMtians.  Writing  of  thin  he  said,  I  was 
gratified  to  find  how  mucli  more  easily  I  could  pi*cpare  for  such  an 
exercise  than  I  did  three  months  ago.  After  the  departure  of  Mr. 
Barker,  who  left  the  station  early  in  February,  he  twice  pi*eached 
formal  sermons  much  to  the  gratification  of  the  people. 

On  the  14th  March  he  attended  the  funeral  of  a  little  child,  at  a 
village  six  miles  from  the  station,  and  comfoi'ted  tlie  bereaved  parents. 
He  was  ill  at  that  time  with  a  8ore  throat  and  some  fever.  He  hoped 
soon  to  be  better  of  it  but  ratlier  grew  worse.  On  the  Monday  after, 
he  started  to  come  into  Alimediiuggur,  and  reached  hero  at  midnight 
on  Tuesday.  It  was  manifest  that  the  disease  was  the  diptheria.  It 
was  too  late  for  any  remedy.  The  thi*oat  was  closed,  so  that  he  could 
not  swallow.  He  was  calm  and  chceiful,  hoping  for  good  to  result 
from  the  means  used,  but  ready  '*  to  dejiart  and  be  with  Christ,  which 
is  far  better." 

At  noon  it  became  manifcHt  that  he  was  dying.  He  then  proceed- 
ed to  send  messages  to  friends  in  America, — ^to  his  mother,  brothers 
and  sisters  and  their  children,  to  other  friends  and  correspondents,  to 
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the  Htudonti  of  the  SetninHry  he  hail  m  roconttj  Infl, — to  the  mfin- 
beri  of  the  MiMsion,  to  the  nntivo  ChrUtiftiw  and  spcciiilly  thone  rwid- 
ing  at  Pimpltis  rind  vicinity.  To  the  nntire  Cbrl'^iimn  he  sont  hii 
love,  and  the  oxbtirtalion  to  let  their  light  sliino.  To  tliow  at  Fini- 
plaa  in  ndiiition  he  said,  "  work  hard  for  Joaiir,  and  ttr  to  c-^Tivert  all 
he  heathen  about  Pim]>1<ut."  To  the  MissionaiicB,  witli  tiia  lovo,  ht 
icnt  the  word,  "  Be  fnithful  uuto  doiitli."  To  mi  individual,  "  h* 
tnuit  try  to  do  moi-o  for  JesuH."  To  a  friend  in  Aineriun,  "  1  do  not 
'egrot  coming  to  India."  To  another,  "  I  did  not  think  the  tntxocu- 
•cr  would  come  fur  me  bo  soon." 

To  the  question,  "  can  you  truit  in  Cliriat  V  lie  i-cjilicd,  "  I  have 
dwiiya  trusteil  Him,  and  Ho  will  not  leave  me  now."  At  the  clow 
if  a  piTiyer  ho  aaked  that  the  hymn,  "  Tliero  U  a  land  of  pure  delight' 
ni-:lit  he  Bimg,  and  he  sang  tho  tint  lino  liiniwlf. 

Tiie  heavens  were  opcnuti  to  lib  vision.  He  «aid,  "  I  am  among 
ho  angola.  Do  I  look  like  other  uicn  t"  "  OIi  how  beautiful  all  i&' 
?ointing  upwrnil,  he  wud,  "  Thurc  ih  Jcsui,  I  want  to  ]>raiu  llim. 
riio  mnnMions  ara  ini^jMreO,  the  door  in  open,  they  aro  wniting  fur  mo." 
riio  wonU  "  JcHua,  lover  of  my  bouI"  wm-o  Mimg.  Kc  cxcbiimcd  "  ttoy 
iTO  singing  too."  "  Je»ia  has  n  crown,  I  want  to  titke  it,"  Ho  kncv 
hose  who  were  alxiuthiin  till  tho  livit,  nivl  with  words  of  endearment 
or  hiH  wifo  "ho  fell  iwlce])." 

"is  countenanco  wore  a  poiceful  bmilu  in  death.  It  attracted  tha 
of  thoHe  who  citnie  to  look  upon  hiui.  It  wait  na  th<)Mgh  heaven 
reltecU-<I  upon  Ilia  f>icc  He  waa  buried  the  next  morning  at  sun- 
the  grave  yaixl  at  the  station.     A  gencmtion  had  passed  (' 
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**  Work  htued  for  Jesus'*  f  He  takes  awsj  those  fix>m  whom  we  ez^ 
pected  mxxeh.

1.  It  was  decided  that  the  name  of  the  Fund  this  Committee  is 
apix>intcd  to  collect,  conserve  and  administer  be  the  "  Ballantine  Scho- 
larnhipb'  Fund." 

2.  Tliat  tlk)  following  rules  be  obsei-ved : — 

(1.)  One  boy  and  one  girl  shall  be  chosen  from  the  bojrs  and  gii'ls 
in  the  schools  nt  Almiednugguv  and  placed  on  the  foundation  of  this 
Fund.  Both  the  boy  and  the  gii'l  shall  lie  communicants  of  the  Church. 

(2.)  Tlicy  may  i*cmnin  on  this  foundation  for  three  years  and  then 
othci'H  plinll  Ix)  chosen. 

(3.)  CaudidntcH  for  these  scholarships  shall  bo  examined  in  the  stu- 
dies of  their  res}ioctivo  classes  and  those  chosen  who  appear  of  tho 
best  ability  and  who  are  likely  to  make  tho  best  progix^ss.  The  teach- 
ers of  tho  schools,  one  of  the  missionaries,  and  some  members  of  the 
Committee  will  be  i*equested  to  conduct  the  examination. 

(4.)  The  Committee  for  examination  will  be  requested  to  report 
once  in  three  months  to  tho  Qcncral  Committee  concerning  tho  pro- 
gress of  those  on  this  foumLition. 

^5.)  Tlie  scholars  chosen  will  receive  the  stipend  in  vacation  as  well 
as  m  term  time. 

(G.)  Tlie  stipends  allowed  monthly  on  this  scholarship  shall  be  five 
rupees  to  the  boy  and  live  ni2)ees  to  tho  girl. 

3.  If  moi*e  than  Rs.  120  are  collectecl  in  one  year  tho  excess  shall 
be  de|K>sitcd  in  the  Govemroeut  Savings'  Dank  and  of  such  sums  a 
fund  shall  be  formed  continuing  the  scholarsliip.  This  shall  be  called 
the  Pcii)etiu\l  Fund. 

4.  Five  mcmbci's  of  the  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business. 

6,    The  meetings  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  pmyer.

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THE  UNION  OF  THE  CHURCHEa 

On  the  Ist  of  November  18G4  the  MissiouarieB  and  Paators  in  con- 
nection with  the  Ajnerican  Mission  assembled  at  Ahmednnggur  in 
order  to  make  arrangements  for  the  formation  of  an  Ecclesiastical 
Union  of  the  Churches  in  our  connection.  Alter  carefid  deliberation, 
the  folbwing  resolutions  were  passed. 

1.  We  ure  of  opinion  that  there  should  be  a  Union  of  the 
Churches  of  this  Mission. 

2.  We  propose  the  following  constitution  for  the  formation  and 
guidance  of  tlio  Union — 

(1 )  In  order  that  the  form  of  doctrine  may  remain  in  accordance 
with  the  Scriptures,  tliat  the  polity  of  the  churches  may  be  carHed  on 
after  a  commnn  plan,  and  that  the  means  used  for  promoting  knowledge 
and  religion  may  be  alike,  there  is  need  that  a  mutual  connection  should 
be  formed  between  all  the  churches  of  this  Mission. 

(2)  By  this  connection  it  is  not  meant  in  any  way  to  take  away 
the  authority  now  excix^iscd  by  each  church,  or  to  lessen  its  responsi- 
bility to  Chiist  its  head 

(3)  The  business  of  this  Union  shall  be  carried  on  by  an  assembly 
formed  of  the  pastoi-s  and  a  delegate  fi-om  each  church  in  the  above 
mentioned  connection;  to  be  called  the  "Wwlil>vai^chi  Sabha"  (u  e. 
Assembly  of  the  Eldei*s).  The  Missionaries  may  sit  with  this  assembly 
and  give  their  opinions  and  advice,  but  shall  not  vote  on  the  questions 
decided. 

(4)  The  business  of  this  assembly  shall  be  to  advise  the  churches 
that  come  into  the  Union  i*especting  the  principles  of  religious  doctiine 
and  moi*al  conduct,  and  to  give  its  opinion  on  questions  submitted  by 
the  said  churches;  to  examine  and  license  candidates  for  the  work  of 
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tho  mlniftrjr,  or  to  take  awaj  taoh  UooDaes;  to  ordain  licentiates  aa 
ivuitori  over  tho  churoheai  or  aa  evangelisto  to  the  heathen,  and  to 
inatol  ordained  miniatera  aa  paatora  of  chitrchea  in  this  connection,  or 
to  trjr  auch  ordained  miniatem,  and,  if  found  guiltj,  to  deprive  them  of 
their  authority;  to  disallow  heretical  opinions  bj  which  the  peace  and 
purity  of  Ujc  church  are  destroyed;  to  divide  or  unite  churches  on  tho 
roqucst  of  their  memberH,  and  to  form  new  churches  and  to  receive 
chui*chcs  into  this  Union;  and  to  take  such  other  action  as  may  be 
found  ncccMsaiy  for  the  conscnutiou  and  increase  of  tlie  churches  asso- 
ciated with  this  Union. 

(5)  This  assembly  shall  not  receive  ap])eals  from  those  who  think 
themselves  aggncvcil  by  the  discipline  of  the  churches,  or  make  any 
changes  in  the  dociNinns  of  tho  churches.  But  when  a  church  asks 
Of  I  vice  rcK]  tooting  its  iiitci'nal  mattei>i,  it  is  pro|)er  for  this  ossembly  to 
give  its  opinion  on  the  ]irinciples  involved. 

(0)  Tliere  shall  lie  a  yearly  meeting  of  this  assembly  at  Ahmod- 
nuggur,  liegiuning  on  the  fourth  Wedneschiy  of  October,  and  at  that 
time  the  regular  business  of  the  Union  shall  be  transacted. 

(7)  The  ofiicers  of  this  assembly  shall  be  a  I^loderator  and  Clerk, 
who  shall  be  yearly  elected  by  ballot,  and  shall  continue  |n  office  till 
others  are  elected. 

3.  That  co])ics  of  the  above  be  sent  to  oil  the  churches,  and  that 
such  churches  as  approve  and  inform  the  Clerk  of  this  assembly  that 
they  have  decided  to  join  the  Union  shall  be  regarded  as  belonging  to  it. 

4.  That  Mr.  ShahQ  DajT  KQkad6  be  appointed  Clerk,  to  remain  in 
oflicc  till  the  npiHjininient  of  officers  at  the  yearly  meeting. 

5.  That  ill  case  any  necessity  shall  arise  for  calling  a  meeting  be- 
fore the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Union,  any  tlii*ee  churches  may 
unite  in  sending  a  requisition  to  tho  Clerk,  and  he  shall  send  letters  to 
all  the  churches  of  the  Union  inviting  their  attendance  by  their  pastors 
and  delegates  at  the  ])lace  and  time  apjmintcd. 

0.  That  two  |mstui-s  and  three  delegates  shall  be  required  to  form 
a  quorum  for  the  tmnsaction  of  business,  and  all  questions  shall  be 
decided  by  the  vote  of  the  majority,  when  necessary  the  Chairman 
being  allowed  a  casting  vote  in  addition  to  his  vote  as  a  Member. 

7.  That  tho  travelling  ex|)enses  of  the  pastors  and  delegates  be 
defrayed  by  the  churches  sending  them,  and  that  expenses  for  station- 
ery,^ postages,  and  other  such  contingent  expenses,  shall  be  borne  by 
the  church  of  the  place  where  the  assembly  shall  meet 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  twelve  of  the  churches  notified  the  Clerk 
of  their  adherence  to  tho  Union.  And  on  the  24th  of  October  1865 
the  assembly  met  nt  Ahmcdnuggu'r.  There  were  three  pastors  and  the 
delegates  from  nine  churches  present,  as  well  as  eight  missionaries,  who 
sat  as  corresponding  members.  Hev.  Kusam  Mabammadji,  pastor  of 
the  Khokar  church,  was  apiK)inted  Chairman.  After  prayer  and  read- 
ing the  first  chapter  of  First  Corinthians  by  the  Chairman,  and 
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juolling  tI)B  memben,  tho  tBsomlily  proceeded  to  tho  considor&tion, 
jrticle  b/  article,  aad  Bont«nce  by  BOnteaco,  of  the  druA  coostitutioa 
if  which  we  have  given  n  trannlntlon  above. 

The  firat  resolation  wti*  (improved,  and  the  first  and  oecond  ruloi 
indcr  the  second  i-caolution  wci-e  ado|>toil  nftiT  noiiio  cxplniintiona. 

As  to  tho  tliird  inilo,  numo  thought  thnt  thoao  chnrchus  who  hnva 
10  putoi'3  should  oiwh  be  nlluwed  to  send  two  delcgntii — nthcrii  Hrgu- 
id  that  auch  chui'cbcs  ought  to  uottle  jiiLstoi'H,  and  if  th<-y  do  not,  should 
lot  coinpkin  of  their  l:ick  of  ivproscutatinn  in  thin  aii-'umbly ;  and  thia 
rguinent  prevailed.  Tho  clniiitc  excluding  tho  niiMiimiu-iea  from  vot- 
ng  excited  r  very  animated  diKUsaion.  It  was  argued  that  they 
hould  bo  uiomberB,  if  for  no  other  rwuion,  because  they  ai-c  tho  acting 
Mutoi-B  of  most  of  the  churches.  And  that  the  motbor  tvochea  her 
hild  to  wulk  by  leading  him,  and  not  merely  by  telling  him  how. 

ho  other  aidu  nrgitcd  that  though  In  such  delicnto  mntturs  as  the 
[iiidance  of  tho  chui-ches  the  tcnching  of  tho  miiuionarica  is  a  nccesai- 
y,  yet  they  have  cnrricd  lis  and  led  iis  for  a  long  time,  and  now  we 
nuat  uae  our  fi.'et  and  learn  to  go  nlonc.  It  is  best  that  tliuy  stand  a 
iltle  way  off.  They  will  catch  ns  if  we  ai-o  like  to  fall,  tto  long  as 
hey  remain  responsible,  wo  shidl  not  give  our  minds  thoroughly  to  the 
Fork,  and  then  if  in  some  dtlliciilty  they  are  not  present  wo  aliall  be 
nnblM  to  get  out  of  it.  It  is  suflicient  if  they  will  give  us  their  adnee 
ud  inform  us  of  tho  practice  in  Christian  hvnda.  At  lust  tlio  third 
'OH  adopted  witliout  a  di.'tsenting  vote. 

1  fii-st  clause  of  the  fourth  nilu  jmsscd  unanimously.     But  the 
[voud  cliiUBc  called  up  a  stroiit;  oppusitioii,  on  tlio  ground  that  thia 
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)enoiui  of  their  liocnoot.  But  m  enact  may  ooeor  of  haraiy  or  immo- 
mlity  that  oill  fur  deprivation,  and  this  in  the  body  eonferring 
ieciiNuro  it  seems  obligatory  on  it  to  try  unwortliy  lieontiates, 
indiftliey  are  found  guilty  to  denrive  uiom  of  the  licenses  it 
md  conforrod.  There  must  be  some  body  having  tlus  authority  of 
liscipline,  and  who  shall  have  it  if  not  tlie  assembly  of  the  ehurches  1 
io  the  clause  assuming  this  duty  was  carried.  The  remaining  clauses 
rere  sifted,  and  at  last  appiwed,  and  the  whole  of  the  fourth  rule 
ras  ndoptocL  It  was,  however,  with  the  understanding  tlwt  the  exa- 
nimition  of  candidates  for  licensure  would  be  by  a  competent  com- 
nittce  that  the  assembly  should  appoint. 

Her.  Knssam  Mnliammailji,  Hev.  Sidoba  Misal,  and  Mr.  Sudamji 
Pawur  were  apiK>intc(l  a  committee  to  make  arrangements  for  Kirttans 
or  the  remaining  evenings  of  the  anniversai'ies,  and  tliis  assembly 
idjonmed  after  prayer  till  Mrmday. 

The  Wadilwnrg  assembled  for  its  last  session  on  Monday,  31st  Oc- 
oY>er,  and  as  the  Moderator  was  prevented  by  sickness  from  attending, 
[lev.  yiKhnu]niiit,  pastor  of  the  Ahmcdnuggur  Second  Cliurch,  was 
ip|K>intcd  Chaii*niaiL  The  fidth  rule  was  discussed  but  passed  with- 
>ut  amendment 

The  ex])ericnce  of  this  year  having  shown  that  the  time  selected 
or  meeting  is  inopjiortune,  the  sixtli  rule  was  amendc<l  to  read  *'  thero 
ihull  Ik)  a  yearly  nuvting  of  this  assembly  at  Ahmednuggur,  beginning 
m  the  Monday  following  the  unniverwiry,  drc.*'  and  it  wns  passed  as 
JiUH  amended.     The  scventli  rule  was  poMHcd  M'itliout  amendment 

The  subject  mutter  of  the  fiflh,  sixth,  and  seventh  resolutions  was 
lino  addctl  in  the  form  of  additional  niles. 

It  was  then  voted  to  request  the  churches  to  send  their  records  by 
the  hand  of  their  next  year's  delegates  that  they  may  be  compared, 
ind  the  best  style  of  keeping  church  records  be  chosen  and  adopted  by 
ill. 

With  reference  to  applications  from  candidates  for  licensure,  it  was 
iminged  that  Kiich  an  application  shall  be  supportcil  by  a  certificate 
>f  his  fitness  from  the  chitrch  to  which  the  applicant  belongs,  and  by 
i  certificate  concerning  his  progress  in  study,  and  his  usual  capability 
IS  a  prciicher,from  the  missionary  under  whose  direction  he  has  studied 
ind  labored. 

It  waH  resolved  that  each  session  of  this  assembly  shall  be  opened 
i^ith  prayer  and  reading  a  portion  of  the  Scriptures,  and  closed  with 
imiyer.

And  tlii"  committee  van  intitnioted  to  prepare  a  list  of  the  subject!

le  cliurclica  a  incintU  beforehand,  no  tliat  those  who  undertake  to 
rapare  odilrcases  mny  show  them  to  their  pnstors,  or  to  the  roissioa- 
TJes,  and  obtain  tlicir  written  npjiroval ;  and  without  thia  aj>proval 
10  committee  will  not  accept  of  the  addresses. 
It  wna  then  resolved  timt,  whereas  tlie  Union  of  our  churches 
'onld  not  Iiavo  ixea  formed  but  for  the  excisions  of  the  Mission,  this 
twmblj  present  its  best  thanks  to  the  Mission  for  inaugurating  this 
iccellent  animgemcnt,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Christian 
intLi,  though  new  to  uh,  and  for  their  jiertioniil  attcndiince  at  our 
icoting!),  mid  for  their  giving  advice  as  well  as  iufiirmatiou  conccm- 
ig  the  modes  of  pmcciluro  in  the  churches  and  deliberative  oascm- 
IIgs  of  Americix,  and  tJiat  the  Cleric  furwui-d  tlJs  resolution  by  letter 
tho  Mi^o'iou.

H  the  aim  of  our  work  to  set  up  tlio  kiugdom  of  God  in  the  heftrtn  of 
!io  people  of  thin  InuJ.  This  kingdom  in  the  nhote  econoiuj  of 
liristi.iuity.  It  offers  to  ntinkiiiil  iid  diviiio  rev(■lntion^  infitructioiiis 
QUNoIatioiis  ;  iLi  light  nud  love,  its  ptiril^aiid  bk'iwipgH.  It  hett  iU  beginuiiig 
'  e  Iioart  in  rcgeuerotion,  in  iimlcing  Niuful  mou  acewcrenture  ;  in  caiu- 
ig  hitii  to  pnMi  from  deiith  unto  life,  nnd  ho  ninking  the  child  of  the  devil 
J  be  the  child  of  God ;  the  heir  to  euillcaa  woe  to  be  heir  to  otoniol  bles- 
idncsH.  Thin  woiidroua  change  iu  the  nature  nnd  ilcHtiny  of  mnn  is 
rought  by  the  Spirit  of  God  throngli  the  truth,  and  jet  with  the  fullc!>t 
0  of  the  believing  mind.  "Seeing  ye  have  piiri- 
cd  yoiu:  soula  in  obeying  the  tnith  through  the  Spirit  untouafoigncdiove 
f  Ihn  bretlu-en  ;  Ijcing  horn  ngoin,  not  of  corruptible  NCeil,  but  of  iocomii'- 
ble,  by  the  word  of  Ocd,  which  Jivcth  nnd  nbiiluth  for  ever.

Such  Ir  briefly  our  miiiBioiutfy  creed.    B^  thia  we  judge  of  all  mieeionaiy 
work.    And  in  thia  view  of  the  natiure  and  |mrpoM  of  our  work  we  have 
no  great  aatinfoction  in  rqiorting  our  kbon  for  the  |)aet  year,    TheBev. 
]f  r.  Modak  haa  mipplied  information  regarding  our  church.    Subeequently 
to  hia  deiwrture  from  Bombay,  llr.  ik>wen  haa  very  generounly  hboivd 
witli  me  in  supplying  the  church  and  cougregetiou  on  the  Sabbath.    My 
audiencei  in  the  morning  have  alwaya  been  painfully  email.    The  attend- 
ance ia  better  in  the  evening.    And  yet  there  is  alwaya  need  to  prera 
ii|ion  the  attention  of  cur  people  the  exhortation,  **  and  let  us  conmder  one 
another,  to  provoke  unto  love  and  to  good  worka  :  not  forsaking  the 
nitfiembling  of  ourselves  together,  aa  the  manner  of  some  is.*'  In  a  city  liko 
Bombay  where  op|iortunitiea  are  readily  sfibrdcd  for  worKhi])ping  with 
other  congregations,  it  is  difiicult  to  enforce  that  thorough  discipliue  which 
the  welfare  of  a  church  demands,  and  to  which  the  covenant  of  our  church 
pledges  its  members.    Tlie  prayer  meetings  on  the  first  Monday  of  the 
montli,  and  on  Friday  evenings,  have  been  pretty  well  sustained.    We  are 
grieved  by  the  hick  of  a  disposition  to  make  sacrifices  for  the  sake  of 
helping  in  this  work  of  setting  up  the  kingdom  of  light  in  thin  dark  ^and  ; 
to  practice  self  denial  for  the  sake  of  giving  money  in  aid  of  the  Gosjiel, 
which  is  an  evidence  of  healthy  growth  in  the  ChriNtian  life.    The  loving. 
disciple  will  prove  tho  sincerity  of  his  love  of  the  JM osier  by  abounding  in 
thin  grace  of  giving.    ^*  For  yo  know  the  gioce  of  our  Ix>rd  Jesnn  Christ* 
that  though  he  was  rich,  yet  for  your  i^akes  he  became  |K>or,  that  ye 
through  his  poverty  might  be  rich." 

We  have  preached  throughout  the  year,  on  Sabbath  evenings,  on  the 
iitc|)a  of  our  chapel  in  the  city,  and  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Saturday 
evenings  on  tlie  stoiw  of  our  home-chapeL    The  deacons  of  our  church, 
Mr.  D.  J.  B.  and  Mr.  K.  B.  P.,  have  rendered  essential  aid  in  tliese  labors. 
Mr.  D.  J.  B.  is  our  catecliist.    Ho  has  been  earnest  and  constant  in  this 
work.    His  long  continuance  in  this  business  of  setting  forth  the  salvation 
of  Hinners  by  Christ  has  served  to  render  him  peculiarly  well  qualified 
for  it    He  handles  the  objections  to  Christianity  with  much  cleverness. 
Tlie  insolence  and  vitn|)cration  of  MuMMilmen,  or  Parsis,  or  Brahmans, 
seldom  disconi]M)se  liini.    He  replies  cnlnily  and  aptly.    Beside   these 
UliorM  he  prcadhes  daily  in  difTereiit  parts  of  the  city.    Sabbath  mornings 
he  HfieakM  the  won!  to  the  servants  of  two  or  three  households.    Who  pro- 
|ierly  consider  how  nnich  grace  is  needed  to  keep  one  up  steadily  to  the 
workof  daily  telling  this  story  of  redemption  where  it  is  hated  and  revi- 
le<l  /    And  who  pruy  as  they  should  for  those  who  do  this  work  7 

Mrs.  Muugcr  has  lubored  assiiUioui^ly  in  the  use  of  various  iustrumen- 
talitiesf  such  as  prayer-meet  itig^,  singing-meetings,  Scripture-readings 
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ibbith-Bohool  iMtniotlooB,  for  th«  profititig  ot  tho  womon  Aod  cliildrni 
iftht  chiinihi  but  theM  Uliora  were  Dot  n[iprecintc<l,  Knil  so  Imvo  beeti 

liacoulitiuod.  Slie  hu  found  »n  opoii  door  for  talior  among  th«  Kuruitc 
itid  Eurutwnii  populstioa  iu  our  I'urt  of  tlio  city.  Slio  hu  a  Ur^ 
tabbatb-School  in  our  piirlor  on  Sabliith  morning,  and  she  viiits  tfaa 
■emeu  of  tlie  kcliolara  <luriny  the  week.  She  labors  in  the  tDtereiita  of 
eiupunince  aad  moral  reform,  Sbo  and  Mn.  D.,  of  tha  C.  M.  S.,  «c1c 
iliportuuiticB  to  make  thonmelrcs  tuetut  in  the  Hospitals  and  in  the  Fen- 
m'  Homes.  Tbey  togctlier  visit  tlie  abodts  of  fullen  women,  who 
laft  Christian  homee  and  have  come  to  iwgmi  India  to  mU  their 
a  to  baijtixed  heathen,  whoae  ruther-knd  is  Christian  Britiin  and 
Ihristnin  Europe.  Tliey  endeavor  to  persuade  Lhem  to  consider  the  end 
f  their  waya  and  abandon  them.  They  tell  them  of  the  Mary  who 
mbcil  the  fcot  of  tbo  Siiviour  with  tears  and  wiped  thorn  with  the  hair 
lier  head.  Tbey  read  to  them  the  Uible  and  the  Tract. 
Onr  utiuvcli  lius  given  one  of  her  dnnyhterH,  the  twantiful  Yamuna,  to  go 
nd  live  with  her  loviutf  ijuviour  and  Lord  in  the  Home  of  the  eavcd  ;  aud 
uother,  tlie  gracerid  V<inu  to  go  nith  our  brother,  the  Rov.  Titua  C'oata,  to 
Jhnrwar,  to  bo  his  consort  and  helper  in  the  work  of  evangel izntion  iu  tha 
in  Mietion.  They  were  tho  dangbtors  nf  our  brother,  tbe  late  [uator 
rihDchurcb,  11'e  rejoice  in  this  disposal  of  them  botb,for  aiich  ia  the 
ill  of  God  our  Father. 

I^t  tliose  who  read  this  report  and  measure  our  church  by  our  crtrd 
cuaure  IhcmBelrea  by  the  same  atHodnrd,  or,  Tvhat  is  better,  by  tbs 
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But  M  the  air  of  the  Doooan  hid  proved  benefieiAl  to  our  olhor  ohildren 
when  tikan  then  Ucki  we  hoped  that  ahe  too  would  bo  profited  by  the 
change.  But  it  waa  not  ao.  Ou  the  aaveDtaeDth  June  ahe  fell  aaleep  in 
Jeautf.  Aa  I  aaw  death  a|)prooching  I  apoke  to  her  freely  in  regard  to 
dying.  Bheaaidtome, ''I am willingtodieandgotobewithChriat.''  In 
reply  to  my  queatioui  What  aaaurance  have  you  that  you  will  go  and  be 
with  Christ  X  ahe  said,  ^  All  my  roliaiioe  b  upon  the  merit  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  I  am  euro  he  will  receive  me  .unto  himself.^  She  could  not  convene 
muchi  and  her  tongue  waa  ao  inarched  with  fever  that  it  waa  difficult  to 
underatand  what  she  tried  to  aay.  Cn  this  account  I  did  not  converw) 
much  with  her ;  but  1  read  portions  of  Scripture  and  spoke  worda  of  iu- 
etructaon  and  comfort.  She  seemed  to  listen  with  joy.  When  I  hod  prayed 
and  commended  her  to  the  Lonli  ahe  rejoiced  in  spirit  and  began  to  sing 
versea  of  hymns,  such  aa  "  I  want  to  be  an  angel/'  and  others  which  relate  to 
the  world  of  blessedness.  She  was  a  svry  intelligent  and  affectionate  child, 
and  on  account  of  her  peculiarly  loveable  disposition  she  was  specially 
dear  to  us  and  to  her  acqusiutancea.  And  therefore  we  are  very  much 
afflicted  by  her  departure  from  us ;  but  we  are  comforted  by  the  consider; 
aUon  that  her  death  ia  very  great  gain  to  her. 

The  person  who  came  into  the  church,  as  I  mentioned,  is  very  aged. 
She  haa  been  blind  for  a  long  time.  She  livea  in  the  family  of  a  distant 
relative,  who  ia  a  member  of  the  church,  and  has  attended  our  services 
with  him.  She  has  been  taught  by  him  and  her  Christian  neighbors,  and 
in  thia  way  her  spiritual  eyes  were  opened,  and  she  believed  in  the  Saviour, 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 

I  had  for  several  months  under  my  instruction  two  young  men  who 
were  asking  for  admission  to  the  church.  They  were  from  Abmeduuggur 
and  came  here  to  find  employment.  Their  father  was  baptized  at  Ahmed* 
nuggur,  and  they  were  taught  in  the  mission-school  there.  They  seemed 
interested  in  the  truth  and  I  took  s|)ecial  pains  in  teaching  them  and  pre- 
paring them  for  the  fellownhip  of  the  church  which  they  were  repeatedly 
aaking.  We  had  made  arrangements  for  their  examination  by  the  church 
with  a  view  to  their  admisaion  to  membership  in  case  of  their  being 
accepted,  when  we  learned  with  surjmse  that  they  had  fallen  into  the  em- 
braces of  another  pastor  who  could  promise  them  better  feed  with  his 
flock.   We  can  afford  to  let  them  go. 

Aa  in  former  years,  so  during  the  present  year,  my  family  having  suffer- 
ed severely  from  sickness,  and  having  found  that  when  they  were  taken 
into  the  Deccan  they  very  soon  recovered,  and  when  brought  back  again 
to  Bombay  they  soon  become  hick,  I  waa  forced  to  believe  that  the  climate 
of  the  Konkan  is  ik>  far  uucongeniid  to  my  family  that  it  is  not  my  duty  to 
continue  to  abide  longer  here— the  providence  of  Gud  is  calling  me  to  go 
hence.    Having  most  reluctantly  come  to  thia  conclusion,  in  the  month  of 
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Imvli,  I  lirmight  the  Nulijrrt  Urnrc  the  mliw|i>ii,  Anil  imltKl  tn  be  nlbireit 
iivtiini  to  Ahincchiiiggitr.  They  <leforn>il  the  con  nil  Icrntioii  of  the  (luon- 
on  until  thHr  meeting  in  July,  when  tliey  acceJeil  to  my  request,  and 

their  meeting  iu  October  tbej  loualod  mo  in  this  pltce.  About  tn^nty- 
le  yein  ajju  I  wui  cin|>]uyc(l  here  in  tcdcLing  it  niiitsion-ttthool,  and  here 
becnuio  a  Chri-ttinn.  Thin  town  \a  tho  i>Ittce  of  my  Hpiritiml  birth.  Here 
njijioseJ  tbo  truth.  IfuN  I  withstood  atid  grieved  iu  many  wftyo  thoxe 
111)  iverti  InlKiTLiig  in  the  iiittiresta  of  the  (Thristitii  reli^jiou.  Here,  in 
)ir  n  biimU  Clirii-tiaii  L-hiireh,  the  pastoml  duties  of  which  I  sm  perfonn- 
g,  Olid  I  iirench  ttie  noH^iol  in  the  rillsses  iu  this  vicinity.  My  prtvycr  in 
At  the  JiorH  may  give  uid  raucli  opportiuiity  for  this  irorlc  and  niaico 
e  iiMfiil  iii  hifi  nerviue.

The  Firit  Cliufh.  TLe  ohlost  deacon  of  this  chiircli,  one  of  those  elected 
th«  time  the  church  wan  org.iuiicd  io  la54,  hs.^  entered  into  his  rest. 
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FoiirUmi  iMrMHui  tuive  heeu  ncmWM  an  profemioo  of  Dulth,  and  one  bj 
1i*iier  from  tlie  cUiirrti  In  SntiMW.  ThiiN  the  inoroiMO  in  mtr  nnmK^r 
iMiiix. 

Thirteen  children  have  been  Iwiitlxed,  from  families  in  this  church,  and 
three  of  pareiitii  betonging  to  other  churches ;  two  came  with  the  member 
received  from  Sutara,  by  letter.  Que  Imptixed  child  lias  been  received  to 
the  communion  of  the  church,  and  one  has  die«l.  The  increase  is 
tliirteen. 

Of  the  fourteen  persons  received  on  profession,  five  were  from  OhriMtiiin 
faniiliuJi  and  hml  bocn  linptizod  as  infants,  and  three  of  tliose  wero  mem* 
liers  of  thoseliooU  here.  Two  othors  from  the  Nchools  wero  iNiptixed.  Of  tho 
nine,  throe  wi^e  of  one  family,  tho  wife,  mother  and  daughter  of  Gyanolm 
who  was  nKi*iviHl  in  MVk  One  llariUi  is  a  lemling  man  from  the  Mahar 
i*omniuiiity  near  tho  Maliwaila  gate.  He  was  brought  to  embrace  the 
truth,  very  muolr  through  the  influence  of  Bhagdim.  Once  lie  was  a 
ilefcnuW  of  Hinduism,  but  his  couMcience  could  not  ronist  the  appeals  of 
his  fsithful  friend,  and  he  found  no  rent  till  ho  fouutl  it  in  trusting  iu  Christ. 
H«Y  W21S  formerly  in  the  school  here,  and  afterward  for  a  time,  a  teacher  in 
«N)iuiection  with  the  llaptist  nitsition  at  Poona.  His  account  of  Christian 
oi)ierience  was  clear  and  ompliatic. 

Another  is  a  young  man  of  the  gardener  caste,  from  Seroor,  who  has 
lieen  in  tho  mcIiooI  here  for  two  years  jiSMt.  Two  were  young  n)on  who 
bail  been  taught  in  our  school  at  Jcur,  10  miles  N.  from  here.  Tliey  wero 
liaptixed  at  that  place  by  Kev.  Mr.  Wood.  They  afterw^ard  joined  tho 
school  hero.

The  Theological  Clan, 

Tlie  members  came  together  the  first  of  June  as  appointed.  They  con- 
tinued their  studies  till  the  annual  meeting  in  October.  In  study,  they 
att4*uded  to  the  History  of  the  Jews  from  Mases  until  Christ,  and  the 
KpiMtles  in  tlie  New  Test.  The  Lectures  were  raaiidy  upon  tho  positive 
Institutions  of  the  church.  They  wrote  sermons,  and  preached  each  in 
turn,  before  the  class  daily,  in  addition  to  preaching  in  various  places  n])on 
tlie  Sabbath  and  conducting  other  meetings.  At  the  meeting, of  the  Union

But  he  gave 
aueh  evidencea  of  penitence  before  hia  death  that  we  tniat  he  waa  truly  the 
Lord*a.  We  would  judge  no  man,  for  tlie  Lord  k  uuweth  them  that  are  Hia. 
BletMted  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord. 

Tito  report  of  my  penonal  labar$  ia  much  the  aame  aa  it  waa  in  the  pre* 
vioun  year,  yet  I  have  not  been  kept  from  my  work  by  aickneaa  the  paat 
year.  I  have  prvached  in  the  church  upon  the  Sabbath,  have  met  and 
inatructed  caiididatea  for  admiaaion,  both  to  thia,  and  tho  fintt  church,  on 
Friihiya.

Un  uy  reiuru  to  Lidin  in  August  18<>;^,  I  came  to  this  pIsco  in  acL-ord- 

:o  with  the  wishes  of  the  luiwioo.  At  our  annual  uieetiug  in  October 
illowinjf,  the  Loiii  diutriut  and  tho  outitatioiis  voaaected  with  the  cciitnl 
istrict  and  city,  v\t.,  Wadiigaw,  Shendi,  Jeur  and  AgadgHW,  together  with 
le  I'atccbista  nt  Alimeduuggur,  and  the  |irimary  achoobi  in  the  city  owl 

nity  were  placed  in  luy  churgD.  These  two  diatriols  lying  to  tho  north 
:id  wuat  of  tho  city  e.\tend  forty  miles  east  aud  weat,  aud  from  ten  to 
xeniy  miles  north  and  uonth.  In  thia  field  have  been  employed  during 
lO  whole  or  ft  pnxt  of  the  ysHr  nix  uatuchixts,  two  theological  students^ 
0  teachers,  oud  two  feiuila   Scijptiii'a  renders.     In  the  Loni  district  ia  a 
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htfi  takon  A  part  during  tbeyeiri  but  hod  then  boen  Anoiber  pluce  of 
wumblp  ill  ih«  oity,  I  oin  miro  oiir  Inbon  In  thb  dJrootiou  wonld  have 
iuniwl  io  bolter  aoeoiint.  Wo  need  Nuob  a  pliioo  very  much  wblch  would 
aiwwor  ilie  double  inu^xMO  of  olmiiel  Mid  Mohool-rooia  Wo  hnve  an  ln« 
toroMthig  Ncbool  in  the  eiiy  oonipoaod  of  hoyn,  inoMily  from  the  Weaver 
eoHie,  (might  by  a  Ohrintian  toouber.  The  soliool-room  in  a  «mill,  olone, 
ill-ventilated  coucom,  an  oltogetlior  unfit  place  to  crowd  in  twenty  or 
thirty  boyii  for  six  hours  a  day.  The  health  of  tlie  teacher.  hoM  suffered  the 
past  year  from  this  caiv e.  I  coidd  not  visit  the  school  as  often  as  I  wished 
for  the  same  reason.  We  kliould  have  such  a  place  with  as  little  delay  as 
possible.  I  ttiu  looking  out  for  a  piece  of  ground,  and  I  would  ask  our 
friends  and  iMtronsto  send  us  donations  to  the  amount  of  a  t/tousand 
mpees  for  cructing  the  building. 

Uesidcs  the  regidar  attendance  on  the  Sabbath  services  I  have  hod  a 
Bible  class  of  from  twenty  to  thirty  Christian  women  in  my  house  directly 
after  morning  meeting.  They  reiicat  the  verses  in  the  Bible  they  have  com- 
mitted to  memory  during  the  week ;  tell  me  what  they  remember  of  the 
morning  sermon,  and  recite  a  part  of  the  little  catechism  they  ore  laam- 
liig.  In  the  afternoon  I  have  heard  the  Bible  IcNSons  of  the  larger  girls 
ill  school.  I  have  had  no  regular  ])roaching  service  during  the  week  for 
the  want  of  a  ctmiicl,  but  have  frequently  met  small  companies  in  heathen 
temples,  chawiulis,  and  by  the  way  side,  and  pointed  them  to  Jesus.  I 
have  ako  frequently  preached  the  woi*d  in  the  villages  near  the  city.  Five 
weeks  we  were  in  tents,  visiting  the  out-stations  of  Wodagaw,  Shendi  and 
JeAr ;  and  a  dozen  villages  in  the  Loni  district.  In  all  these  places  the 
truth  is  widely  known,  esiiecially  among  the  Mahars.  Many  of  those  affirm 
(hat  they  have  given  up  idolatr}*. 

yaiifi€  hdpsrs.  These  have  doae  good  service.  Of  some  of  them  I  can 
speak  in  the  highest  praise.  By  their  life  and  by  their  teaching  they  have 
won  the  coufideuce  and  respect  of  the  people.  We  feel  sorry  to  give  up 
such  to  go  into  other  fields,  and  could  not  consent  to  do  no  only  on  the 
ground  of  the  greater  demand  for  them  elsewhere.  In  the  early  part  of  the 
year  two  lads  from  the  school  at  the  out-station  of  Jeur  were  received  into 
the  church  on  profession  of  their  faith.  A  year  or  two  before,  their  father 
ill  his  dying  hour  colled  the  catechist  to  bis  side  and  solemnly  entrusted  . 
these  lads  to  him  to  train  up  in  the  Chrbiiiiu  faith.  One  of  these  l.<i  u 
|K)or  lame  boy  and  is  dependent  on  charity  for  his  support 

Chure/iei.  The  church  in  Loni  is  small,  only  ten  members  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year,  and  niiiu  at  the  closCi  one  man  having  died.

But  few  nianifest  any  disponition  to 
hntJkB  tlieir  iilob  and  Meek  by  repentance  to  avert  further  ohaatisementH. 
Such  qiathy  can  hanlly  fail  to  awaken  in  the  minds  of  believers  the  ap- 
])ieliension  that  Htill  heavier  judgments  await  this  nation.  Meanwhile  oiur 
dttijr  seems  dear,  to  jwookiim  faitlifully  the  danger  of  hardening  tlie  heart 
iBuust  the  truth*  and  tlio  rooilinoas  of  a  merciful  Ood  to  pardon  the  re- 
tiiroiiig  penitent    "  A  ronuiaut  shall  be  saved.*' 

The  little  church  at  Kolgaw  has  received  two  new  membom  in  the  poMt 
ynur.  Ono  of  them,  RAghu,  I  baiiiizod  and  received  to  the  church  in  Be- 
morninre  than  ten  years  ago.  Tie  was  then  a  young  man  and  Heoniod  firm. 
Bui  he  luid  not  counted  the  cost,  and  when  x>orsecution  arose  lyccauHaof 
the  word  he  was  offendotl.  He  never  came  to  the  Communion  table ;  anil 
after  some  months  of  prolmtion  his  name  was  oroMod  fW>m  the  church 
imtil  For  some  years  after  thin  he  kept  away  from  us.  But  a  short. 
lime  licforo  our  ruturu  to  Atnorion,  he  ap^ain  began  to  attend  church  and

•UtloDad  ai  BabunlL  But  his  fsmil/  liviug  at  Nuggur»  where  his  childbn 
are  in  school,  and  ho  being  awaj  on  tours  much  of  the  time,  only  about 
one  week  in  a  month  has  been  spent  at  hb  own  Tillage.  But  his  conduct 
is  exomplaiy,  and  his  way  of  giving  instruction  acceptable  to  the  people, 
who  often  speak  of  him  as  a  true  Christian.  And  though  ho  much  away 
from  bis  village  he  seems  to  hare  exerted  a  good  influence  there. 

I  would  also  thankfully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of  Mr.  VishouiMiiit 
of  Ahmednuggur,  who  has  been  hero  several  times  to  aid  me  in  my  preach- 
ing  duties,  and  two  students  of  the  catechietfl^  school  who  helped  me  on 
my  tours  in  November  and  December. 

With  the  earnest  wlvh  that  some  of  the  Kunabis  might  become  interest- 
Oil  and  embraco  the  tnith,  I  soliciled  donations  for  the  supix>rt  of  one  or 
two  in  school,  asikiug  those  who  gave  the  funds  to  give  also  their  prayers. 
Several  goutlomon  and  ladies  contributed  to  this  object  aud  in  all  I  ro- 
oeivod  sixty  rupees.  By  this  means  one  young  man  has  been  studying  at 
Ahnioclimggur,  and  I  have  al^  employed  a  Braliman  as  teacher  at  Wddo* 
gawhaii  suvoral  uiontlis.  Tlio  people  would  not  accept  a  CbriMtian  teacher, 
ami  no  other  could  bo  employed  with  the  funds  of  the  Miwiion.  For  all 
thcko  favors  I  return  my  sincere  thanks. 

Ttrsoml  Mors.  I  wiiih  to  say  on  this  subject  only  what  is  right.  But 
I  am  conscious  of  so  much  imperfection,  that  at  times  I  feel  unworthy  of 
the  ofliee  of  ptistor  of  a  church.  £H|)ecially  at  the  annual  meeting  in  Ah- 
mediniggiur  1  waa  opprcsdcd  with  a  sense  of  my  n\i\%  and  the  great  re9- 
imnsibtlity  of  the  pivitoral  oifico.  This  feeling  was  increased  by  the  receipt 
uf  sevenil  donations  through  Mr.  BisscU  from  friends  in  America,  for  the 
payment  of  my  debts.  One  of  these  was  given  by  a  Sabbath  School. 
Another  was  a  box  of  American  coins  given  by  a  little  girl  to  the  inistiion- 
ary  cause  just  befotx)  she  died,  and  which  her  mother  sent  to  me.  Another 
iUftn  was  a  sum  contributed  by  the  ladies  of  a  Somiiiary  for  the  education 
of  my  eldest  daughter.  I  pray  God  to  bless  aud  reward  all  these  friends 
in  that  far  of!*lun<l  for  their  kindness  to  me  and  my  family.  But  though  I 
sometimes  have  felt  that  I  must  give  up  this  work,  the  promises  uf  (jml 
came  to  my  mind,  and  I  found  ixmce.  lie  has  said,  "  They  shall  come 
with  weeping,  and  with  supplications  will  I  load  them.  I  will  cause  them 
to  walk  by  the  rivers  of  waters  in  a  stniight  way  wherein  they  Nlmll  not 
stumble.  For  1  am  a  father  to  I«irael.''  These  promises  strengthened  me 
so  that  I  again  resumed  the  work  of  my  church  aud  district.

I  to  iH-'rfunn  the  work  timt  biu  devolved  \\]to\\  nio  in  a  manner  nt  all 
tjitfiictory  to  niynclf.  I  could  do  scarcely  moro  tlian  sujierintend  and 
v;ct  the  labors  of  our  native  hclpen,  and  care  to  nome  extent,  forlhi 
urchcs,  hojiing  thus  to  continue  the  evwigeli^ing  ogenciea  which  arj 
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The  Iftii  fAx  freekii  of  the  year  were  qient  in  a  njnitemAUe  TiaiUtion  of 
churchee.  Pitohiug  our  tents  In  the  central  villege  we  endeavored  to 
rraoh  an  many  of  the'  Cliriatiana  as  poaaible.  MoetingM  for  in«yer  were 
beld ;  tlie  Lord's  Sup^ier  was  adminiittered  on  aiiccessive  Sablx^hs,  to  each 
of  the  six  diurches  which  were  visited.  It  is  iiroiwsed  to  visit  the  remain* 
iug  churches  in  the  MAmo  way  soon  after  the  *'  week  of  prayer."  I  have 
found  cause  both  for  joy  and  for  grief  in  the  condition  of  the  various 
churches.  While  many  of  the  Christians  are  leading  consistent  lives,  and 
ars  prompt  in  the  dischaige  of  duty,  many  others  are  careless  in  regard  to 
their  duties  and  their  privileges.  Tlie  great  distance  at  which  many  of 
them  reside  from  the  church  prevents  their  rogvlor  enjoyment  of  Sabbath 
services.  The  members  of  the  Satral  church  in  iiarticular,  are  very  widely 
scattered.  Two  of  them  arc  living  30  miles  away  and  several  others  from 
12  to  18  miles.  The  members  of  the  ten  churches  occupy  at  the  present 
time  54  different  villages,  eight  of  which  are  beyond  the  territorial  limits 
of  my  field.  In  these  circumstances  we  can  only  commend  them  to  Him 
who  never  leaves  nor  forsakes  Uis  chosen  ones. 

SckooU — ^Ten  achools  have  been  sustained  in  these  districts  during  the 
greater  port  of  the  year.  The  attendance,  however,  has  been  small. 
Neither  luirents  nor  children  have  manifested  that  interest  which  is  dcsi- 
rable.  The  increasiogly  higli  prices  of  provisions  have  been  a  great  obsta* 
cle  to  the  success  of  our  common  schools.  Parents  who  are  not  really 
pour  tMnk  tliat  they  are,  and  so  all  find  sufficient  reason  for  keeping  their 
children  at  home  whenever  there  is  an  opportunity  for  them  to  earn  a 
few  pice. 

Diuring  the  months  of  November  and  December  most  of  the  teachers 
left  their  schools  for  the  sake  of  receiving  instruction  from  Mr.  Haig,  the 
Training  Master  of  the  C.  V.  £.  Society  at  Ahmednuggur.  The  course  of 
instruction  was  thorough  and  admirably  adapted  to  fit  them  for  greater 
usefulness ;  and  they  have  returned  to  their  work  with  increased  interest 
and  enthusiasm. 

A  school  was  established  in  the  vilUige  of  Rahuri  nearly  a  year  ago,  for 
boys  of  the  higher  castes.  It  was  founded  and  has  been  generously  sup- 
ported  by  donations  from  an  English  gentleman,  G.  A.  Jacob  Esq.  The 
number  of  pupils  at  present  is  upwards  of  fifty.  The  teacher  is  not  a 
Christian ;  yet  Scripture  lessons  are  regularly  given,  and  the  text  liooks 
used  are  all  of  a  religious  character.  The  missionary  has  free  access  to 
the  school  at  all  times  for  the  purpose  of  giving  religious  instruction,  and 
the  pupils  are  required  to  attend  public  worship  once  on  the  Sabbath.  It 
is  hoped  that  the  seed  thus  sown  in  these  youthful  minds  may  bring  forth 
much  fruit  in  yearn  to  come.  - 
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A'o/iM  ^m'tinnb.— Theaa  hiive  been  employed  m  heretofore,  in  prwuh. 
iig  tlio  gmpel  from  villngo  to  villnge.  Tlio  tmdierM  niao  have  \ittn  mi- 
ilnyeil  to  iwmo  eitoiit  in  the  ume  wny.  CvrtAin  villages  bre  osiigiieil  to 
:[icti  one,  and  he  ix  ox[>ecta(l  to  vitiit  tliem  nn  often  as  iwHible,  p[«ikuhiiig 
lud  teaching  tlie  wmil  to  nil  who  wilt  lintoii  to  him.  Acconlitig  to  the 
noiithly  rejiorts  of  tlio  (iB»i»taiit»  they  have,  during  the  yctr,  I'renclifJ 
\,^2^  times,  to  ftiulitiiictn  omouutiiig  in  tho  •ggrosnte  to  7G,:U3  pcrsoiii,  nf 
thoni  14,040  were  wonioii.  The  overage  of  the  aiuliencca  is  a  little  less 
lisn  12  imrsoni.  In  the  Khoknr  district  the  nvenigo  is  nboiit  13,  which  i» 
I  slight  increase  iijwn  tho  avcttijje  of  tho  two  iiroccJing  yearn. 
Throngh  tho  kinihiCHS  of  F.  R.  Griffith  Ew].  C.  E,  an  cicellent  opI»^ 
unity  for  making  known  the  tnitli  hna  been  nfTunlcd  ot  tlio  I«ikh  Irrig*- 
loii  UorliH.  During  tho  latter  monthM  of  tho  vcar  from  l.SCK)  to  3,000 
lersona  have  been  emjiloycd  there.  Many  uf  tbcso  aro  from  iliutaut  phm 
rhere  they  have  seldom  heard  the  Qosiiel,  Every  fiicility  boa  been  nflunl- 
by  tho  Engineer  in  thm^go  and  by  bis  siiburdinntea,  for  preaching  to 
heae  people  on  tho  Sabbnth,  when  they  itro  at  leisure  from  their  work.  I 
anUc.ivoured  to  send  three  or  four,  men  each  Sabbath,  to  teach  them 
.■ny  of  life.  Tho  seed  here  aown  will  bo  widely  acattered  when  these 
eople  shflll  return  to  their  homea, 
Benffolenl  Conlribulioni.  Tho  "  KhukAr  Homo  Missionary  Sociotj,' 
irajwsed  of  Chri-tiaoH  of  the  four  churcliea  in  that  district,  haa  conlribu- 
■d  for  tho  support  of  a.  Homo  Miwionnry  Zl  rujicea ;  for  a  Christian 
irtlaii  10  rupees ;  for  the  relief  of  nufferors  by  famine  in  Oriasa  18}  mpeci; 
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iho  ¥n§  Chnroh  there.  Thiw  ai  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  34  mem- 
bers eoonected  with  the  church,  so  that  aa  fiur  aa  aooeiiaioDa  to  the  ohurch 
are  eouoemed  there  haa  been  a  retrogrado  movement.  But  prograaa  la  not 
to  be  measunNl  by  Uie  iucrcoeo  of  numbom  only.  Although  there  have. 
iKit  been  any  coecu  of  oouveraiou  yet  we  have  Ntrong  rcoaoua  to  think  that 
the  faliie  ayatema  of  religion  around  ua  are  gradually  undermined. 

Penonal  Labors.  My  own  work  haa  been  the  aome  aa  in  paat  yeara^ 
preaching  on  the  Sabbath  and  during  the  week.  I  have  alao  had  frequent 
opiMrtunities  to  viait  the  aurrounding  vilbigea,  and  almost  eveiy  where  I 
have  found  the  |)Ooplo  more  willing  and  iutercated  to  hear  tlie  Goapel,  than 
in  any  iwevioua  year.  An  the  i)002>le  are  very  fond  of  native  muaic,  I  pre- 
pared a  kirttnn^  with  the  amfiatance  of  the  teacher  and  two  other  Christiana 
here.  Rev.  Mr.  Dnice  haa  liecn  ao  kind  oa  to  present  ua  with  the  necea- 
aary  miiaical  inatrumenta.  We  hod  opportunity  to  proclaim  the  Qoapel  by 
nieana  of  the  lirtian  in  acveral  villagea,  to  audiencea  numbering  from  150 
to  3(XI  men  and  women,  who  liatcned  for  lioura,  with  attention,  from  begin- 
ning to  end  Many  jieople  who  could  not  liave  been  otherwise  reached 
come  and  liatenod  on  these  occasiona.  Had  it  not  been  for  wont  of  money 
to  defray  expenses,  we  would  have  visited  many  more  villages,  and  pre- 
fientud  the  truth  by  this  method.  Wc  want  at  leant  five  or  six  nipees  a 
month  to  kce])  up  the  lirtian. 

The  contributions  of  thia  church  toward  the  aalory  of  a  Home  Mission- 
aiy  and  other  1>onevolent  puqiosos,  amountod  to  more  than  35  nqiees, 
which  is  more  than  was  given  in  the  previous  year.  May  the  liortl  proa- 
|X)r  the  members  of  Uiis  church  and  give  them  a  willing  heart  to  devote 
their  all  to  His  work. 

Surroun(le<l  as  we  are  with  many  difficiUtiea  and  tem[)tations,  we  ask  our 
C1iri.Htian  brethren  to  join  us  in  praying  for  the  influences  of  the  Holy 
Spirit,  which  we  so  much  need.

REPORT  OF  S.  B.  FAIRBANK. 

[  ^TaJaU,  20  milca  N.  £.  of  Ahmednuggur.] 

The  dose  of  the  year  1866,  flnda  us  at  the  sanitarium  on  the  Puliiey 
Hilla,  freed  from  the  cares  and  labors  and  climatic  influences  that  had  ao 
worn  u[)on  my  health  as  to  re<iuire  taking  a  vacation.  A  kind  Providence 
guided  lu  to  this  valley  on  the  mountains,  7500  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  oocim,  where  rest  und  pure  cool  air  and  commuuion  with  nature  in  her 
grandest  and  most  l)eautiful  forma,  have  already  conquered  active  disease 
and,  it  ia  to  be  hn^icd,  will  impart  a  vigor  to  returmng  health  that  sholl 
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uJuw  during  t  long  time  of  Mliva  ifrvico  among  the  Tillages  of  Abioed, 
iiggur.  We  left  our  Wailnle  home  on  the  1 1th  of  September,  rohictaiitlj 
iving  over  chnrge  to  Br.  Wood,  Anil  to  liia  reivirt  i  iiiirt  refer  Uw 
Kuler  fur  the  xtntistica  of  the  at«tioQ  nii  J  the  chnruLcs,  nnil  fur  k  view  of 
lie  dtate  of  the  Chrintian  comrauuity  nt  tlic  cluae  of  tlio  year.  Thetnot 
Ihrintiaiis  are  Morcly  tried  hy  the  Honrcity,  not  to  nay  fuminc,  caiutcd  \i} 
lie  fsilure  of  this  yeor'a  croiJ«  nftor  novL-nil  ycnmof  Hoiiity  harvoita. 
Iny  tho  irnut  of  thii  world's  gooil,  lend  them  to  think  mora  of  "nil  inlier. 
tNiiGo  iticorruiitiblo  and  uinleliled  and  tk-it  fiidetU  oot  aw>iy,  rcaen-cd  fur 

em  in  heaven." 

//(■(leroev.— IVe  spent  the  cold  season,  In  the  begriiiiins  of  tlie  yenr  i» 
cuts — viaititig  the  outskirts  of  oiir  district.  We  coroiiletcd  the  circuit  af 
be  (tlitriut  which  we  had  begun  in  the  lost  moiitlis  oF  1BG5.  We  couU- 
lueit  otir  custom  of  sjieuding  a  week  or  more  at  each  cncanijimeut,  visitin; 
be  near  villages  in  the  nionjiiig  and  having  daily  Hervic«B  in  the  evctiio; 
t  the  udiool  hotise  er  chapel  in  tho  village  near  us.  We  vi.iitcd  all  the 
'liristiana  st  Iheir  homes,  nnd  had  oiiportunily  for  (irolongctl  intcrxio" 
vith  such  churcii  members  and  intiuircni  os  needed  specinl  instruction,  u 
'oil  as  excellent  oiijMirt unities  fur  preaching  to  tho  heathen.  Tlieroii 
:iora  fiimiliority  and  freedom  attained  after  a  few  days  stay  vjtli  thn 
.'hristjaiis  of  a  remote  village,  as  vmW  as  u  truer  uudersttiudin;  of  their 
oligious  condition  and  iieeda,  tluin  cnn  t>C  attained  by  visits  that  ire 
:tcd  at  the  furthest  to  a  few  hours,  and  often  to  the  hour  of  rcligioua 
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hy  beathen  idolfttrout  rites ;  or  I  sbould  say  of  allowing  their  ehildren  to 
bo  thus  marriofl.  Especially  were  we  cast  down  by  the  marriage  of  a  boj 
fnmi  one  of  our  scbooks  whose  father  had  been  one  of  the  pillars  of  the 
KcwasO  church. 

It  was  this  marriage  in  part|  though  other  tilings  had  weight  in  the 
dccinion,  tliat  led  me  to  decline  to  assiMt  in  carrying  ont  the  plan  that  had 
been  arranged  for  ordaining  Mr.  M.  R.  Salave,  as  pastor  of  the  Newasd 
chnrclL  Some  members  had  left  their  villages  for  a  time  in  order  to  get 
employment  Some  who  were  exijected  to  join  the  church  at  tbo  begin- 
ning of  the  yciir  had  turned  back.  And  when  this  stablest  cf  all  gave  way 
to  the  pressure  of  keathen  relatives,  and  allowed  his  baptized  son  to  lie  taken 
from  the  school  and  married  m  a  heathen,  I  thought  the  foundations  of 
the  church  were  not  well  enough  laid  to  sustain  a  iiastor. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Union  two  more  of  our  young 
mon  received  licensure.  Now  there  are  four  licentiates  in  the  N.  E.  Dis* 
irict.  I  ho[)e  that  the  way  msy  soon  be  opened  for  them  to  bo  ordained 
as  iNistors. 

Scitools,  ^Tho  schools  in  my  dintrict  have  shewed  more  vitality  this  year 
than  heretofore.  The  school  at  Wadale,  though  it  has  graduated  some  of 
tho  older  inipils,  was  replenished  and  still  retained  an  average  attendance 
of  more  than  thirty  till  we  loft  it.  That  at  Chande,  vivified  by  the  \itiy. 
tticnt  of  fees,  had  a  regular  attendance  of  eighteen,  the  scholars  never 
missing  a  day  except  when  kept  at  home  by  sickness.  The  new  school  at 
Khedli;  had  a  regular  attendance  of  eleven,  all  paying  fees.  Two  weh) 
high  caste  (Kunabi)  boys.  The  schools  at  Sonai  snd  Kamzgaw  also  ave- 
raged an  attendance  often  or  twelve.  For  a  time  there  was  an  attendance  of 
nine  atSuregaw,  but  afterwards  only  four  or  fire  came  regularly.  The  houses 
built  at  Hiware  and  Kho^puri  for  schools  and  religious  services,  were  at 
lent  completed  about  the  time  of  our  coming  away.  I  am  rejoiced  to  hear 
that  tho  school  at  Hiware  opened  with  twenty  fee-paying  scholars.  The 
failure  of  crops  must  aflcct  unfavorably  the  attendance  at  school  for  tho 
next  nine  months.  But  I  think  that  the  education  of  their  children  has 
a  stronger  hold  on  tho  minds  of  Chriiitian  pareuts  than  it  had,  and  that 
our  schools  are  growing  larger  and  better  and  will  continue  to  grow. 

The  h'adale  Poor  Fund  had  a  balance  on  hand  of  Rs.  3-12-0  and  collected 
during  the  nine  months  under  review  Rs.  .38-0-0;  and  ex^xinded  Rs.  38-12*0. 

The  WadaU  Jfome  MMon  Socicttf  linil  a  balance  in  January  1st  of 
Bs.  4-5-0  and  collected  Rs.  lG-G-0.  Of  this  Rs.  14-8-0  were  paid  for  three 
months'  service. 

Church  tStutentation.'^Tho  Chrihtians  also  contributed  Rs.  lO-ll-O  fur 
the  au[>iK>rt  of  Church  ordiuauccs  among  themselves.

Ou  oiir  removal  to  thii  statioD  vo  fouuil  few  lutiro  ocqiuuDtaDces  to 
)lcome  UB,  but  new  uKjuaintauces  otb  now  formed  and  a  friendly  intv* 
UToc  tnaintitined,  and  it  is  hoped  that  this  intorcourea  wit)  be  greatljr  ex- 
uded, and  tliat  the  pcoiile  will  noon  more  fully  appreciate  our  motivcB  in  , 
Luiiig  to  labor  ooiung  them. 

There  tiro  two  Chaiitla  iu  tho  city  where  Her\-icM  are  held  regularly  oa 
0  Siibbnlh.  In  tlio  largo  one  occupied  by  Uio  Missionary  there  are  t»o 
ivivvn  held  with  a  congregation  of  forty  or  fifty  [Ktrsous.  In  tlie  smaller 
njicl,  occupied  by  the  native  Asaiutant  uncc  on  tho  Sabbuth  there  i«  a 
iigicgation  of  twenty  or  thirty.  At  the  commcnceiiieut  of  these  serricM 
ico  that  number  often  come  in,  njiporeutly  out  of  curioaity  and  after 
)|)piiig  t«ii  or  fifteen  minutes  retire. 

There  ia  jiroauhing  iu  one  of  these  chaiwU  three  times  a  week. 
The  iTOoplo  manifest  little  interest  in  coming  to  hear  tho  GosjkI,  but 

who  [lo  come,  liateu  with  attention. 

tjie  SiibbJth  iiarticularly,  tho  coDgrcEationa  ore  quiet  and  n 
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Tbero  b  one  Mbstoii  adbool  hen.  The  children  of  Chrieibuie  and  abo 
low  oaeie  children  are  gathered  here.  The  ebhool  ie  amall,  oontainiog  on 
aa  afemgo  twenty  scholanu  The  condition  of  the  eohool  ehows  that  it  hai 
been  most  oflloieiitly  superintended.  The  eohool  hae  lately  boon  supplied 
with  a  Christian  teacher  from  the  Rahurl  District  and  wo  ho|)e  it  msy 
continue  to  give  satisfaction.  The  girls  of  this  school,  beside  the  usual 
studios,  are  taught  sewing.  It  is  jiroposed  to  open  another  similar  school 
In  this  city.  A  Christian  teacher  has  been  secured  for  this  purpose.  A 
school  of  a  higher  order,  and  for  the  benefit  of  tho  caste  people  is  still  a 
'  desideratum.  There  is  somo  prospect  that  such  a  school  may  be  established, 
and  thus  an  influence  exerted  where  all  other  means  seem  to  fail 

Tho  church  at  tho  beginning  of  the  year  consisted  of  cloven  memben. 
In  Janiuuy  two  were  received  on  2)rofosslon  of  their  faith.  One  has  re- 
ccivcd  a  letter  of  dismission  and  united  with  tho  first  church  at  Ahmed- 
miggur.  Tho  present  number  is  twelve.  There  aro  also  midor  the  care 
of  the  church  nine  bupti/ed  children. 

The  Catccliists  now  laboring  in  connection  with  another  station  have 
licrott>fore  niaile  their  home  at  Satara,  but  they  have  been  sent  out  io  the 
villages  with  their  fiuiiilies  to  make  their  home  umoug  tho  jicoplo  for  whom 
tlicy  hilNir.  Tho  church  therefore  is  much  suitterod  and  cannot  often 
come  together.  Hut  it  is  thought  that  this  evil  will  l)o  more  than  com|)en* 
sated  by  tho  iucroiised  uscfuluoss  of  these  native  Assistants  in  their  new 
situations. 

The  church  members  and  their  foiuilics  residing  in  tho  city,  together 
with  those  who  have  lately  come  to  labor  with  u^,  not  only  enjoy  tho  means 
of  grace  furnished  by  tlio  services  on  the  Sabbathi  but  tliey  have  two  week- 
ly  prayer  meetings,  one  by  themselves  and  one  with  tho  Missionary  and 
family.  There  is  also  a  weekly  prayer  meeting  among  the  females  con- 
nected with  the  church.

A  Sabbath  School  gathers  the  children  of  the  Christians  and  othor  chil- 
dren from  the  day  school. 

A  Sabbath  School  for  Eurasian  children,  formerly  imder  the  chaigo  of 
Mrs.  Monger,  is  continued,  and  gives  promise  of  lUKjfulness. 

Christians  and  others  are  taught  singing  twice  a  week,  with  the  object 
of  preparing  a  choir  for  sustaining  the  singing  on  the  Sabbath.    A  mob- 
deon  or  harmonium  would  bo  of  great  service  in  the  chapel.    It  might  alno* 
prove  sufficiently  attractive  to  draw  in  those  who  oro  not  charmed  by  the 
smuid  of  the  Gospel. 

There  is  a  sewing  society  lunoug  tho  Christian  females.    They  meet  once 
a  week  to  niitko  gurigents  for  the  i)oor. 
These  humble  means  iiersistcd  in,  with  tho  blessing  of  God,  we  hoiw  lattj

Cjiilre,  and  aocm  rojoiccil  to  hnvo  us  onioiig  thoni.  Tho  circle  of  oiif 
c(]uiiliitaiivo,  and  tlie  Influciico  «o  exert  over  them,  Is  doily  Incoming 
ulurgod. 

Preacliing  has  boin  regularly  maintained  on  the  Sabbath  for  ai«  montlin 
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The  glfh  lehool  at  Mahablethfrnr  haa  been  in  operation  throoghoat  tbo 
Toar,  with  an  averago  attendance  of  t  wenty. 

Mn,  Oravea,  who  oame  oot  to  this  oountiy  with  her  buaband  neariy  fifty 
yean  ago,  and  who  haii  reaided  at  ICabaUeahwar  for  more  than  thirty 
yeara,  died  on  the  23nl  of  March.  For  many  yearn  aho  boa  boeii  too  feeble 
for  much  active  miiMionary  kbor,  imt  she  ulwaya  bad  a  word  to  say  for 
her  Saviour  to  the  many  friendai  both  European  and  native,  who  called  to 
aee  her.  Sho  baa  now  gone  to  be  with  her  Saviour,  and  ban  entered  upon 
thereat  of  baaveni  to  which  alio  baa  been  looking  forward  with  joy  for 
many  years.

SHOLAPUll. 

BBPORT  OF  0.  HARDING. 

(860  miiea  8.  R  from  Bombay.) 

We  were  oUiged  to  be  abaent  from  Sholapur  during  the  hot  aeaaoui  and 
our  native  aasiatanta  have  been  interrupted  more  than  usual  in  their  work ; 
bat  we  have  aeen  many  tokens  of  God's  presence  and  approval,  and  we 
would  again  with  devout  gratitude  record  our  thanksgiving  to  Him  whom 
wo  ara  still  iiermitted  to  serve  in  the  Gospel. 

We  have  continued  our  work  aa  in  former  year8,^itinerating  a  part  of 
the  cold  seosoni  preaching  in  the  bazar  on  week  days  when  at  the  station, 
anperintending  the  school  and  teaching  a  port  of  each  day,  conducting  the 
rogular  services  of  the  Sabbath  and  the  weekly  lecturCi  and  the  ordimuy 
pastoral  duties  of  the  native  church. 

Tho  congregation  is  steadily  increasing,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that 
a  permanent  eflfect  is  being  produced  by  the  stated  meona  of  grace,  con* 
nacted  with  the  church. 

A  few  scholars  were  under  instruction  at  Kumbhari  in  the  early  part  of 
the  year,  but  tho  teacher  was  obliged  to  leave  in  July,  owing  to  severe 
affliction  in  his  family,  and  he  has  not  yet  returned. 

We  havo  long  wislted  for  a  better  school  at  ShoIa[)ur  ;  and  this  year  we 
have  commenced  one  which  is  likely  to  be  |)ormanent,  and  of  great  ser\'ice 
to  UN.  An  excellent  site  near  the  Mission  house  was  khidly  given  for  this 
pur^xMO,  by  Government.  I  am  under  great  obligations  also  to  fricmlH  at 
Sholapur  and  elsewhere,  for  their  generous  contributions,  as  well  2ut  for 
asMistance  in  obtaining  materials  for  the  school  builduigs.  Tho  aggregate 
attendance  since  July  has  been  25.  Three  Christian  young  mon  in  the 
achool  are  preparing  to  be  teachers;  one  of  these  is  soon  to  begin  his 
woric  at  a  near  village. 
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Wo  had  »xpect«d  to  recelre  wveml  p^nionii  to  tli«  chnrch  dnring  thU 
«r,  but  onlj'  one  mm  has  joined  tu  from  IlindiiiHm.  He  la  hy  nuite  % 
rahman.  He  first  heord  tbe  gospel  in  Ahnicdiiuggiir  nioro  than  twclvf 
lua  ago.  The  jireftcber  wab  Lakhlnim,  a  converted  ^DMn  of  tlie  Mahar 
tte,  who  used  in  thoito  dayn  tu  tiiku  hia  titaiitl  iiuoi-  tho  Dcbli  gate  am) 
>eak  to  tbe  piUKon  hy. 

'The  ti'utb  thus  cwiiall;  hoard  uiulo  a  dccii  iiupreMion  on  the  ffibd  of 
ibt  man,  an<l  he  nftcm-orda  went  often  to  the  hoiiso  of  the  prooohBr  fur 
■h-ate  couvorMLtton.  Heapparctitly  msdeuphii  mind  then  to  beoomo 
Chnatiml. 

Bnt  10011  aftor  thia  Lnkhinun  died  auddoiily,  and  an  the  ciuo  of  thii  ia> 
lircr  WON  not  kuowji  U>  many  othurs,  ho  vina  loot  liglit  of.  Not  long  after 
I  removed  to  Barotlu,  trhoro  ho  ciigogcd  iii  tho  Mtudy  of  mediuino  u 
octitcd  by  the  HitiUua.  Having  there  no  Christian  eociety  be  soon  lont 
t  good  impressions  and  conformeil  to  tho  idoktroiw  world  about  hiia. 
early  eight  years  after  tbix  he  caine  ImcIc,  and  went  to  live  in  a  village 
lar  Paiulharapur.  Here  ho  mipported  himself  and  family  es  a  nntiTo 
icter  and  as  a  village  achool  teoclicr.  lie  came  to  Sbolapur  to  prcscribt 
ra  sick  mau,  und  having  heard  that  thcro  wero  ChriHtinDs  in  the  ton-n, 
I  sought  thorn  out.  Soon  \iia  former  imprcsaionji  revived  with  great 
iwer  and  ho  dotorminod  to  become  a  Christian  at  once.  Ho  applied  hini- 
If  earuoatly  tu  the  study  of  Chriatian  truth,  and  after  a  suitable  time  of 
obation,  he  was  baptized  and  received  to  tlie  chtirch.

Song,"  and  contains '52  pp^  16mo.    It  consists  of  selections  from  the  compo- 

\sitions  of  Mr.  Krishna  R.  Sdlawd.    It  is  very  populai;  and  already  is  in 
extensive  use.    A  much  larger  work  of  a  similar  chsracter,  containing 
hymns  suited  for  all  the  occasions  of  song   in  connection  with  church 
\     oidinances  and  private  devotion,  ii  a  desideratum. 

A  part  of  the  Marathi  New  Teitament  with  Marginal. Refinneei^  in  the 
preparation  of  which  we  have  been  engaged  for  some  years,  was  published 
in  th^beginning  of  the  year.  Five  hundred  copies  of  the  Gospels  and 
Acts  were  bound  and  issued  for  present  use.  The  printing  of  the  rest 
is  in  progress,  but  of  necessity  it  progresses  very  slowly. 
'' We  stiir  publish  the  Dnydnadaya^  that  has  now  completed  its  26th 
volume.  Each  year  makes  a  volume  of  400  pp.  Royal  Octavo.  It  is  ably 
/  edited  by  Mr.  Sh&htl  D&jl  Kiikadd,  and  deserves  a  wider  circulation  than  it 
\attains.  No  effort  has  been  mtde  for  some  years  to  iucroaso  the  list  of 
subscribers.  We  would  commend  it  to  the  Christian  public  Those 
gentlemen  who  wish  to  furnish  their  employ^  with  a  first  rate  MarithI 
periodical,  that  gives  the  nevrs  as  well  as  articles  of  permanent  value,  or 
who  have  an  opportunity  for  introducing  it  into  Libraries  and  Reading 
Rooms,  or  for  promoting  its  circulation  in  any  way,  can  satisfy  them- 
s«»lves  of  itM  extvllence  by  examining  a  file  of  the  paper.

i.  a*  fUig  Ek|^  th«  TndDisg  MatUr  of  tho  C.  V.  E.  Sodet/i   Tho  nebool  , 
wai  Tsry  eRreftillj  oiMiiiiad  in  October,  near  the  dote  of  Use  achool-jenr^ 
fhe  Ckimmittee  h  do  not  healtate  to  say  that  the  examination  ahowed  aoch 
ihorougfaneaa  in  the  ^fstem  of  trainin/rand  ttioh  progrewin  their  atudiee  > 
^j  (he  Btudenta,  as  are  rarelj  met  with  in  this  countiy.'^    The  fall  report 
of  the  committee  WtU  be  found  in  the  appendix. 

/The  Oirii  School  has  been  carried  on  with  the  aame  efficiency  and  benefit  \ 
to  our  Christian  familiee  as  in  former  yeara  It  has  had  about  dxty 
pupils  the  last  year.>^  The  ladies  of  the  mission  resident  at  Ahmednoggur 
have  given  the  girls  dailjr  instruction  in  their  studies  as  well  as- in  sewing. 
Mrs  Hazen  and  Miss  Haasen,  espedally,  have  given  much  time  and  atten- 
tion to  the  careaud  instruction  of  the  school.  The -ladies  and  gentlemen 
present  at  the  public  examination  in  October,  and  particularly  the  Native 
gentlemen  presefit^— being  better  a\>le  to  appreciate  excellence  in  the 
use  of  their  own  language^ahowed  great  iuterest  and  gratification.  The 
girls  are  taught  to  sing  both  English  and  Uindd  melodies,  and  sing  with 
much  sweetness  and  taste.  In  connection  with  the  movement  in  the.. 
Native  Christian  community  for  ordaining  Native  Pastors  and  undertaking 
its  own  institutions  we  cannot  too  highly  estimate  the  instruction  of  these 
girla  ThejT  will  become  the  wives  of  the  pastors  and  teachers  and  the 
other  leaders  of  that  community.  Their  ability  to  lead  in  singing,  to  read 
and  explain  the  Scriptures,  and  to  impart  useful  knowledge,  will  enable 
them  to  give  interest  to  Sabbath^^hools  and  female  prayer  meetings,  and 
to  set  an  example  by  teaching  their  children,  and  to  give  a  higher'  tone  to 
homCy  as  well  as  to  social  life.  ^ 

^Weliave  other  iSro/ion  5eAoo(«,  and  the  same  consideration^  make  ns^ 
take  pailiculor  interest  in  the  girls  that  are  taught  in  them.  *  For  farther

The  Ballantine  Scholarship^  Fund  has  received  contributions  aufficient 
to  enable  its  committee  to  continue  the  support  of  a  boy  and  a  girl  in  the 
Ahmednuggur  high  schools,  according  to  its  rules.

BY  THli:  MISSIONARIES  AND  THE  PASTORS. 

BOMBAY. 

We  have  occasion  U>  speak  of  the  continued  loving  kindnesi  of  our 
Heavenly  Fkther.  Merciea  have  abounded  unto  ur  during  the  past  year. 
^atJA  hM»  waned— and  yet  strength  has  been  granted  by  which  we  have 
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baea  •Diiblcd  to  proaecttto  our  work  with  littlo  interruptioti.  Oar  Christ- 
iMi  fknitliM  havo  been  grtMy  bleated  with  health.  Oulj  one  famil/  ia 
an  exception*  That  death  haa  inraded,  and  taken  the  infant  of  a  few  daja» 
and  tlien  the  mother.  Saknbai  had  enjojred  groat  Chriatian  privilegoa. 
She  waa  for  aeveral  yeara  in  the  faroilj  of  onr  tif-ter  Farrar.  Subeoquentlj, 
ahe  waa  in  eoroe  connedioo  witli  the  Miaaion  families  at  Nnattik,  whore  she 
wa4  baptized.  Her  probation  ia  now  ended.  The  bereaved  husband, 
Diidobd,  has  our  sympathj. 

We  praise  Ood  for  his  forbearance  towards  this  great  city.  Wickedue«s 
abounds,  and  yet  judgment  is  withheld.  Pestilence  has  not  betni  snfierod, 
during  the  pist  year,  to  execute  its  work  of  death  in  the  habitations  of 
tliis people.  But  who  regard  aright  this  longsufforing  of  OikI f  We  gain 
thereby  longer  opportunity  to  Iteseech  them  to  bo  reconciled  to  God— to 
Liy  hold  of  eternal  life. 

/  Tlie  American  Mission  Church  is  still  without  a  pastor.  The  members 
of  the  church  greatly  need  the  pastoral  watch  and  instructions  of  the  man 
whose  experiences  fit  him  to  appreciate  the  real  wanta  and  trials,  which  are 
incident  to  their  circumstances  as  converts  from  the  idoUtries  and  abomi* 
nations  of  this  pagan  land.  Their  condition  and  reUtions  arosnchtliat 
\tho  micFsionRty  cannot  properly  supply  their  needs.v  Anv\e  from  the  pas- 
toral care  of  the  church,  the  man  who  is  pro])erIy  qualified  for  the  work  of 
the  Oospel,  in  Boinliay,  would  find  here  op[K>rtuutty  for  great  usefulness. 
Mr.  D.  J.  H.  due  of  the  deacons  of  the  church,  and  our  able  catechiHt,  has 
done  what  he  could  to  supply  the  place  of  a  pastor.  He  hnn  niado  monthly 
visits  to  the  families  and  prayed  with  them,  and  has  cared  for  the  f^ick  and 

"v.  the  poor.^'  The  church  has  been  much  profited  by  the  mcmbersliip  of  Mr. 
•^.  D  Iv.  the  editor  of  the  Dnyanodaya,  who  \\im  been  ix*ceived  with  his 
wife,  by  letter  from  Ahmednuggur.  He  and  Mr.  D.  J.  ]).  together  with 
Mr.  N.  P  the  second  deacoi^',  have  done  good  service  in  the  monthly  con- 

/  cert  of ^jrayorr  the  weekly  prayer  meetings,  and  the  meotingTi  for  the  study 
of  the  Bible.  There  has  been  gratifying  interest  on  the  pari  of  the  mem- 
liers  of  the  church  in  these  means  of  christian  improvement.  Some,  how- 
ever, are  greatly  rcuiiHa   . ' 

Tliero  are  28  communicants  on  the  records  of  the  church— only  22  of 
these  are  living  in  Bombay.  There  aro  17  baptized  children.  There  have 
hticn  no  admiiwions  on  pnifession  of  faith  during  the  year  Four  persons 
have  been  admitted  to  fcllowsliip  by  letter,  and  by  covenanting  with  this 
church.  Tlioc(ntril>u(i«)mi  of  the  mem Wr^  have  amounted  to  Ila.  24-12, 
And  added  to  this  sum  in  the  oxpenso  of  their  mcetinp  it  la  believed  that 
they  will  come  into  the  measure  of  giving  one-tenth  i  their  incumo,  when 
they  are  properly  disciplined  under  the  iuvlructiuns  uf  a  poator. 
^    Proacliing  on  the  steps  of  the  ohM|)cl  on  Sabbath  oveuiDgihas  been

imblish  the  glad  tidings  of  redemption,  at  our  chapel,  in  Byoulla,  on  three 
evenings  of  the  week.    l*he'   congregations    asitombling   at  both  these 
places  vat*/  conNideniblj  in  nuuiliors,  but  not  much  in  diameter.    The/ 
are  made  up  of  perMns  of  the  lalmring  chuisra.  )  There  is  much  variety  in 
eostninee  indicating  di(rei^ence8--«£..jiationalitics,  of  castes  and  of  condi- 
tion. fThcy  come  into  the  cru«rd  with  the  implements  of  their  crafts  in 
their  hands,  and  with  the  bundles  of  vegetables  and  merchandize  which 
they  are  deixirting  from  the  market    They  come  to  hear  some  new  thlng»  - 
and  to  hear  tlic  old  story  re))eatcd.    Some  come  to  say  ecmie' ^mart  thing 
and  g«!t  up  a  laugly    Somo,eeiMe  to  entangle  the  speaker  in  his  worda— to 
Incite  his  anger,  and  display  their  cunnin^y    Some  eome  because  there  is  a 
crow<l|^  Some  eome  to  hear.    Tliey  present  a   spectacle  which  is  fitte<l  , 
greatly  to  move  the  heart  of  the  man  who  believee  that  sin  incurs  the 
pcmdty  of  eterual  death,  and  that  Jesus  Chrint  has  [juid  that  penalty 
with  his  own  blcKxl  for  all  who  make  him  their  Saviour— of  the   man  who 
tremblingly  believes  the  testimony  of  the  i)ible  and  roads— **  And  tliei>e 
shall  go  away  Into  overlii6ting  punishment :  but  the  righteous  into  life 
eternal."    Mr.  ]).  J.  B.  ia  specially  devoted  to  this  buHiucM  of   setting 
forth  Christ  as  the  way,  the  truth  and  the  life.    His  constancy  and  eamest- 
uesH  in  this  work  are   praiseworthy.    He  endures  hardness.    He  seldom 
fails  to  go  morning  and  evening  into  the  streets  to  speak  to  all  who  will 
hear,  and  t«)  tell  them  of  the  Lamb  of  GUxi  who  taketh  away  the  sin  of  the 
world.    On  the  Sabbath  he  speaks  to  the  servants  in  several  households. 
Hemakes  a  monthly  report  of  his  work,  and  makes  returns  of  estimated 
numbers  of  ^lersons  who  have  come  into  his  assemblies  in  the  morning  and 
evening  of  each  day.  The  sum  of  the  numbers  for  eleven  months  of  the 
post  year  is  23,449. 

•  Mrs  M.  has  continued  her  Libors  in  the  departments  ro|K>rtcd  in  160(1^' 
save  that  she  has  diiicontinue<l  licr  visits  to  the  abodes  of  fallen  women. 
The  decease  of  the  precious  woman  who  was  her  companion  in  that  labor, 
and  who  was  admimbly  fitted  for  it  by  her  geutloness  and  glowing  love 
for  the  Saviour,  and  by  her  kmm ledge  of  the  Europeau  languages  spoken 
in  those  abodes  has  caused  her  to  relinquinh  willi  much  som)W,  the  labor 
by  which  alone  those  v/rotched  women  had  an  op|>ortuuity  to  hear  of  that 
loving  Jeaus,  who  said  to  one  who  had  followed  their  wicked  occupation, 
"  thy  sins  are  forgiven  tlieo."  Who  now  care  for  thcw  wom^n,  who  pray  for 
them  7  ^h*8.  11  still  ])ursuc«  other  labors  of  love  in  which  that  same 
friend  was  engaged  with  her— those  of  ^visiting  the  hospitals,  the  alms-' y 
houjum,  atiH  the  }K*mioj\vn  homes,  and  ei  ministering  to  the  sick  in  their  \ 
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•wnhoaiiaf.  OUisr  frimidM  withloTbg  hearts  take  pait  with  her  ia 
these  TiiltatioiiPi  Her  Sabbath*  School  is  it  sphere  of  inteteitiog  labor. 
The  children  and  their  frieiads  are  always  glad  to  see  her  in  their  homes, 
and  they  afford  opportnnitiee  for  faithfal  instnictton  and  earnest  entreatj. 
Predone  seed  is  sowny  The  fruits  will  ripen  for  etemitj. 

It  is  a  privilege  to  live  for  the  Saviour  in  Bombay— in  India.  It  is  a 
privilege  to  have  port  in  the  work  which  ie  destined  to  bring  India  under 
the  dominion  of  Christ — the  Prince  of  the  Kings  of  the  earth.  The  little  we 
do  is  very  little  indeed  by  itselfr-bnt  who  will  say  it  is  little  as  a  part  of 
that  work  which  is  to  issue  in  these  triumphs  of  redemption  7 — The  Kiog- 
doms  of  this  world  are  become  the  Kingdoms  of  our  Lord  and  of  his 
Christ,  and  he  shall  reign  for  ever  and  ever.

REPORT  OF  A.  HAZEN. 

InFebruaiyl  went  to  t-he  Mshableshwar  Hills  with  my  family.  We 
ivtumed  in  June,  much  invigorated  by  the  change  of  air. 

From  the  time  of  our  return  till  the  close  of  the  school  year,  Mrs.  Hssea 
Md  our  daughter  hod  the  principal  care  of  the  girls'  school 
^Preaching  nrvkes  in  the  chapels,  and  at  the  mAliwAdft  gate  have  been 
kept  up  regularly. 

For  a  few  weeks  we  had  a  lecture  in  English,  on  Saturday  eveniogs,  for 
the  benefit  of  thone  natives  who  understand  the  language.  This  was  at 
the  chapel  of  the  Second  Church.  Some  of  the  audiences  were  large  and 
very  attentive.  Owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  duties,  and  to  necosnary 
alisence  from  the  utatioii,  it  was  not  possible  to  continue  the  service  regu- 
larly. As  a  consequence  the  attendance  became  very  small.  We  hope 
to  go  on  with  the  lecture,  as  opportunity  and  strength  may  be  granted. 
A  wide  range  of  subjects  is  before  us,  which  may  be  profitably  presented 
and  diMCussed,  in  such  a  meeting. 

During  the  time  when  I  have  beitn  at  the  station,  I  have  attended  the 

I    daily  devotional  exercises  of  the  Normal  School  and  also  a  weekly  evening 

,    meeting  for  the  students.    The  spiritual  state  of  the  school  has  been  good. 

Harked  interest  in  the  truth  has  been  manifested  by  those  who  are  not 

members  of  the  church.    Three  of  the  students  were  received  to    the 

communion  in  May.

(^Aa  ibis  giTing  a  tenth  is  a  new  thing  in  oar  ohnrcbea,  the  **  Union**  felt 
that  the/  had  not  eofficient  ground  to  warrant  their  attempting  the  mana- 
gement of  auch  a  lund  at  present,  Thej  coul4'not  judge  how  large  a  fund 
would  be  nto<led.  It  was  uncertain  how  far  the  churches  would  come  into 
thoplanof  iMjring  the- tenth;  andalnohow  much  would  be  given  in  any 
event.  Tlicy  feared  leet  the  undertaking  should  prove  too  much  for  them, 
•lid  then  ibnt  somo  important  interetfta  migh^  snfTor  in  consequence. 
The/  requested  the  mission  to  arrange  for  the  present  year  rthat  is,  that 
the  mission  should  assume  the  aup^iort  of  the  pastors,  and  that  the 
uhurchea  should  pay  their  tenths  to  the  minsiou.  This  decision  is  not 
Mil  entirely  satisfsctory  one  ;  for  the  churches  should  take  more  responsi- 
bility than  this,  and  bo  brought  into  a  closer  relation  with  their  pastom 
tlian  this  implies  ;  but  yet  it  seemed  best  on  the  whole  to  accede  to  the 
arrangement.  The  matter  will  come  up  for  consideration  at'  the  next 
.  annual  meeting,  and  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  giving  of  the  tenth 
\  will  prodtice  such  a  sum  that  the  Union  cap  easily  undertake  to  raise  any 
•'  deficit  by  some  well  considered  plan  for  arfund.'* 

The  lost  weeks  of  the  year,  from  November  15th  to  December  25th,  I 
K|ient  in  attendance  u|K>n  these  ordinations,  and  the  meetings  held  in  con- 
nection with  them,  and  in  the  necessary  joiumeyiug  from  place  to  place.  It 
waa  my  privilege  to  be  present  at  the  ordiiiation  of  five  of  these  pastors. 
Two  of  these  hod  pursued  their  studies  partly  under  my  direction.  I  also 
attended  one  evening  at  another  place,  where  I  waa  not  able  to  stay  for 
the  services  of  ordination. 

The  Ahmedmiggur  First  Church  has  given  a  cell  to  a  brother  iu  the 
church  to  become  its  pastor  ;  but  he  hsa  not  as  yet  felt  it  his  duty  to 
accept  the  call. 

The  year  has  not  witnessed  a  laige  accession  to  the  members  of  the 
church,  but  I  think  there  has  been  a  decided  growth  in  spirituality. 

Eight  i)ersons,  four  males  and  four  females  have  been  received  on  profes- 
sion of  their  faith.  Throe  of  them  wero  from  the  heathen,  though  con- 
nected with  Christian  families,  and  five  hod  been  baptized  in  infancy. 
Two  men  were  received  by  letter  from  another  church.  Two  men  who 
had  been  excommunicated,  one  from  this  church  aod  one  from  anuiher, 
were  received  aguiu,  on  giving  very  satisfactory  evidence  of  penitence. 
Threo,  two  men  and  a  woman  have  been  dismissed  by  letter  to  other 
churches,  and  two,  a  man  and  a  woman,  have  died.  Both  these  were  great 
auffcrers,  but  died  resting  upon  Jesus,  and  at  peace.  The  increase  iu  our 
number  is  thus  seven,  and  the  whole  number  on  our  record  is  143.  Of 
t!ies6,  however,  30  are  absent.  Somo  are  employed  at  places  where  there 
are  no  churches.  Others,  who  aro  living  near  other  churches,  have  yet 
tii^lccted  to  remove  their  relation  from  this  church.  We  have  reason  to 
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hiiikthM  th»  gTNit  ranjoritj  of  th«m  kn  faithful  to  thrir  towi  of  mwKni- 
lon  b)  ths  Muter,  nliile  of  BO  ni«  we  doubt  irhotber  thejr  faareoveu  tha  "naiDf 
bftt  llie;  lire,"  in  the  plocea  nhero  they  rcsiile.

REPORT  OE  THE  SECOND  CHURCH. 

At  the  beginuliig  of  the  year  there  were  39  niembere  of  this  ebarch. 

irooftheBereceivedlcttersDf(li'4iuissioriaT)d  juiopd  th<i  Bombay  Cburdu 
rie  died,  and  oiiD  wiia  eicnmmuiiicalad.    None  wero  leci-ivcJ.     So  then 

ire  35  raciubcrs  nt  tlie  close  of  tlie  year.     Of  tlie  23  children,  two  went 

Bonibay,  but  two  others  wero  laptixcd,  so  thntthi:ra  were  33  Ht  tlie  end 
r  the  ybar.  And  the  wholi)  uuuibor  coiiuecled  with  the  church  at  tlu 
id  of  the  year  wiia  SS. 

My  work  this  yeiir  was  somewhat  different  from  that  of  last  yenr.  In 
Miliary  1  wont  with  dear  Mr.  Hazcu  to  preach  at  the  |Hlgriuiage  of  Kpt- 
Aud  f,r  ll«ch  and  April  I  went  wiih  my  f.Liaily  to  WndaU  to  ac 
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HooM  of  our  church  membcra  hare  begun  to  give  the  tenth  of  their  in* 
•omes,  and  I  bo|ie  that  all  will  aooa  give  it  Tbia  curr<>ut  began  fhmi  tlie 
annual  inoetiiiga,  and  it  ia  flowing  through  all  our  cliurchea,  ao  that  there 
i«  great  hope  thnt  the  bleM«»iiig  promised  in  the  Sori|)turv8  will  bo  roooivcd. 
May  thia  river  **  he  parted  ou J  become  into  four  heatl^,**  and  water  all  tLo 
gonlcn  of  the  second  Adam«    Such  ia  my  prayer. 

Rev.  Mr.  Ilozen  and  Kev.  Mr.  BiaocU  have  given  lecturea  in  Engliah 
ou  Saturday  evenings  for  the  benefit  of  the  educatecl  part  of  the  coronmni- 
ty.  These  were  begun  beforo  the  anniversariea,  an«l  have  been  delivered 
in  our  place  of  worship.  They  ute  nttracttve  mid  profitable.  It  ia  tito 
work  of  tlie  Spirit  to  bring  the  desired  results  to  |>crfoction.  So  my 
request  is  that  supplication  Ih*  made  to  Him  in  this  regard. 

I  have  often  written  al)out  the  hymns  in  new  metres  that  the  deacon 
of  our  churcli,  Mr.  Krishna  Sungsld,  has  composed.  But  now  the  missicu 
hns printed  a  nice  book  called  ^^(Jayanamritt^  that  consists  of  selections 
from  his  poems.  The  Native  Christians  are  greatly  pleased  with  it,  and 
I  am  sure  it  will  be  very  useful. 

Now,  for  similar  rea»oos,  a  volume  of  MaWlthf  sermons  would  be  a 
great  acquisition.  J  would  incite  the  Mission  and  the  churches  to  give 
their  careful  attention  to  this  request.

THE  SOUTHERN  DISTRICT. 

^  1  liave  often  thotight  1  would  rather  do  my  work  than  write  a  report  of 
it  Not  that  the  work  of  the  missionary  is  especially  easy,  but  the  results 
ore  of  a  kind  better  understood  and  appreciated  in  another  world  than  in 
thia,  (Luke  15.  10).  We  can  state  the  number  of  miles  travelled  ou 
tours,  the  number  of  villiiges  visited,  and  how  many  thousands   of  people 

V have  been  addressed.  But  these  are  a  small  part  of  the  data  needed  to 
compute  the  amount  of  good  accomplished.  Indeed,  tliere  are  no  data 
jnrithin  the  reuch  of  the  tiiisMionary  that  will  enable  him  to  compute  it^ 
Tliis  can  only  be  known  hereafter.  Tet  we  believe  that  the  frequent  and 
eameai  protest  against  idolatry  will  redound  to  the  glor}*  of  the  one 
living  God;  and  that  the  gospel  faithfully  preached  will  Wcome  the 
source  of  salvation  to  many  who  ahull  lie  led  to  believe.  It  ib  well, 
therefore,  fur  the  information  of  the  churches  which  send  us  here,  and 
which  chcrif^h  a  deep  and  abiding  interest  in  the  work,  that  wo  give  some 
account  of  our  hdiors  annually.  And  if  we  simply  report  that  these 
divinely  a)>pointed  instrumentalities  have  been  continued  another  year 
thoao  accustomed  to  estimate  valuea  by  the  Bible  standard  will  not  think 
that  little  is  accomplished. 
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Tbo  lUr  Dr.  MoLeod  and  Bar  Dr.  Wataon,  tha  Deputation  of  tht 
OenoralAtaembljoftboOhiiroh  uf  Sentland,  metut  bj  appointment  at 
KolgAw  during  tbe  week  of  tlie  ordination,  and  their  preeenoe  added  much 
to  the  Interest  of  the  oocaaion.  Four  of  our  native  Pastors,  and  other 
delegates  from  tbe  churches,  were  present,  forming  a  goodljr  com  pan j  of 
Native  Christians.  The  members  of  the  Deputation  expressed  them- 
aelvos  as  much  gmtifled  at  meeting  with  these  Native  brethren,  assembled 
in  an  ecclesiastical  capacity,  and  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  churches 
with  only  an  occasional  suggestion  from  the  missionaries.  They  a«ldro8sed 
them  with  wonls  of  oncoumgement  and  hearty  sympathy,  assured  them 
of  the  deep  interest  felt  by  Christians  at  home  in  the  progress  of  Christian- 
ity in  India,  and  promtsing  a  remembrance  in  their  prayers  bade  thorn 
Qod-spocd  in  their  good  work.  They  also  urged  the  Hindoos  present  to 
throw  off  the  shackles  of  a  debasing  idolatry,  and  embrace  the  purer 
aystem  of  truth  in  the  lliblo. 

Wtf  s|)eiit  the  week  of  prayer  in  the  first  month  of  the  year  at  this 
village,  and  now  in  tlie  last  month  we  are  permitted  to  take  part  in  these 
solemn  services,  and  see  this  little  church  supplied  with  a  pastor  able  to 
instruct  them  from  the  word  of  Ood,  and  conduct  religiouH  worship  on  the 
Sabbath  and  other  occasions  to  edification.  Mny  the  good  Shepherd 
watch  over  both  the  pastor  and  his  flock,  and  gather  them  at 
last  with  his  own,  where  "  there  shall  be  one  fold,  one  Shepherd."

SEROOR. 

TheSeroar  Church.  At  the  beginning  of  the  last  year  there  were 
thirty- three  persons  in  the  Seroor  church,  and  one  has  been  added  on 
profession.  But  this  number  has  been  diminished  by  two,  who  were 
dismissed  for  michriutian  conduct,  and  three  others  have  removed  to 
other  churches.  Only  etglit  of  the  meml>crs  reside  at  Seroor — the  rest 
reside  partly  at  Ahmeduuggur,  and  partly  in  the  villages  around  this 
place. 

Of  baptized  children  there  were  forty-two  names  on  our  list,  and  four 
have  been  aiUcd  in  the  pOMl  year.  Two  huvo  died,  and  if  we  deduct 
those  whoso  parents  a|K)statised  years  ago,  and  ihoso  whoiie  parents  have 
united  with  the  churches  of  other  missions,  it  will  leave  only  about  twenty- 
six. 

Of  the  two  schools  which  were  formerly  under  my  care,  only  one  is 
now  kept  up  by  the  MisMion,  though  the  otlier  is  still  continued  by  a 
friend  at  Alij^dw,  and  I  often  visit  it  stilL  Both  these  schools  have  been 
diminishedof  late  by  several  of  the  children  having  been  withdrawn  by 
their  parents.

Tho  Station  School  at  Wad&ld  has  been  woll  sit^tainod  in  uuntbers  and 
In  interest*  The  average  attendonco  has  been  niueteen.  The  teacher,  Mr. 
Haril^l  Ql^yakawad,  was  licensed  to  preach  a  year  ago.  Ho  has  boon 
faithful  and  efficient  in  the  duties  of  the  scliool ;  and  the  scholars  have 
made  good  progress  in  their  studies. 

ChnrehtL  It  has  not  lH)enmj  privilege  to  receive  any  porsous  into  the 
church  in  this  disitrict ;  and.  I  have  been  pained  to  learu  tlmt  two  or  three 
monilien  of  tlie  church  have  broken  their  covenant  vows,  and  turueJ  o^ide 
to  the  vanities  of  imgnriism.  Br.  Fairbank  has  now  retumeil  to  liia 
itibors  in  tliin  di.strict,  and  two  of  tlio  churches  htivo  liad  piistors  sottlod 
over  them.  Wo  \\u^  the  wandering  and  erring  ones  will  1>o  bnnight  bock, 
that  new  life  will  bo  iin[iartod  to  all  true  bolievers,  and  that  sinners  will 
1)0  converted. 

Ahnednuggur,  Some  years  ago  the  Misaion  built  a  Chawadi  in  tho 
Malmrwada,  outside  of  the  MaletdrmU  gate,  which  was  uaed  as  a  preach- 
ing place,  and  alao  for  a  school  How  long  the  school  continued  I  ilo  not 
know  ;  but  for  a  long  time  there  hud  been  none  there.  IMie  Chawadi  hod 
fallen  down,  and  preaching  was  only  occasional.  One  man  among  them,  how- 
ever, ha<l  become  iutereated  in  the  truth,  and  two  yeam  ago  was  received  to 
the  church.  He  had  been  educated  in  our  school,  and  had  had  some  ezperi- 
ODce  as  a  teacher.  We  repaired  the  Chawadi,  and  o|)ened  a  school  for  the 
children  there  in  January,  with  this  convert  for  a  teacher.  Twenty  boya 
have  been  in  attendance.  We  have  also  had  a  preaching  service  in  this 
Chawadi  Sabbath  mornings,  which  has  been  attended  not  onl^  Ity  the 
chihlren,  but  by  the  parents,  and  by  travellers  who  stop  there  for  the 
night.  Fifty  or  more  i)erM«>ns  are  often  present  at  these  meetings. 

Our  day  school  in  the  city  is  attended  chiefly  by  lx>ys  from  the  Weaver 
Caste.  The  teacher  does  Ins  best  to  bring  forward  these  boys  in  their 
studies,  and  he  is  very  faithful  in  giving  them  a  knowledge  of  the  Bible. 
A  few  christian  children  are  in  this  school. 

The  number  of  scliolars  in  the  Wadagaw  school  has  been  less  than  in 
former  years  This  is  owing  to  the  change  of  teachers.  The  former 
teacher  hotl  greatly  won  t lie  confidence  and  esteem  of  tho  whole  village, 
and  by  his  personal  infincnco  he  gathered  in  scholars  and  kept  them.  It 
is  not  easy  for  another  man  to  fill  his  place,  but  wo  hope  by  persevpriug 
effort  tho  present  teacher  will  succeed. 

CatecAints,  Wo  have  hod  but  three  in  our  employ  this  year,  and  one  of 
these  has  been  dismissed  for  want  of  interubt  in  his  work. 

Tho  Oirls*  Scfiool  was  placed  in  our  charge  in  January  last.  The 
aumber  of  pupils  has  been  sixty,  the  same  as  la/st   year.    The  primary 
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immii  hM  bad  a  Mptnto  taadier,  wbloh  is  a  giMl  ad^        to  the 

aabhool.    Thia  department  haa  been  in  lira.  BiaaelTa  care.  Mra. 

an  baa  oontinued  her  labora  in  tbe  school  aa  in  prarioas  jean,  aioept- 

during  her  absence  for  the  hot  aeaaon  at  Mahibaleahwar.    Tbedapcii- 

jt  of  the   girls  haa  been  uniformlj  good.    A  few  bsTO  manifeated 

isiderable  interest  in  religious  things,  and  one  haa  been  receired  to  the 

arch.    One  who  was  supported  by  the  Ballantine  scholarship  Fund  haa 

len  married,  and  another  haa  been  appointed  to  receive  the  bountj. 

Our  Bible  classes  hsTs  been  kept  up  as  usual,  and  our  weeblj  pn^jvr 
oeeting  with  the  native  brethren  haa  been  well  attended. 

Anoldmanin  ouryardiuthoearljpartofthejeorexpreas^hia  wish 
to  become  a  christian.  Ho  waa  too  feeble  to  come  out  to  meetings,  or  to 
converse  much  with  those  who  visited  him.  His  disosse,  which  waa 
asthma,  increased  in  violence,  and  ho  fult  that  he  had  not  long  to  livo.  It 
waa  hia  wish  to  make  a  public  professiou  of  his  faith  in  Christ  A  few 
christians  met  at  his  house,  and  examined  him  aa  to  his  fitncsn  to  bo 
received  to  the  church.  He  was  accepted,  and  on  the  following  Sabbath, 
Januarv  Gth,  was  lisptized  and  ruccived  tbe  Lord*s  Supper.  His  three  chil- 
dren were  baptized  at  the  some  time.  It  gave  him  much  joj  to  he  numbered 
among  the  people  of  Qod,  and  to  dedicate  his  children  to  Him  in  the 
ordinance  of  baptism.  He  did  not  live  long  after  this.  He  died  in  peace 
on  the  16th  of  Algnl,  and  wo  hope  ho  is  with  the  Saviour. 

SenSnd  iro/wT  One  woman  has  been  employed  all  the  year,  and  anothCf^ 
a  part  of  the  year.    They  have  viiiitod  a  good  many  familios,  and  read  to 
them  portions  of  the  Scriptures,  especially  the  naratives  and  parables  of  ■ 
the  New  Testament.    They  often  road  from  tracts,  and  olwaya  talk  about 
what  they  read.    They  sin^too,  some  of  the  sweet  little  hymns  wo  have 
recently  published,  which  ore  very  pleading  to  all  who  hear  them.  The  nar- 
rative of  their  labors,  as  given  in  their  monthly  reiK>rts,has  been  very  inte-  . 
resting.    I  look  upon  this  as  a  most  important  department  of  our  wor£o 
These  reports  have  been  translated  by  Mrs.  Fairbank,  and  sent  to  the  hotMr 
committee  of  the  Zonana  work  in  England. 

Bombay.  My  priuci^nd  missionary  work  in  Bombay  has  boon  street 
preaching.  Since  the  rains  I  hsvo  been  in  the  habit  of  going  out  in  tbe 
morning  with  our  catochiiit.  We  have  half  a  dozen  or  more  places  which 
wo  visit  in  succession.  The  catcchist  collects  the  audience  by  reading  i 
little  while  from  a  tract  I  then  addrcsH  them.  The  catcchist  foliotni, 
and  I  often  S|>cak  a  second  timo.  Our  audioiicos  vary  from  one  to  two 
hundred.  Fow  of  the  higher  and  educated  cIomscm  are  present.  Sonietiues 
objections  are  raised,  but  generally  we  aro  listened  to  with  attention.

'  VtmUmL  W«  rttnrDtd  in  October  from  th*  Pulnej  Hilk  in  Tigo- 
looM  hmMkt  and  hope  it  will  proTO  alastio,  and  anduro  the  dimato  of  tho 
Dakhan.  Ottr  ozperienoo  leada  ns  to  adrooate  the  uae  of  tbo  Polney 
Sanitarium  bj  thooo  whoio  health  fails  on  the  plains  of  the  Dakhan. 
There  are  doubtless  diseases  that  require  the  patient  to  leave  India.  But 
a  six  montlis*  retidenee  at  Kodai  KOnal  will  cure  more  of  "  the  ills  that 
flesh  is  heir  to*  than  those  who  have  not  tried  its  soft  yet  cold  and  invigo- 
rating climate  may  be  road/  to  admit.  Mah&baloshwar  has  boon  the  best 
sanitarium  that  was  accessible  to  us,  but  it  is  uninhabitable  for  four 
iDonthsof  the jrear,  from  June  to  September,  on  account  of  the  excessive  fall 
of  rain.  And  Ndlii^r  is  not  quite  a  mile  above  the  sea-level,  not  high  enough 
to  ensure  such  coolness  in  April  and  Ma/  as  will  allow  an  invalid  to  ram- 
ble all  daj  and  grow  strong.  Often,  too,  the  benefits  derived  from  a  staj 
there  are  dissipated  and  lost  during  the  joumoy  home  over  the  arid 
plains,  after  rain  has  begun  to  fall  at  M.  and  before  it  has  burst  on  the 
plaina  Kodai  Kanal  is  two  thousand  feet  higher  than  Ndhdr,  and  during 
the  ten  months  we  were  there,  there  was  not  a  day  when  the  heat  was  a 
hindrance  to  one*s  walking  all  day. 

The  Pulneys,  too,  may  claim  superiority  to  the  Nilogiris.  There  are  sea- 
sons when  no  rain  falls  at  Ooty  for  several  successive  months.  During 
our  stay  at  Kodai  Kanal,  the  rain  fell  every  month  ;  in  no  month  less 
than  three,  nor  more  than  eight,  inches.  Some  would  dislike  the  clouds 
and  mists  that  envelop  the  Sanitarium  usually  in  the  afternoon  and  often 
'  all  dsy  during  the  months  of  Oct  — Dec,  but  the  same  style  prevails  at 
Ooty  during  those  months,  and  also  from  May  to  August 

When  the  railroad  from  Bombay  to  Madras  shall  have  been  completed 
,  ^4ind  it  is  promised  in  two  years — we  shall  bo  able  to  reach  the  Pulneys 
/  in  three  or  four  days,  and  at  a  moderate  expense. 

Prtparatian  of  Booh,  While  at  K.  I  prepared  the  Marftthl  Geography 
that  was  published  this  year  by  the  Mission,  and  also  the  copy  for  a  Tune 
book  that  has  been  sent  to  America  for  printing.  It  is  a  revision  of  the 
one  wo  printed  in  1855,  a  number  of  new  tunes  being  added,  and  some  of 
the  old  ODCs  omitted.  I  also  spent  much  time  in  verifying  and  writing 
off  the  lists  of  marginal  references  for  our  Mariitbl  Reference  New  Tests- 
ment,  and  hod  the  pleasure  of  comxjleting  this  work  before  we  started  on 
our  return  journey. 

TKatiktgivinj,  We  return  thankful  for  having  been  allowed  to  visit 
the  Pulneys,  thankful  for' renewed  health,  thankful  for  the  opporinnity 
of  meeting  so  many  of  the  Missionaries  of  Southern  India,  and  of 
observing    their    modes    of    operation,    of    sharing     their     generous 
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lioapitditj,  sod  launing  to  regnitl  tbemu  peraonol  tHoixU.  V* 
vturnoil  jmit  la  time  to  ntiftro  (a  tbe  iiDniveranrj  and  other  Oct.  meet. 
ogs  at  Ahmednug^r.  Atteoding  thcK  mcetiagi,  and  taJdng  inrt 
n  the  ordination)  that  fallowed,  wu  a  fltUag  prelude  to  preporg 
la  for  onteriug  again  ou  our  woric  among  theM  Tillagoa— a  worii  tbat 
omotinies  encourage*,  but  ofte nor  tries  ourfaith.^t  vas  good  to  ILeten  la's 
ho  able  advocacy  b/  our  nativo  brethren  of  the  toiitb  aa  the  minimuta  i»- 
[uirod  by  God  from  His  people  foreiwcial  religious  usoh,  while  the  who!< 
hould  be  devoted  to  Him  anil  used  as  in  His  service.  It  troa  good  to  be 
hereonSaturJay,  "the  fi^at  day  of  the  Toast,"  when  tho  interest  awB^cn- 
ulted  in  a  iletermiimtion  on  the  iNirt  of  many  and  perhaps  moit  of 
hose  present  to  act  up  to  their  duty  on  tliie  poiut,  and  when  more  thaa 
irty  pledged  themselves  horoaflor  to  give  the  "  toatli,"  It  vas  good 
aatteudtho  RcssionB  of  the  ^I'X'jni,  and  nee  the  pastors  and  delegates  of 
10  churches  "trying  on  the  hArnesa,"  aottling  important  quBationa pro- 
Med  by  the  churches,  and  arranging  for  the  ordination  of  seven  men 
antora.  And  wo  heartily  thanlc  Him  "  who  worketh  all  things  aflor  Uu 
luusel  of  His  o^a  will"  for  what  we  have  seen  and  heord  and  felt  dunng  / 
le  ordinations  and  the  meeting:)  held  in  connection  with  tliem.  / 

Ordiitation  o/A'<ilivt  Paitori.  There  were  five  churches  of  whiob  I  had 
lO  pastoral  oare  besides  tbe  duties  more  appropriate  to  a  missionary. 
bese  last  were  often  neglected,  and  I  could  overtake  only  the  moat  im- 
Tetive  of  a  pastor's  duties.  And  notwithstanding  my  eSbrta  to  enter  la- 
thoae  duties  with  true  sympathy  and  appreciation  laust,  lis  a  foretgn- 
,  have  often  ftiilcd  to  do  it.     With  every  effort  I  could  only  effect  what 
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tht  PnhMji.  On  itt  prwnUtkn  ib«  Ch&iide  Church  awoke  to  the  daogov 
of  losing  Mr.  8.  and  made  a  determined  effort  to  retain  blnii  whioh  waa 
■uooeasAiL  The  Shingawd  ehuroh  then  roted  to  call  Mr.  HaribA  Gftjak- 
awadf  one  of  her  own  sona,  hut  was  induced  to  give  up  the  plan  by  a^ 
guments  founded  on  Mat.  13 :  57.  This  is  a  Tigoroua  church,  numbering  24 
oommunicanta  and  10  baptized  children^  and  offoFs  an  inviting  field  for 
the  pastor,  who  ahall  enter  into  it 

The  Chdndi  Church  ia  larger  than  either  of  the  others  under  mj  care,  and 
larger  than  either  of  the  others  over  whom  pastors  have  latelj  been  placed, 
but  it  can  still  appropriate  the  words  of  Jo8u#  when  he  said  **  Fear  not, 
little  flock.''  It  was  organized  on  the  2ud  of  lifarch  1850,  with  eight 
meml)ors,  six  more  being  received  the  same  day.  In  all  one  hundred  and 
and  thirteen  have  boon  received  to  its  membership.  But  it  has  sent  out 
four  colonies,  and  has  had  to  excommunicato  some  members,  and  lose  others 
bj  death  or  removal.  There  are  now  forty-five  members,  of  whom  twenty 
are  women.  Some  of  theso  being  suspended  from  church  privileges, 
or  living  at  a  distance,  were  not  counted  in  making  arrangements  for  the 
ordination.  The  list  of  the  men  in  good  standing,  who  reside  in  the  six 
Tillages  that  unite  to  form  this  church,  comprises  only  twenty.  These 
eagerly  united  in  asking  the  Union  to  ordain  Mr.  Lakshmau  M.  8&lave 
as  their  pastor,  and  ogreed  to  give  a  tenth  of  their  income  for  his  support 
His  salary  is  to  bo  Re.  14  a  month,  the  same  ho  received  as  a  catechist  of 
the  mission.  The  poverty  of  the  church  appeared,  when  in  making  up  an 
estimate  of  the  promised  tenths  it  was  found  that  the  aggregate  would 
furnish  not  quite  half  of  his  salary. 

^  I  wss  delighted  to  seo  a  small  list  of  subscriptions  towanl  his  salary  by 
IlindAs  who  aro  not  professing  Christians.  This  indicates  the  beginning  of 
a  Congngatmu  I  wio  the  word  somewhat  as  it  is  nscil  in  Southern  India, 
to  describe  the  company  of  nominal  Christians  who  adhere  to  a  church, 
attending  on  and  helping  to  support  its  ordiuancos.  It  is  an  institution 
that  I  hope  may  yet  flourish  in  this  region.  We  may  re^onably  expect 
that  those  who  help  to  sustain  the  pastorate  will  in  the  end  hear  the  call 
of  the  Chief  Shepherd,  and  follow  him  into  eternal  lifoy/ 

The  school-house  at  Ch&ndi  that  is  used  for  a  chapel  seats  only  about 
fifty  when  the  floor  is  covered.  So  it  was  far  too  small  for  the  audiences 
that  attended  the  examination  of  the  pastor  elect  and  his  ordination. 
And  the  meetings  through  the  week  were  held  under  the  top  of  a  tent 
tluit  was  pitched  in  the  centre  of  the  village,  many  of  the  audience 
sitting  in  the  shade  of  the  trees  around.  At  some  meetings  there  were 
more  than  two  hundred  present ;  and  on  Sabbath  afternoon  sixty 
communicants  portook  of  the  sacramental  emblems^/  Among  them  were

Though  moat  of  thoae  who  Hto  by  f&rming  put  off  paying  till  their  grain 
haa  been  threahed,  twenty-one  rupeea  were  collected  for  December. 

^  TouT§.  We  have  been  in  tonta  most  of  the  timeaince  the  close  of  the 
/  October  meetinga  ;  but  our  uaual  itineracy  hoa  given  place  to  tbo  ordina- 
tiona.  The  improesiona  made  on  audieorcea  that  came  together  through 
an  ordination  week  were  far  deeper  than  thoae  made  by  acoatumal  preach- 
\i08u/It  ianoteaay  to  collect  aeroral  apeakera  and  some  independent 
aingera,  and  to  hold  meetinga  that  will  enaure  the  attendance  of  the  same 
audience  for  aeveral  auccesaivo  days.  But  there  ia  a  ''moral  force  of  num- 
bers,** and  a  power  in  auccesaive  atrokea  in  India  as  well  aa  elsewhere.  We 
have  endeavoured  to  acatter  our  forcea  to  the  greatest  practicable  oxtent, 
and  ao  reach  as  many  villages  and  individuab  as  possible.  The  experience 
of  these  meetings  indicatea  that  wo  should  sometimes  mass  our  forces. 

With  regard  to  the  achools  and  other  matters  that  I  have  usually  re- 
portedf  I  must  refer  to  Brother  Wood's  report,  aa  ho  was  in  charge  for  most 
of  the  year.

RAHURL 

r    Although  tho  past  year  haa  not  bo^n  one  of  great  in-gathering  in  the 
churches,  yet  it  haa  been  a  year  of  peculiar  blessings.    The  fears  that 
wera  entertained  a  year  ago  of  famine  and  starvation  among  the  people 
have  been  removed,  the  harvesta  are  plenteous,  and  the  people  are  rejoic- 
I  ing  in  an  abundance  of  food.    But  it  is  the  spiritual  bltssings   that  have 
I   been  received  that  will  cause  the  past  year  to  be  remembered  as  the 
V  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  these  churches^  After  several 
years  of  spiritual  decline,  in  which  the  churches  have  been  depleted  by 
many  aad  ca«es  of  defection  and  excommunication,  we  feel  that  they  aro 
yet  stronger,  and  that  they  possess  more  vital  piety  amoug  their  members 
than  it  has  been  our  privilege  before  to  see/Alany  seem  to  have  made  a 
^more  intelltgout  consecration  of  themselves  and  their  possesaions  to  the 
eerviceoftheLortl,  and  to  feel  more  than  ever  before  their  responsibility 
AS  members  of  tho  church  of  Christ.y  We  hope  that  the  movement  which 
^  h-as  commenced  within  the  churches  will  increase  in  power  until  its  in- 
fluence shall  bo  felt  by  the  multitude  without 
OrdinatioM  of  Native  Pasion.     As  an  evidence  of  the  movement  above 
/mentioned,  many  of  the  churchea  have  been  led  to  call  and  settle  native 
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mate  ntmber  of  the  ehuroh,  who  was  preaenty  promlaiog  to  givo  a 
toDth  of  hla  iaooaie  for  tho  aapport  of  hia  pastor.  The  other  ehurohes 
did  the  aamey  with  the  exception  of  a  aingle  iDdividual  in  one  of  them, 
ihua  adopting  the  Jewish  system  of  '*  ft'Mei^  as  their  standard  of  giving 
for  life. 

The  Committee  of  the  Union  also  insisted  that  the  churches  should  be* 
come  responsible  to  their  pastors  for  the  whole  amount  of  their  salaries. 
Thej  were  made  to  feel  that  tho  pastor  was  their  own,  and  that  he  was  to 
be  paid  bj  their  funds,  and  not  that  he  was  a  Mission  servant  placed 
over  them.  Hence  although  for  the  present,  owing  to  tlie  small 
numbers  in  tho  churches,  the  greater  |)art  of  the  pastors*  sala- 
ries will  oome  from  the  Mistfion  treasury,  yet  it  is  given  as  a  grout  to  the 
ohurches,  rather  than  in  tho  form  of  salaries  to  the  (Mtstors.  It  is  hoped 
that  thia  arrangement  will  form  a  strong  bond  of  union  between  the  pastor 
and  his  people,  and  that  it  will  tend  todevelopd  the  full  strength  of  the 
\^chupch.^ 

SuuMa  ofth€  Chwrehti.  Of  the  ten  churches  in  the  three  districts 
under  my  chaige,  one  boa  been  uuder  the  care  of  a  native  pastor,  and  an- 
other under  tho  care  of  an  actiug  pastor  during  tho  entire  year.  The  re- 
maining eight  churches  have  been  under  my  care  until  the  recent  settle- 
ment of  pastors  relieved  mo  of  the  care  of  four  of  thorn.  The  aggregate 
membership  of  these  ciglit  chun^hos  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  was  119. 
During  the  year  two  have  been  received  on  profossiou  of  faith,  and  svvon- 
ieen  by  letter  from  other  churches.  Kino  have  rucoivod  letters  of  dismis- 
sion and  recommendation  to  other  churches,  seven  have  boen  excommu- 
nicated, and  two  have  died,  leaving  the  whole  number  at  the  end  of  the 
year  120  ;  vis.  Kahuri,  18 ;  Shingave,  10 ;  Kendal,  19 ;  Qahu,  19 ; 
Satralf  10 ;  Pauchegaw,  16  ;  Wadgaw,  4  ;  Padhegaw  9. 

The  wholo  number  of  baptized  children  in  those  churches  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  year  was  91.  Ton  have  been  baptized  during  the  year,  and 
aeventeeu  received  from  other  churches.  Eight  have  removed  with  their 
parents  to  other  churches,  and  one  has  died,  leaving  an  aggregate  at  the 
«nd  of  the  year  of  109.  The  statistics  of  the  churches  at  Khokarand 
Wamburi  will  be  reiK)rtod  by  the  paator  and  acting  pastor  of  those 
churches. 

SchooU,  There  have  been  eight  schools  under  my  charge  during  the 
greater  part  of  the  year.  As  in  former  years,  however,  they  have  generally 
been  small  in  numbers,  and  the  parents  of  tho  scholars  have  taken  less 
Interest  in  them  than  we  could  desire.  Yet  we  regard  them  as  an  inter- 
esting feature  in  our  work,  and  we  are  gratified  to  see  from  year  to  year 
an  iucroosiug  interest  in  the  subject  of  education,  especially  among  the 
higher  classes  of  the  peo[>le.

Tltey  had  enjoyed 
Abbott  and  her  daughters  prevloua  to  t1 
pvapromiea  ttiat  thosu  iiiNtructiona  had 
year  thena  qItU  began  to  snk  to  In  receive 
tbeni  for  aeveral  montlis  that  wo  n 
andwitiwaa  ttio  evidences  of  "  -'  - 
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peiMCtttion  thoy  ivmatned  firm,  and  when  thaj  renewod  their  request  to 
be  reoeired  to  the  ohurch  >vo  could  no  longer  refuse  our  consent, 
lest,  in  excessive  caution,  we  might  prevent  Jesus'  lam()s  from  coming 
within  the  fold.  They  wore  examined  bj  the  church,  ami  it  was  voted  to 
receive  them.  The  following  Sabbath  was  appointed  Tor  their  baptism, 
and  in  prepamfton  for  that  solemn  occasion  Mrs.  H.  spent  much  time  with 
them,  daily,  in  prayer  and  the  study  of  the  Biblo.  On  the  morning  of  the 
Sabbath  wo  went  to  the  cha[)el,  joyfully  anticiiiatiiig  the  services  of  the 
day.  The  Ixiptismal  font  was  filled  and  placed  upon  the  altar,  but  Ni- 
r&l  and  Dbugfi  wero  not  thora  We  waited  for  thorn,  but  they  did  not  come. 
After  the  services  wo  scut  for  them,  and  then  lennicd  that  they  had  at  la^t 
yielded  to  the  entreaties  of  their  friends,  and  htu\  dctcmiiiied  to  wait  for  a 
more  **  convenient  season'*  before  confessing  Clirist.  Wo  felt  that  it  was 
A  turning  i)oiiit  with  them,  and  that  their  profti^ctH  for  etomity  dopendo<l 
u|ion  the  decisions  of  that  day  ;  but  no  words  of  ours  could  move  them 
from  their  determination  to  wait  Many  prayers  were  oflbrcd  by  the  church 
fur  their  recovery,  but  they  soon  left  the  school,  have  since  seldom  at« 
tended  church,  and  have  held  no  intercourse  with  the  Christians.  May 
this  example  of  the  deceitfulness  of  the  human  heart  lead  us  all  to  cxa* 
mine  carefully  the  evidences  of  our  own  acceptance  with  Christ,  lest  yxo 
also  bo  found  wanting  in  the  day  of  trial. 

The  **Jaeob  School**  at  Rahuri,  designed  for  high  caste  boys,  has  been  in 
successful  o|)emtion  through  the  entire  year.  The  number  of  pupiU  has, 
varied  from  40  to  55,  and  their  progrosn  in  their  studies,  including  the 
catechism  and  other  Christian  books,  has  been  very  satisfactory.  After  a 
personal  examination  of  tlio  school  in  October,  its  founder  and  i)atron 
Liout.  0.  A.  Jacob,  of  Poena,  determined  to  increase  its  facilities  for 
im|Kirtiug  inHtniction,  and  he  has  provided  an  assistant  teacher,  who  now 
renders  efficient  service.  Tliis  school  is  an  interesting  means  of  commu- 
nication with  the  i>eople,  and  forms  a  lx)nd  of  union  between  them  anj 
the  rcsitlent  miKsioiu\ry. 

.  Nntivd  .-t^^u/coyi/— There  have  l)ecn  21  catcchists  and  eight  tenchor« 
/  employed  uiiilor  my  diriTtion  during  the  yen^  in  the  three  districts  of 
i(ah||ri,  Khokur  and  Pimpl/lH.  Each  of  these  helpers  has  a  numl)er  of 
vilhigtm  assigned  to  him,  which  it  is  liin  duty  to  visit  as  often  as  possible 
for  the  pur|)osA  of  proaohing  the  Uospcl.  In  the  village  and  by  the 
wayside,  in  the  field  and  in  the  thretihing  floor,  wherever  they  can  find  a 
few  to  listen,  they  are  ready  to  make  known  the  ghid  tidings  of  sidvation. 

According  to  tlio  monthly  reports  of  the  assistantn,  thoy  have  preached 
during  the  year  7362  times  to  audiences  amounting  in  tlio  aggregate  to 
i)G373  [tersons,  of  whom  1G3G3  wero  women.  The  average  of  the  audiences

One  »ged  cnteohist,  n  vetemn  in  the  nervico  of  the  Lord,  baa  been  called 
hia  test  during  tlie  \n»t  year.  KhandoLA  Bliiugi\nliv6  of  r^dbegan  was 
TOorly  a  goaHvi  of  coiisidcralile  renown  throughout  this  region,  having  i 
iiiy  discipUs  whom  ha  iustniotcd  iu  the  Uoctriuoa  of  Kftbir.  In  the  year 
J2,  or  early  in  1843,  he  flrat  met  a  miaaionu-j,  and  he  woa  at  oiicd 
jirossoU  with  the  doctrine  of  the  ntoucmont  by  Jesus  Cbrial.  Ilo  saw 
9  noceasir  /  fi<r,  iiitd  the  roasoaiibleiiesB  of  this  doctrine,  and  ho  woa 
ivincej  lliut  there  was  no  salvation  in  ttie  Rystem  which  hohadbocti 
^tmtomod  to  teach,  Afti?r  a  few  month m  of  inatruction  from  tbo  mie- 
iiinry,  ho  was  baptized  and  received  to  the  clxirch  in  Ahmcdniiggur,  Maj 
iti,  1843,  Ho  was  Hoon  after  employed  aa  a  civtochiat,  and  continued  in  , 
dcrvico  of  Iho  miiMiion  until  hit  death.  For  many  months  previous  tu 
dciLtb  he  waa  very  feeble,  and  able  ouly  nccuionally  to  go  to  other 
Iftgoa  to  preach  the  Gospel,  I  aiw  much  of  him  one  year  ago  wiiila 
;Hdiiig  a  few  d.iys  intents  In  hlavillnge.  I!o  was  unable  nt  that  time 
IM'rform  his  cnsloniary  duties,  and  ho  told  mo  that  it  waa  his  wish  to 
itinue  in  the  Lord's  work  until  his  death,  hut  if  it  were  not  the  Lonrs 
it  he  would  bo  resigned.  His  ecd  vros  peace.  On  the  mornin;;  of  tlie 
f  of  his  death  his  friends  asked  liim  if  be  thought  bo  shouM  die  soon, 
J  ho  replied,  "  Whenever  the  Lord  bhall  call  me  I  am  ready  to  go." 
I  that  Sabbath  day  the  call  of  the  Master  came,  and  wo  trust  Ihttt  it  vras 
him  the  beginning  of  an  etornol  S-ibbath  of  glory.

Wtmbori  CSImiwA.— There  were  2S  oommiinicaiite  in  the  Choroh  at  the 
b^^ning  of  the  jeer ;  one  who  had  been  excommunicated  wae  rcetorad, 
and  one  haa  been  baptiied  and  received  on  profeeeion  of  fkith.  One  hut 
died,  and  five  have  been  diamieeed  by  letter  to  join  other  churchee,  and 
two  have  been  excommunicated.  There  were  thus  16  communicanta  a 
the  dose  of  the /ear.  There  were  16  children  at  the  beginning  of  the 
jear.  Three  have  been  baptizodi  and  five  have  gone  with  their  parents  tot 
other  churches.  Two  have  been  received  to  the  communion.  There  are 
thus  IS  at  the  close. 

It  is  matter  of  rejoicing  that  one  who  had  been  suspended  and  another 
who  hsd  been  excommunicated  have  been  restored  to  the  privileges  of  the 
church  ;  for  this  our  brother  was  lost  and  is  found,  and  he  who  was  dead 
is  alive  again.  So  it  is  a  joy  that  one  more  has  escaped  the  bonds  of 
Satan,  has  come  into  the  kingdom  of  Christ,  and  become  an  heir  of 
everlasting  life.  He  is  an  old  man  and  has  been  sick  for  some  months 
past  Two  of  his  sons  are  Christians.  He  has  heard  the  Gospel  for  some 
eight  or  ten  years,  but  until  this  year  has  paid  little  attention  to  it.  About 
eight  months  ago  one  of  his  Christian  sons  fell  sick.  I  often  went  to  read 
the  Bible  and  pray  with  him.  The  father  heard  what  was  said,  and  the 
truth  was  impressed  upon  his  mind.  Afterwards  he  himself  fell  sick,  and  I 
wont  to  read  and  pray  with  him.  After  some  time  he  expressed  his 
desire  to  be  received  to  the  church,  and  at  length  was  baptized  on  giving 
evidence  of  faith.  He  is  now  joyful  in  hope  of  everlasting  life,  and  is 
comforted  in  all  his  pain.  Tbeiwoman  who  died  was  at  work  on  the 
irrigation  works  at  Ldkh.  A  great  stone  fell  on  her,  and  she  was  instantly 
killed.  I  was  not  acquainted  with  her ;  in  fact  had  not  seen  her  from  the 
time  I  came  here,  so  that  I  have  no  knowledge  of  what  her  state  of  mind 
was. 

The  five  persons  who  have  been  dismissed  to  join  other  churches  are 
four  men,  and  the  wife  of  one  of  them.  Two  of  these  are  teachers,  one 
is  a  licensed  preacher  now  employed  at  Satara,  and  one  has  been  set 
apart  as  pastor  of  the  church  at  Qahd,  So,  although  they  are  no  longer 
numbered  with  us,  yet  it  is  a  cause  for  thankfulneiis  that  this  church  had 
80  many  persons  fitted  to  be  employed  in  such  important  labors,  and  that 
they  now  are  iu  places  where  they  can  do  so  much  more  for  the  Liord. 

It  is  painful  to  refer  to  tho  case  of  one  who  has  been  oxcommuuicat- 
ed.  He  was  a  deacon  of  the  church,  and  hod  been  employed  here  as  a 
Catechist,  and  yuan  lost  year  licensed  to  preach  by  the  ''  Union.''  But  it 
Laving  been  proved  that  he  had  been  guilty  of  unchristian  conduct  the 
church  excommunicated  him.  *  *  May  he  be  brought  to  repentance  and 
to  true  faith  in  Christ.

SATARA. 
Tho  Editor  of  a  native  paper  published  iu  Poona,  in  an  English  article^ 
ottdeavors  to  eidighton  his  readers  as  to  why  missionary  labors  havo  pro?* 
ed  a  failuTO  in  this  country. 

Taking  it  for  granted  that  their  work  is  a  failure,  ho  goes  on  to  saj 
**  What  is  the  hidden  cause  7  Wo  fear  not  in  any  capacity  of  the  Hin* 
does,  but  in  the  fault  of  the  missionaries.  They  try  to  do  something 
iro|KMsible,  and  very  necessarily  therefore  fail  signally  in  their  attempt 
They  first  moke  the  mind  of  the  Hindoos  averse  to  one  superstition,  aud 
then  try  to  make  them  receive  another."  And  after  giving  several  illnstro- 
tions,  he  clones  thus :  '*  We  wish  therefore  that  such  admirable  qualities 
OS  the  zeal|  energy  and  |)erseverance  of  the  missiouaries  were  diructcd  to 
n  better  puq>ose." 

During  the  year  others,  and  among  them  Europeans,  also  have  volun- 
teered their  advice  os  to  how  the  work  should  be  conducted  iu  order  to  be 
aucccBsfuL 

It  is  a  discouraging  circumstance  that,  after  so  many  years  of  missionary 
labor  in  India,  natives  and  others  should  show  such  ignorance  of  what  our 
work  is  and  what  an  its  real  obstacles. 

If  that  native  Editor  only  knew  the  numbers  of  Hindoos  who  really 
think  that  the  Christian  religion  is  the  true  religion,  he  would  doubtless  be 
quite  astonished.  If  the  groat  difficulty  was,  as  he  supposes,  to  convince 
the  Hindoos  of  the  truth  of  Christianity,  we  might  reasonably  hope  that 
the  great  mass  of  Hindoos  would  soon  become  Christians.  Or  if,  as  some 
seem  to  think,  the  great  work  to  be  accomplished  were  to  make  people 
willing  to  be  baptized,  missionaries  might  soon  fill  their  churches.

The  missionarj  presents  the  truth, 
ich  God  in  his  sovereignty  uses  in  tho  conversion  of  men.  When  tho 
ttiouaryi  in  love  for  the  souls  of  the  heathen,  prodaims  this  truth,  and 
es  not  on  himself,  nor  on  this  mode  and  that  mode  of  inttmction,  but 
cs  to  God  for  His  blessing,  a  blessing  will  come,  although  ho  who  rejectn 
message  of  love  will  not  receive  the  blessing.  It  will  como  upon  tho 
isionary,  and  it  will  come  upon  the  church  who  co-operate  with  him, 
[  who  unite  in  earnest  supplications  for  the  eonvorsion  of  tho  heathen, 
i  it  will  oome  n|K>n  every  Hindoo  who  reoeives  the  message,  who  is 
ling  to  bo  saved  from  his  sins,  who  is  willing  to  give  up  all  for  Christ, 
t^e  do  not  ignore  tho  obstacles  in  the  way  of  convincing  tho  Hindoos. 
)ir  minds  are  not  only  preoccupied  with  error,  but  such  is  their  prejudico 
ards  foreigners,  and  way  I  not  say  such  ore  otir  prejudices  towards 
m,  that  it  is  with  great  difficulty  we  can  get  near  to  them.  We  con 
tKHl  bring  thom  within  the  sound  of  our  voice,  but  they  must  bo 
light  within  the  symiMthy  of  our  hearts,  before  they  will  be  willing  to 
sonviuced  by  us  of  the  truth.  So  faros  convincing  men  of  the  truth 
Hiristianity  is  concerned,  may  not  this  have  been  the  great  obstacle, 
le  tho  ^ion-reception  of  the  truth  must  be  referred  to  the  depravity 
lie  human  heart. 

\\i  missionaries  do  not  look  upon  their  work  as  hopeless,  nor  do  they 
:  upon  the  conversions  taking  place  here  and  there  as  all  that  the 
licl  is  now  accomplishing.  In  the  cities  and  villages  where  tho  Go8i>cI 
lade  known  important  changes  are  perceptible  among  tlie  pcoplo 
orally,  which  encourage  the  hope  that  we  may  soon  see  greater  things, 
pie  entertain  a  much  greater  respect  for  the  missionary  than  formerly, 
y  listen  with  more  inspect  than  formerly  when  the  tnith  is  presented 
lative  Christians.  While  they  cling  outwardly  to  idolatry,  there  is  a 
ving  conviction  tluit  it  cannot  be  defended,  and  here  and  there  one  and 
'/ycj- a/tf /cif  to  cmhraco  Cbistianity.

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Btit  while  we  Are  onooorngedbjtlMinereatingreiuliiien  of  the  people 
to  liftten  to  the  trtithi  we  are  filled  with  eoooern  that  there  are  so  few  to 
engage  in  this  work,  missionaries  few  in  number,  and  this  number  for 
several  years  past  constantly  diminishing. 

In  the  early  part  of  this  year,  owing  to  failure  of  health.  Rev.  Mr.  Dean 
and  familf,  who  bad  recently  commenced  a  station  at  Bhuinj,  sixteen 
miles  from  Satara,  were  compelled  to  relinquish  that  promining  fieM  of 
labor  and  return  to  their  native  country.  The  impression  left  upon  the 
people  of  Bhuiig  and  the  surrounding  vilUiges  during  their  short  stay  there 
is  note-worthy.  People  from  these  villages  frequently  call  as  they  come 
to  Satara  to  inquire  if  we  have  any  tidings  from  them.  Several  persons 
scarcely  ever  speak  of  them  without  tears  coming  to  their  eyes.  **  They 
were  to  us  more  than  father  and  mother,*  **  we  shall  never  see  the  likej  of 
them  again."  **  when  will  they  return." ,  These  and  similar  expressiona 
we  are  constantly  hearing  as  we  visit  that  station.  I  trust  this  inviting 
station  will  not  long  be  left  unoccupied. 

Otber  changes  have  taken  place  during  the  year.  Three  native  assis- 
tants and  a  school  teacher  have  retired  from  this  field,  and  their  places 
have  been  supplied  by  a  native  assustont  from  the  Kuggur  station. 

Native  AuistanU. — There  are  at  present  connected  with  the  Satara 
station  three  native  assistants,  one  colporteur,  one  male  teacher,  and  two 
Christian  female  teachers.  One  assistant  occupies  the  village  of  Kowta, 
distant  from  Satara  twenty  miles  ;  one  at  Oodata,  distant  six  miles  ;  and 
one  labors  in  Satara  and  its  suburbs  ;  one  assistant  has  becD  at  Bhuinj  till 
near  the  close  of  the  year.  '; 

The  osnistantH  laboring  in  the  villages  bring  cheering  reiK)rt9,  but  no 
conversions  are  reported.  They  almost  daily  visit  the  near  villages,  aiid 
usually  find  some  ten,  fifteen  or  twenty,  persons  who  are^willmg  to  listen 
to  them. 

Tlie  average  number  addressed  by  oho  of  these  assistants  per  month 
was  400,  of  whom  55  were  women.  Another  assistant  reports  the  average 
number  addressed  per  mouth  to  be  509,  of  whom  135  were  women.  Tiiere 
has  been  more  religious  interest  manifested  in  the  city.  The  colporteur, 
in  disposing  of  Christian  books,  is  engaged  a  good  i>art  of  the  day  in  religi- 
^ous  conversation  with  those  who  come  around  him. 

The  Sdtoolt  during  the  busy  months  of  the  year  are  small,  but  are 
exerting  a  good  influence  through  the  truths  contained  in  the  Chriatiau 
books  read  at  home  and  the  instruction  given  directly  by  the  teacher. 

The  people  at  Kowta  are  very  desirous  that  a  school-bouse  should  he 
built,  and  have  offered  to  assist  in  building  it.  Three  enterprising  young 
men  who  attend  the  evening  school  offered  to  steal  each  one  rafter  as  their 
{xirt  towanls  the  building  ! 
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ThfMlaaachoolofoaiUboTf  atBhfti^J,  Uught  bj  a  CbrkUMi  who 
iitiotaupportodby  thafbndaof  thomiwion.  If o«i  of  iho  boyi  pijafeo 
ti  one  auna.  The  achool  haa  been  in  operation  thrbe  mooihs.  The 
people  ahow  a  good  deal  of  iutereet  in  the  achooL 

Oue  school  taught  by  one  of  the  female  teacheta  was  rerj  email,  and 
the  teacher  finding  encouragement  to  labor  among  the  women  in  the 
ftll«ge,  the  school  was  diamined  till  the  busy  season  is  over.  Although 
nrginally  of  low  caste,  she  is  an  excellent  reader,  she  is  listened  to  with 
pleasure  by  the  caste  people.  The  head  man  of  the  village  invites  her  to 
come  and  read  to  his  family.  She  sometimes  goes  with  her  husband  to  other 
villagea,  and  aha  great  success  in  gathering  attentive  hearers  of  all  castes. 

There  is  a  girU*  school  under  our  care  at  Mahableshwar,but  it  is  support*  ^ 
ed  entirely  by  thone  residing  tliere  during  the  hot  season. 

The  teacher  is  not  a  Christian,  but  Christian  books  are  need  in  the 
nchool,  and  during  tlupi^ionths  in  the  year  much  religioua  inatructioo  ia 
gi^en.  '%J%' 

The  Station  SehooftMhetn  under  more  careful  auperintendenoe  than 
the  other  schools.  The  attendance  haa  been  somewhat  fluctuating, 
those  who  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  have  made  commendable 
progress  :  at  times  there  haa  been  an  unusual  religioua  interest  in  tbia 
school.  Five  scholars  have  thia  year  been  received  to  the  church  on 
profession  cf  their  faith. 

Preaching.  There  has  been  preaching  in  the  twochapela  during  moat  of  (^ 
the  year.    In  the  amall  chapel  one  service  on  the  Sabbath,  and  three  or 
four  times  in  the  week ;  the  attendance  about  twenty- five  or  thirty.    In    , 
the  large  chapel,  two  services  are  held  on  the  Sabbath  and  a  Sabbath 
school,  and  for  two  months  an  evening  weekly  lecture.  The  attendance  on 
the  Sabbath^is  from  60  to  75,  besides  a  large  number  who  come  in  for  a . 
few  moments. 

There  are  besi(k*H  two  weekly  prayer  meetings  for  the  church  held  at 
the  station  school-house. 

The  Native  Church,  though  small,  haa  increased  in  number,  and  I  think 
they  have  increased  in  spirituality.  There  have  been  no  cases  of  dicipline  > 
during  the  year.  Ttie  number  of  communicants  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  was  twelve.  Ono  who  had  been  for  some  time  under  discipline,  and 
who  was  nhHont  from  the  place,  had  his  name  struck  off  from  the  church 
roll,  one  took  a  letter  of  dismission  to  unite  with  another  church.  Thrt*e 
have  been  received  by  letter  from  other  churches,  and  eleven  have  been 
added  on  profession  of  their  faith,  making  the  present  number  of  com- 
municants twenty-four. 

The  number  of  baptized  children  connected  with  the  church  at  the 
hejfjnmug  of  the  year  was  nine.    Five  have  been  baptized  during  the  year, 
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and  thive  have  united  with  the  ohuroh  hy  eorenant    The  preeeot  nam- 
ber  under  the  inetruetion  of  the  church  li  eleven. 

To  carry  on  the  neceseary  work  of  this  mission  efficiently,  another 
mia^fionarj  is  urgeotly  needed,  and  also  a  few  m(»re  devoted  Native  assist- 
ants.   I  trust  that  the  great  Head  of  the  Church  will  soon  supply  this 

necessity.

SHOLAPUR. 

Sore  affliction  met  us  at  the  threshold  of  this  year,  when  the  dear  wife 
and  mother  was  summoned  to  the  home  above. 

It  has  thus  been  a  year  of  peculiar  trial,  yet  in  the  midst  of  thwarted 
plans  and  a  desolate  home,  we  have  still  occasion  to  speak  of  the  loving 
kindness  of  our  God. 

We  have  the  memory  of  a  pure,  devoted  life,  and  of  a  triumphant  ftfith, 
when  death  came  suddenly.  We  have  the  rich  experience  of  God's 
faithfulness  in  times  of  deepest  sorrow ;  and  we  mention  also,  with  devout 
gratitude,  the  tender  and  considerate  syro])athy  of  many  Christian  friends, 
at  this  station  and  elsewhere.  "  Tlie  Lord  deiU  kindly  with  them,  as  they 
have  dealt  with  the  dead  and  with  roe." 

Convtrtiont.  We  give  thanks  to  God  also  for  the  success  that  hai 
attended  our  labors  during  the  year.  By  the  courersion  of  several  men 
from  this  region,  the  subject  of  Christianity  has  been  brought  much  more 
prominently  before  the  people,  and  s  deeper  interest  has  been  awakened 
than  ever  before.  In  the  month  of  May  four  men,  from  a  village  west  of 
Sholapur,  where  a  teacher  is  stationed,  came  to  us  asking  for  baptism. 
Two  of  these  were  afterwards  received  to  the  church.  The  other  two, 
though  fully  convinced  of  the  truth,  are  still  deterred  from  confessing 
Christ  by  the  opposition  of  friends. 

In  August  two  Brahmins,  natives  of  Sholapur,  ;decided  to  embrace 
Christianity.  Soon  after  they  had  broken  caste,  and  commenced  living 
with  the  Christians,  an  effort  was  made  by  the  Brahmins  of  Sholapur  to 
intimidate  them  by  a  resort  to  violence.  The  house  where  they  were 
living  was  broken  open,  and  they  were  seized  and  dragged  away.  At  the 
Bame  time  three  of  the  ChriHtians  were  severely  beaten. 

The  elder  of  the  two  men,  about  25  years  old,  bos  since  been  baptiied* 
The  younger  one,  at  the  time  of  the  riot  was  so  far  persuaded  and  intimi- 
dated, that  for  a  time  he  choae  to  remain  with  his  Hindu  relatives.  But 
his  mind  was  not  at  rest.  He  had  no  wish  to  return  to  the  worship  of 
idolR,  >ind  after  a  couple  of  months  he  came  to  us  again  and  has  since 
been  living  with  the  Christiana.    He  scemfi  fully  dotermitied  to  cofforxu

examined  in  the  studies  pursued  during  the  year. 

'^  TV&tfiS'enior  C?oM  was  examined  in  Reading,  Writing,  Grammar,  Map. 
ping,  Teaching,  History  of  India,  Religious  Knowledge,  Algebra,  Mechanics, 
Geometry  (threo  boolni),  and  Astronomy. 

**  The  Junior  Clan  was  examined  in  Reading,  Writing,  Grammar, 
Geography,  Arithmetic,  History  of  the  Mahratta  Country,  Bible,  School 
management,  and  Algebra  to  simple  Equations. 

'*  The  Preparatory  Ctau  was  examined  in  Roadiog,  Writing,  Geography 
Arithmetic,  and  the  Bible. 

'*  A  full  week  was  devoted  to  this  examination  which  was  conducted  by 
written  questions  and  answers,  in  a  manner  to  test  effectually  each  one's 
knowledge  of  the  different  studies.  The  answers  handed  in  by  the 
students  wore  carefully  examined,  and  marked  according  to  their  merit,  on 
a  scale  in  which  100  indicates  a  ^lerfect  papier.  Lists  of  questions  and  the 
results  of  each  examination  in  a  tabulated  form,  are  submitted  with  this 
Report. 

**  We  note  with  special  pleasure,  the  familiarity  with  the  Mahratta 
country  and  with  the  Bible,  shown  by  the  students  of  the  Junior  Class. 
The  average  of  the  class  of  sixteon  was  73  in  the  Bible  and  65  in  History 
The  palmers  generally  were  neatly  executed  and  there  was  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  penmanship. 

**  The  highest  average  reached  by  any  one  in  the  Senior  Class  for  all  the 
studies  of  the  year  is  79.  The  highest  in  the  Junior  Class  is  83.  Those  of 
tho  Juniors  whose  average  is  below  60 are  not  allowed  to  enter  the  Senior 
Class  in  the  coming  year.  There  are  four  who  failed  to  reach  the  requir- 
ed standard. 

**  We  hesitate  not  to  say  that  the  examination  showed  such  thorough- 
ness in  the  system  of  training,  and  such  progress  in  their  studies  by  the 
students,  as  are  rarely  met  with  in  this  country.  The  Institution  should 
be  at  once  provided  with  a  suitable  building,  and  furnished  with  whatever 
will  increase  its  efficiency.  Thus  endorsed,  under  its  present  energetic 
Principal,  .Mr.  Ha ig,  it  would  turn  out  a  class  of  trained  Teachers  who 
would  s(M»n  raiHo  the  character  of  the  village  schools  in  this  Presiidency, 
both  morally  and  intellectually,  far  above  their  present  standard.**

ly  the  rariew  of  the  yenr  1868,  we  notice  with  gratitude  to 
Ood  the  forward  *8tep  taken  by  our  charches  in  the  matter  of 
•elf-sapport  This  subject  had  received  tlieir  earnest  attention 
at  Anniversary  MootingSy  and  on  the  occasion  of  the  ordination 
of  pastors.  Many  of  tho  Christians  had  pledged  themselves  to 
give  a  tenth  of  tlioir  income,  and  some  wliole  churches  took  up- 
on themselves  this  obligation.  Few,  if  any,  of  our  Christians 
had  been  accustomed  to  systematic  giving,  though  many  had 
made  liberal  offerings  at  our  Anniversaries.  We  felt  that  this 
now  plan  was  an  exporimoi^  and  with  some  anxiety,  we  watch- 
ed its  operation.  But  aften  a  yoar*s  trial,  we  feel  sure  it  will 
*  succeed.  Not  that  all  have  begun  to  give  regularly ;  but  so 
many  among  tlio  most  spiritually  minded  and  iufluential  of  our 
Christians  have  taken  up  the  duty,  and  urge  it  upon  their  bre- 
thren  with  such  earnestness,  that  we  are  conGdent  an  influence 
from  above  is  helping  them,  and  will  not  let  the  churches  draw 
back.  The  amount  contributed  the  past  year  by  all  the  churches 
for  the  support  of  their  pastors  is  over  Rs.  1,400,  and  if  wo  in- 
clude the  offerings  made  at  the  mooting  in  October,  and  on 
other  occasions,  it  will  be  about  Rs.  1,G50.  Wo  praise  God  for 
the  grace  bestowed  upon  those  churches  in  the  beginning  of  this 
movement.  Tiiose  only  who  know  tiro  poverty  of  most  of  our 
native  christians,  can  estimate  aright  the  signiflctnce  of  such 
an  offering.  It  is  not  the  large  sum  contributed,  but  tho  small 
means  from  which  it  was  given,  which  determines  its  value. 

In  noting  the  changes  which  have  occurred  in  our  Mission 

the  past  year,  the  death  of  Bro.  Munger  in  July  deserves  especial 

mention.    He  was  the  oldest  member  of  tlie  Mission,  having  be- 

£vnlug  work  here  in  1834i.    The  Master  honored  him  with  a 
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long  period  of  senrica,  and  ho  honored  his  Master  hj  lerring 
Him  with  an  oamost  heart  to  the  very  end  of  his  life.  A  ser- 
mon preached  by  Bra  Fairbank  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Mission  in  October,  giving  some  aoooant  of  the  life  and  labours 
of  our  departed  brotlier,  will  be  found  in  an  Appendix  to  this 
report 

Bro*  Harding,  whose  bereavement  was  noticed  in  our  last  re« 
port|  returned  to  America  in  the  early  part  of  the  year.  We 
trust  that  he  will  soon  be  permitted  to  resume  his  labours  here  in 
India. 

Bro.  Atkinson  and  his  wife,  for  whose  arrival  we  were  look- 
ing at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  reached  Bombay  on  the  18th  of 
January.  Tlioy  proceeded  to  Ahmednuggur  where  they  have 
devoted  themselves  chiefly  to  the  study  of  the  Maratha ;  at  the 
same  time  taking  part  in  such  work  as  those  with  an  imperfect 
knowledge  of  Uie  language  find  they  can  do. 

There  wore  seven  families  in  the  Mission  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  Their  location,  the  number  of  churches,  and  pastors  con- 
nected with  each  station,  the  out-stations,  aud  number  of  native 
helpers  are  noted  in  the  following  Synopsis.

We  have  added  a  eeoond  table,  ffiv\n%  Additional  Statistics  in  regard  to 
the  orditiatioQ  of  jNutori,  contributionn  of  the  diflferent  churchM,  the  num* 
ber  of  echoole  nmintaincd  in  the  district,  and  tho  number  of  Yillages  in 
which  the  Chriatiana  of  each  church  resiile. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  Ahrocdnuggiir  in  October,  the  sabject  of  aelf- 
support  on  the  part  of  our  churcbca  wms  made  a  prominent  topic,  and  we 
trust  many  prenetit  received  a  new  impulse  iu  this  direction.  Some  who 
had  not  previounly  contributed  their  tenth  have  since  begun  to  give,  and 
one  paid  his  arrean  for  the  whole  iMst  yenr.  At  the  mooting  of  tho  ^ Union*' 
it  wosresiilvcd  toforma'^Sustcntatinn  Fund**  from  the  contributions  of 
the  Native  Pastors,  to  be  uned  as  the  ^  Uniou**  may  direct  for  the  aid  of 
the  weaker  churches.  Those  churches  whoso  memlH)rs  are  moi*t  prompt 
and  faithful  iu  pajyitig  tithes  for  tho  support  of  tlioir  pa^itors  will  first  be 
aided  from  this  Fund.  I'his  plan  will  encourage  fidelity  in  tlio  perform- 
ance of  this  duty.  It  is  belicvctl  that  the  entire  support  of  several  pastors 
may  thus  be  secured  without  aid  from  tho  Mission. 

In  the  month  of  November  a  ehv^n  was  a<isembled  at  Ahmednuggur  to 
receive  instruction  from  Bro.  Abbott,  in  tho  principles  of  Physiology  and 
Hygiene.  Tho  cinai  wa5  oonii)osod  of  Piutlors,  Catechists,  Tonchers 
ai.«r Bible  Reudcrs  from  the  difiercnt  Districts,  and  also  the  wivca  of  some 
of  them.  They  attended  two  lectures  a  day  during  most  of  the  m* intb. 
Only  a  bare  outline  of  tho  principles  of  the  scietico  could  be  ^iven  iu  so 
short  a  time.  But  we  believe  the  members  of  the  class  received  msny 
valuable  hints  as  to  the  best  means  of  preserving  the  health  of  themselves 
and  their  faniilieM,  and  sImo  the  best  manner  of  dealiog  with  some  of  the 
most  common  diMe>iscH  of  tho  country.  Some  of  our  hclfxini  have  before 
rendered  ensoiitiitlaid  to  the  villagers  whrre  tlioyrcMtlo  in  timcii  of  cholera. 
Bro.  Abliott,  has  hiul  nmcli  ext)orioiice  in  dealing  with  this  and  other  pn>« 
Vttlent  diseiiscs,  and  our  Assibtants  were  ghid  of  this  opportunity  to  profit 
.    by  his  exi>erieuce  before  his  departure  for  America. 

The  Maratha  New  Tentameni  with  re/erencdf  the  printing  of  which  wa* 
in  progress  last  year,  has  been  completed.  An  edition  of  1,(K>0  copies  has 
been  printed  It  is  in  clear  opou  iy\yo  and  tho  binding  is  attractive.  Tbe 
book  supplies  a  great  want  of  our  Native  helpers,  and  is  highly  priied  by 
them. 

An  edition  of  1,000  copies  of  the  transUttion  of  tho  Tract  <<  Coma  to 
Jesus"  has  also  been  published. 

The  Dnyanodaya  has  been  issued  twice  a  month  as  in  former  years.  It 
appears  more  regularly  than  foimerly,  and  supplies  our  Native  Cbristiw 
community  with  much  valuable  information  of  what  ia  taking  place  in 
different  parts  of  t!»o  world.  It  is  often  road  to  tho  people  iu  the  village 
by  those  who  receive  it  It  is  an  caniMt  advocate  (»f  tho  truth,  always  tak- 
/ff^  ^a  jr/Ja  o/ true  reform,  and  exi>OH\viZ  enor  wherever  it  is  mot.  Mr.

BT  THE  MISSIONABIES  AND  THE  PASTORS. 

BOMBAY. 

The  last  report  ot  this  Station  was  written  by  Bro.  Manger. 
It  breathes  the  same  earnest  spirit  and  love  of  his  woric  that  we 
find  in  all  his  writings.  He  has  fimshed  his  coursei  and  has  been 
called  to  a  higher  service.  Rev.  Vishnu  Bhaskar  Karmarkar, 
who  since  the  death  of  Bro.  Munger  has  had  charge  of  the  church 
here,  writes  as  follows  of  the  missionary  who  has  gonCi  and  of  his 
own  labors  at  this  Station. 

"  Dear  Mr.  Munger,  who  for  soma  time  has  had  charge  of  the  work 
here,  the  Lord  has  called  to  himself.  But  his  earuest,  affectionate  preach- 
ing, his  furvetit  prayers,  and  his  seal  iu  the  Lord's  work  are  still  living 
among  us.  And  I  am  glad  to  say,  they  are  very  often  referred  to  by  the 
members  of  the  Church.  I  often  think.  Oh  that  I,  or  some  other  one  here 
wore  like  hitn  in  this  I  But  can  this  be  obtained  on  earth  unless  it  be 
given  from  above  ?  Do  we  look  upward  for  it  as  we  ought  t  Much  has  been 
said  on  this  subject  I  will  only  add,  happy  he  who  follows  him  as  he  fol. 
lowed  Christ.  Surely  for  this  idolatrous  and  caste-ridden  land  more  la« 
borers  are  needed.    Lord,  send  forth  laborers,  the  harvest  is  great. 

''In  the  beginning  of  1868,  the  disease  with  which  I  was  afflicted,(leprosy,) 
had  so  gained  upon  me  that  I  was  veiy  emaciated  and  weak.  I  was  dis- 
heartened also  by  the  use  of  many  unavailing  remedies,  and  had  not  that 
hope  and  joy  in  my  work  which  are  noeded  to  stimulate  us.  Preaching 
«ven  once  on  the  Sabbath  was  wearisome  to  mo.  My  presence  began  to 
be  repulsive  to  the  people.  The  Missionaries,  my  friends  and  relatives 
were  moved  with  pity,  and  those  who  know  the  value  of  prayer  as  a  means 
of  help,  used  it  in  my  behalf.  Hope  and  sadness  alternately  prevailed  in 
my  mind  like  the  flowing  and  ebbing  tide.  But  in  this  strange  and  suffer- 
iiig  condition  I  trusted  tho  Lords'  promises,  (See  Lam.  3  :  22-23.)  How 
many  wretched  beings  are  suffering  from  this  disease  !  And  the  Lord 
pitied  them  all.  Therefore  He  brought  forth  his  secret  remedy,  and 
placed  it  in  the  hand  of  that  well-known  friend  of  humanity,  Dr.  Bhau 
Dajee,  who  is  using  it  for  tho  relief  of  thcHo  afflicted  ones.  I  gave  some 
account  of  this  iu  tho  Dnifaivodarfa  of  Sept.  let  Will  my  friends  remem- 
ber me  in  their  prayers,  that  the  cure  in  my  case  may  be  complete. 

**  To  avail  myself  of  the  above  remedy  I  came  to  Bombay  in  April,*and 
began  my  work  in  connection  with  this  church.    The  pastoral  care  of  this 
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AHMEDNUG6UR. 

At  the  opaiiing  of  the  year  several  changes  were  made  neces- 
iary  at  this  Station  by  the  reduced  number  of  Missionaries^  and 
tlie  altered  circumstances  of  our  work.  One  of  our  number  was 
called  to  take  diarge  of  the  station  at  Sbolapoor^  on  account  of 
the  departure  of  Bro.  Harding.  The  Normal  School  was  trans- 
ferred to  other  premises  occupied  by  the  C.  V.  E.  Society,  and 
the  Girls*  School  occupied  the  house  thus  vacated.  This  brou/^ht 
the  School  under  the  more  immediate  supervision  of  Mrs.  BisseII| 
and  enabled  her  to  devote  more  time  to  it 

ChuTclveB. — The  1st  Church  here  now  numbers  161  members. 
Tlio  pastoral  care  of  such  a  church  in  India  is  of  itself  work 
enough  for  one  man.  Our  wish  is  to  place  each  of  these  churches 
under  the  care  of  an  earnest  pastor  from  among  thoir  own  people. 
But  until  this  can  be  eficcted,  wo  dare  not  decline  to  do  what 
wo  can  for  the  spiritual  good  of  those  unprovided  with  a  pastor. 
In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  church  gave  a  call  to  Mr.  Su- 
damajee  Powar  to  become  its  pastor.  Ho  has  accepted  the  call 
conditionally,  and  commences  his  work  in  the  beginning  of  1869. 
He  prefers,  however,  to  postpone  his  ordination  till  he  has  la- 
bored some  months  in  this  connection.  We  trust  this  pastoral 
relation  may  soon  bo  consummated,  and  may  conduce  largely  to 
tlie  spiritual  growth  of  the  church. 

Twenty-one  have  boon  added  to  the  church  by  profession  dur- 
ing the  year  just  closed.  The  first  of  these  was  Tuibai,  the  aged 
mother  of  Haripunt  the  former  pastor.  For  thirty  years  she  had 
resisted  the  truth  preached  by  her  sons,  and  nourishing  her  pride 
of  caste,  refused  ever  to  taste  food  at  the  house  of  a  christian. 
But  hor  children  and  grand-children  ceased  not  to  pray  for  hen 
She  was  received  to  the  church  in  February,  and  in  July  the 
Master  called  her  to  himself. 

Eight  of  those  received  were  from  the  Girls*  School — six  from 
the  Normal  School  and  two  others  were  young  men  who  had 
been  recently  connected  with  it     The  others  were  the   wife  of 
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tht  teacher  of  the  Station  School  ^  a  student  in  the  same  and  his 
aged  motheTi  and  a  man  who  had  been  excommunicated  three 
years  before^  noir  restored  Only  one  person  has  fallen  under 
the  discipline  of  the  Charch.  He  was  a  student  in  the  Normal 
School.  Soon  after  his  dismissal  he  left  for  a  distant  city,  where 
he  suddenly  died  of  cholera.  Several  living  near  who  Iiad  become 
irregular  and  careless  in  their  diristian  duties,  have  been  sought 
out,  and  induced  to  attend  upon  the  services  of  the  sanctuary^ 

A  good  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  payment  of  tithes^ , 
Some  have  paid  regularly  and  cheerfully^  others  irregularly^ 
Some  promise  .tliat  they  will  pay  in  the  coming  year.  Th^, 
number  of  those  having  regular  service  is  less  in  proportion  t>^ 
the  whole  number  of  members  than  in  some  of  the  small 
churches.  A  number  of  them  are  inmates  of  the  Poor  House, 
widows  dependent  upon  some  relativa  Many  of  those  most  a 
to  contribute  reside  at  a  distance. 

The  regular  preaching  services  on  the  sabbath,  andotlzr- 
monthly  and  weekly  meetings,  have  been  sustained.     In  t^ 
work  I  have  been  greatly  assisted  by  Rev.  R.  V.  Modak,   act^5 
pastor  of  the  2nd  church,  in   the  absence  of  Visluiupunt        3 
has  also  assisted  in  the  work  of  street  preaching,  which  is  a  ^^^i 
important  part  of  our  labors  here.     The  mass  of  tho  people    Jiri 
not  reached  by  our  sabbath  services  in  the  chapels,  and  iF  the 
gospel  is  not  carried   to  them,  they  will  remain  ignorant  of  it. 
In  the  early  part  of  the  year  a  small  shop  was  purchased  in  the 
west  part  of  the  city,  in  a  favorable  locality  for  collecting  an  au- 
dience of  passers  by.     This  place  after  some  fitting  up,  has  been 
used  several  times  a  week  by   Pastor  Modak  and  others  for  pub- 
lie  preaching.    It  is  also  used  as  a  school-house  by   one  of  our 
christian  teachers. 

Rev.  Vishnu  Bhoskar,  pastor  of  the  2nd  church,  writes  as 

follows : — 

"  For  the  first  thres  monthi  of  the  jsar  I  was  with  my  church.  Then  I 

esme  to  Bombay  for  medical  advice,  and  since  that  time  have  been  acting 

^  J^sstor  of  tbe  church  hen.    I  was  sorry  to  leave  my  church  even  for  i 
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■ 
iiiD«i  bat  rejoiced  that  Btr.  R.  7.  Modak  and  other  breihreD  were  there 
to  look  after  it  in  mj  abeeuce.    I  am  under  grcAt  obligatione  to  them  for 
thia  hindneee.    It  waa  a  great  joy  to  me  to  meet  the  membera  of  mj 
ehurch  again  at  the  time  of  the  annirersar/  ;  and  the  love  for  me  which 

they  manifested  was  more  precious  than  gold.  These  churches  thus 
adranced  in  chrititian  lore,  are  the  auggestire  sign  of  the  ricli  fruit  of  our 
labor  which  we  hope  will  some  day  sppear.  My  prayer  for  them  is, 
**  the  God  of  all  grace,  who  hath  called  ua  unto  his  eternal  glory  by 
Christ  Josus,  after  that  ye  have  auffered  a  whilci  make  you  perfect, 
atablish,  strengtheoi  settle  you.** 

Two  persons  have  been  receired  to  the  chutchi  and  one  the  Lord  has 
called  to  join  the  company  of  **  the  undefiled,"  and  aing  the  **  new  song.' 
At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  36  members. 

The  two  persons  received  to  the  church  were  from  the  Girls*  school. 
Bomeycarsagothey  came  to  the  house  of  Krishnarao,  and  told  him  they 
loved  the  Christian  religion,  and  wished  to  live  at  his  house.  Cue  of  these 
was  his  wife's  sister,  and  her  companion  was  the  child  of  one  who  was  for- 
merly a  pupil  iu  the  Mission  School.  They  lived  at  his  honse  for  some 
time,  and  afterwards  one  of  them  came  to  live  with  me.  Both  of  them 
attended  8ch(K>l  and  religious  meetings  regularly,  and  having  become 
matured  in  knowledgo  they  presented  a  request  to  the  church,  and  after 
examination  they  were  received  to  its  communion. 

The  one  who  died  was  Phaza  Daud.  From  childhood  he  was  the  victim 
of  leprosy,  which  he  inherited  from  his  father.  For  several  years  the 
disease  had  been  slowly  devouring  him.  His  fair,  lovely  face,  and  his 
■"ouud  limbs  became  deformed,  liis  sweet  voice  and  sprightly  manner  were 
torn  from  him,  but  the  work  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  more  and  more  mani« 

feMt  daily.  The  plague  could  not  touch  this.  By  his  patient,  loving,  pure 
demeanor  ho  was  a  little  preacher  to  us  all.  He  8lee|)8  in  peace.  We 
looum  his  loss.  If  it  had  pleased  God  to  spare  him  a  little  longer,  I  be- 
lieve by  the  remedy  of  Dr.  Bhau  Dajee  he  might  have  been  rescued  from 
the  grasp  of  this  fell  disease.  But  he  has  gone  to  the  ''better  land,**  and 
we  should  all  seek  to  follow  him  thither.  *'  Set  your  atifection  on  things 
above,  not  on  things  on  the  earth." 

Most  of  the  members  of  my  church  have  given  their  tithes  the  past  year. 
I  hope  all  will  give  iu  the  coining  year.  When  the  church  will  prove  faith- 
ful in  all  its  duties  the  Lord's  promise  will  be  fulfilled,  "I  will  pjar  you 
out  a  blessing  that  there  shall  nut  be  room  enough  to  receive  it/'  They 
have  also  adopted  the  practice  of  taking  up  a  collection  for  the  poor  each 
Subbatb  day.    *'  He  that  giveth  to  the  poor  lendeth  to  the  Lord." 
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Pastor  Qungaram  Wagolioure  writes  in  regard  to  hia  first  jea 
of  labour  in  connection  witn  the  Kolgaw  church : 

**  Two  parsons  bare  united  with  this  charch  by  profession  and  two  1 
latter,  msking  the  present  namber  twenty-three.  Those  mho  roKido  ne 
have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  upon  worship  on  the  aabbsth,  a.^ 
once  in  three  months  all  aseemble  to  spend  a  Mbbath  together  and  ce- 
brate  the  Lord's  Snpper,  A  part  only  of  the  members  as  yet  give  for  ^ 
support  of  the  pastor.  In  connection  with  some  of  the  brethren  of  9 
church,  I  hsTe  risited  thirty-five  of  the  surrounding  villAges,  snd  preset 
the  gospel  in  them.  In  some  of  these  places  from  ten  to  fifty,  in  otl^ 
from  a  hundred  to  a  hundred  and  fifty  men  and  women  heard  the  tnzz: 
I  would  ask  the  prayers  of  God*s  people  that  lie  will  bless  these  effort^ 
the  advancement  of  his  own  cause." 

Rev.  S.  B.  Misaly  Pastor  of  the  Seroor  charch,  reporter 
additions  to  the  church  during  tho  year.  The  usual  sab 
services  and  weekly  meetings  have  boon  mistained|  and  a 
beginning  made  in  the  payment  of  tenths.  The  amount  ^s 
tributed  will  be  seen  in  the  Table. 

Tho  little  church  at  Loni,  having  but  eight  members,  is.  ft 
without  a  pastor.  I  have  been  able  to  make  but  one  huT*nc 
visit  to  it  during  the  year.  Although  the  church  is  so  smaW,  bl 
earnest  pastor  would  find  in  tho  surrounding  district  many  m* 
quirers,  and  abundant  encouragement  for  faithful  efibrt 

Schools. — The  mission  has  availed  itself  of  the  Normal  School 
of  die  Cliristian  Vernacular  Education  Society  under  tlio  So- 
perihteudence  of  Mr.  Haig  for  the  instruction  ot  students  pre- 
paring  to  become  native  helpers.  The  instruction  in  this  school 
is  thorough,  wholly  in  tho  vernacular,  and  eminently  Christian. 
The  Bible  is  used  as  a  text  book  during  the  whole  three  yean 
of  the  course.  It  would  be  easy  to  draw  a  crowd  of  stuJeiits 
by  offering  the  inducement  of  teaching  English.  But  the  society 
rightly  judges  that  for  the  education  of  the  masses,  well-trnined 
Christian  teachers  are  needed  to  give  instruction  in  the  Iun^'u.i;;6 
of  the  people.  The  society  is  erecting  a  block  of  substantiul  and 
ocutunadious  buildings  on  premises  adjoining  those  of  the  mission 
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—with  onljr  the  eity  wall  betweon — and  it  is  hoped  the  main 
building  will  be  ready  for  oconpation  by  May  of  1869.  We 
recognize  the  good  hand  of  God  in  bringing  this  Society  to  our 
help  at  a  time  when  our  schools  needed  more  attention  in  order 
to  develop  their  full  usefulness  as  a  missionary  agency. 

7^  Girls*  School  under  the  care  of  Mrs.  Bissell,  has  had  over 
aixty  in  attendance  most  of  the  time.  Besides  the  general  over- 
sight  of  the  pupils,  Mrs.  B.  has  spent  about  tliree  hours  a  day 
in  giving  instruction  to  the  different  classes.  Some  pains  have 
been  taken  to  classify  the  studies  in  the  higher  division,  and 
armnge  them  in  a  three  years*  course.  On  this  plan  a  class 
will  be  expected  to  leave  the  school  at  the  close  of  each  year. 
A  class  of  seven  loft  at  the  end  of  the  year  in  revie^v.  These  are 
all  members  of  the  church,  and  their  character  is  such  that  they 
are  an  ornament  both  to  the  church  and  the  school.  Three  of 
these  have  been  engaged  as  assistant  teachers  in  the  school  for 
the  coming  year,  and  a  fourth  has  been  employed  as  teacher  of 
a  girls*  school  in  connection  with  a  native  regiment  at  this  station. 

Ten  of  the  pupils  have  made  a  public  profession  of  religion  in 
the  past  year — eight  uniting  with  the  Ist  church  at  this  place, 
and  two  with  the  second  church.  Most  of  those  have  been  several 
years  under  insttruction,  and  others  who  have  been  their  teachers 
will  rejoice  with  us  in  this  fruit  of  their  labors.  The  time  is 
coming  when  virtuous  young  women  in  India  will  find  a  wide 
door  of  usefulness  open  before  them.  Even  now  a  girls*  school 
is  not  such  a  rarity  as  it  was  a  few  years  ago. 

One  mother  having  three  daughters  in  the  school,  suddenly 
and  stealthily  withdrew  them  to  a  distant  village,  and  married 
the  eldest  to  an  idolater,  with  heathen  rites.  The  girl  was  in 
the  most  advanced  class,  and  had  expressed  a  wish  to  unite  with 
the  church,  and  the  conduct  of  the  mother  in  removing  her  was 
a  great  grief  to  us.  Though  not  a  member  of  any  of  our 
churches,  she  had  once  professed  Christianity  in  connection  with 
another  mission  in  a  distant  city.

Mr.  Kriahnanoy  the  head  teacher  of  the  school,  has  bad  a  long 
experience  in  teaching.  He  it  an  earnest  energetic  man,  and 
teeki  the  tpiritnal  good  of  tlie  pupils  as  well  as  their  advance- 
nent  in  knowledge.  His  excellent  penmanship  and  musical 
talent  add  greatly  to  his  usefulness  in  this  position. 

A  company  of  twenty  to  twenty  five  women  have  come  to- 
gether daily  for  religious  instruction,  and  have  been  taught  by 
Mrs.  Bisscll  and  her  assistants*  A  weekly  prayer  meeting  for 
women  has  been  sustained  in  several  places.  Often  women  who 
are  not  Christians  are  present  in  the  meetings. 

Prtaehing  tours. — I  have  spent  less  time  in  this  work  than 
I  could  wish— much  less  tlian  I  should  spend  thus  if  duties  at 
the  station  did  not  require  my  presence  here.    A  few  weeks 
were  spent  in  this  way  in  the  last  two  months  of  tlie  year.    A 
ready  hearing  for  the  word  was  found  in  most  of  the  places 
visited.    Three  or  four  companies  of  native  assistants,  from  two 
to  four  in  caoh  band,  wore  sent  out  in  as  many  difToront  di- 
rections, and  **  went  everywhere  preaching  the  word."*    One 
of  those  companies  I  was  able  to  join  for  a  few  days,  and  with 
them  attended  a  pilgrimage  of  Khandoba  at  Kothatit  about  thirty 
miles  west  of  Ahmodnuggur.    Tlie  old  abominations  of  hook- 
swinging  are  now  prohibited,  but  there  is  still  enough  ecldt  in 
connection  with  this  pilgrimage  to  draw  together  several  thou- 
sand people  from  the  surrounding  villages.    We  counted  tliirtoon 
persons  who  were  paying  their  vows  by  measuring  with  their 
bodies  the  distance  from  a  certain  tree,  or  their  own  village,  to 
the  shrine  of  the  dumb  idol.    Twelve  of  these  thirteen  were 
women*

REPORT  OF  W.  WOOD. 

The  first  two  months  of  the  year  I  spent  in  Bombay,  the  hot 
season  at  Mahableshwar,  and  the  rest  of  the  year  up  to  the  9tli 
of  December  at  Ahmednuggur,  when  I  came  to  Satara,  the  its« 
tion  which  I  lefl  nearly  seven  years  ago. 
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Mjr  work  hfts  been  mneli  like  that  of  the  previous  year.  My 
time  hat  been  devoted  mainly  to  preaching  in  the  city  and  in  the 
villages.  My  assistants  hsve  been  two  cathochists^  five  teachers, 
and  two  Bible  women.  One  of  tho  toacliorS|  a  new  man,  has 
boon  employod  on  tho  \'ory  small  pay  of  five  rupees  per  month. 
Yet  ho  has  built  a  school-house  in  his  \'illuge  at  the  cost  of  about 
fifty  rupooiiy  without  expense  to  the  mission — a  fow  individuals 
giving  him  a  little  aid.  Tho  children  of  different  castes  nttend 
this  school,  as  well  a<i  tho  children  of  outcastos.  The  other  new 
teacher  was  sent  to  Pimpalgav,  eight  miles  distant.  For  a  few 
months  thore  was  a  great  deal  of  interest.  The  Mahars  gave  up 
their  ehavcadi  for  a  school-room,  and  furnished  a  house  for  the 
toacher  to  livo  in.  After  a  while  the  owner  of  tho  house  needed  it, 
and  another  suitable  one  was  not  provided,  so  that  tho  teacher  and 
his  family  wore  put  to  great  inconvenience.  He,  however,  held 
on  bravely,  sending  his  family  to  Ahmednugger  and  fiiiding 
shelter  for  himself  a<}  best  he  could.  But  ho  foil  sick  from  expo- 
sure, and  was  obliged  to  give  up  his  school.  He  has  come  to 
Batara  with  me,  and  commonoed  a  school  in  town,  which  is 
attended  by  a  good  number  of  boys. 

• 

Two  years  ago  we  purchased  a  small  house  in  Ldtanwddi^ 
a  little  liamlet  outside  the  city  of  Ahmednuggur,  for  Vitlmldas, 
one  of  onr  assistants.  The  language  and  habits  of  the  people 
there  were  so  bad,  he  found  it  a  great  trial  to  live  among  them. 
Often  did  he  shut  himself  and  family  in  his  yard  to  get  out  of 
Bight  and  hearing  of  these  ^'  Sodomites*'  as  he  called  them. 
Such  people  are  not  much  in  favor  of  having  a  Christian  come  to 
livo  among  them,  and  they  expressed  deep  regret  that  the  mission 
had  made  such  a  movement.  Vitlmldas  is  a  gentle  spirit,  of 
winsome  manner,  and  knows  well  how  to  approach  men  witli  the 
truth.  Ho  makes  no  noise,  no  bluster ;  hardly  ever  stands  up  to 
apeak  to  a  largo  audience ;  but  he  goes  to  single  individuals,  or 
to  a  few  persons  gathered  about  the  door  of  their  house,  and  sits 
down  and  talks  with  them,  reads  the  Bible  or  other  books,  and 
unfolds  the  leading  truths  of  the  gospel.     In  this  way  he  has

Cknnhit  >— The  statistics  of  the  six  churches  in  the  Rahuri 
nd  Pimplus  districts  will  be  found  in  the  tables  at  the  beginning 
f  this  report,  and  I  need  not  repeat  them  here.  The  growth  of 
hese  churches  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  internal 
ban  external  Progress  has  been  made  in  the  direction  of  self- 
upport,  and  a  higher  personal  consecration  to  tho  service  of 
Christ.  Tho  principle  of  giving  a  tenth  for  the  support  of  the 
lospel,  which  was  adopted  near  the  close  of  last  year,  has  been 
arried  out,  in  at  least  two  of  these  churches,  in  a  satisfactory 
lanner.  Others  however  have  been  slow  to  fulfil  their  pro- 
aises,  and  with  them  little  advance  has  been  made  either  in 
emporal  or  spiritual  things.  It  is  difficult  for  them  to  under- 
band  that  the  portion  given  to  the  Lord  is  not  just  so  much 
ikcn  from  the  mouths  of  their  wives  and  children.  Their  faith 
lils  to  comprehend  the  promises,  "  He  that  hath  a  bountiful 
ye  shall  be  blessed,"  and  "  He  that  watcrcth  shall  be  watered 
Iso  himself."    Several  individuals  have  come  fully  up  to  their 

iuty  in  this  respect,  but  the  majority  of  the  christians  ore  very 

deficient. 

Of  these  six  churches  three  have  settled  pastors  and  one  an 
acting  pastor.  From  the  reports  of  these  pastors  I  make  the 
following  extracts :— *

The  audience  ie  couipoacd  of  tfa 
OhriMtianiii  tlie  teachera  and  pupils  of  the  **  Jacob  School*'  aud  Miaaio 
8i*hnol,  and  a  number  of  people  from  the  Tillage.  After  the  uaual  mon 
iilg  aervice  I  have  aiwigned  a  {lortion  of  Scripture  to  the  Chriatians  an 
al)»eni  to  commit  to  memory,  and  on  the  following  aabbath  I  bear  thcj 
lenaotia  and  briefly  eipUin  them.  In  thin  way  the  momben  of  the  Cburc 
are  becoming  more  iiitureiited  in  the  atudy  of  the  acripturea.  There  at 
four  young  meu  who  are  iiapiircra. 

On  Wednesday  of  each  week  a  fomftlo  prayer  meeting  ia  held  in  m 
liou«e,  which  ia  aometlmo^  couductoil  by  &Ire.  Bruce  and  ttoniotimea  b 
tny  wife.  At  this  meeting  many  Hindoo  womnu,  who  are  our  iicighboun 
afe  accustomed  to  attend  and  listen  with  interest.  I  frequently  go  an 
preach  the  Oof«|iel  iu  diflttront  iiarta  of  this  village,  and  the  |jeople  gene 
rally  listen  well  and  aay  tliiit  the  Christian  religion  is  true.  Many  are  coc 

vinced  that  there  m  one  only  living  and  true  Uod In  July  an 

AugUNt  the  cholera  viniteil  this  placo,  and  for  sotue  time  it  raged  withcoi 
sidenible  violence.  On  some  days  as  mauy  as  six  or  eight  persona  die 
aiki  the  people  were  greatly  alarmed.  But  the  Lord  did  not  let  thia  terrik^ 
disease  come  uear  any  of  his  people.  He  kept  us  all,  young  and  old,  in  safe  t 

ntid  for  this  we  desire  to  l)e  grateful  to  him When  I  became  ^ 

Idlstor  of  this  church  the  CMiristiuns  promised  that  they  would  giv» 
tenth  of  their  income  for  my  sap|>ort.    This  promiite  they  have  nearly 
fulfilled,  and  up  to  the  present  time  have  regularly  giveu  tt»eir  tithes.    U 
Hides  this  money,  the  principal  mon  of  the  villige,  including  the  UooamA 
Mandatdar,  Head  Clerk,  lawyer  and  teucher,  have  given  reguUrly  ever/ 
month.    We  rejoice  greatly  that  these  po(H>le.  thouj^h  liindooa,  a'lOiiW 

of  thfir  own  accord,  give  for  the  supiKiit  of  the  Gospel In  eoiek- 

siou  1  would  ask  the  prayers  of  Oo<rs  people  that  thin  church,  though 
•Miall  and  weak,  may  daily  grow  in  numbers  aud  in  grace.'* 

The  pastor  of  the  Gahu  church,  Rov.  Vithoba  Bhambal,. 
aaya  :—

n  four  diflToront  TiUageat  where  I  am  eoooetomed  to  go  often  to  meet  them, 
nd  to  preach  the  gospel  to  the  people.  The  people  generally  listen  well 
nd  manifeet  an  excellent  disposition,  and  I  have  therefore  much  joy  in 
elling  them  the  story  of  Christ  Two  members  of  this  ohnrch  have  died 
luring  the  year,  of  those  one  had  been  the  deaoon  of  the  church  for  ten 
'ears.    He  was  a  veiy  old  maUi  but  he  was  accustomed  to  go  from  village 

0  Tillage,  according  to  his  strength,  to  moke  known  the  gospel.  His  death 
ccurrod  in  a  singular  manner.  He  had  no  siskness,  but  was  engaged  in 
lis  usual  business  when  the  call  of  the  Lord  came.  As  he  was  sitting  at 
lis  dinner  he  suddenly  coughed,  and  soon  after  expired.  On  the  preceding 
light  he  had  told  his  son  that  his  days  were  passed,  and  he  should  soon 
e|iart,  and  he  expresHod  the  wish  that  he  might  die  suddenly,  so  as  not  to 
e  a  burden  to  his  friends.  The  next  morning  at  nine  o'clock  he  died. 
Ve  belieTO  that  his  faith  was  fixed  upon  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  that 
lie  Lord  received  him  unto  himself.  He  died  in  peace,  and  even  after  death 
is  countenance  wore  a  joyful  expression.    '  Blessed  are  the  dead  who  die 

1  the  Lord.'  The  Lord  will  give  them  the  fruit  of  their  toils." 

Rev.  Jayram  Barsii  pastor  of  the  Kendal  church,  says : — 
**  All  the  members  of  this  Church  are  from  the  Muhar  caste.  Nearly  all 
le  Mabars  living  here  have  given  up  idolatry,  and  I  hope  that  they  will 
Bcome  Christians.  One*youug  man  is  now  asking  for  baptism.  I  have 
I  excellent  opportunity  to  preach  to  the  heathen,  as  there  are  six  villages 
ithin  three  miles  from  here,  and  the  people  all  listen  gladly  to  the  tnith. 
bore  are  also  some  inquirers  in  the  surrounding  villages.  Thus  the  work 
^  the  Lord  is  advancing  bore." 

Rev.  R.  y.  Modak|  acting  pastor  of  tho  church  at  TVambori, 
lys: —

B 

difBcultj  was  **  calculus/'  and  it  became  evident  to  his  pmreni 

that  unless  relieved  by  a  surgical  operation  the  child  would  soo 

die.  Thej  therefore  called  a  Native  Surgeon  who  was  possesses 

of  unusiuil  skilly  and  arrangements  were  made  for  the  operation 

At  the  appointed  time  manj  of  the  village  people  assembled  s 

the  pastor*8  house^  especially  the  women^  who  came  to  sjrmpa 

thize  with  the  pastor's  wife.    They  wore  surprised  to  see  her  ■ 

calm,  and  they  asked  why  she  should  allow  the  operation  to  fc 

performed  when  it  would  certainly  result  in  the  death  of  tl 

child.    But  the  parents  had  a  support  which  their  sympathize 

knew  not  of.    They  wished  to  do  all  in  their  power  for  the  chil 

and  were  willing  to  leave  the  result  with  God.     When  all  thiia. 
wore  ready  the  company  was  silenced,  and  Uie  pastor  lifted  i 

his  voice  in  prayer,  for  the  success  of  the  operation,  and  for  tJ 

life  of  the  child.    This  simple  exhibition  of  faith  made  a  dec 

impression  upon  the  people,  especially  upon  the  women  vrh 

were  present,  and  when  they  afterwards  saw  the  child  recoverinj 

his  usual  health,  they  began  to  think  that  the  Christian's  Ocxf 

was  indeed  a  hearer  of  prayer.    As  the  result  of  this  a  goodl/ 

number  of  the  village  women  of  the  higher  castes  began  to 

attend  the  weekly  prayer  meeting  at  the  pastor's  house,  and  ihej 

continued  to  come  for  some  months,  sometimes  filling  the  house 

"  uncomfortably  full."  They  still  manifest  a  very  friendly  feeling, 

though  tlio  attendance  at  the  meeting  has  fallen  off. 

Scliaols : — The  station  school  at  Rahuri  has  been  in  successfal 
operation  for  ten  an  J  a  half  months  during  the  year.  The  num- 
ber of  pupils  has  been  about  twenty,  and  they  have  made 
satisfactory  progress  in  their  studios.  The  teacher  is  an  earnest 
and  faithful  man  and  is  very  systematic  in  his  method  of  teach- 
ing. The  school  is  also  under  the  daily  inspection  and  instroc- 
tion  of  Mrs.  Bruce,  when  we  are  at  the  station.  Two  memben 
of  this  school  have  been  received  to  the  church  during  the  year, 
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Mai  two  othen  were  examinedi  but  were  deferred  for  furtlier 
IriaL  Two  have  al^o  recently  been  aent  to  the  Normal  Sdiool 
in  Ahmednuggury  one  of  wlioin  was  admitted  to  the  junior  clam, 
Tbe  other  fivo'schools  under  my  care  are  small,  and  the  parents 
do  not  scorn  to  fool  much  interest  in  them.  The  usual  excuse  is 
the ''hard  times**  and  the  necessity  of  keopin/nr  thoir  children  at 
work.  The  people  of  several  vilhigos  are  urt^entlj  asking  fur 
taachorsy  but  it  seems  host  that,  if  sent,  it  should  be  in  such  a 
way  that  the  people  may  (bel  that  the  schools  are,  in  some 
measure,  their  own,  and  may  thus  take  more  interest  in  them. 
I  havo,  therefore,  replied  to  them  that  I  cannot  send  teachers  un- 
less they  will  provide  the  teachor^s  house  and  school-houfte 
entirely  at  their  own  expense.  At  one  place  the  people  are  now 
engaged  in  building  a  good  substantial  house  for  a  teacher,  who 
is  promised  to  them  '^  as  soon  as  the  last  brack  is  laid  and  the 
last  nail  driven.*' 

Tlie  advanta've  of  these  village  Christian  schools  is  sometimes 
illastratod  in  curious  ways,  I  visited  a  village  thirty-two  miles 
bom  Rahuri,  where  there  was  a  mission  school  several  years  ago. 
After  preaching  to  the  people  and  singing  one  or  two  hymns  I 
^as  lurprised  and  gratified  to  hoar  two  young  men  sing,  with  a 
good  degreo  of  accuracy,  the  Marathi  translation  of  the  hymn, 

**  I'm  ft  pilgrim  and  I'm  a  ■tmngor." 

I  asked  them  whore  they  had  learnod  this  hymn,  and  they  replied 
that  they  had  learnt  it  from  the  teacher  who  died  there  five 
I^ears  ago.  Thus  the  seed  sown  by  that  faithful  young  man  still 
lies  in  the  ground,  ready  to  germinate  when  the  showers  of  divine 
^ce  shall  descend. 

'  The  Jacob  School^  at  Rahuri  has  been  continued  through  the 
^tire  year.  The  number  of  pupils  has  varied  at  different  times 
rom  thirty  to  fifty-Kve.  These  are  all  of  the  higher  castes,  and 
it  was  tlie  design  of  the  foun<)er  of  the  school  (Capt.  G.  A. 
Jacob)  to  give  them  a  good  Christian  education.  The  text  books 
ire  the  same  that  are  used  in  our  mission  schools,  including  the 
'  Catechism'  and  ^  Lambs  Fed/  and  the  scholars  attend  church

So  my  pastoral  duties  have  been  bur- 
nsome  only  because  the  homes  of  the  Christians  are  widely 

itteredy  and  are  far  from  my  home.    Our  health  has  been 

)8ervedy  and  we  have  resided  at  Wadale  through  the  year. 

An  epidemic  fever  was  prevalent  at  the  beginning  of  the  yeafi 
i  Gyanoba  and  Santoba,  two  Christians  who  had  been  in  my 
iploy  for  several  years,  died  with  it.  It  was  ns  if  members 
my  own  family  had  been  taken.  They  died  in  assurance  of 
thy  and  their  Inst  words  were  most  cheering  to  thoir  friends, 
1  instructive  to  many  who  saw  for  the  first  time  how  a  Chris- 
n  can  die.  And  many  others  have  been  deeply  affected  by 
iring  of  the  peace  and  joy  and  wisdom  they  manifested  while 
ing,  and  have  been  led  to  ask  that  God  would  give  themselves 
;h  a  death. 

When  in  health  G. — was  a  man  of  few  words,  and  very  modest 
]  retiring.  He  had  read  the  Bible  to  some  extent,  and  made 
ae  progress  in  study — doing  his  work  mornings  and  evenings, 
1  attending  scliool  in  the  middle  of  tlie  day.  He  would  pray 
a  social  meeting,  if  called  on,  but  it  was  diffidently  and  in  few 
rds.  Tin's  made  the  bold  earnestness  and  assurance  of  his 
b  words  the  more  remarkable.  Ho  took  care  of  his  wife  and 
■  mother  and  sister  through  their  sickness  till  the  fever  lefl 
im,  and  tlien  he  took  it  himself.  He  was  much  worn,  and 
cious  for  his  only  daughter,  who  foil  sick  a  little  before  he 
.  I  saw  him  once  and  gave  medicines,  but  they  were  not 
id.  I  was  away  from  home  living  in  tents.  The  disease 
de  such  rapid  progress  that  his  friends  threw  aside  modi- 
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line,  and  tried  eaaterixing  tflcr  tlie  cruel  Hindu  practica.  Hii 
wdj  wu  scarified  in  ten  places — on  the  neck,  wrists,  iinclei 
Ic.  This  was  done  first  with  a  red  hot  piece  of  gold.  Then  u 
10  relief  was  obtainod,  the  blistering  oil  of  the  marking  nat  vas 
ipplied  boiling  hot  to  the  woun'U.  A  mixture  of  red  pepper, 
lour  and  antimony,  was  several  timoa  rubbed  into  bis  ejei. 
before  they  begun  he  begged  of  them  not  to  torture  him,  for 
aid  he,  "  I  um  going,  and  it  is  useless  to  barn  and  vex  this  clay." 
Jnder  the  torture  his  reason  guie  way.  Ho  thought  thoy  were 
utting  ofi'bislegs  and  arms.  Ho  screamed  for  help  til!  his  voica 
ailed,  and  then  could  not  speak  for  two  days,  recovering  hii 
oice  and  bis  reason  only  two  hours  before  hid  death.  Then, 
hough  blind  from  tho  anjan,  he  strained  his  rod  eyeballs  in 
ain,  he  recognized  all  who  came  by  their  voices,  and  bad  a 
rord  for  each.  He  told  tbem  that  his  Savior  was  near  bim,  and 
le  was  not  afraid — that  they  must  follow  him,  but  be  was  going 
lowf — that  be  hud  sufTercd  fearfully,  but  was  now  happy,  for  God 
lad  pardoned  his  sins.  Ho  bogged  his  brothers  that  tbcy  would 
arc  for  his  daughter,  (not  having  boon  informed  that  she  had 
led  two  hours  before,)  and  that  tbey  would  regard  his  wife  as 
limself-     Ho  also  commended  his  wife  to  the  spotial  cAroand 
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them.    He  spoke  of  his  wife  and  childreiiy  prayed  for  them 
laid  he  trusted  in  Christ  and  was  going  to  Him.

(truction  is  a  step  toward  tlio  KirUan, 

Pastor  Kasanibhal  has  a  choir  of  four  trained  to  assist  him, 
d  he  finds  his  KirUan  on  the  ^^  Glory  of  Ciirist**  a  great  at- 
iction  to  all  clas'^es.  Ono  of  his  assistant  singors  also  handles 
>  vinn  (guitar)  and  anotlier  the  mridang  (a  musical  drum.)  He 
rurcs  audiences  (»f  from  109  to  500,  of  whom  perhaps  a  quarter 
3  women.  Tli^y  are  invariably  quiet  nnd  sttontive  during  the 
iir  and  a  Imlf  to  two  hours  required  for  his  KIrtfan,  They 
uld  ghully  sit  as  much  longor,  if  ho  would  continue  it.  Tiie 
pression  seems  to  be  both  deep  and  lasting. 

Ift/nwt  to  lyailve  TuncA. — During  the  past  year,  I  have  helped 
I  movement  among  tlio  native  Christians  in  favour  of  using 
ligenous  music.  My  ussistants  have  several  of  them  attempted 
\  compoiition  of  Christian  songs  suitable  to  be  sung  by  womou 
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whllo  grinding  at  th«  mill,  And  tome  songa  thej  composed  wen 
lit  once  committed  to  memory  by  the  Christian  women,  tai  tn 
now  long  instead  of  the  pernicious  and  puerile  songs  they  broaghl 
with  them  out  of  heathenism.  At  least  some  of  these  are  worthy 
of  being  printed  for  general  use.  I  hope  more  will  bo  compoKd, 
luchas  n-ill  be  acceptable  to  Hindus  as  well  as  Christians,  and 
that  they  will  retain  the  favor  of  tho  public.  The  women  in  the 
Dakhan  rise  before  light,  and  grind  from  one  to  three  hoan 
laily^  and  those  who  can,  usually  beguile  the  time  with  singing.

•cussion  continued  for  about  an  hour.  I  then  went  to  Mahfidoba's  bouse. 

,  is  a  catechist  and  a  member  of  my  church.  After  taking  breakast  in  his 

•use,  I  called  his  family  and  neighbours  together,  read  the  19th  Psalm 

oMle  some  remarks  on  the  excellency  of  the  Scriptures,  and  concluded 

th  prayer. 

"  I  have  also  been  able  to  preach  Christ  in  several  villages  by  means  of 
e  Kirttan.  Wherever  wo  have  had  the  Kirttan,  crowds  of  people  number- 
g  from  200  to  300  persons,  of  both  sexes  and  nil  castes,  have  come  to- 
ther  and  listened  for  hours  with  deep  attention.  I  cannot  refrain  from 
pressing  my  gratitude  to  the  Rev.  Messrs.  Bruce,  Fairbank,  Bissell,  R. 
.  Modak  and  Narayan  Sheshadri,  for  giving  me  pecuniary  aid  from  time 
time  to  keep  up  the  Kirttan. 

''With  a  few  exceptions,  the  members  of  this  church  have  given  the  tenth 
their  inoome  according  to  the  promise  they  made  at  the  annual  meeting.'' 
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Th$  Wadofim  Church  bad  beoome  trntU  and  feebla  bj  the  r» 
moral  by  daatb  of  its  membarti  and  as  there  seemed  no  likelihooc 
of  ita  spc^y  reeoveryy  it  was  thought  best  to  fuse  it  io  the  Kho< 
kar  church.  This  was  done  in  December — ^the  church  giriog 
letters  to  all  its  members  for  joining  the  Khokar  chorch,  and  ths 
Ehokar  church  received  them  to  Its  membership. 

The  PSnchcg&w  Church — Pastor  Sayaji  writes : 

**I  had  eomplettftl  the  regular  course  of  Theological  studies  under  tlif 
instruction  of  Mr.  Ballantine  and  Mr.  Hazeo,  and  had  heeumgodto 
accept  the  Pastorate  of  this  church  hy  the  principal  hrethren.  Bat  it 
the  time  of  my  ordination  I  was  OTerwhelmed  with  thoughts  of  mj 
incompetence  and  inexperience.  I  made  known  all  my  cares  to  God 
and  He  has  strengthened  mo  from  day  to  daj. 

**  Two  members  and  one  child  were  roceived  in  1808  hj  letter,  sndoM 
was  baptized,  so  there  wore  18  members  and  IG  children  at  the  don 
of  the  year.  There  aro  several  inquirers  here  and  in  the  lieioityi 
but  none  of  them  have  yet  decided  to  come  forward.  One  did  eome  fo^ 
ward,  bnt  it  pleaded  God  to  talce  him  away  suddenly.  He  was  formeriyt 
consistent  ChriMtian,  and  obtainetl  a  good  education  in  the  mission  sehoeli; 
but  through  the  influcuce  of  his  father  he  went  back  to  heathenism.  I 
frequently  conversed  with  hira,  and  through  the  year  he  seemed  to  be  oon* 
ing  back.  He  told  roe  he  could  find  no  peace  except  through  the  chriititn 
scriptures.  He  delighted  in  the  Bible  more  and  more,  and  said,  again  and 
agaiu,  that  he  would  acknowlcclge  the  L jnl.  Then  suddenly  he  was  taVen 
with  the  cholera  and  died.  Just  before  he  died,  ho  repeated  the  Lord'i 
prayer  aluud  with  great  fervor,  and  as  he  closed  his  spirit  went.  On  thif 
accouot  his  relatives  repented  of  what  they  had  done,  and  cried  aloud  uj- 
ing  that  they  had  wrought  the  ruin  of  Silwalyiir&m.  I  hope  he  has  gone  to 
heaven. 

*'  I  preach  daily  as  I  find  opportunity  in  this  village,  and  twice  on  the 
sabbath  in  our  church.  I  also  am  in  the  habit  of  holding  services  in  the 
houses  of  the  Chrictians  who  reside  away  fram  PAnchegSw,  and  go  to  some 
other  vilhige  nearly  every  day  fur  preaching.  My  heart  often  sinks  within 
roe  when  they  do  not  give  heed,  but  I  iind  strength  again  through  medi* 
tation  and  prayer. 

"Our  church  is  very  earnest  in  giving  for  benevolent  objecta  More 
than  half  give  their  tithes  with  entire  regularity.  Some  have  given  the 
tenth  of  the  produce  of  their  fields.  They  have  also  made  a  smsU  inb* 
scription  for  building  a  house  for  the  pastor,  and  their  eamestneti  in  locli 
things  gives  me  great  joy.*' 
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lie  Chind^  Church — Paf  tor  Lakshmanrdw  writes  >— 

Tbiee  of  the  diiireh  nMmben  hart  died  this  year,  and  two  hare  taken 
m  to  othar  ehurchea.  One  was  received  to  the  church.  He  wai  from 
Ifang  easte.  There  are  now  three  candidates  for  church  membenhip, 
ee  of  the  baptized  children  have  died,  and  one  has  gone  to  another 
reh.  So  there  were  41  members  and  39  baptized  children  in  the 
reh  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

On  the  sabbath,  service  is  held  in  my  house  in  the  morning,  and  in  the 
pel  in  the  afternoon.  Some  come  from  other  villages,  but  some  of  the 
nbers  live  where  there  are  teacheni  or  catechists  who  have  preaching 
rices  on  the  sabbath.  We  have  meeting  for  prayer  and  conference  on 
esday  evening,  in  which  special  efforts  are  made  to  incite  Chri&tiiD^  to 

performance  of  religious  duties.  I  also  have  services  in  other  villages 
0  or  three  times  each  month. 

*It  is  matter  of  great  Joy  that  two  female  members  of  our  church  are 
>pbyed  ioi  going  from  village  to  village  to  preach  to  the  women. 

"  Some  of  the  church  members  give  their  tithes ;  but  it  is  matter  of 
eat  sorrow  that  others  do  not.  And  just  now  we  are  suffering  from  the 
Mght  and  high  prices,  so  that  the  Christians  are  much  cast  down.  Yet 
tif  continually  call  on  the  all  powerful  God  that  all  their  distress  may 
)  removed." 

Tho  Dedgaw  Church — Paator  Mahipatirdw  writes  as  follows : — 

^  Six  have  been  received  on  profession  of  their  faith,  and  two  by  letter 

em  other  churches,  so  that  the  number  of  chnrch  members  at  the  close 

f  the  year  is  35.     Four  children  have  ^been  baptized,  but  three  died 

nd  one  was  received  to  church  membership.    So  there  were  28  baptiz« 

d  diildren  at  (he  close  of  the  year.    The  American  Mission  has  three 

ehools   in  our  bounds.     Others    are  much  desired  and  needed.   The 

(hnrch  members  live  in  six  villages,  and  iudividuals  from  still  other 

riUages  are  seeking  the  way  of  life.    Of  those  who  have  joined  the  church 

Hie,  Yithoba,  was  a  youug  man  of  cruel  and  thievish  habits,   on  whom 

bis  own  family  placed  no  confidence.    Put  for  the  loNt  year  he  haa  been 

a   new  man,  and  is  now   studying  with  his  wife  in  the  WadAH  school. 

It  la  a  change  seen  and  marked  by  all.     Both  he  and  his    wife  were 

received  to  the    church   in    August.    Two  of  three,  others,  YithabAl 

''<i  ReOb&f  are  widows,  and  each  is  the  mother  of  a  son,  bom  a  little 

the  death  of  his  father.

JTie  Sonai  Church. — Eight  were  received  on  proreaioo  lad 
ind  thiCQ  by  letter.  But  three  took  letters  of  dismissioa  to  othn 
:liurchca  and  one  was  cEcoinmuiucnteiJ.  One  child  was  baptised, 
ind  two  came  Irom,  and  ono  went  to  other  churcbea  So  then 
vers  32  members  and  10  baptbed  children  at  the  close  of  tb« 
fear.  Five  of  those  received  on  profession  of  their  faith  belong 
o  the  village  of  Karazgaiv,  and  several  others  there  are  r«cog- 
lized  as  candidatos  for  church  membership,  Vithoba  G.  our 
chool  teacher  there,  is  an  earnest  worker.  He  holds  meetingi 
n  turn  at  the  houses  of  those  who  have  profosscd  oi  wish  to  pro- 
ess  Christ,  and  he  finds  the  meetings  very  intorcstisg. 

Hit.  Harlb^  D.  Giiyakaw&d  was  ordained  as  pastor  of  t3ii> 
ihurch  on  tho  24th  of  December.  Five  pastors  from  neighboQi< 
ng  churches  and  two  missionaries  assisted  at  the  public  services 
>f  the  ordination.  The  village  of  Kliodlo  has  been  chosen  by  tlie 
;hurch  as  the  best  place  for  the  central  chapel  and  the  resiJenca 
>f  tho   pastor,  and   the  ordination   was  held  there.     Owing  to 
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;wo  hoars  to  the  explanationt  we  gaTe,  and  to  the  ro« 
IB  instruction  we  founded  on  the  pictures.  The  audience' 
10  much  interested  that  we  gave  notice  tliat  some  more 
ires  would  be  shown  the  next  evening^  and  people  came  from 
<er  villages  so  that  we  had  an  audience  of  400.  On  Monday 
•  Bruce  removed  to  another  villagCi  but  I  borrowed  the  magic 
itemi  and  tried  its  power  at  Karazguw^  sending  notice  to  near 
lages.  The  people'  came  from  six  villages  to  the  number  of 
)ut  six  hundred.  On  Tuesday  evening  400  came  together  at 
naiy  and  gave  the  best  of  attention.  A  week  after^  I  met 
)•  Bible  reader  who  resided  there,  and  ho  said  that  the  illus- 
tions  of  eclipses  had  been  the  talk  all  the  week,  and  the  people 
;nowledged  that  the  Hindu  theory  of  eclipses  being  caused  by 
lift  and  Kotii  trying  to  swallow  the  sun  and  moony  is  wrong, 
1  that  our  explanation  is  the  true  one.  lie  had  had  unusual 
»ortunitics  for  preaching  from  the  interest  awakened  by  the 
gic  lantern. 

1  have  been  the  more  particular  in  noting  the  above,  because 
offers  a  hint  as  to  helps  that  missionaries  may  well  avail  them- 
lelves  of.  Tlie  old  Prophets  and  the  Great  Teacher  used  objects 
tnd  types,  a^  well  as  vivid  illustrations  made  real  by  appropriate 
fords  and  gestures,  to  enforce  their  teaching,  and  we  may  do 
worse  than  to  imitate  those  illustrious  masters. 

Tiie  Shingaice  TCikid  and  other  Churches, — There  are  three 
»ther  churches  under  my  care,  the  Padh^gaw,  the  Newasd,  and 
he  Shingawo  Tnksi  churches,  but  it  does  not  seem  necessary  to 
n*Uo  out  at  length  the  statistics  which  aro  presented  in  a  condon- 
ed form  in  tho  tables. 

There  is  a  matter  in  regard  to  building  houses  ibr  the  pastors 
iud  Chapels  in  which  I  feel  the  deepest  interest,  but  I  will  here 
only  refer  to  an  appeal  on  the  subject  that  will  be  found  in  the 
Appendix  to  this  report. 

SchooU. — ^The  Christian  schools  under  my  care,  though  far 
from  being  as  well  as  I  could  wish,  have  flourished  this  year 
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ett«r  thtn  before.  I  have  paid  particular  attention  to  tben. 
tat  the  improTement  and  increase  of  interest  are  due  in  grot 
neasure  to  the  training  the  teachers  havo  received  from  Ur. 
laig,  in  the  Normal  School  at  Ahniednu;;gur.  Tlio  tcachcn 
lavo  learned  how  to  interest  their  scholars,  to  give  object  Icnon!, 
knd  to  remove  tedium  by  introducing  singing  and  calpthenie 
jxorcises  between  the  recitations,  Tiioy  have  also  acquired 
'v  ideas  of  the  dignity  and  importance  and  responsibility  s( 
icir  atntioii,  and  have  learned  to  cspoct  preater  results  thtn 
Jiey  were  wont  to  do.

SATASA. 

The  report  of  this  station  for  the  past  year  must  be  very 
vief.  The  tokens  of  6od*s  favori  in  preserving  the  lives  and 
Nth  of  the  laborers,  in  blessing  their  labors  to  some  extent* 
^  in  inspiring  them  with  hope  as  to  the  futurci  we  would 

>rd  with  thankful  hearts. 

n  reporting  the  different  departments  of  our  work,    I  will 
^•in  with 

Vht   C7iureA.— This    has    been    under    the    special    care  of 

Missionary,  and  no  other  labor  has  been  so  satisfactory.    The 

mbers  of  the  church  have  been  regular  in  their  attendance  at 

services  on  tlie  Sabbath,  and  at  the  two  weekly  meetings  for 

yer.  They  have  manifested  increasing  interest  in  the  instruc- 

s  given  them,  and  there  has  been  no  case  of  discipline  during 

I  year.     It  will  bo  seen  by  referring  to  the  statistical  tables  of 

\  report,  that  five  adults  have  been  baptized  and  received  to 

)  church  on  profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ   Three  of  these 

5  young  men  belonging  to  the  Station  school.  Another  is  the 

other  of  one  of  these  young  men,  the  other  is  the  father  of  a 
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jounj;  nmn  received  into  the  church  at  the  close  of  the  prefiooi 
jear.  One  of  the  young  men  abore  alluded  to  was  a  Mnssalmin, 
and  being  the  first  convert  from  that  religion  in  this  place,  then 
was  some  excitement  and  opposition  on  his  becoming  a  Christian. 
These  additions  to  the  church  make  the  number  of  communicEDti 
tliirty*  The  training  of  thcso  couvertsy  a  lurgo  portion  of  whom 
are  young  moUy  is  a  most  interesting  and  important  work. 

At  the  lioginning  of  tlio  year  the  native  christians  of  other 
churches  having  resolved  to  give  one-tenth  of  their  income  for 
religious  purposes^  the  subject  was  brought  before  this  chorch. 
With  a  single  exception  they  a<:n:x^d  lo  make  a  like  sacrifice, 
and  I  believe  they  have  all  fulflllod  their  engagements.  The 
demurring  brother  saw  his  error^  and  began  to  give  his  tenth 
some  montlis  before  the  year  closed. 

Sabbath  School — At  the  beginning  of  the  year  a  change  wu 
made  in  our  Sabbath  services.  Instead  of  a  sermon  in  the  afier- 
noon  we  have  had  a  Sabbath  School.  Tlie  lesson,  about  ten 
verses  of  tlie  bible,  is  given  out  the  previous  Sabbath,  and 
the  Christians  and  their  children  are  expected  to  study  and 
commit  them  to  memory.  The  school  is  opened  by  siiigin;;, 
then  the  portion  of  scripturo  selected  fur  the  lesson  is  read| 
prayer  is  ofibred,  and  the  versos  read  are  made  the  subject  of  m 
address,  from  15  to  20  minutes.  This  is  fullowed  by  singing. 
Tiien  the  congregation  is  divided  oiF  into  as  many  sections  as 
there  are  teachers.  And  for  the  remainder  of  the  hoar  these 
teachers  are  employed  in  asking  questions,  explaining  and  en- 
forcing the  truths  contained  in  the  lesson.  The  school  is  then 
closed  with  prayer  by  one  of  the  teachers. 

It  was  supposed  that  few  but  christians  and  children  connected 
with  the  mission  school  would  attend.  In  this  we  were  agree- 
ably disappointed.  We  have  a  much  larger  audience  at  this 
service  than  in  the  niornin;;.  After  the  address  onlv  a  few 
withdraw  while  the  chtsscs  are  being  arranged.  Usually  from 
one  hundred  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  five  are  present,  at 
this  exercise.    The  singing  at  this  school  is  native  music,  which 
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Ant  attrtoted  a  good  maoy.  A  teacher  was  employed  about 
nontli  to  inttniot  the  eiogon  and  thii  made  the  lervioe  still 
re  attractive. 

Other  &m0##.— Our  excellent  native  assistant  has  been 
hful  and  laberious  in  preaching  in  another  chapel|  and 
lifferent  parts  of  the  city.  He  has  a  service  in  the  jail, 
the  Sabbath,  whore  his  instructions  have  been  very  accept- 
h  Once  a  week  for  some  months  post  he  has  accompani- 
Mrs.  Abbott  in  the  city  where  she  meots  a  good  number  of 
nen,  and  has  assisted  hor  in  giving  instruction.  He  is  also 
f  useful  in  instructing  inquirers  who  visit  him  in  the  evening, 
wife  has  usually  been  with  Mrs.  Abbott  to  the  jail  once  a 
k  to  visit  the  female  prisoners,  about  twenty  five  in  number. 

'he  school  tcachor  and  othor  Christians  after  the  sabbath 
.vices  are  overi  and  also  on  other  days  of  the  woeky  have  col- 
Kited  a  congregation  near  a  tank  in  the  city,  where  they  have 
sually  been  favored  with  a  respectful  hearing. 

Bible  TKoTn^n.— Mrs.  M.  E.  Hunger  came  to  Satara  in  1855. 
he  seemed  particularly  qualified  to  labor  among  the  Hindoo 
omon,  but  in  about  a  yoar  and  half  she  was  called  away  to 
higher  service.  Her  sisters  are  now  supporting  a  native 
iristian  woman  in  the  work  which  Mrs.  M.  was  not  per- 
itted  to  accomplish — that  of  carrying  the  word  of  life  to 
e  benighted  Hindoo  women.  This  Bible  woman  has 
en  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Abbott  She  with  an- 
her  christian  woman  as  a  companion^  spends  several  hours 
ery  day  in  reading  portions  of  the  bible  and  in  religious  con- 
rsatiouy  wherever  she  finds  women  ready  to  listen.  She  is 
us  able  to  carry  the  gospel  to  those  who  would  otherwise 
tver  have  the  opportunity  of  learning  the  way  of  salvation. 

The  christian  womca  and  a  few  others  meet  Mrs.  Abbott  at 
prayer-meeting  and  a  sewing  circle  on  alternate  weeks.  Each 
e  contributes  weekly  cue  pice  which  is  expended  for  sowing 
iterials.  The  garments  made  are  given  to  the  poor  of  the 
urch,  or  to  some  of  their  poor  neighbours.   While  they  are 
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Hug  MMM  OM  readi  a  religious  tract  or  book.  A  ipecial 
(jeet  at  each  prajer-maeting  is  to  iaatniot  the  women  in  some 
aristian  duty. 

Out  Statiota. — ^The  oatachist  at  VdaU  ristts  in  luooession  a 
lumber  of  Tilltges,  and  reports  an  iaoreasing  interest  among 
tlie  people  in  listening  to  the  truth.   He  has  during  the 
addressed  4967  persons  of  whom  1445  were    women«     Th 
catediist  at  Kawta  has  felt  enoouraged  by  the  increasing  atten 
tion  given  to  the  preaching  of  the  word.    Two  young  men  und 
his  instruction  liavo  expressed  their  belief  in  Christianity,  an 
a  desire  to  profess  Christ  before  the  world.    The  catechist  repo: 
that  during  ten  months  of  the  year  he  has  preached  the  word 
2505  persons  of  whom  465  were  women. 

Dhuing. — ^This  station  is  still  unoocnpied  by  a  missionai^-^. 
A  christian    school  teacher  has  been  employed  here,  and  CK^ 
people  are  Tisited  occasionally  by  the  missionary*    They  se^iv 
interested  in  the  truth,  and  express  a  strong  desire  that  a  nki«- 
sionary  should  come  and  live  among  them. 

MahableBhwar. — During  three  months  in  the  year  there  wen  ^ 

two  religious  services  held  on  the  Sabbath.    The  congregat/oo  ^ 

was  variable.    A  Catechist  should  be  located  here.   Therein  ^ 
girls'  school  supported  by  the  residents  about  eight  months  of 

the  year,  under  die  superintendence  of  the  missionary.  .^^ 

Station  ScAoot— The  principal  object  of  this  school  is  to  nuM 
up  teachers  and  catechists,  and  to  provide  instruction  for  the      , 
children  of  Christians.    Young  men  of  promise  are  received,  ind 
an  allowance  is  made  for  thoir  support  in  part     Besides  their      ^  ^ 
ordinary  studies  special  attention  is  given  to  their  religious  in-     1 1 
struction.     The  giris  of  the  school  are  taught  sewing  four  dsjn  io      ' 
the  week.  Four  members  of  the  school  have  become  hopefully 
pious  within  the  year,  three  of  whom  have  united  with  the 
church. 

Common  &Aoofe.— 1.     A  small  school  at  KowU  was  Unght  by 
the  wife  of  the  catechist  for  about  six  montlis. 
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.    A  small  lohool  of  many  ohildren  taught  by  a  native 

jtian  woman  in  Kolowadi  near  Satara.  This  school  has  been 

lee  sospondod  in  consequence  of  tlie  childrou    having  been 

ikon  from  school  to  work  for  their  parents.    When  there  is  no 

hool  the  teacher  does  the  work  of  a  Bible  woman.   Sho  reports 

lat  sho  finds  intorciitcd  listeners  whorovcr  she  goes. 

3,  A  school  of  caste  boys  in  Bhuing  continued  for  ten 
onth.i.  The  teacher  is  a  convert  from  the  Marathi  caste.  Ilis 
hool  being  reduce<l  in  numbers  by  the  parents  taking  their 
lildron  to  their  fields,  he  wont  to  his  nutivo  village  and  collcct- 
I  a  school  of  between  thirty  and  forty  scholars  of  Brahmin, 

arathi  and  otiier  caste  boys.  Previous  to  this  his  townsmen 
id  persecuted  him,  and  forbidden  his  taking  water  from  the 
ililie  wells,  because  of  his  becoming  u  christian.  By  a  little 
inncss  on  the  part  of  the  Police  Magistrate  they  gave  up  their 
•position,  and  now  send  their  children  to  his  school,  where  they 
ceive  christian  instruction.   We  ho|)e  for  fruit  in  this  village. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  I  leave  this  most  interesting  field 
^f  lal>or,  as  the  circumstances  of  my  family  require  my  return  to 
America.  The  Rev.  W.  Wood  who  commenced  the  work  here, 
and  labored  for  eleven  years,  has  now  returned  to  this  station. 
May  he  be  permitted  to  gather  much  fruit  here  to  the  praise  of 
the  Lord  of  Missions.

SHOLAPUR. 

Tho  writer  joined  the  station  on  the  13th  Feb.,  1868.  The 
Bev.  C.  llarding  lefl  it  on  the  13tb  March  for  America. 
Ho  sailed  from  Bombay  the  24th  idem,  with  his  four  mother- 
less children.  At  Liverpool  the  little  boy  who  had  borne  tho 
journey  very  well  up  to  that  time,  was  suddenly  taken  ill  and 
died.  The  father  and  his  three  little  girls  pursued  their  sad 
way  and  reached  Now  York  May  22nd. 

Preacliinff, — ^The  work  at  the  station  has  not  been  different  from 
that  in  preceding  years.    We  feel  that  preaching  the  word  is  the

iia.H  1)0011  j)roii(liiii^  in  tho  afternoons  also.  Other  cliria 
Imvo  boon  in  tlio  juviotico  of  going  out  on  Sabbath  mornin/; 
viIln;X09  in  tho  vicinity,  to  sponk  to  tlio  poople  as  thojr  fthonld 
opportunity. 

On  tho  Sahl)2itli  tlioro  are  two  services  at  tha  ohapel  in 
city,  and  after  the  p.  in.  service  tliere  is  uaunlly  proad 
in  front  of  the  chapel  to  any  who  may  gatlier  thoro. 

Tho  numbers  wlio  attend  tliose  chapel  services  vary  mn 
At  times  all  our  Hcats  will  be  fdled,  and  on  such  occasions  k 
ho  audience  consists  of ''  outsidersi"  men  not  connoctod  with  i 
;hristians.  At  other  times  none  of  this  class  como  and  reroa 
iiroufih  the  entire  Her\'ico. 

In  addition  to  the  chapel  there  are  about  a  dozen  places  i 
le  city  and  the  Camp  bazar,  which  are  visited  regnlariy,  an 
me  other  places  occasionally,  for  the  purpose  of  preachiii| 
le  numbers  who  listen  vary  much  at  the  different  stand 
d  also  at  the  same  stand  on  diiforent  days.  I  have  had  mei 
m  200  listening  in  quiet,  and  T  have  spoken  to  an  audienc 
less  than  twenty.     It  is  the  exception  when  wa  i— —  » 
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8  on  the  Sabbath  hai  been  engaged  in  stndying  the  epistles, 
A  that  to  the  Galatians  onward.  From  an  hour  to  an  hour 
half  has  been  occupied  in  this  exercise. 

In  ChiTch. — The  church  now  numbers  twenty  five^  an  increase 
»ur  in  the  year.  Three  persons  have  been  received  by  letter 
I  other  churches  and  two  on  profession  of  faith,  and  one,  who 
us  some  years  since  has  been  excomniuuicatod.  Three  children 
\  been  baptized.    The  number  is  now  eleven. 

lere  are  twelve  members  of  other  churches  residing  here 
-esent,  who  worship  with  us.  Some  of  these  we  expect  will 
»fer  their  relation  to  this  church  before  long.  One  of 
number  no  longer  resides  here.  Two  are  living  at 
*  village  12  miles  from  here,  where  they  meet  with  many 
I ;  but  we  trust  they  are  holding  on  in  the  true  way,  and  that 
/  will  yet  appear  as  lights  in  that  region. 

Of  the  two  members  received  on  profession  of  faith  one  had 
m  baptized  in  infancy.    Tlie  other  is  the  younger  brother 
the  brahman  who  was  baptized  last  year,  and  on  whose 
»unt  the  riot  took  place  as  related  in  the  report. 

^t  the  same  time  when  this  young  man  was  examined  and 
leivod  another  was  examined  as  to  his  faith  in  Christ,  and  it 
A  expected  that  he  would  bo  baptized  on  the  same  day.  But 
)  evening  previous  to  the  day  appointed,  he  went  away  to  his 
lage  to  inform  his  mother  and  other  friends.  The  mother  was 
ry  much  grieved  as  a  matter  of  course.  He  thought  he  might 
fer  his  baptism  until  she  should  be  more  quiet,  and 
rhaps  become  reconciled  to  his  course.  So  he  stayed  away  from 
I  service.  Ho  has  not  yet  found  the  '^  convenient  season/*  has 
t  attended  the  Sabbath  services,  nor  been  to  see  me.  Our 
ristians  have  sometimes  met  him,  and  he  has  always  expressed 
I  belief  of  the  truth,  and  a  purpose  to  join  us  6oon. 

Other  inquirers  have  appeared,  and  walked  with  us  for  a  time, 
dthen  disappeared.  Near  the  close  of  the 'year  a  family  of 
uvere  joined  us.  The  father  and  mother  appear  well,  and 
sirens  of  learning,  and  we  trust  a  good  work  is  begun  in  them. 
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The  sUto  of  feeling  in  the  chnroh  bai  not  been  tttii&etorj 
mil  the  time.  We  hare  endeavored  to  exercise  '^  long-suffer- 
ing/* and  to  urge  that  ^'even  as  Christ  forgavo  jon  so  also  do 
ye.*'  The  appearance  is  of  a  growing  interest  in  the  truth,  of 
increased  love  to  Christ,  and  activity  in  His  service.  We  Lope 
that  as  the  result  of  such  experienco,  the  evil  remaining  may  be 
STrallowed  up,  and  one  heart  and  one  mind  become  the  rule. 

A  few  members  of  tlie  church  are  systematic  in  contributing 
for  the  support  of  the  gospel.  Othors  have  yet  to  learo  tb 
blessedness  of  gimng. 

It  has  not  been  a  year  of  ingathering.  Yet  we  are  not  without 
encouragement.  There  is  increased  attention  to  the  word  spoken; 
a  different  tone  is  evident  on  the  part  of  those  who  oppose  and 
dispute  ;  and  sometimes  a  desire  to  hear  about  Christ  is  very 
manifest 

&AooZ«.— -Schools  have  not  prospered.  Very  few  have  attended 
regularly  at  this  school  on  the  premises,  though  a  good  number 
have  come  in  all.  At  the  othor  villages,  the  **  fear  and  opposition" 
spoken  of  in  lost  yearns  report  has  prevented  any  regular  school 
being  kept  up.  The  teacher  at  tlie  village  east  has  been  em- 
ployed as  a  preacher  throughout  the  year.  The  state  of  thingi 
at  the  village  was  such  that  he  thought  there  was  little  hopo  of 
good  there,  and  be  has  resided  thero  only  a  part  of  the  year. 
Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  quarrols  seemed  to  have  come  to 
an  end,  and  some  persons  expressed  a  wish  that  the  teacher 
might  return.  The  teacher  at  the  village  west  has  had  only  an 
evening  school  of  young  men.  Four  of  these  come  re;;ularly 
and  are  making  good  progress.  Four  men  from  other  villages 
have  learned  to  read,  with  a  little  help  from  this  teacher.  He 
has  visited  their  villages,  and  they  have  at  times  come  to  spend  a 
day  or  two  with  him.  Two  of  these  belong  in  one  village.  One 
of  these  two  has  also  taught  another  young  man  in  his  own  vilbge, 
BO  that  he  now  reads  well.  All  these  readers  and  others  in  the 
vicinity  manifest  so  muoh  interest  in  the  truth  that  we 
hope  for  good. 
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kn  old  mmn,  nearly  blind,  lives  in  a  village  about  eif^ht  miles 
rond  the  teaohcr.  He  came  led  by  bis  grandson  ;  and  spent  a 
r  days  with  the  teacher.  Then  he  went  back  to  his  village  to 
1  his  friends  of  what  he  had  heard.  He  then  came  back 
lin  desiring  further  instruction  that  he  might  tell  the 
iple  still  more.  This  occurred  two  or  three  times  during  tlie 
ir. 

Foun. — In  December  we  visited  the  villages  along  the  road, 
I  on  each  sidoi  as  far  west  as  Pandberapoor.  We  had  in- 
3sted  audiences  all  along,  and  in  the  city  itself  the  seat  of  the 
at  Vithoba.  This  is  an  interesting  and  hopeful  department 
our  work.  But  it  is  little  that  we  are  able  to  do  in  this 
irection. 

Laboun  among  tlie  teamen. — Mrs.Hazen  has  been  in  the  habit 
of  going  to  meet  the  women  in  various  parts  of  the  city  twice  a 
ireek.  And  a  beginning  has  been  made  in  the  way  of  employing 
christian  women  as  Bible  readers.  But  a  report  of  such  labours 
win  belong  to  the  future. 

The  progress  made  the  past  year  will  seem  very  little,  but  we 
trust  it  is  true  progress.     If  it  be,  the  fruit  shall  yet  appear.

So  wrota  PmiI,  embod jiag  io  one  short  sentence  his  sutohiognphj,  and 
in  the  next  his  assursnce  of  aoothery  happier  life,  beyond  the  grave. 

It  is  common  for  christians  to  avoid  speaking  of  their  personal  rdigioQi 
aims  and  expectations,  or  to  speak  guardedly.  They  say, ''  I  am  tiyiof  (e 
live  for  Christ.*'  **  I  hope  the  Lord  will  give  me  a  place  in  Heaven.** 

But  some  have  no  such  hesitation.  They  know.  They  are  confidesftk  m 
P^  was.  They  speak  boldly  ; — because  they  are  conscious  of  the  one  pa^ 
pose  that  controls  every  other  purpose  and  erexy  action  and  wish,  tod 
makes  all  things  subserve  its  end  ;  and  because  they  know  in  whom  they 
have  believed  and  take  hold  on  eternal  life. 

Such  a  one  was  Br.  Munger,  whose  life  and  death  we  to-night  oomne- 
morate.  He  was  a  man  of  definite  purpose  and  assured  faith — a  mia  of 
one  aim  and  one  controlling  idea — a  man  who  would  use  our  text  with  tho 
same  intense  and  thorough  meaning  as  Paul  did. 

His  sermons  abounded  !n  such  intense  expressions  of  experience  and 
faith.  When  he  stood  up  to  preach,  it  was  as  Grod*s  messenger ;— ts  the 
watchman  who  heard  tho  word  from  God's  mouth  and  warned  the  people 
iVom  him,  knowing  that  his  failure  might  leave  some  wicked  man  to  die  in 
his  iniquity,  whose  blood  should  be  required  at  hie  hand.  So,  when  he 
stood  up  to  preach,  his  ndsed  hand  would  quiver  with  emotion — his  eye 
would  flash  and  his  ringing  voice  would  become  instinct  with  bis  soul- 
utterance  It  suited  him  to  say  *'  For  me  to  live  is  Christ  and  to  die  w 
gain,**— and  no  hearer  could  doubt  that  he  said  it  without  limitatioo. 

And  when  his  strength  hod  boon  taken  away  in  his  last  sickness— wbea 
his  arm  trembled  involuntarily  from  porulysLs — and  his  eyes  and  tongue 
had  nearly  ceased  to  do  his  bidding  ;  his  earnest  spirit  demanded  of  them 
one  morel  last  eervice.  Then  his  eye  fliiaheil  again,  and  his  voice,  though  it 
had  lost  the  loud  ringing  tone  that  had  characterized  it  for  so  many  years, 
came  distinct  and  definite,  as  he  spoke  his  last  words.  They  were  like  an 
echo  of  our  text.  They  were  "  None  but  Christ.** 

For  a  Master,  he  had  served  ''None  but  Christ.*'  For  his  Saviour,  he  had 
trusted  in  "  None  but  Christ.**  For  a  Refuge  in  death  he  asked  for  "  noee 
but  Christ.**  For  an  Intercessor  and  Lord  in  heHven,  who  should  briog 
him  to  the  Father  of  Spirits,  and  give  him  a  place  in  one  of  the  **  maoy 
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itiooa,*'  bt  would  taek  **  Nona  but  Chriit.*  These  hit  Ust  wordi  gift 
the  ktj  nott|  and  let  at  harmooise  upon  it,  while  we  rebetrte  tome 
rtt  of  the  tuthem  of  hit  life— a  life  io  which  the  gospel  of  salvation 
t  **  tounded  out"  along  thete  plaint  and  hills  of  the  Dakhan. 

Mj  impression  it  that  Br.  Munger  kept  a  journal  of  such  matters  at 
iciallj  interested  him  in  bis  inner  and  outer  lifo«  But  I  have  not  had 
}eit  to  it.  And  were  such  a  record  in  my  bands,  I  should  shrink  from 
lling  extracts.  Nor  have  I  attempted  to  gather  together  his  letters.  He 
re  but  little  time  to  correspondence,  and  for  many  yoanbis  nervous  diffi- 
Ities  made  writing  laborious.  He  would  however  soL*d  a  letter  wheu  a 
md  had  occasion  for  special  joy,  and  ho  never  would  fail  to  send  at  least 
lote  of  sympathy  in  a  time  of  special  sorrow.  His  letters  abound  in 
erences  to  **  the  loving  Saviori"  ''  the  precious  Savior/'  '*  the  blessed 
vior,"  and  to  ^  the  Home  of  the  saved/'  or  "  Your  and  our  happy 
jme." 

[  have  a  theet  containing  bit  antwers  to  the  questions  proposed  by  the 
idential  Committee  of  the  Am.  Board  to  those  sent  forth  as  misaion- 
ef.  The  answers  are  very  short,  but  they  contain  items  that  I  will 
;e  repeat,  interspersing  some  comments,  as  well  as  items  obtained  from 
«her  tourcet,  to  at  to  lay  before  you  a  tynopsis  of  his  biography. 

His  name  in  full  is  Sendol  Banies  Munger.  He  was  born  5tb  Oct.  1803, 
In  Fairhaven,  Vermont.  He  became  an  orphan  while  still  a  child.  Calvm 
Hunger,  bis  father  died  wheu  he  was  three,  and  bis  mother  died  when  he 
was  six  years  old.  Her  maiden  name  was  Rebecca  lleuieuway.  The 
names  of  hia  jxirents  show  that  they  were  of  the  old  Puritan  stock.  He 
had  one  brother,  younger  than  himself,  who  took  bis  father's  name. 
Cklvin,  and  wlio  died  at  the  age  of  32,  a  preacher  of  the  gospel  in  the 
Protestant  Methodist  connection.  His  cousin  Asa  Hemeuway  of  Shore- 
ham,  Vermont,  was  a  missionary  of  the  Am.  Board  to  Siam,  and  Mrs. 
Anna  Hemeuway  Caswell  of  the  same  mission  was  also  his  cousin.  These 
cousins  of  his  were  younger  than  be,  and  entered  on  the  work  of  Missions 
Ive  years  later«  It  would  be  interesting  to  know  how  much  of  the  in- 
lueoce  that  sent  them  to  Siam,  emanated  from  our  departed  brother. 
After  the  death  of  his  mother  he  lived  for  teveral  years  with  Lis  maternal 
(rand-parentt  in  Shoreham,  and  he  ever  regarded  that  place  at  his  Aome, 
ill  he  made  a  home  in  India. 

These  towns  of  Fairhaven  and  Shoreham  where  be  spent  his  boyhood 
and  youth,  are  on  or  near  the  Shore  of  Lake  Champlaiu  at  its  Southern 
•nd,  and  near  Lake  George,  whose  charming  scenery  is  extolled  by  every 
Tuitor.*  Within  ten  miles  of  Shoreham  are  Crown  Point  find  Fort 
Ticonderoga,  and  Mt  Independence,  and  other  places  of  historic  interest 
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btrt   tbf'OfMnMoiuiUinbojs*  fouglit  and  eooqiMrtd.  And  those 

Ae  Gkvtn  MounUint  were  ertr  towtring  iMforv  him.    Hli  aotdmiod 

idiM  wtn  panofd  in  Castleion  Aeademj  i  And  hit  ooIl«giftU  ooaiw  of 

ir  jretTi  wu  pnnued  at  Middlebury  Collegciy  both  of  whioh  iostitatioiii 

0  ia  the  vicinitj  of  his  home,  and  under  the  shadow  of  the  same  Onen 

loantains.    These  beautiful  and  grand  surroundings  helped  to  modd 

he  plaatio  nature  of  his  youth,  and  to  make  him  what  he  became.  Lib 

Jeoi^  with  its  quiet  loveliness,  was  not  so  near  as  the  mountain  lod 

ihe  battlefield ;  and    the  mountain  and  the    battlefield  left  a  deoptr 

impression.    He  studied  theology  at  Andover — was  a   member  ef  tbi 

Andover  Theological  Seminary  for  more  than  three  jeara. 

In  the  list  of  answers  referred  to,  is  a  description  of  thoinoepttoa  of 
bis  missionary  character,  and  I  will  give  it  entire.  He  writes,  ^  1  oooi 
had  an  opportunity  of  hearing  Rev.  Horatio  Bardwell,  after  his  raton 
firom  India,  and  my  sympathies  were  so  much  moved  for  the  heathen, 
that  I  aaid  in  my  heart— if  Qod  will  give  rae  a  new  heart  and  open  to  mo 
the  door,  I  will  be  his  messenger  to  the  heathen.  And  when  Ood  led 
me  to  hope  in  the  salvation  of  Christ,  he  led  me  also  to  think  of  mf 
tow.    And  flrom  that  time  I  was  consecrated  in  purpose  to  this  work." 

In  the  same  he  tells  of  his  conversion  as  follows  : — ^"  My  hope  of  eon* 
torsion  from  darkness  to  light  and  from  the  power  of  Satan  unto  Ooi 
dates  July  4.1821.  It  was  granted  me  in  Shoreham  duiing  a  tine  of 
a  most  precious  revival  of  religion.  In  Sept  of  that  year  I  united  with 
the  church  of  God  in  that  ])laoe.  I  was  induced  to  seek  a  liberal  eiloca* 
oation  by  a  conviction  that  this  is  the  proper  way  to  the  work  of  the 
gospel  ministry,  unto  which  I  believed  myself  called  of  God." 

He  was  ordained  12  Fob.  1834,  and  embarked  at  Boston  21  May,  aad 
arrived  at  Bombay  10  Sept,  of  the  aamo  year.  That  was  34  years  agi^ 
After  giving  two  years  to  the  study  of  the  ^larathi  language  in  Bombtfi 
he  was  stationed  at  Jaliia  and  resided  there  till  1842,  when  tho  protracted 
111  health  of  Mrs.  Munger  mad  a  it  uecessary  for  him  to  go  with  her  to 
America.  Thoy  arrived  at  Salem  10  June  1842.  After  three  and  a  half 
years  in  America,  her  health  having  l^een  '^  measurably  restored,"  as  wii 
iupposed,  they  again  embarked  for  India  3  Jan.  1846.  He  arrived  it 
Bombay  alone.  She  dieil  on  hoard  the  ship  Chicora  and  was  buried 
in  the  Southern  part  of  the  Indian  Ocean.  (Lat  37^  S.  Long  66^  £.)•  He 
was  stationed  at  Amednuggur  or  Bbingftr  till  May  18S3,  and  waa  •&• 
gaged  chiefly  in  itinerating.  Tlien  he  visited  America  the  second  time 
—was  married  to  Miss  Mary  Ely,  and  returned,  reaching  Bombay  2  Kof. 
1854,  the  next  day  after  the  hurricane.  In  Jan.  1855  he  was  stationed 
at  Satara,  and  remained  there  till  1866.  Mrs.  Mary  Munger  died  there,  Jnot 
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Dviof  Um  jMn  1861  and  1868,  ha  wm  absent  for  a  Tisit  to  Ainer 
Pta  naiiiad  while  there  to  Mm.  Sarah   Paul  who  haa  surri' 
In  1865  ho  took  charge  of  the  station  at  Bombaj,  and  thence 
n^  came  and  he  went  to  the  higher  service  S3rd  July,  1868. 

vaawhfle  Br.  Munger  was  stationed  at  Bhing&r  that  I  became 
elj  acquainted  with  him.    He  was  then,  so  much  of  the  time  at 
at  home  between  his  long  tours,  an  inmate  of  my  family.    I  £ 
him  in  America  in  1845.    But  our  acquaintance  fairly  commen< 
Bpt.  1846,  when  in  company   with    Br.    Hume    he    met   us 
I  the  Woodside — as  we  *  first  anchored  in  the  harbor    of  Boml 
irss  a   veteran    ih/tiu     And    that    was    twcuty    two    years    n 
Master  has  called  him  away.

Ballautine  and  Abb< 
le  six  with  their  families,  and  Miss  Farrar  completed  the  miss

:^      ^^nade  between  the  style  that  gives  most  time  to  preaching  and 

^hat  gives  most  time  to  teaching.    My  object  in  referring  to  th 

^  not  to  compare  these  styles  of  work,  or  to  discuss  their  mcr 

^^  re  are  diversities  of  operations,  but  it  is  the  same  Ood  which  wo 

1  in  all."    In  practice,  tvvr}^  eamcii  man  h<u  hit  own  %i>ay  ond  ityl 

tliat  he  likes  and  a  style  that  is  somehow  appropriate  to,  as  well 
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pteoliAT  to^  hiiBMlf .  And  Im  does  good  io  his  waj.  Probtblj  Im  doei 
mors  good  la  hit  w«j  than  he  would  in  any  other's  waj.  He  esn  Imtb 
from  others  and  improre  his  own  waj,  but  usuallj  bj  adapting  the  plm 
and  suggestions  of  others  to  his  own,  in  the  waj  of  correoUon  or  ooo* 
pletion. 

Br.  Manger  was  a  preodker.  It  wan  natural  for  him  to  preach,  and  whan 
be  would  impress  hii  conrictionB  on  other  minds  he  would  **  lift  op  bii 
Toioe  like  a  trumpet*  He  eet  a  higher  value  on  preaching  than  on  nj 
other  department  of  ohristian  work.  And  the  mimionary  enpeoitUj  ha 
thought  should  '^  preach  the  Word.*'  80,  from  the  beginning  to  the  end 
of  his  missionarj  work  he  gave  himself  to  the  **  Ministry  of  tht  YFonl, 
making  oral  preaching  and  the  pre|Hiration  for  it,  hie  buMincas.  He  piM, 
he  advocated,— ho  practised  pteaehingwi  the  chief  duty  of  amiasiootiy. 
As  far  back  as  18^  he  wrote  as  follows.  **  Among  our  labors  prcadung 
should  hold  the  pre-emineiioo.  While  we  are  liable  to  err  in  our  ettimtt* 
of  the  importance  of  other  departments  of  missionary  labor,  there  is  w 
probability  of  our  overrating  the  value  of  preaching  Clirist  crucified.  Thii 
is  undeniably  the  chief  means  of  effecting  the  dominion  of  the  kingdom  of 
holiness.  To  the  efTioiicy  of  this  instntmoutality  must  the  Church  maio* 
ly  look  for  the  joyful  tidings  which  shall  be  communicated  by  *  great  Toioei 
in  heaven,  saying,  the  kingdoms  of  this  world  are  become  the  kingdomaof 
our  Lord  and  of  His  Christ,  and  He  shall  reign  for  ever  and  eveK* 

Br,  Munger  did  not  oonfino  his  preaching  to  the  Hindus.  Erery 
where— especially  while  at  Jalna— he  gave  much  time  to  pmioMiig  to 
Europeans  and  Indo-Britons.  At  Jalua  ho  **  preached  to  the  Europeans 
twice  on  the  Sabbath  when  the  chaplain  was  abwmt  And  he  had  i 
regular  Wednesday  evening  meeting  for  prayer  and  the  ezpositien  of 
the  Word — had  a  meeting  on  Friday  evening  among  the  Indo-firitODf— 
aiid  Satunlay  evening  ei^lit  or  ten  gentleman  and  ladies  came  to  hit 
house  and  spent  an  hour  in  the  mutual  study  of  the  Scriptures.** 

This  was  excessive.  He  was  sent  to  evangclixe  the  heathen,  and  he 
took  on  himself  in  addition  the  work  of  a  cbaplain.  Of  this  he  wrote. 
^  It  is  my  endeavor  to  average  my  duties  in  such  a  way  that  nonecf 
these  labors  shall  interfere  with  mj  special  work  as  a  missionary  to  the 
heathen.  I  must  admits  however,  that  they  do  consume  not  a  little  of 
my  strength.'* 

His  preaching  at  Jalna  was  blessed  in  some  coses  to  the  conversion  ef 
his  hearers,  and  in  others  to  their  spiritual  edification.  One  officer  to 
whom  his  word  became  a  blessing  "  was  desirous,  as  a  thank*offering  to 
the  Loid,  of  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  American  Board,  a  large 
sum  of  money,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  a  new  mission  at  NigpAr 
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ch  had  not  ihon  boen  occupied  m  a  mimion  station.  The  Am.  Board 
•  not  then  in  a  situation  to  avail  itself  of  this  cfror,  and  it  was  suh- 
[uentlj  made  to  the  Free  Church  of  Sootknd*s  mission  committee, 
1  the  result  was  the  establishment  of  their  KagpAr  Mission." 

!n  later  j9or%  while  stationed  at  Bhingftr,  Br.  Hunger  gave  himself  en* 
A  J  to  itinerating  among  the  villages,  for  so  much  of  the  year  as  affords 
iither  suicable  for  tent  life.  In  this  work  he  was  most  earnest  and  la* 
lous.  Tlie  reconls  of  his  tours  show  that  he  would  visit  and  preach  in 
r,  five  or  six  villages  every  day.  The  average  number  of  villages  he  vi- 
h\  during  one  coM  Reason  was  more  than  five  a  day.  Having  given  di- 
^ions  for  forwarding  his  tent,  he  would  mount  his  horse  at  day  break 
1  gallop  to  the  first  villago  ou  his  way,  preach  to  those  he  could  collect, 
i  tbon  take  tlie  Nadillc  a(;ain  and  gallop  to  another  village.  So  ho  would 
ach  in  three  or  four  villages,  reaching  his  tent  at  elev«*n  o'clock.  In  the 
imoon  his  tent  was  sent  on  again  at  four  o'clock,  and  he  would  preach  at 
villago  ou  the  way,  and  then  at  tho  village  where  he  spent  the  night. 
N  not  strange  that  at  the  end  of  the  cold  season  ho  was  thoroughly 
ni  and  cxliaustcd.  In  this  way  he  visited  the  villages  from  Nuggiu* 
"^holApOr  for  several  succosMive  years.  He  extended  his  tours  to  the 
E.  as  far  as  NAj^pAr,  and  to  tho  South  boyond  KolApAr.  He  was 
atly  interesteil  in  a  tour  among  the  Qhonds.  Thus  he  visited  and 
ached  in  thousands  of  villages— in  some  of  them  but  once,  and  in 
le  of  them  frequently. 

[ewos  disappointed  in  the  iangihU  results  of  his  itineracy.  It  was 
iwing  beside  all  waters."  It  was  "  proclaiminjf  far  and  wide,  the  truth 
t  is  in  Jesus.  It  was  not  cultivating,  nor  gathering  in  the  harveatt 
forming  churches.  But  multitudes  were  told  of  Christ  Jesus.  And 
lanks  be  unto  God,  who  always  causeth  us  to  triumph  in  Christ,  and 
ceth  manifest  the  savor  of  his  knowledge,  by  us  in  every  place." 

le  learneil  that  his  preaching  was  blessed  to  some  hearers,  and  he 
f  know  of  more  canes  now.  When  he  had  reason  to  think  that  some 
r  soul  was  rejHsntant  and  really  inquiring  the  way  of  life,  he  would 
ft\  a  long  way  to  visit  his  village  and  look  him  up  again  and  again — 
if  there  seemed  reason,  bring  him  with  him  to  his  station  for  fuller 
Tuction.  But  he  won  very  careful  to  avoid  anything  that  flavored  of 
uniary  inducement. 

jiother  work  of  Br.  Munger  waa  the  preparation  of  tracts.  At  such 
K>ns  of  the  year  as  do  not  allow  of  itinerating,  he  gave  his  time  and 
ngth  to  writing  ^larathi  tracts  and  books ;  and  to  such  studies, 
^ciftlly  of  Hindu  literature,  as  he  thought  would  fit  him  to  write  for 
preach  to  the  heathen.    His  tracts  which  have  been  published,  as

Ind  again,  '*  I  herewith  present  you  a  map  of  a  distant  province  of 
jin^s  empire.  Will  you  look  at  it  P  Will  you  study  it  P  England  has 
died  tho  map  of  India  with  advantage.  She  has  learned  the  magnitude 
;he  conquest  and  its  value,  and  has  taken  the  field  with  fitting  strength, 
like  manner  would  we  have  Christians  study  the  moral  map  of  India, 
idy  it  with  the  hearts  of  concpierors — with  a  view  to  conquest." 
!n  these  extracts  wo  see  an  image  of  the  soldier-spirit  of  our  departed 
thcr.  Life  was  to  him  a  warfare.  A  tour  was  a  canipaign.  A  meeting 
h  Brabmans  was  a  battle.  He  "  learned  to  fght  by  fighting  **  He  did 
.  let  his  armour  or  his  weajions  rust.  He  fought  with  Satan  for  his  own 
il  He  fought  to  release  tho  prisoners  of  sin.  He  fought  valiantly  the 
ties  of  the  Lord.  He  fought  believing  in  tho  eventual  triumph  of  the 
gdom  of  God  over  the  length  and  breadth  of  India  and  the  world.  He 
ays  had  his  armor  on,  or  at  loost  his  uniform.  Dr.  M.  indulged  in  a 
nt  style  of  s[)cakiDg  and  a  manner  that  suited  the  camp  rather  than 
court.  Strangers  woro  sometimes  repulsed  by  his  rough  utterances* 
[  old  friends  were  sometimes  troubled  by  his  plainness  of  speech.  We 
d  to  think,  though  it  corre8ix)ndod  with  his  soldier-spirit  to  "  make 
mouth  like  a  sharp  sword,"  that  it  would  have  corre8£K>nded  just  as 
1  to  have  made  it  **  hke  a  polished  shaft."    (Isa.  49  :  2.) 
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But  aoder  tht  rough  ouUtdo  there  wm  keen  leneitifeQeai,  end  peeU^ 
teete,  atid  etraeet  ejrmpftthyy  thut  fit  oeoasion  would  develop,  though  th^ 
irere  ordioarilj  hid  in  hie  heart.  A  few  betidee  thoee  who  regarded  lum 
M  their  spiritual  (atheri  knew  of  the  deep  fountains  of  gentlenota  aal 
tenderness  within  his  breast,  whoso  sweet  waters  oould  well  up  aud  Hot 
for  their  refrenhment  His  sjmpathies  were  easily  aroused  bjbeariof 
of  the  sorrows  and  aflSictions  of  others.  His  eje  would  fill  and  gUiUoi 
and  his  powerful  voice  would  acquire  a  strange  sweetness  and  riclitiM 
of  tone  ;  and  he  became  a  prince  among  the  sons  of  consolation. 

He  had  no  children,  or  the  traits  that  made  him  a  favorite  with  child* 
ren  when  he  would  unbend  for  their  sake,  had  been  more  fully  develop- 
ed, lie  loved  children— always  prayed  particularly  for  them— alwaji 
prayed  for  them  with  fervor  and  pathos. 

No  one  could  understand  and  appreciate  Br.  Hunger,  who  had  not 
heard  him  pmy.  Ho  always  prayed  fervently,  aud  usually  with  the 
yearnings  of  tenderness.  He  caiue  to  the  Mercy  Scat  with  fetiUoUf  with 
importunuto  pleading,  with  a  penitent  and  weeping  soul,  with  oier- 
flowings  of  love  and  faith  and  trust.  Then  we  found  our  [)erceptiotif 
quickened  and  our  best  desires  expressed,  as  he  led  our  devotions  with 
words  fitly  spoken,  that  we're  like  apples  of  gold  in  pictures  of  eilTer 
fit  for  presenting  before  "  the  Qreat  Master."  Then  our  hearts  swelled 
with  sympathetic  emotions  as  the  full,  sweet,  intense,  tremulous  too«t 
warm  from  his  heart,  fell  on  our  oar  and  echoed  around. 

His  characteristics  fitted  Br.  Hunger  to  be  an  Evangelist,  They  fitted 
him  for  proaching  in  times  of  revival  They  fitt^  him  to  do  the  woris 
of  a  John  the  Baptist  They  did  not  fit  him  to  be  a  pastor.  There  in 
men  better  fitted  than  he  was  to  build  up  and  repair  and  conserve  tht 
walls  of  Zion.  His  proper  work  was  to  demolish  error — totearewtj 
and  destroy  the  defences  of  evil;  of  Hinduism,  and  of  Atheism,  and 
Pantheism,  and  Nothingism  and  every  other  ism  that  deceives  and  kill< 
souls.  '' There  are  diversities  of  gifts,  but  the  same  Spirit."  And  tbt 
''  Spirit  divideth  to  every  man  severally  as  He  will."  **  If  the  whole  bodj 
were  an  eyo  where  were  the  hearing  P  If  the  whole  body  were  hearing 
where  were  the  smelling"?  '*  Are  all  apostles  P  Are  all  prophets P  Are 
all  teachers  P    But  covet  earnestly  the  best  giAs.** 

In  this  mission  work  in  India,  there  is  abundant  opportunity  for  the 
exercise  of  just  such  gifts  as  were  given  to  our  de|)arted  brother.  Miy 
his  mantle  fall  on  worthy  successors — on  men  who  have,  as  he  bid,  i 
burning  fire  shut  up  in  thoir  bones  and  are  weary  with  forbearing-en 
men  who  will  as  he  did,  "  lift  up  their  voice  like  a  trumpet  and  show  the 
peojAe  their  trau»grc«sious*'— on  men  who  will,  as  he  did,  *'  preach  tht 
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'd,  b«  iniUat  in  MMoiiy  oat  of  aaaion ;  rtprove,  rebuke,  exhort  with 
[oogeuffering  and  doctriDe*— on  men  who  can  eay  when  need  be,  '^hou 
the  nmn"— on  men  who  will  as  he  did,  **  fight  a  good  fight,  endure 
iotiona,  do  the  work  of  eTangeliata,  and  make  full  proof  of  their 
liatry." 

And  I  heard  a  voice  from  heaven  aajini^  unto  me,  Write,  Bleased  are 
dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  from  henceforth.  Yea  aaith  the  Spirit,  that 
f  maj  rest  from  their  labors,  and  their  worka  do  follow  them/  Their 
'h  do  follow  them.    Br.  Munger'a  work  ia  not  done.    **  He  being  dead, 

e|)oakotb."  Hia  testimony  ia  remembered  in  thoufianda  of  village^

;be  one  a  savor  of  death  unto  death,  and  to  the  other  a  savor  of  life

>le8s  this  people  through  the  years  following— how  will  his  eye  beam 
i  his  voice  praise  the  Master  who  gave  him  such  a  service  I  How  will 
heart  swell  with  thankfulness,  and  his  face  shine  with  a  brighter  glory, 
ine  after  another,  they  shall  come  and  join  the  throng  of  the  redeemed,

CHAPELS  AND  HOUSES  FOR  PASTORS 

NEEDED    BY 

THE  INFANT  CHURCHES  IN  THE  DAKHAN. 

rns  AuEBiCAN  Mission  to  the  MfirathAs  has  published  an  Annual 
^port  for  some  years,  so  that  the  principal  matters  connected  with  the 
irmation  and  growth  of  the  Native  Churches  in  our  connection  are  well« 
uown  to  those  who  take  an  interest  in  the  work  and  aid  it  by  their 
ontributions  and  their  prayers. 

There  are  some  specialities,  however,  in  the  present  stage  of  the 
evelopment  of  these  infant  Churches  into  self-sustaining,  independent 
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iiiatiiatioa%  that  will  be  inttrMtinf  to  irm  friradi  and  that  ahodd  h 
aaada  known  to  tha  pahlic. 

Ten  of  tha  Chorohaa  at  Ahmadnuggttr  and  Tillagea  within  fbrtymfli 
of  it  have  ordained  Katire  Paatora.  AnraDgementa  aie  being  made  fa 
the  ordination  of  two  othan,  and  the  ordination  of  the  thirteenth  hm 
been  put  ofl^  only  becanae  there  ia  no  hooae  provided  or  to  be  had  iof 
hia  reaidenoe. 

Theae  Paatora  were  choeen  bj  the  Chorchea,  and  for  their  auppoitt 
largopartof  the  Church  members  cordially  devote  a  tenth  part  of  thdr 
eaminga  and  profita.  At  the  time  of  their  ordination  the  Chardm 
pledged  a  tenth  of  the  entire  income  of  those  belonging  to  the  Chorcb 
Some  memben  have  not  fulfilled  their  pledges.  In  their  provert/  thej 
put  off  payment  till  harvest  time,  or  some  expected  receipt  should  enaUi 
them  to  do  it  more  easily ;  but  failed  in  their  expectations.  The  bettor 
plan  of  giving  the  consecrated  tenth,  as  the  first-fruits  from  every  reosipt 
or  gain,  has  been  practised  by  some  with  pleasure  aud  aucoesa;  and  will 
be  practised  by  more  hereafter. 

In  moat  of  these  Churches  the  members  are  acattered,  living  in  villtgsi 
that  are  in  many  oases  several  miles  away  from  the  Chapel  and  ths 
Pastor's  residence.  And  if  only  the  male  members  or  the  heads  o( 
families  are  counted,  the  membership  is  very  small,  as  well  as  poor.  Thi 
entire  tenth  of  the  members  will  furnish  only  about  one  half  of  the  vh7 
moderate  salaries  of  some  of  these  Pastors. 

The  hope  that  auch  Churches  will  become  self-sustaining,  is  founded 
on  the  hope  that  the  blessing  of  God  will  not  only  be  continued  bat 
vouchsafed  in  such  enlarged  measure,  that  the  number  of  the  Chardi 
membera  will  be  greatly  increased,  and  that  those  who  believe  in  Chzii- 
tianity  but  do  not  think  themselves  fit  for  Church  membership,  will  join 
the  congregations  and  help  to  sustain  the  ordinances  of  the  Gospel 

At  present  the  remainder  of  the  salaries  of  some  Pastors  ia  suppliid 
from  the  Swtentation  Fund  of  '*the  Union."  This  fund  is  made 
up  of  the  tithes  paid  by  the  Pastors  and  such  other  contributions  ss  irs 
received  by  the  Union  from  other  sources.  The  salaries  of  the  othenire 
supplemented  by  allowancea  from  the  funda  of  the  Mission.  Every  effort 
ia  made  to  lessen  the  dependence  of  the  Churches  on  the  Mission  and  to 
make  them  rely  on  their  own  exertions  with  the  blessing  of  God  for  sop- 
port  and  growth.  And  so  far  as  aid  ia  required,  it  aeema  desirable  thit 
that  aid  ahould  be  admmistered  by  '*  the  UniorC*  which  ia  compoeed  d 
the  pastors  and  a  delegate  from  each  church.  It  ia  plain  that  in  tbiir 
present  infant  atate,  they  must  receive  help  from  some  quarter.    It 
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Id  bt  JttdidoiMlj  afTorded— should  lapplemaDt  their  efTorta  when 
hare  done  their  utmost.  And,  so  afforded,  it  will  not  dwarf  the 
th  of  tboir  ideas  and  efforts  in  fkvor  of  self-support, 
ej  greatly  need  help  in  profidiug  suitable  houses  for  publio  worship 
dwellings  for  their  Pastors.  Of  the  thirteen  Churches  that  have 
A  pastors,  or  are  taking  ste^M  towards  it,  the  Ahmednuggur  Second, 
ir,  Kolgaw,  Rahuri,  Gahdi,  Khokar,  Chande  and  Dedgaw  Churches 
tlie  use  of  rooms  that  suffice  in  some  sort  for  chapels  and  parsonages, 
endal  there  is  a  house  for  worship,  but  none  for  the  pastor.  He 
occupies  a  hired  room  that  the  owner  will  need  from  the  beginning  of 
and  there  is  not  another  vacant  room  in  the  village.  At  Panchegaw 
dl  thatched  house  afiords  the  two  rooms  required.  But  it  is  found 
the  yearly  expense  of  repairing  the  thatch  is  a  great  burden,  and  the 
h  is  desirous  of  building  a  house  with  an  earth  roof,  the  yearly 
m  of  which  will  be  very  slight.  The  Sonai  Church  has  neither  of 
requisites,  but  has  selected  a  building  (spot  and  made  a  ttubscription 
y  of  preparation  for  building.  The  Ahmednuggur  First  Church 
I  in  the  JUinsion  Cbai)ely  but  will  have  to  rent  or  build  a  house  for 
Pastor.  The  Pastor  elect  for  the  Shingavd  TukAi  Church  would 
been  ordained  before  now  if  a  house  could  have  been  obtained  for 
0  live  in. 

ihould  also  be  stated  that  the  houses,  excepting  those  at  Ahmednug- 
[hokar,  and  Scroor  are  unfit.  They  are  low,  with  flat  earth  roofs  ; 
lis  being  in  accordance  with  the  fashion  of  the  Dakhan,  is  perhaps 
d  a  style  as  any  for  the  villages. 

.  they  are  too  small.  They  contain  only  two  rooms,  each  having  a 

door  and  one  or  two  little  unglazed  windows  that  are  closed  by 

m.    One  of  these  rooms  measures  fifteen  by  thirteen  feet.   It  is 

.hrough  the  week  for  the  school  and  on  the  Sabbath  for  worship. 

other  room  measures  fifteen  by  nine  feet  and  forms  the  dwelling  of 

Pastor  and  his  family.    The  sizes  given  are  medium.    The  rooms 

in  some  places  are  larger  and  in  other  places  smaller.

The  cooking  also  is  done  in  the  family  room,  which  has 

bimney.    The  smoke  impregnates  the  clothes  of  the  occupants  and 

s  their  eyes  in  a  state  of  irritation  that  unfits  for  reading.

And 
ihers  should  bo  a  soparato  room  for  oooking. 

The  coat  of  a  boildiDg,  containing  a  room  for  religious  sonricOi  a  fkmfly 
room,  a  oookroom,  and  a  study,  all  of  the  most  economical  proportions, 
will  vaiy  according  to  the  locality  from  Rs.  300  to  Rs.  50a  In  tlioi» 
places  where  the  two  indispensable  rooms  are  already  provided,  a  study 
and  cookroom  may  be  built  for  Rs.  125  to  200,  or  porhaps  in  some  places 
for  Rs.  100. 

The  need  for  those  five  buildings  that  have  been  specified  is  pressiti;. 
and  contributions  are  respectfully  solicited  in  behalf  of  the  Churches. 
They  aro  poor,  and  especially  in  this  time  of  drought  and  pocunioiy 
distress,  they  need  aid  iu  building  them.  Contributions  for  this  object 
may  be  sent  to  Mr.  Marutiraw  R.  Suugale,  Treasurer  of  Building  Com- 
mittee of  the  Union,  American  Mission,  Ahmednuggur ;  or  to  the  Rer.

The  good  himd  of  the  Lord  has  been  upon  na  daring  iUHhe 
jear.  None  have  been  removed  by  death,  and  •  none  have  been 
compelled  by  sickneas  to  leave  the  work.  We  also*^  record  with 
gratitude  the  arrival  of  new  laborers.  Rev.  Charles*  W..  YA 
and  Mrs^  Park  (Anna  Ballantine)  reached  Bombay  in  Septemberi 
and  are  stationed  at  Ahmednuggnr ;  Rev.  Richard  Winsor  and 
Mrs.  Winsop  left  America  the  following  month  and  .reached 
US  soon  after  the  close  of  the  year.  They  are  stationed  at 
Sholapnr* 

We  have  had  in*  the  field  daring  the  year  8  MiasidnarieSi  11 
Native  Pastors,  3  licensed  Preachers,  and  60  Catechists  and 
Teachers.  Besides  these,  14  Bible-women  have  been  employed 
under  the  direction*  of  thie  ladies  of  the  Mission. 

Rev.  Mr.  Bruce  in  his-  Report  givos  a  table  showing  the 
amount  of  work  done  by  the  Assistants  in  his  district.  This  will 
illustrate  the  character  of  our  work  at  all  the  Stations.  The 
word  of  truth  is  spoken  to  large  numbers  every  day  :  and  we 
cannot  beKeve  that  this  precious  seed  will  be  lost.  When  our 
day  of  pentecost  shall  come,  the  day  for  which  some  are  **  pray* 
iug  always  with  all  prayer  and  supplication  in  the  Spirit/'  we 
doubt  not  that  the  thirty,  sixty,  aud  a  hundredfold,  will  appear 
from  this  abundant  sowing. 
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The  GhnroliM  are  maldxig  progress  in  the  way  of  aelf-Btipport. 
•  1,412  were  oontribated  this  year  for  the  support  of  Pastors 
1  for  yarious  benevolent  objects.  The  neoesntj  of  this  move*  ^ 
)nt  is  becoming  more  and  more  apparent,  and  some  of  the 
ding  members  of  the  Chnrch  are  fully  alive  to  it,  and  are 
a^ing  it  on  both  by  precept  and  example* 

For  tho  next  year,  eight  of  our  Churches  will  be  iided  by  the 
ssion  only  to  the  extent  of  one-half  their  Pastors'  salary.  Two 
icr  Churches  havo  assumed  one  third  of  their  Pastors'  support. 

0  acknowledge  with  many  thanks  the  donations  received  dur* 

1  the  year.  Some  of  these,  both  from  India  and  from  Britain 
ire  come  to  us  with  words  of  cheer,  assuring  us  that  we  ore 

membercd  at  the  throne  of  the  Heavenly  Grace. 

It  is  possible  that  we  are  more  dependent  upon  these  prayers 
Df  Ood's  people  than  any  of  us  have  yet  realized ;  and  in 
sending  forth  this  Report  to  those  who  sympathize  with  us,  and 
If  ho  seek  to  establish  the  Kingdom  of  Christ  in  all  the  earth,  we 
would  reiterate  the  entreaty  of  the  Apostle—''  Now  we  beseech 
fou,  brethren,  for  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ's  sake,  and  for  the  love 
Df  the  Spirit,  that  ye  strive  together  with  us  in  your  prayers  to 
Sod  for  us."

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REPORT  OF  THE  STATIONS  &c., 
BT  THE  MISSIONARIES  AND  THE  PASTOBS. 


BOMBAY. 

Wk  would  first  of  all  render  thanks  to  Ood  that  we  are 
permitted  again  to  resume  our  work  alter  an  absenoe  of  netrly 
two  years. 

It  was  refreshing  to  come  in  contact  with  the  Christian  life 
and  activity  of  America  for  a  season,  and  to  feel  the  deep  curreni 
of  a  Christian  civilization  so  unlike  the  monotony  vf  Indian  life. 
Yet  this  very  contrast  enables  one  to  realize  more  fully  India's 
needs,  and  what  this  land  may  become  when  idolatry  gives  place 
to  a  pure  Christianiiy. 

The  aspect  of  the  work  in  Bombay  has  somewhat  changed 
during  the  last  few  years. 

There  is  certainly  much  less  of  bitter  opposition,  than  there 
used  to  be,  incur  Bazaar  preaching.  There  is  a  friendliness  and 
candor  on  the  part  of  many  which  did  not  formerly  exist.  The 
number  of  those  who  are  convini;cd  of  the  truth  of  Christianity 
is  apparently  i>retty  large,  though  it  must  bo  confessed  there  is 
much  apiithy  regarding  the  whole  subject  of  religion.  Our  work 
iu  lU)mbay  is  chiefly  evangelistic.  Diizanr  pivncliiog  has  been 
maiutaiuod  with  a  good  degree  of  regularity  throughout  the  year. 
In  the  morning  our  Catochist,  Mr.  Dajiba  Jagnnuth,  goes 
forth  nloue,  and  ho  i*oport8  a  daily  audicuce  of  from  thirty  to 
fifty.  He  also  seeks  opportunities  to  converse  with  individuals 
at  their  homes,  or  at  their  places  of  business. 

Iu  the  evening  thi*eo  or  four  of  us,  uflcr  a  scusoi&  of  prayer, 
go  out  together  and  spend  an  hour  in  preaching  and  in  diis- 
cu&sions.  This  is  often  a  difficult  work,  but  at  present  it  seems 
to  be  the  only  way  of  reaching  the  masses  of  the  people.

Viflhnu  Bliasker^  our  exoellenl  Native  Paator,  gives  an 
K>unt  of  the  Church  and  of  his  own  work.     • 

Fhe  following  is  a  translation  t— 

**  Near  tho  dote  of  the  year  the  eldett  ton  of  dear  Mr.  BaUaBtinei  my 
jifiMionafy  father,  was  received  to  this  ehureh,  and  alto  hit  wife.  When  they 
wtn  examined  for  admittion  and  gave  their  personal  experience*  they  ex* 
liretscd  the  desire  to  live  for  Christ,  and  to  manifest  their  faith  in  him  hy  a 
imion  with  his  people.  The  church  were  well  satisfied  with  these  statements, 
^pressed  so  freely,  and  received  them  with  unanimous  approval  i  and  we 
tope  this  step  will  be  followed  with  a  blessing  to  them  both. 

Six  persons  were  suspended  from  the  church  during  the  last-year.  Four 
if  these  afterwards  expressed  penitence  and  were  restored ;  but  two  still 
emain  impenitent,  and  not  only  so,  but  they  have  left  off  meeting  with  the 
hureh  for  worship.   Their  condition  seems  to  me  therefore  very  deplorable. 

In  regard  to  the  spiritual  condition  of  the  church,  we  have  nothing  to 
Kwst  of,  yet  we  have  confidence  that  this  is  one  of  the  churches  whose 
lames  arc  in  the  book  of  life. 

The  church  has  suffered  much  from  the  conduct  of  some  unstable  Christian 
rcthrcn,  and  also  from  certain  teachers  who  have  encouraged  these  disor- 
crly  members,  and  wc  shall  doubtless  suffer  still  more.  But  St.  Paul  tells 
s  that  this  is  '  no  marvel.'  They  who  endure  are  the  blessed  ones,  and  we 
^joice  that  there  arc  so  many  who  receive  this  benediction. 

There  arc  several  caiuUdates  for  admission  to  this  church,  and  we  expect 
}me  of  these  will  very  soon  confess  Christ  before  the  world. 

During  the  past  year  at  the  request  of  the  church  I  was  installed  over 
lem  as  their  {uutor,  though  I  had  long  performed  the  duties  of  this  office.  I 
n  not,  in  truth,  fit  to  do  the  work  of  the  church,  but  with  the  constant  as- 
stance  of  Mr.  Harding,  it  may  be  said  that  I  am  able  to  do  somewhat  of  the 
reat  work  laid  upon  me. 

The  church  paid  oue  fourth  of  my  salary  in  1870.  Many  now  begin  to 
ndcrstand  that  it  is  tlieir  duty  to  give  for  this  purpose,  and  I  think  that  after 
ircc  more  years  the  church  will  probably  be  independent  of  foreign  aid. 
>r  will  that  day  come  earlier  ?  Without  earnest  and  constant  prayer,  what 
hureh  can  hope  to  receive  so  great  a  blessing  7  O  Thou  who  hearest  prayer, 
ive  unto  us  that  spirit  of  prayer." 

I  will  uuly  udxl  iu  regard  to  the  church,  that  there  is  a  greater 
3egi*eo  of  harmony  anioug  the  members,  than  I  have  ever 
known  before.  The  pastor  is  unremitting  in  his  labours^  and 
hero  is  a  good  degree  of  Christian  activity  on  the  part  of  some 
yho  are  quite  independent  of  the  Mission. 
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Beridea  tha  two  regohtr  aervices  od  the  Sabbath,  «  Bibls 
"^Htsa  ia  held  Sabbath  moming,  attended  hy  nearly  all  tho  malt 
aembora  of  tho  Church.  The  weekly  prayer  mootiugoa  Frido; 
ivcuing,  conducted  by  the  putor,  ia  also  well  attended,  anj 
rhursday  afternoon  a  meeting  for  tho  women  of  tho  Church  uJ 
ithera  who  may  attend,  is  conducted  by  Mrs.  Harding. 

The  contributions  of  the  Church  amounted  to  a  little  mon 
han  Ra.  400. 

We  hare  but  one  Vernacular  School.  It  is  primarily  for 
christian  children,  but  others  to  a  limited  extent  are  admitted. 

le  teacher,  Mr.  Frabhakar  B.  Eeskar,  deserves  great  credit 
ar  his  fidelity,  and  there  is  more  enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  tlie 
lupila  than  I  had  dared  to  hope  for. 

Our  bi-weekly  paper,  the  Dnyanodaya,  is  atill  very  ablj 
dited  by   Or.  Shahu  Daji.     This  periodical  deserves  a  much 

idcr  circulation  than  it  now  has.  It  is  unsectarian,  and  ii 
onducted  in  the  interests  of  all  tho  Missions.  Tho  price  isao 
iw  that  almost  any  Native  Christian  might  toko  it  in,  and  ire 
opo  tt:it  our  friends,  both  European  and  Native,  will  aid  ui 

extending  tho  usefulness  of  this  paper.

The  union  of  the  two  churches,  and 

choice  of  Pastor  Modak  by  the  united  Church,  are  measures 

ich  promise  to  be  greatly  beneficial  to  their  spiritual  interests. 

le  is  a  man  of  long  and  varied  experience  in  the  pastoral  work, 

nd  one  whose  standard  of  Christian  character  for  our  Native 

lurches  is  high ;  and  it  will  be  his  earnest  efifort  to  lead  his 

Bople  to  reach  it. 

The  three  churches  in  the  districts  to  the  south  and  west  of 
limednuggur  have  met  with  few  changes  in  the  past  year.  At 
visit  mado  to  Loni  in  February,  two  persons  were  admitted  to 
le  Church  by  profession,  and  another  young  man  would 
robably  have  been  received  if  he  had  been  present. 
One  Catechist  is  employed  in  the  district,  and  a  member  of 
le  Theological  Class  has  been  sent  there  during  the  vacation. 
.  visit  to  the  people  in  these  villages  is  always  interesting ;  and 
our  efforts  were  well  followed  up,  I  have  no  doubt  much  fruit 
ight  be  gathered. 

After  the  departure  of  Pastor  Sidoba,  mentioned  in  our  last 

iport,  the  Seroor  Church  was  without  a  pastor  till  November! 

astor  Kasambhai  having  been  released  from  his  connection  with 

le  Khokar  Church  was  then  stationed  at  Seroor.     I  trust  that 

ider  his  direction  the  work  in  the  district  may  again  be  more 

.earnestly  prosecuted.    Two  persons,  heads  of  a  family,  have  been 

added  to  the  Church.    There  are  two  catechists  in  the  District,  one 

living  at  Seroor,  and  the  other  at  a  village  ten  znilea  N.  E.  of  it. 

The  membership  of  the  Kolgaum  Church  is  unchanged.    The 
Christians  are  widely  scattered,  and  it  is  bard  for  them  to  act  in 
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Mnotrt)  7«t'ihej  tenn  united  in  heartland  mterettad  in  Cirry- 
ing  on  the  work  in  tliat  District.  An  effort  is  in  progren  to 
bnild  a  honse  for  the  Pastor.  Besides  their  tithes^  the  Chnrd  b 
giving  something  for  this  object 

These  three  districts  contain  a  population  of  about  1&O|000 
•ouls.  Each  of  them  is  large  enough  to  occupy  the  ftdl  tame  of 
a  missionary  with  a  good  corps  of  Native  helpers.  With  tb 
work  of  the  central  station^  I  can  do  little  more  than  ezereiie  a 
nominal  oversight;  taking  the  monthly  reports  pf  the  Gate- 
dusts ;  and  making  an  occasional  hurried  visit. 

An  abstract  of  the  report  of  Pastor  Modak  is  here  inserted 
omitting  some  of  the  statistics»  the  more  important  of  whidi 
appear  in  the  table  ;— 

**  In  the  begiimiiig  of  1870  I  retipied  the  cue  of  th«  Wtabori  Clmidi. 
mad  reuined  ebtrge  of  the  teeond  church  in  Ahmednoggur.  On  the  22nd  of 
kprii  the  two  chorchet  in  this  city  united,  and  gave  me  a  call  to  heeome 
their  pattor.  I  accepted  the  call,  and  on  the  15th  of  June  waa  initalled  ai 
paator  by  a  Committee  of  the  Union.  The  United  Church  choee  from  iti 
memben  four  peraoni  to  aerfe  aa  Deacons,  who  were  alto  duly  aet  apart  to 
their  work  by  prayer,  and  the  laying  on  of  handa. 

From  the  atatittict  of  the  church  it  will  appearthat  nine  peraona  hcft  beea 
received  on  profettion  of  their  faith  during  the  year.  I  would  thcie  had  beea 
many  more,  yet  looking  at  the  present  position  of  the  church  aa  compared 
with  former  years,  there  ia  reason  to  rqoice  over  these  few.  Tlioee  who  weit 
Tcceiyed  the  past  year  came,  knowing  that  not  only  could  they  expect  no 
temporal  advantage  from  this' step,  but  that  they  would  be  called  upon  to 
give  for  the  support  of  their  pastor  and  religious  privileges,  more  than  bu 
been  customary  in  former  years,  and  thus  the  test  of  their  sincerity  was  mors 
aerere.  1  trust  no  selfish  motive  influenced  them,  but  a  true  desire  for  tlia 
salvation  of  their  souls.  And  if  there  is  joy  in  heaven  over  one  sinner  ton- 
ing to  God,  how  much  more  may  we  rejoice  over  these  nine. 

The  number  of  those  excommunicated  is  large,  and  of  a  still  larger  number 
the  name  is  erased  without  excommunication.  In  regard  to  these  last,  we 
have  a  rule,  adopted  by  our  churches,  that  when  a  member  changes  his  piece 
of  residence,  he  shall  transfer  his  relation  to  the  church  near  which  he  re- 
aides.  But  if  be  neglects  to  do  this  for  a  year,  after  being  reminded  of  hb 
duty,  his  name  shall  be  erased  as  one  who  has  no  proper  estimate  of  the 
value  of  church  privileges.  Many  of  the  members  of  this  church  have  beea 
living  at  a  distance  for  several  years,  but  the  rule  has  not  been  heretofore 
strictly  applied. 
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Tim  «BM  rrawrk  will  apply  to  thote  ekoommimieated.  It  ii  not  that  to 
ay  bftTtt  apottatixed  in  th«  past  year,  but  the  discipline  of  the  church, 
idi  should  have  been  exereiied  before,  it  hai  fallen  to  our  lot  to  admini»> 
in  aercral  eases.  'They  went  out  from  us  because  they  were  not  of  us/ 
is  better  that  they  should  be  removed,  and  the  church  become  pure,  than 
it  this  corrupt  leaven  should  remain  and  others  be  destroyed.  The  hea- 
»  also  will  thus  understand  that  evil  doers  are  not  tolerated  in  tho 
ristian  Church. 

3f  those  temporarily  suspended  from  church  privileges  four  have  been 
tored,  and  one  only  remains  suspended.  Some  also  of  those  excommuni- 
ed  have  scemetl  humble,  and  are  desirous  €i  being  restored.  In  this  there 
(vidence  that  the  prompt  administration  of  discipline,  on  Scriptural  princi* 
I,  to  those  in  the  church  who  walk  disorderly,  is  useful  both  to  the  church 
I  to  the  offenders.

'  is  at  present  closed  on  the  Sabbath,  and  this  is  matter  of  regret.  But 
internal  state  of  the  church  is  of  the  first  importance  to  its  spiritual 
wth  and  prosperity,  and  as  this  state  seems  greatly  improved  by  the  union, 
re  is  no  doubt  it  was  expedient.  But  we  trust  a  second  preaching  place 
soon  be  opened,  and  services  maintained  as  heretofore.  Besides 
Sabbath  services,  the  regular  lecture  on  Friday  afternoon,  and  a  weekly 
fcr  meeting  in  the  evening,  have  been  maintained  most  of  the  year.  Daily 
tings  were  held  during  the  week  of  prayer  in  January,  and  in  anticipation 
be  annual  meeting  in  October,  to  seek  a  special  blessing  upon  those 
nding  it. 

he  subject  of  the  support  of  pastors  by  the  churches  has  continued  to  re- 

c  the  attention  of  our  people.    Near  the  close  of  the  year  the  Mission 

imunicated  to  the  churches  that  in  1871  they  would  be  required  to  take 

n  themselves  a  large  part  of  the  expense  of  supporting  their  pastors. 

re  now  appears  reason  to  hope  that  they  will  accept  the  part  assigned 

n,  and  increasing  in  ability  we  trust  they  will  soon  become  wholly  in* 

indent  of  Mission  aid.    The  church  at  Ahmednuggur,  though  the  oldest 

jt  one)  and  largest  in  the  mission,  was  perhaps  behind  some  others  in  this 

latter.    But  I  rejoice  tliat  this  year  it  hns  taken  hold  of  the  work  in  earnest, 

ind  I  trust  it  may  soon  become  a  model  for  the  other  churches,  many  of 

rhich  are  branches  of  this.    I  humbly  request  Christians  who  read  this  report 

0  help  me  with  their  prayers  that  this  hope  may  be  fully  realized." 

Educational  work. — The  Theological  Class  mentioned  in  last 
rear's  report  assembled  for  their  second  term  of  study  on  the 
ist  of  April,  and  remained  here  seven  months.  They  went  over 
nriticallj  the  books  of  Joshua  and  Judges  in  the  Old  Testament, 
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id  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  in  the  new.     Speciol  attenticiii 

'u  ffivea  to  the  geognipby  of  Palestine,  including  the  diTinon 

fthe  land  nmong  the  twelve  tribes.     The  study  of  the  Kputle 

the  Hebrews  was  the  more  interesting,  from  the  class  Lariag 

come  fiimiliar  with  the  services  of  the  Jewish  Mnctuary  and 
levitical  priesthood  in  the  lectures  of  the  previous  year.  They 
Iso  studied  Church  History  in  the  period  between  tho  com- 
lencement  of  the  Christian  era  and  the  Reformation.  Thepre- 
nration  of  short  written  discourses  twice  a  month  for  criticism 
the  class  was  continued  during  the  whole  term.  With 
'astor  Modak  they  studied  Doctrinnl  Theology,  using  U  • 
3Xt  book  the  "Theological  Class  Book,"  nn  admirable  com- 
endium  of  Theology  in  ilnrathi,  prepared  by  Poster  Modal; 
imscif  several  years   ago.     At  tho  end  of  October  they  passed 

creditable  examination  in  the  studies  of  tho  term,  and  for  the 
ive  months  wero  assigoed  to  outstations  in  the  differect 
istricts  of  the  Uisaion  to  preach  the  Gospel  to  the  people. 

As  in  previous  years,  our  young  men  studying  to  fit  them- 
tlves  for  the  work  of  Teachers  and  Cntechiste,  have  been  sent 
tho   Normal    School  of  the    Christian  Vernacular  Educatioa 
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%gd  attendance.  Abont  one-third  of  these  have  been  snp^ 
»d  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  flmda  of  the  achooL  The  rest  are 
orted  by  their  parents  and  friends*  The  allowances  for  this 
other  schools  were  reduced  by  onr  Home  Committee  last 
f  and  we  are  indebted  to  the  kind  assistance  of  the  English 
s  at  Ahmednuggur  that  we  wore  not  compelled  to  dismiss 
f  of  the  pupils*    For  this  they  have  our  hearty  thanks. 

ye  girls  in  the  school  were  received  to  the  communion  of 

;hurch.    Fiye  also  were  married  to  Christian  young  men, 

we  trust  the  instruction  and  -discipline  of  the  school  con- 

ited  in  some  measure  to  fit  them  for  their  duties  in  this  new 

Aon,    Those  of  the  graduates  who  have  boon  employed  as 

yistants  in  the  school  haye  giyon  g^d  satisfaction  in  their  work, 

d  the  general  deportment  of  the  pupils  has  been  praiseworthy. 

r«  Krislmarav  continues  in  his  place  as  head  teacher,  and 

e  of  the  Theological  Class  has  taught  in  this  school  two  hours 

iay.    Besides  his  work  in  the  school,  Erishnaray  has  prepared 

the  last  two  years  two  collections  of  native  lyrics,  which  have 

en  published  by  the  Tract  Society,  and  prove  very  acceptable 

d  useful  to  the  Native  Christians.   These  lyrics  he  teaches  the 

rls  of  the  schools  and  our  students  to  sing,  and  thus  they  are 

epared  to  use  them  and  teach  others  when  they  leave  the 

hool.    There  are  few  departments  of  our  work  which,  judged 

f  their  immediate  fruits,  appear  more  useful  than  this  school. 

be  prayers  of  those  who  have  laboured  in  connection  with  it  in 

rmer  years,  are  still  being  answered  in  its  continued  prosperity. 

The  Station  School  for  boys  has  had  an  attendance  of  about 
rty,  and  an  assistant  has  been  employed  to  take  charge  of  the 
laller  pupils.  The  other  schools  of  the  district  liave  not  been 
)urishing,  and  two  of  them  have  been  closed. 

Bible  Women. — Reference  has  been  made  in  past  reports  to 
le  work  of  Bible-women.  This  is  sometimes  reported  under  the 
>ad  of  ''Zenana  work,"  but  this  term  may  mislead  people  as 
'  the  character  of  their  labors.  It  is  not  in  zenanas  proper 
lat  the  work  is  carried  on.    Tlie  Bible-women  employed  here

There  are  aix  women  employed  in  this  way  in  nai 
ound  AhmcdnuggTir.  They  go  out  two  and  two,  several  times 
week,  and  are  doing  mnch  to  spread  a  knowledge  of  Cbristiui 
ith  among  tho  pooplo.  The  native  Christian  women,  40  or  50 
number,  have  a  weekly  meeting  by  thcrasclvca  for  pmyer  and 
ligioua  instruction,  and  great  interest  is  often  added  to  thcss 
cctingB  by  tho  aecounta  of  their  work  given  by  tho  Bible-women. 
Tho  aiiHi'tcrjai-i/  meetings  at  this  placo  in  October,  and  tha 
eeting  of  tho  Union  which  followed,  were  similar  to  those 
liich  have  preceded  them.  Tho  oxaminntioDS  of  schools  and 
'Ipcrs  wero  for  the  most  part  well  sustained.  With  one  or 
ro  exceptions  tho  addresses  of  the  speakers  were  practical,  and 
good  taste.  Any  improprieties  of  manner,  or  tho  obtrusion 
'  irrelevant  matter  is  sure  to  bring  upon  tho  speaker  the  disap- 
■oval  of  the  better  part  of  the  uudicuce.  The  Union  accepted 
o  part  assigned  them  by  tho  Mission,  and  made  provision  for 
o  payment  of  half  of  the  pastors'  salaries  as  was  required. 
'early  moctinga  are  anticipated  by  the  Native  Christians 
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Pwelve  persons  hare  been  ezoommttnicated^  mosUy  for  marrying 
children  by  Hindu  rites,  or  engaging  in  other  idolatrous  cere^ 
nonieSi  wbile  only  six  bave  been  receiyed  on  profession  of  faitb, 
n  viow  of  this  retrogression  and  of  the  great  need  of  the  out- 
K>uring  of  the  Holy  Spirit  upon  theso  churches,  we  are  often 
dclined  tocry,  ''Why  is  his  chariot  so  long  in  coming?  Why 
itrry  the  wheels  of  his  chariot  f''  But  there  is  encoui*agement 
1  the  promises  of  inspiration,  ''  Though  it  tarry,  wait  for  it ; 
ecause  it  will  surely  come,  it  will  not  tarry/' 

In  the  matter  of  self-support  there  has  certainly  been  pro- 
ress,  although  that  progress  is  not  as  rapid  as  we  would  wish 
» see.  The  giving  for  the  support  of  the  Oospel  is  no  longer 
mfined  to  those  who  are  engaged  in  mission  service  and  are 
icoiving  pay  from  the  mission,  but  many  others  have  given 
»mething,  money  or  grain,  a  goat  or  a  lamb,  and  in  one  case 
cow.  The  liberality  of  all  will  be  tested  by  the  recent  decision 
'  the  Mission  to  throw  one-half  of  the  support  of  the  pastors 
)on  the  churches  themselves. 

The  Churehei.^^Thoro  are  nine  chui*ches  under  my  care  in  the 
ihuri,  Khokar  and  Pimplus  districts.  Four  of  these  churches  at 
esent  have  pastors.  The  Rev.  Kassambhai  Mohamedji  has  re- 
utly  bocn  released  from  his  pastoral  relations  with  the  Khokar 
urch,  and  has  gone  to  Seroor  to  reside.  The  statistics  of  the 
roral  churches  are  given  in  full  in  the  general  tables,  and  I 
ed  not  repeat  them  here.  The  following  extracts  are  taken 
om  the  reports  of  the  pastors  :— 

Rev.  Waneram  Ohol,  Pastor  of  the  Rahuri  church,  says  : 

"  During  the  past  year  two  women  have  been  reoeived  into  this  church.  I 
prill  briefly  relate  the  manner  of  their  conTenion.  One  was  the  wife  of  a 
Hhristianf  and  in  gratitude  to  God  for  the  gift  of  a  son,  she  began  to  consider 
the  claims  of  the  Christian  religion.  At  the  same  time  she  was  attacked 
l>y  a  terrible  disease,  from  which  she  thought  she  should  never  recover.  She 
therefore  decided  to  confess  Christ  before  she  should  die,  and  accordingly 
requested  to  be  received  into  the  church.  The  church  met  for  her  examina- 
fion.  anil  dcrtilcd  to  receive  her,  and  she  was  baptized  at  once,  together  with 
^jr  infant  son.     She  hns  now  recovered  from  her  sickness. 

The  other  persun  was  a  vouug  ^irl  of  fourteen  or  fifteen  years  of  sge.  Iler 
[larcnts  are  idolaters,  and  at  the  time  of  her  birth  they  consecrated  K«t  %.w 
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rali  (rtligioui  prmtilulc  t)  to  tbe  god  Kbundoba.  But  when  tbt  M 
ITD  up  and  her  parents  Kere  going  to  take  her  aw>y  to  be  Bonkin 
^bnndob*  the  nid  to  them, '  I  wiU  not  become  a  MaraK,  bnt  I  tm  going  l> 
k  Cbririiiin.  Do  not  lead  me  in  tlie  way  of  dcatnidton.'  But  the  putiu 
lOuld  not  li"tcn  to  her.  They  uid  that  they  had  made  a  vow  to  Khundtb 
nd  that  ibe  inaff  become  a  Murali.  Sbe  would  not  conicnt,  and  tbcy  tbenfM 
i-t(nn  to  hi;Rt  her.  She  thi'n  ran  away  from  thctn  and  caidc  to  my  houti. 
\n  mollicr  came  running  after  bcr,  nnd  milling  into  my  bouic  caugbt  btr. 
rnl  her,  end  gnve  her  the  moit  wicked  *lm«c.  She  niil  to  ber.  'If  you  "ill 
ot  become  a  Murali,  1  will  kill  you,'  and  lo  laying  ihc  seized  ■  large  >Com 
o  beat  her  on  the  bead,  but  lome  byitanden  caught  ibc  none  out  of  bcr 
and.  The  girl  then  rsn  awity  to  a  government  officer,  and  openly  declmd 
T  purpose  lo  be  a  ChriHtinn.  She  told  him  llint  her  parent!  were  luin; 
iulencc  u^ion  her  to  make  her  become  a  Marali,  nnd  that  they  were  bcaditi 
'r  bcesiise  tlic  would  not  eonienl.  She  begged  him  not  to  dclirer  ber  intd 
licir  hftiiili.  Upon  tliii  tbe  officer  called  the  parcnti  and  toM  them  that  the 
iri  hod  luflicient  nndcnlnnding  to  be  at  liberty  to  act  according  to  uj 
cliglun  «he  iliould  prefer,  and  that  if  they  troubled  her  or  forbad  her  aetiig 
reording  to  her  wiabci  in  this  matter,  tliey  nould  thcmsclTci  be  puniiked. 
'be  girl  aftcnvardi  profciacd  Chriit,  and  wai  received  to  tbe  church. 
Dnring  the  jmst  year  one  of  my  own  brotbcrt  clied.  lie  i<iu  ■  Ilindn,  bM 
tukcntick  Iwaiuitbhimnndgnveliiina  good  deal  of  initruettm. 
lencknoivleilged  tbelruth  ofall  I  laid,  and  declared  hii  readioen  lo  iti(. 
Ic  wAi  much  engaged  in  pniycr.     Ho  "as  of  a  docile  and  gentle  diipoaitii 
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iM  of  thoM  wlio  bftTtt  BO  regular  ■akriMbftTo  thii  year  commeiiced  giT* 
Utda  mora  Itberallj  than  formerly.  Although  this  eauiot  be  called 
19  iUkm*  yet  it  ii  an  oeeaiion  of  rejoicing.  The  Christiani  have  had 
frrong  notiona  of  giving.  They  have  thought  that  it  was  better  to  re- 
than  to  give.  But  they  are  becoming  more  enlightened  on  thia  tubject 
y  day.  Their  wrong  notions  are  passing  away,  and  they  are  beginning  to 
at  the  Lord's  word  is  true,  that '  it  is  more  blessed  to  give  than  to  receive.' 
\  who  support  themselves  by  their  daily  labor  are  beginning  to  give, 
or  less,  for  the  support  of  the  Gospel.  When  it  was  decided  by  the 
m  that  the  churches  themselves  must  raise  one  half  of  their  pastors' 
es,  the  Christians  hero  were  very  greatly  concerned.  They  said, '  We 
t  bear  so  great  a  burden ; '  and  redly,  considering  the  poverty  of  the 
e,  it  seems  imiK>ssible  for  them  to  do  it." 

)y.  Sayaji  Batwad^  of  tlio  Panchegaw  Chnrchj  says : 

/here  1ms  been  no  s|)ccial  change  in  this  church  during  the  past  year. 

ae  who  are  present  here  regularly  attend  all  the  apjiointmcnts  of  the  church. 

^erthcless  many  of  them  have  very  little  understanding,  and  they  constantly 

ed  instruction  and  advice.    In  giving  this  I  liave  to  suflfer  many  unpleasant 

ings.     Tlie  state  of  the  church  is  not  yet  what  it  should  be,   and  the 

iristians  are  deficient  in  many  things. 

rhe  ]ieo])1e  of  this  village  are  very  friendly,  and  they  assist  us  in  many 
ys.  When  we  give  them  religious  instruction  they  do  not  dispute  with  us, 
t  try  to  understand  what  we  tell  them.  When  ^Ir.  Bruce  came  here  in 
cember  and  exhibited  the  magic  lantern  pictures,  more  than  300  persons 
ne  to  see  them.  At  that  time  a  great  deal  of  good  advice  was  given,  and 
\  people  were  very  grateful  for  it. 

[  often  go  to  the  neighbouring  villages  to  preach,  and  thus  have  preached 
ring  the  year  to  nearly  6,000  persons.  My  wife  has  also  told  the  story  of 
irist  to  a  great  many  women.  But  although  so  much  preaching  has  been 
ne,  yet  we  do  not  see  the  fruits.  When  I  consider  this  my  heart  trembles 
1  faints,  and  I  have  no  })eace ;  but  then  I  think  that  I  have  only  to  do  the 
rk  that  is  given  me  to  do,  and  the  Lord  is  able  to  give  the  fruit.  In  one 
f  we  shall  see  not  one  result  only,  but  many.  This  thought  fills  my  mind 
h  peace  and  comfort." 

Native  AstUtants, -^Tho  number  of  native  assistants  under  my 

argo  has  been  diminished  by  dropping  several  of  those  who 

)re  the  least  educated  and  the  least  efiScient.    They  have  all 

jen  employed^  as  heretoforoj  in  preaching  the  Gospel  as  they 

iiavo  found  opportunity.    Each  one  has  had  a  certain  number  of 

villages  assigned  to  him   for  regular  visitation^  the  teachers 

being  expected  to  preach  three  or  four  times  a  wcok^  in  addition 
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to  their  ichoola.  The  follcming  table  will  show  the  unoant  of 
work  that  has  been  done  during  the  year  by  each  one.  The 
three  catochists  whoso  briercr  period  of  labour  ia  indicated  an 
members  of  the  Theological  class  in  Ahmcdauggur,  and  at 
therefore  engaged  in  study  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year. 
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lie  above  table  BhowB  tbat  mj  holperfi  bare  altogetber  preacb- 
tbe  Gbspel  5^541  tiroes  dariug  tbe  year,  to  audiences  nufn- 
ing  in  the  aggregate  more  than  seventy  thousand  men  and 
en  thousand  women.  Wo  cannot  but  hope  that  the  seed  of 
h  thus  sown  in  this  extended  region  will  spring  up  and 
ig  forth  its  fruit,  in  the  day  when  the  right  hand  of  tlio 
d  shall  be  exalted. 

%«.  Jacob  School, — ^This  school  has  never  before  been  in  so 
isperous  a  condition  as  it  has  been  during  the  last  six  months, 
ie  whole  number  of  names  on  the  roll  has  been  about  seven ty- 
70,  and  the  average  daily  attendauco  has  boon  from  fifly-iivo 
» sixty-five.  The  examination  in  November  last  was  conducted 
f  Captain  0.  A.  Jacob,  the  founder  and  patron  of  the  school, 
id  was  satisfactory  in  every  respect.  Tlio  teacher  and  his 
isistant  are  laborious  and  enthusiastic  in  their  work.  A  gront 
sal  of  religious  instruction  is  here  imparted  through  the  text- 
ooks,  the  Sabbath  services  at  which  all  are  required  to  attend, 
ad  in  the  semi-weekly  examinations  by  Mrs.  Bruce. 

The  Zenana  Worh — We  have  no  regular  "  BihU'Women'^ 

mployed  in  these  districts,  but  several  of  the  wives  of  pastors 

nd  catechists  have  been  accustomed  to  instruct  the  women  of 

leir  own  neighbourhood  as  the  care  of  their  families  would  allow. 

here  is  generally  a  readiness  to  hear  on  the  part  of  the  women, 

ut  in  their  de^aded  condition  it  is  doubtful  how  much  they 

nderstand.     Mrs.  Bruce  has  also  found  ready  access  to  the 

omen  both  here,  at  Rahuri,  and  at  other  villages  during  our 

mrs ;  and  she  has  devoted  as  much  time  to  this  work  as  she 

>uld  spare  from  hor  family  and  her  schools.    The  following 

ctmcts  from  her  journal  indicate  both  the  nature  of  tlio  work 

nd  the  manner  in  which  she  has  been  received  : — 

"Behpur,  Nov,  2Ut,  \b70,  .  . — In  ]>RMing  the  village  on  my  return  t 
;tle  girl  came  running  out  to  me,  and  laiil  '  My  mother  calls  you.'  I  went 
>  the  nearest  houses,  where  the  little  girl  led  me,  and  talked  to  the  women, 
id  some  men  also,  who  were  outside  of  their  houses.  I  had  no  hook  with 
e,  but  all  at  once,  when  1  was  talking,  some  one  came  along  and  put  an 
)en  book, '  Bible  Stories,*  in  my  hand.  I  saw  at  a  glance  that  it  was  a  r^Iis- 
jn  book,  and  looked  up  with  astonishment  to  see  who  it  was  that  should 
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Sr§aehing  Fotif9.— Bendea  other  lest  extended  tonn  during  the 
r,  the  last  six  weeks  werespent  in  tents.  We  have  visited  six 
he  chorches  under  our  charge^  spending  a  Sabbath  with  each, 

having  communion  service  with  several.  This  has  afforded 
in  opportunity  not  only  of  seeing  the  Christians  in  their 
ieS|  but  of  preaching  to  large  numbers  of  people.  The  Magic 
item  has  been  a  valuable  aid  in  getting  the  people  together, 
holding  the  large  audiences.  The  exhibitions  generally  last 
a  one  and  a  half  to  two  hours,  during  which  time  as  much 
j^ous  instruction  is  given  as  the  circumstances  will  allow. 

audiences  have  varied  from  one  hundred  and  fifty  to  five 
dred,  but  have  more  frequently  numbered  from  two  to  three 
dred.  They  are  generally  very  quiet,  and  eager  to  hear  all 
kve  to  say  in  explanation  of  the  pictures,  which  consist  of 
pture  scones,  astronomical  diagrams,  and  a  large  variety  of 
Qsls. 

hiring  our  recent  tour  a  series  of  most  interesting  meetings 
held  at  Wamburi,  a  large  village  ten  miles  from  here.  By 
;ial  invitation  four  of  our  native  pastors  wore  present,  and  for 
6  days  also  the  Rev.  Mr.  Park  and  Mr.  Krishnaraw,  of  Ah- 
nuggur.  On  five  evenings  several  addresses  on  pre-arranged, 
Ired  subjects,  were  made  by  the  native  helpers  and  myself, 
rspersed  with  singingf  as  the  interest  of  the  occasion  de- 
ided.  On  these  occasions  the  audiences  varied  from  fifty 
ne  hundred  and  fifty.  On  the  second  and  sixth  evenings 
Magic  Lantern  was  brought  into  requisition,  when  the 
ences  numbered  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  five  hundred, 
ectively.  Afterwards,  by  special  request  of  the  Jaghirdar, 
lantern  was  exhibited  in  his  own  Wada  to  a  mope  select 
pany  of  about  two  hundred  and  fifty,  a  goodly  number  of 
m  were  women.  An  educated  Hindu,  in  writing  to  the 
awybhaw,  a  native  paper  published  in  Ahmednuggur,  briefly 
ribes  the  earlier  of  these  meetings.  In  closing  he  says, 
»terday  the  Saheb  showed  all  the  people  beautiful  pictures 
le  eclipses  of  the  sun  and  moon,  and  of  many  other  kinds, 
er  having  seen  any  such  before,  the  people  were  all  filled  with 
and  astonishment.    What  the  influence  of  this  upon  the 
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people  win  be  we  will  tee.  A«  yet  the  preeohing  end  nnging  an 
co&tiniied  with  great  yigoor,  and  when  they  are  orer  I  will  write 
and  inform  your  readers/' 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  final  judgment  of  this  correspimdeiit 
has  not  yet  oome  to  hand.

Four  of  the  fire  churohes  in  this  field  hare  lost  in  member* 
ship  during  the  present  year.  Only  three  hare  been  added,  <m 
profession^  to  these  four  churches.  Nine  have  been  cut  off  fiom 
fellowship,  and  one  has  died.  Of  the  three  receiyed  on  profi»- 
sion  of  their  fidth,  one  was  a  man  who  had  been  excommunicated 
some  seyen  years  ago,  but  before  the  year  was  ended  he  again 
had  fidlen  and  was  disciplined ;  while  another  of  these  three  was 
driven  from  those  who  had  befiriended  him,  when  helpless  and 
alonoj  by  shame  for  his  own  wrong-doings.  Marrying  children 
according  to  heathen  rites,  and  idol  worship,  are  the  principal- 
causes  of  these  sad  fiills. 

In  the  midst  of  these  discouragements  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  the  life  and  vigour  in  the  churches  that  enables  them  tocat 
off  the  unworthy.  The  other  church,  that  at  Dedgaw,  has 
grown  in  every  respect,  the  membership  having  increased  from 
thirty-four  to  thirty-nine,  and  the  number  of  baptized  children 
from  thirty*one  to  thirty-eight.  In  contributions  the  amount 
for  the  last  year  exceeded  half  the  sum  of  the  salaries  of  the 
pastors  in  this  field  by  four  annas  and  three-quarters.  So  that 
they  are  just  able  to  meet  the  burden  laid  upon  them. 

Early  in  the  year,  owing  to  diminished  funds,  we  were  obliged 
to  close  three  schools  and  dismiss  their  teachers.  One  of  these 
has  since  been  revived.  The  people  were  so  anxious  to  haye 
their  teacher  reinstated  that  they  agreed  to  furnish  a  good 
number  of  regular  scholars,  and  pay  fees  ;  and  thus  fiur  they  hare 
well  fulfilled  their  agreement. 
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[b  another  Tillage  an  attempt  was  made  to  ttarta  aohool  on  a 

li.independent  basis ;  bnt  after  abrief  life  of  four  or  fivemonths 

lied.    The  people,  partly  Christian^  partly  Mahars^  were  very 

irons  of  having  their  cUldren  instmcted,  and  said  they  wonld 

s  one-half  their  teachers'  pay  if  the  other  half  conld  be  met  in 

le  other  way.   From  fnnds  at  my  disposal  I  was  enabled  to  meet 

I  offer^  and  the  agreement  was  made  that  they  should  receive 

m  eqnal  to  that  which  they  would  raise  among  themselves.

The  school  at  Keranxdn  is  worthy  of  special  mention,  both 

r  the  manner  in  which  the  work  is  carried  on,  and  the  good 

salts  attained.

All  my  teachers  are  expected  to  preach  three  times 

ireck,  but  this  man  is  accustomed  to  do  much  more  than  that, 

d  had  done  so  when  no  report  of  his  work  was  expected 

im  him.  It  is  not  strange  that  the  church -grows  in  that  village. 

deed  I  know  not  of  any  place  in  this  field  where  the  work 

>spcrs  better.    Of  such  schools  and  such  teachers  there  can- 

i  be  too  many.    This  comes  very  near  to  my  ideal  of  the  work 

'  a  native  assistant ;  not  a  teacher  merely,  nor  merely  a  catechist, 

it  one  who  will  be  all  things  to  all  men  if  by  any  means  he  may 

dn  some, — his  teaching  and  preaching  having  one  common  aim, 

win  souls  to  Christ.     May  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  send  many 

ich  laborers  into  his  harvest. 
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PreAohing  to  the  heathen  has  been  engagedin  by  Minionariq 
and  assistants  daring  the  year,  both  in  the  districts  assigned  it 
each,  and  in  more  extended  tears,  beyond  the  reach  of  ordinii] 
monthly  visitation.  In  ahnost  erery  aadience  scoffsrs  and  tiii 
dispaters  are  foand  who  woold  gladly  tarn  the  speakers  from 
his  object  of  preaching  salvation  throagh  Christ  and  Christ  alonei 
to  the  discassion  of  some  vain  and  profitless  qaestion.  Yet  tlieR 
are  almost  always  those  who  listen  attentively,  and  ftoqnentlyj 
those  who  declare  that  these  things  are  trae.  Many  an  Um 
incidents  which  aflford  encoaragoment  and  hope  that  the  seed 
has  not  been  sown  in  vain* 

And  althongh  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  conversion  ai  tlu 
resalt  of  this  year's  preaching,  I  cannot  bat  feel  that  the  work 
on  the  whole  is  encoaraging.  May  He  in  whose  hands  are  th6 
hearts  of  all  meni  lead  these  poor  benighted  ones^  both  to  dii- 
cern  his  truth  and  obey  it. 

There  are  among  these  workers,  foar  Bible* women,  of  whoin 
one  receives  no  regalar  pay.  These  are  continaally  meetisg 
with  enconragemont  in  their  work,  and  it  is  very  cheering  to 
notice  their  own  improvement  in  reading  and  explaining  the 
Scriptares  and  in  addressing  their  aadiences.  This  alike  pro- 
claims their  faithfulness  and  gives  hope  of  their  increased  useful- 
ness.  In  closing  this  brief  report  I  can  only  ask  the  praying 
people  of  the  Lord  Jesus  to  intercede  earnestly  for  His  wort 
among  the  Marathas,  that  He  will  graciously  poar  out  His  Spiril 
on  all  cfibrts  to  build  ap  his  kingdom.

SATARA. 

The  year  1 870  has  been  a  year  of  unintormpted  labor  witi 
us ;  though  on  acoount  of  poor  health  in  the  early  part  of  it 
my  preaching  and  teaching  were  confined  mainly  to  the  chord 
and  schools. 

lam  gratified  to  know  that  these  labors  have  been  blesiei 
to  some,  and  as  I  believe,  led  them  to  a  higher  consecration  o 
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Bflelves  to  Ood.    Thore  has  been  an  adTanoed  spiritual  life 
he  charoh.    There  ia  more  faith/ more  love,  more  knowledgOi 
e  seal.  •  Some  have  been  moved  to  give  the  tithes  of  their 
»me  to  the  Lord  who  have  not  given  before.    Some  who- 
0  at  variance  with  each  other  have  settled  their  quarrels 
are  living  in  peace.    Many,  if  not  all,  have  made  a  good 
ree  of  progress  in  the  knowledge  of  God's  word,  and  in  learn- 
how  to  pray.    I  have  brought  before  them  the  examples 
prayer  in  the  Bible,  all  marked  for  their  brevity  and  for 
[ig  very  specific.     And  the  Christians  have  learned  to  be 
re  brief  and  more  specific  in  all  their  prayers*    The  attention 
ho  word  on  the  Sabbath  is  good,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe 
re  is  a  growing  interest  in  the  reading  and  study  of  the  word 
private.    The  members  of  the  church,  and  sometimes  the 
Idren,  are  called  upon  to  give  an  abstract  of  the  Sunday  morn- 
sermon  at  the  church  pniycr   meeting  Monday  aflcrnoou ; 
t  often  this  abstract  is  very  full  and  explicit. 

L  good  many  onUidcrs  usually  attend  our  Sabbath  services, 
ecially  iu  the  aflcrnoou.  We  make  this  a  Sabbath  school 
rcise.  I  go  over  the  lesson,  explaining  it  and  giving  instruc- 
1.    Then  the  whole  audience  is  formed  into  claHses;  and 

better  educated  members  of  the  church  hear  the  vei*scs  tliat 
ro  been  committed  to  memory.   Some  have  classes  of  outsiders.  - 
ave  myself  bad  u  large  and   interesting  class  of  Bnihman 
rs;  not  always  regular  in  their  attendance^  but   generally 
sent.     Some  of  them  remember  what  they  hear  and  answer  . 
istions  on  the  lesson  very  well*     Most  of  them  are  scholars  iu  ^ 

Government  school.     I  am  very  glad  to  have  them  come  to 
'  ehapcl  to  hear  the  word,  and  to  engage  in  conversation  on 

topics  of  the  lesson  in  the  Subbath  school.

Two  female  members  of  the  church  have  died  this  year,  one 
Tebruary  and  one  in  April.  Both  had  been  in  poor  health  for 
)Ug  time.  As  death  approached  it  had  no  terrors  for  them. 
nr  minds  were  at  peace ;  they  died  trusting  in  Jesus  ;  and 
hope  they  are  now  with  him  in  glory.

Four  young  nion  in  the  Station  School  in  Satani,  and  one  in 
tho  Normai  Sohool  in  Ahmcdnuggur,  all  members  of  the  chnrcli, 
javo  left  tho  school  this  year  to  engajje  in  work  for  thcmselw- 
i'hey  meet  with  difiiciiltieB  in  finding  ready  imd  constant  em- 
jloymcnt.  But  such  difficulties  aro  incident  to  all  classes  iatbt 
lommuuily,  and  tho  Native  Christiana  must  leam  to  meet  tben 
ike  other  men.  Two  of  the  younp  men  pleaded  h.ird  to  be  talon 
uto  school  for  another  year,  but  I  urn  persuaded  that  too  long 
ittendanco  iu  school  unfits  them  for  the  common  duties  of  lifr, 
md  I  could  not  grant  their  request. 

It  was  our  privilege  in  July  to  hare  tUo  Bemi-anaoal  mcctio^ 
)f  the  Mission  in  Sutara.  All  tho  Missionaries  of  our  Mission, 
except  one,  wore  prcaeiit,  and  wo  had  a  week  of  dehghtfol 
ntcrcoursc  and  commuuion.  Tho  Kntivo  Christians  as  well  as 
mi-selvca  were  nuu'U  quickened  and  animated  by    the   prcsencB 

id  counsel  of  these  bivthren ;  and  we  liopc  ii 
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I  Febmarjr  we  Tisited  a  namber  of  villagesi  north  and  north- 
i,  on  a  preaching  tour. 

Hure&.-^The  nnmber  of  members  is  one  more  than  last  year. 
Two  of  these  have  resided  elsewhere  daring  the  year.  Two 
ts  have  been  baptized  and  receiyod  to  fellowshipi  and  three 
I  been  received  by  letter, — ^two  from  the  chorch  in  Ahmed- 
j^r  and  one  from  the  church  in  Satara. 

hie,  our  oldest  member,  has  died  at  an  advanced  age«  He 
nearly  completed  a  century.  He  was  baptized  about  four 
rs  since.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  at  a  village  some 
ance  from  the  station,  but  we  learned  that  ho  expressed  his 
I  reliance  on  Christ  aloue  to  the  end.  He  exhorted  his  son, 
3  a  member  of  our  church,  and  now  excommunicate,  to  leave 
wrong  course  of  life  and  return  to  his  former  faith  in  Christ, 
old  man  had  been  faithful  while  with  us,  and  we  trust  that 
s  now  enrolled  in  the  church  above. 

he  names  of  three  who  no  longer  walk  with  us  have  been 
ck  off.  Six  children  have  been  baptized,  and  the  present 
iber  of  children  in  the  church  is  21.  One  other  was  baptized 
he  first  day  of  the  new  year.  We  would  record  with  grati- 
)  the  fact  that  there  has  been  no  death  among  the  children 
more  than  three  years  past.  There  are  two  persons  in  the 
rch  who  cannot  read,  and  they  are  both  blind*  The  two 
Its  who  were  baptized  are  leaning. 

chooU, — ^The  station  school  has  had  about  20  pupils.  The 
iren  of  Christian  parents  are  mostly  small ;  a  number  have 
aded  from  the  8adr  bazaar  and  some  children  of  servants  in 
3pean  families. 

he  school  in  the  Sadr  bazaar  died  out,  and  the  teacher  was 
sferred  early  in  the  year* 

1  May  a  school  was  opened  in  the  city  among  the  leather- 
kers.  The  teacher  is  an  earnest  Christian  who  has  had  the 
mtage  of  a  year's  training  in  the  Normal  School  of  the 
istian  Vernacular  Education  Society.    The  attendance  has 
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been  more  than  20.  The  boys,  with  a  fow  exceptions,  pay  feee, 
and  also  bny  their  books.  Ono  of  the  exceptions  is  tho  case  of 
a  blind  boy.  He  loams  all  the  Bible  lessons,  and  many  oihor 
things,  from  hearing  the  others.  Tho  scholars  have  genonlly 
made  good  progress  in  reading,  arithmetic,  and  geographj, 
as  well  as  in  Bible  lessons.  The  school  has  been  visited  regu- 
larly by  the  native  preacher,  and  tho  parents  as  well  as  boys 
have  listened  to  preaching.  Four  little  girls  have  attended  tbe 
schools  and  made  a  beginning  in  learning. 

An  evening  school  for  young  men,  who  work  thongh  the 
day,  has  been  kept  up  at  tho  same  place.  About  a  dozen  haye 
attended,  and  several  have  learned  to  read. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  a  similar  evening  school  was  openod 
in  Ihe  city,  among  tho  Mdngs,  with  nine  learners.  The  refiolt 
of  this  will  more  properly  bo  reported  at  another  time. 

• 

Outstation,  Barifi.— This  place,  formerly  occupied,  has  Iiad 
no  resident  catechist  for  some  years  past.  In  December  a 
preacher  and  a  teacher  wore  sent  there  to  resume  operations. 
They  report  good  attention  to  their  daily  preaching  in  various 
parts  of  the  town. 

Work  among  t/ie  uroiiMii.— Two  Bible  readers,  women,  have 
been  employed.  There  are  a  number  of  places  which  thoy  go 
to  regularly,  and  thoy  give  in  a  report  of  the  week's  work  at  tiio 
women's  meeting  on  Friday.  Mrs.  Haasen  frequently  goes  with 
one  or  the  other  of  these  women  in  their  visits.  She  has  also 
obtained  access  to  some  families  of  higher  social  position  among 
tho  natives,  and  some  from  these  families  are  learning  to  read ; 
She  also  visits  the  school  in  the  city  ono  afbemoon  in  tho  week, 
and  after  tho  school  boys  have  left,  tho  women  come  together  in 
the  BchooKroom  to  listen  to  reading  and  instruction.  Some  per- 
sons have  come  regularly  to  these  little  meetings  and  manifest  a 
good  dcgi'oo  of  interest.  Mrs.  Ilaasen  also  visits  tho  women's  ward 
in  tlse  jail  on  Sundays.  There  are  about  15  prisonors  here,  anil 
they  havo  usually  wolcomcd  her  visits,  and  listened  earnestly  to 
her  reading  and  talk.     She  is  generally  accompanied  by  a  sister 
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le  church  who  can  sing  oar  Ohristian  hymns  to  native  aira, 
these  are  listened  to  with  much  pleasure. 

If  ttirert.— Soyeral  persons  hare  been  to  see  us  during  the 
*  whom  it  is  proper  to  call  inquirers.  Some  of  these  may 
I  receive  baptism.  Two  young  men  seom  to  be  kept  from 
cing  in  the  way  tLut  they  feel  to  bo  the  right  way  by  the 
of  man.

'ue  old  gosavi,  who  had  visited  ''every  holy  place''  in  India, 
ed  several  days  with  the  Christians,  and  seemod  to  bo  con- 
t)d  of  the  truth.  Ho  was  very  deaf  so  that  it  was  difficult  to 
ruct  him,  but  ho  expressed  his  belief  in  Christ  as  the  only 
iour.

And  first  wo  record  with  fpntitndo  to 
Him  whom  wo  servo  that  all  hove  boeo  aparod  throngfa  Um 
year;  ooithor  death  nor  Bovere  illnoss  hM  withdnwn  any  ono  . 
of  OB  from  his  work. 

Mr.  Foirbonk,  who  loft  in  18G9,  roachod  Bombfty  wilii  lii* 
fiimily  in  August,  after  jnst  two  years*  absonce.  Horctnms  in 
improved  health,  and  again  ontcro  upon  the  labours  begun  2it 
years  ago,  in  Ahmcdonggur^  and  tho  districta  north  and  eost  of 
tho  city. 

A  son  of  Mr.  Hazon,  who  loft  America  with  Mr.  Fiurbonk 
and  &mily,  died  on  the  way  ont,  and  was  boricd  at  Malta. 
ThoDgh  suRering  from  pulmonary  disease,  it  was  hopod  that  s 
life  which  gave  promise  of  the  highest  nsefulness  might  b« 
prolonged  in  tho- milder  climate  of  India.  He  was  bom  in  thii 
conatiy,  and  having  given  his  yoang  heart  to  the  Bodecmo', 
and  consecrabid  his  life  to  His  service,  he  was  hoping  to  labour 
AS  a  missionary  in  tho  land  of  his  bii-th.  But  it  pleased  tbe 
Master  to  disappoint  these  hopes,  and  call  him  tn  a  higher 
service.  Wo  weep  with  tho  afflicted  parents,  for  thoir  loss  ii 
also  onrs.  But  wo  rejoice  with  them  in  tho  assarcd  hope  affords 
ed  by  his  pure  and  camost  Christian  life,  that  for  him  to  depart 
mw  far  better.

mong  the  Pastors,  and  they  are  learning  how  the  strong  should 

lelp  the  weak. 

Frequent  reference  will  be  found,  in  the  reports  which  foUowi 
0  the  annual  meeting  at  Ahmednuggur  in  October^  and  the 
ibours  of  Bev.  Mr.  Taylor  with  us  at  that  time.  The  spiritual 
blessing  received  by  many  of  our  Native  Christians  will  lead 
hem  long  to  hold  the  occasion  in  grateful  romombrance.  We 
rere  also  favoured  in  having  with  us  Missionaries  from  other 
mrts  of  India^tbe  Bev.  Dr.  \V.  W.  Scuddor,  from  the  Arcot 
fission  of  the  Beformcd  Church ;  Bov.  J.  E.  Chandler  from  the 
faduraMissionof  the  American  Board  (our  own  Society),and  Bev. 
t.  Y.  EUis^  of  the  Baptist  Mission,  Jossore.  These  brethren  spent 
evoral  days  with  us,including  Sabbath  the  20th  of  October,  when 
U  united  with  the  Native  Churches  in  commemorating  the  love  of 
or  one  Lord.    The  social  and  Christian  intercourse  with  these 
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fellow-lab<mron,  the  intorchango  of  thoagHt  and  feelingi  hear- 
ing  of  each  oUier's  trials  and  anceeaaeat  and  the  diacoaaion  of 
plana  and  meihoda  of  working,  added  greatly  to  the  enjojment 
and  profit  of  our  meeting.  May  the  time  aoon  eome  when  all 
engaged  in  this  work  can  thna  meet  in  Christian  fellowahipj 
each  according  to  his  brethren  eqnal  rights  and  privilegoa  with 
himaelf,  and  thus  presenting  a  united  front  against  the  king- 
dom of  darknesa. 

ISr.  and  Mrs.  Winsor,  who  jomod  the  Mission  in  January  of 
the  year  under  roriow,  have  been  pursuing  the  study  of  MaratUi 
preparatory  to  assuming  charge  of  some  district.  Near  tlie 
close  of  the  year  they  wore  transferred  to  Ahmednuggur.  In  tlie 
Synopsis  below,  his  nnmo  and  those  of  the  Missionaries  at 
Bdhuri  and  Wod&lo  are  inserted  in  connoction  with  the  stations 
whore  thoy  wore  residing  most  of  the  year ;  the  others  whoro 
they  commence  the  present  year. 

At  the  closo  of  the  year  there  wore  in  connection  with  tho 
Mission  ten  Missionaries,  with  thoir  wives,  one  female  Assistanti 
eleven  Native  Pastors,  throe  licensed  Preachers,  one  Editor,  sixty 
one  Helpers  (including  Catechists,  Bible-Rcodors,  and  Teachers), 
fi  fteeu  Bible- women,  and  four  female  Teachers.

)iir  work,  aa  heretoforoi  has  boon  proucliing  Christ  and  the 
at  ialvaiion  through  Him.  Many  in  tho  Chapel,  and  bj  the 
raido,  and  in  more  private  circles,  have  hoard  the  word  of 
» and  a  fow,  wo  bcliovo,  have  been  made  wise  unto  salvation. 

Ve  regard  preaching  in  the  open  air  as  an  important  mis- 
lary  agency  in  this  city,  though  in  connection  with  it  there 
ds  to  be  much  personal  work.    Not  a  few  in  Bombay  are  • 
vested  in  Christianity  who  have  heard  the  word  only  by  the 
^'side.    If  these  good  impressions  could  be  followed  up  by 
9  native  Christians  in  private  conversation,  and  if  those  in- 
rested  were  brought  to  our  places  of  worship,  we  might  hope 
r  great  results  from  street  preaching. 

Our  Vernacular  School  supplies  a  want  for  tho  Christian 
ildrcn,  and  is  doing  a  good  work  for  them  and  for  a  few 
iicrs  who  attend.  Mrs.  Harding,  in  addition  to  the  oversight 
this  school,  finds  abundant  opportunities  for  Christian  work 
visiting  native  families.  Several  female  members  of  our 
lurch  are  also  much  engaged  in  this  same  work. 

Wo  thank  God  for  tho  harmony  that  has  prevailed  among  the 
iristians,  and  for  their  fidelity  in  watching  over  each  other, 
d  also  for  the  spirit  of  benevolence  that  is  still  maintained. 
x>ut  Bs.  600  have  been  contributed  towards  the  support  of 
e  Pastor  and  for  other  objects. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  special  services  were  held  in  our 
apel,  conducted  by  the  Rev.  Wm.  Taylor.  Christians  from 
bor  Native  Churches  united  in  these  services,  and  a  rich  blessing 
me  upon  all.  Some  who  hod  been  members  of  the  Church  for 
my  years  date  their  first  experimental  knowledge  of  Christ 
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ftom  these  meetmga,  and  a  few  from  among  the  heathen  irwe 
brought  to  Christ.  Wo  have  long  beon  praying  for  a  leviTil  of 
Gk)d'8  work  in  Bombay,  and  oar  Christians  will  never  forget 
this  first  season  of  refreshing  from  the  preseneeof  theHoIy 
Spirit.  The  infloenoe  will,  we  doubt  not,  be  abiding.  Some  rf 
the  Christians  at  least  have  reachcdahighor  lovel  inthelife 
of  faith^  and  are  hotter  prepared  for  aggressive  work  than  o?er 
before. 

Our  ezoollent  Native  Pastor  is  still  spared  to  the  Churchi  sod 
we  give  below  a  translation  of  his  report  :— 

**  At  tho  beginning  of  this  yoar  wo  obaerred  the  week  of  pnjer,  h 
eonnoction  with  tho  brethren  of  other  ^Cssione,  and  it  a  wu  gnit  joj 
thai  to  approadi  our  Heavenly  Father  in  concert  with  his  jm^ 
thronghoat  the  world. 

**  Among  the  matten  of  special  interest  during  the  year,  we  BMBtkii 
the  public  confession  of  Christ  by  two  Hindus.  One  of  theae^  with  hii 
sister,  who  is  disposed  to  become  a  Christian,  suffered  great  perseoatioa  • 
from  his  fiither,  and  at  last  the  ikther  revised  to  live  with  them,  sad  ii 
still  separated  from  them.  The  two  Deacons  of  the  Church,  Hr.  Dijibi 
and  Mr.  Baretto,  were  spedally  influential  in  the  conversion  of  the  two 
persons  who  joined  us  this  year,  and  I  praise  God  for  this. 

**  Several  other  inquirers  are  coming  to  them  and  to  me^  and  there  ia 
hope  that  they  will  soon  publicly  profess  their  fisuth  in  Christ. 

**  The  Native  Christian  Alliance  has  been  formed  this  yoar.  It  Is  snuD 
in  its  beginnings  and  is  deficient  in  many  respects :  but  it  is  founded  os 
Christ,  and,  with  Him  to  preserve  and  perfect  it,  it  must  become  a  blesaisg 
to  alL    Already  it  has  shown  us  tho  advantago  of  Christian  Union. 

^  When  I  saw  from  the  South,  and  from  Gujarat,  and  from  other  parts 
of  this  land,  the  brethren  and  sisters  ^scmblod,  and  felt  that  they  had 
been  colled  and  sanctified  and  saved  by  the  same  Holy  Spirit  and  the 
same  Saviour  that  had  called  and  rodoomed  me,  a  brotherly  love  and 
affection  was  awakened  which  I  shall  never  forget.  It  was  evident  that 
we  were  members  of  one  family,  the  household  of  God;  and  should  no 
other  great  work  result  frt)m  this  alliance,  if  Christian  fellowship  is 
promoted  and  manifested  thereby,  it  will  be  a  great  blessing  to  this 
whole  countxy :  1  John  L  3 ;  Ps.  czzxiiL  Our  Church  has  given  one-third 
of  my  salary  during  «the  year,  and  if  in  1872  they  give  more,  there  is 
hope  that  my  prophecy  uttered  lost  year  will  become  tme  in  the  time 
specified.  In  1870  the  Church  gave  one-fourth,  in  1871  one-third,  snd 
in  1872  if  thoy  give  one-half,  and  aflerwardA  increase  in  that  proportion, 
it  will  be  done.    I  indeed  do  not  propose  toosk  for  more*  but  ii 
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n  Biik*  ray  mlarj  Iom  :  and  m  not  only  will  tho  propbeoj  beoome  tni6» 
t  my  Chnroh  will  rooelTO  a  lioh  ■piritual  blessing.  I  boliore  that 
iristiana  in  all  tho  world  are  praying  that  our  Churohes  may  bo  self • 
liaining.  Hcnoe  I  hare  great  oonfidcnoo  that  this  will  soon  bo  ao« 
mplishod.  Two  members  of  our  Chnroh,  whilo  suspended  for  misoon- 
et^  hare  been  roceired  to  the  8.  P.  O.  Mission ;  and  five  others,  for 
laons  which  seem  to  mo  unworthy,  hare  gone  thcro  and  boon  recoired. 
noo  their  names  haro  been  dropped  from  our  roll. 

'Our  native  Christians  seem  likely  to  suffer  groat  spiritual  iigury 
m  tho  oondnct  of  the  8.  P.  O.  Mission  and  the  present  Bishop  of 
mbay.  But  they  cannot  proceed  far,  for  their  work  will  be  mode  mani- 
t.    '  Tho  fire  shall  try  orory  man's  work,  of  what  sort  it  is.' 

'  One  brother  fell  into  great  sin  during  this  year,  and  was  disciplined  ' 

the  Church.  But  ho  afterwards  showed  si^s  of  penitence  and, 
ledolly  during  tho  meetings  near  tho  close  of  the  year,  ho  became 
iply  humbled  before  God  on  account  of  his  sins,  and  has  since  been 
tored  to  Church-fellowship. 

'  Tho  Boy.  Wm.  Taylor  laboured  Tory  earnestly  with  us  for  a  month 
tho  end  of  tho  year,  and  I  cannot  describe  the  inestimable  blessing 
t  received  at  that  time.  Tho  cold  and  lukewarm  became  earnest.  Tho 
6kle  and  faint-hearted  were  established.  Tho  ignorant  and  thoughtless 
ccame  wise,  and  tho  unconyorted  wore  bom  again.  Thus  we  expcri- 
nood  a  great  revival.  That  which  I  wrote  about  and  earnestly  longed  for 
I  my  first  Report  in  1860,  my  eyes  have  now  seen,  and  we  shall  yet  see 
roator  things  than  these  I  doubt  not,  for  the  Spirit  of  QoA  has  come 
mong  us  to  carry  forward  the  work.  Praise  and  glory  be  to  God,  Who 
as  modo  this  His  servant  such  an  efficient  agent  in  building  up  tho 
Ihnrch  of  Christ.  May  a  double  portion  of  his  spirit  rest  upon  all  of  us, 
[o  who,  like  the  Apostles,  waits  for  the  promise  of  the  Father,  will 
soeive  this  gift,  for  Christ  is  the  same  yesterday,  to^lay,  and  for  ever. 

**  It  is  not  the  time  now  to  speak  of  1872,  but  I  cannot  refrain  from 
lontioning  what  tlru  Lord  did  for  us  at  the  vexy  beginning  of  the  year. 
Niro  of  my  own  children,  and  also  two  Hindus  turned  to  the  Lord,  and 
fen  received  into  tho  Church. 

**  To  the  Lord  be  glory  for  ever  and  ever !"

It  was  st&tod  in  oar  last  report  that  the  two  churches  tt  tha 
ilace  had  onitecl,  and  caUod  Rev.  R.  V.  Modak  to  become  theii 
loator.  The  blessing  of  God  seems  to  have  attended  this  step, 
>nd  there  has  been  manifest  growth  in  spirituality,  and  sttec- 
ion  to  tho  duties  of  a  Christian  church.  This  wiH  be  apponst 
rom  the  report  of  the  Pastor  which  follows^  Tho  number 
eceived  to  the  Church  on  profession  is  ninoteen.  But  tho 
lismissola  and  deaths  exceed  this.  Of  thoso  whose  names  an 
iroscd,  four  were  excommunicated,  tho  others  are  absentees  who 
lometimcs  connect  themselves  with  other  Mfssions.  Afler 
efetring  to  theso  statistics  the  Pastor  continnca  as  follows : — 
Of  tho  firo  mcmbcTi  of  tho-churcH  who  died,  four  were  menadrMiwd 
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tod.  The  toaolien  met  one  erening  in  the  week  to  study  the  lesson  of 
le  eoming  Sabbath,  and  prepare  themeolTes  to  instrnot  their  olasaea. 
his  Sabbath  School  has  been  ah  exoellent  means  of  grace  to  thechorch* 
id  I  trost  it  will  bo  continued  in  fhture. 

^During  the  past  year  the  Friday  afternoon  seryice  has  been  changed 
i  its  character.  Formerly  it  was  similar  to  the  sabbath  serrices,  a 
lort  disconrso  being  the  principal  part.  Now  it  is  a  prayer  meeting  in 
hich  many  of  the  Christians  take  part,  telling  their  experience  and 
ials,  mentioning  special  objects  for  which  prayer  was  desired,  and 
fering  a  few  words  of  exhortation  or  prayer;  Those  and  other  special 
jcasions  when  the  church  for  a  time  assembled  daily  for  prayer,  haye 
yea  seasons  of  groat  spiritual  profit  to  us. 

*  j^nother  season  of  spiritual  improrement  we  exy'oyed  at  our  annual 
•eting  by  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  labours  of  Bot.  Mr.  Taylor. 
nd  this  our  brethren  who  came  from  other  districts  to  that  meeting 
larcd  with  us.  From  the  time  wo  heard  that  Mr.  Taylor  had  accepted 
e  invitation  of  our  missionaries  to  be  present  at  the  meeting  we  began  to 
ek  of  Qod  this  blessing.  In  the  interval,  however,  news  came  that  Mr. 
ijlor  was  ill  and  would  not  be  able  to  come.  Wo  thou  prayed  that  the 
nrd  would  be  pleased  to  restore  him  to  health  and  bring  him  to  us ;  or  in 
ly  ifay  it  seemed  good  to  Himself  would  bestow  upon  us  the  blessing 
dibh  wo  heard  He  had  granted  in  so  manyplocos  where  Mr.  Taylor  hod 
bourod.  A  few  days  afler  we  heard  that  ho  was  recovering,  and  would 
I  with  us  in  accordance  with  his  first  plan.  This  we  believed  was  one 
iswer  to  our  prayers.  And  by  the  Holy  Spirit's  help  his  preaching 
ire  during  the  two  weeks  he  remained,  proved  a  great  blessing.  Some 
the  principal  points  in  which  we  were  helped  wore  the  following : — 

"  L  We  who  call  ourselves  Christians  were  greatly  enlightened  in  re- 
rd  to  our  spiritual  state.  We  saw  what  we  were,  how  full  of  imper- 
stion,  and  also  roaliasd  in  a  good  d^greo  how  we  might  become  what 
>  should  be. 

^2^  We  understood  more  clearly  that  in  our  efibrts  to  lead  men  to 
krist  we  must  be  witnesses  for  Him ;  and  in  order  to  this  we  need  first, 
acoordanco  with  His  promise^  to  be  endued  with  power  from  on  high. 

^8.  We  were  enoouraged  to  exert  ourselves  more  earnestly,  in  Bible 
naothods,  to  advance  the  kingdom  of  Christ. 

^  4  Many  of  the  heathen  come  to  hear  Mr.  Taylor,  and  they  were  so 
isnpressed  by  the  truth  that  they  stiU  continue  to  come.  Fifty  to  a  hun- 
dred persons  come  two  evenings  in  a  week  to  hear  the  gospel  preached. 
Some  come  to  our  houses  to  talk  with  us,  and  some  have  called  us  to 
their  houses  to  converse  with  them.  Of  those  a  few  seem  to  be  seeking 
ttflor  the  truth,  and  we  have  hope  of  much  fruit. 
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Sler«n  pcnona  havo  mtnady  rccotved  Cliristi  and  united  iritli  lli* 
cbnrch  as  the  fruiu  oT  this  irork  of  gmce.  Soms  of  theae  wen )«» 
Tiousljr  intoroatcd;  olhcra  Bccnicd  to  roccivo  their  firat  imprcBsioni il  ' 
this  time;  but  both  clnssci  fouud  Bpcciol  hdp,  and  were  spccditjledu 
in  themsolToa  nith  ibo  pooplc  ot  God.  And  who  can  tell  in  boir  mm; 
oro  hearts  the  Sgiirit's  work  ia  begun,  and  uidno  ttnio  n-ill  bo  perfected? 
"Soma  of  [&e  mcmbora  of  thia  church  bava  for  acvoral  yean  bea 
kccuatomrd  to  pay  n  tenth  of  their  income  fur  tko  support  of  ito 
pastor.  But  others  ivoro  not  inclined  to  accept  tho  rule-  In  tha  pd 
year,  I  am  glad  to  aay,  aflcr  instruction,  they  liavo  one  ailer  uuxba 
n  up  their  oppoBLtiun,  and  ail  thoao  rciiiding  hero  havo  adopted  tl> 
rule,  and  begun  to  giTo.  Acting  on  this  rule,  if  tbo  church  continuEi  U 
it  will  soon  bo  indi.-pcndcnt  of  foreign  support.  To  the  mil- 
es hero  who  huTO  oaaiHted  us  in  previous  jrcars  in  the  Sabta:b 
■,aiid  to  tlicir  wives  who  liavo  exerted  thomsclvcs  in  many  waji  fat 
tlio  improvement  of  tho  women,  tiiia  church  acknowledges  its  obligUioRL 
uicli  of  the 'Native  Cliristirin  KTungclicnl  Allianco  for  Weaten 
India'  bos  lH;cn  formed  bcro,nnd  has  held  its  qiuirtcrly  moetings.

Tba 
Superintendent  of  tho  school  has  boon  nbsont  in  Scotland  on 
account  of  his  health.  His  assistants,  in  his  absence,  havo  lakat 
their  classes  throujrh  tho  studies  of  tho  year,  wo  havo  reason  to 
think,  with  thoroughness  and  fidelity.  Five  of  tho  stndcnt" 
were  received  to  tho  communion  of  tho  church  in  tho  course  of 
tlic  year.  Tho  Oirls'  School  has  numbered  55  pupils.  About 
Lnlf  of  these  have  been  supported  wholly  or  in  part  by  the  fim^ 
of  tlio  school.

**  We  have  two  sonriecs  in  the  chureh  on  the  Sabbath.  The  Ber.  Mr. 
Druce  proadios  at  one  and  I  at  the  other.  But  if  Mr.  Bruce  is  absent 
3r  sick,  I  preach  twice.  All  the  Christians  who  live  hero  attend  regu« 
larly,  and  after  the  morning  service  we  all  stay  and  study  a  Bible 
csson  in  classes.  We  have  also  a  meeting  on  Friday  afternoon  in  which 
some  of  the  Christians  speak,  and  some  pray.  It  is  sometimes  very 
interesting  and  profitable  to  hear  them  tell  their  expcrionoe. 

"  On  Wednesday  afternoon  women  assemble,  and  Mrs.  Bruce  or  my  . 
irife  conducts  the  meeting.  When  this  meeting  is  at  my  house,  somo  of 
the  village  women  attend,  and  when  it  is  at  the  school-house  the  Mah&r 
iromen  attend.  Mrs.  Bruce  also  visits  the  scholars  of  Captain  Jacob's  school 
lit  their  homes,  and  reads  and  sings  with  them.  In  this  way  she  has  be« 
some  acquainted  with  a  great  nmny  of  the  village  women. 

*'  1  am  accustomed  to  preach  in  different  places  in  the  village,  and  tho 
people  often  listen  well.  This  year  God  has  withhold  the  rain.  Tho 
people  have  begged  their  idols  to  send  rain,  but  have  not  received  a  drop. 
And  many  are  convinced  that  all  other  resources  are  vain  and  that  they 
must  dc|)end  on  the  true  God  alone.    He  has  all  power. 

"  All  the  members  of  this  church  give  tithes  for  the  support  of  their 
pastor ;  and  wo  would  gratefully  acknowledge  the  favour  of  Captain  Jacobs 
who  sends  five  rupees  a  month  for  the  same  purpose. 

**  About  a  month  before  the  Annual  meetings  in  Ahmednuggur,  the 
catechists  and  teachers  in  these  districts  came  together,  and  Mr.  Bruce 
told  us  of  the  expected  coming  of  Mr.  Taylor,  and  how  God  had  blessed  hi» 
labours  in  many  places,  and  ^exhorted  us  to  prepare  our  hearts  to  receive 
a  blessing.  So  from  that  time  we  besought  the  Lord  daily  that  He 
would  send  His  servant,  and  that  He  would  grant  us  that  preparation 
of  heart  which  would  secure  a  blessing.  We  praise  tho  Lord  that  He 
brought  Mr.  Taylor  safely,  and  that  He  mode  him  the  instrument  of 
great  benefit  to  all  the  members  of  his  church  who  attended  tho  meetings. 
We  gained  a  new  experience  and  received  a  fresh  impetus.  It  was  like 
the  ?rinding  up  of  a  clock  that  had  run  down. 

^  A  few  days  after  we  returned  to  our  homes,  Mr.  Bruce  called  together 
all  the  helpers  under  his  care,  for  a  love  feast  and  a  two  days'  meeting.

Bov.  Jayardm  Bdrsd,  Pastor  of  tho  Kendal  Church,  says : 

^  Besides  our  regular  Salibath  services,  tho  gospel  is  preached  every 
y  in  the  villogcs  around  us.  There  is  a  teacher  here  in  the  employ  of 
)  Mission,  but  tho  people  find  iC  so  hard  to  obtain  food  that  ho  has  no 
lolars  this  year,  and  he  also  goes  about  preaching  tho  Word.  This 
iT  there  are  no  crops  in  tho  fields  of  this  village,  and  many  of  the 
ihars  have  gone  away.  Those  who  remain  do  not  got  enough  for  one 
al  a  day,  so  they  Imve  become  very  weak  and  thin. 

'  Rev.  Mr.  Bruce  kindly  supplied  me  with  Homasopathio  medicines, 
1  by  their  use  138  adults  and  75  children  have  boon  cured  of  their 
knesses,  and  I  liavo  by  this  means  found  better  opportunity  for 
Aching  the  gospel." 

Roy.  Sayfijf  Rdtwadi  Pastor  of  tbo  Pdnchdgiiw  Church,  says*: 

'  Tho  hard  times  have  scattered  some  members  of  this  church.  Those 
0  remain  seem  humbled,  and  find  more  delight  than  before  in  the 
rship  of  God.  They  as  well  as  mysolf  derived  much  benefit  from  the 
aching  of  Mr.  Taylor,  and  I  am  sure  we  shall  continue  to  do  so. 

'  This  year  we  have  formed  a  Sabbath  School.  Eighteen  persons  at. 
d,  and  they  are  divided  into  three  classes.  There  is  a  class  for  the 
D,  a  class  for  the  women,  and  a  class  for  tho  children.  We  all  find  it 
y  interesting. 

'  In  other  villages  the  people  seem  humbled  by  the  dearth,  and  listen 
sntively  to  the  preaching  of  the  truth.

[n  roviewing  the  year  it  does  not  appear  to  have  been  one  of 
larkable  anccesa.  In  the  Waddle  field  six  only  have  been 
led  to  tho  chnrchea  on  profession  of  faithi  while  the  aggregate 
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increase  is  but  tlureOi  However  I  nm  glad  to  lay  that  tliere  ai 
sereral  others  who.ask  to  be  receiTecL  The  year  has  been  en 
of  groat  changes*  This  field  is  no w,  and  probably  forsomeyM 
to  come  will  remain,  without  a  resident  missionaxy ;  and  the  woik 
though  still  nnder  Missionary  supervision,  is  to  depend  maiol] 
and  directly  on  the  churches  and  pastors.  Our  corps  of  nativ 
Missionary  workers  in  the  field  is  not  diminished,  butthei 
responsibility  is  considerably  increased.  It  is  in  some  respect 
an  experiment;  but  may  He  who  gave  unto  the  GkJilcan  peasant 
and  fishermen  power  firom  on  high,  endow  these  His  foUowen 
with  like  power,  and  crown  their  efforts  with  success.  It  bs 
boon  a  year  too  of  great  blessings.  Unusual  opportunitieB  & 
preaching  occurred  during  part  of  the  year;  and  to  all  of  us  wk 
wero  permitted  to  attend  our  annual  gathering  at  Ahmednuggiu 
the  meetings  held  by  Rev.  Wm.  Taylor  proved  a  special  blesdng 
Many  at  that  time,  and  since,  have  been  led  to  a  reccmsecratioi 
of  themselves  to  Christ  and  to  His  cause,  while  some  who  ti 
that  they  had  been  self-deceived  were  enabled  to  realize  ilia 
position,  and  confessing  all,  to  come  to  Jesus.  The  &w  meeting! 
that  wo  were  permitted  to  have  with  our  assistants  after  Hi 
October  gathering,  wero  of  unusual  interest,  and  showed  deaii] 
that  the  blessed  influences  of  that  occasion  had  not  died  wliei 
the  meetings  wero  closed.  Many  had  new  and  deeper  expo 
rioncos  to  relate. 

The  work  of  preaching  the  good  news  of  salvation  throogl 
Jesus  the  Christ  has  been  continued  as  usual  in  the  various  vil 
lages  assigned  to  each  assistant*  An  attempt  was  made  te  hafi 
those  villages  which  might  be  considered  as  lying  in  the  paxid 
of  each  church  regularly  visited.  Maps  were  drawn  and  give 
to  the  Pastors,  and  the  names  of  all  the  villages  to  be  visitoc 
every  month  transcribed  on  the  back  of  the  maps.  In  this  wq 
it  was  hoped  that  more  efficient  pastoral  work,  and  more  thoroagl 
Missionary  labour  would  be  done.  The  pursuit  of  this  plai 
has  I  believe  proved  satisfactory.  Another  plan  which  one  d 
the  pastors  devised  in  connection  with  this  seems  worAyol 
special  mention.  He  assigns  one  of  the  gospels  to  each  viHagA 
and  agrees  to  visit  each  of  those  places  on  certain  days.  Ho 
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>e8  aooording  to 'agreement^  and  commenoea  with  the  fint 
apterof  the  gospel  assignecL  He  reads -and  explains,  and 
en  preaches  in  connection  with  it.  The  next  time  he  continues 
)m  the  place  to  which  he  kst  read.    By  this  systematic  effort

halted  as  opportunity  aud  time  permitted.    Our  experience 

this  tour  fully  corroborates  the  statements  made  above  as  to 

I  unusually  good  opportunities  for  preaching  whicli  tho  season 

)8onted.    We  had  large  and  generally  attentive  audiences,  and 

notimes,  we  had  good  reason  to  believe,  tho  pleasure   of 

saching  to  those  who  had  never  before  heard  tho  voico  of  a 

riatian  preacher.    With  the  exception  of  Bid,  among  tho  Mus- 

mans,  we  met  with  no  opposition.    In  one  village  where 
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we  tpcAit  tlie  niglit  we  must  haye  liad  tlie  entixe  miilo  popdap 
tion  in  our  aadience ;  and  when  in  the  morning  we  rode  awi^i 
we  left  the  few  who  oonld  read  sitting  in  the  midst  of  litdo 
knots  of  Usteners,  reading  aloud  from  the  tracts  we  had  giren 
them,  words  of  truth  which,  if  they  would  but  obej,  would  mfldn 
them  wise  unto  salvation. 

The  number  in  our  schools  has  not  been  as  great  as  formarlj. 
Tho  chief  cause  has  been  thogrcatdifficulty  of  obtaining  a  liTiog. 
The  failure  of  the  bazri  crop  early  in  tho  yoor,  and  of  rain  at 
the  time  for  sowing  in  tho  latter  part  of  the  year,  throw  tlie 
people  out  of  their  usual  moans  of  obtaining  a  living;  and  lerj 
many  during  the  latter  months  of  tho  year  woro  obliged  to  tab 
thoir  families  and  move  to  distant  towns  and  places  whore  woik 
could  be  obtained. 

The  action  of  our  Mission  in  October  1870,  turned  the  oonfai- 
butions  of  tho  churches  into  thoir  right  channels,  that  isy  to  ibo 
pastors  directly  and  not  into  tho  Mission  Treasury  as  before. 
All  that  we  undertake  for  tho  present  is  to  pay  the  pastors  of 
the  village  churches  one  half  their  salary;  the  churches  to 
provide  the  other  half.  How  thoroughly  this  is  done  I  am  unaUo 
to  state  exactly.  However  an  extract  from  the  report  of  one  of 
the  pastors  will  show  the  weakness,  and  backwardness  of  tlia 
majority  of  the  native  Christians  in  the  duty  of  giving,  aacl 
something  of  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  promoting  the  inds* 
pendence  of  these  churches.  I  hope  others  find  a  better  sUd 
of  things,  but  greatly  fear  this  is  a  very  general  experkooBb 
After  speaking  of  tho  number  of  men  and  of  the  readers  imoag 
thcm^  ho  continues, ''  Of  these  men  (22)  four  are  in  mission  m* 
ploy,  and  one  is  in  tho  service  of  a  missionary.  Thoao  fifv 
pay  tithes.  One  is  engaged  in  trading  and  has  but  onoepuJ 
tithes.  Of  the  fifteen  women  in  the  churches  six  can  rcadf 
two  of  these  are  employed  as  Bible-readers,  and  one  is  in  tli0 
service  of  a  missionary.  These  also  pay  tithes  or  at  leM  pay 
something  out  of  their  monthly  wages.  With  those  ezceptioDS  .^ 
we  have  no  tithe  payers/'  That  is  to  say,  only  those  in  tk  ij 
employ  of  the  mission  or  missionary  pay  anything  regolailji 
and  not  all  of  these  a  tithe  of  their  pay« 
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At  our  anntuil  missioii  moeting  we  wore  transferred  from 
Vadffle  to  Sholapnr*  Accordingly  wo  removed  early  in  December, 
nd  were  enabled  to  enter  folly  into  the  work  in  our  now 
eld  before  the  yoar  dosed.  In  leaving  Waddle,  onr  first  field 
f  labour  in  India,  where  we  have  spent  very  happily  two  and  a 
alf  years,  it  is  a  groat  pleosare  to  know  that,  although  there  is 
3  bo  no  resident  missionary  there,  yet  it  is  to  bo  in  the  caro  and 
ndor  the  supervision  of  Bro.  Fairbank,  who  more  than  any 
thor  man  has  been  under  Grod  the  means  of  gathering  those 
hnrchos  and  schools,  and  of  directing  the  mission  workers  in 
ioir  labours*  The  Lord  give  them  an  abundant  harvest  I  And 
ill  all  who  love  Christ  and  his  cause  pray  that  this  attempt  to 
urow  more  responsibility  on  the  Native  Churches  bo  abundantly 
lessod  of  God  f

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Onr  labours  the  past  year  have  been  in  almost  all  respects 
:e  those  of  the  previous  year.    Our  sabbath  and  week-day 
rvices  have  been  well  attended  by  the  Native  Christians,  and 
)re  is  evidently  a  growing  interest  in  hearing  the  word  preach- 
in  the  city,  and  in  the  villages  among  the  heathen.    Few 
•sons  seem  inclined  to  dispute  with  us  now,  and  generally  they 
en  with  quiet  but  earnest  attention.    Now  and  then  one 
KBXB  to  be  deeply  impressed  with  the  truth,  and  to  say : 
Jmost  thou  porsuadest  me  to  be  a  Christian/'    The  monthly 
orts  of  my  assistants  have  been  exceedingly  interesting.    In 
Jail,  in  the  Hospital,  and  in  the  streets  of  the  city  have  thoy 
gently  and  faithfully  held  forth  Christ  as  "  the  way,  the  truth, 
.  tho  life."    They  have  also  gone  from  house  to  house  xnoro 
ess,  and  sought  out  individuals,  with  whom  they  have  con- 
led,  and  for  whom  they  have  prayed.    They  have  gone  into 
near  villages,  too,  in  some  of  them  frequently,  and  in  them 
ihey  report  a  great  deal  of  interest  in  hearing  the  Word.

back  to  heathenism.  Some  of  the' young  men  who  left  school  i 
year  ago  aro  of  this  nnmben  They  did  not  find  ready  and  oon< 
stant  employment,  and  they  felt  disposed  to  cast  blame  on  the 
mission  for  not  keeping  them  a  longer  time  in  school,  and  in 
some  way  making  provision  for  their  continued  support.  Bol 
our  instructions,  and  aid  in  various  waySf  wo  hope,  have  in  i 
good  degree  convinced  thom  that  we  havo  no  less  interest  in 
their  welfare  than  when  we  were  supporting  them  in  school 

Ono  of  these  young  mon  found  service  with  a  civilian,  and  hii 
character  and  conduct  aro  such  as  to  make  us  foci  that  the  com« 
mon  education  we  have  given  him  is  well  subserving  the  intercstfl 
of  the  llodecmer's  Kingdom.  For  a  month  or  .two  during  tli€ 
hitter  part  of  the  year  his  duties  have  called  him  into  the  dis- 
tricts ;  and  I  hoar  that  he  is  making  known  tho  truth  whorovor 
he  goes.  We  praise  Ood  for  ono  such  witness  for  Christy  and 
we  confidently  look  for  moro  like  him  in  duo  time. 

One  boy  of  sixteen,  a  member  of  the  church}  has  this  year 
gone  to  learn  the  carpenter's  trade,  with  a  village  carpenter 
twelve  miles  from  Sdtaru.  His  fiither  arranged  with  tho  car- 
penter that  his  son  should  have  the  sabbath  day  to  rest.  On 
the  last  sabbath  of  the  year  a  brother  of  this  carpenter,  who 
lives  thirty  miles  away,  was  at  the  house  of  the  boy's  fi&ther,  at 
the  time  of  morning  worship.  He  was  delighted  with  the 
singing  of  our  sweet  Christian  hymnst  and  tho  reading  of  the 
Scriptures.  And  he  urged  the  fiithor  to  let  the  boy  come  and 
live  with  him,  and  learn  the  carpenter's  trade  of  him,  and  sing 
theso  sweet  hymns  and  rood  the  Bible  to  him. 

Two  persons  have  been  received  to  this  church  by  letter  from 
the  Ahmednuggur  church ;  and  two  have  boon  received  on  tho 
profession  of  their  faith  in  Christ.  These  were  girls  from  onr 
station  school ;  ono  tho  daughter  of  Christian  parents,  the  other 
from  a  heathen  fiunily. 

Our  school  in  tho  city  for  heathen  boys  was  discontinued  in 
January  last.  The  parents  would  not  come  up  to  our  rules,  to 
jmy  in  part  for  the  education  of  their  children.     The  teacher 
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m  tinoe  devoted  himself  to  tlie  work  of  a  oatecliist,  and  a  most 
ithful  and  earnest  worker  he  has  been.  In  June  I  sent  him 
Bhoinj  to  help  Br.  Wells,  who  has  been  stationed  there. 
\  Wells  found  him  so  valuable  a  helper  that  ho  applied  to  the 
isaion  to  allow  him  to  remain  with  him  permanently,  and  this 
quest  was  granted. 

The  number  of  pupils  in  our  station  school  has  been  twenty- 
;ht.  The  greater  part  of  these  are  small  children  from  six  to 
n  years  of  ago.  Seven  only  were  older  than  this.  The  ex« 
lination  of  this  school  was  held  in  October.  A  few  residents 
the  station  wore  present,  and  prizes  were  distributed  by  the 
^llector's  lady,  Mrs.  Boswell. 

Our  school  in  Degiw,  five  miles  south-east  of  Sdt&r£,  has  num- 
ired  twenty-seven  boys.  Most  of  these  are  from  high  caste 
milies,  but  a  few  are  also  from  the  Mahars  and  Mangs. 

We  spent  a  few  days  in  tents  at  this  village,  both  in  the  early 
id  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year ;  and  we  have  abundant  evi- 
)nce  that  the  Christian  teacher  there  is  doing  a  good  work. 
le  teaching  in  that  school  is  like  leaven  in  the  village.  The  boys 
im  to  sing  Christian  hymns.  They  not  only  sing  them  in 
bool  but  they  sing  them  at  home,  lliey  learn  our  catechism, 
>,  and  road  our  books,  and  in  this  way  tho  truth  is  carried  into 
most  all  tho  families  of  the  village.  We  found  the  people 
Eidy  to  listen  to  our  message.  Time  and  again  we  preached  to 
Dm.  The  audiences  were  large  and  quiet,  so  that  we  always 
>Bod  our  services  with  prayer. 

Tho  women  came  to  the  tent  repeatedly  to  hear  Mrs.  Wood 
Ik  and  read.  They  asked  her  to  come  to  their  houseSf  to  read 
d  talk  to  them  therOf  which  she  did. 

The  school  has  been  held  in  the  open  verandah  of  a  Kunabi's 
\uae.  This  is  also  a  stable  for  cattle.  The  teacher  has  found 
is  so  inconvenient  that  he  is  now  building  a  school  house. 
f  a  little  help  from  mo  and  some  from  the  villagers  ho  has  nearly 
mpleted  it. 

We  cannot  fail  to  see  that  the  truth  is  making  a  deep  impros- 
m  on  many  minds  all  around  us.    Not  only  is  it  making  a 
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^nural  imprenioii  among  tlie  maues  of  pet^Vj  bat  not  xaht- 
qneotlf  there  are  epeoial  esses  of  mterest.  Some  of  these  |)» 
sons  come  almost  to  the  decisive  point  to  become  Chiistasot 
We  hoped  en  the  year  closed  that  sereral  snch  ironld  come  od 
on  the  Ijord'i  aide,  but  this  pleasure  has  been  denied  na.  Wedi 
not  cease  to  hope  that  such  will  bo  the  case  the  coming  year. 
We  hare  good  ground  to  hope,  both  in  the  promises  of  God'i 
word,  and  in  the  oridonces  wo  have  of  the  working  of  tho  trntl 
on  the  minds  of  men.

BHUIKJ. 


X  few  yean  ago  a  bungalow  was  built,  and  a  Missiontiy 
stationed  at  this  place.  Ho  remained  bat  a  shtHrt  time,  sad 
since  his  departure  the  district  has  not  been  occupied  by  s 
resident  Missionary,  Although  more  or  less  of  preaching  hai 
been  done  here  in  past  years  by  Missionaries  and  Native  holpeq 
still  the  work  is  like  that  of  a  new  field. 

Id  oil  this  re^on,  of  many  miles  in  extent,  there  are  onl; 
two  Christians  besides  those  in  Mission  employment.  Vo 
Church  boa  yet  been  organized  as  a  nnclens  for  those  who  alull 
bo  gathered  &om  among  tho  heathen.  It  is  true  most  of  tlie 
people  have  heard  something  of  tho  ChiistiaQ  religion,  but  the; 
remain  as  their  lathers  before  them.  Yet  this  con  hardly  be 
said :  for  many  aro  conTincod  of  tho  folly  of  Hinduism ;  msn; 
know  there  is  no  salvation  in  tho  ceremonies  and  rites  they  hs 
performing,  but  they  keep  them  up  that  they  may  maiatain 
their  standing  among  their  people. 

We  were  stationed  in  the  Bhuinj  district  in  July,  hence  Ii»b 
only  the  work  of  six  months  to  speak  of.  Bat  as  there  hu 
been  no  separate  report  of  this  district  for  a  few  years  pest,  it 
may  be  well  to  say  a  few  words  of  the  character  of  the  field. 

Bhuinj  is  on  tho  great  rood  running  from  Poena  to  Satuii 
and  Mxtees  miles  from  tiie  latter  place.    It  is  only  a  bdhH 
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rillagOi  with  nothing  especially  to  distingniah  *  it  from  many 
ithen  aronnd  it.  It  is  situated  on  the  bank  of  the  so-called 
'  Holy  Krishna/^  and  is  in  the  centre  of  one  of  the  most  beauti- 
iil,  fertile^  and  thickly-settled  regions  in  this  part  of  India, 
liis  is  a  field  of  great  promise  to  the  Redeemer's  kingdom. 
Vo  rejoice  that  it  is  not  to  be  given  up  to  Satan^  but  is  to  be 
ultivated  for  Christ. 

A  school  was  opened  in  August  for  the  children  of  the  Chris* 
ians,  and  others  that  might  wish  to  attend,  and  was  continued 
>  the  end  of  the  year.    The  attendance  was  small,  and  it  will 

0  discontinued  for  a  time,  the  teacher  meanwhile  accompany* 
ig  one  of  the  Catechists  in  village  preaching. 

There  seems  to  be  more  need  of  the  preaching  of  the  Grospel 

1  this  field  than  of  teaching  in  schools.  In  most  of  the  larger 
llages  Government  has  established  good  schools.  These  are 
retty  well  attended  by  the  higher  castes.  The  lower  castes 
I  yet  care  little  about  having  their  children  educated. 

Besides  the  teacher  mentioned  above,  there  are  two  Catechists 
nployed  here  who  daily  preach  in  one  or  two  of  the  near 
tillages.  The  people  always  receive  us  cordially,  and  listen 
attentively  to  what  wo  have  to  say,  and  here  it  seems  to  end. 
The  next  time  they  appear  the  same ;  they  listen,  assent  to 
what  is  said,  but  take  no  step  towards  accepting  the  truth. 
Yet  they  are  receiving  impressions  which  will  at  some  time  tell. 
Thby  are  becoming  more  and  more  convinced  of  the  errors  of 
their  religion,  and  of  the  truth  of  Christianity.  There  is  ono 
man  of  the  farmer  caste  living  in  this  village  who  seems  not 
far  from  the  kingdom  of  Christ.  Bro.  Wood  had  often  talked 
with  him  before  our  coming  here,  and  he  was  led  to  feel  his 
need  of  a  Saviour,  and  that  Christ  was  the  true  Saviour.  He 
admits  the  truth  of  all  we  say  to  him  about  Christianity,  but 
ho  fears  to  break  away  from  his  people  and  give  up  caste.  Wo 
ask  that  he  may  be  remembered  in  prayer. 

Although  Bro.  Dean  lived  here  but  a  short  time,  there  are 
many  that  remember  and  often  speak  of  him.  What  is  now 
nooded  is  much  faithful  cfibrt  put  forth  by  those  who  have  a 
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TiUl  union  with  Christy  and  who  receive  power  from  on  higL 
For  this  we  need  the  prayers  of  God's  people.  With  theie 
helps  a  great  work  may  be  done  here  in  a  short  time.

Onr  missionarj  work  oommonced  in  July ;  nntil  that  time  I 
was  wholly  engaged  in  the  study  of  the  language^  and  henoe 
was  not  in  charge  of  any  station ;  but  we  were  then  placed  in 
charge  of  the  districts  to  the  north  and  west  of  Ahmednaggnr. 
At  the  October  mission  meeting,  however,  we  were  transfeired 
to  Sholapoor.  During  the  intervening  time,  occupied  partly  by 
two  trips  into  the  unworked  repon  east  of  Ahmednnggur, 
preaching  was  carried  on  as  usual  by  the  Catechists  in  the  dis- 
tricts under  our  care;  but  we  know  of  nothing  in  regard  to 
their  work  which  calls  for  mention  here.  We  accordingly 
confine  the  present  report  to  this  station^  to  which  we  came  in 
November. 

The  condition  of  the  Native  Church  at  Sholapoor^  the  only 
one  in  this  whole  mission  district,  is  not  such  as  could  be  de- 
sired. Party  spirit  still  soems  to  run  high— at  least  sufficiently 
BO  to  hinder  the  progress  of  some  in  the  Church  in  the  divine 
life,  and  also  to  detract  seriously  from  the  efficiency  of  tbe 
Church  as  a  body  of  Christian  workers.  We  long  and  pray  for 
better  things. 

Daily  preaching  in  the  streets  of  the  city  has  been  continued 
as  heretofore*  Fifloen  different  sites  are  occupied  for  this 
purposCf  in  rotation.  We  are  not  aware  that  anything  of  pir- 
ticular  interest  has  transpired  in  connection  with  this  depart- 
ment of  work,  at  least  since  we  have  been  hero. 

The  work  of  the  Bible-women,  of  whom  three  are  now  regu- 
larly employed,  has  also  been  prosecuted  as  usual  during  the 
past  year. 

The  Sunday  visits  to  the  women  at  the  jail,  in  which  Mrs.  Easen 
took  much  interest,  have  been  kept  up  by  Mrs.  Park  and  Kn. 
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•  

Atkinson^  lo  far  u  praoticablc.    The  women  always  listen  with  . 
willingness  to  wbat  is  said,  and  in  other  ways  manifest  a  very  . 
gratifying  appreciation  of  tho  efforts  which  are  mado  for  their 
welfare. 

In  regard  to  schools  but  little  need  be  said.  The  station 
school,  after  a  short  vacation  in  November,  opened  again  in 
December,  with  an  attendance  of  twenty-three  pupils,  and  tho 
prospect  of  more.  The  school  in  the  city  among  the  leather- 
workers  is  also  going  on  successfully,  the  attendance  during 
tho  month  of  December  having  been  a  little  better  than  during 
one  or  two  months  previously.  Both  these  schools  have 
faithful  and  efficient  teachers.  The  evening  school,  which 
was  started  last  year,  was  discontinued  before  we  came  here. 
In  regard  to  tho  school,  and  tho  general  aspect  of  tho  work  at 
Pimpri,  an  out-station  twelve  miles  west  of  tho  city,  wo  can- 
not speak  definitely,  not  having  visited  the  place;  but  tho 
teacher  reports  nothing  calculated  to  afford  much  encourage- 
ment. It  is  hoped  tlidt  somo  other  opening  can  bo  found  for 
liim  early  in  the  coming  year,  where  he  can  be  more  useful  than 
at  his  present  place  of  labour. 

Wo  spent  tho  closing  weeks  of  the  year  in  tents  at  B&rsf 
and  Wairiig,  places  respectively  thirty-six  and  twenty-four  miles 
west  of  north  from  Sholapoor,  We  remained  at  the  former 
place  for  nearly  a  month,  and  at  the  latter  not  quite  a  week. 
Uhiwaji  Dakobi,  of  the  theological  class,  came  to  Bdrsf  in  No- 
vember to  resume  his  work,  which  he  left  in  June  in  order  to 
continue  his  studies  at  Ahmednuggur.  The  school  which  was 
taught  there  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  had  dwindled  and 
died,  and  the  teacher  had  given  his  time  to  preaching.  But 
during  our  stay,  he  again  gathered  a  number  of  pupils,  and 
resumed  his  work  ana  teacher.  The  school  started  off  well,  and 
tho  number  in  atteudance^between  fifteen  and  twenty — was 
oncouraging.  Tho  scholars  wero  mostly  from  the  Makar  and 
Mang  iddan ;  a  fact  which  probably  led  to  an  effort  on  the  part 
of  somo  Brahmans  to  prevent  our  Christians  from  drawing 
water  from  tho  wells.    This  effort,  however,  a  prompt  appeal 
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to  the  Miwnliitdar  nmdered  froitlosB.  We  regret  to  add|  tbt 
in  the  coarse  of  a  week  from  the  time  of  oommoncing,  the  school 
again  dwindled  to  an  attendance  of  four  I  There  are  hopes, 
however^  of  its 


The  work  of  preaching  was  yigoronslj  proeecnted  during 
cor  visit  at  B&ni,  as  indeed  it  is  constantlj  bj  onrhelpen 
there.  A  number  of  books  were  also  sold  by  two  jonng  ool- 
portoors  from  the  Ahmednngg^  Normal  School^  and  many  of 
the  "  gpratoitoos  series''  were  given  away.  Opposition  to  the 
truth  was  manifested  on  the  part  of  some,  yet  fiicquenUy  our 
daily  preaching  was  well  received.  In  the  villages  about  Bdrsi 
also,  the  people  hear  the  truth  with  mudi  readiness.  Espe- 
cially is  this  true  at  Dohetri,  six  miles  east  of  Bdrsi,  where  is ' 
a  man,  formerly  a  06r A,  who  doclaroa  his  determination  to 
bccomo  a  Christian.  If  ho  docs,  he  may  be  instrumental  in 
bringing  some  of  his  followers  to  a  similar  dotormination.  The 
importance  of  the  work  at  Bdrsi  can  hardly  bo  over-estimated 
Wo  rcjoico  in,  and  are  grateful  for,  the  signs  of  encouragement 
which  appear ;  may  they  speedily  expand  into  actual  and  blessed 
results  I 

Wairdg,  a  place  of  some  5,000  people,  also  proved  a  most 
interesting  place  of  labour.  Our  preaching  was  very  wcQ 
listened  to,  and  many  books  were  sold.  We  hopo  to  make  fio- 
quent  visits  there  in  the  future.

In  the  l>egihtiriig  of  1872  the  strength  of  oar  Mtsston  wu 
rednoed  by  the  departure  of  three  of  onr  number  to  Amerioa^ 
Messrs.  Haseu,  Wood,  and  Bruce.  Failing  health  seemed  to. 
demand  for  them  a  temporary  suspension  of  their  labours,  and 
the  recuperative  influence  of  a  home  climate^ 

Mr.  Hazen  first  came  out  in  1847.  He  has  been  at  difTdrent 
times  connected  with  our  stations  at  Bombay^  Ahmednuggar^ 
and  Soliipdr-  The  last  two  years  of  his  stay  he  was  eogagad 
in  carrying  through  the  press  a  new  edition  of  the  Marstbi 
Bible,  and  was  able  to  correct  the  last  proofs  of  this  work  just 
before  leaving  the  country. 

Mr.  Wood  joined  the  Mission  in  1848v  He  commenced  Miv 
sionary  work  at  Sut^ird,  and  most  of  his  labours  have  been  it 
that  station  and  in  the  surrounding  district. 

Mr.  Bruce  had  been  nine  years  in  India,  and  his  labours  xren 
chiefly  at  Rithdrt  and  the  districts  to  the  north  of  that  station. 
He  hopes  that  a  couple  of  years'  residence  in  Amerfca  will  so 
restore  his  health  that  he  may  safety  resume  his  work  here. 
Although  the  accessions  to  the  Churches  the  past  year  have 
not  been  numeroas,  it  will  be  seen  that  from  many  points  in 
the  different  districts  the  news  is  most  encouraging.    A  n* 
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newed  oonsooration  And  enlarged  Ikitli  on  the  part  of  Chriitians 
are  as  fall  of  promise  for  tlie  work  as  large  accessions  to  the 
Charches.  ^ose  of  us  who  have  been  in  the  country  long 
enough  to  comparo  the  present  condition  of  the  Churches,  and 
the  readiness  of  the  people  to  hear,  with  the  state  of  things  ten 
and  twenty  years  ago,  can  see  evidence  of  progress  which  the 
cavils  of  sceptics  do  not  wcakeni  and  an  assurance  of  ultimate 
sncccss  which  outcries  of ''failure''  do  not  disturb. 

We  are  sorry  to  notice  one  incident  connected  with  our  work 
at  Ahmednuggur  which  may  seriously  affect  its  progress.  This 
is  the  recent  action  of  Bishop  Douglas  of  Bombay  in  sending 
Missionaries  of  the  S.  P.  0.  Society  to  commence  operations 
there.  For  40  years  the  American  Missionaries  have,  laboured 
at  this^  station  and  in  the  surrounding  districts,  and  by  the 
blessing  of  God  seventeen  Churches  have  been  organized  there, 
containing  now  about  five  hundred  communicants.  The  Church 
in  the  city  of  Ahmednuggur  numbers  nearly  two  hundred. 

By  that  Christ-taught  comity  which  prevails  among  the 
Missionary  Societies  of  dificreut  denominations,  others  liuvo  for- 
borne to  enter  this  field  already  occupied  by  us,  and  have  turned 
their  attoution  to  some  of  the  other  numerous  cities  and  districts 
now  open  to  the  Gospel,  of  which  there  are  many  in  India 
still  untrodden  by  the  foot  of  the  Missionary.  Thus  our  relations 
with  other  Societies  have  continued  to  be  of  the  most  fraternal 
nature. 

In  1871,  however.  Bishop  Douglas  sent  a  Native  Catechist 
and  Teacher  to  commence  operations  at  Ahmednuggur,  and  now 
(January  1873}  a  Missionary  is  stationed  there  to  prosecute 
the  work  of  the  Society.  The  policy  of  intruding  into  the 
Mission  fields  of  other  Societies  has  been  prominently  before 
the  Christian  public  for  years,  and  its  objectionable  features  have 
been  pointed  out.  It  is  a  marvel  to  us  that  anyone  can  persist 
in  this  policy  after  such  a  full  exposure  of  the  evils  attending  it. 
One  fact  in  connection  with  the  intrusion  at  Ahmednuggur 
will  show  the  reckless  manner  in  which  such  measures  are 
pushed.    The  Catechist  selected  for  this  Station  is  one  who  less 
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than  fonr  jaan  before  wm  dismissed  from  the  senrice  <rf  on 
Mission^*  and  ezcommunieated  from  the  Church  for  unohristiii 
condnot.  Ho  was  afterwards  restored  to  the  oommunion  of  Um 
Chnroh  in  Bombay.  He  then  applied  to  the  Bishop  for  employ- 
ment, and  was  sent  to  Ahmednnggar  on  double  the  pay  he  had 
formerly  received  from  us,  and  more  than  double  the  allowanoa 
to  Catecliists  of  equal  ability  and  education  now  employed  bj 
us  in  that  district.  Such  a  fact  needs  no  comment  Its  demo- 
ralizing  tendency  is  obvious  to  every  one. 

At  the  recent  Conference  in  Allahabad,  over  a  hundred 
Missionaries  from  all  parts  of  India,  representatives  of  twentjr 
different  Societies — including  some  of  the  most  able  and 
venerable  members  of  the  Church  Missionary  Society — passed 
the  following  Resolution  :— 

''  The  Conference  desires  to  put  on  record  their  sense  of  the 
grave  importance  of  the  principle  of  the  mutual  non-interference 
of  Missionary  Societies.  They  are  of  opinion  that,  with  certain 
well-recognized  exceptions,  such  as  the  large  centres  of  popula- 
tion, it  is  expedient  that  the  agents  of  different  Missionaij 
Societies  should  occupy  different  fields  of  labour.  Without  call- 
ing in  question  the  right  of  every  Missionary  to  exorcise  his 
miuistry  wherever  God  may  give  him  opportunity,  it  is  their 
solemn  conviction  that  the  progress  of  the  Gospel  in  a  heathen 
land  can  only  be  retarded  by  the  Missionaries  of  one  oommunion 
receiving  the  converts  of  another  Church,  who  are  as  yet  imper- 
fectly acquainted  with  divine  truth,  and  unable  to  enter  intelli- 
gently into  questions  which  separate  the  minor  sections  of  Chris- 
tendom— especially  those  who  are  under  discipline.'^ 

This  is  in  full  accord  with  the  recognized  principles  of  comitj 
throughout  the  evangelical  Christian  world.  It  is  to  secure  the 
peace  and  welfare  of  the  weak  disciples  of  Him  who  has  said 
'' Blessed  are  the  peace-makers"  that  we  deprecate  the  entering 

*  One  member  of  the  Miuion  diupprofed  of  the  Tote  of  ditmitsil,  biit 
with  this  exception  all  agreed  in  regirding  him  unworthy  of  confidence,  to4 
lia?e  had  no  reason  to  ebange  their  opinion  of  him  aince.

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of  tbia  field  bj  another  Society.  Wo  have  only  the  kindest 
porsonal  feelings  towards  the  excellent  Chaplain  of  the  Station 
and  the  Missionary^  who  hare  been  directed  to  initiate  this 
intrusion*  We  believe  at  heart  they  wonid  prefer  to  follow  the 
rules  of  comity  by  which  the  relations  of  other  Societies  are 
regulated.  The  graver  responsibility  rests  with  those  who 
press  earnest  Christian  men  upon  a  course  from  which  Christian 
Dourtesy  instinctively  shrinks. 

This  protest  n)ay  be  set  aside  as  of  no  account;  but  it  will 
not  bo  unhoeded  by  Him  who  is  ''  Head  over  all  things  to  the 
Church"— at  whoso  tribunal  the  Church  dignitary  and  the 
obscure  believer  will  stand  on  the  same  footing  before  One  who 
^'is  no  respecter  of  persons/^  and  who  has  bid  us  ''follow  after 
the  things  which  make  for  peaco." 

The  synopsis  of  the  Mission  and  statistical  tables  of  the 
Churches  are  given  below.  At  the  close  of  the  year  there  wore

BOMBAT. 

II  Christiaa  gentlemaa,  formerly  well  known  in  thia  Vtt^ 
tidenqy  bat  now  in  Britain^  after  reading  onr  last  Beport 
wrote  at  follows :  ''  Yon  who  live  in  the  midst  of  your  work, 
and  witness  its  gradual  progrca,  can  have  little  idea  of  the  im- 
pression which  such  a  Report  as  this  makes  npon  onr  mindf, 
who  compare  present  things  with  what  we  remember  at  Bombay 
and  Ahmednuggnr  in  the  years  1827  and  1831/'  He  then 
speaks  of  the  discouragements  and  nnoertainties  of  the  former 
period,  and  exclaims  in  view  of  present  progress*  ^"Whtt. 
hath  God  wrought  t '  for  we  must  see  that  it  is  His  work  t  '^ 

We  are  thankful  for  these  words  of  cheer  and  are  encouraged 
by  such  a  comparison  of  the  present  with  the  past :  yet  the 
progress  year  by  year  is  now  so  evident  as  to  leave  no  room  for 
despondency,  and  wo  are  led  to  realize  more  and  more  thai  a 
wisdom  and  power  infinitely  above  ours  is  guiding  and  control* 
ling  this  work. 

The  Report  given  below  of  our  beloved  Native  Pastor,  Mr. 
Vishnupant,  will  indicate  the  nature  of  his  work  and  the  state 
of  the  Church.  The  number  added  to  the  Church  is  larger  than 
for  some  years  previous,  and,  besides  these,  four  or  five  others 
seemed  at  one  time  very  near  to  the  kingdom  of  beavoo, 
and  we  hope  they  may  yet  be  won  to  Christ.  I  am  thankful  to 
say  that  the  Christians  are  walking  in  love,  and  a  commendable 
degree  of  liberality  is  still  maintained. 

Our  Vemacuhir  School  is  doing  a  good  work  in  a  quiet  way. 
Twenty.five  or  thirty  children,  mostly  from  Christian  families, 
attend.  The  school  is  now  taught  by  a  Native  Christian  woman. 
The  former  teacher,  Mr-  Prabhikar,  who  had  laboured  verr 
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^ceptabl J  in  the  school  for  two  yearsj  has  now,  with  the  cordial 
^probation  of  the  Mission,  commenced  a  coarse  of  study  in  the 
iombay  Medical  Mission.  He  intends  to  devote  his  life  to  Christ 
1  connection  with  medical  practice. 

Mr.  Shdhn  Diiji  still  conducts,  with  ability,  oar  Aaglo-Ver- 
acular  paper,  the  Dnyinodaya.  This  paper  is  unsectarian,  but 
l&oroaghly  Christian  in  sentiment,  and  meets  a  gprowing  want 
I  this  Presidency.  We  hope  that  Missionaries  and  all  inter- 
stod  in  Mission  work  will  extend  the  usefalnoss  of  this  perio- 
lical  by  giving  it  a  wider  circulation. 

Mr.  Ddji  Jaganndth  still  continues  with  great  regularity  the 
fork  of  street-preaching.  Many  thousands  have  heard  the  word 
f  salvation  from  him  during  the  past  year. 

At  the  beg^niog  of  the  year  providential  circumstances  led 
ae  to  labour  for  some  months  among  a  neglected  class  of  Euro- 
leans  and  Indo-Britons,  and  I  have  reason  to  hope  that  a  num- 
«r,  both  of  men  and  women,  commenced  a  new  life  in  Christ 
luring  those  services. 

It  is  a  question  whether  all  our  Missionaries  ought  not  to  de- 
etc  some  time  to  such  labours.  *If  wo  look  for  conversions, 
bore  will  probably  bo  quite  as  many  as  from  an  equal  amount 
f  work  among  the  natives,  and,  if  truly  converted,  a  great  liin- 
ranee  to  our  work  will  bo  removed;  and,  as  they  are  often  inti« 
lately  connected  with  the  natives,  they  may  as  true  Christians 
xert  a  powerful  influence  for  good. 

Near  the  close  of  the  year  an  experimental  work  was  under- 
siken  by  Dr.  J.  H.  Seelye,  an  American  gentleman,  from  Amherst 
/oUege,  n.  S.  A.  Knowing  that  he  intended  to  spend  some  time 
1  foreign  ^trdvel,  we  invited  him  to  pause  in  his  journey  at 
(ombay  for  the  purpose  of  labouring  among  the  educated  natives 
ere  and  in  the  interior.  His  public  lectures  were  well  at- 
Budcdi  and  many  very  interesting  discussions  and  conferences 
rere  held  at  private  houses.  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  most 
skvourable  impression  was  made  upon  many  minds^  and  not  a  few 
ducated  men  among  us  will  henceforth  look  upon  Christianity 
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witli  more  oaadoor^  wl^fle  loinej  like  the  noble  Bereeoi,  will 
search  the  Bible  iteelf  to  see  whether  these  things  are  m. 
Foot  of  Dr.  Seelje's  lectures  are  soon  to  be  pnblished,  sad 
thej  will  doubtless  be  read  with  interest  and  profit  bj  many  in 
other  parts  of  India. 

We  give  below  a  translation  of  Ber.  Vishnnpant's  interesting 

and  faithful  report  of  his  own  labours :— - 

• 
**  I  began  the  josr  1873  with  joy,  and  it  was  joj  through  the  jeir: 
thoroforo  I  pmiae  the  Lord.  Junt  at  tho  close  of  the  week  of  pnjVf 
throe  perions  were  reeoired  into  our  charoh,  of  whom  two  were  mf  own 
children :  2  John  4.  Two  other  men  were  roeciTcd  in  tho  middle  of  (ht 
year,  and  two  women  at  the  close.  Thus  soren  persons  haTS  become  tlie 
children  of  God.  Nothwithstanding  so  much  of  joy,  wo  hare  not  jct 
passed  into  the  heayens,  and  hence  it  fidls  to  our  lot  to  weep  slso. 
The  Lord  took  to  himself  two  beautiful  little  bhildron  at  an  interfsl  of 
only  eight  days,  and  this  brought  sorrow  to  our  church.  But  the  God 
of  peace  was  rery  near,  and  did  not  suffer  us  to  mourn  as  these  who 
hare  no  hope.  One  brother  fell  into  sin,  which  after  many  days  csms 
to  light.  He  had  repeatedly  told  falsehoods  to  conceal  it,  but  He  who  ^ 
trieth  the  reins  and  the  heart  aided  us,  and  compelled  him  to  confess  the 
whole.  This  has  been  a  great  grief  to  us  all,  and  the  Church  hare  ont 
oir  this  member  from  their  communion.  Still  we  haTC  hope  for  him, 
for  he  says  he  repents. 

**  We  hare  had  four  marriages  during  the  year,  and  four  children  hare 
been  baptized.  We  hare  held  two  more  proyer-mootings  a  week  than 
we  had  the  last  year.  These  have  been  continued  without  interrupdea, 
and  hare  been  of  gprcat  spiritual  profit.  In  this  work  I  hare  been  much 
aided  by  Mr.  Harding  and  by  the  brethren  Shahurfto,  Prabh&kar,  and 
D&jibi,  and  for  this  I  am  Tcry  thankful  to  them.  I  hare  had  also  a 
Sabbath  School  for  the  children  of  the  Church.  Although  few  hare 
attended,  it  has  prospered,  and  we  hare  gone  over  22  chapters  of  the 
book  of  Genesis.  I  hare  had  many  excellent  opportunities  for  oonrer- 
sation  and  prayer  with  inquirers  and  others,  and  large  numbers  har- 
attended  upon  our  street-preaching. 

"  It  was  my  opinion  that  this  Church  would  bear  all  its  expenses  from 
the  year  1873,  but  I  am  sorry  there  is  no  indication  as  yet  that  this  wiH 
be  true.  This  would  rery  soon  become  true  were  there  large  additions 
to  the  Church :  therefore  let  all  who  desire  our  prosperity  pray  earnestly 
for  this. 
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"  I WM  permiiied  to  attend  ih«  anniiAl  meeting  at  Ahmednnggnr  thii 
year  and  was  gieatly  benefited  bj  it  The  Holj  Spirit  waa  evidently 
present,  and  mj  own  elder  brother,  for  whom  erer  lince  my  oonversion, 
now  nearly  twenty  years,  I  hare  been  praying,  and  to  whom  I  had  been 
ajwaking  <^  the  Grospel,  was  suddenly  tnmed  to  the  Lord,  and  began  to 
aerro  him,  and  thus  we  experienced  more  manifestly  the  presence  and 
power  of  the  Holy  Spirit  than  oyer  before.  For  when  I  had  become,  as 
it  were,  hopeless  and  careless  oonconiing  him,  God,  just  by  his  own 
power,  conyerted  him.  The  words  of  Scripture  in  Ps.  czxyii.  1,2,  and 
John  X.  14—17,  were  then  fUfillcd. 

"  This  conTcrsion  occurred  at  the  time  of  a  ZtWton.  Hence  it  seems  to 
me  that  God  has  owned  this  method  of  preaching  the  Gk>spel,  and  that  the 
Kiriian  is  specially  fitted  to  be  useful  in  India. 

"  On  the  6th  of  December  my  brother  wrote  me  as  follows :  '  My 
mind  has  boen  settled  ever  since  the  day  the  Lord  redeemed  me,  and  it 
is  now  my  prayer  to  Him  tliat  He  will  send  the  Comforter  to  cleanse 
my  heart  and  to  increase  my  faith,  and  not  suffer  an  occasion  of  sin  to 
befuU  me.  **  Blessed  are  they  who  haying  not  seen  believed."  Yet  I  am 
thankful  that  God  is  near  to  me.    Pray  for  me.' 

"  As  at  the  close  of  last  year  the  Lord  sent  to  us  dear  Mr.  Taylor  and 

'  abundantly  blessed  his  labours,  so  at  the  close  of  this  year  the  Lord 

sent  to  us  dear  Dr.  Seelye,  and  when  the  result  of  his  labours  shall  come 

to  light,  many  will  then  appear  who  have  ceased  to  '  bow  the  knee  to 

Baal.' 

"  From  all  these  things  it  seems  to  me  that  signs  of  better  promise  are 
appearing  for  my  country.  In  the  excavation  and  preparing  of  a  mine  that 
is  to  be  exploded,  much  time  is  required,  but  the  explosion  comes  in  a 
moment.  So  thi*oughout  this  land  the  work  of  preparing  the  mine  is 
nearing  its  completion.  When  the  Lord  speaks,  then,  instantly,  mighty 
results  will  follow.  But  are  we  prepared  for  this  P  O  Lord,  we  are  but 
unprofitable  servants  I 

**  I  cannot  dose  this  report  without  saying  a  word  about  my  dear 
friend  and  benefactor  Dr.  Bhiu  Daji.  This  distinguished  gentleman 
was  prostrated  by  a  paralytic  shock  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  new 
year.  Ho  has  done  me  an  unspeakable  favour  by  the  medicine  for  leprosy 
which  he  has  administered  to  me,  and  throagh  which  I  have  been  enabled 
to  continue  my  work.  Who  knows  what  would  have  befallen  me  long 
ago  had  it  not  been  for  this  P  I  am  filled  with  grief  when  I  see  such  a 
kind,  compassionate,  and  truly  learned  man  stricken  down,  and  I 
boseoch  all  God*s  people  to  join  with  me  in  prayer  to  God  for  his 
recovery."

MaQj  faithfol  labourers  in  India  are  aharing  in  the  bopei 
expressed  above  by  onr  brother  that  the  time  of  great  disDges 
is  near  at  hand.  It  is  tmOj  darkness  is  still  upon  the  &ce  of 
the  deep ;  bnt  the  unrest  and  the  heart-yearning  of  so  many 
in  this  hind  show  us  that  the  Spirit  of  God  is  also  moving,  and 
while  wo  labour  and  pray  we  listen  almost  instinctively  for 
word  of  powcr^  "Let  there  be  light/'

AHMBDNUGGUR. 

CiTT  AHD  Southern  ahd  Westirm  Districts. 

The  Missionary  work  at  this  station  the  past  year  has  hm 
jointly  carried  on  by  Mr.  Fairbank  and  myself^  each  having 
the  care  of  a  part  of  the  Schools  and  other  work  at  the  staticnif 
and  also  dividing  between  us  the  oversight  of  the  districts. 
The  Northern  and  EasterUi  in  which  ho  had  laboured  most,  were 
assigned  to  him,  and  for  the  same  reason  tho  Southern  and  West- 
em  were  given  to  mo.    There  are  few  of  these  Tillages  in  any 
direction  which  have  not  been  visited  again  and  again  by  Mi^ 
sionarics  and  Native  preachers.  In  somo  directions  there  is  less 
evidence  of  tho  progress  of  tho  truth  than  in  others.    Where 
interest  was  developed,  it  has  been  followed  up,  and  perhaps 
many  families  in  tho  neighbourhood  have  embraced  Christianify. 
But  the  increased  attention  given  to  tho  work  in  that  particnlar 
district  would  necessarily  involve  less  labour  and  loss  fruit  in 
somo  other  direction.    Wo  have  triod  in  this  matter  to  follow 
where  Providence  seemed  to  lead  us,  by  having  prepared  tlio 
way,  or  granting  a  blessing  upon  our  efforts. 

There  has  perhaps  been  less  street-preaching  iu  tho  city  the 
last  year  than  in  somo  former  years.  But  tho  people  have  bees 
more  ready  to  come  and  listen  iu  our  house  of  worship.  And 
they  hear  under  much  more  favourable  circumstances  for  pro- 
ducing an  impression  than  in  a  noisy  crowd  upon  tho  stitH>t.

i  Bhiiskar  in  his  youth  fell  into  many  degrading  vices :  but 
'ears  ago  having  come  to  this  city  with  some  of  his  wicked 
his  brother  with  great  effort  induced  him  to  leave  them, 
n  in  the  way  of  leading  a  respectable  life.  Since  then  he  has 
chiefly  with  Christians.  He  gave  up  casto  many  years  ago, 
the  truth  he  has  heard  while  residing  here,  has  long  boon 
of  the  truth  of  Christianity.  Bat  ho  was  neither  Hindu 
an  till  the  time  of  our  annual  meeting.  The  kiritan  given 
her  mode  a  deep  impression  upon  him,  and  ho  was  enabled 
I/hrist,  and  profess  him  by  baptism  and  uniting  with  His 
le  has  been  for  several  years  a  vendor  of  Government  stamps 
n  this  city,  and  still  supports  liimself  in  the  same  employment. 

Jie  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  was  hero  in  1871  ho  preached  through  an 
'  several  evenings,  and  besides  the  Christian  people  many 
nrne  to  hear.  AHer  Mr.  Taylor  left,  these  services  were  con« 
»}  a  week,  and,  os  a  good  many  came  in,  they  have  been  kept 
the  year.  From  forty  or  f[(ty  to  a  hundred  are  generally 
id  on  some  special  occasions  two  hundred  or  more  have  come 
)ut  during  our  annual  meeting  tho  cix)wd  was  several  times 
hat  after  all  the  doors  and  windows  were  filled,  many  Icfb 
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beoaoao  ihay  oouki  not  be  MooniiiiodAiod.  All  iUt  the  naoMtify  of  a 
larger  homo  for  theoo  Mumal  gatherings,  and  at  aiabeoqnont  meetingof 
the  '  Union '  of  tho  Chorchos  it  was  roeolvod  that  tho  offorings  rooeiTed 
at  the  past  three  anniTorsariot,  amoontiog  to  about  Ba.  150,  ahonld  be  ip- 
propriatod  to  the  eulargoment  of  tho  chapel ;  also  that  a  special  eflbri 
nhould  bo  mode  to  raise  funds  for  this  purpose  in  tho  coming  year.  Boi 
as  tho  cost  of  enlargement  will  be  about  Es.  1,500,  the  church  can  onlj 
raise  a  small  part  of  it  in  a  single  year,  and  if  tho  work  is  to  be  dono  wo 
muift  look  to  those  who  have  tho  ability  and  a  generous  heart  to  assist 
us.    Any  such  assistonoo  will  be  received  with  gmiitude. 

**  It  is  worthy  of  mention  that  Uio  rcgnlor  preaching  serrices  on  the 
salibalh  and  oilier  occasions  tho  fxist  year  liave  been  attended  by  more 
outsiders  than  orer  before.  Some  attend  regularly,  and  listen  with  in- 
terest, and  some  come  to  my  house  to  converse  about  Christianity. 

**  Special  seasons  of  prayer  have  been  observed  by  tho  church  u  in 
former  years,  and  the  weekly  prayer-meeting  on  Friday  has  been  regn* 
larly  obMcrvcd.  In  some  of  these  also  we  wero  odcn  rejoiced  to  boo 
our  Hindu  friends  present  with  Christians.  In  October  two  English 
lectures  were  delivered  in  the  hall  of  the  City  School  by  llfi  Vtak,  at 
which  many  of  tho  educated  men  of  the  city  wei*e  present.  Tlic  loc* 
turcs  were  followed  by  meetings  for  discussion  iu  which  the  Mission- 
arios  and  others,  both  Christians  and  Ilindus,  took  part^  and  much 
knowledge  of  Bible  truth  was  communicated. 

'*The  annual  meeting  was  an  occasion  of  imusual  interest.  Many  wore 
awakened  both  among  Christians  and  the  unconverted.  Seveiol  of  tlio 
latter  are  candidates  for  dmrch  membersliip,  and  I  trust  will  soon  be 
received.  Will  those  who  read  this  pray  for  God's  blessing  n[ion  us,  that 
the  interest  awakened  may  not  decline,  but  may  continue  and  increase. 

"The  sabbath  school,  the  reguhur  meetings  upon  the  sabbath,  and  other 
days  of  the  week,  have  been  continued  during  the  year  as  usoal. 
Among  them  is  one  for  the  women  of  the  church,  conductod  chiefly  by 
tho  wives  of  the  Missionaries.  Once  in  throe  months  an  address  to  tho 
mothers  and  children  is  made  by  some  man  previously  invited. 

"  Looking  at  tho  condition  of  the  church  on  the  whole,  I  believe.it  is 
growing  in  grace  and  numbers,  and  being  built  up  in  tho  faith,  and  for 
this  I  praise  God." 

Pastor  Kossam  Mahainad  reports  as  follows  of  tlio  Soroor 
Cburch  :— 

"  If  prosperity  is  to  be  measured  by  the  inorcaso  of  numbers,  this 
cihurch  has  not  pi-ospcrcd  the  |iast  year.  It  luis  been  my  paniful  duly 
to  cxcommumcatc  two  from  the  church,  and  suspend  I  wo  others. 
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**  Daring  iha  Uifter  part  of  iha  hoi  Mason  ihia  plaoo  was  yisitod  with 
oholorBy  which  oarried  off  a  largo  number  of  tho  inhabitants.  Sovoral 
of  tho  Christians  wero  attacked,  bat  wo  praise  the  Lord  that  to  none  of 
thorn  did  it  proro  ihtol.  Daring  the  preralence  of  this  epidemic  tho  cahn 
trust  of  the  Christians  in  their  Hcayenly  Father  presented  a  striking 
contrast  to  tho  terror  of  the  heathen  around  them.  Tho  latter  hod 
rooourso  to  ofTerings  and  Tarious  idolatrous  ceremonies  to  propitiate 
tho  goddess  of  epidemics.  But  the  progress  of  tho  disease  in  spite  of 
their  ofTorts  afforded  a  good  opjiortunity  of  showing  them  the  vanity 
df  their  idols,  and  directing  them  to  Christ»  the  only  refuge  from  tho 
irrath  to  come. 

^  I  hare  preached  in  the  streets  of  tho  town,  and  in  surrounding  yil« 
ages,  often  addressing  hundreds  through  the  hirttan.  By  special  invi- 
ation  also  I  visited  Bombay  and  Solipdr,  and  giving  the  kiiitan 
hero  was  permitted  to  speak  to  immcnso  crowds  of  people.  My 
hanks  are  due  to  many  European  and  native'  gentlemen  who  helped  to 
nect  tho  expense  of  these  tours." 

• 

Tho  Charchea  at  Kolgdv  and  Lonf  have  each  received  a  fow 

ccossions,  and  tho  intorest  at  several  points  in  tho  districts 

ios  much  incroosod.    During  tho  last  two  months  of  tho  year 

ro  visited  both  these  districts^  and  spent  two  woeks  at  somo 

f  tho  principal  villages.    At  Mdndagarip  ton  miles  east  of 

lolgdv,  there  wore  several  men  who  seomed  fully  convinced  of 

!io  truthj  and  hesitated  not  to  say  so  beforo  their  people.     A 

mchor  lias  boon  stationed  there,  who  has  several  young  men 

nder  instruction,  as  well  as  children  of  tho  school.    The  school 

b  Hango,  mentioned  in  our  last  Report,  was  reduced  in  numbers 

)y  an  outbreak  of  cholera  which  carried  off  so  vcral  of  the  children, 

tnd  came  near  proving  fatal  to  tho  teacher.    Tho  Lord  spared 

lim,  however,  and  ho  again  opened  tho  school,  though  with  a 

iinaller  number  of  pupils. 

Tho  OirU*  School  has  been  unusually  large  the  post  yeari 
lumbering  somo  months  beforo  tho  close  of  the  term  80  pupils, 
nic  four  graduates  of  tho  school  who  have  boon  employed  as 
assistant  teachers  liavo  continurd  to  do  their  work  faithfully, 
^t  tho  closing  examination  they  wei*o  thought  by  all  to  2>crform 
Iicir  part  well,  and  their  various  classes  did  them  credit. 
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There  hat  been  unusual  eerioosness  on  the  part  of  the  pupilii 
and  a  carefolneia  to  regard  the  rolee  and  regulation!  of  tb 
sehool,  most  gratifying  to  those  who  have  had  charge  of  it 
Many  of  the  girls  early  in  the  year  declared  their  determina- 
tion  to  seek  Christ ;  and  before  its  close  eleven  of  them,  we 
belieyo,  found  Him,  and  were  received  into  the  Church  during 
the  last  two  months  of  the  term.  Others  came  forward  desiring 
the  same  privilege,  but  it  was  thought  best  that  they  should 
wait  and  receive  further  instruction  boforo  taking  this  step* 
A  class  of  five  have  -finished  the  course,  and  will  not  return. 
Throo  of  these,  who  live  with  their  parents  in  their  villagd 
home,  are  about  to  open  a  school  for  small  girls  and  boys  in 
their  father's  village.  If  teachers  of  this  class  could  be  avail- 
able in  the  villages,  it  would  be  comparatively  easy  for  the 
peoplo  to  support  their  own  schools. 

During  our  absence  at  Mahableshwar  Mrs.  Fairbank  took 
charge  of  the  school,  Mrs.  Bissell  resuming  the  care  of  it  on 
our  return  to  the  station.  Miss  Ashley  has  continued  her  study 
of  the  Marathi,  and  will  assist  in  the  instruction  aud  oversight 
of  the  school  the  coming  year.  Many  of  the  English  ladies  of 
Ahmcdnnggur  have  contributed  to  the  support  of  this  school 
the  past  year.    Our  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  this  kindnoss. 

B/tfe-TTomcn.— Woman's  part  in  the  Missionary  work  in  India 
is  becoming  yearly  more  important  and  encouraging.  The 
increased  interest  and  prayers  of  women  in  Christian  lands  are 
doubtless  one  cause  of  this.  The  Bible- women  at  Ahmednag- 
gur  (four,  and  a  part  of  the  time  five)  have  continued  their 
work,  with  some  interruptions,  through  the  year.  They  converse 
with  little  companies  of  women  in  some  retired  corner  of  the 
street;  they  meet  them  in  private  houses,  or  courts  of  the 
.  houses ;  they  have  been  to  the  near  villages,  and  read  the  Bible 
and  sang  hymns  to  those  who  came  to  meot  them  there. 
Some  of  them  have  visited  the  jaily  and  taught  the  women  there 
both  to  read  and  sew. 

Much  attention  has  been  paid  for  many  years  to  the  instrue** 
tion  of  the  Christian  women  in  connection  with  tho  congregatioa 
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liere.  They  come  together  an  hour  a  day  for  iosirQction;  those 
who  oaii,  learn  to  readi  and  others  commit  to  memory  verses  of 
Scriptare  by  hearing  them  repeated.  Among  the  more  intelli- 
geot  there  are  seven  women,  who  have  each  a  class  in  the 
Sabbath  School.  They  meet  with  the  other  teachers  Thursday 
ovoning,  and  spend  an  hour  together  in  the  study  of  the  lesson 
for  the  following  Sabbath. 

There  is  a  "  Maternal  Association"  here  of  the  Native  Chris- 
tian women,  which  last  year  numbered  forty-two  members. 
They  have  regular  meetings  for  prayer  and  instruction  iu  the 
duties  of  mothers  and  children.  At  the  time  of  our  annual 
meetiugi  wlien  many  Christian  families  were  present  from  the 
districts,  a  comixiny  of  120  Christian,  women  met  together. 
There  were  six  great-grandmothers  in  the  company,  and  in 
some  instances  the  four  generations  sat  there  side  by  side. 
This  is  another  illustration  of  the  influence  of  family  ties  in 
drawing  men  towards  the  truth.

AHMEDNUGGUR  NORTHERN  DISTRICTS. 
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Eight  years  ago  our  annual  Report  contained  reports  from 
four  stations  in  the  Valley  of  the  Goddvarf .  They  were  taken 
in  the  order  of  their  establishment,  as  follows: — Khokar, 
situated  40  miles  N.  of  Ah'r;  Wddale,  20  miles  N.E.  of  AhV; 
Kdhdr!,  22  miles  N.N.W.  of  Ah'r;  and  Pimplas,  48  miles 
N.N.W.  of  Ah'r.  Mission  families  resided  at  three  of  those 
places,  and  we  hoped  to  obtain  another  for  the  fourth.  In 
this  hope  wo  were  disappointed.  It  seemed  good  to  the 
Master  to  send  sickness  and  death,  and  to  remove  several 
of  our  number.  Six  years  a«;o  the  number  of  those  resident 
in  the  valley  was  reduced  to  two,  and  it  remained  thus  till  the 
close  of  1871.  We  had  received  recruits  from  America,  but 
only  enough  to  fill  the  places  of  those  obliged  to  take  furlough. 
At  the  close  of  1871,  in  view  of  the   claims  of  Saturu  and

I  found  these  more 
iropared  sermons  very  useful  afterwards,  when  hold 
meetings  at  tho  village  stations  and  so  occupied  thr 
>t  prepare  for  the  sabbath  services* 

e  close  of  the  year  I  gove  some  timo  to  collecting  ai 
hymns  and  tunes  for  enlarged  editions  of  onr  boo 
rvico  of  song,  that  wo  hopo  to  publish  by  tho  mid< 
T  algo  reluctantly  undertook  reading  tho  final  pro 

•--'-.  'n^otiiTnent  now  beinflr  prin 
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Churohes  are  noted  in  the  9tati8tical  tables.  We  saw  of  the  tra- 
rail  of  onr  sonls^  but  were  not  satisfied.  The  meagre  results 
leemod  to  falsify  the  promise.  We  are  waiting  and  praying 
that  the  Lord  will  show  ns  the  abundant  mercy  we  would  fain 
believe  He  has  in  store  for  us. 

Effect  of  tJic  teareity  an  our  work. — The  high  prices  that  ruled 
fur  the  first  eight  months  of  tho  year  made  it  necessary  for 
Dvery  person  of  the  poorer  classes^  young  and  old^  to  work 
whonovor  opportunity  ofiered.  Many  could  got  no  employment, 
ind|  when  obtainedi  tho  remuneration  was  a  mere  pittance. 
Kew  hod  sufficient  food ;  carrots,  onions,  tho  fruit  of  the  egg- 
plant, and  other  vegetables  were  raised  in  great  quantities.  - 
rhcse,  cooked  with  a  little  meal  sprinkled  in,  or  with  a  little 
oread  carefully  doled  |out,  formed  the  staple  of  food.  A  large 
;actus  with  its  red  prickly  pears  is  very  abundant  around 
lome  \nllagcs,  and  the  pears  formed  a  most  valuable  addition  to  ^ 
;he  bill  of  fare.  Many  have  told  me  that  they  had  found  that 
:liese  prickly  pears  would  satisfy  their  appetite  for  several 
mccossive  days  without  any  other  food.  The  juice  is  sweetish, 
ind  the  seeds  contain  some  oil.  In  some  villages,  roasted 
^ars  of  maize  formed  the  principal  food.  Many  of  our  schools 
i^ere  broken  up,  and  those  that  survived  were  thinly  attended.  * 
The  teachers  who  had  no  schools  gavo  their  time  to  preaching 
from  village  to  village.  They,  as  well  as  others  who  were 
eogaged  in  this  work,  reported  great  encouragement.  They 
yere  not  able  to  collect  much  larger  audiences  than  in  previous 
rears,  but  their  message  was  more  acceptable. 

V reaching  from  Village  to  Village. — The  largest  average  of 
:ho  audience  secured  by  any  one  of  the  Catecbists  on  his  tours 
vas  of  twenty-seven,  and  the  smallest  was  of  five  persons. 
The  practice  was  in  time  past  for  these  preachers  to  go  alone, 
ind  to  go  on,  daily  at  least,  to  a  different  village ;  so  that  the 
jrospel  might  be  proclaimed  in  as  large  a  number  of  villages  as 
practicable.  During  this  last  year  they  frequently  went  in 
companies  of  two,  three,  or  four,  and  remained  in  the  villages, 
irhen  there  appeared  to  be  any  special  interest,  from  two  days 
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to  a  woek^  endearooring  to  increase  tlie  interest  and  to  bring 
those  interested  to  a  decision  for  Christ.  A  company  of  fonri 
consisting  of  two  Pastors  taking  a  vacation^  and  two  theolo- 
gical students^  wore  engaged  for  six  weeks  in  this  kind  of 
oflbrt.  They  itinerated  in  the  Pimplas  District  and  tlie 
western  part  of  the  Khokar  District.  They  fonnd  their  com- 
bined eflbrts  far  moro  cflbctaal  than  solitary  efforts.  In 
Kliand/lli!^  a  vilhige  eleven  miles  W*  of  Khokar^  several  inqni^ 
ers  urged  them  to  stay  till  they  should  bo  received  into  tho 
Church.  So  tliey  sent  and  invited  tho  Khokar  Church  to 
moot  thore  and  examine  and  receive  them.  Two  men  and  two 
women,  from  throe  families,  and  throe  children,  wore  baptized. 
Tho  Khokar  Church  is  without  a  Pastor,  butan-angoments  havo 
boon  made  to  ordain  Mr.  Sadobd  Zitdhow  and  install  him  ss 
its  Pastor  on  tho  25th  of  this  month. 

Ordination  at  Belapur, — BoUpdr  is  a  large  village  on  tlid 
Pera  River.  Thore  is  a  small  Church  there,  tho  members 
residing  in  Bcldpdr,  and  in  Pddhogiivi  four  miles  to  tho  S.  E. 
Mr.  Dhondibd  T.  W&gchaurd  was  ordained  and  installed  as 
Pastor  on  tho  5th  of  December.  It  was  an  interesting  occasion. 
His  examination  was  very  satisfactory,  and  he  seemed  to  appreci- 
ate tho  rosponsibilitios  of  a  Pastor's  work.  During  tho  ordina- 
tion ho  became  much  affected,  so  as  to  bo  unablo  to  road  the 
concluding  hymn  and  give  the  benediction. 

Since  the  ordination  this  Church  has  been  subjected  to  greot 
hostility  and  annoyance.  This  was  excited  because  tho  Conn* 
cil  invited  a  Mhung  to  breakfast.  Tho  Christians  would  have 
felt  it  loss  had  not  their  relatives  been  condemned  by  tho  caste 
headmen  and  ordorod  to  separate  themselves  from  tho  Chris- 
tians, and  to  submit  to  fines,  &e.  boforo  they  could  be  treated 
as  in  good  caste-standing.  Tho  weak  faith  of  sevoral  inquiring 
souls  has  boon  tested.  The  flourishing  school  at  Bcldpdr  lost 
all  its  scholars  excepting  six  Christian  children.  Tho  Mahdrs 
of  Ukalgdv,  two  milos  W.  of  Bclapdr,  had  agreed  to  build  a 
schoolroom  and  a  houso  for  a  Christian  teacher,  and  to 
send  twouty.five  scholars,  paying  their  fees.     The  school  was 
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0  open  on  Ist  Janoarj.    Bat  casto  triumplied  tliore  ako,  and 
ho  school  is  given  np^  at  least  for  the  present. 

The  Ohurehet.^^1  do  not  find  mach  in  the  reports  of  the 
^ostorsi  except  the  statistics^  that  requires  translation ;  but 
will  give  a  few  extracts.    Pastor  Vithobd  Bhdmbai^  of  the 
lahd  charchi  writes  :— 

**  I  find  in  Tititing  tho  viUngos  around  Qnhd  that  many  aro  convinced 
f  tho  Tanity  of  idolatry  and  casto  obaorvonces,  but  thoy  huve  not 
)unigo  to  follow  out  thoir  convictiout.  At  Qahu  thoro  aro  somo  bo- 
ovora  who  havo  not  courago  to  profess  Christianity.  I  would  ask  tho 
rayors  of  God's  worshippers  ixirticularly  for  these,  tlmt  they  may 
scoivo  strength  to  act  up  to  thoir  convictions.  Pray  also  that  wo  who 
ro  labouring  may  bo  strengthened,  and  that  our  cITorts  may  bear  fruit. 

**  Two  young  men  professed  their  faith  and  were  receiTcd  into  our 
!hurch.  Tlio  case  of  ono  of  them,  whoso  name  is  Dlioudu,  has  intor- 
Btcd  mo.  It  illustrates  that  Tcrso  which  reads  '  for  whom  the  Loi*d 
iTcth  no  chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  cveiy  son  whom  Ho  rcceivcth.' 
[o  was  attending  our  school,  but  I  had  no  thought  of  his  being  parti- 
ilarly  interested.  His  mother  fell  sick  and  died.  During  her  sickness 
is  arm  was  broken.  Others  wept  as  they  saw  his  sufTcrings,  but  ho 
idured  them  without  a  tear.  It  was  at  tho  timo  when  only  live  sccrs 
'  grain  were  sold  for  a  rupee,  and  ho  was  in  want  and  near  starvation, 
ut  his  arm  was  speedily  healed.  When  it  was  well,  ho  camo  to  mo 
10  day  and  asked  mo  when  wo  would  rcccivo  him  into  tho  Church.  On 
y  asking  tho  reason,  ho  said  that  God  hnd  nlllictod  Iiim  till  ho  camo 
>  his  senses.  Ho  witnessed  a  good  profession  and  rejoiced  when  ho 
AS  received  into  tho  Church." 

Pastor  Wanir&m  Ohol,  of  the  B&hdrf  Churchy  writes  :— 

"  Ten  persons  were  received  into  this  Church  on  profession  of  their 
ith,  and  ono  by  letter.  But  two  rooeivod  letters  to  other  Churches,  and 
ar  wero  excommunicated.  So  there  is  a  gain  of  five  in  our  membcr- 
ip.  Tho  members  have  attended  regularly  at  both  services  on  tho 
kbbath,  and  also  at  our  Friday  afternoon  oonforcnce  meeting.  At  this 
seting  some  of  tho  brethren  speak,  some  tell  tbeir  czpericnccB,  and 
mo  lead  in  prayer.  So  tho  meetings  havo  oden  been  ycry  interesting 
d  profitable.  Thero  are  S3veral  inquirers,  belonging  to  our  congrcga- 
>iv  Thoso  who  have  long  been  members  of  our  Church  give  a  tenth  of 
oir  income  for  tho  support  of  their  Pastor,  and  thoso  newly  received 
3miso  to  do  the  same  when  tho  crops  uro  Imrvcsted.  The  Church 
itcfully  acknowledges  the  monthly  coulributiou  of  Rs.  5  from  Mrs. 
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Jacob  lor  tbe  toppori  of  thoir  Fkttior.  I  beg  the  pmyen  of  God*i 
poopio  for  this  liUle  Church,  that  it  may  grow  in  gmco  at  wollaiin 
Rombcn.** 

Pastor  Haribd  Gdyokawdd^  of  Uio  Sonai  Charcb^  writes .— - 
•*  The  mombors  of  my  chnreh  woro  living  in  six  difToront  Tillagci,  wne 
of  which  oro  toron  or  eight  miles  from  my  honso.  This  year  a  woman 
has  been  reeciTcd  from  still  another  village.  I  am  in  the  practice  of  hold- 
ing meetings  in  each  of  theso  seven  villages,  and  now  and  then  I  preach 
in  other  near  viUages.  The  members  of  my  church  sometimes  assemble 
in  ene  place,  but  this  occurs  very  infrequently." 

In  view  of  tho  necessities  of  thoso  Charchca  that  have  no 
Pastors^  an  arrangement  was  made  by  tho  Aikya,  at  its  October 
nioetingi  for  tho  Pastors  who  aro  nearest  to  act  for  themi  so 
fur  as  is  compatible  with  their  duties  to  their  own  Churches. 

JBihle'Women. — Mrs.  Fairbank  has  superintended  tho  opera- 
tions of  eight  Bible-women. 

"  For  the  last  two  months  of  the  year,  four  of  theso  Biblo-womcn 
hirod  a  cart  belonging  to  a  Christian  widow  and  went  on  a  preaching 
tour  among  villages  fifteen,  twenty,  and  thirty  miles  away  from  where 
they  reside.  One  of  the  Colporteurs  of  tho  Bombay  Tract  Society  jdnod 
tliom,  to  be  a  sort  of  protector  for  the  company.  They  have  had  groat  suc- 
cess in  interesting  the  women.  Women  of  high  cnsto  even  have  invited 
them  to  thoir  houses  by  night  to  tell  them  of  Jesus,  and  especially  to 
sing  to  them  of  Jesus.  These  Hind6s  aro  very  fond  of  songs  and  sing- 
ing, and  will  listen  quietly  to  singing  when  they  will  not  to  any  talk  yea 
can  make  them.  Tliis  tour  has  been  an  experiment,  and  I  wait  to  see 
what  tlio  result  will  ba  Tho  women  seem  to  have  enjoyed  it  highly,  and 
give  glowing  accounts  of  tho  interest  manirestcd  on  tlio  part  of  thdr 
listeners.  Tlioy  will  now  return  to  thoir  homes  and  oontinuo  their 
regular  routine  of  work. 

"  The  avonigo  number  that  theso  Bible-women  have  addrcaaod  in  tho 
course' of  a  month  has  been  two  hundred  in  seventeen  Tisiis.  In  tho 
tour  that  those  four  women  made,  they  visited  thirty-two  villages  in  one 
mouth,  and  thoir  audiences  numbered  twclvo  hondrcd  and  for^-tfareo 
persons.  Sometimes  they  visited  throe  villages  a  day,  and  nK^nf^tnfm 
they  were  persuaded  to  remain  thrco  days  in  one  place.  At  one  vilhigs 
the  women  declared  they  should  have  no  dishes  to  use,  for  tlicy  w<3e  not 
going  to  bo  defiled  with  persons  who  were  in  the  habit  o£  eating  with 
tho  lowest  castes.  After  a  while  ono  woman  helped  then^  a  little  and 
tho  rest  began  to  scold  her;  but  just  then  an  old  woman  caone  along  and 
toklthemthcy  were  craay— that  they  enght  to  help  tbcae  women,  for  thef 
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were  God*i  people.  Tlioy  littenod  to  her  and  Boon  became  much  in- 
toroflied  in  hearing  the  Qo^pel.  When  CTcning  came»  they  brought  oil  for 
o  light*  to  that  the  Diblo-women  might  read  to  them.  They  bogged 
them  to  itay  the  next  day,  and  wonld  hardly  let  them  go  aYray  after  they 
had  remained  three  duye.** 

Sc/iOo7#.— Tho  scarcity  was  very  unfavourablo  to  onr  villago 
Bchcols.  Many  childron  who  woald  havo  gkdly  attended  wcro 
obliged  to  work  tho  livolong  day  for  thoir  food.  But  since  the 
B&jari  harvost^  food  has  boon  plcntyi  and  notwithstanding  the 
frosti  there  will  bo  a  fair  harvest  of  Sorghum  on  the  uplands. 
So  wo  expect  fuller  schools  in  1873* 

There  wore  IG  common  schools  in  1872,  with  a  total  of  231 
scholars,  of  whom  188  wcro  boys  and  43  girls,  lliis  gives  an 
Average  of  moro  than  14  scholars  to  each  school.  Tho  largest 
school  was  at  Ildhdri,  and  it  contained  27  scholars  in  its  best 
estate.  Two  others  had  only  seven  scholars  apiocc.  Eighty-six 
of  the  scholars  woro  tho  children  of  Christians. 

Tlie  Staiion  School  at  Ahnicdiiugffur,  which  is  a  select  schooli 
lias  two  teachers,  besides  an  hour's  daily  instruction  from  Mrs. 
Fairbankj  excepting  tho  timo  wo  are  away  on  tours.  Forty- 
five  scholars  attended  this  school.  Fourteen  of  them  roccivcd 
allowances  for  their  jmrtial  or  entire  support  during  ten 
mouths  of  tho  year.  Theso  allowances  amounted  to  Rs.  33  a 
month,  or  a  little  moro  than,  two  and  a  half  rupees  for  each 
scholar  that  was  supported.  Twelvo  boys  fi*om  this  school 
ontered  tho  Normal  School  of  the  C.  V.  Ed.  Society  at  tho 
beginning  of  1873. 

I  am  writing  this  Report  at  Singawd,  just  after  tho  installa- 
tion of  Rev.  Jayardm  B^irasd  as  Pastor  of  tho  Church  licre. 
Tho  Church  is  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Three  men  and  a 
woman  woro  received  to  its  membership  last  sabbath,  and  now 
thcro  are  sixteen  men  and  thirteen  women  in  its  communion. 
riiey  aro  very  poor  id  this  world's  goods,  but  rich  in  fuitli,  end 
Bamcst  in  tho  Lord's  service.  Tlicro  is  no  house  for  tho  Pastor, 
llo  is  occupying  a  dark  room.  His  people  see  that  ho  needs 
i  better  house,  and  are  determined  he  shall  have  one.     I  had  the 
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pletmire  of  attending  an  enthosiastio  meeting  tliej  held  for  ike 
consideration  of  the'  ways  and  means  for  building  the  needed 
Parsonage.    Some  of  the  members^  belonging  to  Ehospnr^i 
were  not  presentj  and  will  doubtless  add  something  to  the 
subscription*    Bs.  24  were  subscribed  by  the  Church  members 
present.    In  anticipation  of  this  emergency,  the  Mission  seemed 
an  appropriation  of  Bs*  140  from  the  American  Board  to  help 
them*    A  suitable  building  will  cost  some  Bs.  300.    It  should 
have  three  rooms, — a  family  room,  a  kitchen,  and  a  stadj. 
The  last  may  be  small,  say  eight  feet  square,  but  ought  to  haye 
a  good  door  with  a  lock,  a  window,  and  a  bookcase.    The 
family  room  and  kitchen  are  designed  to  be  each  13  feet  by  ^ 
feet.    The  whole  is  to  be  covered  with  a  flat  earth  roof,  after 
the  fashion  of  the  Dakhan. 

I  am  urgent  that  these  infant  Churches  be  self-supporting  ss 
far  as  possible.  But  those  of  this  Church  who  have  any  tan- 
gible income  give  a  tenth  of  it  for  the  support  of  their  Pastor, 
and  what  they  give  for  the  Parsonage  is  in  addition  to  this. 
There  is  not  one  of  them  who  has  a  little  surplus  that  he  could 
give  for  this  object.  Everything  they  give  must  be  saved  by 
the  strictest  economy.  One  of  them  is  part-owner  of  a  field 
of  Sorghum  that  ten  days  ago  promised  a  fine  orop.  But 
that  killing  frost  nipped  the  fair  promise.  All  the  tall  vigcrous 
stalks  have  withered  just  as  the  large  heads  for  grain  were  ia 
flower.  Some  of  the  shorter  stalks  escaped.  But  the  meagre 
harvest  will  not  pay  expenses.  I  feel  like  cxying  with  them 
over  their  blasted  hopes.  This  is  the  third  year  their  crops 
have  failed.  . 

I  hope  that  some  eye  which  may  light  on  this  may  belong 
to  a  heart  that  will  respond  to  this  request  for  help.  Another 
hundred  rupees  will  enable  them  to  build  a  house  that  will 
sufiice  for  their  Pastor's  necessities.  He  has  a  wife  and  three 
children.  He  mtiat  have  a  study.  His  hearers  are  intelligent, 
and  they  both  appreciate  and  need  good  sermons.  They  have 
promised  me  that  their  Pastor  shall  not  be  intermpted  in  his 
study  hours,  and  I  have  promised  them  that  I  will  procure  for 
them  a  good  door,  window,  and  bookcase  for  his  study.

SATA'BA'. 


We  hayo  now  been  at  this  station  eight  months,  and  though 
it  may  be  painful  to  mention  some  things  that  have  caused  us 
Badness,  yet  friends  will  better  understand  our  true  situation, 
and  will  be  able  to  pray  for  us  more  intelligently,  if  we  state 
them  ;  and  who  shall  say  there  is  not  need  of  earnest  prayer 
for  this  little  Church?    In  March  1872,  Br.  Wood,  who  had 
long  laboured  here,  and  Br.  Bruce,  who  was  appointed  to  take 
his  place,  were  both  obliged  on  account  of  ill-health  to  leave 
the  work  and  sock  rest  in  their  native  land.    The  interval  of 
a  few  months  that  followed  their  departure,  when  no  Missionary 
could  be  stationed  here,  was  a  sad  timo  for  the  little  Church. 
Satan  seems  to  have  taken  advantage  of  this  state  of  things, 
and  like  ''  a  roaring  lion''  he  tore  the  flock  severely.     Some 
were  led  into  sin,  in  consequence  of  which  we  lost  the  most 
eficctivo  Bible-woman  in  our  employ,  and  one  man  who  had 
apparently  been  doing  a  good  work  as  teacher  in  a  village 
five  miles  distant.    Three  others  also  went  astray.     So  that  the 
Church  lost  five  members  in  this  way.    One  Bible-woman  had 
been  dismissed  prior  to  Br.  Wood's  departure.    In  addition 
to  these,  eight  other  members  of  the  Church,  with  four  baptized 
children,  have  lefb,  but  for  a  good  reason.    They  went   out 
to  form  a  centre  of  Missionary    operations  with  Br.  Wells 
at  Bhuinj ;  and  in  this  we  rejoice.    It  will  appear  from  the 
foregoing  statements  that  our  Church  must  be  greatly  reduced 
in  numbers.    There  are  now  24  members,  instead  of  87  as  at 
the  beginning  of  the  year. 

Our  present  working  force  consists  of  one  licensed  Preacher, 
;wo  Catechists,  one  Teacher,  and  one  Bible-woman.  The  wives 
)f  the  helpers  accompany  the  wife  of  the  Missionary  in  her 
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tilt  women  both  ia  the  city  aad  in  the  jail ;  and  tMi 

oheerfiilly,  not  looUng  for  or  neeiriag  uiy  p»j.

We  went  oat  on  onr  first  Missionary  tour  in  December.  Ti 

aversod  the  Ycnb  valley,  visiting  the  most  remote  viUagesM 

'cll  as  those  near  our  camping-places.     We  also  climbed  At 

aountains,  and  peered  into  the  vast  fields  beyond,  where  tht 

nissionary  has  not  yet  laboured.     We  hare  gained  an  intelligCDt 

view  of  the  wants  and  necessities  of  this  part  of  onr  large  Seli 

We  were  compelled  to  return  home  in  Jannary  on  account  of 

severe  illness. 

The  enorgy  and  e&mestncsa  of  the  Native  helpen  on  this  ton 
wore  truly  gratifying.  We  had  many  audiences  Tarying  bm 
6  to  ISO  in  number,  and  they  were  always  reapcctfnl  and  it* 
tentive.  In  almost  every  village  tho  entire  popdlatios  wn 
Duable  to  read,  and  hence  it  was  of  no  nae  to  leave  the  hoob 
and  tracts  we  took  for  sale  and  distribution.  What  is  uooM 
is  oral  instraction  by  faithful  Native  Christian  toaclieri.  Miaf 
of  those  villages  would  form  centres  from  which  tho  prMditrcr 
teacher  could  reach  20  or  SO  villages  in  the  ▼icini^,  ffhi 
will  the  Lord  give  us  this  supply  of  labourers,  Trhieh  atmm  Is 
us  now  urgently  seeded  I 

This  ia  but  a  simple  outline  of  things  as  tbey  an  io  tt 
district.    But  I  tmst  it  is  enough  to  convey  « tms  ides  of  b 
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present  conditton  and  needs.  ^  I  mast  add  one  thonglit  in 
answer  to  the  qaestion  so  often  asked^  namely^  What  good 
does  all  this  preaching  of  yoursi  when  there  are  so  few  true 
conversions  f  It  was  my  pleasore  to  be  at  the  table  with  the 
Rev*  W.  Taylor«  whom  wo  all  love^  and  in  whose  success  we 
rejoice^  and  who  is  awakening  so  much  interest  in  some  parts 
of  this  land.  I  asked  him, ''  Br.  Taylor,  are  the  people  who  are 
converted  under  your  preaching  chiefly  those  who  have  pre- 
viously hoard  the  Gospel,  and  been  under  religious  instruction, 
or  are  they  those  who  come  directly  from  boathonism  f ''  Mark 
his  frank  answer-*"  Among  all  tho  number  in  India  I  do  not 
know  of  moro  than  two  who  have  not  previously  been  made 
Acquainted  with  the  Christian  idea,  and  heard  tho  Gospel 
preached/'  Here  then  is  a  strong  argument  for  missionary 
labour,— for  who  have  spread ''  the  Christian  idea ''  throughout 
India  ?  Let  the  world  answer.  This  dear  Brother  is  now  reap- 
ing glorious  harvests,  and  may  God  soon  give  to  the  Marathi 
Missions  a  time  of  ingathering.     Amen.

BHUINJ. 


Tho  most  important  6vent  in  this  district  the  past  year  has 
been  the  formation  of  the  first  Church  in  this  field.  On  the 
fourth  of  July  eight  persons  from  tbo  S4t(ird  Church  united  in 
Christian  fellowship  to  form  tho  Bhuinj  Church.  Since  that 
time  throe  others  have  joined  on  profession  of  their  faith.  One 
of  these  has  been  a  servant  of  different  Missionaries  for  the 
lost  twenty  years.  For  many  years  ho  has  believed  Christianity 
to  be  true,  and  for  some  time  has  felt  that  he  ought  to  be  a 
Christian*  But  he  was  kept  from  taking  any  decided  step  on 
account  of  his  mother,  who  said  she  would  kill  herself  if  he 
became  a  Christian.  He  thought  after  he  had  buried  her,  as  a 
faithful  Hindu  son  is  expected  to  do,  he  would  turn  and  follow 
Christ*  After  attending  the  meetings  of  Rev.  Mr.  Taylor  last 
year  at  Ahmednuggur,  he  felt  that  he  must  confess  his  belief

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In  the  Tillages  aroand  Bhuinj  tbe  Gospel  lias  been  constantly 
d  faithfally  preacbed.  I  often  think  of  the  hundreds  of 
[kiges  in  this  field  to  the  north  and  east^  where  God's  word 
not  heard,  where  as  yet  there  is  no  labourer,  and  I  long  to 
I  and  tell  them  of  the  Saviour  who  has  died  for  them  ;  but 
have  thought  it  was  bettor  to.  undertake  only  so  much  as 
nid  be  done  well|  and  follow  up  the  impressions  already 
ade. 

We  found  the  people  at  Pdnchand  quite  willing  to  listen,  and 
anxious  for  a  Sohool*  A  School  has  been  started  there,  and 
prooching  once  or  twice  a  week  is  kept  up.  One  man  is  asking 
baptism.  If  he  is  received  he  will  bo  the  first  fruit  from 
heathenism — we  hope  the  first  of  a  great  harvest  to  bo  gathered. 

The  inhabitants  of  the  proud  Brahminical  city  of  Wdi  have 
boon  unmolested  in  their  heathenism  by  us  until  quite  lately. 
Wo  have  now  begun  the  attack  on  this  stronghold.  Two 
helpers  liave  gone  there  to  labour,  and  we  hope  to  obtain  a  foot- 
hold so  as  to  station  them  there  permanently.  A  few  years  ago 
our  books  and  tracts  were  refused  at  this  place,  and  a  Christian 
labourer  fled  from  there  to  save  himself  from  injury.  But 
now  quite  a  little  business  of  bookselling  is  carried  on,  and 
large  audiences  listen  daily  to  preaching. 

I  feel  that  my  groat  work  here  is  to  build  up  a  self-support- 
ing, nel/'denying,  working  Church,  and  put  the  work  in  this 
rogion  upon  them^  also  to  lead  the  Christians  here  to  a  higher 
Christian  life— an  abiding  life  with  Christ.  Tlion  God  will 
prosper  and  bless  his  people,  and  give  them  the  heathen  for 
a  possession.  Then  they  will  claim  and  take  this  country  for 
Christ.  We  ask  the  prayers  of  God's  people  that  our  helpers 
and  all  the  Native  Christians  may  become  a  holy  people,  that 
thoy  may  abide  in  Christ,  and  Christ  in  them,  that  they  may 
bring  forth  much  fruit.

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SOLA'PU'B,  CITY  AND  WESTERN  DISTRICTS. 

Tlie  field  trhioh  was  ossigficd  to  as  coDsists  of  the  citj  of 
SoUptIr— the  largest  city  in  the  Dokhaa  in  which  our  Uii- 
sion  labonra— and  the  districta  to  the  west,  north-weati  and 
to  the  Boiith  aa  far  aa  the  Mardtha  language  ia  nnderstood. 
For  thia  we  have  a  force  consisting  of  ooraelvoa  and  five 
Asaistanta. 

Preaching  in  the  city  haa  been  regnlarly  maintained.  A 
number  of  placea  have  boon  aelected  for  atroet-preaching^  and 
regularly  visited  throughout  the  year  aa  often  aa  twice  a  montLi 
and  during  several  months  once  every  week.  We  have  no 
tangible  results  in  conversions  this  year  from  atreet-prcach- 
ingi  but  are  well  satisfied  that  many  have  gained  thereby  a 
fair  knowledge  of  Christianity,  and  that  some  have  become 
fully  convinced  that  this  is  the  only  way  of  salvation. 

Services  have  been  maintained  regularly  on  the  aabbatli'i 
the  morning  service  being  directed  to  the  wants  and  state  of 
the  Church,  and  the  afternoon  to  Hindus,  of  whom  the  attend- 
ance has  been  very  encouraging. 

During  the  rainy  season  Pastor  KtSsambhdi  of  Seroor  visit- 
ed us  on  invitation,  and  gave  several  Kiriians.  Large  crowds 
assembled  and  listened  quietly  to  the  preaching  of  tho  Gospd 
in  song.  I  am  fully  convinced  of  the  efficiency  of  tho  Kiritm 
aa  a  moans  of  proclaiming  the  Gospel.  It  has  well  stood  the 
test,  and  proves  an  oflicicnt  arm  in  our  spiritual  warfare. 

Tho  state  of  tho  Church,  although  not  what  it  should  be, 
is  much  improved,  Tho  growth  in  spirituality  ia  qoite  mani- 
fest in  some  cases. 

There  have  been  several  cases  of  interest,  and  we  believe  of 
hopeful  9onversion,  but  these  persons  have  not  as  yet  united 
with  the  Church. 

Two  and  a  half  months  of  the  year  have  been  spent  in  tour- 
ing, besides  several  short  runs  for  preaching  in  certain  places^ 
of    which  one  to  the  great  pilgrimage  at   Pandliarapdr  was 
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especially  enconraging  from  the  grand  opportanities  presented 
or  addresBing  the  thousands  that  assemble,  an|ong  whom  it  is 
most  reasonable  to  suppose  are  some  who  are  really  seeking 
tlio  forgiveness  of  their  sins  and  the  salvation  of  their  souls. 

Tho  sole  Bible-woman  we  had  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  left 
us  ill  June,  having  been  attracted  by  higher  pay  elsewhere. 
.Wo  are  now  without,  and  perhaps  it  is  as  well  to  be  so,  and  let 
tho  work  among  the  women  bo  left  to  the  voluntary  ofibrts  of 
our  Christian  women,  many  of  whom  have  both  the  time  and 
ability  to  serve  the  Lord  in  this  way,  and  so  prove  their  love. 

Onr  Schools  consist  of  the  Station  School,  a  School  among 
the  leather-workers,  and  a  Night  School  for  youths  and  young 
men  who  are  engaged  in  other  duties  during  tho  day.  There  has 
been  one  conversion  among  our  scholars,  and  one  hopeful  in- 
quirer. 

Tlio  prospects  for  work  are  good.  The  great  felt  need  in 
every  department  of  labour  is  the  endowment  with  power  from 
on  high  by  the  Holy  Spirit.  Brethren  and  Sisters,  pray  for 
this  great  blessing. 

For  canying  on  tho  work  in  the  City  it  has  long  been  felt 
that  a  more  suitable  building  than  the  one  hitherto  used  was 
flesirablo.  This  was  not  so  much  tho  need  of  tho  Church  for 
a  place  of  worship,  as  tho  need  of  tho  Mission  for  a  place 
for  aggressive  evangclistio  purposes — a  Alissionary  workshop. 
During  tho  year  permission  has  been  given  to  erect  a  plain  but 
suitable  building,  and  to  raise  funds  for  that  purpose.  Plans 
Iiave  been  prepared  and  the  work  begun.  Tho  cost  will  be 
about  Rs.  3,000.  Of  this  Rs.  2,000  have  been  granted  from 
tho  contributions  of  American  Churches ;  while  for  tho  rest  we 
liavo  to  look  to  Christian  friends  in  this  country,  or  in  England. 
In  response  to  a  subscription  paper  circulated  in  Solapdr, 
Ks.  375  have  been  given.  Several  hundred  rupees  are  still 
needed  for  this  work.  Any  of  our  Missionaries  will  bo  glad, 
I  am  sure,  to  receive  and  forward  any  donations  for  this 
purpose.

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SOLA'PITR,  EASTEBN  DISTRICT. 

We  record  with  gratitude  the  fact  that  during  the  past  yeir 
we  hare  not  been  hindered  by  ill-health  from  labouring  in  fhe 
district  in  which  our  work  lies ;  that  district  is  to  the  norUi 
and  east  of  Soldpdr,  embracing  the  Bdrsi  Tulukd  of  the  SoU- 
pfir  Collectorate  and  the  south-eastern  portion  of  the  same 
district ;  the  Akalkote  Native  State,  and  (so  far  as  practicable) 
the  Mogalui.  Now,  not  only  to  this  field,  but  to  the  Mission- 
ary work  as  well,  it  perhaps  is  not  strange  that  we  have  been 
able  to  accomplish  this  year  far  less  than  we  had  hoped,  and 
less  than  we  trust  may  be  the  case  in  time  to  come.  In  order  to 
perform  Missionary  labour  in  a  large  part  of  the  area  aboTe  in* 
dicated,  a  knowledge  of  the  Canarcse  language  is  indispensable; 
I  have  therefore  commenced  studying  it,  but  am  not  yet  able  to 
use  it  in  our  work.  So  far  as  anything  has  been  attempted 
in  that  part  of  the  6eld,  it  has  been  through  the  medium  of  the. 
Hindustdni,  a  language  in  which  some  of  our  helpers  can  preach 
quite  cflTcctively,  and  which  is  understood  by  the  people,  in 
the  towns  we  have  visited,  more  extensively  than  Mariithi. 
Wo  would,  in  this  connection,  call  attention  to  the  great 
necc98ity  which  exists  for  a  Canarcsc-speaking  Missionary  to 
conduct  the  work  in  this  direction* 

In  our  tours  this  year  we  have  visited  especially  towns  ill 
the  Bdrsi  Tulukd,  and  in  that  part  of  the  Mogalii  near  it. 
Several  months  of  the  year  have  been  spent  in  this  way. 
Bdrsi,  Wairdg,  and  Pdngri,  in  the  Bdrsi  Tdlukd ;  Tnlstpdr, 
Dhdrdsiv,  and  Ndldurg,  in  thoMogaldi,  have  been  the  principal 
places  visited;  and  in  nearly  every  village  where  our  tents 
have  been  pitched  we  have  had  good  opportunities  for  preach- 
ing, and  have  found  willing  listeners.  No  difficulty  whatever 
has  been- experienced  in  working  in  the  Mogaldi..  As  a  general 
thing,  wo  have  been  as  well  received  and  treated,  and  our 
message  has  to  all  appearance  been  as  kindly  heard,  t^ere  as  in 
the  towns  under  English  rule.  It  is  true  that  in  some  places 
a  little  unfriendliness  has  been  manifested  on  the  part  of  the 
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[ttnalfnanii  bat  it  has  been  shown  only  by  wordsj  and  in  seve* 
I  instances  disappeared  in  the  coarse  of  a  tow  days.  It 
)niains  to  be  seen  whether  saoh  pleasant  experience  would  con- 
nae  in  case  a  longer  tear  shoald  be  taken  into  the  Nizdtn's 
tatCj  and  a  greater  length  of  time  be  spent  there.  Yet  this 
.'gion  cannot  be  regarded  as  other  than  an  important^  needy, 
ad  therefore  interesting  field  for  evangelistic  effort. 

A  word  mast  be  said  concerning  the  special,  and  in  some 

aspects  promising  work  in  and  near  the  town  of  Barsi,  thus  far 

ur  only  outstation.    Bhiwdji  Darkoji,  of  the  theological  class, 

IS  laboured  there  continuously  and  faithfully  during  the  year, 

nd  for  most  of  that  time  the  people  have  listened  readily  to  his 

reaching.    In  September,  Rev*  Klsam   Mahamadji    visited 

tdrsf  with  his  Kiritan.    Considerable  interest  was  elicited,  and 

.  spirit  of  inquiry  began  to  manifest  itself.    This,  however,  did 

lot  continue,  and  since  then  Bhiw&ji  reports  smaller  audi* 

>nces  and  less  attention.    On  the  other  hand,  several  indivi- 

lusls  acknowledge  that  they  are  convinced  of  the   truth  of 

Christianity,  and  one  man  expresses  a  desire  to  become    a 

Z!hristian«    The  School   at  Barsi    has    maintained  a    feeble 

existence  during  the  year.  Caste  feeling  and  the  prejudices 
.  of  the  people  agamst  the  Christians  have  tended  to  injure  it. 

Within  six  miles  of  B&rsi  there  are  nearly  thirty  villages,  large 

and  small.    Bhiw&ji  has  preached  in  almost  all  of  these  during 

the  year,  a  greater  or  less  number  of  times. 

In  the  Report  of  last  year,  mention  was  made  of  a  man 
living  at  Dhotra,  six  miles  east  of  Bdrsi,  formerly  a  Guru 
among  the  Mhings,  who  was  then  thinking  of  Christianity. 
He  has  kept  np  intercourse  with  ns  during  the  year,  and  in 
December  we  visited  his  village  and  administered  the  rite  of 
baptism  to  four— this  man  (Rdmji),  his  mother,  wife,  and 
sister.  Three  others  residing  in  other  villages  have  since 
been  baptized;  others  sti)!  have  been  examined  for  baptism 
but  advised  to  wait;  while  interest  in  Christianity  and  a 
spirit  of  inquiry  are  spreading  thoughout  the  whole  circle 
of  Rtoji's  former  followers,  who  are  scattered  all  through  this 
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region.  lUmji  sayt  that  it  mil  be  his  fiialt  if  the/  nft  not 
all  brought  to  the  troth,  and  it  it  hit  prayer  that  they  til 
may  be.  He  shows  much  seal  and  an  excellent  spirit  in 
his  efforts  to  teaoh  them.  We  hope  ere  long  to  see  these  new 
conrerts  gathered  into  a  Church  by  themselres.  At  present 
they  are  not  connected  with  any  Church. 

The  work  of  the  Bible- women  at  Sol&piir  has,  owing  to  a 
rariety  of  causes,  been  quite  irregular,  and  not  altogether  satis- 
factory* At  times  they  have  not  receired  their  full  pay,  and  at 
other  times  we  hare  hardly  felt  that  they  were  entitled  to  what 
they  did  get.  We  are  inclined  to  fear  that  were  it  not  for  the  pay 
they  would  make  no  efforts  at  all  to  reach  the  heathen  women. 
One  effect  of  the  employment  of  these  women  on  pay  seems 
to  be  to  repress  Christian  activity,  which  might  otherwise  be 
developed  on  the  part  of  other  women  in  the.  Church.  Under 
these  circumstances  we  cannot  but  regard  the  question  of  their 
furtlior  employment  as  an  open  one.
